Senate  Chamber,  Columbus,  Ohio, 

Tuesday,  January  2,  1877 — 3  o’clock  P.  M. 

The  Senate  having  adjourned  on  the  12th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1876,  in 
pursuance  of  Senate  Joint  Resolution’  No.  26,  to  meet  on  the  2d  day  of 
January,  A.  D.  1877,  at  3  o’clock  P.  M.,  convened  at  that  hour,  and  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President,  Lieutenant  Governor  Thos.  L.  Young. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  Edward  P.  Heberton. 

The  President  officially  announced  the  death  of  Hon.  P.  M.  Dechant, 
Senator  from  the  Second  District. 

The  credentials  of  Wm.  H.  Stokes,  Senator  elect  from  the  Second  Dis¬ 
trict,  successor  of  P.  M.  Dechant,  deceased,  were  presented,  and  said  gen¬ 
tleman  appearing  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  and  having  taken  an 
oath  (administered  by  the  President,)  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and,  also,  an 
oath  of  office,  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

On  demand  of  Mr.  Curtiss,  a  call  of  the  Senate  was  had.

fications  of  an  elector  to  act  as  judges  or  clerks  of  said  election ;  and  in 
the  selection  of  such  person  or  persons  to  act  as  judges  of  election,  the 
same  limitations  and  restrictions  shall  be  observed,  as  are  prescribed  in 
section  6  of  this  act,  so  that  the  minority  shall,  in  all  cases,  have  a  rep¬ 
resentation  in  said  board;  and,  previous  to  any  votes  being  received, 
such  judge  or  clerk,  or  any  judge  or  clerk  not  being  already  duly  sworn, 
and  qualified  according  to  law,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  which 
may  be  administered  by  any  trustee  or  clerk  of  a  township,  or  council¬ 
man,  or  other  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  in  the  following 
form:  ‘You,  A  B,  do  solemnly  swear,  (or  affirm),  that  you  will  perform 
the  duties  of  judge  or  clerk  of  the  election  (as  the  case  may  be)  accord¬ 
ing  to  law,  and  the  best  of  your  ability;  and  that  you  will  studiously 
endeavor  to  prevent  fraud,  deceit  or  abuse,  in  conducting  the  same?'  ” 

3d — Strike  out  all  of  section  3  and  insert  in  its  stead  the  following :

tember;  or  any  mallard,  or  woodcock,  or  other  wild  duck  at  any  time  be¬ 
tween  the  1st  day  of  April  and  the  1st  day  of  September;  or  at  any  time 
between  the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  4th  day  of  July  to  catch  kill 
or  injure,  or  to  pursue  with  such  intent  any  woodcock ;  ‘and  it  shall  be 
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unlawful  for  any  person,  at  any  time,  to  catch,  by  snare  or  trap,  any  quail 
or  Virginia  partridge;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  by  the  aid 
or  use  of  any  swivel  or  punt  gun,  or  any  other  than  a  common  shoulder 
gun,  or  by  the  use  of  push  boat,  or  sneak  boat  used  for  carrying  such  gun, 
to  catch,  kill,  or  wound,  or  destroy,  or  pursue  after  with  such  intent,  upon 
any  of  the  waters,  bays,  rivers,  marshes,  mud  flats,  or  any  cover  to  which 
wild  fowl  resort  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  any  wild  goose,  wild  duck  or 
brant.

when  their  term  of  office  commenced. 

That  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  amend  section  5  of  an  act  en¬ 
titled  ‘an  act  to  amend  sections  7,  8,  9  and  10,’  of  an  act  passed  April  12,. 
1858,  entitled  ‘an  act  to  relieve  District  Courts,  and  to  give  greater  effi¬ 
ciency  to  the  judicial  system  of  the  State,’  ”  passed  April  6,  1859,  passed 
April  2,  1870,  and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

We  think  that  the  bills  for  the  consolidated  statutes  should  be  just  as 
few  as  possible.  That  we  should,  if  practicable,  introduce  the  four  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  as  four  bills,  and  at  the  least,  never  less  than  the  full  title. 

In  any  event,  we  should  begin  the  work  at  once  on  part  four.  It  may 
be  best  to  make  three  bills  of  part  four. 

We  recommend  that  the  portion  already  received  of  part  four  be  at 
once  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

We  recommend  the  reading  the  first  and  second  times,  as  usual,  hut 
without  further  printing ;  and  then  on  the  second  reading  a  reference  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole,  House  or  Senate. 

We  recommend  that  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  do 
each  day  designate  the  extent  to  which  the  bill  will  be  considered  the 
subsequent  day,  and  that  from  day  to  day  he  appoint  two  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  be  prepared  with  the  sections  to  be  considered  as  they 
now  stand,  as  a  means  of  a  ready  comparison  in  the  committee  of  the 
whole. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  any  member  that  he  wishes  to  amend  any  sec¬ 
tion,  said  section  shall  be  informally  passed  until  the  next  day,  for  the 
purpose  of  such  amendment,  but  not  longer,  unless  by  vote  of  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

Upon  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  committee  the  Chairman 
shall  first  call  the  informally  passed  sections.  The  chief  Clerk  of  the 
House  and  Senate,  and  their  assistants,  shall  be  the  clerks  of  the  re¬ 
spective  committees,  and  shall  note  the  sections  informally  passed,  and 
upon  whose  suggestion  passed.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  amend¬ 
ments  prepared  and  also  a  separate  record  of  all  amendments,  by  the  * 
members,  of  the  sections  to  which  such  amendments  are  made,  as  agreed 
to  by  the  committee.  When  such  amendments  as  are  recommended  by  the 
committee  are  agreed  to  by  the  House  or  Senate,  or  made  in  the  House 
or  Senate,  such  amended  sections  shall  then  be  printed  separately  in  the 
same  type,  paper,  and  size  as  the  original  section  of  the  bill,  and  shall 
be  attaclied  to  the  original  bill  on  the  inner  margin,  by  paste  or  mucil¬ 
age,  over  the  section  amended,  which  shall  be  the  only  engrossment  re¬ 
quired.

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The  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  and  reporting 
rules  to  be  observed  by  the  Senate  in  the  trial  of  any  contested  election 
cases  in  which  it  may  be  determined  that  the  Senate  has  jurisdiction, 
submit  the  following  rules  and  recommend  that  they  be  adopted  : 

In  the  trial  of  any  such  cases  the  following  rules  shall  be  observed  : 

1.  On  the  day  and  at  the  hour  appointed  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Senate  shall  announce  that  the  time  fixed  for  hearing  the  contest  has 
arrived,  and  the  Senate  shall  at  once  proceed  with  the  trial,  unless  the 
same  be  continued  by  the  Senate  to  some  other  hour  or  day,  and  no  mo¬ 
tion  shall  be  in  order,  except  a  motion  pertaining  to  the  trial,  until  after 
the  further  hearing  of  the  contest  is  adjourned. 

2.  A  motion  to  adjourn  the  further  hearing  of  the  contest  shall  have 
precedence  of  all  other  motions,  and  may  be  made  by  any  Senator.  It 
shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  if  such  motion  prevails  the  Senate 
shall  proceed  with  its  legislative  or  executive  business,  and  the  further 
hearing  of  the  contest  shall  be  postponed  until  the  next  succeeding  legis¬ 
lative  day,  at  three  o’clock  P.  M.,  unless  a  different  time  be  determined 
by  the  Senate. 

3.  Before  proceeding  with  the  trial,  the  presiding  officer  and  each 
Senator  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  in  all  things  appertaining 
to  the  trial  of  the  contest  of  election  now  pending,  he  will  truly  and  im¬ 
partially  try  and  determine  the  same,  according  to  the  law  and  the  evi¬ 
dence.  The  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  administered  by  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  any  Senator  not  present  at  the  opening 
shall  afterward  take  the  oath  or  affirmation  before  sitting  as  a  member 
of  the  Senate  in  the  trial  of  the  contest. 

4  The  trial  shall  proceed  and  be  conducted,  so  far  as  may  be,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  courts  of  law. 

5.  Counsel  for  the  parties  shall  be  admitted  to  appear  and  be  heard 
upon  the  contest.  The  contestor  shall  first  introduce  his  testimony,  and 
then  the  contestee  shall  introduce  his.  Witnesses  shall  be  examined  by 
one  person  on  behalf  of  the  party  producing  them,  and  then  be  cross- 
examined  by  one  person  on  the  other  side. 

6.  If  a  Senator  is  called  as  a  witness  he  shall  be  sworn  and  give  his 
testimony  standing  in  his  place. 

7.  If  a  Senator  wishes  a  question  to  be  put  to  a  witness  or  to  offer  a 
motion  or  order,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  wri¬ 
ting  and  put  by  the  presiding  officer. 

8.  All  motions  made  by  the  parties  or  their  counsel  shall  be  addressed 
to  the  presiding  officer,  and  if  he  or  any  Senator  shall  require  it,  they 
shall  be  committed  to  writing  and  read  at  the  clerk’s  desk. 

9.  All  preliminary  or  interlocutory  questions  and  all  motions  may  be 
argued  for  not  exceeding  thirty  minutes  on  each  side,  unless  the  Senate 
shall  by  order  extend  the  time. 

10.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  record  the  proceedings  in  the  trial 
of  the  contest  as  in  the  case  of  legislative  proceedings,  and  the  same  shall 
he  reported  in  the  same  manner  as  the  legislative  proceedings  of  the 
Senate. 

11.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  direct  all  necessary  prep¬ 
arations  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  shall  direct  all  forms  of  proceeding 
during  the  trial  of  the  contest,  and  he  may  rule  all  questions  of  evidence 
and  incidental  questions,  which  ruling  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
Senate  unless  some  member  of  the  Senate  shall  ask  that  a  formal  vote  be 
taken  thereon  ;  in  which  case  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  de- 
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cision,  or  he  may,  at  his  option,  in  the  first  instance,  submit  any  such 
question  to  a  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Senate. 

12.  The  presiding  officer  shall  have  power  to  make  and  issue  all  orders 
and  writs  authorized  by  these  rules,  or  by  the  Senate,  and  to  make  and 
enforce  such  other  regulations  and  orders  in  the  premises  as  the  Senate 
may  authorize  and  provide. 

13.  At  all  times,  while  the  Senate  is  engaged  in  the  trial  of  the  con¬ 
test,  the  doors  of  the  Senate  Chamber  shall  be  kept  open. 

14.  The  final  arguments  on  the  merits  may  be  made  by  two  persons 
on  each  side,  and  the  argument  shall  be  opened  and  closed  on  the  part  of 
the  contestor. 

15.  All  orders  and  decisions  of  the  questions  submitted  to  the  Senate 
for  determination  shall  be  made  and  had  by  yeas  and  nays,  which  shall 
be  entered  on  the  record,  and  without  debate,  except  that,  upon  the  final 
question,  each  Senator  shall  be  at  liberty  to  offer  his  reasons  for  the  vote 
he  intends  to  give,  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  may  be  decided  without  the 
yeas  and  nays,  unless  they  be  demanded. 

Upon  all  preliminary  and  interlocutory  questions  any  Senator  shall  be 
permitted  to  state  the  reasons  only  for  the  vote  he  is  about  to  give,  the 
time  to  be  occupied  by  him  for  that  purpose  not  to  exceed  five  minutes. 

16.  Every  question  susceptible  of  division  presented  to  the  Senate 
for  decision  shall,  upon  the  demand  of  either  party,  or  of  any  Senator,  be 
divided  and  separately  voted  upon,  and  decided  by  the  Senate. 

17.  After  the  testimony  is  heard  and  argument  of  counsel  concluded, 
and  such  of  the  Senators  as  choose  to  do  so,  have  given  their  reasons  for 
the  vote  they  are  about  to  give,  the  final  decision  shall  be  taken  by  an 
alphabetical  call  of  the  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given 
shall  decide.  The  presiding  officer  shall  first  submit  to  the  Senate  the 
following  question:

or,  was,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  in  the  year  A.  D.  1876,  duly 

and  legally  elected  to  the  office  of - for  the

If  the  foregoing  question  be  decided  in  the  negative,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  submit  to  the  Senate  the  following  question  :

So  said  rules  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Knox,  the  rules  were  ordered  to  be  printed  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  all  other  matter. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  announced  that  the  day  and  hour  fixed 
for  the  consideration  of  the  case  of  Cox  vs.  Harmon,  being  the  contest  for 
the  office  of  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  first  judicial  dis¬ 
trict  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  had  arrived. 

Hon.  Jonn  Welsh,  Chief  Justice  of  the  State,  then  administered  the 
prescribed  oath  to  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  President  then  ordered  a  call  of  the  Senate,  and  37  Senators 
answered  to  their  names. 

The  following  Senators  were  then  sworn  by  the  Chief  Justice: 

Messrs.  Ault,  Bates,  Beatty,  Brown  of  Lucas,  Brown  of  Ross,  Burns, 
Burress,  Burrows,  Curtiss,  Ellis,  Haines  of  Carroll,  Haines  of  Preble, 
Hudson,  Johnston,  Kent,  Kerr,  Kessler,  Kleinschmidt,  Knox,  Lewis, 
Miller,  Monahan,  Owens,  Philson,  Ransom,  Reese,  Rukenbrod,  Schenck, 
Sheridan,  Spangler,  Stickney,  Swan,  Warnock  and  Williams. 

Messrs.  Andrews,  Stanton  and  Stokes  were  affirmed. 

The  contestant  and  contestee  appeared  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate  by 
counsel. 

The  notice  and  specifications  filed  by  Joseph  Cox  are  in  the  words  and 
figures  following: 

IN  THE  SENATE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  OHIO. 

.Joseph  Cox,  an  elector  of  the  county  of  Hamilton,  and  State  of  Ohio, 
and  candidate  for  the  office  of  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Com¬ 
mon  Pleas,  of  the  first  Judicial  District,  of  Ohio,  comprising  the  county 
of  Hamilton,  at  the  election  held  in  said  district,  on  the  10th  day  of 
October,  A.  I).  1876,  hereby  gives  notice  of  his  intentions  to  contest  the 
election  of  Judson  Harmon,  declared  elected  to  said  office,  and  hereby 
specifies  the  particular  points  on  which  he  means  to  rely,  to-wit: 

First — Because  of  gross  irregularities  and  frauds  committed  in  the  in¬ 
terest  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  said  Judson  Harmon,  at  the  election 
aforesaid,  in  the  3d,  4th,  5th,  6th,  8th,  9th,  13th,  16th  18th  21st  and  22d 
wards,  and  in  other  precincts  and  wards  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  which 
is  a  part  of  said  First  Judicial  District. 

Said  irregularities  consisted  in  the  absence  of  Judges  and  Clerks  from 
their  respective  polls;  that  the  said  Judges  and  Clerks  did  not  sign 
their  poll  books;  that  persons  were  excluded  from  the  counting  and 
from  being  present  at  the  counting  of  said  vote,  who  were  entitled  to  be 
present.  Said  fraud  consisted  of  the  voting  of  persons  for  the  said  Jud¬ 
son  Harmon,  each  oftener  than  one  time,  and  in  many  instances,  voting 
for  him  as  often  as  five,  ten,  fifteen  and  twenty  times;  and  in  persons 
voting  for  him  who  were  not  residents  of  the  State  of  Ohio  for  one  year 
last  past;  and  by  persons  voting  for  him  who  had  not  lived  in  the  First 
Judicial  District,  to-wit:  the  county  of  Hamilton  for  thirty  days  last 
past;  and  by  persons  voting  for  him  who  had  not  lived  in  t lie  ward  in 
which  they  voted  twenty  days  last  past;  and  by  persons  voting  for  him 
who  were  residents  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  at  the  time  at  which  they 
voted;  and  by  persons  voting  for  him  who  were  residents  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  at  the  time  at  which  they  voted;  and  by  persons  voting  for 
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him  who  were  residents  of  the  State  of  New  York  at  the  time  at  which 
they  voted;  and  by  persons  voting  for  him  who  were  residents  of  other 
of  the  States  of  the  United  States  at  the  time  at  which  they  voted,  in 
all,  to  the  number  of  1750  votes. 

Second — Because  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  1st,  2d,  3d  and  4th  pre¬ 
cincts  of  the  first  ward;  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  1st  and  2d  pre¬ 
cincts  of  the  second  ward;  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  1st  and  2d 
precincts  of  the  fourth  ward;  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  several 
precincts  of  the  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th,  10th,  11th,  12th,  13th,  14th,  15th, 
16th,  17th,  18th,  19th,  20th,  21st,  22d,  23d,  24th  and  25th  wards  of  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,  counted  in  each  of  the  several  precincts  aforesaid,  at 
least,  five  more  votes,  than  were  cast  for  the  said  Judson  Harmon,  in  the

Third — Because  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  precincts  and  wards 
aforesaid,  neglected  and  omitted  to  count  for  the  said  Joseph  Cox,  votes 
in  each  of  the  said  precincts  to  which  he  was  legally  entitled,  which,  in 
the  aggregate,  amount  to  more  than  the  majority  you  claim. 

Fourth — Because  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  voting  precincts  of 
Anderson  township,  to-wit:  Anderson,  Northern,  Central  and  Southern; 
Colerain  township,  Northern  precinct  and  Southwestern  precinct; 
Columbia  township,  Eastern  precinct,  Western  precinct.  Central  pre¬ 
cinct  and  Oakley  Station  precinct;  Crosby  township,  Delhi  precinct,  Eas¬ 
tern  precinct  and  Western  precinct ;  Green  township,  Southern  pre¬ 
cinct,  Northeastern  precinct  and  Northwestern  precinct;  Harrison  town¬ 
ship  and  Miami  township  precinct;  Mill  Creek  township,  Northeastern 
precinct,  Winton  Place  precinct,  Clifton  j^recinct,  Western  precinct, 
Avondale  precinct,  St.  Bernard  precinct,  College  Hill  precinct,  Bond 
Hill  precinct  and  Riverside  precinct;  Springfield  township,  Southeast¬ 
ern  precinct,  Northeastern  precinct,  Western  precinct  and  Hartwell  pre¬ 
cinct;  Spencer  township,  First  precinct  and  Southern  precinct;  Syca¬ 
more  township,  Eastern  precinct,  Sharonville  precinct  and  Reading  pre¬ 
cinct;  Symmes  township,  Camp  Dennison  precint  and  Northern  precinct  ; 
Whitewater  township,  Northern  precinct  and  Southern  precinct,  counted 
for  the  laid  Joseph  Harmon,  in  each  of  said  precincts,  at  least,  five  more 
votes  than  he  received,  to  the  total  number  of  at  least,  190  votes,  which, 
if  deducted  from  the  total  vote  of  the  said  Judson  Harmon,  leaves  him 
with  a  minority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  the  said  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  for  the  said  Judicial  District.  And,  because  the  Judges 
and  Clerks  of  the  townships  and  precincts  aforesaid,  neglected  and 
omitted,  and,  in  some  cases,  fraudulently  neglected  and  omitted  to  count 
all  the  votes  cast  for  contestant,  to  the  number  of  70  and  more. 

Fifth — Because  there  were  cast  for  the  said  Harmon,  at  said  election, 
more  than  70  votes  on  fraudulent  ballots  or  tickets,  from  which  the 
name  of  said  Joseph  Cox  was  illegally  omitted  and  erased,  and  the  name 
of  the  said  Joseph  Harmon  was  illegally  inserted  and  voted  at  said  elec¬ 
tion  upon  ballots  or  tickets,  on  which  was  printed  the  heading  desig¬ 
nated  and  used  by  the  Republican  party,  at  said  election,  to  the  number 
of  70  and  over. 

Sixth — Because,  in  each  of  the  several  precincts  of  the  3d,  4th,  5th.  6th, 
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8th,  13th,  16th,  18th,  19th,  21st  and  22d,  wards  of  said  city  and  Judicial 
District,  there  were  cast  a  larger  number  of  ballots  or  tickets  than  were 
names  on  the  tally-sheets,  and,  because,  in  each  of  said  precincts  there 
were  a  larger  number  of  votes  cast  than  there  were  legal  voters  in  said 
precincts,  and  said  votes,  so  illegally  cast,  were  cast  for  the  said  Judson 
Harmon. 

Seventh — Because,  the  said  Joseph  Cox  received  a  majority  over  the 
said  Judson  Harmon  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  at  the  said  election,  for 
the  office  of  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  said  First  Ju¬ 
dicial  District  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Contestant,  therefore,  asks  that  your  honorable  body,  as  required  by 
the  statutes,  by  resolution,  determine  on  what  day  or  days  you  will  meet 
in  your  chamber  to  hear  and  determine  said  contest,  and  that  a  person 
be  appointed  by  your  body  to  serve  upon  the  said  Judson  Harmon,  a  certi¬ 
fied  copy  of  this  notice,  writh  a  notice  when  he  is  required  to  attend  in 
the  Senate  Chamber  to  answer  this  contest.

In  the  title  strike  out  the  word  “and”  after  the  words  “thirty-four,” 
and  after  the  words  “thirty-six”  insert  “and  five  hundred  and  forty-one.” 

In  line  seven,  section  one,  after  the  word  “manner”  insert  the  word 
“provided.” 

Strike  out  all  of  section  three  and  insert  the  words  and  figures  follow¬ 
ing.  to-wit: 

Sec.  3.  That  section  541  of  said  act  to  establish  a  code  of  civil  proce¬ 
dure,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  541.  Proceedings  to  vacate  or  modify  a  judgment,  or  order  for 
the  causes  mentioned  in  subdivisions  four,  five  and  seven  of  section  534, 
must  be  commenced  within  two  years  after  the  judgment  was  rendered, 
or  order  made,  unless  the  party  entitled  thereto  be  an  infant,  married 
woman,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  and  then  within  two  years  after  re¬ 
moval  of  sucli  disability. 

Proceedings  for  the  causes  mentioned  in  subdivisions  three  and  six  of 
the  same  section  shall  be  within  three  years,  and  in  subdivisions  nine 
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and  ten,  within  one  year  after  the  defendant  has  notice  of  the  judgment. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  original  sections  534.  536  and  541  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed;  and  that  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

money  so  made,  or  the  notes,  bonds,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
that  may  be  so  issued  therefor,  which  said  mortgage  or  other  instrument 
of  writing,  may  include  the  personal  as  well  as  the  real  property,  and  the 
franchises,  including  the  franchise  of  being  a  corporation  of  said  compa¬ 
ny  ;  said  mortgage  or  other  instrument  of  writing,  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  the  county  in  which  said  railroad  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  persons  named  in  said  certificate  of  incorporation  or 
any  three  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to  order  books  to  be  opened  for  re¬ 
ceiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  time 
or  times,  and  such  place  or  places,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  after  hav¬ 
ing  given  at  least  thirty  days’  notice  in  a  newspaper  published  or  gener¬ 
ally  circulated  in  one  or  more  counties  where  books  of  subscription  are 
to  be  opened,  of  the  time  or  place  of  opening  books  ;  and  so  soon  as  ten 
per  centum  on  the  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  they  may  give  notice 
for  the  stockholders  to  meet,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  desig¬ 
nate,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
directors,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  time  fixed  for  the  annual  election, 
and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified.  At  the  time  and 
place  appointed,  the  directors  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  such  of  the 
stockholders  as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  law¬ 
ful  proxy.  Each  share  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote,  and  a  plural¬ 
ity  of  votes  shall  be  necessary  for  a  choice;  but  after  the  first  election  of 
directors,  no  person  shall  vote  on  any  share  on  which  any  installment  is 
due  and  unpaid.

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  the  following  :  “That 
publishers  of  newspapers  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  and  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive  for  the  publication  of  all  advertisements,  the  price  or  rate  for 
which  is  not  now  fixed  by  law,  which  by  law  are  required  to  be  published 
by  any  public  officer  or  officers  of  counties,  cities,  villages,  townships, 
schools,  benevolent  or  other  public  institutions,  and  all  notices  and  pub¬ 
lications  known  as  official  advertisements,  notices  relating  to  the  es¬ 
tates  of  deceased  persons,  and  all  notices  and  publications  generally 
known  as  legal  advertisements,  and  all  advertisements  appertain¬ 
ing  to  any  public  interest  and  required  by  law  to  be  printed  in 
any  newspaper  in  this  state,  the  following  sums,  to-wit:  g  For  the 
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first  insertion,  one  dollar  for  ‘each  square;  and  for  each  additional 
insertion  authorized  by  law,  or  by  the  officer  or  person  so  ordering,  fifty 
cents  for  each  square,  fractional  squares  to  be  estimated  at  the  same  rate 
for  space  occupied;  and  in  advertisements  containing  tabular  or  rule 
work  an  additional  sum  of  fifty  per  cent,  may  be  charged  in  addition  to 
the  before  mentioned  rates,  for  that  portion  of  said  advertisement  com 
taining  such  tabular  or  rule  work. 

Sec.  2.  That  hereafter  all  proclamations  by  sheriffs  for  elections ; 
orders  fixing  times  of  holding  courts;  treasurer’s  notice  of  rates  of  tax¬ 
ation  ;  bridge,  pike,  and  ditch  notices ;  notices  to  contractors,  shall  be 
published  in  two  newspapers  of  different  political  principles  in  each  of 
the  several  counties  of  this  State,  provided  two  such  newspapers  may  be 
printed  therein.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  in  no  wise  affect  exist’ 
inglaws  relating  to  the  publication  of  the  notices  of  delinquent  tax  and 
forfeited  land  sales  and  advertisements  required  by  law  to  be  published 
by  any  officer  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  addition  to  the  publications  provided  for  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  section  of  this  act,  the  Commissioners  may,  if  they  deem  the  same 
to  be  necessary  to  the  general  information  and  advantage  of  the  public, 
order  the  publication  of  all,  or  such  of  said  advertisements  mentioned  in 
the  above  recited  section,  in  a  German  newspaper  printed  in  said  county, 
if  there  be  such,  and  of  general  circulation  among  the  inhabitants  speak¬ 
ing  that  language  in  the  county  within  which  said  advertisements  are 
to  be  made. 

Sec.  4.  That  a  square  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  a  space  occu- 
pied  by  two  hundred  and  sixty  ems;  and  all  legal  or  authorized  adver¬ 
tising  shall  be  set  up  in  compact  form,  without  any  unnecessary  dis¬ 
plays,  blanks  or  head  lines.  All  measurements  of  advertisements  shall 
be  made  and  calculated  in  and  by  the  type  or  types  used  for  setting  up 
the  same;  except  that  two-line  brevier  head  line  and  dash  line  of  bre¬ 
vier,  but  no  greater  display  may  be  used  and  counted  in  the  body-type 
measurement,  (or  if  used,  paid  for,)  in  any  advertisement  for  which  pay¬ 
ment  shall  be  made  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  any  publisher  or  publishers,  his  or  their  foreman  or 
other  employe,  shall  wilfully  render  a  false  or  fraudulent  measurement 
or  account  of  the  advertising  done  by  him  or  them  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  present  the  same  for  payment,  such  person  so  wilfully 
making  such  false  and  fraudulent  rendering  or  account,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  shall  stand  committed  until  fine  and  costs  are  paid. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  publisher  or  publishers  of 
any  newspaper  in  which  the  advertisements  provided  for  in  this  act  shall 
appear,  to  furnish  the  county  auditor  of  his  or  their  respective  county 
with  such  information  as  will  enable  said  auditor  to  accurately  measure, 
or  have  measured,  the  same  ;  and  in  case  said  auditor  shall  falsely  or 
fraudulently  measure  any  advertisement,  he  shall  be  held  responsible 
for  all  monevs  drawn  from  the  countv  treasurv  on  such  false  or  fraiulu- 
lent  measurement;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  to  institute  proceedings  in  the  name  ol  the  county  to  recover 
the  amount  so  falsely  or  fraudulently  obtained,  and  said  amount  when 
so  recovered  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  proper  county  for  the 
benefit  of  the  person  or  funds  defrauded.  It  is  hereby  further  made  the 
duty  ot  the  County  Auditor,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  proper  vouch- 
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ers,  to  issue  his  warrant  in  favor  of  the  person  or  funds,  for  the  amount 
fraudulently  obtained.

Joseph  Cox,  Contestant,  vs.  Judson  Harmon,  Contestee. — Answer. 

I.  GENERAL  DENIAL. 

Now  comes  Judson  Harmon,  the  above  named  contestee,  still  insisting 
upon  all  the  objections  hereinbefore  by  him  made,  and  protesting  against, 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Senate,  and  that  he  ought  not  to  be  compelled  to 
answer  to  and  defend  against  the  notice  and  specifications  hereinbefore 
filed  by  said  Joseph  Cox,  and  for  answer  to  said  notice  and  specifications, 
denies  each  and  every  allegation  therein  contained. 

II.  SPECIFICATIONS  OF  DEFENSE. 

And  by  way  of  specification  of  what  he  expects  further  to  show  in 
his  defense,  the  said  Judson  Harmon,  contestee,  alleges  : 

1.  That  at  the  election  referred  to  in  said  notice  there  were  three 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  and  for  the  First  Judicial  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Ohio  to  be  elected,  for  which  offices  there  were  six  candidates 
voted  for  at  said  election,  to-wit:  William  L.  Avery,  Nicholas  Long- 
worth,  said  Judson  Harmon,  William  H.  Pugh,  said  Joseph  Cox  and 
Henry  A.  Morrill,  of  whom  said  Avery,  Longworth  and  Harmon,  each 
received  a  majority  of  votes  legally  cast  at  said  election,  and  each  re¬ 
ceived  more  lawful  votes  than  said  Cox  for  said  office  at  said  ellection; 
and  the  said  William  L.  Avery,  Nicholas  Longworth  and  Judson  Harmon 
having,  as  aforesaid,  received  the  highest  number  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  lawful  votes  cast  at  said  election,  were  duly  declared  elected  to  said 
office,  and  were  before  the  filing  of  the  said  notice  and  specifications 
herein,  duly  commissioned  and  sworn  as  such  Judges. 

2.  That  in  the  various  city  wards  and  precincts,  townships  and 
precincts,  of  the  county  of  Hamilton,  composing  said  Judicial  District, 
more  specifically  named  in  the  specifications  of  contestant  herein,  to 
which  reference  is  made,  many  persons  voted  for  said  Joseph  Cox  for  the 
said  office  at  said  election  who  had  not  resided  in  the  State  of  Ohio  nor 
in  the  various  wards,  townships  and  precincts  in  which  they  so  respec¬ 
tively  voted,  the  length  of  time  required  by  law  to  entitle  them  to  so 
vote. 

3.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships  and  precincts,  many  per¬ 
sons  voted  for  said  Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  at  said  election  who  were 
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not  residents  of  the  respective  wards,  townships  and  precincts  in  which 
they  so  voted. 

4.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships  and  precincts,  many  per¬ 
sons  voted  for  said  Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  at  said  election  who  were  of 
foreign  birth  and  had  not  been  duly  naturalized  as  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  were  not  entitled  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the 
laws  of  Ohio  to  so  vote. 

5.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships  and  precincts,  many  per¬ 
sons  voted  for  said  Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  at  said  election  more  than 
once. 

6.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships  and  precincts  many  persons 
voted  for  said  Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  who  were  under  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years. 

7.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships  and  precincts,  the  Judges 
and  Clerks  of  said  election  counted  and  certified  many  votes  for  said 
Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  which  were  not  cast  for  him  therefor. 

8.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships  and  precincts,  the  Judges 
and  Clerks  of  said  election  omitted  to  count  and  certify  votes  which 
had  been  lawfully  cast  for  said  Judson  Harmon  for  said  office  at  said 
election. 

9.  That  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  said  election  in  various  of  the 
wards,  townships  and  precincts  aforesaid,  other  than  those  named  in  the 
first  specification  filed  by  contestant  herein,  suffered  and  committed  gross 
irregularities  and  frauds  at  said  election,  consisting  in  being  absent  from 
their  respective  polls,  in  excluding  from  being  present  at  the  receiving 
and  counting  of  the  votes  cast  at  their  respective  polls  persons  entitled 
to  be  present  thereat. 

10.  That  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  second  precinct  of  the  13th 
ward  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  failed  to  keep  and  sign,  and  return  to  the 
Clerk  of  Hamilton  county,  with  the  abstract  of  votes  cast,  a  poll-book 
showing  the  names  of  persons  who  voted,  and  the  total  number  of  votes 
cast. 

11.  That  in  the  said  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  of  Ham¬ 
ilton  county  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  said  election  refused  to  receive, 
and  did  not  receive,  lawful  votes  for  said  Judson  Harmon  for  said  office 
duly  offered  for  him  thereat  by  persons  who  were  entitled  to  vote  at  said 
election  in  the  various  wards,  precincts  and  townships  in  which  they  so 
offered  to  vote. 

12.  That  in  various  of  the  wards,  townships  and  precincts  aforesaid, 
many  votes  were  cast  for  said  Joseph  Cox  upon  marked  tickets,  and 
many  upon  tickets  otherwise  illegal;  all  of  which  were  improperly 
counted  for  said  Joseph  Cox  by  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  respective 
wards,  townships  and  precincts  where  the  same  were  so  cast  at  said  elec¬ 
tion. 

All  of  which  said  Judson  Harmon,  contestee,  is  ready  to  make  appear.

and, 

Whereas,  The  recoveries  in  suits  for  the  infringment  of  such  patents 
as  are  sued  upon  are  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  public  benefit  conferred 
by  these  inventions,  and  a  large  per  centage  of  such  recoveries  goes  to 
speculators  in  patents  instead  of  to  the  inventors;  therefore, 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate ,  the  House  of  Represenatives  concurring  herein , 
That  the  Senators  from  this  State  in  Congress  are  instructed,  and  the 
Representatives  are  requested,  to  use  their  earnest  efforts  to  secure  such 
amendments  to  said  laws  as  will  provide, 

1st — That  any  person  may  use  any  patented  invention  upon  executing 
a  bond  in  such  sum,  and  with  security  as  the  circuit  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  district  in  which  such  use  is  to  be  made,  shall  direct  and 
approve,  conditionally,  that  he  will  pay  to  the  owners  of  such  invention 
a  proper  license  fee  for  the  use  of  the  same,  w’hich  bond  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  court. 

2d — That  either  good  and  sufficient  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  in¬ 
fringed  or  the  extent  of  the  recovery  in  suits  for  infringments  should  be 
limited. 

3d — That  in  all  cases  the  measure  of  the  license  fee  shall  be  such  sum 
as  will  give  the  inventor  reasonable  compensation  for  his  time,  labor, 
ingenuity  and  expense,  which  sum  shall  in  no  case,  exceed  the  fee  fixed 
for  such  use  in  contracts  made  by  the  inventor  or  owner,  and  such 
license  fee  shall  be  the  measure  of  damage  in  all  actions  and  proceedings 
for  the  infringment  of  patents,  and  no  other  recovery  for  damages  or 
profits  shall  be  allowed.

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serve  for  three  years,  and  the  six  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  serve  for  two  years,  and  the  six  receiving  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  serve  for  one  year ;  and  in  case  two  or  more  shall 
receive  the  same  number  of  votes,  their  respective  terms  of  office  shall  be 
determined  by  lot,  and  six  members  shall  be  elected  annually  thereafter, 
in  every  such  city,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  as  aforesaid. 

And  when  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  any  such  city  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified  in  the  manner  above  provided,  the  terms  of  office 
of  all  members  of  any  Board  of  Aldermen  now  existing  in  any  such  city 
affected  by  this  act,  shall  cease  and  determine. 

The  Board  of  Councilmen  of  any  such  city"  shall  consist  of  one  member 
from  each  ward,  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  to  serve 
for  the  term  of  two  years. 

The  first  election  under  this  act  for  members  of  said  Board  of  Aider- 
men  shall  take  place  at  the  regular  annual  municipal  election  held  in 
such  city  in  1877.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Councilmen  now  exist¬ 
ing  in  any  such  city,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Councilman  of  said

And  the  provisions  of  this  act,  with  its  amendments,  to  which  this 
act  is  amendatory,  shall,  in  all  other  respects,  apply  to  said  last  named 
cities. 

Sec.  2.  All  laws  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  in¬ 
operative  in  cities  affected  by  this  act.

71,  p.  49,)  and  also  original  section  two  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is 
amendatory,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

No.  82,  directing  the  Auditor  of  State  and  Attorney  General  to  adjust, 
the  claims  of  William  M.  Ampt,  of  Cincinnati,  provided  he  complies 
with  certain  conditions  therein  mentioned,  have  had  the  same  under  con¬ 
sideration,  and  now  report : 

Your  committee  find  that,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1873,  the 
General  Assembly  adopted  the  following  joint  resolution  : 

Whereas,  There  are  reasons  to  believe  that  certain  counties  have 
wrongfully  retained  taxes  which  should  have  been  paid  over  to  the 
State ;  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  the  Auditor 
of  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  look  into  and  investigate  the 
matter,  and  if  he  find  taxes  have  been  wrongfully  retained,  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  instructed  to  proceed  in  the  name  of  the  State  to  recover 
such  taxes  so  wrongfully  retained,  and  he  is  authorized  to  procure  such 
assistance,  in  addition  to  the  Attorney  General,  legal  or  otherwise,  as  he 
and  the  Attorney  General  may  deem  proper  and  necessary. 

That  under  the  authority  of  this  resolution,  the  State  Auditor  employ¬ 
ed  one  William  Ampt  of  Cincinnati  to  look  up  taxes  retained  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  resolution  in  Hamilton  county.  Mr.  Ampt  had  been  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  of  Hamilton  county  previous  to  and  nearly  up  to 
the  date  of  being  so  employed  by  the  Auditor ;  and  it  had  been  a  part 
of  his  duty  to  the  State  and  county  to  inspect  the  settlement  accounts  of 
the  county  made  by  the  Commissioners  and  Auditor  thereof,  and  while 
the  committee  will  not  here  say  that  if  Mr.  Ampt  had  pointed  out  the 
mistakes  of  the  county  officials  in  retaining  the  taxes  claimed  by  the 
State,  the  contests  in  obtaining  the  same  might  have  been  avoided,  the 
opinion  is  clearly  entertained  that  the  State  should  not  pay  him  extra¬ 
ordinary  fees  for  obtaining  knowledge  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  county 
to  the  State,  when  it  must  have  been  obtained  when  in  the  time  of  his 
duty  as  a  paid  official  for  the  county,  wffiich  made  his  duties* dual,  so  as 
that  the  State  and  county  should  be  equally  protected  in  the  disposition  of 
the  State  and  county  funds.  The  committee  find  that  Mr.  Ampt, 
without  extraordinary  opposition,  obtained  judgment  against  Hamilton 
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county  in  favor  of  the  State,  for  taxes  improperly  retained,  the  sum  of 
$81,902.12.  As  attorney  for  the  State  Mr.  Ampt  received  and  receipted 
for  the  following  sums,  to  be  applied  on  the  judgment  referred  to  :  May 
15,  1875,  $7,500,  March  25, 1876,  $6,000;  April  1,  1876,  $29,776.24;  he  re¬ 
tained  in  his  hands  of  the  money  so  collected  $20,000,  and  declines  to 
pay  to  the  State  any  part  of  thot  sum,  claiming  that  the  State  owes  him 
so  much  for  services.  The  balance,  the  sum  of  $38,625.88,  is  due  the 
the  State,  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  county  have  notified  the  Audi¬ 
tor  of  State  that  the  money  is  ready  for  the  State.  The  Auditor  has  no¬ 
tified  the  county  officials  to  pay  it  directly  into  the  State  Treasury, 
which  will  be  done  within  a  few  days. 

Mr.  Ampt  was  paid  $2,000  as  fees  by  the  Auditor  of  State  before  any¬ 
thing  was  paid  over  on  the  judgment  against  the  county.  A  large 
amount  has  also  been  paid  to  arbitrators,  who  seem  to  have  labored  in 
the  details  of  the  cases  to  obtain  the  results.  Mr.  Ampt  asks  twenty-five 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  judgment  obtained,  and  retains  $20,000 
which,  with  the  sum  of  $2,000  previously  paid  him,  he  has  had  for  more 
than  a  year,  which  is  over  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of 
the  judgment,  and  more  than  half  of  the  amount  collected.  Your  com¬ 
mittee  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  fees  to  an  attorney,  on  such  large 
claims,  where  no  legal  doubts  exist  as  to  right  to  recover,  would  be  un¬ 
qualified  fraud.  Mr.  Ampt  was  employed  without  any  contract  as  to  his 
services,  and  so  he  must  take  a  reasonable  amount.  The  committee, 
upon  investigation  of  the  matter,  are  of  the  opinion  that  five  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  of  the  judgment  recovered,  will  liberally  pay  Mr.  Ampt 
for  his  services. 

The  committee  submit  the  following  amendment  to  the  H.  J.  R. : 
Strike  out  the  House  Resolution,  and  insert  the  following  : 

Senate  Amendment — 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio ,  That  the.  Auditor 
of  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  immediately  demand  of  William 
M.  Ampt  the  money  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  State,  with  interest 
from  the  date  he  received  it ;  that  he  allow  him  for  fees  and  services  as 
attorney  for  the  State  against  the  county  of  Hamilton  the  sum  of  $2,100 
in  addition  to  the  $2,000  already  received  by  him,  which  shall  be  in  full 
for  all  claims  against  the  State. 

Resolved ,  That  in  default  of  said  Ampt  paying  over  the  moneys  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  foregoing  resolution,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  de¬ 
mand,  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  is  directed  to  bring  suit  to  re¬ 
cover  the  same.

Whereas,  IT  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river  and  its  tributa¬ 
ries  should  be  improved  by  the  judicious  expenditure  of  liberal  appro¬ 
priations  made  by  Congress,  our  surplus  products  could  reach  tide  water 
by  way  of  New  Orleans  at  a  cost  of  six  per  centum  of  their  gross  value,

products  of  their  industries,  which  they  would  lose  if  compelled  to  reach 
tide  water  through  unnatural  channels  ;  and 

Whereas,  By  means  of  the  first  liberal  appropriation  made  by  Con¬ 
gress  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  these  Western 
rivers,  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  has  been  successfully  opened  to  com¬ 
merce,  but  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  consummation  of  this  great 
'enterprise  can  only  be  partially  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  slopes 
and  Valley  of  the  Mississippi,  unless  their  means  of  egress  be  facilitated 
by  improving  the  navigation  of  these  Western  rivers ;  and 

Whereas,  By  judiciously  expended  appropriations  commensurable 
with  the  benefits  which  would  result  therefrom,  the  channel  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  river  between  the  mouth  of  the  Missouri  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexi¬ 
co  might  be  shortened  nearly  200  miles,  by  which,  together  with  the  re¬ 
moval  of  the  bars  which  retard  the  velocity  of  the  current,  this  graet 
stream  might  be  subdued  and  the  immense  adjacent  territories  of  pro¬ 
ductiveness,  now  worthless  from  annual  inundations  and  resulting  ma¬ 
laria,  might  be  reclaimed  and  utilized;  therefore  be  it 

“ Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  be  and  is  hereby  memorialized  to  make  just,  liberal 
and  sufficient  appropriations  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  nav¬ 
igation  of  the  Mississippi  river  and  its  tributaries  and  their  harbors:

4th,  In  same  section,  after  line  105,  add:  “For  extra  labor  during  the 
years  1875  and  1876,  two  hundred  dollars.” 

5th,  In  section  two,  after  line  120,  insert:  “For  contingent  expenses, 
relating  to  proposed  constitutional  amendments,  two  hundred  dollars.” 

6th,  In  section  2,  line  139,  strike  out  “twelve,”  and  insert  “eighteen;” 
also  at  the  end  of  line  139,  add  the  following:  “ Provided ,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Probate  Judge  of  Lucas  county  to  transfer  such  boys 
as  may  be  now,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  in  the  Toledo  House  of  Refuge,  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  State,  to  the  Reform  School,  at  Lancaster,  as  rapidly  as 
they  can  be  received  at  the  institution;  and  when  this  appropriation 
shall  be  expended,  no  further  contract  shall  be  made  with  the  city  of 
Toledo,  in  pursuance  of  joint  resolution,  passed  April  8,  1876 — Providing 
for  filling  the  Toledo  House  of  Refuge  and  Correction  from  commitments 
from  the  State  at  large. 

The  amendments  were  ordered  to  be  considered  seriatim. 

The  question  being  on  agreeing  to  1st  amendment,  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  demanded,  taken,  and  resulted — yeas  15,  nays  6,  as  follows:

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 


Mr.  President: 


The  House  of  Representatives  has  concurred  in  the  passage  of — 
Amended  S.  B.  No.  93 — Mr.  Swan — Relating  to  ditches — 

With  the  following  amendments  in  which  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate  is  requested : 

Strike  out  all  after  section  1  and  insert  the  following.: 


Section  2.  That  before  the  Commissioners  shall  establish  any  ditch, 
there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  such  county,  a  petition,  signed 
bv  one  or  more  of  the  land  owners  whose  lands  will  be  assessed  for  the 
expense  of  the  same,  setting  forth  the  necessity  thereof,  with  a  general 
description  of  the  proposed  starting  point,  route  and  terminus,  and  shall 
file  a  bond,  payable  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  such  sum  as  the  said  Audi¬ 
tor,  having  in  view  the  length  and  probable  cost  of  view  preliminary  to 
the  establishment  of  such  ditch,  shall  prescribe,  with  good  and  sufficient 
securities,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Auditor,  conditioned  to  pay  all  ex¬ 
penses  in  case  the  Commissioners  shall  refuse  to  establish  said  ditch ;

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and  that  on  the  filing  of  such  petition  and  bond,  the  County  Auditor 
shall  fix  a  time  for  the  meeting  of  said  Commissioners,  not  less  than  ten 
days  nor  more  than  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  such  petition,  and  shall 
cause  five  or  more  notices  to  be  posted  in  the  vicinity  of  the  line  of  such 
proposed  ditch,  and  one  in  the  Auditor’s  office,  stating  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  Commissioners  on  the  line  of  said  proposed  ditch, 
and  said  Commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  by  the 
Auditor  in  the  notice,  and  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  an  Engineer  or 
Surveyor,  if  need  be,  determine,  by  actual  view  of  the  premises  along 
the  proposed  route,  and  such  other  other  means  as  they  may  think  best, 
whether  such  ditch  or  improvement  is  necessaiy  for  the  public  health, 
convenience  or  welfare,  and  the  facts  so  found  shall  be  entered  of  record; 
hut  if  they  find  such  ditch  is  not  necessary  for  the  public  health,  con¬ 
venience  and  welfare,  they  shall  dismiss  the  petition  at  the  cost  of  the 
parties  giving  the  bond. 

Sec.  3.  On  the  day  of  the  meeting  and  view,  as  is  required  in  sec¬ 
tion  two  of  this  act,  if  the  Commissioners  shall  decide  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners,  they  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  make 
their  report  of  the  same  to  the  Auditor,  on  which  report  they  shall  di¬ 
rect  the  County  Surveyor,  or  a  competent  Engineer,  to  go  upon  the  line 
of  the  proposed  ditch,  to  survey  and  level  said  line,  and  set  a  stake  or 
monument  at  every  one  hundred  feet,  numbering  the  same  progressively 
down  stream,  estimating  what  damages  will  accrue  to  any  infant  or  in¬ 
sane  land  owner  having  no  resident  guardian,  determine  the  grade, 
depth  and  capacity  of  such  ditch  or  water  course.  He  shall  divide  said 
ditch,  drain  or  water  course  into  sections,  not  less  in  number  than  the 
number  of  parcels  of  lands  which  may  be  benefited  by  said  ditch,  and 
the  length  of  each  section  shall  bear  such  a  relative  proportion  to  the 
whole  cost  of  construction  of  such  ditch  as,  in  his  opinion,  would  be  a 
fair  per  cent.,  represented  according  to  the  number  of  acres  drained  or 
benefited  by  such  ditch  of  each  parcel  of  land  owned  by  each  person  in¬ 
terested,  and  shall  make  a  fair  estimate  of  the  costs  of  construction  of 
each  of  said  sections ;  and,  in  locating,  taking  the  levels  and  measure¬ 
ments  of  the  line,  the  Engineer  shall  note  its  intersections  with  the 
boundaries  of  the  lands  through  which  it  passes,  and  take  and  note  suf¬ 
ficient  landmarks  and  benchmarks,  from  which  the  level,  line  and  grade 
can  be  ascertained;  said  Engineer  shall  carefully  examine  all  the  lands 
along  the  line  of  said  ditch  or  improvement,  and  adjacent  thereto,  which, 
in  his  opinion,  will  be  benefited  by  the  construction  thereof,  fix  and  de¬ 
termine  the  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost,  including  damages,  expenses  of 
construction  which  should  be  borne  by  each  of  said  tracts,  and  shall, 
within  ten  days,  or  as  soon  as  practicable,  after  receiving  said  direction 
above  mentioned,  make  in  writing,  and  file  in  the  Auditor’s  office,  a  full 
report  of  his  proceedings,  including  plat,  profile,  grade,  table,  schedule 
•of  lands  benefited,  with  such  other  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  material ; 
and  the  Auditor  shall  give  notice  to  persons  interested,  of  so  much  of  the 
report  so  filed,  as  aforementioned,  relating  to  the  per  cent,  of  costs  of 
construction,  location  and  expenses,  (not  including  compensation  for 
lands  used,  or  damages),  and  schedule  of  lands  benefited,  with  estimated 
cost  of  construction  apportioned  to  each  tract  of  land.  Said  notice  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  the  above  mentioned  report,  be  served 
by  delivering  a  copy  of  the  same  to  each  resident  land  owner  mentioned 
therein,  or  by  leaving  said  copy  at  his,  her  or  their  place  of  residence,  by 
any  person  appointed  by  the  Auditor  to  serve  the  same.  The  time  and

fmanner  of  serving;  said  notice  shall  be  endorsed  on  said  original  notice, 
under  oath,  and  the  Commissioners  shall  allow  the  same  compensation 
to  the  person  serving  the  same,  as  is  allowed  to  constables  in  serving 
subpoenas  in  civil  suits,  which  shall  be  taxed  in  the  bill  of  expenses  of 
said  improvement ;  and  a  like  notice  to  non-resident  land  owners,  pub¬ 
lished  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county,  for  two 
consecutive  weeks  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing  the  report,  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  to  be  a  sufficient  notice  to  them.  Said  notice  shall  also 
specify  and  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  tne  County  Com¬ 
missioners  to  hear  said  report  so  filed  by  the  Engineer,  which  said  time 
shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  forty  days  from  the  filing  of 
the  Engineer’s  report. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  claiming  compensation  for  lands  appropriated,  or 
damages  caused  by  the  construction  of  such  ditch,  if  the  same  should  be 
established  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  said  Commissioners,  shall 
make  application  in  writing  therefor,  and  file  the  same  with  the  Auditor, 
on  or  before  the  day  set  for  the  hearing  of  the  report,  and  such  Commis¬ 
sioners  shall  not  be  required  to  assess  or  award  damages  or  compensation 
'to  any  person  or  persons,  except  minors,  idiots  or  lunatics,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  construction  of  said  ditch,  unless  the  owner  or  owners,  or 
their  agents,  shall  have  filed  a  written  application  therefor,  as  above 
specified,  giving  a  description  of  the  premises  on  which,  by  them,  dam¬ 
ages  or  compensation  are  claimed,  and  on  failure  to  make  such  applica¬ 
tion,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  waived  all  right  to  such  compensation  or 
damage. 

Sec.  5.  Immediately  after  the  filing  of  the  Engineer’s  report,  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  section  three  of  this  act,  the  County  Auditor  shall  notify  the 
County  Commissioners  of  the  filing  thereof,  and  of  the  time  and  place 
fixed  for  the  hearing  of  the  same;  and  at  the  time  set  for  the. hearing  of 
said  report,  the  Commissioners  shall  hear  and  determine  the  same,  and 
may  make  such  changes  or  modifications  as  may  be  deemed  just,  and 
shall  hear  such  testimony  as  may  be  offered  by  parties  interested,  decide 
and  award  claims  for  compensation  and  damages,  apportion  the  same  to 
the  lands  benefited  according  to  the  benefits  derived  from  said  ditch, 
make  their  apportionment  of  the  per  cent,  of  total  costs  of  said  work, 
including  compensation,  damages,  costs  and  expenses,  to  be  paid  hy  each 
tract  of  land,  and  shall  make  ther  final  order  confirming  said  report, 
with  such  changes  as  may  have  been  made  by  them  ;  and  the  Auditor 
shall  issue  an  order  to  each  person  awarded  compensation  or  damages, 
for  the  amount  so  awarded  him,  and  the  same  to  be  made  payable  out  of 
the  general  county  fund,  which  said  amount  shall  be  refunded  to  the 
County  Treasury  immediately  upon  the  collection  of  the  amount  of  the 
award  so  charged  against  the  lands  benefited  bv  such  ditch  as  this  act 
provides. 

Sec.  6.  Any  land  owner  interested,  may,  on  or  before  the  time  fixed 
-for  the  hearing  of  said  report,  file  with  the  County  Auditor  Ins  excep¬ 
tions  thereto,  specifying  in  said  exceptions  the  matters  in  report  to 
which  he  specially  objects,  and  on  the  hearing  of  said  report,  the  com¬ 
missioners  shall  hear  testimony  that  may  be  offered,  as  well  on  behalf  of 
.said  exceptors  as  in  support  of  said  report. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  interested  in  the  location  of 
such  ditch,  to  appeal  from  the  proceedings  of  said  Commissioners  to  the 
probate  court  of  the  county,  by  filing  with  the  Auditor,  within  ten  days 
.from  such  decision,  an  undertaking,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  con- 
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ditioned  for  the  pa}rment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  caused  by  such  ap¬ 
peal,  if  the  decision  of  said  commissioners  be  sustained,  which  under¬ 
taking  must  be  approved  by  the  Auditor;  and  thereupon  said  Auditor 
shall  make  and  certify  a  transcript  of  the  proceedings  had  by  and  before 
S  lid  Commissioners  in  the  matter  of  said  ditch,  and  transmit  the  same, 
together  with  the  original  papers  relating  thereto,  and  said  undertaking, 
to  the  probate  court,  within  ten  days  from  the  filing  of  said  undertaking 
for  said  appeal. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Probate  Judge,  upon  the  filing  of' 
such  undertaking,  transcript  and  original  papers,  as  aforesaid  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  section,  to  docket  said  appeal,  entitling  the  case,  the  applicant 
plaintiff,  and  County  Commissioners,  together  with  the  principal  peti¬ 
tioner  and  his  securities,  defendant;  and  shall  fix  a  time,  not  less  than, 
ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  from  the  entering  of  said  appeal,  for 
hearing  and  determining  all  preliminary  questions  pertaining  to  said 
case.  At  the  time  specified  for  said  hearing,  unless  for  good  cause  the 
same  shall  be  continued,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  hear  and  determine  all 
questions  arising  upon  the  record,  and  if  he  find  that  said  proceedings 
are  irregular  in  substance,  or  that  the  appeal  has  not  been  perfected  ac¬ 
cording  to  law,  he  shall  dismiss  the  appeal  at  the  cost  of  the  applicant,, 
and  certify  the  same  to  the  said  Commissioners,  and  immediately  trans¬ 
mit  said  certificate,  together  with  the  original  papers  and  undertaking,  to 
the  Auditor. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  Probate  Judge  shall  find  that  the  appeal  has  been 
properly  taken,  and  that  the  proceedings  have  been  regular  and  in  con¬ 
formity  to  law,  he  shall  proceed  to  impanel  a  jury  in  the  case,  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law,  for  the  drawing  and  impaneling  of 
a  jury  in  cases  for  the  condemnation  of  private  property  for  the  use  of 
corporations,  in  the  act  entitled  “An  act  amendatory  and  supplemental 
to  the  act  passed  April  23,  1872,  entitled  an  act  prescribing  the  mode  of 
assessment  and  collection  of  compensation  to  the  owners  of  private  prop¬ 
erty,  appropriated  by,  and  to  the  use  of  corporations,”  passed  March  23, 
1875,  (72  0.  L.,  p.  71);  and  shall  issue  a  venire  therefor,  directed  to  the 
Sheriff  of  the  county,  returnable  on  a  day  therein  named,  not  exceeding 
ten  days  from  the  date  thereof.  On  the  appearance  and  impaneling  of 
the  jury  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  act  above  referred  to,  the  Pro¬ 
bate  Judge  shall  administer  to  them  an  oath  to  faithfully  and  impartially 
view  the  premises  along  the  route  of  the  proposed  ditch,  and  report  their 
verdict  in  writing  to  said  Court  without  delay,  whether  it  will  be  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  public  health,  convenience  and  welfare  to  establish  said 
ditch,  and  whether  the  proposed  route  thereon  is  practicable,  and  the  per 
cent,  each  land  OAvner  should  pay  for  construction  of  the  ditch,  which 
said  verdict  shall  be  agreed  upon,  and  signed  by  all  of  said  jury,  and  re¬ 
turned  in  open  Court.  The  Sheriff,  or  a  sworn  deputy,  shall  conduct  the 
said  jury  to  the  line  of  the  proposed  ditch,  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  services  of  the  county  Surveyor  or  Engineer  Avho  surveyed  the  same, 
to  point  out  to  them  the  route  on  which  the  same  is  located,  but  Avho 
shall  in  no  other  manner  interfere  with  or  attempt  to  influence  said  jury 
in  their  duties,  nor  shall  the  Sheriff1  permit  any  other  person  to  accom¬ 
pany  said  jury,  or  hold  conversation  Avith  them  in  relation  to  said  ditch, 
while  in  his  charge;  Provided ,  that  after  the  vieAv  of  the  premises,  and 
before  verdict,  either  party  may  offer  evidence  and  be  heard  in  person,  or 
by  counsel,  before  the  Probate  Court  and  said  jury. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  Judge  shall  make  a  record  of  the  proceedings  had 
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before  him  in  the  case,  and  if  the  report  and  finding  of  said  jury  be 
against  the  applicant,  all  the  costs  of  said  appeal  shall  be  taxed  against 
said  applicant,  and  execution  awarded  therefor.  The  fees  of  said  jury 
shall  be  taxed  at  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  wrhile  so  employed, 
and  five  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  necessarily  traversed  from  their 
place  of  residence  to  said  Probate  Court,  and  in  viewing  said  ditch;  Pro¬ 
vided^  that  it  shall  not  be  required  of  said  Probate  Judge  to  record  in  his 
office  any  of  the  original  papers  received  by  him  from  the  Auditor,  as 
provided  in  section  five. 

Sec.  11.  If  the  jury  shall  report  against  the  location  of  such  ditch, 
the  costs  made  before  the  Commissioners  shall  be  taxed  against  the 
‘county,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  county,  and  the  Probate 
Judge  shall  immediately  certify  the  said  report  to  said  Commissioners, 
and  transmit  to  the  Auditor  said  original  papers  pertaining  to  the  case, 
tunless  further  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  said  Court  in  relation  thereto, 
as  hereinafter  provided.  • 

Sec.  12.  If  more  than  one  person  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners,  the  Probate  Court  may  order  the  cases  to  he  consolidated  and 
tried  as  one  action,  and  in  case  of  the  appeal  provided  for  in  the  forego¬ 
ing  sections,  all  further  proceedings  by  the  Commissioners  shall  cease 
until  said  appeal  is  decided. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  person  feel  aggrieved  by  the  report  of  said  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  the  award  for  compensation  for  lands  used  or  for  damages,  or 
the  assessment  of  damages  or  compensation,  they  may,  within  ten  days 
from  the  making  of  said  report,  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  the  Probate  Court  of  the  county,  by  giving  an  undertaking  in 
any  sum,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  payable  to  the  State  of  Ohio, 
with  good  and  sufficient  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  Auditor,  con¬ 
ditioned  to  pay  all  costs  of  such  appeal,  if  the  appellants  shall  fail  to 
sustain  said  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners,  and  such 
undertaking  having  been  given,  the  Auditor  shall  forthwith  certify  said 
fact  to  the  Probate  Court,  and  transmit  to  said  Court  a  transcript  of  the 
proceedings  had  before  the  Commissioners  in  relation  to  the  subject  mat¬ 
ter  of  said  appeal,  and  the  original  papers  pertaining  thereto,  including 
a  full  and  correct  description  of  the  property  taken  or  injured,  as  con¬ 
tained  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioners,  which  appeal  shall  be  dock¬ 
eted  in  said  Court,  styling  the  appellant  plaintiff,  and  the  County  Com¬ 
missioners  defendants. 

Sec.  14.  If  appeal  is  taken  on  account  of  damages  or  compensation 
allowed  by  the  Commissioners,  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  amount,  as  are  provided  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act 
relating  to  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  locating  said 
•ditch ;  and,  on  the  rendition  of  their  verdict  by  the  jury,  and  the  con¬ 
firmation  of  such  verdict  by  the  Court,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  tax  the 
costs  of  such  appeal,  including  the  compensation  of  the  jury;  and  if  the 
amount  awarded  any  appellant  by  such  verdict  shall  exceed  the  amount 
awarded  him  by  order  of  the  Commissioners,  he  shall  have  judgment 
against  the  petitioners  for  an  amount  of  such  costs  equal  to  such  excess, 
and  the  Probate  Judge  shall  render  judgment  against  him  for  the  residue 
of  said  costs;  and  if  said  verdict  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  awarded, 
judgment  shall  be  rendered  against  said  appellant  for  all  the  costs  of 
such  appeal;  and  the  Probate  Judge  shall  file  a  transcript  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  had  before  him,  and  a  copy  of  the  cost  bill,  with  the  County  Auditor. 
And  when  all  appeals  shall  have  been  completed  according  to  this  act,  if 
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any  appeal  shall  have  been  taken,  and  all  compensation,  damages  and 
awards  shall  have  been  paid,  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  section 
five  of  this  act,  or  if  no  appeals  shall  have  been  taken,  the  Commission¬ 
ers  shall  proceed  to  complete  their  duty  and  enforce  the  completion  of 
such  ditch,  as  is  required  and  provided  for  by  this  act;  and  if  any 
changes  have  been  made  by  any  jury  on  appeal,  in  their  report  and  ver¬ 
dict,  different  from  that  made  by  the  Commissioners,  then  the  said  Com¬ 
missioners  shall  enforce  the  completion  of  such  ditch  in  compliance  with 
so  much  of  such  change  as  appears  by  the  said  verdict,  in  connection 
with  so  much  of  their  own  report  and  order  as  is  not  affected  by  said  ver¬ 
dict.  No  ord(  r  for  the  opening  or  sale  of  any  ditch,  or  any  part  thereof, 
located  and  established  under  this  act,  shall  be  made  until  the  full 
amount  of  compensation  for  land  appropriated,  shall  have  been  paid. 

Sec.  15.  That  within  five  days  after  the  final  order  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners,  and  all  final  proceedings  made  necessary  b}^  the  preceding  sec¬ 
tions,  the  Engineer  shall  give  notice  of  sale  of  construction  of  such 
ditch,  and  shall,  after  giving  the  said  notice  thereof  for  twro  weeks,  in  a 
newspaper  of  the  county,  and  hand  bills  posted  up  in  six  or  more  public 
places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  route  of  such  ditch,  watercourse  or  improve¬ 
ment,  one  of  which  shall  be  posted  up  at  the  Auditor’s  office,  go  on  the 
line  of  the  proposed  ditch,  at  such  place  and  time  as  shall  be  designated 
in  said  notice,  and  proceed  to  let,  at  public  outcry,  to  the  lowest  respon¬ 
sible  bidder,  by  sections  the  construction  of  such  ditch,  water  course  or 
improvement.  Said  sections  shall  be  the  same  sections  which  the  En¬ 
gineer  divided  and  a jDportioned  to  the  different  land  owners  in  proportion 
to  the  benefits  derived  therefrom,  as  reported  by  Engineer,  according  to 
section  three  of  this  act,  or  which  may  have  been  changed  or  modified  by 
the  Commissioners  or  jury;  and  the  Engineer  shall,  on  the  day  of  such 
sale  or  letting,  designate  and  fix  the  time  within  which  each  separate 
section  shall  be  completed;  said  time  shall  be  so  fixed  that  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  section  at  the  outlet  of  such  ditch  shall  first  be  completed, 
and  so  on  progressively  up  the  ditch  to  its  commencement,  which  last 
section  shall  have  the  longest  time ;  and  each  bidder  to  whom  any  sec¬ 
tion  or  sections  of  said  work  shall  be  awarded,  shall  immediately  execute- 
his  bond  in  double  the  amount  of  the  contract  value  of  said  work,  with 
sureties,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  county  Auditor,  conditioned  for  the 
construction  and  completion  of  the  section  or  sections  of  said  work  let 
to  him  according  to  the  order  of  the  Commissioners,  and  to  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  Engineer,  within  such  period  as  may  be  stated  in  said  notice, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty  days  from  date  of  said  letting,  and  the  Engineer  shall  give  such 
contractor  a  copy  of  the  grade  table,  showing  the  depth,  surface  and  bot¬ 
tom  width,  and  other  specifications  of  the  work  to  be  done  on  each  sec¬ 
tion  let  to  him,  and  on  the  completion  of  said  work  and  producing  to  the 
county  Auditor  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  the  Engineer,  said  Audi¬ 
tor  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  for  the  sum  due,  with  legal  interest, 
payable  out  of  the  ditch  fund  of  the  county,  in  three  equal  installments, 
at  the  end  of  six,  twelve  and  eighteen  months  from  the  date  thereof. 
But  in  no  case  shall  the  work  be  let  for  more  than  twenty  per  cent,  above 
the  estimated  cost  of  construction,  and  the  Commissioners  may  extend 
the  time  for  the  completion  of  such  work,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and 
twenty  days,  if,  in  their  judgment,  it  would  be  just,  and  in  no  case  shall 
a  contractor  be  prosecuted  on  his  bond,  unless  all  the  lower  sections  shall 
have  been  completed  in  its  construction. 
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Sec.  16.  As  soon  as  the  construction  of  any  ditch,  water  course  or  im¬ 
provement  shall  be  let,  the  county  Auditor  shall  immediately  make  out 
and  deliver  to  the  county  Treasurer  a  special  duplicate  of  the  lands  ben¬ 
efited  by  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement,  and  assess  against 
said  lands  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  said  ditch,  water 
course  or  improvement,  including  the  damages  awarded,  and  estimated 
costs  and  expenses  apportioned  to  each  tract,  the  per  centum  thereof  ap¬ 
portioned  to  the  same  by  the  final  order  of  the  Commissioners,  and  divide 
such  assessments  in  three  equal  installments,  payable  at  the  times  when 
the  installments  of  State  and  county  taxes  are  payable,  after  thirty  days 
from  the  delivery  of  said  duplicate,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  collect  the 
same  as  State  and  county  taxes  are  collected,  and,  for  the  non-payment 
thereof,  the  county  Treasurer  shall  proceed  to  collect  such  delinquent  as¬ 
sessments,  as  is  provided  for  by  an  act  entitled  an  act  supplementary  to 
an  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  supplementary  to  the  several  acts 
relating  to  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  passed  February  18,  1875, 
(O.  L.,  vol.  72,  p.  37),  passed  April  8,  1876,  (O.  L.,  vol.  73,  p.  163),  and 
the  said  orders  from  the  Auditor  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  as 
money  for  ditch  taxes. 

Sec.  17.  After  the  time  limited  for  the  completion  of  any  work  let 
pursuant  to  this  act,  the  Engineer  shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  any 
part  theieof  remains  uncompleted,  shall  estimate  the  cost  of  completing 
the  same,  and  shall  forthwith  file  with  the  County  Auditor  his  written 
report  of  such  examination  and  estimates ;  and,  unless  for  good  cause, 
the  Commissioners,  with  the  assent  of  the  sureties  of  the  party  in  de¬ 
fault,  shall  extend  the  time  of  completing  the  same,  shall,  without  de¬ 
lay,  at  either  public  or  private  letting,  with  or  without  notices,  but  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners,  relet  said  work  so  uncom¬ 
pleted,  and  the  party  to  whom  such  work  is  relet,  shall  give  bond,  with 
surety  as  required  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  this  act,  within  such  time 
as  the  Engineer  shall  prescribe,  not  exceeding  forty  days  from  such  let¬ 
ting,  and  the  party  to  whom  such  work  was  first  let,  shall  forfeit  all 
compensation  for  any  work  by  him  performed  on  any  section  or  sections 
let  to  him,  and  with  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  on  his  bond  for  all  dam¬ 
ages,  costs  and  expenses  occasioned  by  his  fault. 

Sec.  18.  When  the  line  or  route  of  any  ditch,  water  course  or  im¬ 
provement,  sought  to  be  constructed,  shall  extend  into,  or  drain  any 
lands  of  two  or  more  counties,  the  petition  and  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the 
county  in  which  the  greatest  length  of  such  ditch  or  water  course  shall 
be  situate,  and  all  proceedings  in  relation  thereto  shall  be  had  in  such 
county,  and  jurisdiction  over  the  same  by  the  Commissioners,  courts  and 
officers  of  such  county,  and  of  all  parties  and  lands  affected  thereby,  as  if 
the  whole  line  and  route  of  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement, 
and  lands  affected  thereby,  were  situate  in  such  county.  The  Engineer 
may  be  appointed  from  any  county  interested  in  such  ditch,  except  as 
may  be  otherwise  provided  by  this  act. 

Sec.  19.  In  such  case,  copies  of  the  notice  required  by  the  second  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  act,  shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Auditor  of  each  county  in 
which  any  part  of  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement  may  be  situ¬ 
ate,  or  land  drained,  and  at  the  time  of  the  hearing  of  such  petition,  and 
at  the  time  of  hearing  the  report  of  the  Commissioners,  any  one  or  more 
of  the  Commissioners  of  such  counties  may  meet  with  the  Commission¬ 
ers  of  the  county  in  which  the  procedings  are  had,  and,  when  so  met, 
shall  each  have  the  same  authority  to  act  and  decide,  as  if  they  were 
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severally  Commissioners  of  such  county,  and  the  Board  were  constituted 
of  the  whole  number  of  Commissioners  present. 

Sec.  20.  After  the  disposition  of  appeals,  and  the  final  order  of  the 
Commissioners  apportioning  the  costs  of  construction  of  such  ditch, 
watercourse  or  improvement,  the  County  Auditor,  on  the  letting  of  such 
ditch,  water  course  or  improvement,  shall  make  out  a  statement  of  the 
total  cost,  damages  and  estimated  expenses  of  such  ditch,  and  transmit 
the  same  with  a  schedule  of  the  lands  apportioned,  and  per  cent,  of  such 
apportionment  to  each  tract  to  each  Auditor  of  the  other  counties  in 
which  a  part  of  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement  is  situate,  or 
lands  drained,  and  the  Auditor  so  receiving  the  same,  shall  make  out 
and  deliver  to  his  County  Treasurer,  the  duplicate  of  so  much  of  said 
lands  as  are  situate  in  his  countv,  or  from  which  lands  are  drained,  as 
required  by  the  sixteenth  section  of  this  act,  to  be  collected  as  therein 
required. 

Sec.  21.  The  Count}7  Auditor,  after  each  semi-annual  settlement  with 
his  County  Treasurer,  shall  transmit  to  each  County  Auditor  of  any 
county  in  which  proceedings  were  had  under  this  act,  affecting  lands  in 
his  county,  a  statement  of  the  amount  collected,  and  in  the  treasury  of 
his  county,  on  account  of  the  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement  of  any 
such  proceeding,  and  on  demand,  shall  issue  his  order  to  the  Treasurer 
of  such  county  in  which  the  proceedings  were  had  for  such  amount. 

Sec.  22.  Every  County  Auditor  shall  open  in  his  office  a  book,  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose,  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  an  account  with 
each  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement,  designating  the  same  by  num¬ 
ber,  name  or  title  by  which  it  can  be  identified,  and  in  such  account  shall 
charge  the  same  with  all  orders  drawn  on  his  County  Treasurer  on 
account  of  the  same,  and  shall  credit  it  with  all  collections  made  on  be¬ 
half  thereof. 

Sec.  23.  Whenever  the  obligors  of  any  bond  taken  pursuant  to  this 
act,  shall  fail  to  perform  the  conditions  thereof,  the  County  Auditor  of 
the  county  in  which  said  bond  was  filed,  shall,  thirty  days  after  such 
failure,  institute  a  suit  against  the  obligators  thereof  on  such  bond,  in 
the  name  of  his  county,  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  such  county,  to 
recover  all  damages  occasioned  by  such  failure,  which  court  shall  have 
jurisdiction  of  the  defendants,  whether  they,  or  either  of  them,  reside 
within  or  without  said  county,  and  on  a  recovery  against  such  defend¬ 
ants  in  such  suit,  the  county  shall  have  judgment  against  them  for  costs, 
whether  the  sum  recovered  amounts  to  one  hundred  dollars  or  not.  The 
damages  recovered  snail,  when  collected,  be  paid  into  the  county  treas¬ 
ury,  and  credited  to  the  particular  ditch  or  water  course  on  account  of 
which  said  bond  was  taken,  if,  in  such  action  a  recovery  is  had  against 
the  county,  the  cost  shall  be  paid  by  the  county.  If  the  Commissioners 
so  direct,  the  suit  shall  not  be  instituted. 

Sec.  24.  After  the  last  semi-annual  installment  is  payable,  and  the 
next  annual  settlement  of  the  County  Auditor  and  Treasurer  thereafter 
has  been  made  in  relation  to  any  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improve¬ 
ment,  the  Auditors  of  the  counties  in  which  such  ditch  may  be  situate 
shall  adjust  the  accounts  relating  thereto,  if  the  ditch  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  payment  for  the  construction  thereof  been  made,  and  any 
balance  remains  to  the  credit  of  such  ditch  in  the  Treasury  of  either  of 
said  counties,  the  same  shall  he  distributed  to  the  several  counties  in 
proportion  to  the  original  assessment  therefor,  and  orders  drawn  and  paid 
to  effect  said  distribution  accordingly.  If  a  balance  remains  to  the  debit 
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of  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement,  said  Auditors  shall  proceed 
to  levy,  on  the  lands  originally  assessed,  in  proportion  to  such  original 
.assessment,  an  amount  sufficient  to  defray  such  balance,  but  all  costs 
and  expenses  of  such  levy  and  collection  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the 
counties  interested.  The  amount  so  levied  shall  be  placed  against  said 
lands  on  the  respective  county  duplicates,  and  shall  be  payable  at  the 
time  of  the  first  semi-annual  payment  of  State  and  county  taxes  payable 
thereafter,  and  collected  in  like  manner;  after  such  collection,  settlement 
and  distribution  shall  be  had  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  25.  The  Engineer  or  Surveyor  of  any  ditch,  water  course  or  im¬ 
provement,  which  affects  two  or  more  counties,  shall,  after  the  final  order 
of  the  Commissioners,  make  out  and  transmit  to  the  Auditor  of  each 
county  other  than  the  one  in  which  the  proceedings  are  had,  a  copy  of 
so  much  of  the  plat,  profile,  table,  grade,  memoranda  of  land  marks  and 
bench  marks  as  exhibits  and  relates  to  the  same  in  each  of  said  counties, 
which  shall  be  carefully  labeled  and  preserved  in  the  office  of  such 
Auditor. 

Sec.  26.  If  it  shall  be  found,  by  actual  measurement,  that  the  peti¬ 
tioners,  under  any  proceeding  under  the  nineteenth  section  of  this  act, 
were  in  error  as  to  the  county  in  which  the  greatest  length  of  such 
ditch,  water  course  or  improvement  is  situate,  such  error  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  proceeding,  unless  such  error  was  manifest  and  noto¬ 
rious,  but  proceedings  shall  continue  in  the  county  in  which  they  were 
instituted,  as  if  no  error  had  intervened.  If  it  shall  appear  at  the  hear¬ 
ing  of  the  petition  that  the  error  is  manifest  and  notorious,  the  petition 
may  be  dismissed;  after  such  hearing,  no  motion  to  dismiss  shall  be 
entertained. 

Sec.  27.  Witnesses  maybe  examined  before  the  Board  at  the  hearing 
of  the  petition,  and  at  the  hearing  of  the  report  ot  the  Engineer,  at  the. 
instance  of  any  party  who  may  be  affected  by  the  proceeding,  and  sub¬ 
poenas  for  such  witnesses  shall  be  issued  by  the  County  Auditor  of  the 
county  in  which  the  proceedings  were  had  under  this  act,  at  the  in¬ 
stance  of  such  party,  which  shall  be  served  and  returned  as  in  civil 
actions.  The  costs  of  such  witnesses  may  be,  if  the  Board  so  order  spe¬ 
cially,  taxed  to  the  party  or  parties  calling  the  same,  or  as  the  general 
costs  of  the  proceeding. 

Sec.  28.  Such  costs  so  adjusted  and  taxed  to  any  party  occasioning 
the  same,  may,  if  the  Commissioners  so  direct,  be  added  to  and  collected 
with  the  first  installment  of  the  assessment  apportioned  to  his  lands,  oth¬ 
erwise  such  costs  shall  be  collected  by  action,  in  the  name  of  the  county, 
against  the  party  in  such  action,  which  shall  be  brought  by  the  Auditor 
■of  the  county  in  which  proceedings  were  had  under  this  act,  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  county  wherein  the  defendant  resides,  or  may 
be  served  with  a  summons;  the  certificate  of  the  orderof  the  Commission¬ 
ers  taxing  such  costs,  and  of  the  items  and  amount  composing  the  same, 
under  the  hand  of  the  County  Auditor,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
liability  of  the  defendant. 

Sec.  29.  No  land  holder,  through  whose  land  any  ditch  may  be  con¬ 
structed,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  former  act,  shall 
permit  any  drift,  timber,  logs,  brush,  crossing  timbers,  water  gaps,  or 
any  filling  occasioned  by  the  crossing  of  live  stock,  to  obstruct  the  free 
flow  of  water  through  such  ditch  or  water  course,  and  if  such  land  holder 
shall,  by  negligence  or  otherwise,  suffer  or  permit  such  ditch  or  water 
course  to  remain  so  obstructed  for  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  days,  he 
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shall  be  liable,  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  all  costs  and  expenses  of  re¬ 
moving  such  obstructions,  and  shall,  moreover,  be  liable  in  a  civil  action 
at  the  suit  of  any  person  owning  or  occupying  lands  which  were  assessed 
for  the  construction  of  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement,  for  all 
damages  sustained  by  such  owner  or  occupant  by  reason  of  such  negli¬ 
gence  or  other  act  or  default;  such  action  may  be  brought  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  defendant,  or  where  the  ditch,  water  course- 
or  improvement  so  constructed  may  be  situate;  in  any  such  action  the 
negligence  or  other  fault  of  any  tenant  or  occupant  of  lands  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  to  be  the  negligence  or  other  fault  of  the  owner  of  such 
lands. 

Sec.  30.  Any  owner  of  land  which  has  been  assessed  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  any  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement  under  this  act,  or  any 
former  act,  which  has  become  obstructed,  as  set  forth  in  the  preceding 
section,  to  his  injury,  may  file  with  the  Auditor  of  the  county  in  which 
the  part  of  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement  so  obstructed  is  sit¬ 
uate,  his  complaint  in  writing,  under  oath,  setting  forth  the  injury  com¬ 
plained  of,  and  the  party  or  parties  against  whom  his  complaint  is  made, 
and  shall  forthwith  serve  the  land  owner  complained  against,  if  resident 
in  said  county,  or  the  occupant,  if  any,  of  said  land,  with  a  copy  of  said 
complaint,  and  the  date  of  filing  the  same,  and  within  five  days  there¬ 
after  shall  make  proof  of  such  service  or  non  residence  of  such  land 
holder  to  said  Auditor,  who  shall,  within  ten  days  from  the  filing  of  said 
complaint,  unless  satisfied  that  the  matter  of  said  complaint  has  been 
adjusted  between  the  parties,  issue  to  a  competent  engineer  his  precept, 
with  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  and  the  plat,  profile  and  grade  table  of 
such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement  or  part  thereof,  within  said 
county,  requiring  him  to  examine  said  ditch,  water  course  or  improve¬ 
ment,  touching  the  matter  thereof  complained  and  the  truth  of  such 
complaint,  and  to  report  his  findings  in  the  matter,  together  with  a  fair 
and  just  estimate  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  removing  such  obstruction, 
the  part  of  such  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement,  and  the  length  of 
time  requisite  to  make  such  restoration;  such  report,  findings  and  esti¬ 
mates,  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  said  Engineer,  with  the  plat, 
profile  and  table  aforesaid,  shall  be  returned  to  said  Auditor  within  ten 
days  of  such  precept. 

Sec.  31.  If,  on  the  return  of  the  Engineer,  it  shall  appeal  that  said 
complaint  has  been  made  without  a  sufficient  cause,  the  same  shall, 
by  said  Auditor,  be  dismissed  at  the  cost  of  the  party  making  it. 

Sec.  32.  If,  by  said  return,  it  shall  be  found  that  said  complaint  was 
well  founded,  the  Auditor  shall,  after  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  for  the 
party  complained  against  to  have  removed  said  obstruction,  and  it  shall 
appear  that  the  same  has  not  been  done,  he  shall  direct  the  Engineer  to 
proceed  to  sell  out  the  work  of  removing  such  obstruction  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  after  giving  ten  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  sale,  such  notice  to  be  posted  in  five  or  more  places  along  the  line 
of  said  ditch  where  such  obstruction  exists.  When  such  sale  is  made, 
the  Engineer  shall  take  sufficient  bond  for  the  performance  of  said  work, 
and  all  costs  and  expenses  consequent  upon  such  proceedings  provided 
for  in  sections  31  and  33  of  this  act,  shall  be  assessed  against  the  land 
upon  which  such  obstruction  existed,  and  in  case  the  obligor  of  the  bond 
shall  fail  to  perform  the  conditions  thereof,  the  Auditor  shall  proceea  as 
is  required  by  section  24  of  this  act. 

Sec.  33.  When  any  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement,  constructed 
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under  the  provisions  of  this  or  any  former  act,  shall  become  obstructed, 
filled  up,  or  in  any  way  reduced  below  its  original  capacity,  the  same 
may  be  restored  to  its  original  capacity  by  any  land  owner  whose  lands 
were  originally  assessed  for  the  construction  of  said  ditch,  water  course 
or  improvement,  by  filing  his  complaint  in  writing,  specifying  the 
grounds  of  complaint,  and  also  file  a  bond,  the  same  as  is  required  in 
section  two  of  this  act,  conditioned  to  pay  all  expenses,  in  case  the  Com¬ 
missioners  shall  dismiss  the  complaint,  with  the  Auditor  of  the  county 
in  which  said  repairs  are  sought  to  be  made,  and  the  Auditor  shall,  upon 
the  filing  of  such  complaint,  notify  the  Commissioners  thereof,  and  they 
shall  proceed,  with  the  assistance  of  an  Engineer,  to  inquire  iuto  the 
validity  of  said  complaint,  by  examining  the  line  of  said  ditch,  water 
course  or  improvement,  and  if  the  matter  complained  of  is  found  to  exist, 
and  that  said  ditch,  water  course  or  improvement  is  filled  up  and  im¬ 
paired  over  its  original  capacity,  they  shall  proceed  and  stake  the  same 
off,  or  that  portion  sought  to  be  repaired,  in  sections  of  one  hundred  feet, 
and  apportion  the  cleaning  out  and  restoring  the  said  ditch  to  its  orig¬ 
inal  capacity,  to  the  lands  assessed  for  the  original  construction  of  said 
ditch,  in  proportion  to  the  benefits  derived  therefrom,  and,  in  making 
said  apportionment,  the  Commissioners  shall  take  into  consideration  any 
negligence  or  otherwise  on  the  part  of  the  land  owner  or  tenant  in  caus¬ 
ing  or  allowing  any  such  ditch  to  become  filled  up  by  unnatural  causes, 
either  by  stock,  such  as  domestic  animals,  drive-ways  or  otherwise,  in 
order  to  make  a  just  and  fair  apportionment,  specifying  the  time  when 
the  same  shall  be  done  ;  and  the  Commissioners  shall  make  their  report 
to  the  Auditor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  each  person  so  assessed 
a  notice  of  the  amount  assigned  him,  her  or  them,  the  time  the  same  is 
to  be  completed,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  original  grade  line,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  relates  to  each  individual  assessment.  At  the  time 
specified  tor  the  completion  of  said  work,  the  Engineer  shall  proceed  and 
examine  the  line  of  said  ditch,  drain  or  water  course,  and  determine  if 
the  same  has  been  restored  to  its  original  capacity.  If  the  Commission¬ 
ers  find  that  the  complaint  was  not  well  founded,  and  that  the  ditch  does 
not  require  cleaning  out,  they  shall  dismiss  the  complaint  at  the  cost  of 
the  party  making  the  complaint.  But  if  they  find  the  complaint  well 
founded,  then,  in  that  case,  all  costs  made  up  to  the  conclusion  of  the  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  Engineer,  as  to  whether  the  ditch  has  been  restored  to 
its  original  capacity  above  mentioned,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county. 

Sec.  34.  If  there  should  be  any  part  of  said  ditch  that  remains  in¬ 
complete,  the  Engineer  shall  then  make  his  order  for  the  time  of  letting 
the  same  at  public  outcry,  and  shall  post  up  written  notice  in  three  con¬ 
spicuous  places  within  the  township  in  which  said  ditch  passes  through, 
and  on  the  day  fixed  for  the  letting  of  the  unfinished  part  of  said  ditch, 
drain  or  water  course,  if  the  same  has  not  been  completed,  shall  proceed 
and  sell  the  same  to  the  lowest  bidder,  taking  his  bond,  with  surety  in 
such  amount  as  he  may  deem  sufficient  to  pay  expenses  and  damages  for 
neglect  of  duty,  and  make  his  report  to  the  Auditor,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  assess  against  the  lands  the  amount  of  cost  of  construction  and 
costs  incident  to  selling  same,  to  place  the  same  on  tax  duplicate  to  be 
collected  the  same  as,  and  at  the  first  installment  of,  State  and  county 
taxes.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  given  by  the  Engineer  for  comple¬ 
tion  of  said  work  so  let,  shall  proceed  and  examine  the  same,  and  if  done, 
receive  the  same,  certify  to  the  county  Auditor  the  amount  due  the  con¬ 
tractor,  and  the  Auditor  shall  issue  to  the  said  contractor  an  order  on  the 
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county  treasurer  for  the  amount.  The  costs  of  Commissioners,  Auditor 
and  Engineer,  as  provided  for  in  this  section,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
county,  and  in  case  the  obligor  of  the  said  bond  shall  fail  to  perform  the 
conditions  thereof,  the  Auditor  shall  proceed  as  is  required  by  section 
twenty-four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  35.  If  the  Commissioner,  Auditor,  Probate  -Judge,  County  Sur¬ 
veyor  or  Engineer  shall  neglect  to  perfoim  any  of  the  duties  imposed  on 
them  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall  willfully  and  corruptly  so 
perform  the  same,  as  to  injure  any  person,  or  deprive  them  of  any  rights 
given  to  them  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine 
•of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  and  which  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools 
of  the  county,  and  shall  be  held  liable  for  damages  sustained  by  any 
person  in  consequence  of  such  neglect. 

Sec.  36.  If  any  ditch,  located  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any 
former  act,  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  off  the  water  that  naturally 
flows  into  it,  together  with  the  proper  drainage  of  the  lands  taxed  for 
the  construction  of  the  same,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  again  tax  or  assess 
said  land  for  the  benefit  and  improvement  of  any  lands  lying  above  the 
lands  taxed  for  the  construction  thereof ;  and  in  all  cases  where  any  such 
ditch  shall  empty  into  any  lower  ditch,  above  described,  for  the  benefit 
of  lands  lying  above  the  lower  ditch,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  to  levy  a  sufficient  tax  on  the  lands  benefited  by  the  new 
ditch,  to  enlarge  any  such  lower  ditch  so  as  to  confine  the  water  to  the 
same  level  that  it  oaiginally  had  before  an  additional  amount  of  water 
emptied  into  such  lower  ditch,  for  the  benefit  of  lands  lying  above  said 
lower  ditch. 

Sec.  37.  When  any  ditch,  established  under  this  act,  drains,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part,  any  public  or  corporate  road  or  railroad,  or  benefits  any 
of  said  roads,  so  that  the  road  bed  or  traveled  track  of  any  such  road  will 
be  made  better  by  the  construction  of  such  ditch,  the  Commissioners 
shall  apportion  to  the  county,  if  a  county,  State  or  free  turnpike  road; 
to  the  township,  if  a  township  road  ;  to  the  company,  if  a  corporate  road 
or  railroad,  such  portion  of  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof,  as  to  private 
individuals,  and  require  them  to  pay  such  costs  and  perform  said  labor 
in  like  manner  as  individuals. 

Sec.  38.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  applicable  to  section  six¬ 
teen,  and  lands  granted  in  lieu  thereof  for  school  purposes,  while  the 
same  remains  township  property,  and  the  tiustees  of  any  township  own¬ 
ing  any  such  lands,  or  where  the  same  is  situate,  may  file  the  petition 
and  bond  required  by  section  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  39.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  obstruct  any  ditch,  or  shall 
willfully  divert  the  water  from  its  proper  channel,  he  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  county  in  which  the  ditch  or  water  course  may  be  situated, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  or  other  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  matter,  in  the  name  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  for  the  use  of  the  proper  county,  and  shall  moreover 
be  liable  for  all  damages  that  may  accrue  to  any  person  by  such  act. 

This  act  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  and  include  the  straighten¬ 
ing  of  streams  and  water  courses,  to  which  the  same  may  be  applicable, 
and  wherever  the  word  “ditch”  occurs  in  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  un¬ 
derstood  to  embrace  any  drain  or  water  course,  and  the  word  “Engineer” 
and  Surveyor  shall  be  considered  synonymous  in  this  act. 
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Sec.  40.  The  County  Commissioners,  at  the  time  set  for  hearing  of  a 
petition  for  the  construction  of  a  ditch,  shall,  if  said  proposed  ditch  is 
not  on  the  best  route  to  effect  the  object  sought,  or  if  they  find  the  pro¬ 
posed  drainage  can  be  effected  as  well  in  connection  with  a  ditch  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  improvement  of  public  highways  already  established,  or  such 
as  may  be  hereafter  required,  they  shall  proceed  to  so  establish  the  same 
and  in  case  said  ditch  is  proposed  upon  a  line  or  sub-division  of  sections 
where  a  public  road  may  be  required,  and  in  all  cases  where  ditches  are 
located  along  highways,  they  shall  proceed  to  locate  the  same  at  a  suffi¬ 
cient  distance  from  the  center  of  such  highway,  so  as  to  admit  of  a  good 
road  along  the  said  center ;  and  the  earth  taken  from  said  ditch  shall  be- 
so  placed  upon  said  road  as  to  form  a  turnpike,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioners  it  will  be  a  benefit  to  the  road. 

Sec.  41.  If  the  jury  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  fail  to  agree,  the 
Probate  Court  may,  after  such  reasonable  time  as  he  in  his  discretion 
may  think  proper,  discharge  said  jury,  and  proceed  to  impannel  another,, 
in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  provided,  unless  such  case  is  other¬ 
wise  disposed  of  by  the  parties,  and  the  verdict  may  be  set  aside  by  said 
Probate  Court  for  the  same  causes,  and  upon  the  same  grounds,  as  the 
verdict  of  juries  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  the  parties  shall 
have  the  same  rights  as  to  bills  of  exception  and  writs  of  error,  as  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  same  in  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  for  causes  tried  to  a 
jury  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

Sec.  42.  That  the  County  Commissioners  of  any  county  in  this  State, 
shall  have  power,  at  any  regular  or  called  session,  when  in  their  opin¬ 
ion  it  is  necessary  for  the  proper  drainage  of  lands,  to  cause  any  natural 
water  course  to  be  widened,  deepened  or  straightened,  where  any  ditch,, 
drain  or  water  course  has  been  established  and  constructed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  former  act,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  widened 
and  deepened,  whenever  one  or  more  persons  owning  land  adjacent  to- 
any  such  ditch,  drain  or  water  course,  shall  file  a  petition,  setting  forth 
the  necessity  of  widening  or  deepening  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof, 
with  the  County  Auditor,  and  shall  file  a  bond,  with  sureties,  to  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  said  Auditor,  conditioned  to  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  in¬ 
curred,  in  case  the  Commissioners  shall  refuse  to  grant  the  prayer  of  said 
petitioners.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  the  same  power  to  cause 
said  ditch,  drain  or  watercourse  to  be  straightened,  deepened  or  widened, 
as  they  have  to  order  any  such  ditch,  drain  or  water  course  to  be  located 
and  constructed,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  required,  except  that 
the  Commissioners  may  dispense  with  the  services  of  an  Engineer. 

Sec.  43.  The  following  fees  shall  be  paid  for  services  under  this  act  : 
To  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  five  dollars  per  day;  rodmen,  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents ;  to  each  chainman,  axman,  or  other  necessary  assistants, 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  county,  and 
to  be  charged  against  the  ditch,  to  be  refunded  from  assessments  collected 
by  the  parties  interested,  as  is  provided  by  this  act.  Commissioners,. 
Auditor  and  Treasurer,  the  like  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  for  similar 
services  in  other  cases,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  count}'. 

Sec.  44.  The  County  Auditor  shall  make,  in  a  suitable  book  to  be 
provided  by  the  county  for  that  purpose,  a  complete  record  of  all  pro¬ 
ceedings  had  in  cases  under  this  act.  In  such  record,  it  shall  not  be 
requisite  to  transcribe  plats,  profiles  and  grade  tables,  and  the  same  shall 
also  be  carefully  filed  and  preserved. 

Sec.  45.  Where  the  Commissioners  view  and  locate  the  line  of  any 
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ditch,  water  course  or  improvement,  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  an  un¬ 
derground  ditch  or  tiling  will  be  equally  beneficial  if  constructed  through 
the  lands  of  any  party,  to  be  assessed  for  the  construction  of  such  ditch 
or  water  course,  and  the  party  owning  such  lands  shall  so  request,  they 
may  report  in  favor  of  such  tile  ditch,  and  fix  the  capacity  thereof,  and 
estimate  the  additional  expenses  of  the  same  through  such  lands,  which 
additional  expenses,  if  any,  shall  be  added  to  the  first  installment,  pay¬ 
able  by  the  owner  of  such  lands. 

Sec.  46.  The  act  entitled  an  act  relating  to  ditches,  passed  and  took 
effect  April  12,  1871,  (0.  L.  volume  68,  page  60),  and  an  act  amendatory 
of  certain  sections  thereof,  passed  and  took  effect  March  28,  1873,  (0.  L. 
volume  70,  page  79),  and  the  act  amendatory  thereof,  passed  and  took 
effect  February  27,  1873,  (0.  L.  volume  70,  page  49),  and  an  act  amenda¬ 
tory  thereof,  passed  and  took  effect  February  8,  1875,  (0.  L.  volume  72, 
page  30),  and  the  act  supplementary  thereto,  passed  March  16,  and  took 
eftect  April  1,  1874,  (0.  L.  volume  71,  page  29),  and  the  act  supplemen¬ 
tary  thereto,  passed  and  took  effect  April  12,  1873,  (0.  L.  volume  70,  page 
126),  and  the  act  supplementary  thereto,  passed  and  took  effect  April  29, 
1873,  (O.  L.  volume  70,  page  185),  and  the  act  amendatory  to  the  act 
passed  April  12,  1871,  (0.  L.  volume  68,  page  60),  as  amended  March  28, 
1873,  (0.  L.  volume  70,  page  79),  passed  April  11,  1876,  (0.  L.  volume  73, 
page  181),  and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  but  no  proceedings  had  under  any 
law  repealed  by  this  act  shall  be  affected  by  such  repeal,  and  all  further 
proceedings  necessary  to  complete  the  same,  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act :  Provided  further,  that  an}^  proceedings  now 
pending  under  any  laws  herein  repealed,  may  at  any  stage  thereof  be 
made  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  47.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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county  may  be  located,  who  is  hereby  required,  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  to  receive  said  patients  without  any  further  proceedings  be¬ 
ing  had. 

Provided,  That  in  each  Hospital  for  the  Insane  fifty  beds  shall  be  re¬ 
served  for  the  reception  of  recent  cases  at  the  time  this  resolution  takes 
effect,  and  also  that  if  the  quotas  of  such  county  shall  be  more  than  filled 
by  such  transfer  of  these  inmates  and  the  Hospital  be  filled,  then  such 
patients  whose  disease  is  complicated  with  epilepsy  shall  not  be  so  trans¬ 
ferred. 

Be  it  further  resolved ,  That  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  said  ninety 
days  it  shall  not  be  competent  for  Directors  of  County  or  City  Infirma¬ 
ries  to  receive  to  the  care  of  such  institutions  any  insane  person  what¬ 
ever  for  any  period  of  time  beyond  what  may  reasonably  be  required  to 
secure  the  transfer  of  such  insane  persons  to  the  State  Hospital  for  such 
district,  unless  by  written  permission  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
whenever  they  shall  consider  it  for  the  best  interest  of  any  patient  that 
he  shall  remain  in  said  infirmary. 

Be  it  further  resolved ,  That  at  any  time  when  it  shall  become  necessary 
for  the  accommodation  of  recent  cases  of  insanity  (as  provided  by  law) 
in  any  State  Hospital  to  remove  chronic  cases  therefrom,  all  such  chronic 
cases  shall  be  sent  to  the  care  of  the  Northwestern  Hospital  for  the  In¬ 
sane  under  such  conditions  as  have  heretofore  existed  with  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  Lucas  county,  it  being  distinctly  understood  that  only  such 
chronic  cases  are  included  that  would  otherwise  go  to  the  County  Infirm¬ 
aries,  and  not  those  who  can  be  cared  for  by  their  friends. 

Be  it  further  resolved ,  That  in  order  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  this 
resolution,  the  Superintendent  of  each  Hospital  for  the  Insane  shall  be 
required  to  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  the  total  capacity  of 
the  Hospital,  including  the  number  of  rooms  for  single  patients  and  the 
number  in  associated  dormitories,  at  the  ratio  of  one  patient  to  each  five 
hundred  cubic  feet  of  space,  and  also  the  quota  of  each  county  in  the 
district  in  which  said  Hospital  is  attached.

performance  of  the  same,  and  all  contracts  for  tne  purposes  aforesaid,  ex¬ 
ceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  amount,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  furnish 
the  buildings  aforesaid  suitably,  and  warm  and  light  the  same  by  day 
and  night,  and  in  every  case  of  arrest  the  same  shall  be  made  known  to 
the  Captain  or  Lieutenant  upon  duty  in  the  precinct  wherein  such  ar¬ 
rest  was  made,  by  the  person  making  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  Captain  or  Lieutenant,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  such  notice,  to 
make  written  return  thereof,  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Board  of  Police,  together  with  the  name  of  the  parties  arrested,  the 
offense,  the  place  of  arrest  and  the  place  of  detention.  All  persons  ar¬ 
rested  by  the  officers  or  members  of  the  Police  Force,  shall  be  detained, 
while  in  their  custody,  only  in  places  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  no 
trial  or  examination  of  any  person  arrested  shall  be  held  in  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Police,  or  of  the  Board,  but  the  person  so  ar¬ 
rested  shall  be  examined  in  the  Police  Court  of  said  citv  or  cities,  duly 
in  session,  before  the  Police  Judge,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Judge,  before 
the  person  acting  in  such  capacity.  Necessary  and  usual  articles  of 
clothing  or  personal  apparel  upon  the  person  or  in  possession  of  persons 
arrested  and  detained,  shall  not  be  taken  or  seized  oy  the  Police,  unless 
there  be  reason  to  suspect  that  the  clothing  has  been  stolen  or  obtained 
unlawfully.  The  Board  of  Police  shall  provide  suitable  accommodations, 
within  said  citv  or  cities,  for  the  detention  of  witnesses  who  are  unable 
to  furnish  security  for  their  appearance  in  criminal  proceedings,  and 
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such  accommodations  shall  be  in  apartments  other  than  those  employed 
for  the  confinement  of  persons  charged  with  crime,  fraud  or  disorderly 
conduct;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Judge,  in  committing 
witnesses,  to  have  regard  to  the  rules  and  regulations,  of  the  Board  of  Po¬ 
lice,  in  respect  to  their  detention.  Every  person  arrested  by  the  Police,, 
charged  with  the  violation  of  any  city  ordinance,  may  give  special  bail 
for  his  appearance,  to  answer  to  such  charge,  and  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  precinct  when  such  arrest  is  made,  is  authorized  to  accept  such  bail, 
but  no  member  of  the  Police  Force  shall  become  or  furnish  bail  for  any 
person  arrested.

logical  report — having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  report  that 
they  find  a  combination  of  circumstances  operated  to  delay  the  issuing  of 
Volume  three  of  the  geological  report ;  the  chief  of  which  has  been  the 
incompleteness  of  the  various  sub-reports  which  were  to  form  the  vol¬ 
ume.  At  the  time  it  was  ordered,  the  field  work  had  been  essentially 
done,  and  a  large  part  of  the  manuscript  record  written,  but  all  the  mat¬ 
ter  thus  prepared  required,  thorough  revision  and  some  wanting  material 
had  to  be  supplied. 

A  general  review  of  the  geology  of  the  State,  brought  sharply  up  to 
date,  was  deemed  of  interest  for  this  volume,  embodying  the  final  results 
of  the  investigations  of  all  geological  questions  which  had  been  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  corps.  This  involved  to  some  extent,  the  recasting  of  the 
volume  and  the  addition  of  much  new  matter,  filling  out  and  completing 
the  work  in  such  a  manner  as  must  of  necessity  contribute  much  to  the 
dimensions  and  value  of  the  volume,  and  will  render  it  more  satisfact¬ 
ory  and  creditable  to  the  people  of  the  State. 
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There  has  also  been  furnished  for  volume  three  a  geological  and  geograph¬ 
ical  map  of  the  State,  with  the  coloring  executed  in  the  various  forma¬ 
tions  in  more  detail  than  would  have  been  possible  without  much  labor, 
devoted  to  that  special  object.  To  this  general  map  has  been  added  six 
other  maps  of  the  most  important  mining  districts  of  the  State,  showing 
the  limits  of  mining  properties  and  the  survey  of  mines  actually 
worked. 

Prof.  J.  S.  Newberry  appeared,  personally,  before  the  committee,  and 
stated  the  balance  of  the  manuscript  would  be  completed  and  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  printer  as  soon  as  the  latter  could  use  the  same.  Since 
then  much  of  it  has  been  forwarded,  and  is  now  in  the  compositors’ 
hands,  ready  to  be  set  up  in  type. 

Messrs.  Nevins  &  Myers,  State  Printers,  also  personally  appeared  be¬ 
fore  the  committee  and  pledged  the  volume  in  question  should  be 
printed  and  ready  for  distribution  not  later  than  the  15th  of  July  next, 
and  that  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  may  confidentlv  rely 
upon  the  fulfillment  of  the  promise  thus  given. 

The  committee  would  further  state  that  there  has  been  prepared  the 
greater  part  of  a  volume  on  paleontology  to  accompan}'  this  report,  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  geological  corps,  seems  necessaiy,  on  account  of 
the  new  and  interesting  material  gathered,  which,  if  published,  would 
add  much  to  the  completeness  and  symmetry  of  the  entire  work.  Also,, 
there  are  ready,  or  nearly  so,  additional  volumes  on  zoology  and  economic 
geology;  none  of  these  volumes  have  been  included  in  the  estimate  for 
publication,  upon  which  the  last  appropriation  was  made.  Your  com¬ 
mittee  would  recommend  that  when  these  several  manuscripts  are 
fuily  completed  and  ready  for  the  press,  they  be  carefully  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  await  such  action  in  regard  to  their 
publication  as  a  future  General  Assembly  may  deem  wise  and  proper.

“That  publishers  of  newspapers  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  and  enti¬ 
tled  to  receive  for  the  publication  of  all  advertisements,  the  price  or  rate 
for  which  is  not  now  fixed  by  law,  which  by  law  are  required  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  by  any  public  officer  or  officers  of  counties,  cities,  villages,  town¬ 
ships,  schools,  benevolent  or  other  public  institutions,  and  all  notices 
and  publications  known  as  official  advertisements,  notices  relating  to 
the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  all  notices  and  publications  gener¬ 
ally  known  as  legal  advertisements,  and  all  advertisements  appertain¬ 
ing  to  any  public  interest  and  required  by  law  to  be  printed  in  any 
newspaper  in  this  State,  the  following  sums,  to-wit :  For  the  first  inser¬ 
tion,  one  dollar  for  each  square  ;  and  for  each  additional  insertion  author¬ 
ized  by  law,  or  by  the  officer  or  person  so  ordering,  forty  cents  for  each 
square,  fractional  squares  to  be  estimated  at  the  same  rate  for  space  oc¬ 
cupied  ;  and  in  advertisements  containing  tabular  or  rule  work,  an  ad¬ 
ditional  sum  of  fifty  per  cent,  may  be  charged  in  addition  to  the  before 
mentioned  rates,  for  that  portion  of  said  advertisement  containing  such 
tabular  rule  work. 

Sec.  2.  A  square  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  a  space  occupied 
by  three  hundred  ems  ;  and  all  legal  advertising  shall  be  set  up  in  com¬ 
pact  form,  without  any  unnecessary  blanks  or  head  lines. 

Sec.  3.  That  sections  1,  2,  3  and  4  of  an  act  to  fix  the  price  of  legal 
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advertising,  passed  March  25,  1876,  (Volume  73,  page  75),  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage/’

Sec.  2.  Before  proceeding  to  make  said  contract,  the  City  Council  of 
such  city  shall,  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  determine  that  said  new  con¬ 
tract  is  expedient  and  necessary  for  the  interests  of  said  city;  and  shall,, 
by  ordinance  or  resolution,  provide  for  the  making  of  said  new  contract 
by  advertising  for  proposals  for  the  furnishing  of  gas,  in  two  newspapers 
of  general  circulation,  published  in  said  city,  and  in  such  other  newspa¬ 
pers  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  Council,  for  the  period  of  sixty  days. 

Council  may  reserve  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  when  any  such  contract  is  made,  it  shall  be  made  with  tbe  cor¬ 
poration,  individual  or  individuals  who  shall  bid  to  furnish  gas  as  afore¬ 
said  for  the  lowest  price,  and  will  give  good  and  sufficient  bond  for  the 
performance  thereof;  bids  to  be  received  only  from  good  and  responsible 
parties,  and  accompanied  by  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
same;  and  should  Council  deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  so  to- 
do,  they  may  enter  into  said  contract.

EVIDENCE,  Etc.,  IN  THE  CONTEST  OF  COX  v.  HARMON,  IN  THE  FIRST 

JUDICIAL  DISTRICT,  HAMILTON  COUNTY. 


To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio  : 

Joseph  Cox,  an  elector  of  the  county  of  Hamilton,  and  State  of  Ohio,  and  candidate 
for  the  office  of  one  of  the  Judges  o£  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  First  Judicial 
District  of  Ohio,  comprising  the  county  of  Hamilton,  at  the  election  held  in  said  district 
on  the  tenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1876,  hereby  gives  notice  of  his  intention  to  contest 
the  election  of  Judson  Harmon,  who  was  declared  elected  to  said  office,  and  hereby  speci¬ 
fies  the  particular  points  on  which  he  means  to  rely,  to  wit: 

First.  Because  of  gross  irregularities  and  frauds  committed  in  the  interest  and  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  said  Judson  Harmon  at  the  election  aforesaid  in  the  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth, 
Sixth,  Eighth,  Ninth,  Thirteenth,  Sixteenth,  Eighteenth,  Twenty-first,  and  Twenty- 
second  wards,  and  in  other  precincts  and  wards  of  the  city  of  Cineinnati,  which  is  a  part 
of  said  First  Judicial  District. 

Said  irregularities  consisted  in  the  absence  of  judges  and  clerks  from  their  respective 
polls;  that  the  said  judges  and  clerks  did  not  sign  their  poll-books;  that  persons  were 
excluded  from  the  counting  and  from  being  present  at  the  counting  of  said  votes  who 
were  entitled  to  be  present. 

Said  frauds  consisted  of  the  voting  of  persons  for  the  said  Judson  Harmon  oach  oftener 
than  one  time,  and  in  many  instances  voting  for  him  as  often  as  five,  ten,  fifteen,  and 
twenty  times,  and  in  persons  voting  for  him  who  were  not  residents  of  the  State  of  Ohio 
for  one  year  last  past,  and  by  persons  voting  for  him  who  had  not  lived  in  tho  said  First 
Judicial  District,  to  wit,  the  county  of  Hamilton,  for  thirty  days  last  past,  and  by  per¬ 
sons  voting  for  him  who  had  not  lived  in  the  wards  in  which  they  voted  twenty  day* 
last  past,  and  by  persons  voting  for  him  who  were  residents  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  at 
the  time  at  which  they  voted,  and  by  persons  voting  for  him  who  wero  residents  of  tho 
State  of  Maryland  at  the  time  at  which  they  voted,  and  by  persons  voting  for  him  who 
were  residents  of  the  State  of  New  York  at  the  time  at  which  they  voted,  and  by  persons 
voting  for  him  who  were  residents  of  other  of  the  States  of  tho  United  States  at  tho  time 
at  which  they  voted,  in  all  to  tho  number  of  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  votes. 
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Second.  Because  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  First,  Second,  Third,  and  Fourth  pre¬ 
cincts  of  the  First  ward,  and  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  First  and  Second  precincts  of 
the  Second  ward,  and  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  First  and  Second  precincts  of  the 
Fourth  ward,  and  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  several  precincts  of  the  Fifth,  Sixth, 
Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth,  Tenth,  Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Thirteenth,  Fourteenth,  Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth,  Seventeenth,  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth,  Twentieth,  Twenty-first,  Twenty-sec¬ 
ond,  Twenty-third,  Twenty-fourth,  and  Twenty-fifih  wards  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati 
counted  in  each  of  the  several  precincts  aforesaid  at  least  five  more  votes  than  were  cast 
for  the  said  Judson  Harmon  in  the  said  precincts,  and  to  the  total  number  of  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty-five  votes,  which  said  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  votes,  if  deducted  from 
his  total  vote  as  officially  reported,  would  give  contestant  a  majority  of  all  the  legal 
votes  east  for  the  candidates  for  the  said  office  of  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  the  said  First  Judicial  District  at  said  election. 

Third.  Because  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  precincts  and  wards  aforesaid  neglected 
and  omitted  to  count  for  the  said  Joseph  Cox  votes  in  each  of  the  said  precincts  to 
which  he  was  legally  eu  titled,  which  iu  the  aggregate  amount  to  more  than  the  majority 
claimed. 

Fourth.  Because  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  voting  precincts  of  Anderson  township, 
to  wit,  Anderson,  Northern,  Central,  and  Southern;  Colerain  township,  Northern  pre¬ 
cinct  and  Southwestern  precinct;  Columbia  township,  Eastern  precinct,  Western  pre¬ 
cinct,  Central  precinct,  and  Oakley  Station  precinct;  Crosby  township,  Delhi  preciuct, 
Eastern  precinct,  and  Western  precinct;  Green  township,  Southern  precinct,  Northeast¬ 
ern  precinct,  and  Northwestern  precinct;  Harrison  township,  Miami  township  precinct; 
Millcreek  township,  Northeastern  precinct,  Winton  Place  preciuct,  Clifton  precinct, 
Western  precinct,  Avondale  precinct,  St.  Bernard  precinct,  College  Hill  preciuct,  Bond 
Hill  precinct,  and  Riverside  precinct;  Springfield  township,  Southeastern  precinct, 
Northeastern  precinct,  Western  preciuct,  and  Hartwell  precinct;  Spencer  township, 
First  product,  Southern  preciuct;  Sycamore  township,  Eastern  preciuct,  Sharonville 
precinct,  Reading  precinct;  Symmes  township,  Camp  Dennison  preciuct,  Northern  pre¬ 
cinct;  Whitewater  township,  Northern  preciuct  and  Southern  precinct — counted  for  the 
said  Judson  Harmon  in  each  of  said  precincts  at  least  five  more  votes  than  he  received, 
to  the  total  number  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  ninety  votes,  which,  if  deducted  from 
the  total  vote  of  the  said  Judson  Harmon,  leaves  him  with  a  minority  of  all  the  votos 
cast  for  the  said  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  said  Judicial  District. 
And  because  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  townships  and  precincts  aforesaid  neglected 
and  omitted,  and,  in  some  cases,  fraudulently  neglected  and  omitted,  to  count  all  the 
votes  cast  for  contestant,  to  the  number  of  seventy  and  more. 

Fifth.  Because  there  were  cast  for  the  said  Harmon  at  said  election  more  than  seventy 
votes  on  fraudulent  ballots  or  tickets,  from  which  the  name  of  said  Joseph  Cox  was 
illegally  omitted  and  erased,  and  the  name  of  the  said  Judson  Harmon  was  illegally  in¬ 
serted  and  voted  at  said  election  upon  ballots  or  tickets  on  which  were  printed  the 
heading  designated  and  used  by  the  Republican  party  at  said  election,  to  the  number 
of  seventy  and  over. 

Sixth.  Because  in  each  of  the  several  precincts  of  the  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth, 
Eighth,  Thirteenth,  Sixteenth,  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth,  Twenty-first,  and  Twenty-sec¬ 
ond  wards  of  said  city  and  Judicial  District  there  were  cast  a  larger  number  of  ballots 
or  tickets  than  there  were  names  on  the  tally-sheets,  aud  because  in  each  of  said  pre¬ 
cincts  there  were  a  larger  number  of  votes  cast  than  there  were  legal  voters  in  said 
precincts,  and  said  votes  so  illegally  cast  were  cast  for  the  said  Judson  Harmon. 
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Seventh.  Because  the  said  Joseph  Cox  received  a  majority  over  the  said  Jndson  Har¬ 
mon  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  at  the  said  election  for  the  office  of  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  for  the  said  First  Judicial  District  of  the  State  of  Ohio.

"  Henry  A.  Morrill,  of  whom  said  Avery,  Longworth,  and  Harmon,  each  received  a  majority 
of  votes  legally  cast  at  said  election,  and  each  received  more  lawful  votes  than  said  Cox 
for  said  office  at  said  election:  and  llie  said  William  L.  Avery,  Nicholas  Longworth,  and 
Judson  Harmon  having,  as  aforesaid,  received  the  highest  number  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  lawful  votes  cast  at  said  election,  were  duly  declared  elected  to  said  office,  and  were, 
before  the  filing  of  the  said  notice  and  specifications  herein,  duly  commissioned  and  sworn 
as  such  judges. 

2.  That  in  the  various  city  wards  and  precincts,  townships  and  precincts,  of  the 
county  of  Hamilton,  composing  said  judicial  district,  more  specifically  named  in  the 
specifications  of  contestant  herein,  to  which  reference  is  made,  many  persons  voted  for 
said  Joseph  Cox  for  the.  said  office  at  said  election  who  had  not  resided  in  the  State  of 
Ohio  nor  in  the  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  in  which  they  so  respectively 
voted,  the  length  of  time  required  by  law  to  entitle  them  to  so  vote. 

3.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  many  persons  voted  for  said 
Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  at  said  election  who  were  not  residents  of  the  respective  wards, 
townships,  and  precincts  in  which  they  so  voted. 

4.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  many  persons  voted  for  said 
Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  at  said  election  who  were  of  foreign  birth  and  had  not  been 
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duly  naturalized  as  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  were  not  entitled  under  the  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  the  laws  of  Ohio  to  so  vote. 

5.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  many  persons  voted  for  said 
Joseph  Cox  fur  said  office  at  said  election  more  than  once. 

6.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  many  persons  voted  for  said 
Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  who  were  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

7.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  the  judges  and  clerks  of  said 
election  counted  and  certified  many  votes  for  said  Joseph  Cox  for  said  office  which  were 
not  cast  for  him  therefor. 

8.  That  in  said  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  the  judges  and  clerks  of  said 
election  omitted  to  count  and  certify  votes  which  had  been  lawfully  cast  for  said  Judson 
Harmon  for  said  office  at  said  election. 

9.  That  the  judges  and  clerks  of  said  election  in  various  of  the  wards,  townships,  and 
precincts  aforesaid,  other  than  those  named  in  the  first,  specification  filed  by  contestant 
herein,  suffered  and  committed  gross  irregularities  and  frauds  at  said  election,  consisting 
in  being  absent  from  their  respective  polls,  in  excluding  from  being  present  at  the  receiv¬ 
ing  and  counting  of  the  votes  cast  at  their  respective  polls  persons  entitled  to  be  present 
thereat. 

10.  That  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  Second  Precinct  of  the  Thirteenth  Ward  of  the 
city  of  Cincinnati  failed  to  keep  and  sign,  and  return  to  the  Clerk  of  Hamilton  county, 
with  the  abstract  of  votes  cast,  a  poll-book  showing  the  names  of  persons  who  voted,  and 
the  total  number  of  votes  cast. 

11.  That  in  the  said  various  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  of  Hamilton  county  the 
judges  and  clerks  of  said  election  refused  to  receive,  and  did  not  receive,  lawful  votes  for 
said  Judson  Harmon  for  said  office  duly  offered  for  him  thereat  by  persons  who  were  enti¬ 
tled  to  vote  at  said  election  in  the  various  wards,  precincts,  and  townshiys  in  which  they 
so  offered  to  vote. 

12.  That  in  various  of  the  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  aforesaid,  many  votes  were 
east  for  said  Joseph  Cox  upon  marked  tickets,  and  many  upon  tickets  otherwise  illegal; 
all  of  which  were  improperly  counted  for  said  Joseph  Cox  by  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the 
respective  wards,  townships,  and  precincts  where  the  same  were  so  cast  at  said  election. 

All  of  which  said  Judson  Harmon,  coutestee,  is  ready  to  make  appear.

Sir:  You  are  hereby  notified  that  the  Honorable  Joseph  Cox,  an  elector  of  the  First 
Judicial  District  ot  Ohio,  and  a  condidate  for  the  office  of  one  of  the  Common  Pleas 
Judges  of  the  said  Judicial  District  at  the  election  held  in  the  said  District  and  State  on 
t’ie  tenth  clay  of  October,  187(5,  intends  to  contest  your  election  for  the  term  for  which 
you  claim  to  have  been  elected  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  for  the 
said  District  at  said  election,  for  the  following  reasons,  to  wit: 
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First.  Because  of  gross  irregularities  and  frauds  committed  in  your  interest  and  on 
your  behalf  at  the  election  aforesaid  in  the  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Ninth,  Eighth, 
Thirteenth,  Sixteenth,  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth,  Twenty-first,  and  Twenty-second  wards, 
and  in  the  other  wards  and  precincts  of  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  which  is  a  part  of  the 
3aid  First  Judicial  District. 

Said  irregularities  consisted  of  the  absence  of  Judges  and  Clerks  from  tlieir  respective 
polls;  that  they  did  not  sign  their  poll-books;  that  persons  were  excluded  from  the 
counting  and  from  being  present  at  the  counting  of  said  votes,  who  were  entitled  to  be 
present. 

Said  frauds  consisted  of  the  voting  of  persons  for  you  each  oftener  than  one  time,  and 
in  instances  voting  for  you  as  often  as  five,  ten,  fifteen,  and  twenty  times;  and  in  per¬ 
sons  voting  for  you  who  were  not  residents  of  the  State  of  Ohio  for  one  year  last  past, 
and  by  persons  voting  for  you  who  had  not  lived  in  the  said  First  Judicial  District,  to 
wit,  the  county  of  Hamilton,  for  thirty  days  last  past,  and  by  persons  voting  for  you  who 
had  not  lived  in  the  wards  in  which  they  voted  twenty  days  last  past,  and  by  persons 
voting  for  you  who  were  residents  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  by  persons  voting  for 
you  who  were  residents  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  by  persons  voting  for  you  who 
were  residents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  by  persons  voting  for  you  who  were  resi¬ 
dents  of  other  of  the  States  of  the  United  States  ;  in  all  to  the  number  of  seveuteen 
hundred  and  fifty  votes. 

Second.  Because  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  First,  Second,  Third,  and  Fourth  pre¬ 
cincts  of  the  First  ward,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  First  and  Second  precincts

Sixteenth,  Seventeenth,  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth,  Twentieth,  Twenty-first,  Twenty- 
second,  Twenty-third,  Twenty-fourth,  and  Twenty-fifth  wards  of  the  City  of  Cincin¬ 
nati,  counted  in  each  of  the  several  precincts  aforesaid  at  least  live  more  votes  for  you 
than  you  received  in  said  precincts,  and  to  the  total  number  of  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  votes,  which,  if  deducted  from  your  total  vote  as  officially  reported,  would  give  me 
a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  for  the  office  which  you  claim. 

Third.  Because  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  precincts  and  wards  aforesaid  neglected 
and  omitted  to  count  for  mo  votes  in  each  of  the  precincts  aforesaid,  which,  in  the  ag¬ 
gregate,  amount  to  more  than  the  number  of  the  alleged  majority  you  claim. 

Fourth.  Because  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  voting  precincts  of  Anderson  township, 
to  wit,  Anderson  Northern,  Central  and  Southern;  Colerain  township,  Northern-pre¬ 
cinct,  and  South-western  precinct;  Columbia  township,  Eastern  precinct,  Western  pre¬ 
cinct,  Central  precinct,  and  Oakly  Station  precinct;  Crosby  township,  Delhi  township, 
Eastern  precinct  and  Western  precinct;  Green  township,  Southern  precinct,  North¬ 
eastern  precinct,  and  North-western  precinct;  Harrison  township,  Miami  township  pre¬ 
cinct;  Millcreek  township,  North-eastern  precinct,  Winton  Place  precinct,  Clifton  pre¬ 
cinct,  Western  precinct,  Avondale  precinct,  St.  Bernard  precinct,  College  Hill  precinct, 
Bond  Hill  precinct,  and  Riverside  precinct;  Springfield  township,  South-eastern  pre¬ 
cinct,  North-eastern  precinct,  Western  precinct,  and  Hartwell  precinct;  Spencer  town¬ 
ship,  First  precinct,  Southern  precinct;  Sycamore  township,  Eastern  precinct,  Sharon- 
villo  precinct,  and  Reading  precinct;  Symmes  township,  Camp  Dennison  precinct, 
Northern  precinct;  Whitewater  township,  Northern  precinct  and  Southern  precinct — 
counted  for  you  in  each  of  said  precincts  at  least  live  votes  more  than  you  received  to 
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the  total  number  of  at  least  oue  hundred  aud  ninety  votes,  which,  if  deducted  from  your 
total  vote,  leaves  you  with  a  minority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  the  said  office  of  Common 
Pleas  Judge. 

And  because  the  Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  townships  and  precincts  aforesaid  neglected 
and  omitted,  and  in  many  cases  fraudulently  neglected  and  omitted,  to  count  or  properly 
credit  votes  cast  for  contestant  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  and  thirty. 

Fifth.  Because  there  were  cast  for  you  at  said  election  more  than  one  hundred  and 
thirty  votes  upon  fraudulent  ballots  or  tickets,  and  that  the  name  of  Joseph  Cox  was  il¬ 
legally  omitted  and  erased  from,  and  your  name  illegally  inserted  and  voted  at  said  elco- 
tion  upon  ballots  or  tickets  on  which  was  printed  the  heading  designated  and  used  at 
said  election  by  the  Republican  party,  to  the  number  of  oue  hundred  and  thirty  and 
over. 

Sixth.  Because  in  each  of  the  several  precincts  of  the  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth, 
Eighth,  Thirteenth,  Sixteenth,  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth,  Twenty-first,  and  Twenty- 
second  wards  of  said  city  and  county,  there  were  cast  a  larger  number  of  ballots  or 
tickets  than  there  were  names  on  the  tally  sheet. 

And  because  in  each  of  said  precincts  there  were  a  larger  number  of  votes  cast  than 
there  were  legal  voters  in  the  said  precincts,  and  said  votes  so  illegally  cast  were  cast 
for  you. 

Seventh.  Because  the  said  Joseph  Cox  received  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast 
at  said  election  for  the  said  office  of  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  said  county. 

You  arc  hereby  further  notified  that  on  the  14th  day  of  November,  1876,  depositions  will 
be  taken  at  the  office  of  F.  H.  Rowekamp,  on  the  north  side  of  Court  street,  near  Main 
street,  in  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  before  Frank  A.  Dossman  and  F.  H.  Rowekamp,  two 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  county,  and  that  the  taking  of  the  same  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  from  day  to  day  until  the  same  shall  be  completed.

Peter  Casey,  of  the  county  of  Hamilton,  State  of  Ohio,  of  lawful  age,  being  first  duly 
sworn  by  us  as  hereinafter  certified: 

Question.  What  is  your  name,  age,  and  residence? 

Answer.  My  name  is  Peter  Casey,  age  seventeen  years,  No.  359  W.  Third  street. 

Q.  State  whether  you  served  any  notice  on  Judson  Harmon,  Esq.;  if  so,  when,  where, 
and  how  did  you  so  serve  him,  or  where  did  you  leave  said  notice,  and  what  was  the  no¬ 
tice  ? 

A.  I  served  at  notice  a  Mr.  Harmon’s  office,  on  Saturday,  the  14th  of  October.  It  was 
a  notice  to  contest  his  election  as  judge  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  illegal  votes  cast  for  said  Harmon  at  the  election  held  on  tin* 
10th  day  of  October,  1876;  if  so,  how  many  and  where  were  they  cast  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  1  do  not.

April,  1874. 

Q.  Where  are  the  ballot-boxes  that  were  used  in  tho  city  of  Cincinnati  on  the  10th 
day  of  October,  1876,  and  where  are  the  ballots  that  were  cast  at  the  said  election,  and 
where  have  they  been,  and  in  whose  custody  have  they  been  kept  since  said  election  ? 

A.  They  are  in  a  room  provided  for  them  by  the  committee  on  Public  Buildings  and 
Offices  of  the  Common  Council,  adjoining  the  Council  Chamber,  in  this  city.  They 
were  kept  in  my 'office  from  the  time  of  their  return  to  me  until  about  a  week  ago,  when 
they  were  removed  by  me,  or  under  m3’  supervision,  to  the  room  above  mentioned — 
always  in  my  custody. 

The  further  taking  of  this  deposition  is  adjourned  till  2  P.M.,  the  16tli  inst.

Q.  What,  if  any,  measures  have  been  taken  and  enforced  to  preserve  the  same  boxes 
and  ballots  intact,  since  their  return  to  jrou  ?  State  in  detail  what  measures  you  took  to 
preserve  them. 

(Objected  to  l»y  counsel  for  contestee.) 

A.  When  the  boxes  were  returned  to  my  office,  I  caused  to  be  pasted  around  tho  box 
a  Manilla  strip,  joining  the  end  of  the  strip  at  the  key-hole.  Over  the  joint  I  pasted  a 
seal  with  my  name  and  the  name  of  tho  party  bringing  tho  box  signed  tlieroon  ;  this 
being  a  paper  seal,  I  also  caused  the  corners  of  this  seal  to  bo  sealed  with  sealing-wax. 
Tho  boxes  remained  in  my  office  until  about  a  week  ago,  when  I  removed  them  to  a  room 
provided  by  the  committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Offices.  This  room  adjoins  the 
Council  Chamber.  Dur  ing  the  time  tho  boxes  were  in  1113'  room  they  were  guarded  by  » 
person  well  armed.  The  room  in  which  the  boxes  now  are  has  two  looks  upon  tho  door 
and  padlock  upon  the  window,  the  keys  whereof  are  in  my  possession. 

Q.  Who  are  the  persons  who  remained  in  your  office  at  night,  and  when  wero  the  bal- 
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lots  changed  from  your  office  to  the  room  where  they  are  now,  and  what  care  was  taken 
of  them  previous  to  the  removal  ? 

A.  James  Moore  and  M.  McCaffery,  the  latter  a  private  watchman  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  wherein  the  city  buildings  are  situate.  The  boxes  were  removed  from  my  office  to 
the  room  mentioned  on  or  about  the  4th  day  of  November.  They  were,  in  my  office  pre¬ 
vious  to  their  removal,  watched  by  the  parties  named  at  night  from  the  outside  of  the 
office,  no  one  being  permitted  iu  my  office  at  night.

Tiiomas  O’Meara — Procuring  Illegal  Votes. 

Thomas  O’Meara,  being  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  in  answer  to  questions 
propounded  by  contestant’s  counsel: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  Thomas  F.  O’Meara,  twenty-four  years  old,  residence  208  West  Fifth  street,  in  the 
Eighth  Ward  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  voted  at  the  election  held  in  this  city  on  the  10th  day 
of  October,  1876;  if  so,  what  ticket  did  you  vote,  and  what  do  you  know,  if  any  thing, 
about  fraudulent  or  illegal  voting  at  the  said  election. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  voted  on  said  day  the  Democratic  ticket  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth 
Ward;  I  procured  as  much  as  two  dozen  of  votes  that  I  knew  were  illegal;  that  is  about 
all  I  know  about  illegal  voting. 

Q.  Who  procured  you  to  get  the  said  parties  to  vote?  What  money,  if  any,  did  you 
receive  for  it,  and  from  whom  did  you  receive  it,  and  what  ticket  did  they  vote? 

A.  Nath.  Caldwell ;  I  told  him  that  I  have  to  have  some  money,  and  he  gave  me  so 
much  as  ten  dollars.  They  voted  the  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  State  the  time  you  conversed  with  Caldwell,  how  he  gave  you  the  money — whether 
all  at  once  or  in  separate  lots,  and  state  whether  or  not  that  was  all  the  money  you  re¬ 
ceived;  if  not,  from  whom  else  did  you  receive  money? 

(Objected  to  by  the  contestee;  also  the  previous  questions.) 

A.  About  8  o’clock  A.M.  we  had  the  first  conversation.  As  I  said  before,  I  told  him 
that  I  have  to  have  money  to  work  on ;  the  first  money  he  gave  mo  was  two  dollars  ;  he 
gave  me  money  three  or  four  times  during  the  day ;  they  paid  live  dollars  and  costs, 
being  seven  dollars,  for  a  friend  of  mine,  and  through  me ;  I  received  three  dollars  to 
pay  board  for  a  friend  of  mine. 

Q.  State  what  you  said  to  Mr.  Caldwell,  and  what  ho  said  to  you  at  the  time  you  first 
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received  money  from  him  for  the  procuring  of  Democratic  votes  in  the  election  of  the 
10th  of  October,  1876. 

(Objected  to  by  contestee’s  counsel.) 

A.  Caldwell  told  me  that  if  I  got  in  any  trouble  he  would  take  me  out  of  it.  There 
was  a  minor  circulating  there  that  I  was  going  to  he  arrested  for  intimidating  voters.  1 
went  to  N.  Caldwell  and  told  him  of  it;  he  told  pae  to  go  to  work,  and  if  I  was  to  get 
in  any  trouble  he  would  see  me  out  of  it.  1  told  Nath.  Caldwell  I  could  get  votes  fora 
drink  of  whisky,  if  he  let  me  have  some  money  to  work  on;  then  he  let  me  have  two 
dollars. 

(Answer  objected  to  for  iucompetency  and  irrelevancy.) 

Q.  Where  did  he  next  give  you  money  after  that  two  dollars  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Several  times  during  the  day,  through  another  party. 

Q.  Where  are  you  residing  now  ? 

A.  I  am  residing  in  county  jail. 

Q.  Upon  what  charge  are  you  confined  in  jail  ? 

A.  For  illegal  voting. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  Duke  Fleming ;  if  so,  where  does 
he  live,  and  st^te  whether  or  not  you  saw  him  on  election  day,  that  is,  on  the  10th  day  of 
October. 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Where  docs  the  indictment  allege  that  you  voted  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  un¬ 
der  which  your  are  now  held  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  That  I  voted  in  the  precinct  of  the  Eighth  Ward,  on  Elm  or  Plum  street. 

Cross -Examination. 

Q.  Give  the  names  of  the  men  whom  you  procured  to  vote  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eigh¬ 
teenth  Ward,  referred  to  in  your  answer  to  the  second  question  as  having  voted  illegally. 

A.  I  am  unable  to  give  any  names  at  present. 

Q.  Did  you  know  any  of  the  men  you  procured  to  vote  ? 

A.  I  know  some  by  sight. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  known  them  by  sight  ? 

A.  A  month  or  so  previous  to  the  election. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  that  those  votes  you  procured  were  illegal  ? 

A.  When  I  accosted  the  parties  I  told  them  to  put  this  ticket  in,  and  they  told  me 
that  they  had  no  vote  in  this  ward.  I  then  told  them  to  come  with  me  and  stick  it  in, 
and  come  and  get  a  drink.  They  went  down  and  put  it  in — some  of  them  I  offered  two 

dolfars. 

Q.  How  many  did  you  offer  two  dollars  to,  and  now  many  took  that  amount  or  any 
other  amount  ? 

A.  I  offered  it  at  least  to  a  dozen.  None  of  them  took  it;  none  of  them  got  a  cent. 
After  they  had  the  vote  in  I  told  them  to  go  away  or  I  would  have  them  arrested  for 
illegal  voting,  and  they  got  out  of  the  road  as  fast  as  they  could. 

Q.  Did  you  furnisluany  of  those  persons  a  drink,  or  did  you  go  back  on  that  promise? 

A.  I  gave  three  or  four  of  them  a  drink. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  with  them  to  get  a  drink? 

A.  At  G.  II.  F.  Grone’s,  on  Fifth  street. 

Q.  Who  was  present  when  you  drank,  and  who  handed  out  the  drinks  to  you  ? 
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A.  There  were  several  parties  present.  I  was  only  acquainted  with  two  of  them. 
Mrs.  Grone  gave  us  the  drinks.  I  believe  it  was  William  O’Shaunessy  and  Henry  Brown 
that  were  present. 

Q.  How  did  you  know  that  those  persons  you  procured  to  vote  were  illegal  voters  ? 

A.  I  answered  that  once  before. 

Q.  You  will  now  answer  my  last  question  fully. 

A.  When  I  asked  those  parties  to  vote  they  admitted  they  had  no  vote. 

Q.  Had  you  any  other  means  of  knowing  that  they  were  illegal  voters  except  as  they 
told  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  insist  on  them  voting  after  they  had  informed  you  that  they  had  no  right 
to  vote,  and  did  the}r  vote  at  your  request  afterwards? 

A.  I  did  not  insist  on  them  to  vote;  they  voted  upon  ray  request  after  they  had  told 
me  that  they  had  no  vote. 

Q.  Are  you  married  or  single  ? 

A.  I  am  a  married  man. 

[The  further  taking  of  these  depositions  is  now  continued,  by  consent  of  parties,  to 
November  18,  1876,  at  2  o’clock  P.M.] 

F.  A.  Dossman,  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Now  comes  Judson  Harmon,  who  has  been  duly  declared  elected  one  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  and  for  the  First  Judicial  District  of  Ohio,  at  the  election 
held  October  10,  A  D.  1876,  and  appearing  under  protest,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the 
objections  and  exceptions  hereinafter  made  only,  objects  and  excepts  to  the  taking  of 
testimony  or  any  other  proceedings  here  or  at  this  time,  relating  in  any  way  to  his  said 
election  to  said  office,  or  the  alleged  election  of  any  other  person  to  said  office,  for  the 
following  reasons,  to  wit: 

First.  Because  no  steps  such  as  are  recpiired  by  law  in  cases  of  contests  of  election  to 
said  office  have  been  taken  by  any  person  authorized  so  to  do,  and  there  is  no  contest  of 
the  said  election  of  said  Judson  Harmon  to  said  office  begun  or  pending. 

Second.  Said  Judson  Harmon  has  not  been  served  with  any  notice  of  contest  of  his 
said  election  to  said  office,  nor  has  any  such  notice  been  entered  or  given  as  required  by 
law  in  such  cases. 

Third.  Even  if  such  step  had  been  taken,  and  such  notice  of  contest  given,  so  as  to 
authorize  the  taking  of  testimony  relating  to  such  election,  said  Judson  Harmon  has 
not  been  served  with  any  notice  whatever  of  the  time  and  place,  or  either  of  them,  where 
and  when  such  testimony  would  be  taken.

The  further  cross-examination  of  the  witness  resumed. 

Q.  When  were  you  married,  to  whom,  and  when  were  you  married,  and  by  whom? 

A.  I  was  married  about  the  5th  day  of  June,  1873,  in  Covington,  Kentucky,  to  Hen¬ 
rietta  Stevenson,  by  Squire  Francis. 

Q.  Where  have  you  been  living  since  that  time? 

A.  I  lived  in  Chicago  seven  mouths,  in  Indianapolis  about  one  month,  the  balanco  of 
the  time  I  have  lived  here. 
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Q.  Where  in  the  city  have  you  lived  since  you  came  from  Indianapolis  ? 

A.  At  24  east  Fourth  street,  about  fifteen  months  ;  at  357  East  Sixth  street;  at  No.  30 
Perry  street;  at  208  West  Fifth  street. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  been  living  at  203  West  Fifth  street  prior  to  the  10th  day  of 
October? 

A.  Over  one  year.  ' 

Q.  Had  not  the  party  you  married  a  husband  liviug  at  that  time,  and  did  you  not 
know  the  fact  ? 

A.  She  claimed  she  had.  I  didn’t  know  whether  she  had  or  not. 

Q.  What  business  have  you  been  engaged  in  for  one  year  prior  to  October  10,  1376  ? 

A.  Nothing. 

Q.  How  have  you  supported  yourself  and  wife  ? 

A.  My  father  supported  me. 

Q.  Di3  you  live  with  your  father? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Who  paid  the  board  of  yourself  and  wife? 

A.  I  did  ;'  part  of  the  time  my  wife  rented  furnished  rooms. 

Q.  Who  gave  you  money  to  pay  your  board  ? 

A.  My  father. 

Q.  How  often  did  he  give  you  money,  and  how  much  at  a  time  ? 

A.  He  gave  mo  money  almost  every  day — some  times  five  dollars,  some  times  three 
dollars. 

Q.  How  often  have  you  been  sent  to  the  work-house  from  the  police  court? 

A.  About  six  times,  more  or  less,  probably  more. 

Q.  When  were  you  sent  last  time,  and  for  what  ? 

A.  It  was  in  the  fore  part  of  last  August,  on  charge  of  druukenness,  for  thirty  days. 
Q.  What  were  you  sent  for  the  other  times  ? 

A.  Drunkenness  and  loiteiing. 

Q.  Were  you  ever  indicted  and  convicted  of  rape  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  that? 

A.  Between  eight  and  nine  years  ago. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  arrested  for  larceny? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  ago  ? 

A.  Last  time,  going  on  two  years  ago. 

Q.  How  often  have  you  been  arrested  for  larceny  ? 

A.  About  threo  times. 

Q.  Where  were  these  arrests  made? 

A.  In  1  his  county. 

Q.  II  ive  you  ever  been  in  the  penitentiary  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  never  got  that  far. 

Q.  Are  you  not  hero  now  in  the  custody  of  a  United  States  Marshal  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  not  been  brought  from  the  jail  to  this  place  by  a  United  States  Mar¬ 
shal  for  the  purpose  of  testifying  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  were  you  confined  in  jail,  and  under  what  charge? 

A.  It  has  been  about  ten  days  ago. — under  a  charge  of  being  an  illegal  voter. 
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Q.  When  were  you  arrested,  and  by  whom  ? 

A.  I  was  arrested  last  Wednesday  night  a  week  ago,  by  officers  Stewart  and  Doty. 

Q.  Did  they  have  a  warrant  for  your  arrest,  and  by  whom  was  the  warrant  issued? 

A.  They  had  a  United  States  warrant  issued  for  Rudolph  and  Cruuan,  from  the  United 
States  Commissioner,  Henry  Hooper. 

Q.  How  long  after  your  arrest  were  you  taken  before  the  Commissioner? 

A.  About  fifteen  hours. 

Q.  Where  were  you  during  that  fifteen  hours  ? 

A.  In  the  Ninth  street  station  house. 

Q.  Did  you  have  an  examination  before  Commissioner  Hooper  ? 

A.  I  waived  examination. 

Q.  Did  you  have  an  attorney  present  ? — if  so,  who  was  it? 

A.  Mr.  Walter  Cox  was  there  first;  Mr.  T.  C.  Campbell  afterwards. 

Q.  When  were  you  first  talked  to  about  your  testifying  in  this  case  ? 

A.  I  was  the  first  one  who  spoke  about  it  myself.  It  was  almost  noon,  yesterday. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  talk  with  about  it  ? 

A.  Mr.  T.  C.  Campbell. 

Q.  Where  did  the  coversation  take  place  ? 

A.  In  the  county  jail. 

Q.  Did  you  send  for  Mr.  Campbell,  or  did  he  come  to  see  you  ? 

A.  He  came  to  see  me  about  my  case.  I  saw  him  down  at  court,  and  he  promised  to 
come  up  to  the  jail  and  see  me. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  learn  that  depositions  were  to  be  taken  in  the  pretended  case 
of  James  Cox  against  Judson  Harmon  ? 

A.  I  first  found  it  out  about  three  days  ago,  in  the  Enquirer. 

Q.  State  fully  what  conversation  took  place  between  you  and  T.  C.  Campbell,  yester¬ 
day,  about  your  testifying  in  this  case. 

A.  I  told  Mr.  Campbell  that  1  could  be  of  some  benefit  to  him  over  here.  He  asked 
me  in  what  respect.  I  told  him  about  some  votes  that  were  polled  in  the  Eighteenth 
ward.  He  said  he  would  see  me  in  the  afternoon.  In  the  afternoon  the  deputy  came 
over  after  me. 

Q.  Is  that  all  the  conversation  you  had  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  came  over  here  and  testified. 

Q.  Do  you  say,  under  oath,  that  that  is  all  the  conversation  between  you  and  Mr. 
Campbell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir — until  I  came  over  here. 

Q.  Had  you  a  private  conversation  with  Mr.  Campbell  after  yon  came  over  here  before 
you  testified,  and  if  so,  what  was  that  conversation  ? 

A.  I  had  a  private  conversation  with  Mr.  Campbell.  It  was  in  regard  to  the  votes  in 
the  Eighteenth  ward.  Mr.  Campbell  asked  me  what  I  knew  about  those  votes,  and  I  told 
him  I  could  account  for  about  two  dozen.  He  asked  me  about  who  I  received  money 
from,  and  I  told  him.  Mr.  Caldwell  asked  me  what  I  received  it  for.  I  told  him  it  was 
for  the  purpose  of  electioneering. 

Q.  State  what  was  said  in  that  conversation,  or  any  other  conversation  with  him, 
about  your  defense  or  acquittal  of  the  charges  in  the  United  States  Court  against  you  ? 

A.  Mr.  Campbell  had  charge  of  my  case.  My  father  told  him  to  take  my  case.  There 
was  no  talk  about  acquittal,  or  conviction,  or  any  thing  else.  He  was  down  there  yes¬ 
terday  morning. 

Q.  Where  did  you  vote  on  the  day  of  election  ? 
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A.  In  the»Eighteenth  ward,  in  tlie  lower,  or  first  precinct. 

Q.  At  what  time  did  you  cast  that  vote  ? 

A.  Between  eight  aud  nine  o’clock. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  at  any  other  polls  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Q.  Why  do  you  decline  ? 

A.  I  am  not  obliged  to  answer  any  question  that  will  convict  me.  It  might  criminate 
me,  and  it  might  not. 

Q.  Do  you  say  that  the  answer  to  that  question  would  criminate  you  ? 

A.  I  think  it  would. 

[The  further  taking  of  this  deposition  is  by  consent  adjourned  to  Tuesday,  November 
20,  1876,  at  two  o’clock  P.M.,  the  contestee  not  waiving  any  rights  but  still  insisting  on 
the  protest  by  him  herein  filed.]

,  Cross-Examination  Resumed. 

Q.  State  when  and  where  you  first  saw  tho  men  you  refer  to  in  your  examination  in 
chief  as  having  voted  illegally? 

A.  I  saw  some  on  Fifth  street;  some  further  up  toward  Race  and  Vine;  some  towards 
Fifth  and  John.  I  went  to  the  polls  about  half-past  two  o’clock  A.M.  I  saw  the  men 
at  different  times  during  the  day,  forenoon  and  afternoon. 

Q.  Who  was  with  you  when  you  first  met  them? 

A.  Mr.  Brown. 

Q.  Where  were  tho  men  you  speak  of  as  having  voted  illegally  when  you  gave  them 
the  tickets  ? 

A.  At  the  places  mentioned  where  I  met  them. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  after  you  gave  them  the  tickets  ? 

A.  They  went  on  ahead  of  me,  and  I  followed  them  to  the  polls. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  vote,  and  where  were  you  when  they  voted?  How  far  from  the 

polls  ? 

A.  I  was  standing  at  the  gangway. 

Q.  Were  any  of  them  challenged? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Can  you  swear  positively  they  voted  the  ticket  you  gave  them? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  can  not. 

Q.  Can  you  now  recollect  or  give  the  name  of  any  one  of  them? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  how  many  of  them  there  were? 

A.  To  tho  best  of  my  knowledge  there  were  two  dozen. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  subpoena  in  this  caso? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  receivo  money  from  any  person  besides  Mr.  Caldwell? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  From  whom?  Give  the  names. 

A.  I  don’t  know  his  name;  he  was  a  friend  of  Mr.  Caldwell’s.  It.  was  through  him  I 
got.  most  of  tho  money. 
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Q.  Do  yon  swear  positively  that  the  money  was  given  to  you  "by  Mr.  Caldwell  and 
others  for  tlic  purpose  of  buying  fraudulent  votes? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don’t  swear  to  that.

By  agreement  of  counsel  for  contestant  and  contestee,  the  further  taking  of  testimony 
is  adjourned  until  December  5,  1876,  at  2  P.M.,  neither  party  waiving  any  lights  or  ob¬ 
jections  heretofore  insisted  on.  This  adjournment  is  made  subject  to  the  right  of  the 
contestee  to  call  the  witness  Thomas  O'Meara  for  further  cross-examination,  and  the 
right  of  the  contestant  to  reexamine  him.

Saturday,  December  9,  1876. 

The  taking  of  these  depositions  is  resumed,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  on  this  9tli  day 
of  December,  1876,  counsel  for  contestant  and  contestee  both  being  present. 

Edward  F.  Ilall,  of  legal  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  saitli  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  E.  F.  Hall;  I  am  twenty-four  years  old;  I  reside  on  Harriet  street,  No.  155,  Cincin¬ 
nati,  Ohio;  am  a  traveling  salesman. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  a  resident  of  this  place? 

A.  I  have  lived  here  near  all  my  life. 

Q.  Have  you  parents  living?  If  so,  where  do  they  reside?  What  business  is  your 
father  engaged  in  ?  Have  you  relatives  in  this  city ?  If  so,  what?  Give  their  business. 

A.  I  have  a  father  living;  he  resides  in  Boston,  Massachusetts;  he  is  in  the  manufac¬ 
turing  of  safes.  I  have  an  uncle  and  aunt  and  cousins  here.  Myr  uncle  is  President  of 
the  Hall’s  Safe  and  Lock  Company'. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  at  the  October  election  in  1876?  If  so,  where,  and  what  ticket  did 
you  vote? 

A.  I  voted  in  the  October  election,  on  Ninth  and  Freeman,  in  the  Twentieth  Ward.  I 
voted  the  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  about  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  in  this  city 
at  the  last  October  election. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  was  met,  in  the  latter  part  of  September,  by  a  man  by  the  name  of  Burns.  He 
asked  me  if  I  wanted  to  make  some  money  on  election  day.  I  told  him  I  did.  He  told 
me  to  meet  a  man  on  George  and  Central  avenue,  at  eight  o’clock,  and  it  would  be  all 
right.  On  election  day  I  met  the  party,  as  requested,  and  he  told  me  that  he  would  give 
me  twenty- five  dollars  to  show  five  men  around  to  eight  polls.  I  was  paid  the  money 
and  started  with  the  men,  first  showing  them  the  Eighteenth  Ward  poll,  on  Central  ave¬ 
nue,  between  Fifth  and  Perry.  Then  I  showed  them  them  the  Nineteenth  Ward  poll,  on 
Third  strtet,  in  the  police  station.  From  there  we  went  to  the  Twentieth  Ward,  on  Sixth 
and  Freeman;  from  there  to  the  Twenty-first  Ward,  on  Sixth,  in  the  old  stock-yard; 
from  there  we  went  to  the  Twentieth  Ward,  Ninth  and  Freeman;  from  there  to  the  Sev¬ 
enteenth  Ward  poll,  on  Ninth  and  Cutter;  from  there  to  Seventeenth  Ward,  George  and 
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Cutter;  from  there  to  the  Eighth  Ward  poll,  on  Race  street,  in  the  No.  1  engine-house. 
From  there  I  left  the  men  and  went  home. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  how  many  illegal  or  fraudulent  votes  were  cast  by  this  party 
of  live  me  a. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  They  voted  at  each  poll,  making  forty  votes. 

Q.  Stale  what  you  know  of  the  man  Burns,  who  gave  you  the  twenty-five  dollars,  and 
if  you  received  money  on  that  day  from  any  one  else.  If  so,  how  much? 

A.  I  do  not  know  any  thing  about  Burns,  as  1  never  saw  him  before  or  since.  I  do 
not  know  who  the  party  was  who  gave  me  the  money,  as  I  never  saw  him  before  nor 
since,  nor  did  I  ask  his  name.  I  did  not  receive  any  other  money  that  day. 

Q.  Who  were  present  with  you,  besides  Burns,  when  you  received  the  said  twenty-five 
dollars? 

A.  I  did  not  get  the  money  from  Burns.  There  was  a  party  present  when  I  received 
the  money  on  Central  avenue  from  the  party  I  met  on  the  day  of  election — it  was  Mr. 
Joe  Davis.  No  other  person  was  present  but  him. 

Q.  At  what  time  of  day  was  it  that  you  received  the  money? 

A.  About  eight  o’clock  in  the  morning  of  election  day. 

Q.  Who  are  the  five  men  you  showed  to  the  polls?  What  are  their  names?  State 
all  you  know  about  them. 

A.  I  do  not  know  their  names,  nor  did  I  find  out ;  I  never  saw  them  before  nor  since: 
I  do  not  know  any  thing  about  them. 

Q.  Where  dill  they  go,  after  leaving  you,  on  the  day  of  said  election?  Have  you  seen 
them  since?  If  so,  wheie? 

A.  I  do  not  know  where  they  went  after  leaving  me ;  I  have  not  seen  them  since. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  they  vote  at  the  several  polls  you  have  mentioned?  State,  if  you 
know,  and  how  you  know. 

A.  They  voted  the  Democratic  ticket.  How  I  know  I  had  the  tickets  in  my  hand, 
and  when  we  got  to  each  poll  they  asked  me  for  tickets,  and  I  gave  them  each  one;  they 
folded  them  up  and  went  to  the  polls  and  voted. 

Q.  Did  they  have  any  other  tickets  than  the  ones  you  gave  them?  State  positively 
if  you  know. 

A.  I  did  not  see  any  other  tickets  in  their  hands  during  the  day. 

Q.  Would  you  have  seen  them  if  they  had  others?  How  many  tickets  each  did  yon 
give  them  at  each  of  the  several  polls '? 

A.  I  think  I  should.  I  gave  them  each  one. 

Q.  Describe  particularly  what  they  did  after  you  gave  them  the  tickets  at  each  of  the 
polls,  and  whether  or  not  they  had  any  tickets  in  their  bands  after  returning  from  each 
of  the  several  places  where  the  votes  were  cast? 

A.  When  I  gave  them  the  tickets  they  folded  them  up  and  started  to  vote  ;  they  went 
to  the  same  window  that  the  other  people  voted  at,  and  when  they  came  back  they  did 
not  have  any  in  their  hands. 

Q.  Was  this  process  repeated  by  each  of  the  said  five  men  at  each  of  the  several  vot¬ 
ing  pre<  incts  that  you  have  named  ? 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  how  much  money  these  men  received,  if  any,  and  who  gave 
it  to  them. 

A.  I  do  not  know  how  much  money  they  received,  nor  do  I  know  who  gave  them  the 
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Q.  Did  they  receive  any  money?  State  if  you  know. 

A.  I  do  not  know.  I  did  not  ask  them. 

Q.  Describe  these  men,  as  well  as  you  can,  their  appearance,  etc. 

A.  I  can  not  describe  them,  as  I  did  not  take  any  personal  inspection  of  them. 

Q.  What  more  do  you  know  of  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  on  the  10th  day  of  October, 
1876,  than  what  you  have  already  stated  ?  Give  it  fully. 

A.  I  do  not  know  of  any  thing  else  about  illegal  voting  that  day. 

[The  contestee  objecting  to  all  of  the  above  questions  and  answers,  and,  still  insisting 
to  all  objections  previously  made,  proceeds  to  cross-examine.] 

Q.  Whereabouts  have  you  resided  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  for  the  last  live  years, 
giving  the  name  of  street  and  number  of  street? 

A.  I  have  for  the  last  live  years  resided  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati:  the  first  place  was 
118  Mill  street ;  then  ou  George  street,  between  Cutter  and  Mound,  I  don’t  remember  the 
number ;  from  there  I  moved  to  363  Richmond  street ;  from  there  I  generally,  when  I 
came  in  town  from  off  a  traveling  trip,  stopped  at  some  of  the  hotels ;  then  when  I  went 
to  rooming  again  1  lived  at  317  West  Eighth  street;  and  then  from  there  1  moved  to 
where  I  am  now  residing,  155  Harriet  street. 

Q.  Are  you  married  or  single  ? 

A.  I  am  a  single  man. 

Q.  When  did  you  commence  the  occupation  of  traveling  salesman,  and  for  what 
firm  ?  How  long  did  you  continue  with  said  firm,  and  what  salary  did  you  receive,  and 
how  was  it  paid  ? 

A.  I  first  commenced  the  occupation  of  traveling  salesman  about  nine  years  ago.  I 
first  commenced  with  my  uncle,  Jos.  L.  Hall;  firm’s  name  was  Hall’s  Safe  and  Lock 
Company ;  I  traveled  for  them  about  eight  years;  I  received  a  salary  of  $L00  a  month, 
with  an  extra  commission  of  ten  per  cent,  at  the  end  of  the  year;  I  received  my  salary 
when  1  thought  to  draw  it. 

Q.  When  did  you  cease  traveling  for  the  Hall  Safe  and  Lock  Company,  and  why  did 
you  cease  traveling  for  them  ? 

(Objected  to  as  incompetent.) 

A.  I  left  traveling  for  the  Hall’s  Safe  and  Lock  Company  I  think  it  was  in  February* 
1874.  I  left  to  go  to  travel  for  Diebold  &  Norris,  safe  manufacturer,  of  Canton,  Ohio. 

Q.  How  long  after  you  left  Hall’s  Safe  and  Lock  Company  did  you  commence  with 
Diebold  &  Nonis,  and  how  long  did  you  continue  with  them?  Where  is  their  place  of 
business?  Did  you  make  the  engagement  with  them  or  their  agent,  and  was  the  con¬ 
tract  in  writing  or  verbal?  How  were  you  paid,  aud  how  much  did  you  receive  from 
them  for  services  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  near  two  months  after  quitting  the  Hall’s  Safe  and  Lock  Company 
before  I  commenced  with  the  Diebold  &  Norris  Company.  I  remained  with  them  over  a 
year;  I  made  the  contract  with  Mr.  John  A.  Groom,  son-in-law  of  Mr.  Diebold;  he  was 
their  agent  here;  their  place  of  business  was  at  138  West  Second  street;  the  contract 
was  first  in  writing,  then  afterwards  verbal ;  the  first  contract  was,  I  was  to  receive  so 
much  on  the  amount  of  sales  I  made,  to  be  made  after  I  made  my  first  trip  for  them. 
The  verbal  was  I  was  to  receive  fifty  per  cent,  on  all  sales  made  by  me. 

Q.  Where  does  Mr.  Groom  reside,  and  where  is  his  place  of  business  ? 

A.  He  did  reside  over  in  Covington,  Kentucky;  his  place  of  business  in  on  Second 
street,  between  Race  and  Vine. 

Q.  How  much  of  your  time  did  you  spend  out  of  the  city,  and  in  what  territory  did 
you  travel? 
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A.  I  only  spent  a  few  days  liere  when  I  would  come  home :  sometimes  I  would  stay  a 
day,  sometimes  for  two  days.  I  traveled  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois. 

Q.  How  long  a  time  would  you  he  gone  on  your  trips  ? 

A.  I  would  have  no  special  time  appointed;  whenever  he  would  have  any  orders  he 
would  write  for  me  to  come  home,  and  then  would  send  me  out  again. 

Q.  Did  you  only  go  out  when  Mr.  Groom  ordered  you  to  go  ? 

A.  Him  or  his  brother,  HeDry  Groom. 

Q.  What  did  they  order  you  to  do  ? 

A.  They  would,  if  they  had  any  letters  or  telegrams  from  parties  wanting  safes,  they 
would  give  them  to  me  and  tell  me  to  go  and  tend  to  them,  and  then  would  lay  out  a 
trip  to  drum  up  and  try  and  sell  some  safes. 

Q.  What  was  the  amount  of  sales  made  by  you  during  the  time  you  were  with  them  ? 

A.  I  can  not  now  state,  as  I  never  made  an  actual  count  of  the  whole  amount  I  made 
altogether. 

Q.  Can  you  approximate  the  amount  ? 

A.  No,  I  could  not. 

Q.  Was  it  $10,000? 

A.  I  could  not  state. 

Q.  Was  it  less  or  more  ? 

A.  That  I  could  not  tell,  for  I  never  kept  an  account  of  them.  I  only  kept  the  amount 
of  safes  sold  when  on  each  trip. 

Q.  About  how  many  safes  did  you  sell  for  them  ? 

A.  That  I  can  not  tell  exactly.  v 

Q.  Give  somewhere  near  the  number. 

A.  I  think  near  about  forty. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  amount  of  your  salary  and  commission  on  that  number  of 
safes  ?  State  as  near  as  you  can. 

A.  I  can  not  state  exactly,  as  every  safe  was  of  different  size ;  some  were  worth  more, 
some  less.  I  don’t  know  what  the  amount  would  be,  never  calculating. 

Q.  Did  your  salary  and  commission  during  that  time  amount  to  one  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  ? 

A.  I  never  added  it  up.  Whenever  I  wanted  any  money  I  would  draw  it,  and  that 
would  end,  so  I  never  knew  how  much  a  year  I  made. 

Q.  Please  answer  my  question.  Did  your  salary  during  that  time  amount  to  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  more  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  What  other  means  of  support  had  you  during  that  time  besides  your  salary  ? 

A.  I  had  no  other  means. 

Q.  Were  you  in  the  habit  of  spending  your  salary  as  fast  as  you  earned  it  ? 

A.  I  was  not. 

Q.  How  much  were  you  in  the  habit  of  saving  each  year,  and  wliat  did  you  do  with 
the  savings  ? 

A.  I  was  in  the  habit  of  only  using  what  I  needed  for  my  personal  use,  such  as  pay- 
*ng  for  my  board  and  lodging  when  in  the  city,  and  for  my  clothes,  and  an  extra  spending 
for  going  to  places  of  amusement,  and  cigars;  the  balance  I  saved;  I  always  kept  it 
about  me;  I  do  not  know  how  much  I  actually  spent;  I  would  try  and  save  out  of  every 
trip  I  made  about  twenty  dollars. 

Q.  Did  you  actually  save  that  much,  and  how  many  trips  did  you  make  ? 
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A.  I  did  not  actually  save  that  much  on  every  trip,  but  it  amounted  to  that ;  some 
trips  I  would  save  less,  and  some  times  more ;  I  made  about  five  trips  during  my  en¬ 
gagement. 

Q.  State  as  near  as  you  can  the  month  and  year  you  left  their  employ. 

A.  It  was  in  the  year  of  1875,  near  the  month  of  November. 

Q.  What  business  have  you  been  engaged  in  since  that  time,  and  where  have  you 
been  ? 

A.  I  have  not  been  in  any  particular  business;  I  have  done  a  few  odd  jobs  in  selling 
a  safe  or  two  on  commission,  when  I  got  a  chance. 

Q.  For  whom,  and  how  many  have  you  sold  f 

A.  I  have  sold  three  or  four  for  Hall’s  Safe  and  Lock  Company,  and  for  myself. 

Q.  Where  have  you  spent  your  time  during  the  last  year  ? 

A.  At  no  particular  place,  to  mention. 

Q.  Mention  any  place. 

A.  I  could  not  mention  any  place  particular,  as  I  would  be  at  one  place,  and  then  at 
another. 

Q.  What  place  would  you  be  at  f 

A.  I  was  most  always  home,  unless  I  would  take  a  walk  up  town. 

Q.  Where  did  you  generally  go  when  you  came  up  town  ? 

A.  Some  times  to  Phil.  Tieman’s  billiard-rooms ;  some  times  I  did  not  go  to  any  place 
off  the  street ;  some  times  to  idaces  of  amusement. 

Q.  What  places  of  business  were  you  in  the  habit  of  visiting  during  that  time,  and 
how  often  did  you  go  to  any  of  them  ? 

A.  I  did  not  visit  any  places  of  business  in  particular,  only  when  I  thought  I  could 
get  emidoyment ;  I  can  not  remember  the  places  now,  nor  do  I  know  how  often.

The  further  taking  of  this  examination  adjourned  until  Monday  at  10  o’clock,  Decem¬ 
ber  11,  1876.

Monday,  December  11,  1876. 

Examination  resumed  pursuant  to  adjournment,  contestee  not  waiving  any  right  or 
objections  heretofore  made,  or  any  right  of  objection. 

Q.  What  other  business  have  you  ever  been  engaged  in  than  what  you  have  men¬ 
tioned  ? 

A.  I  have  not  been  in  any  other. 

Q.  Have  you  not  been  engaged  in  the  gambling  business  in  this  city  or  elsewhere  ? 
(Objected  to  by  contestant’s  counsel  as  incompetent  and  irrevelant.) 

A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Why  do  you  decline  to  answer  ? 

A.  Because  it  might  criminate  me. 

Q.  Are  you  not  now,  and  have  you  not  during  the  past  year  been  engaged  or  em¬ 
ployed  at  a  gambling-house  in  this  city  ? 

(Objected  to.)' 

A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Why  do  you  deline  to  answer? 

A.  For  the  same  reason  as  given  in  the  previous  answer. 
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Q.  Why  (k)  you  not  for  the  same  reason  refuse  to  answer  the  questions  asked  you  in 
chief  about  your  connection  with  illegal  voting? 

(Objected  to.)  N 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Think  awhile,  and  then  tell  your  reason. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  have  no  reason,  as  I  did  not  have  time  to  think  before  I  was  brought  up  to 
testify. 

Q.  How  was  yon  brought  up  to  testify,  and  by  whom  ? 

A.  I  was  sent  for  by  Mr.  T.  C.  Campbell  to  come  to  see  him;  I  did  so;  he  asked  me 
what  I  knew  of  illegal  voting,  and  I  told  him  I  did  not  know  any  thing;  he  then  told 
me  that  he  had  positive  prorf  that  I  did,  and  that  if  I  did  not  tell  he  would  have  me 
subpoenaed,  and  then  if  I  did  not  then  tell  he  would  have  me  arrested  and  prove  that  I 
did.  I  held  off  for  four  days,  and  he  sent  for  me  again  and  told  me  he  was  going  to  sub¬ 
poena  me,  and  I  had  better  come  up  willingly;  so  I  consented. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  He  said,  then,  did  he,  that  if  you  would  come  and  testify  as  he  requested  he 
would  not  have  you  arrested? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  He  did  not  say  that  he  would  not,  as  there  was  nothing  said  after  I  consented. 

Q.  Why  did  you  consent,  then,  to  tell  voluntarily  what  would  criminate  you,  if  it 
was  not  on  the  assurance  that  you  should  be  protected  if  you  did  so  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  1  did  not  think  whether  any  thing  would  criminate  when  I  came  to  testify. 

Q.  What  made  you  think  of  it  when  asked  if  you  had  been  engaged  in  the  gambling 
business  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  had  not  thought  any  thing  of  it.  When  the  question  was  asked  in  another  depo¬ 
sition  I  refused  to  answer,  when  the  ’Squire  said  if  I  did  not  want  to  answer  I  might  say 
it  might  criminate,  if  that  was  the  fact. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  did  did  not  know  when  you  was  first  examined  in  the 
case  of  Kiebborth  vs.  Bernard  as  to  your  connection  with  illegal  voting  that  your  testi. 
mony  would  criminate  you? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  when  you  received  money  to  show  the  same  men  to  eight 
different  voting  places  at  the  October  election,  and  gave  them  tickets  to  vote  at  each 
one,  you  did  not  know  you  was  doing  an  illegal  act  under  the  laws  of  Ohio? 

A.  I  did  not  know  I  was  doing  any  illegal  act. 

Q.  You  knew  the  men  you  were  with  were  doing  illegal  voting,  did  you  not? 

A.  I  did  know  they  were. 

Q.  And  you  mean  to  say  you  thought  it  was  not  illegal  in  you  to  aid  and  assist  them 
by  showing  them  where  to  vote,  and  giving  them  tickets  to  vote  with  ? 

( |*A.  I  did  not  think  I  was  aiding  or  assisting  them,  or  doing  any  thing  criminal  in 
showing  them  the  polls.  I  only  gave  them  the  tickets  when  they  asked  for  them. 

Q.  Why,  then,  was  you  frightened  into  testifying  when  Mr.  Campbell  said  ho  would 
have  you  arrested  if  you  did  not? 

(Objected  to.) 
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A.  I  did  not  know  there  was  law  that  would  put  a  man  in  trouble  for  showing  men 
around  to  polls  until  I  was  told  by  him. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  Then  why  did  you  say  just  now  that  you  did  not  know  that  fact  when  you  was 
first  called  to  testify  about  your  connection  with  illegal  voting  in  the  case  of  Kiebborth 
vs.  Bernard? 

A.  I  did  not  know,  nor  do  I  know  now,  only  what  he  told  me  about  aiding  and  assist¬ 
ing  being  criminal. 

Q.  He  told  you  that,  before  you  was  first  called  to  testify  in  Kiebborth  vs.  Bernard, 
had  he  not  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  He  only  told  me  what  I  have  already  stated,  that  he  would  have  me  arrested  for 
aiding  and  assisting. 

Q.  Well,  he  told  you  that  before  you  was  first  called  to  testify,  did  he  not? 

A.  He  did. 

Q.  Then  why  did  you  say  a  while  ago  that  when  you  was  first  called  to  testify  about 
your  connection  with  illegal  voting  you  did  not  know  you  had  done  any  thing  illegal  in 
doing  what  you  had  to  aid  and  assist  persons  in  illegal  voting? 

A.  I  did  not  know,  nor  do  I  know  now. 

Q.  Then  why  was  you  alarmed  into  testifying  about  it  voluntarily  by  Mr.  Campbell’s 
threat  of  having  you  arrested  for  it? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  do  not  know  why,  but  I  gave  my  consent  before  I  thought. 

Q.  I  thought  you  said  you  waited  four  days  before  giving  your  consent  ? 

A.  I  did  wait,  but  I  did  not  think  any  thing  about  it  being  criminal,  only  I  was 
alarmed  about  being  arrested. 

Q.  Then  it  was  to  avoid  being  arrested  upon  the  assurance  of  some  one  that  you  came 
to  testify,  was  it  not  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  Upon  whose  assurance  was  it  ? 

A.  It  was  upon  Mr.  Campbell’s  assurance  that  he  would  not  have  me  arrested  that  I 
came. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  arrested  before  you  were  arrested  after  testifying  in  the 
Kiebborth  case  on  November  29,  1876  ?  If  so,  how  many  times,  and  upon  what  charge 
or  charges  ? 

A.  I  was  arrested  on  the  7th  of  September,  1875,  for  false  pretenses,  and  was  dis. 
missed  without  any  trial,  as  the  charge  was  false.  It  was  the  only  time  I  ever  was  ar¬ 
rested  in  my  life. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  now,  and  what  has  it  been  for  the  last  five  months? 

A.  I  have  no  employment,  and  have  not  been  engaged  in  any  thing  for  the  past  few 
months. 

Q.  How  do  you  make  a  living — support  yourself? 

A.  1  have  been  paying  board  with  what  money  I  had.  When  I  wanted  any  I  would 
send  to  my  father  in  Boston  for  some,  and  he  has  sent  it  to  me. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  make  this  answer  when  my  last  question  was  asked  you  in  the 
case  of  Kiebborth  vs.  Bernard  ?  ^ 

A.  I  think  I  did  say  that  I  got  money  from  my  father  in  the  referred  question. 
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Q.  Did  yon  not  at  first  decline  to  answer  that  question  when  asked  you  by  Mr. 
Kramer  in  that  case,  and  afterwards  say,  “ By  paying  for  whatever  I  get?” 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Why  then,  I  ask  again,  did  you  not  make  the  same  answer  then  as  now? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Because  I  did  not  think  I  was  bound  to  tell  into  my  personal  affairs. 

Q.  Who  first  spoke  to  you  about  doing  what  you  did  on  election  day  ? 

A.  I  was  spoken  to  by  a  party  by  the  name  of  Burns. 

Q.  When,  where,  and  what  did  he  say?  Give  it  in  full. 

A.  It  was  on  Vine  street,  near  Fifth,  in  the  latter  part  of  September.  He  came  to  me 
and  asked  me  if  my  name  was  Hall.  I  told  him  “Yes.”  He  asked  me  if  I  wanted  to 
mak  any  money  on  election  day.  I  told  him  “Yes.”  He  told  me  to  meet  a  party  on 
George  and  Central  avenue  on  the  morning  of  election  day,  and  it  would  be  all  right. 
Then  he  left  me. 

Q.  Is  that  all  he  said ?  and  what  did  you  say  in  reply  to  what  he  last  said? 

A.  That  is  all.  I  said  I  would  be  there. 

Q.  Who  next  spoke  to  you  about  the  matter  ? 

A.  No  one  until  I  met  the  party  on  election  day. 

Q.  What  took  place  then  ?  State  fully  all  that  was  done  and  said  when  you  met 
them  on  the  corner  of  Central  avenue  and  George  street. 

A.  I  was  on  the  corner  of  George  and  Central  avenue,  when  a  party  came  to  me  and 
asked  me  if  I  knew  any  body  by  the  name  of  Hall.  I  told  him  that  was  my  name.  He 
then  told  me  that  he  would  give  me  $25  if  I  would  show  five  men  around  to  eight  polls. 
I  said  I  would  do  it,  and  he  gave  me  the  $25 ;  and  the  men  were  standing  on  Central 
avenue,  below  George.  He  went,  and  I  spoke  to  them  then.  I  went  with  them,  he 
going  up  George  street  towards  Plum  street. 

Q.  How  far  were  these  men  away  ? 

A.  I  think  about  one  hundred  feet. 

Q.  Who  was  this  man  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  him,  as  I  never  saw  him  before  nor  since. 

Q.  Describe  him. 

A.  He  was  a  man  about  thirty  years  old,  had  on  dark  clothes,  wore  a  light  moustache, 
and  I  think  he  had  on  a  light  overcoat — I  am  not  positive. 

Q.  Was  that  all  that  took  place  or  was  said  between  this  man  and  you  on  the  corner 
of  George  and  Central  avenue  on  that  occasion  ? 

A.  All  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  the  man  you  first  saw  was  named  Burns  ?  Did  you  ever  see 
him  before  or  since  ? 

A.  I  never  saw  him  before  nor  since.  The  only  way  I  know  his  name  was  Burns  was, 
when  I  was  leaving  him  a  party  called  him  and  holloaed  “  Burns,”  and  he  stopped. 

Q.  Who  was  that  party  ? 

A.  1  do  not  know  him. 

Q.  Describe  this  man  you  call  Burns,  and  the  one  who  called  him  that. 

A.  I  took  a  slight  inspection  of  him.  He  was  a  man  of  large  proportions,  had  side 
whiskers  cut  close,  and  had  on  a  dark  suit  of  clothes.  I  can  not  describe  the  other 
party,  as  I  only  looked  at  him  when  he  called  him. 

Q.  Give  the  names  of  the  men  you  say  you  showed  around  to  the  polls  and  gave 
tickets  to. 

A.  I  can  not  give  the  names,  having  never  heard  them. 
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Q.  Under  what  name  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  I  can  not  remember. 

Q.  Can  you  remember  not  one  of  them  ? 

A.  I  thiuk  I  can  remember  two  of  them — they  were  L.  Shaifer  and  M.  Green. 

Q.  Did  you  give  those  names  in  answer  to  similar  questions  in  the  other  contested 
election  cases  in  which  you  have  lately  testilied  here  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  At  what  places  did  they  vote  under  those  names  ? 

A.  I  think  in  the  Eighteenth  ward — I  won’t  be  positive. 

Q.  Are  these  the  only  names  you  remember  ? 

A.  They  are. 

Q.  How  do  you  come  to  remember  these  and  no  others  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  how  I  only  remember  those  names.  I  had  the  names  on  paper,  but 
could  not  find  the  paper,  and  thinking  over  these  names  happen  to  come  into  my  head. 

Q.  What  names  were  they  you  put  on  paper,  and  how  did  you  come  to  put  them  on 
paper,  and  when  did  you  do  it  ? 

A.  The  names  were  those  that  I  heard  when  given  in.  I  don’t  know  how  I  came  to 
put  the  names  on  paper,  only  I  thought  I  would  write  them  down.  I  had  no  particular 
reasons. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  put  down  all  the  names  they  gave  every  time  they  voted? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  What  part  of  them  did  you  put  down,  and  how  many? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  what  part,  only  the  few  that  I  heard  when  challenged.  I  don’t 
know  how  many  were  down,  as  I  did  not  count  them. 

Q.  Can’t  you  give  an  idea  how  many  ? 

A.  I  can  npt. 

Q.  Do  yoi^  mean  to  say  you  only  put  down  the  names  of  some  that  you  heard  chal¬ 
lenged  ? 

A.  I  only  put  down  what  names  I  heard  when  challenged. 

Q.  You  did  not  hear  all  the  names  they  gave  when  challenged— I  mean  you  did  not 
hear  the  name  each  one  gave  every  time  he  was  challenged  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  How  many  were  refused  the  right  to  vote,  when  challenged,  of  those  you  saw 
challenged  ? 

A.  I  did  not  see  any  refused. 

Q.  How  many  were  challenged — I  mean  how  many  challenges  were  made  during  the 
day,  counting  the  entire  party  ? 

A.  That  I  can  not  say. 

Q.  About  how  many? 

A.  I  can  not  say. 

Q.  Twenty  times  ? 

A.  I  can  not  exactly  state. 

Q.  State  as  near  as  you  can.  Were  there  more  or  less  than  twenty  ? 

A.  Having  not  counted  them,  I  could  not  state  whether  there  was  twenty,  or  more 
or  less. 

Q.  What  has  become  of  the  paper  you  put  the  names  on  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know.  I  have  looked  for  it  three  or  four  times  since  I  made  the  statement 
in  the  examination  of  the  Keibbrtoh  case,  but  can  not  find  it. 
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Q.  When  and  where  did  yon  last  see  it  ? 

A.  The  last  time  I  saw  it  was  about  three  weeks  ago.  It  was  lying  on  the  mantle- 
piece  in  the  front  room  where  1  reside. 

Q.  What  was  it  there  for  ?  Who  put  it  there  ? 

A.  It  was  there  for  no  special  purpose,  as  when  I  returned  home  on  election  day  I 
had  it  in  my  hand  folded  up,  and  as  I  came  in  I  threw  it  there  and  left  it  there. 

Q  Did  it  have  any  heading  or  memoranda  showing  what  it  was — where  the  names 
were  ? 

A.  It  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  write  the  names  down  as  you  heard  them  ?  What  kind  of  paper  was  it, 
and  where  did  you  get  it  ? 

A.  I  did  write  the  names  down  as  I  heard  them.  It  was  a  plain  piece  of  white  paper. 
I  do  not  exactly  remember  where  I  got  it.  I  think  I  picked  it  u})  on  the  sidewalk. 

Q.  How  big  was  it  t 

A.  I  don’t  know  exactly.  I  think  it  was  about  as  big  as  a  half  sheet  of  letter  p 
It  was  a  common  piece  of  printing  paper. 

Q.  Were  the  names  written  on  both  sides,  or  only  one  ? 

A.  Only  one,  I  think. 

Q.  When  asked  by  Mr.  Kramer,  in  the  Keibbroth-Bernard  contested  election  case 
where  this  paper  was,  why  did  you  refuse  to  answer  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not  refuse  to  answer. 

Q.  Did  you  not  at  tirst  refuse  to  answer  Mr.  Kramer’s  question  where  the  paper  was, 
and  then  afterward,  in  answer  to  another  question,  say  you  did  not  know  where  it  was! 

A.  I  did  not  refuse  to  answer  Mr.  Kramer  where  the  paper  was.  I  refused  to  answer 
because  I  did  not  understand  his  question  until  he  explained  it.  Then  I  told  him  it  was 
home. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  with  the  paper  when  you  last  saw  it  on  the  mantle-piece,  as  you 
say  ? 

A.  I  did  not  touch  it.  I  only  saw  it  there,  and  left  it  lay  there. 

Q.  Why,  then,  did  you  tell  Mr.  Kramer,  in  the  deposition  I  just  referred  to,  that  no 
one  but  you  could  get  it  or  find  it  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Because  there  was  no  one  in  the  house  would  know  what  they  meant  if  asked  for 
it,  as  I  don’t  know  whether  they  knew  what  it  was. 

Q.  You  say  it  was  about  8  A.M.  that  you  met  these  five  men.  What  time  was  it  that 
you  left  them  ? 

A.  It  was  near  three  o’clock. 

Q.  Were  you  with  them  during  all  the  time  between  8  A.  M.  and  3  P.  M.  ? 

A.  I  was  not  right  in  their  company,  but  they  were  always  in  sight. 

Q.  Did  yon  take,  them  to  the  various  polls  you  say  you  took  them  to  in  the  order  in 
which  you  have  named  them  in  your  examination  in  chief? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  go  directly  from  one  poll  to  the  other? 

A.  Not  directly. 

Q.  What  did  yon  do  and  where  did  you  go  in  the  meantime? 

A.  I  would  sometimes  stop  at  some  of  the  polls  or  stop  to  speak  to  some  one. 

Q-  I  mean  did  you  go  right  to  the  next  poll  after  leaving  the  last  one  ? 

A.  I  think  so. 
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Q.  In  going  from  one  poll  to  the  other,  did  yon  go  with  the  five  men,  all  together  ? 

A.  They  were  always  together,  or  may  be  in  couples. 

Q.  Well,  were  you  with  them  in  going  from  one  to  poll  to  another  ?  Did  you  go  to¬ 
gether  f 

A.  I  was  near  always  in  front,  so  that  they  could  see  me. 

Q.  How  far  in  front  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  exactly ;  may  be  about  fifteen  or  twenty  feet. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  for  dinner  f  Did  you  stop  any  where  for  drinks  or  lunch  ? 

A.  I  did  not  go  to  dinner,  nor  did  they.  I  did  not  stop  for  drinks,  nor  did  I  see  them 
stop. 

Q.  You  do  not  mean  to  swear  positively,  of  your  own  knowledge,  that  all  of  these  men 
voted  at  every  voting-place  you  took  them,  do  you  ? 

A.  The  only  positive  knowledge  I  have  is  that  the  men,  which  I  did  not  see  vote,  is 
that  they  took  the  tickets  and  folded  them  up  and  went  to  the  same  window  that  the 
other  voters  did,  and  when  they  came  back  they  did  not  have  any  tickets  in  their  hands, 
and  I  feel  positive  they  voted. 

Q.  Can  you  swear  positively,  of  your  own  knowledge,  that  they  did  all  actually  vote 
at  each  of  the  eight  voting-places,  and  that  they  voted  the  tickets  you  gave  them  ? 

A.  That  is  the  only  positive  knowledge  I  have ;  that  is,  of  those  I  did  not  see. 

Q.  How  many  of  them  did  you  actually  see  vote  ? 

A.  I  can  not  actually  state,  as  I  did  not  count. 

Q.  Please  describe  these  five  men  f 

A.  I  can  not  describe  them,  as  I  did  not  take  any  personal  inspection  of  any  of  them. 

Q.  How  is  it  you  are  able  to  describe  the  man  you  call  Burns  and  the  man  who  gave 
you  the  money,  when  you  saw  them  only  once  each,  and  then  only  a  few  minutes,  and 
can  not  describe  these  men  whom  you  were  with  from  8  A.  M.  to  3  P.  M.  f 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  The  reason  I  could  describe  Mr.  Burns  is  because  he  approached  me  when  I  was  not 
looking  for  it,  and  there  was  some  money  to  be  made.  The  men  I  had  nothing  to  make 
out  of  them,  so  I  did  not  care  how  they  looked. 

Q.  Where  did  you  part  from  these  men,  and  which  way  did  they  go  f 

A.  I  departed  from  them  on  the  corner  of  Fifth  and  Race.  I  do  not  know  which  way 
they  went. 

Q.  What  did  they  say  when  they  saw  you  putting  their  names  on  the  piece  of  paper  ? 

A.  They  did  not  say  anything.  I  don’t  know  whether  they  saw  me  or  not.  They  did 
not  speak  of  it. 

Q.  You  say  you  carried  the  paper  in  your  hand  all  the  time,  do  you  not  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  When  you  came  up  to  any  of  these  voting-places  with  these  five  men  did  yon  see 
any  persons  you  knew  ?  If  so,  whom,  and  at  which  place  ? 

A.  I  saw  some  persons  I  knew,  but  I  don’t  remember  of  only  a  couple  of  them  that  I 
spoke  to.  They  were  Mr.  Sol.  Hill,  at  the  Seventeenth  Ward  poll,  Ninth  and  Cutter, 
and  Mr.  George  Estep,  at  the  Nineteenth  Ward  poll,  on  Third  street. 

Q.  Did  they  see  the  five  men  with  you,  too  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  they  did. 

Q.  What  determined  your  mind  in  selecting  the  polls  you  would  take  these  men  to  ? 

A.  I  had  not  any  determination.  I  did  not  know  until  the  morning  of  the  election 
what  I  was  going  to  do  to  make  the  money.  When  I  started  I  only  took  them  to  the 
polls  as  they  came  to  my  mind  at  the  time. 
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Q.  Do  you  still  swear  that  you  did  not  know  during  all  the  time  you  were  showing 
these  men  around  to  voting-places  and  giving  them  tickets  to  vote  that  you  was  doing 
an  illegal  act  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not  know  I  Avas  doing  an  illegal  act,  or  I  would  not  have  done  it. 

Q.  Did  you  think  the  twenty-five  dollars  was  given  you  for  seven  hours’  lawful  em¬ 
ployment  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not  think. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  that  ? 

A.  I  mean  that  the  money  was  offered  to  me,  and  I  did  not  think  that  I  was  doing  any 
thing  unlawful,  so  I  took  it. 

Q.  Did  you  converse  with  these  men  as  you  went  around  with  them  ? 

A.  I  did  not  have  any  conversation  with  them. 

Q.  None  at  all  ? 

A.  I  may  have  answered  some  questions  asked;  nothing  else. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  over  any  plan  of  action  Avith  them,  or  have  any  arrangement  as  to 
your  and  their  action  in  the  event  of  any  thing  happening  or  you  getting  separated  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  There  were  large  crowds  around  each  of  the  polls,  Avere  there  not,  Avhen  you  got 
there  that  day  ? 

A.  There  was  at  a  good  many  of  the  polls. 

Q.  At  which  of  them  was  there  not  a  crowd,  if  any! 

A.  I  do  not  remember  now. 

Q.  How  did  you  manage  to  keep  from  separating  from  the  men  and  to  get  together 
again  when  you  did  after  getting  into  these  crowds?  * 

A.  I  generally  stood  so  they  could  see  me  or  one  or  two  of  them,  and  when  they  got 
done  they  would  come  OArer  where  I  Avas. 

Q.  Where  is  the  engine-house  on  Race  street,  the  voting-place  of  the  Eighth  Ward  ? 

A.  It  is  situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Race  and  Commerce  streets,  on  the  east 
side  of  Race,  below  Third. 

Q.  Did  you  not,  in  your  cross-examination  in  the  case  of  Kiebbortli  v.  Bernard,  by  Mr. 
Kramer,  refuse  to  tell  him,  in  answer  to  a  question  where  the  paper  you  say  you  put  the 
names  of  the  men  challenged  on,  where  said  paper  Avas,  until  the  magistrate  required  you 
to  answer  and  tell  ? 

A.  I  did  refuse  to  tell  him  until  the  magistrate  required  me  to. 

Q.  Why  did  you  so  refuse  ? 

A.  I  had  no  particular  reason,  only  that  I  did  not  know  exactly  where  it  Avas  myself. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  show  this  paper  to  any  one  ?  If  so,  whom? 

A.  I  don’t  think  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  hoar  the  names  given  by  all  these  men  you  have  spoken  of  every  time  they 
voted  ? 

A.  I  did  not  hear  every  name  given. 

Q.  Was  not  the  reason  why  you  did  not  hear  all  the  names  because  you  could  not 
always  get  near  enough  ?  Did  you  not  so  stAte  in  the  Kiebbortli  case  ? 

A.  It  Avas  the  case.  ■ 

(^.  Di<l  you  not  also  say  in  that  case  to  Mr.  Kramer  that  the  Avay  you  knew  the  men 
voted  when  you  did  not  see,  was  that  you  had  their  word  for  it? 

A.  It  was.  I  did  say  so. 
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Q.  I  thought  you  said  you  had  no  conversation  with  them  ? 

A.  I  did  not.  I  only  heard  them  saying  it  to  each  other  after  voting. 

Q.  How  did  they  come  to  say  that,  if  no  one  asked  them  ? 

A.  T  don’t  know  how  they  came  to  say  so,  only  when  each  one  met,  the  other  would 
say,  Did  you  vote  ? 

Q.  Then  you  never  asked  any  of  them  whether  they  had  voted  or  not  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  or  did  you  not  aid  and  assist  the  live  men  you  have  mentioned  in  voting 
at  the  eight  polls  you  have  named,  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  A.D.  1876,  at  the  State 
and  county  election  then  held  at  said  polls? 

A.  I  did  not  aid  or  assist  them  in  any  way.  If  they  voted,  it  was  all  right;  if  they 
did  not,  I  did  not  care. 

Q.  Then  you  do  not  consider  showing  them  where  to  vote,  and  giviug  them  tickets 
to  vote  at  eight  different  places  on  the  same  day,  aiding  and  assisting  them  to  vote  ? 

A.  I  do  not  consider  it  aiding  and  assisting — showing  them  to  the  polls  and  giving 
them  the  tickets.  I  did  not,  only  when  they  asked  for  them. 

Q.  How  did  you  come  to  give  them  the  tickets  one  at  a  time,  and  not  all  together  in 
a  bunch  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  the  reason,  only  I  had  a  few  when  they  asked  me  at  each  poll,  and 
I  would  give  them  to  them,  and  when  I  would  see  any  one  I  knew  with  tickets,  I  would 

f 

get  some  more. 

Q.  Who  did  you  so  get  tickets  from,  and  where? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  now. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  the  men  voted  the  tickets  you  gave  them  ? 

A.  The  only  positive  proof  I  have  is  that  when  they  took  them  they  folded  them  up 
and  had  them  in  their  hands,  and  went  to  the  window  where  the  tickets  were  taken  in, 
and  when  they  came  back  they  did  not  have  any  in  their  hands;  and  I  think  they  voted 
the  tickets  I  gave  them. 

Q.  Did  you  not,  in  answer  to  a  similar  question  to  my  last,  by  Mr  Kramer,  in  the 
case  of  Kicbborth  vs.  Bernard,  above  referred  to,  say,  “I  have  only  their  word  that  they 
voted  the  tickets  I  gave  them  ?” 

A.  I  did  answer  that  question  that  way. 

Q.  Was  that  answer  true  ? 

A.  The  answer  was  true. 

Q  Did  you  not  say  in  the  same  case  to  which  I  have  just  referred,  on  cross-examina¬ 
tion,  that  Mr.  T.  C.  Campbell  promised  to  get  you  off  if  you  would  come  and  testify  and 
was  arrested  ?  / 

A.  I  did  not  say  that  Mr.  Campbell  would  get  me  off  if  I  would  come  and  testify.  I 
said  that  Mr.  Campbell  said  he  would  protect  me  if  I  was  arrested. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  in  said  last  named  case,  on  your  cross-examination,  that  yon  did 
not  see  these  men  deposit  any  of  the  tickets  yon  gave  them  at  all  ? 

A.  I  did  not  see  any  of  the  tickets  deposited.  I  said  so. 

Q.  You  have  stated  all  that  was  said  to  and  by  you  in  the  conversations  between  you 
and  Burns  and  you  and  the  man  who  gave  you  the  money,  have  you  ? 

A.  I  have.  .  E.  F.  Hall. 

The  further  taking  of  this  testimony  is  now  adjourned  until  Tuesday,  December  12, 1876.

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Tuesday,  December  12,  1876. 

The  further  taking  of  these  depositions  is  resumed,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  on  this 
12th  day  of  December,  1876,  at  10:25  o’clock. 

Joseph  M.  Davis,  of  legal  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  saitli  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  My  name  is  Joseph  M.  Davis;  I  reside  at  155  Harriet  street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio; 
twenty-seven  years  of  age  ;  and  business,  a  painter  by  trade. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  this  city,  where  did  you  vote  at  the  October  election 
of  1876,  and  what  ticket  did  you  vote  ? 

A.  I  have  lived  in  this  city  about  twenty-four  years.  1  voted  at  the  Twentieth  ward 
polls — voted  the  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Edward  F.  Hall  ?  If  so,  how  long  have  you  known  him? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  am  acquainted  with  him  ;  have  known  him  about  nine  years. 

Q.  Did  you  meet  him  on  the  day  of  the  last  October  election,  October  10,  1876,  and 
if  so  at  what  time  of  the  day,  or  how  much  of  the  day  were  you  with  him  ? 

(Objected  to  as  leading  and  incompetent  by  contestee’s  counsel.) 
f  A.  We  slept  together  the  night  before  ;  had  our  breakfast,  and  went  up  to  the  Twen¬ 
tieth  ward  and  voted;  from  there  we  went  to  George  street  and  Central  avenue.  It  was 
about  eight  o’clock  A.  M.  when  we  got  there.  We  remained  there  together  about  twenty 
minutes.  Then  I  met  him  about  half-past  one  o’clock  at  the  Nineteenth  ward  polls. 

Q.  Does  Hall  live  or  board  at  the  same  place  you  do  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  boards  and  rooms  with  me,  at  my  mother’s. 

Q.  State  if  you  saw  Hall  receive  any  money  on  the  day  of  said  election.  If  so,  how 
much  ;  at  what  place,  at  what  time,  and  from  whom  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  receive  some  money  on  George  and  Central  avenue  election  morning. 
He  told  me  it  was  $25.00.  I  don’t  know  who  the  party  was  that  gave  it  to  him  ;  I  never 
saw  him  before.  It  was  a  little  after  eight  in  the  morning,  a  few  minutes. 

Q.  Who  else  were  present  when  you  saw  Hall  receive  the  money? 

A.  The  man  that  gave  the  money  was  the  only  one  besides  myself  and  Hall  that  I  saw. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Hall  again  in  the  afternoon  ?  State  if  you  know  whether  he  received 
any  money  from  any  other  party  than  the  one  you  have  mentioned. 

A.  I  saw  him  about  half-past  four  o’clock  on  Sixtli  street,  near  Vine.  I  don’t  know 
that  he  received  any  more  money. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  any  thing  about  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  at  said  ’ection. 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

Counsel  for  contestee,  not  waiving  any  objections  or  exceptions  heretofore  made,  i. 
any  right  of  objection  or  exception,  proceeded  to  cross-examine. 

Q.  Yon  say  you  are  a  painter  by  trade.  Are  you  eagaged  in  that  business  now  ? 

A.  I  was  within  two  or  three  weeks.  I  have  no  work  now.  I  done  a  day’s  work  at 
it  Friday. 

Q.  For  whom  were  you  last  working  at  that  trade,  and  how  long  ? 

A.  I  was  for  a  little  over  three  years  for  Daniel  Manic,  No.  7:11  Freeman  street. 

Q.  Are  you  a  comrade  of  E.  F.  Hall’s  in  the  evenings,  and  when  not  engaged  at  your 

trade  ? 

$ 

A.  I  have  been  for  nearly  three  months,  since  he  has  roomed  with  mo,  and  I  used  to 
go  with  him  and  his  brother  five  or  six  years  ago. 

Q.  At  whose  request  did  you  come  here  to  testify  ? 

A.  I  got  a  subpoena. 
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Q.  At  whose  request  did  you  come  when  you  first  testified  in  these  contested  elec¬ 
tion  cases  pending  here  ? 

A.  I  did  n’t  come  at  any  body’s  request.  I  came  up  to  hear  the  trial,  and  a  subpoena 
was  served  on  me  here  in  the  office. 

Q.  Did  you  not  tell  some  of  the  contestants,  or  their  counsel,  that  you  knew  of  some 
thing  you  could  testify  to  ? 

I 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  not  tell  Hall,  or  did  he  not  ask  you  ? 

A.  George  Campbell,  brother  of  T.  C.  Campbell,  attorney  for  contestants,  asked  me 
what  I  knew,  and  I  told  him  nothing  except  I  saw  Hall  get  some  money  election  morning . 

Q.  This  was  after  Hall  had  testified,  was  it  not  ? 

A.  It  was  the  second  day  he  testified.  I  saw  it  in  the  paper  that  morning. 

Q.  How  near  were  you  to  this  man  who  gave  Hall  the  money  while  he  and  Hall  were 
talking  ? 

A.  I  was  up  against  the  corner  of  the  house,  and  they  were  out  by  the  lamp  post, 
across  the  pavement. 

Q.  Did  this  man  who  gave  Hall  the  money  see  you  there? 

A.  I  don’t  know  whether  he  did  or  not.  I  had  no  conversation  with  him. 

Q.  What  kind  of  a  looking  man  was  he;  describe  him?  ^ 

A.  I  can’t  do  that,  only  that  he  had  on  a  dark-gray  suit  of  clothes.  I  can’t  describe 
his  face  or  person. 

Q.  Did  he  have  on  an  overcoat  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don’t  think  he  did;  I  am  positive  he  didn’t. 

Q.  How  long  did  this  interview  between  him  and  Hall  last? 

A.  A  few  minutes ;  not  long. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  in  your  cross-examination  in  the  Kiebborth  v.  Bernard  case  that 
you  could  give  no  description  of  this  man  ? 

A.  Only  the  description  I  have  given. 

Q.  Did  you  give  that  description  in  that  case  ? 

A.  I  believe  I  said  he  had  on  a  gray  suit  of  clothes. 

Q.  Are  you  positive  you  did  ? 

A.  I  am  pretty  positive.  I  would  n’t  swear  to  it.  I  think  pretty  positively  I  did  in 
one  of  the  cases. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  in  the  case  I  have  named  that  you  was  in  the  presence  of  Hall 
and  this  man  at  that  time  about  an  hour  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Look  at  your  answer  in  that  case  to  this  question,  “  How  long  were  you  in  the 
presence  that  time  of  Hall  and  the  man  ?  ”  which  I  now  show  you.  Is  not  the  answer, 
“  About  one  hour”?  and  is  it  not  in  your  own  handwriting? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  but  that  question  is  about  Hall.  I  meant  I  was  with  Hall  that  morning 
about  an  hour  after  leaving  the  house. 

Q.  After  the  man  left  Hall  did  you  and  Hall  come  together  again,  or  did  you  leave 
them  together  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  we  came  together  again. 

Q.  Where  did  you  then  go  after  you  came  together? 

A.  We  walked  a  few  steps  up  the  street  to  Central  avenue,  and  then  he  turned  and 
went  down  Central  avenue. 

Q.  Did  you  see  or  count  the  money  you  say  the  man  gave  Hall? 

A.  I  saw  the  money  in  his  hand ;  I  did  not  count  it. 

Q.  Whose  hand  ? 
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A.  Hall’s. 

Q.  Then  you  did  not  actually  see  the  man  hand  Hall  the  money  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  saw  him  hand  him  the  money. 

Q.  Then,  when  asked  whose  hand  you  saw  it  in,  why  did  you  only  say  “  Halls”  ? 

A.  I  supposed  you  meant  Hall. 

Q.  Did  the  man  count  out  the  money  te  Hall  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  see  him  count  it. 

Q.  How  did  he  hand  it  to  him,  then  ? 

A.  In  a  roll. 

Q.  What  did  Hall  do  with  it  when  the  man  handed  it  to  him  ? 

A.  He  helot  it  in  his  hand  uutil  after  he  left  me;  then  I  don’t  know  what  he  done 
with  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  this  money  was  given  to  Hall  hy  the  man  for  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  know  at  the  time. 

Q.  When  did  you  find  out  first,  and  how,  if  at  all  ? 

A.  Eight  here  in  this  room,  the  day  I  first  heard  Hall  testify  in  the  Kiebbortli  case. 

Q.  When  Hall  and  the  man  had  this  interview,  which  of  them  faced  you,  and  which 
had  his  back  to  you? 

A.  I  think  neither  of  them  had  his  back  right  to  me.  Hall  had  his  face  more  to  me 
than  the  other  man  did.  I  don’t  remember  exactly  their  position. 

Q.  Give  the  particulars  of  your  and  Hall’s  first  meeting  this  man  that  day,  and  what 
was  said. 

A.  We  were  standing  on  the  corner — me  and  Hall — and  the  man  came  up  and  spoke 
to  Hall.  I  dou’t  know  what  he  said.  I  think  he  asked  his  name.  I  am  not  certain,  though. 
Q.  Then,  what? 

A.  Then  they  went  off'  and  went  to  talking. 

Q.  How  long  before  this  had  you  left  home  with  Hall? 

A.  About  seven  o’clock  A.M.  This  was  about  eight. 

Q.  When  you  met  Hall  again,  about  P.M.  that  day,  was  it  by  appointment  or  acci¬ 
dentally  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Which  wray  were  you  each  going  ? 

A.  I  was  going  east,  to  a  paint  shop,  and  Hall  was  standing  there  looking  over  at  the 
crowd  at  the  engine-house  on  Sixth,  near  and  west  of  Vine. 

Q.  Where  was  Hall  standing? 

A-  He  was  on  the  north  side  of  Sixth  street,  west  of  Vine — nearer  Vine  than  Race. 
No  one  was  with  him. 

Q.  When  did  you  and  he  first  go  from  there? 

A.  We  first  went  to  the  shop,  a  few  steps  from  there,  and  looked  in ;  then  we  went 
home  and  had  supper.  We  walked  home. 

Q.  In  walking  home  from  where  you  was,  is  Harriet  street  east  or  west? 

A.  West. 

Q.  Which  way  did  the  man  go  when  he  left  Hall,  after  giving  him  the  money  that 
morning? 

A.  I  think  he  crossed  over  to  the  west  side  of  Central  avenue.  I  won’t  be  positive. 

Reexamination. 

Q.  When  you  were  at  the  corner  of  George  and  Central  avenue,  on  the  morning  of 
the  October  election,  with  Hall  and  the  man  who  gave  him  the  money,  did  any  thing 
occur  to  cause  you  to  notice  particularly  the  dress  and  appearance  of  this  man?

Appendix. 


(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestee  as  leading  and  incompetent.) 

A.  No,  sir.  there  wasn’t — only  him  calling  Ed.  away  from  me. 

Q.  When  you  state  that  he  had  on  a  dark-gray  suit  of  clothes,  do  you  state  this  posi¬ 
tively?  If  so,  what  circumstances  caused  you  to  do  so? 

(First  objection  repeated.) 

A.  I  said  he  had  on  a  suit  of  gray ;  I  couldn’t  take  an  oath  that  it  was  a  dark-gray 
suit ;  I  think  it  was. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  this  man’s  name  on  said  morning? 

(Objected  to  as  leading  and  not  reexamination.) 

A.  I  don’t  know  whether  I  heard  on  that  morning  or  not;  I’ve  heard  it  since. 

Q.  Are  you  positive  that  this  man  referred  to  gave  Hall  a  roll  of  bills  at’tlie  time  you 
have  stated? 

(Objected  to  as  leading  and  incompetent.) 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  am. 

Reexamination  by  Counsel  for  Contestee,  making  the  same  Reservations  as  before. 

Q.  You  say  you  have  since  heard  this  man’s  name,  who,  you  say,  gave  Hall  the  money 
on  George  and  Central  avenue  that  morning,  as  you  have  related;  what  is  his  name? 

A.  Burns. 

Q.  Where  did  you  hear  it? 

A.  Here  in  the  office. 

Joseph  M.  Davis. 

Alexander  Campbell,  of  legal  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  Alexander  Campbell;  age,  forty-eight  years;  residence,  119  Mound 
street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio  ;  my  business  is  that  of  a  merchant. 

Q.  State  if  you  voted  at  the  last  October  election,  held  October  10,  1876;  and  if  so, 
where  ? 

A.  I  voted  in  the  Seventeenth  Ward,  First  Precinct. 

Q.  What  part  of  the  day  were  you  at  the  polls? 

A.  All  day. 

Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  about  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  at  said  elec¬ 
tion. 

(Objected  to  as  incompetent  and  irrelevant.) 

A.  I  was  a  member  of  the  challenging  committee.  About  three  o’clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon  a  man  by  the  name  of  Pat.  Morrissey  came  up  to  vote.  Myself  and  Pickering  chal¬ 
lenged  his  vote.  He  swore  he  lived  on  Ninth  street,  between  Linn  and  Cutter.  The  sec¬ 
ond  day  after  the  election  I  found  out  he  did  not  live  on  that  street ;  he  lived  on  Rich¬ 
mond  street,  in  the  Sixteenth  Ward,  No.  130,  north  side. 

Q.  Did  he  vote,  and  what  ticket? 

(Objected  to  as  leading  and  incompetent.) 

A.  He  voted  the  Democratic  ticket — voted  open  ;  I  saw  it  plainly. 

Q.  Was  he  married  or  single? 

A.  He  was  a  married  man. 

Q.  State  how  you  know  he  was  not  a  legal  voter  at  the  time  of  the  October  election 
in  the  Seventeenth  Ward. 

A.  About  two  or  three  days  after  the  election  I  found  out  he  did  not  live  on  Ninth 
street,  and  then  1  went  to  Richmond  street,  No.  130,  and  found  he  lived  there;  his  wife 
described  him  to  me.  I  afterwards  saw  him  coming  out  of  this  house.  I  know  him  well — 
have  known  him  since  1861. 
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Q.  How  long  liad  he  lived  at  130 Richmond  street? 

A.  His  wife  told  me  a  week  or  two — couldn’t  be  positive. 

(Objected  to  as  hearsay  and  incompetent.) 

Q.  Had  he  for  three  months  before  the  said  election  lived  on  Ninth  street,  where  he 
swore  he  lived,  or  at  any  time  had  he  lived  here  ? 

(Objected  to  as  leading.) 

A.  The  neighbors  told  me,  along  there,  ti  at  they  didn't  know  of  such  a  man  living 
there  at  any  time. 

(Objected  to  as  hearsay  and  incompetent.) 

Q.  Does  the  man  Morrissey  still  live  in  Richmond  street  ?  Was  he  arrested  for  illegal 
voting?  State  what  you  know  about  it,  and  how  you  came  to  inquire  about  his  resi¬ 
dence. 

A.  Yes,  his  family  still  lives  there,  I  understand.  I  had  a  warrant  sworn  out  for  his 
arrest  before  the  United  States  Court;  gave  it  to  the  Deputy  Marshal  (United  States). 

Q.  State  if  you  know  any  thing  more  of  illegal  voting  at  said  election. 

A.  Nothing  more  but  hearsay. 

% 

Counsel  for  contestee,  not  waiving  any  objections,  or  exceptions,  or  right  thereto,  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  cross-examine. 

Q.  Is  not  your  knowledge  of  where  Pat.  Morrissey  lived,  when  you  inquired  after  the 
election,  based  on  the  result  of  inquiries  only  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Ui>on  what  is  it  based,  then? 

A.  My  knowledge  that  he  was  not  a  voter  in  our  ward,  and  I  took  pains  to  find  out. 

Q.  How  did  you  find  out  where  he  lived? 

A.  By  inquiries.  I  inquired  on  Ninth  street,  and  was  told  that  he  didn’t  live  there, 
but  that  he  lived  on  Richmond  'street.  I  went  there  and  saw  a  woman  who  described 
her  husband  to  me,  and  said  she  was  the  wife  of  Pat.  Morrissey.  She  said  he  lived  there ; 
that  they  hadn’t  lived  there  long — about  a  week  or  so;  I  am  not  positive  how  long.  I 
afterwards  saw  him  coming  out  of  the  house  there  ou  Richmond  street. 

Q.  Is  that  the  only  way  you  know  where  he  lived  then? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  is. 

Q.  Can  you  swear,  of  your  own  knowledge,  where  Tat.  Morrissey  lived  on  election 

day  ? 

A.  No,  I  can’t.  I  can  swear  to  my  best  knowledge  he  didn’t  live  in  the  Seventeenth 

Ward. 

Q.  The  only  way  you  know  where  he  lived  at  that  time — election  day — is  by  inquiring 
and  from  what  was  told  you  in  answer  to  inquiries,  is  it  not? 

A.  Yes,  it  is — from  what  I  learned  from  his  wife  and  others. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  the  womau  you  saw  was  his  wife? 

A.  She  told  me  so,  after  I  described  her  husband. 

Alexander  Campbell. 

The  further  taking  of  this  deposition  is  adjourned  until  December  13,  187G,  at  2  P.M.

The  taking  of  these  deposition  is  resumed,  pursuant  to  adjourment,  on  this  13th  day 
of  December,  1876. 

W.  H.  Anslmtz,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Questiou.  State  your  name,  age,  place  of  residence,  and  business. 
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Answer.  My  name  is  W.  H.  Ansliutz.  I  live  at  477  Freeman  street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio  ; 
am  thirty-eight  years  old ;  private  watchman. 

Q.  Did  jou  votejat  the  last  October  election,  October  10th,  1876?  and  if  so,  where  did 
yon  vote  ? 

A.  I  voted  in  the  Twenty-third  ward. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  day  were  you  present  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  I  was  there  most  all  day. 

Q.  Were  you  one  of  the  judges  at  said  election,  or  a  member  of  the  challenging  com¬ 
mittee  ? 

A.  I  was  one  of  the  challenging  committee. 

Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  of  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  at  said  election  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  of  any  one  who  actually  voted  illegally.  I  know  there  was  a  man 
who  came  there  pretty  early  in  the  morning,  and  tried  to  swear  in  his  vote.  When  I 
asked  him  how  long  he  had  lived  in  the  ward  andhe  said  he  had  only  lived  there  ten  days, 
and  I  asked  him  how  long  he  lived  in  the  State,  andhe  said  he  had  only  lived  in  the  State 
ten  days. 

Q.  Did  this  man  of  whom  you  speak  swear  in  his  vote  ?  And  what  vote  did  he  cast  ? 

A.  He  had  a  Democractic  ticket,  but  he  did  not  vote.  The  judge  told  him  to  take 
his  ticket  and  go.  It  was  not  put  in  the  box. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  any  thing  further  of  illegal  voting  at  said  election  ? 

A.  No;  I  do  not. 

Counsel  for  contestee  decline  to  cross-examine  this  witness.

The  taking  of  this  deposition  is  resumed,  according  to  adjournment,  this  14th  day  of  De¬ 
cember,  1876. 

J.  C.  Hart,  being  first  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Question.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

Answer.  J.  C.  Hart ;  age,  twenty-four  year  ;  residence,  Twenty-first  ward ;  occupation, 
practicing  attorney-at-law. 

Q.  State  what  official  relation,  if  any,  you  had  with  the  election  held  in  this  State  and 
county  on  the  10th  of  October,  1876. 

A.  I  was  one  of  the  judges  of  election  in  the  Twenty-first  ward,  second  precinct. 

Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  about  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  at  said  elec¬ 
tion,  and  give  the  names,  if  you  know,  of  any  who  voted  illegally  ? 

A.  I  know  of  at  least  three,  viz :  Thomas  Larkin, who  has  been  convicted  in  the  United 
States  Court,  and  awaits  sentence  on  the  conviction  of  illegal  voting  in  our  ward.  The 
next  one  is  William  McCormack,  who,  offering  to  vote  in  October,  was  challenged  and 
question  was  put  to  him  by  myself,  “  Are  you  native  born  or  naturalized?”  He  answered, 
“  Naturalized” — and  I  asked  the  further  question,  Can  you  produce  your  pai>ers  for  the 
inspection  of  the  judges?  and  he  answered,  u  In  five  minutes”  and  then  stepped  off  the 
gangway  but  returned  immediately  and  swore  that  he  had  been  naturalized,  but  that 
his  papers  had  been  destroyed,  and  his  vote  was  taken.  Again,  in  November,  I  also  being 
one  of  the  judges,  he  offered  to  vote,  but  was  challenged,  and  then  produced  papers  bear¬ 
ing  date  Novemeer  6th,  1876,  issued  by  the  Probate  Court,  and  was  arrested  by  warrant 
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of  the  United  State  Commissioner.  The  next  one  is  L.  S.  Hanks,  who  voted  at  our  polls  a 
few  moments  after  Larkin,  who  said  in  his  testimony  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Lar¬ 
kin  that  he  lived  at  69  Dalton  avenue  and  voted  in  the  Twenty-second  ward.  He  now  is 
under  arrest,  and  his  case  was  set  for  hearing  to-day,  hut  was  continued  untilthe  23d  inst. 
His  name  appears  on  our  tally:book  No.  1,131,  and,  from  the  number,  supposed  his  vote 
was  cast  about  4  o’clock  P.M. 

The  parts  of  the  forgoing  answer  which  are  heresay  and  which  relate  to  proceedings, 
etc.,  in  Probate  and  United  States-  Court,  objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestee. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  these  persons  voted  at  said  election,  and  how 
many  times  they  voted  at  said  October  election,  and  where,  if  you  know. 

A.  The  ticket  I  do  not  know.  I  know  only  once  of  their  voting  in  the  precinct  at 
which  I  was  judge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  said  Larkin  voted  at  said  election  in  any  ward  other 
than  the  Twenty-hirst  ? 

A.  Larkin  lived  on  Betts  street,  in  the  Fifteenth  Ward.  It  was  stated  in  Larkin’s 
case  by  his  attorney,  M.  F.  Wilson,  Esq.,  that  he  lived  in  the  Fifteenth  Ward  and  there 
voted,  as  he  was  entitled  to  do. 

Last  sentence  of  answer  objected  to  as  hearsay  by  counsel  for  contestee. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  anything  further  pertaining  to  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  at 
said  October  election. 

A.  Not  any  more  that  I  now  remember  of. 

The  further  taking  of  this  testimony  in  the  foregoing  deposition  is  adjourned  until 
Friday,  the  15th  day  of  December,  1876,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.

The  taking  of  this  deposition  is  resumed,  according  to  adjournment,  this  15tli  day  of 
December,  1876,  at  10:30  o’clock,  when  the  deposition  of  J.  C.  Hart  is  resumed. 

Q.  After  having  had  time  to  consider  the  last  question,  you  may  now  state  if  you 
know  any  thing  further  about  illegal  voting  than  what  you  stated  yesterday. 

A.  Not  any  thing. 

Counsel  for  contestee,  waiving  no  rights,  or  objections,  or  exceptions,  or  right  thereto, 
but  reserving  the  same  as  heretofore,  proceeded  to  cross-examine. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  three  men,  Larkin,  McCormack  and  Hanks,  referred 
to  in  your  examination  in  chief? 

A.  Not  personally,  but  by  sight  very  well. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  personally,  where  these  persons,  or  any  of  them,  lived  at  the  time 
of  the  October  election  you  speak  of? 

A.  I  did  not  know  on  the  election  day  where  they  lived.  I  only  know  by  inquiries 
made  from  different  sources  since  the  election,  and  by  what  Hunks  said  in  the  United 
States  Court.  I  have  no  other  knowledge  except  as  1  have  already  stated. 

Q.  Do  you  know  personally  any  thing  about  McCormack  being  native  or  foreign 
bom,  or  about  his  being  naturalized  or  not  ? 

A.  1  have  no  personal  knowledge.  My  knowledge  is  derived  from  what  ho  said  on 
the  day  of  election.  McCormack  was  discharged  by  the  Commissioner  for  illegal  voting. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  that  upon  his  examination  before  United  States  Commissioner,  upon 
the  charge  for  which  ho  was  arrested,  as  detailed  in  your  examination  in  chief,  ho, 
McCormack,  was  discharged  ? 

A.  Yes. 
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Q.  Is  it  rot  a  fact  that  the  men  you  have  mentioned  are  all  Republicans,  and  voted 
the  Republican  ticket  at  the  election  in  October  to  which  you  refer  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  how  they  voted  or  what  ticket. 

John  C.  Hart. 

B.  P.  Doun  was  then  called  by  contestant,  and  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and 
saith  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  My  name  is  B.  P.  Brown,  age  59  years.  1  reside  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Springfield  town¬ 
ship,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio.  I  am  a  carpenter  and  builder. 

Q.  State  if  you  voted  at  the  general  election  held  in  this  State  and  the  county  of 
Hamilton,  on  October  10,  1876,  and  if  so,  where  did  you  vote,  and  what  position,  if  any, 
did  you  hold  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  1  voted  at  the  election  on  the  10th  of  October,  in  the  Western  precinct  of  Spring- 
field  township,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio.  I  acted  as  one  of  the  judges.  • 

Q.  State  if  you  know  any  thing  of  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  at  said  election,  and 
if  so,  state  all  you  know  about  it. 

Objected  to  as  incompetent  and  irrelevent. 

A.  As  one  of  the  judges  I  received  the  vote  of  Thomas  Ryan,  which  was  an  open 
Democratic  ticket — not  suspecting  at  the  time  any  thing  wrong.  Shortly  after  the  elec¬ 
tion  I  was  told  that  he  was  not  a  citizen.  At  the  November  election,  1876,  I  again  acted 
as  one  of  the  judges.  Mr.  Ryan  presented  himself  again  as  a  voter.  His  vote  was 
challenged.  He  then  produced  his  naturalization  papers,  which  bore  date  of  November 
4,  1876. 

Objection  made  by  counsel  for  contestee^to  such  parts  of  above  answer  as  relate  to 
what  witness  was  told  as  hearsay,  and  to  contents  of  naturalization  papers  as  test 
evidence. 

E  ^Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  said  Thomas  Ryan  ?  and  if  so  how  long  have  you  known 
him  ? 

A.  I  am  slightly  acquainted  with  him,  and  not  intimately;  have  known  him  for 
six  or  seven  years  in  this  way. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  at  the  November  election,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  after  he  produced  his  papers. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  any  other  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  than  what  you  have 
mentioned. 

Objected  to  as  irrelevant  and  incompetent. 

A.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Samuel  Fisher  voted.  I  was  told  that  he  was  not  a  citizen 
since  the  election,  or  rather  not  an  American  born  citizen  I  should  say.  Upon  examin¬ 
in' -  the  records  of  the  Probate  Court  of  Hamilton  county,  Ohio,  I  there  learned  that  one 
Samuel  Fisher  procured  his  naturalization  papers  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  1876.  The 
witness  in  connection  with  getting  the  papers,  Thos.  Evitt,  Esq.,  led  me  to  believe  that 
he  was  the  same  man  who  voted  at  the  October  election.  The  witness  and  Mr.  Fisher, 
to  my  knowledge,  were  acquaintances. 

Answer  objected  to  as  hearsay  and  not  test  evidence,  and  incompetent. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  what  ticket  said  Fisher  voted  at  the  October  election. 

A.  I  could  not  positively  state  that.  I  saw  him  distribute  Democratic  tickets  all  day 
at  the  polls. 

Counsel  for  contestee,  making  the  same  reservations  as  heretofore,  proceeded  to  cross- 
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Q.  Have  the  two  men,  Fisher  and  Ryan,  ever  voted  before  in  your  precinct  ?  If  so, 
for  how  long  a  term  of  years,  and  how  often  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  how  often  or  how  long.  They  have  both  lived  in  that  precinct  a 
number  of  years,  and  frequently  voted.  So  far  as  I  know,  they  were  generally  recog¬ 
nized  as  voters.  No  question  was  ever  raised  before,  so  far  as  I  know.  I  have  frequently 
before  acted  as  judge  of  election  there. 

Q.  Can  you  testify  of  your  own  knowledge  that  Thomas  Ryan,  the  man  you  speak  of, 
or  that  Samuel  Fisher,  the  other  man  you  speak  of  were  foreign  born  citizens,  and  that 
if  so  they  had  not  been  naturalized  before  said  election,  in  October,  1876  ? 

A.  I  can  only  say  as  to  their  being  foreign  born,  I  only  have  hearsay.  As  to  Mr.  Ryan, 
he  produced  his  papers  upon  which  he  voted  at  the  second  election that  is  the  only  way 
I  know. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  men  who  have  been  naturalized  years  ago  in  other  States  and 
lost  their  papers,  often  get  out  new  papers  here  when  their  votes  are  questioned  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  of  that  being  done.  I  know  nothing  of  it. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  that  this  man  Samuel  Fisher  you  speak  of  as  having  voted  in  your 
precinct  is  the  same  man  whose  name  you  say  saw  in  the  records  of  the  Probate  Court, 
as  having  taken  out  his  papers  October  31,  1876  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  do  not.  B.  P.  Doun. 

A.  C.  Horton,  called  by  contestant  on  the  afternoon  of  December  15th,  being  first  duly 
sworn,  deposes  and  saith  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  Alonzo  C.  Horton ;  age,  40  years ;  residence,  Avondale ;  business,  real  estate 
broker,  98  West  Third  street,  city. 

% 

Q.  State  if  you  know  James  L.  Slevin,  and  where  he  has  resided  during  the  last  year, 
or  such  portion  of  it  as  you  know. 

A.  He  has  resided  in  Covington,  Ky.,  No.  109  West  Fourth  street,  since  June,  1876.  I 
know  J ames  L.  Slevin  personally. 

Q.  State  how  you  know  that  he  has  resided  as  you  say  in  Covington,  Ky. ;  whether 
or  not  he  is  a  married  man,  and  if  so,  does  his  family  reside  in  Covington,  and  have 
they  there  resided  as  you  state  ? 

A.  He  rented  the  premises  above  specified  from  me  for  his  own  use  as  a  residence,  and 
has  paid  me  the  rent  monthly  ever  since.  I  only  know  from  his  own  statement  that  he 
is  married.  Himself  and  family  reside,  and  have  resided,  in  the  above  stated  premises 
since  June,  1876. 

All  of  the  above  questions  and  answers  thereto  objected  to  for  all  purposes. 

A.  C.  Horton. 

Charles  S.  Slevin  was  then  called  by  contestant,  and  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes 
and  saith  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  place  of  resieence,  and  business. 

£  A.  James  S.  Slevinj;  age,  38  years;  reside  at  No.  109  West  Fourth  street,  Covington;  of 
the  firm  of  J.  J.^Slevin,  in  liquidation. 

Q.  State  where  you  have  resided  during  the  past  year,  and  if  out  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  where  was  it,  and  how  long  ? 

A.  Partly  in  and  partly  out  of  the  State  of  Ohio.  While  out  of  the  State  of  Ohio  it 
was  temporarily  in  Coviugtou,  Ky.,  where  I  am  now,  No.  109  West  Fourth  street. 

Q.  State  of  whom  you  rented,  and  the  time  you  rented  the  house.) 

A.  I  rented  the  house  from  A.  C.  Horton,  and  payed  him  from  month  to  month.  Have 
no  lease.  It  was  in  July,  1876.

Q.  State  when  you  moved  with  your  family  to  Covington,  Ky.  ? 

A.  In  July,  1876. 

Q.  Hav^  you  since  resided  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  at  the  election  held  in  this  State  and  county  October  10,  1876  ?  and 
if  so,  where,  and  what  ticket  did  you  vote,  the  Democratic  or  Republican  ? 

A.  I  voted  in  the  16th  Ward,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  I  voted  a  closed  ticket. 

Q.  Was  this  ticket  a  Democratic  or  Republican  ticket  ? 

A.  The  ticket  was  headed  Democratic. 

Counsel  for  contestee,  making  the  same  reservations  as  heretofore  made,  and  waiving 
no  rights  or  objections,  or  right  thereto,  proceeds  to  cross-examine : 

Q.  Where  did  you  reside  up  to  the  time  you  became  of  age  ? 

A.  I  was  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  resided  there  until  I  became  of  age. 

Q.  Where  have  you  resided  since  you  became  of  age  ? 

A.  In  Cincinnati,  up  to  July,  1876. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  voted  in  any  other  place  except  in  Hamilton  county,  Ohio  ? 

A.  Never. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  offered  to  vote  in  any  other  place  except  Hamilton  county,  Ohio  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  In  what  portion  of  said  county  of  Hamilton  did  you  reside  and  vote  for  one  year 
previous  to  July,  1876  ? 

A.  The  16th  Ward  of  Cincinnati. 

Q.  Have  you  been  absent  from  the  State  of  Ohio  within  the  year  next  preceding 
October  10th,  1876  ? 

A.  I  was  absent  for  about  three  months. 

Q.  When  you  left,  did  you  leave  for  a  temporary  purpose,  with  the  design  of  return¬ 
ing,  or  for  the  purpose  of  remaining  away  ? 

A.  I  left  for  a  temporary  purpose,  with  the  design  of  returning  ;  I  left  with  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  returning  just  as  soon  as  I  could.  I  did  not  leave  for  the  purpose  of  remaining 
away. 

Q.  Did  you,  while  absent,  look  upon  and  regard  this  State  and  the  city  of  Cincinnati 
as  your  home  ? 

A.  I  did,  and  told  numbers  of  people  so  ? 

Q.  Did  you,  while  so  absent,  vote  in  any  other  State  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Was  there  any  election  held  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  while  you  were  so  there  for 
temporary  purposes,  between  July  and  October,  1876  ? 

A.  There  was  a  State  election. 

Q.  Where  were  you  doing  business  during  the  months  of  July,  August,  September, 
and  October,  1876  ? 

A.  In  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  No.  213  West  Fourth  street. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  been  doing  business  prior  to  your  temporary  removal  from  Cin¬ 
cinnati  to  Covington,  as  above  referred  to  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  three  or  four  months. 

Q.  Where  had  you  been  doing  business  prior  to  that  time  ? 

A.  Nos.  102  and  104  W.  Pearl  street,  Cincinnati ;  before  that  at  71  W.  Pearl  street, 
and  on  Main  street  in  said  city  for  years  before  that. 

Q.  What  kind  of  business  were  you  engaged  in  at  all  these  places  ? 
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A.  Wholesale  dry  goods,  as  J.  J.  Slevin  &  Co.  (last  firm  name) ;  and  since  last  Feb¬ 
ruary  the  firm  has  been  in  liquidation. 

Q.  You  say  in  your  examination  in  chief,  in  answer  to  your  first  question,  that  you 
reside  at  No.  109  West  Fourth  street,  Covington,  Kentucky.  How  do  you  reside  at  that 
place  t 

Oh !  (by  contestant.) 

A.  I  mean  I  was  there  for  temporary  purposes  only — just  as  if  I  were  at  Paris,  or  the 
Springs,  or  some  such  place. 

Q.  State  how  you  came  to  leave  your  residence  in  Cincinnati  for  Covington,  and  un¬ 
der  what  circumstances  and  for  what  purpose  . 

A.  The  house  I  lived  in  in  Cincinnati  was  mine,  but  in  the  firm’s  name.  It  was  sold 
by  the  trustees  of  the  creditors,  and  I  had  to  vacate  in  thirty  days.  During  that  time  I 
looked  all  over  the  city  and  the  hills  around  for  a  house  with  cheap  rent,  and  a  suitable 
house.  1  didn’t  have  as  much  money  as  I  used  to  have.  I  couldn’t  find  one  to  suit  here, 
so  I  took  this  in  Covington  temporarily  until  I  could  find  one  here.  I  have  since  then 
been  looking  all  the  tiime  for  a  house  here  in  Cincinnati. 

He-examin  ation. 

A.  Did  you  state  to  any  one  at  the  time  you  rented  these  premises  in  Covington,  or 
have  since  residing  there,  whether  or  not  you  moved  there  for  temporary  purposes  ?  and 
if  so,  to  whom  have  you  made  such  statements  ? 

A.  I  did  state  so,  both  before  I  went  there  and  since,  and  during  the  time  I  was  there. 

1  so  stated  to  Thomas  B.  Paxton,  previous  to  going,  to  John  T.  Follis,  ex-member  of  the 
Legislature,  W.  W.  Brown,  A.  P.  C.  Bonte,  Tom.  Cullen,  Dr.  J.  J.  Quinn,  and  a  number 
of  others.

I  was  present  from  11  o’clock  P.M.  until  they 
got  through  in  the  morning — I  think  it  was  about  II  o’clock  in  the  morning  following 
the  day  of  election. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  who  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  election  were  at  said  polls — 
the  First  Precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward — and  if  so,  name  them. 

A.  The  judges  were  George  Duffy  and  Daniel  Duffy,  and  a  man  by  the  name  of  Jones 
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— don’t  know  kis  first  name — Republican  judge.  Tlie  clerks  were  William  Pierce  and 
George  McClusky. 

Q.  Which  of  these  clerks  was  Democratic  and  which  Republican  ?  State  if  you  know. 

A.  Pierce  was  the  Republican  clerk  and  McClusky  the  Democrat.

A.  McClusky  was  tallying  when  I  first  got  in,  at  11  o’clock.  About  half  past  11 
o’clock  he  asked  Dan  Finn  if  he  would  tally  for  him  awhile.

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  of  the  judges  and  clerks  of  said  election  at  the  polls  you 
have  mentioned  were  in  an  intoxicated  condition ;  if  so,  give  their  names.  Were  they 
all  present  duirng  the  time  you  were  there  ? 

A.  They  were  not  intoxicated.  All  were  present. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  McClusky  was  doing  while  Dan.  Finn  was  keeping  tally 
for  him. 

A.  Sitting  on  a  chair,  in  the  corner,  asleep.

Q.  State  if  you  know  what  ticket  said  Florence  voted  at  the  said  October  election, 
the  Democratic  or  Republican? 

A.  He  voted  the  straight  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  any  thing  more  than  you  have  stated  of  illegal  or  fraudulent 
voting  at  said  October  election ;  if  so,  give  it. 

A.  That  is  all  I  know.

H.  H.  Hanover,  being  called  by  contestant’s  counsel  at  2:40  o’clock,  December  20,  1876, 
and  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  saith  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  H.  II. j  Hanover;  age,  twenty-four  years  old;  residence,  138  West  Sixth  street; 
occupation,  railroad  mail  service. 

Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  of  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  in  Hamilton 
county,  at  the  election  held  in  Hie  State  of  Ohio  and  Hamilton  county  on  the  10th  day 
of  October,  1876. 

A.  I  know  that  Charles  or  Frank  Mahor,  or  Charles  or  Frank  Mayor,  voted  in  the  Sec¬ 
ond  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  ward  in  October;  lie  also  voted  in  Connersville,  Indiana, 
at  the  same  election.  This  man  is  the  one  convicted  in  the  United  States  Court  for  ille¬ 
gal  voting  in  November,  1876. 

(Part  of  answer  relating  to  conviction  in  United  States  Court  objected  to.) 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  where  said  Mahor  or  Mayor  voted  at  said  October  election, 
and  what  ticket  he  voted,  the  Democratic  or  the  Republican. 
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A.  Charles  Moyer  voted  in  the  Second  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  ward,  and  he  voted 
the  straight  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Yon  say  “Charles  Moyer  voted.”  Is  this  the  name  of  the  person  you  meant,  in 
answer  to  the  second  question  asked  you  f 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  where  said  Charles  Moyer  lived  at  the  time  of  the  said  Octo¬ 
ber  election. 

A.  I  don’t  know  where  he  lived.  He  made  an  affidavit  that  he  lived  in  Connersville, 

Indiana,  and  voted  on  the  strength  of  it.  As  I  said  before,  he  was  convicted,  on  the  face

of  the  affidavit,  in  the  United  States  Court,  in  November,  1876. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  of  any  others  who  voted  illegally  at  said  October  election,  and 
if  so,  name  them,  and  state  what  you  know  about  it. 

A.  Frank  Westjohn.  I  know  that  he  voted  in  the  Second  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth 
ward,  and  he  lived  in  the  First  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  ward. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  what  ticket  he  voted. 

A.  I  don’t  know  what  ticket  he  voted ;  I  know  he  usually  votes,  or  has  voted,  the 
Democratic  ticket. 

Counsel  for  Judson  Harmon,  making  the  same  reservations  as  heretofore,  proceeds  to 
cross-examine. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  Charles  Moyer  made  an  affidavit  that  he  lived  in  Conners¬ 
ville  ? 

A.  I  saw  the  affidavit.

Q.  Do  you  know  his  handwriting? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  How  do  you  know,  then,  it  was  his  affidavit  ? 

A.  It  had  his  name  attached  to  it,  and  it  was  proven  it  was  his  handwriting. 

Q.  Then  you  don’t  know  that  it  was  his  affidavit  yourself,  do  you  ? 

A.  The  only  way  I  kuow  is  the  way  I  have  stated. 

Q.  Are  you  personally  acquainted  with  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  do  you  know,  then,  that  he  voted  in  the  second  precinct,  Eighteenth  Ward, 
as  you  have  stated  ? 

A.  I  knew  him  when  he  came  to  vote.  He  used  to  keep  a  saloon  corner  George  and 
John,  and  I  knew  him  by  sight. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  he  voted  in  Connersville  ? 

A.  The  only  way  I  know  is  by  the  affidavit  he  made. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  he  voted  the  Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  I  seen  it. 

Q.  How  did  you  come  to  see  it  ? 

A.  I  seen  the  man  he  got  it  from. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  he  voted  the  Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  I  seen  him  walk  up  and  get  a  ticket  from  a  man  before  he  came  up  to  the  gang¬ 
way.  He  walked  up  the  gangway  folding  the  ticket,  and  handed  it  to  the  judge,  and 
the  judge  deposited  it  in  the  ballot-box. 

Q.  You  still  do  not  say  how  you  know  it  was  the  straight  Democratic  ticket.  Did 
you  read  or  inspect  it? 

A.  I  didn’t  read  or  inspect  it.  It  was  headed  Democratic  ticket,  and  there  was  only 
one  Democratic  ticket  about  then  that  I  know  of.  I  saw  the  heading  on  it,  “Demo¬ 
cratic  Ticket,”  as  he  was  folding  it  up. 
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Q.  Are  you  prepared  to  swear  that  lie  was  not  a  legal  voter  of  the  second  precinct  ol 
the  Eighteenth  Ward  when  he  so  voted  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  you  on  the  challenging  committee  of  the  Republican  party  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  challenge  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  didn’t  know  he  had  sold  out  his  saloon. 

Q.  You  say  you  are  in  the  United  States  postal  service  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  illegal  Republican  votes  do  you  know  of  cast  at  the  October  election, 
1876  ? 

A.  Not  one.

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  My  name  is  W.  F.  Mitchell;  age  forty  years;  residence  337  West  Sixth  street,  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio.  I  am  a  railroad  policeman,  in  the  employ  of  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
and  Dayton  Railroad  Company. 

Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  of  illegal  or  fraudulent  voting  at  the  October 
election,  held  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and  Hamilton  county  on  the  10th  day  of  October, 
1886.  Give  the  name  of  any  so  voting,  if  you  can,  and  the  facts  connected  with  it. 
(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  Judson  Harmon.) 

A.  Well,  I  know  of  one  illegal  vote.  His  name  is  John  Thomas,  or  he  so  gave  his 
name.  He  voted  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward.  When  he  attempted  to 
vote  I  challenged  his  vote.  He  swore  that  he  was  a  naturalized  citizen,  and  lived  at  223 
West  Fifth  street.  The  judge  took  the  ballot  and  put  it  in  the  box.  I  was  satisfied  that 
the  man  was  an  illegal  voter,  and  pursued  him  and  captured  him.  He  acknowledged 
that  he  was  not  a  naturalized  citizen,  and  had  no  vote.  He  voted  the  Democratic 
ticket — straight  as  far  as  I  know.  He  is  now  in  jail,  and  under  indictment  for  illegal 

voting.  I  know  that  the  man  is  no  resident  of  this  city  or  county  from  his  own  state-

ments  to  me. 

(Parts  of  answer  relating  to  statements  of  John  Thomas  to  witness,  and  indictment 
of  said  Thomas,  objected  to.) 

Counsel  for  Judson  Harmon,  making  the  same  reservations  as  heretofore,  proceeds  to 

cross-examine. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  thing  outside  of  what  said  John  Thomas  told  you  about,  whether 
he  was  naturalized  or  not  ? 

A.  Nothing. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  thing  about  where  he  lived  at  the  time  he  voted  except  what  he 

said  T 

A.  No.  I  learned  that  he  was  a  wanderer — a  beggar.  I  saw  him  begging  that  night 
after  the  election.  1  inquired  at  223  West  Fifth  street,  where  he  swore  he  lived,  and 
found  he  did  not  live  there.  * 
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Q.  Is  tliat  a  boarding-house  ? 

A.  Yes,  furnished  rooms  are  kept  for  rent ;  it  is  a  boarding-house. 

Q.  How  big  a  building  is  it  ? 

A.  There  are  four  stories  I  think;  stone-front  bouse. 

Q.  Of  whom  did  you  inquire  whether  he  lived  there? 

A.  Of  the  boarders. 

Q.  Of  how  many  ? 

A.  I  asked  six  or  eight  people  in  that  house. 

Q.  You  have  no  other  source  of  information  upon  this  point,  then,  have  you,  except 
what  these  persons  said  in  answer  to  your  inquiries  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  except  his  own  statements;  Thomas’  I  mean. 

Q.  Were  these  statements  made  to  you  by  Thomas  after  you  arrested  him  while  he 
was  in  your  custody  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  never  had  any  conversation  with  him  until  then. 

Q.  Was  there  a  reward  olfered  at  said  election  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  illegal 
voters  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of ;  there  might  have  been. 

Q.  Did  you  not  hear  of  such  reward  being  offered  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  in  answer  to  Mr.  Kramer,  upon  cross-examination  in  the  case  of 
Kiebborth  vs.  Bernard,  that  you  had  heard  of  such  reward  being  offered  ? 

A.  I  told  him  there  had  generally  been  a  reward  offered,  but  didn’t  know  any  thing 
about  it  at  this  election. 

Q.  Who  employed  you  to  arrest  this  man  ? 

A.  I  did  it  upon  my  own  responsibility,  knowing  he  had  voted  illegally. 

Q.  You  mean  thinking  he  had  voted  illegally,  do  you  not  ? 

A.  It  was  very  evident  from  his  actions  and  manners.

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Where  is  Florentz  Lorentz  now,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  any  further  than  he  is  in  jail;  heard  he  was,  don’t  know.  Didn’t 
see  him  there  since  he  was  indicted.

Q.  How  long  had  you  resided  where  you  lived  on  October  10,  1876? 

A.  Two  years  next  June. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  lived  in  the  said  Eighteenth  Ward  ? 

A.  About  ten  or  eleven  years. 

Q.  In  which  precinct  of  said  ward  had  you  always  voted,  if  at  any  previous,  to  said 
October  10,  1876  ? 

A.  I  had  always  voted  at  the  same  place  I  did  October  10,  1876 — the  George  Street 
Engine  House. 

Q.  Where  were  you  born,  and  where  have  you  ever  since  lived? 

A.  In  Cincinnati,  Ohio.

A.  I  was  clerk  of  the  election  on  that  day. 

*  Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  about  illegal  voting  in  said  township  and  at 
said  election. 

A.  When  the  votes  were  counted  out  after  the  polls  were  closed  at  the  south-western 
precinct  of  Whitewater  township  there  was  one  more  ballot  than  names  on  the  poll- 
book.  The  judges  decided  not  to  count  it.  This  ticket  was  Republican,  except  that  it 
had  Johnson’s  name  for  Judge  of  Common  Pleas  Court  on  it  in  place  of  somebody’s  else 
scratched  out.  I  know  of  two  votes  cast  at  that  election  by  persons  who  were  not  natur¬ 
alized  until  the  day  before  the  Presidential  election — William  Ricer,  German,  and  Michael 
Connel,  Irish. 

(Last  part  of  answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  they  voted  at  said  election,  and  what  ticket  they 
formerly  voted,  if  you  know. 

(Last  part  of  the  question  objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not  see  the  tickets  open  at  the  time  they  voted.  To  the  best  of  my  knowl¬ 
edge  they  voted  the  Democratic  ticket,  for  I  never  knew  them  to  vote  any  thing  else.

A.  I  should  judge  each  of  them  to  be  about  thirty  years  of  age. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  they  were  born  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  they  were  born  in  this  country  or  some  other  country? 

A.  I  do  not  know  only  from  what  they  told  me. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  any  of  their  parents? 

A.  I  was  acquainted  with  Mr.  Ricer’s  father,  not  with  the  parents  of  the  other — 
Connell. 

Q.  Where  did  Ricer’s  father  reside  ? 

A.  In  our  township  when  I  knew  him ;  he  then  moved  to  Harrison  and  died  there 
about  a  year  ago. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  known  him  ? 

A.  About  eight  years.  Didn’t  know  how  long  he  had  been  in  this  country. 

Q.  Did  not  Connell’s  father  reside  in  this  county  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Were  there  not  a  number  of  scratched  tickets  voted  in  your  township  at  the  elec¬ 
tion  you  speak  of  ?

Q.  Were  not  Republican  names  scratched  from  that  ticket  and  Democratic  candidates 
names  put  in  their  places  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  • 

Q.  Have  not  those  two  men  voted  in  your  township  before  ?  and  if  so,  how  often  ? 

A.  They  have.  I  don’t  know  of  either  of  them  failing  to  vote  at  elections  in  that 
township  since  I  have  known  them. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  they  were  not  naturalized  ? 

A.  I  saw  their  papers  on  the  November  election  day,  and  also  saw  their  names  in  the 
papers. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  their  parents  were  naturalized  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  except  from  hearsay. 

Q.  Did  not  Ricer’s  father  vote  in  your  township  while  he  lived  in  your  township  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  have  seen  him  vote. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  at  the  October  election  they  were  notified  that  they  would  not 
be  allowed  to  vote  at  the  Presidential  election  without  they  produced  naturalization 
papers  ? 

A.  I  understood  that  they  had  learned  they  would  be  challenged  at  the  November 
election  if  they  dick  not  produce  naturalization  papers. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  both  these  men  came  to  this  country  in  infancy  with  their 
parents  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  except  from  hearsay ;  I  have  heard  that  they  were  each  two  years 
old  when  they  came  to  this  country,  and  came  with  their  parents. 

(Objected  to.)

Joseph  Cox,  Contestant,  vs.  Judson  Harmon,  Contestee. 

Deposition  of  sundry  witnesses  taken  before  me,  Warren  Higley,  a  notary  public 
within  and  for  the  county  of  Hamilton,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  pursuant  to  the  annexed 
notice,  and  at  the  time  and  place  therein  specified,  to  bo  read  in  evidence  on  behalf  of 
the  contestant  in  an  action  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  which  Joseph 
Cox  is  contestant  and  Judson  Harmon  is  contestee,  T.  C.  Campbell  being  present  on 
behalf  of  contestant,  and  C.  W.  Cowan  and  M.  F.  Wilson  on  behalf  of  contestee ;  and 
before  the  taking  of  any  testimony  filed  the  protest  hereto  attached  and  marked  “  Ex¬ 
hibit  A.” 
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Parker  Dickson,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  saitb  as 
follows 

Question  by  contestant’s  counsel.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

Answer.  My  name  is  Parker  Dickson ;  age,  twenty-three  years  ;  residence,  Mill  Creek 
township  ;  and  occupation,  attorney-at-law.  Am  also  Republican  executive  committee¬ 
man  of  the  St.  Bernard  precinct,  Hamilton  county. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State  what,  if  any,  irregularities  you  know  of  connected  with  the  election  which 
occurred  in  said  State  and  county  on  the  tenth  day  of  October,  1876,  and  what  fraudu¬ 
lent  votes,  if  any,  you  know  of  having  been  cast  at  said  election,  and  what  votes  were 
cast  or  counted  for  contestee  herein  fraudulently. 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestee.) 

A.  There  were  three  more  ballots  in  the  box  than  names  on  the  poll-book,  which 
three  votes  were  counted.  The  last  three  ballots  in  the  box  were  Democratic,  and  as 
such  were  counted  for  the  Democratic  party.  Do  not  know  who  cast  them,  nor  do  I 
know  of  any  illegal  votes  being  cast  at  the  above  precinct.  Know  of  several  votes 
being  cast  for  the  Democratic  party  at  the  above  poll  which  I  think  were  illegal,  but 
could  not  x>rove  it.  I  did  not  follow  them  up  because  I  could  not  leave  the  polls,  nor  did 
I  have  the  men  to  spare  to  follow  them  up.  All  the  saloons  about  the  polls,  some  six  or 
seven  in  number,  were  -open  and  in  full  blast.  Many  men  were  drunk.  Am  certain  they 
were  Democrats. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  Isaac  J.  Miller,  an  attorney  of  this 
city ;  and  if  you  are,  what  connection  did  he  have  with  the  campaign  which  preceded 
and  followed  the  election  of  October  10,  1876  ? 

A.  Am  acquainted  with  him.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Democratic  executive  com¬ 
mittee  of  Hamilton  county,  Ohio. 

Q.  Please  state  as  accurately  as  possible  any  conversations  you  have  had  with  Mr. 
Miller  in  regard  to  carrying  the  October  election  by  fraud,  or  any  thing  that  may  have 
been  said  by  him  concerning  the  casting  of  illegal  votes  at  said  election. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  A  few  days  previous  to  the  election  referred  to  I  met  said  Miller,  and  he  informed 
me  that  we  (meaning  the  Republican  party)  had  the  United  States  courts,  about  three 
hundred  officials  whose  bread  and  butter  depended  upon  the  result,  and  that  we  (mean¬ 
ing  the  Democratic  party)  learn  that  there  are  organized  bands  of  repeaters  in  the  Re¬ 
publican  party,  and  that  they  will  be  stopped  in  their  work  or  there  will  be  trouble ; 
that  the  Democratic  party  stands,  you  see  (says  he),  at  a  great  disadvantage.  Have 
known  Mr.  Miller  personally  for  some  time,  and  believe  him  an  honest  man,  and  think 
the  Democratic  repeating  was  not  done  through  any  of  his  means. 

(Objected  to.) 

Q.  What,  if, any  thing,  did  Mr.  Miller  say  about  equaling  the  Republican  repeating 

at  said  election  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  He  did  not  state  directly  that  there  would  be  any  equaling,  but  from  his  manner  I 
could  only  infer  that  such  was  the  only  alternative. 

(Objected  to.) 


Parker  Dickson. 
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L.  C.  Weir,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  deposetb  and  saitli  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  L.  C.  Weir;  age,  thirty-five;  residence,  406  West  Fourth  street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio; 
am  agent  of  the  Adams  Express  Company. 

Q.  What  connection,  if  any,  did  yon  have  with  the  election  held  in  this  State  and 
county  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  No  connection  other  than  that  of  an  elector. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  James  White  ;  and  if  so,  state  how 
long  you  have  known  him,  and  what  his  business. 

A.  I  have  known  him  for  quite  a  number  of  years  as  a  detective  and  police  officer. 

Q.  State  what  conversation,  if  any,  you  had  with  White  fconcerning  the  October 
election  previous  to  the  election. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  White  called  in  my  office  to  say  that  he  was  very  much  in  need  of  money,  and 
would  like  an  opportunity  for  doing  some  good  work  for  Judge“Mathews  and  the  Repub¬ 
lican  ticket.  I  told  him  it  was  something  I  had  nothing  to  do  with ;  that  he  had  better 
see  some  of  the  executive  committee ;  but  I  thought  there  was  little  use  in  his  traveling 
out  of  his  way,  because  the  committee  had  barely  enough  money  to  meet  ordinary  ward 
expenses. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  any  conversation  with  him  since  the  said  election 
concerning  the  matter  of  repeating  and  fraudulent  votes ;  and  if  so,  state  it  as  fully  as 
you  can. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  White  called  at  my  office  to  say  that  inasmuch  as  Banning’s  majority  was  only 
seventy-five,  it  was  in  his  power  to  show  more  than  that  number  of  illegal  votes  to  have 
been  cast,  and  thus  give  the  seat  to  Judge  Mathews;  that  if  I  would  assure  him  that  he 
should  be  paid  for  the  evidence — five  hundred  dollars  in  cash,  five  hundred  dollars  on 
production  of  the  evidence,  and  five  hundred  dollars  when  Judge  Mathews  was  declared 
entitled  to  the  seat — he  would  furnish  a  list  of  twenty-seven  men  who  had  voted  eighty- 
one  times  in  the  aggregate  in  the  second  district,  all  of  them  being  straight  Democratic 
tickets ;  and,  to  verify  the  evidence,  give  the  names  under  which  each  vote  was  polled, 
and  about  the  hour  at  which  it  was  deposited.  I  told  him  I  had  no  authority  to  treat 
with  him,  and  referred  him  to  Judge  Mathews  or  the  Republican  committee. 

(Objected  to  as  incompetent  and  irrelevant.) 

Q.  State  what  other  matters  you  know  concerning  frauds  committed  at  the  said  Oc¬ 
tober  election  by  White,  or  by  other  persons. 

A.  I  know  nothing  except  from  hearsay.

The  taking  of  these  depositions  is  resumed,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  under  the  fore¬ 
going  notice,  on  this  23d  day  of  January,  1877,  at  12  o’clock  M.,  T.  C.  Campbell  appear¬ 
ing  for  contestant,  and  coutestee  firr  himself. 

Luke  Brannan,  of  lawful  age,  being  first  by  me  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  says  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 
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A.  My  name  is  Luke  Brannan ;  age,  thirty-seven  years ;  residence,  416  West  Third 
street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  took  any  part  in  the  election  held  in  this  county  and 
State  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876 ;  and,  if  so,  what  part  did  you  take,  and  where 
were  you  on  the  day  of  said  election  ? 

A.  I  was  appointed  on  one  of  the  challenging  committees;  on  the  morning  of  the 
election  I  took  my  stand  on  the  gangway  in  front  of  the  poll  at  the  second  precinct  of 
the  Ninteenth  Ward ;  I  was  there  all  day. 

Q.  State  what  facts,  if  any,  you  know  concerning  the  casting  of  illegal  votes  at  said 
precinct  and  ward  at  said  election. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Between  eight  and  nine  o’clock  one  Jack  Conway  came  upon  the  stand  to  vote, 
and  Jim  Moran  challenged  the  vote.  Some  man  in  the  party  vouched  for  him,  and  he 
was  going  to  vote  ;  I  protested  against  his  voting,  and  said  I  wanted  the  man  sworn  if 
he  wanted  to  vote ;  said  I  didn’t  know  him ;  he  swore  his  vote  in,  stating  he  lived  at  415 
West  Third  street ;  I  know  that-  he  didn’t  live  there,  for  it  is  right  opposite  to  where  I 
live,  and  I  went  on  to  have  him  arrested.  He  got  away  some  way  from  the  officers  in  the 
crowd.  There  were  five  more  behind  him  on  the  stand  ready  to  vote.  They  turned 
around,  after  he  was  threatened,  and  walked  off  the  stand,  and  didn’t  vote.  I  recognized 
Charley  Young,  afterwards,  that  he  voted  in  my  ward. 

Q.  Are  you  sure  of  the  hour  ? 

A.  No,  I  am  not  sure  of  the  hour ;  it  may  he  nine  and  it  may  he  after  nine  o’clock,  I 
can’t  say. 

Q.  What  officer  made  the  pretended  attempt  to  arrest  ? 

A.  Well,  there  were  Duffey,  and  Quinn,  and  Kinney,  I  think  this  is  his  name:  Duffey 
was  the  man  I  asked  to  arrest  him  ;  he  did  not  do  so ,  the  fellow  got  away  somehow  ;  I 
don’t  know  how. 

Q.  What  persons  did  you  recognize  there  who  were  not  residents  of  the  ward  ? 

A.  “Peggy”  Ryan  came  to  me  and  Billy  Carey,  and  says,  “Luke,  look  out  for  the  re¬ 
peaters^  for  they  are  coming  up  now ;  we  have  been  following  them  all  over  town.”  They 
were  across  the  street  when  the  party  voted.  Ryan  and  Carey  came  up  to  me,  and  Ryan 
talked  to  me. 

(Question  and  answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  Conway  and  Ryan  had  any  conversation  at  the  polls. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Can’t  say  whether  they  did  or  not. 

Q.  What,  if  any  thing,  was  said  to  you  by  Conway  or  his  friends  when  you  challenged 

his  vote  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  He  says  to  me,  “  On  what  grounds  do  you  challenge  me?”  I  told  him  he  was  not 
a  resident  of  the  ward.  Some  party  vouched  for  him,  and  then  he  swore  his  vote  in,  and 
I  protested  against  it,  and  said  I  wanted  that  man  sworn.  He  said,  “You  G— d  d — n 
one-legged  son  of  a  b — h,  what  right  have  you  to  challenge  me  ?  ” 

Q.  Have  you  only  one  leg?  and,  if  so,  where  and  when  did  you  lose  the  other? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  lost  one  leg  at  the  battle  of  Perrysville ;  was  a  member  of  Company  D,  10th 
0.  V.  I. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  Jim  White. 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  know  him. 
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Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  any  conversation  with  said  Jim  White  concerning 
the  election ;  and,  if  so,  state  what  it  was. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  met  Jim  White  down  stairs  here,  in  front  of  his  office,  in  this  building.  I  talked 
with  him  about  the  repeating  at  the  October  election.  This  was  two  days  after  the  elec¬ 
tion.  James  says  to  me,  “You  know  I  have  a  business  here,  you  know,  and  if  the  Re¬ 
publicans  want  to  put  up  enough  money  I  will  tlirow  the  election.”  He  said  he  didn’t 
want  any  more  mind,  he  meant  business.  He  said  if  he  got  a  first-class  man  that  talked 
business  he  would  talk  to  him. 


Objection  and  Protest  of  Counsel  for  Judson  Harmon.

Counsel  for  contestee,  Judson  Harmon,  objecting  and  protesting  against  the  taking  of 
any  testimony  whatever  relating  to  the  alleged  contest  between  said  Judson  Harmon 
and  Joseph  Cox,  now  pending  in  the  Senate  of  Ohio,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  his  motion 
to  dismiss  the  same,  heretofore  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  of  Ohio,  objecting  and 
protesting  against  the  wanton  violation  of  the  well-known  rules  of  evidence  by  counsel 
for  contestant,  Joseph  Cox,  in  the  depositions  already  taken  in  said  contest  before  War¬ 
ren  Higley,  Notary  Public,  and  reserving  all  objections  and  exceptions  to  the  questions 
raised  in  said  motion,  hereinbefore  filed,  proceeds  to  cross-examine,  making  the  foregoing 
objection  and  reservation  apply  to  all  subsequent  cross-examinations. 

Q.  What  is  your  business? 

A.  I  am  watchman  at  the  County  Treasurer’s  office. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Jack  Conway  ?  Who  is  he  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  know  him  by  sight  and  reputation;  I  am  not  acquainted  with  him. 
Well,  by  the  reputation  I  find  of  him  he  is  a  three-card  monte  man  or  confidence  man ; 
he  was  dealing  faro  over  here  at  Epli.  Holland’s,  I  understood ;  I  don’t  know  this. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  him  by  sight  ? 

A.  Well,  I  have  seen  him  off  and  on  for  a  couple  of  years,  but  never  knew  his  name 
before,  just  knew  him  by  sight.  I  came  up  the  third  day  after  election,  and  went  over 
to  Eph.  Holland’s  saloon  and  got  a  cigar,  and  saw  him  and  Eph.  Holland  and  Captain 
Burns,  of  my  regiment,  standing  outside  of  Eph.  Holland’s  door. 

Q.  Did  you  know  the  other  men  who  you  say  were  standing  behind  Conway  when  he 
was  challenged  ? 


A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Charles  Young,  of  whom  you  speak  as  having  voted  in  your  ward? 

A.  I  know  of  him  having  voted,  but  I  don’t  know  him  nor  any  thiug  about  him  ;  I 
only  recognized  him  when  I  saw  him  in  the  ’Squire’s  office  afterwards. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  can  recognize  every  man  who  voted  in  your  ward  at  that 
election  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

Q.  Then  how  does  it  come  that  you  recognized  Young  ?  What  impressed  him  on  your 
memory  ? 

A.  The  reason  why  is,  he  was  arrested,  and  I  went  up  to  the  poll-book  and  got  his 
name;  seeing  him  in  the  Esquire’s  office  I  remembered  having  seen  him  vote. 

Q.  Was  Young’s  vote  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 


Q.  Did  he  vote  before  or  after  Conway  ? 

A.  Before  Conway ;  the  next  one  before  him. 
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Q.  Who  is  Jim  Moran,  who,  you  say,  challenged  Conway  before  you  did?  Is  he  a 
Democrat  or  a  Republican  ? 

A.  He  is  a  Democrat ;  he  is  in  the  Probate  Court. 

Q.  When  you  got  the  officers  to  arrest  him  it  made  considerable  confusion  about  the 
polls  and  gangway,  did  it  not  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  it  was  in  that  confusion  that  he  escaped,  and  the  men  behind  in  the  gangway- 
bached  out  of  it,  was  it  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  it  was. 

Q.  The  confusion  you  speak  of  interrupted  the  voting  also,  did  it  not? 

A.  Well,  I  think  not  much ;  may  be  a  minute  or  two. 

Q.  You  do  not  mean  to  swear,  do  you,  that  these  other  men,  behind  Conway,  did  not 
vote  afterwards  at  your  polls  that  day,  do  you  ? 

A.  I  could  not  state  ;  I  don’t  think  they  voted  at  my  precinct  afterwards,  to  the  best 
of  my  knowledge.

Q.  You  do  not  mean,  either,  to  swear,  do  you,  that  they  were  not  entitled  to  vote  at 
your  polls  then  ? 

A.  I  would  swear  that  they  had  no  right  to  vote  there  ;  I  knew,  pretty  much,  every 
voter  in  that  precinct ;  I  had  been  station-house  keeper  for  nine  years  in  that  precinct, 
or  sis  years  as  station-house  keeper  and  three  years  as  challenger. 

Q.  What  you  mean  to  swear  to  is  merely  that  you  did  not  know  these  men,  is  it  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  and  that  when  Conway  was  sworn  they  backed  out  and  did  not  vote. 

Luke  Brexxax. 

Paul  Wheaton,  of  legal  age,  being  by  me  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

Paul  Wheaton  ;  aged  18  years  old;  reside  in  Troy,  New  York. 

Q.  Hov  long  have  you  lived  in  Hamilton  county,  Ohio,  and  what  have  you  been 
doing  while  here  ? 

A.  I  have  lived  here  about  two  ye^rs  ;  my  occupation  is  a  waiter. 

Q.  Were  you  in  this  city  on  the  10th  of  October,  1877,  the  day  of  the  State  election  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  have  knowledge  of  the  casting  of  any  fraudulent  votes 
at  said  election,  or  of  any  repeating  then  done.  If  so,  state  all  the  facts  that  are  in 
your  knowledge  ;  state  them  fully. 

A.  The  day  before  the  October  election  I  was  at  Mr.  Hunt’s  restaurant  and  met 
Charley  Young  there.  He  asked  me  whether  I  would  like  to  make  twentv-hve  dollars, 
and  I  told  him  I  would.  He  told  me  to  go  to  Jim  White’s  office,  on  Fifth  street,  between 
Vine  and  Walnut  streets,  opposite  the  Fountain.  I  went  around  to  the  office,  saw  Jim 
White,  and  he  took  my  name  down  on  a  piece  of  paper.  There  were  nineteen  men  in 
the  office  when  I  went  in.  White  told  me  to  wait,  Holland  would  be  there  in  a  few 
minutes.  A  man  came  in  who  they  said  was  Holland,  and  I  went  into  a  private  office 
or  room,  and  he  eallecl  in  each  man  separate.  He  called  me  in  and  gave  me  five  dollars. 
He  told  me  that  he  wanted  me  to  come  round  the  next  morning  and  do  ^ome  work  for 
him.  He  told  me  I  need  not  be  afraid  of  any  trouble;  if  there  was,  j list  mention  his 
name  and  he’d  get  me  out  of  it.  He  told  me  to  be  around  at  his  office  the  next  morning 
at  six  o’clock  sharp.  Some  of  the  other  men  told  me  that  they  received  five  dollars  also. 
I  went  around  the  next  morning  as  directed.  I  saw  some  of  the  same  men  there  that  I 
saw  the  night  before.  Jim  White  told  me  to  go  with  Jack  Conway.  I  went  with  Con¬ 
way,  Conway’s  friend,  Porter  and  friend,  Young,  Howard,  and  a  man  they  called

O’Brien.  Conway  then  took  ns  out  Fifth  street  to  what  he  said  was  Holland’s  Fourth 
ward.  He  went  ahead  and  got  a  handful  of  straight  Democratic  tickets.  He  came  hack 
and  gave  us  each  one  and  told  us  to  put  them  in.  And  we  all  went  up  and  voted — a 
party  of  eight.  lie  took  us  from  there  in  the  same  end  of  the  city  towards  the  river  to 
an  engine  house.  Pie  said  there  was  no  chance  there;  there  were  too  many  “cops” 
there,  we  were  liable  to  get  the  collar,  and  we’d  better  take  a  walk  down  town.  He 
then  brought  us  to  the  engine  house  on  Vine  street,  near  the  canal.  They  all  voted 
there  but  me.  They  voted  the  straight  Democratic  ticket.  He  then  brought  us  to  the 
engine  house  on  Sixth  street,  near  Vine,  and  we  all  voted  the  straight  Democratic  ticket 
there.  He  then  took  us  down  on  George  street,  to  the  old  engine  house.  He  went  ahead 
and  got  a  handful  of  straight  Democratic  tickets,  and  came  back  and  gave  us  each  one 
and  told  us  to  put  them  in.  We  all  voted  there  but  O’Brien  and  myself.  O’Brien  called 
me  one  side  and  said,  “The  consequence  of  this  is  three  years ;  if  they  want  to  put  them 
in  so  fast  let  them  put  them  in.”  Conway  then  took  us  over  on  Fifth  street,  to  polls 
either  on  Central. avenue  or  the  street  this  side  or  tl  e  street  below  Central  avenue.  He 
said  there  was  no  show  there — there  were  too  many  “cops.”  He  then  took  us  down 
Fifth  street  and  then  turned  down  some  street  toward  the  river  to  an  engine  house.  He 
then  Avent  ahead  and  got  a  handful  of  straight  Democratic  tickets  and  told  us  to  put 
them  in.  They  all  voted  there  but  Howard,  O’Brien,  and  myself.  Jack  Conway’s  vote 
was  challenged,  and  he  swore  it  in.  The  “cops”  got  after  him  and  was  going  to  arrest 
him.  I  don’t  know  whether  they  did  or  not.  The  party  disbanded  then.  I  came  up  to 
Mr.  Hunt’s  restaurant,  and  came  around  to  White’s  office  somewhere  about  noon.  He 
sent  me  and  O’Brien  into  this  bakerv  under  White’s  office  in  this  building  here,  to  dinner. 
O’Brien  ate  dinner  p  ith  me,  and  I  saw  some  of  the  parties  of  the  other  gangs  eating 
dinner  at  the  same  time.  I  don’t  know  who  paid  for  the  dinner.  Holland  agreed  to  pay 
me  $25  for  my  work.  I  got  $5. 

Q.  State  fully  any  conversation  you  had  with  White  or  with  any  of  the  others  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  went  to  White’s  office  the  night  of  the  election.  I  saw  Young,  Howard,  Con¬ 
way  and  O’Brien.  Conway  stated  he  had  voted  nineteen  times  that  day.  Howard  and 
O’Brien  did  not  say  anything.  I  was  there  to  get  my  twenty  dollars.  We  were  waiting 
for  Eph  Holland.  There  were  two  men  came  and  said  he  was  detained.  White  then 
said  he  guessed  the  money  would  be  all  right ;  Holland  would  pay  what  he  agreed  to. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  Have  you  received  the  additional  twenty  dollars  you  were  promised  ?  If  so,  from 
whom  did  you  reeeive  it  ? 

A.  I  did  not.  I  met  Mr.  Holland  next  day  after  the  election  on  the  corner  of  Fifth 
and  Vine  streets.  I  asked  him  for  the  rest  of  the  money.  He  said  to  come  round  and 
6ee  him  next  election. 

Q.  You  say  that  the  place  where  Conway  was  challenged  was  at  an  engine  house. 
Are  you  sure  of  that  ? 

A.  I  am  not  sure;  it  may  have  been  a  station  house;  it  was  some  public  building. 

Cross-exam  i  n  a  tion. 

Q.  You  say  you  are  eighteen  years  of  age.  When  were  you  born? 

A.  In  the  year  1859,  12th  day  of  March. 

Q.  Where  ? 

A.  Troy,  New  York. 

Q.  Did  you  not,  on  the  jail  register  of  this,  Hamilton  county,  enter  your  age  as  being 

twenty-one  ? 
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A.  I  believe  I  did. 

Q.  When  was  it  you  so  entered  your  age  ? 

A.  When  I  was  put  iu  jail,  right  after  the  election  last  fall. 

Q.  Did  you  not  also  say  to  T.  G.  Quinn,  and  other  persons,  while  in  said  jail,  since  t  1 3 
election  you  have  spoken  of,  that  you  had  not  voted  at  all  at  said  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  did  say  so  to  them. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  in  said  jail,  and  are  you  still  there  ? 

A.  I  was  in  the  jail,  I  should  think,  about  two  months.  I  am  at  the  Cincinnati 
Work-House  now. 

Q.  How  did  you  get  from  the  jail  to  the  work-house  ? 

A.  I  was  taken  there. 

Q.  I  mean  how  did  you  come  to  be  changed  from  the  jail  to  the  work-house  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  that. 

Q.  You  are  a  prisoner  under  charge  of  the  United  States  Marshal,  are  you  not  and 
have  been  ever  since  your  imprisonment  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  the  other  United  States  prisoners  transferred  from  the  jail  to  the  work- 
house  when  you  were  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  how  did  you  come  to  be  so  transferred  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  hear  that  you  were  to  be  so  transferred  ? 

A.  When  the  Marshal  came  after  me.  I  did  not  know  where  I  was  to  be  transferred 
until  he  took  me  to  the  work-house. 

Q.  Did  you  not  ask  an  explanation  of  the  change  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  no  explanation  given  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  not  state  to  a  newspaper  reporter,  or  some  other  person,  that  you  wire 
transferred  because  you  feared  you  would  be  poisoned  if  you  staid  in  the  jail’ 

A.  I  did  not  make  any  such  statement  to  any  one. 

Q.  How  do  you  make  yourself  out  to  be  eighteen  years  old  if  you  were  born  Mire'n 
12th,  1859 ? 

A.  Because  I  am  in  my  eighteenth  year. 

Q.  Upon  what  charge  have  you  been  confined  in  jail  aud  the  work-house,  as  you 
have  stated  ? 

A.  Illegal  voting. 

Q.  Has  your  trial  taken  place  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Why  not  ? 

A.  I  pleaded  guilty. 

Q.  When  ? 

A.  I  don’t  exactly  remember;  four  or  five  weeks  ago,  if  not  more. 

Q.  Have  you  been  sentenced  yet  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  have  not. 

Q.  How  does  it  come  you  are  not  sentenced  when  you  pleaded  guilty  s>  long  i'  > 

A.  I  don’t  know  why  that  is. 

Q.  Has  no  reason  been  giveu  you  ? 
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A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  asked  for  none  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Why  have  you  asked  for  no  reason  ?  Do  you  not  know  that  the  time  you  are  con¬ 
fined  before  sentence  does  not  come  out  of  the  sentence  itself  ? 

A.  I  supposed  they  were  waiting  to  sentence  me  when  they  sentenced  the  other 
prisoners. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  other  prisoners  have  been  sentenced  there,  in  the  United 
States  Court  where  you  pleaded  guilty,  since  you  so  pleaded  ? 

A.  I  believe  so. 

Q.  To  whom  and  when  did  you  first  tell  the  story  you  have  just  told  about  illegal 
voting  f 

A.  To  General  Bateman,  Prosecuting  Attorney  in  the  United  States  Court.  I  don’t 
remember  exactly  the  time. 

Q.  Was  it  before  or  after  you  pleaded  guilty  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  before. 

Q.  How  did  you  come  to  tell  him  about  it  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  exactly. 

Q.  If  you  don’t  know  exactly,  tell  as  near  as  you  can. 

A.  Well,  I  went  down  to  plead  guilty,  and  thought  I  would  tell  what  I  knew  about 
it, 'as  the  parties  didn’t  do  anything  for  me  that  got  me  into  the  trouble. 

Q.  Well,  what  made  you  plead  guilty  after  saying  to  Mr.  Quinn  and  others  you  had 
not  voted  at  all  ? 

A.  Because  parties  didn’t  furnish  me  any  lawyer  to  defend  myself,  and  I  had  no 
money  to  employ  one,  and  had  no  chance  to  stand  trial.

The  taking  of  this  examination  is  resumed,  per  adjournment,  this  24th  day  of  Janu- 
uary,  1877,  whereupon  the  cross-examination  of  Paul  Wheaton  is  resumed. 

Q.  Who  first  spoke  to  you  and  to  whom  did  you  first  speak  about  pleading  guilty? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  that;  I  spoke  to  Mr.  Bateman  about  it.  I  don’t  know  who  first 
spoke  to  me. 

Q.  Where  was  it  you  spoke  so  to  Mr.  Bateman  about  pleading  guilty  ? 

A.  In  the  United  States  Court. 

Q.  You  say  in  a  previous  answer  that  you  went  down  to  the  United  States  Court  to 
plead  guilty.  Did  you  speak  to  no  person  and  did  no  person  speak  to  you  about  plead¬ 
ing  guilty  before  you  went  down  to  do  it  f 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of — that  I  remember. 

Q.  If  any  one  had  spoken  to  you,  or  you  to  any  person  about  so  important  a  matter, 
would  you  not  remember  it? 

A.  I  don’t  know  whether  I  would  or  not.

Q.  You  went  down  to  the  United  States  Court  for  the  purpose  of  pleading  guilty,  did 
you  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  then,  whom  did  you  first  tell  that  you  wanted  to  go  down  and  plead  guilty? 

A.  The  Marshal,  I  think,  Mr.  Weaver. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  tell  to  send  the  Marshal  up  to  you  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  remember  that. 

Q.  How  long  was  it  after  you  were  arrested  ? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  exactly  how  long  afterwards, 

Q.  About  how  long  ? 

A.  Somewhere  about  six  or  eight  weeks,  I  should  think. 

Q.  During  that  time,  before  you  pleaded  guilty,  who  told  you  what  evidence  there 
was  against  you,  that  you  had  no  show  to  be  acquitted,  that  you  might  as  well  plead 
guilty,  that  it  would  be  better  for  you  if  you  did,  or  anything  of  that  sort '? 

A.  Well,  there  was  no  one  said  anything  of  that  kind;  I  judged  that  myself. 

Q*  Who  was  it  that  said  you  would  get  off  easier  if  you  pleaded  guilty — I  mean  in 
the  jail,  before  you  pleaded  guilty. 

A.  I  don’t  know  as  any  one  said  any  thing  of  that  kind. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  positively  that  no  one  told  you  so  ? 

A.  I  don’t  say  that  no  one  told  me  so;  I  don’t  remember  of  any  one  telling  me  so. 

Q.  Who  talked  with  you  on  the  subject? 

A.  I  don’t  know  as  any  one  did. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  positively  that  no  one  did? 

A.  I  don’t  say  that  no  one  did,  but  I  don’t  remember  of  any  one  saying  any  thing  of 
that  kind. 

Q.  When  you  went  down  to  plead  guilty,  what  conversation  took  place  between  you 
and  the  District  Attorney? 

A.  I  told  him  what  I  knew  about  fraud  in  the  election  ;  that’s  about  all  the  conversa¬ 
tion  I  had. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  to  you,  and  you  to  him,  before  you  told  him  about  fraudulent 
voting,  as  you  say  you  did  ?  State  the  conversation  fully. 

A.  I  told  Mr.  Bateman  that  the  day  before  the  election  I  was  at  Mr.  Hunt’s  restaurant 
and  met  Charley  Young  there,  and  he  asked  me  if  1  was  working.  I  told  him  I  was  not. 
He  asked  me  if  I’d  like  to  make  twenty-five  dollars,  and  I  told  him  I  would.  He  told  me 
to  go  round  to  Jim  White’s  office,  on  Fifth  street,  between  Vine  and  Walnut,  opposite  the 
Fountain.  I  told  Mr.  Bateman  of  receiving  five  dollars  of  Eph.  Holland,  and  of  voting 
twice  myself,  and  of  the  parties  with  me  voting. 

(Counsel  for  contestee  here  calls  the  attention  of  the  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  ques¬ 
tion  calls  for  the  conversation  which  took  place  between  him  and  the  District  Attorney 
before  the  witness  told  him — the  District  Attorney — about  the  voting,  not  for  a  repeti¬ 
tion  of  his  testimony  in  chief  in  this  case.) 

Witness  then  proceeded:  I  don’t  remember  any  thing,  only  I  told  him  I  was  going  to 
plead  guilty. 

Q.  How  does  it  come  that  you  can  tell  so  fully  and  minutely  all  that  was  done  and 
said  at  White’s  office,  and  on  election  day,  but  can  not  state  the  conversation  that  you 
had  at  a  later  date  in  jail,  and  with  the  District  Attorney  ? 

A.  I  have  stated  all  that  I  remember  of  having  said  to  those  parties.  I  don’t  know 
as  I  said  any  thing  to  any  one  in  jail,  or  any  one  said  any  thing  to  me.  I  should  say  I 
spoke  to  one  man  in  jail  by  the  name  of  Fuller.  I  told  him  about  the  double  I  was  in.

that  I  did  not  have  any  lawyer  and  no  money  to  get  one,  and  no  one  to  do  any  thing  for 
me.  He  might  have  said  it  was  best  for  me  to  plead  guilty,  and  I  might  have  said  that 
I  intended  to  plead  guilty,  but  I  don’t  remember  of  having  said  so,  or  that  he  said  so  to 

me. 

Q.  Now  that  you  have  refreshed  your  recollection,  can  you  not  tell  me  what  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorney  said  to  you,  and  what  you  said  to  him,  before  you  told  him  your  story 
about  illegal  voting  ? 

A.  That’s  all  the  conversation  I  remember  that  I  had  with  Mr.  Bateman. 

Q.  Who  first  spoke  to  you  about  testifying  in  the  contested  election  cases  ? 

A.  Mr.  Campbell,  I  believe. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  T.  C.  Campbell,  attorney  for  the  contestant  ?  What  was  the  con¬ 
versation  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  mean  him.  He  asked  me  if  I  knew  any  thing  about  the  election — asked  me 
if  I  wanted  to  testify  to  it — and  I  told  him  I  did  not  object.  That’s  all  that  was  said. 

Q.  Was  this  after  you  had  pleaded  guilty  ?  Where  was  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  was  after  I  had  pleaded  guilty.  It  was  at  the  office  of  the  county  jail. 

Q.  What  did  he  promise  to  do  or  have  done  for  you  if  you  would  testify  ?  Did  you 
send  for  him  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  send  for  him,  and  he  didn’t  promise  me  any  thing. 

Q.  Who  else  spoke  to  you  about  testifying  in  the  contested  election  cases? 

A.  That’s  the  only  person  who  said  any  thing  to  me  about  testifying. 

Q.  Did  you  not  testify  during  the  last  week  in  December,  1S76,  in  the  contested  elec¬ 
tion  cases  of  Taylor  v.  Wallace,  and  Kiebbortli  v.  Bernard  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  what  cases  they  were,  but  I  testified. 

Q.  It  was  before  Esquires  Dossman  and  Rowekanrp,  was  it  not,  and  you  were  cross- 
examined  by  Mr.  Long  in  one  case  and  Mr.  Randall  in  the  other  ? 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  in  your  cross-examination  on  that  occasion,  in  answer  to  one  or 
both  of  those  gentlemen,  that  Charles  Young  first  spoke  to  you  about  testifying  in  the 
contested  election  cases  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  believe  I  did. 

Q.  Then  why  do  you  now  say  that  Mr.  Campbell  first  spoke  to  you  about  it  ? 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  understand  the  question — that’s  how  I  come  to  say  that. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  that  Young  wanted  you  to  testify  after  he  had  testified,  and  that 
you  refused  to  do  so  ? 

A.  I  said  that  Young  wanted  me  to  testify,  and  I  refused  to  do  it.  I  thought  at  that 
time  maybe  some  one  would  do  something  for  me. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  that  that  was  before  you  pleaded  guilty? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  believe  that  was  before  I  pleaded  guilty — I  know  it  was — for  it  was 
when  I  first  got  in  jail,  and  he  said  that  was  what  he  got  me  in  there  for. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  Young  had  you  arrested  for  illegal  voting  ?  Did  lie  swear  out 
the  warrant  ? 

A.  That’s  what  he  said.  I  understand  he  did  it. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  your  sentence  has  been  deferred,  as  you  have  been  told,  in 
order  to  enable  you  to  testify,  and  that  if  you  would  testify  all  right  you  would  be  taken 
care  of,  pardoned,  given  a  shorter  term,  or  well  treated,  or  something  of  that  kind? 

A.  No,  sir,  nothing  of  that  kind  has  been  said  to  me. 

Q.  Where  had  you  lived,  and  what  had  you  been  engaged  in,  before  you  came  to  Cin¬ 
cinnati  ? 
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A.  I  have  lived  in  Troy,  Itliica,  and  Rochester,  in  New  York.  I  am  a  table-waiter  by 
occupation. 

|.  Q.  How  long  have  you  been  at  that  business;  at  what  places  in  the  cities  you  have 
named  were  you  so  employed,  and  have  you  been  in  no  other  business  ? 

A.  About  five  years.  I  never  worked  at  that  in  Troy.  I  worked  at  Shepherd’s  res¬ 
taurant,  at  Ithica,  and  Stoddard’s.  I  worked  in  the  Osborne  House  in  Rochester.  When 
I  am  out  of  work  I  work  at  any  thing  I  can  get  to  do.  I  have  worked  in  a  meat  market, 
also  in  a  planing-mill,  in  Ithica.  I  worked  in  a  barber  shop. 

Q.  How  did  you  come  to  come  to  Cincinnati — I  mean  why  did  you  leave  New  York 
State — and  where  have  you  been  employed  in  this  city  ? 

A.  I  took  a  trip,  just  as  any  one  would  if  he  felt  like  it.  I  have  worked  at  Hunt’s, 
the  Walnut  Street  House,  and  the  Buckeye  Restaurant. 

Q.  How  did  you  come  to  leave  the  last  place  you  worked  at? 

A.  I  was  arrested — taken  away;  I  didn’t  want  to  leave. 

Q.  I  thought  you  said  you  told  Young,  when  he  asked  you  if  you  was  doing  any 
thing,  that  you  was  not? 

A.  I  wasn’t  doing  any  thing  at  the  time  he  asked  me ;  I  got  that  situation  after  the 
election. 

Q.  How  did  you  come  to  leave  Hunt’s  ? 

A.  I  left  there  on  my  own  accord. 

Q.  Why  did  you  leave  of  your  own  accord  ? 

A.  Because  I  wanted  to — that’s  all. 

Q.  Did  you  have  another  jdace  in  view,  or  any  thing  else  to  go  at,  or  any  means  of 
support  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  did  have  means  of  support.  I  had  the  rheumatism  ;  that’s  why  I  left 
there. 

Q.  What  time  of  day  was  it  that  you  first  went  to  White’s  office  the  day  before  elec¬ 
tion,  and  how  long  was  you  there  ? 

A.  It  was  some  time  in  the  afternoon  or  evening ;  I  don’t  know  the  exact  time ;  I 
should  judge  it  was  a  half  an  hour,  or  something  like  that. 

Q.  Well,  was  it  afternoon  or  evening? 

A.  It  was  along  late  in  the  afternoon,  somewhere. 

Q.  Who  were  the  other  men  in  the  office  when  you  went  there  ? 

A.  Jim  White  and  a  man  named  Brodemay,  or  something  like  that,  O’Brien,  Porter 
and  his  friend,  and  Young,  and  there  were  a  great  many  more  there  that  I  don’t  remem¬ 
ber  the  names  of. 

Q.  You  mean  the  same  men  you  say  you  went  out  with  the  next  day  were  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  upon  your  other  examinations  above  referred  to,  that  you  told 
White  that  Young  had  sent  you  around  ? 

A.  I  think  I  did. 

Q.  Why  did  you  tell  him  that,  if  Young  was  there  ? 

A.  I  had  to  introduce  myself  some  way ;  White  was  a  stranger  to  me. 

Q.  How  did  you  know,  then,  which  was  White  ? 

A.  Because  I  asked  for  him. 

Q.  Did  you  know,  before  you  went  there,  what  was  wanted  of  you  in  return  for  the 
money  you  was  to  get  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I*  didn’t. 

Q.  Did  you  learn  there  ? 
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A.  No,  sir,  I  didn’t — not  until  the  day  of  the  election  ;  I  didn’t  learn  what  I  was  to  do. 

Q.  Did  you  inquire  what  you  was  to  do  for  the  money  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  whether  I  did  or  not ;  I  didn’t  find  out,  I  know. 

Q.  And  you  were  willing  to  accept  employment  without  knowing  what  the  nature  of 
it  was,  were  you  ? 

A.  I  took  it  any  way. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  at  White’s  office  the  next  morning  before  you  started  out  ? 

A.  A  very  short  time. 

Q.  Were  the  same  men  there  the  next  morning  who  were  there  the  night  before  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  go  directly  to  the  Fourth  Ward  polls,  or  stop  on  the  way  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  we  did  not  stop  on  the  way. 

Q.  Did  you,  during  the  day,  go  all  in  a  body  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  the  party  voted  at  the  various  places  you  have  named,  as  you  say,  did  they 
vote  together,  one  after  another  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  At  how  many  places  were  any  of  the  party  challenged — name  the  places  and  the 
men  ? 

A.  There  was  only  one  challenged — that  was  Conway — at  the  last  place  they  voted. 

Q.  What  time  of  day  was  it  that  you  got  to  the  Fourth  Ward  polls,  the  first  place 
you  voted  ? 

A.  About  half-past  six  or  a  quarter  to  seven  o’clock,  I  think. 

Q.  Did  you  not  state  in  your  other  examinations  above  referred  to  that  it  was  about 
half-past  seven  that  you  got  there  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Did  you  or  did  you  not  say  so  ? 

A.  I  don’t  remember. 

Q.  In  what  order  did  the  party  vote  at  the  various  places  where  you  say  they  voted  f 

A.  I  can’t  say  that.  Conway  generally  voted  first.  He  was  the  leader. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  first  at  the  last  place  you  say  the  party  voted  ? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  whether  he  did  or  not ;  I  think  he  did,  though. 

Q.  Did  you  go  up  to  the  polls  with  the  party  every  time  when  they  voted,  whether 
you  voted  or  not  ?  or  when  you  concluded  you  would  not  vote  at  a  place  did  you  stay 

hack  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  walk  up  there  every  time— only  when  I  voted. 

Q.  Where  was  it  that  you  and  O’Brien  had  the  conversation  you  speak  of  about  not 
putting  them  in  so  fast  ?  how  far  from  the  place  where  they  took  the  tickets  to  put  in 
the  ballot-box  ? 

A.  Well,  it  was  at  the  old  engine-house,  on  George  street;  I  was  close  by  where  they 
took  tickets— within  seven  or  eight  feet. 

Q.  Was  there  not  a  large  crowd  about  the  place  where  they  took  tickets  ?  and  were 
you  and  O’Brien  in  this  crowd  or  outside  of  it  when  he  said  this  to  you  ? 

A.  There  was  some  crowd  there ;  we  stood  up  by  the  side  of  the  building— people  all 

around  us. 

Q.  Where  did  you  stay  while  the  rest  voted  at  the  engine-house,  on  Vine  street,  near 
the  canal  ? 

A.  I  stood  right  close  by. 

Q.  Did  they  have  gangways  at  those  places  where  you  say  the  party  voted  ? 
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A.  They  had  gangways  at  a  great  many  of  them — at  most  of  them. 

Q.  Did  they  at  the  last  place  I  asked  about  ? 

A.  I  think  they  did. 

Q.  Did  you  go  into  that  with  the  others  while  yon  say  they  voted  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  didn’t. 

Q.  Did  they  have  a  gangway  on  Sixth,  near  Vine  ? 

A-  Yes  sir. 

Q.  There  was  generally  a  large  crowd  around  each  voting  place,  was  there  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q,  As  you  say  you  did  not  go  up  to  the  polls  every  time  the  party  voted,  but  only 
when  you  voted  yourself,  you  can  not  swear  positively,  can  you,  that  you  saw  each  man 
vote  every  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  mean  to  swear  positively  that  you  saw  every  man  that  you  say  voted  put  in 
his  ticket  at  each  place,  do  you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  keep  a  memorandum  of  the  men,  and  the  number  of  times  they  voted, 
and  at  which  places  ? 

A.  No  ;  I  didn’t  make  any  memorandum,  but  I  remember  how  many  times  they  voted, 

and  where  they  voted. 

[Having  waited  from  shortly  after  9  A.M  till  almost  11  A.M.,  and  now  having  waited 
from  the  noon  adjournment  a  half  an  hour,  contestant’s  counsel  asks  that  he  be  allowed 
to  reexamine  the  witness,  and  that  he  then  be  returned  to  the  care  of  the  proper  author¬ 
ities,  for  the  reason  that  time  is  being  consumed,  and  that  the  time  of  contestant  is  run¬ 
ning  short,  as  the  case  comes  up  on  the  30th  inst.  Which  is  accordingly  done.] 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  Mr.  William  Wallace  said  anything  to  you  about  testifying 
in  the  contested  election  cases  ? 

A.  He  asked  me  if  I  voted. 

Q.  Was  T.  G.  Quinn,  who  talked  with  you,  an  official  or  officer? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Did  you  ask  to  be  taken  down  to  see  Wallace,  or  Quinn,  or  Moran,  or  to  have  a 
conversation  with  McCarthy  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  did  not. 

Q.  What  position  does  McCarthy  occupy  ? 

A.  He  is  the  turnkey  at  the  jail. 

Q.  State  if  Moran  is  a  jail  official. 

A.  He  is. 

Q.  How  often  did  McCarthy  talk  with  you  about  illegal  voting  ? 

A.  He  was  constantly  at  me  to  keep  still  on  the  subject  of  frauds  at  the  election,  if 
I  knew  any  thing  about  them.  He  said  that  they  couldn’t  do  any  thing  with  me. 

Q.  Did  any  one  else  say  any  thing  to  you  about  the  frauds  at  the  election:  and  if  so, 
who  was  it,  and  what  did  they  say  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  Moran  was  constantly  at  me,  and  told  me  to  keep  still  about  the  frauds, 
and  said  they  couldn’t  do  any  thing  with  me.  McCarthy  Introduced  me  to  Wallace  and 
Quinn.  Quinn  asked  me  if  I  voted,  and  in  the  conversation  told  me  to  keep  still  if  I 
knew  any  thing;  that  they  couldn’t  do  anything  with  me  if  I  kept  still. 

[The  counsel  for  contestee  now  appearing,  the  cross-examination  is  resumed  by  con¬ 
sent.]

Q.  Under  what  name  or  names  did  you  and  the  other  parties  you  have  referred  to  as 
aving  voted  at  the  October  election,  1876,  vote  ? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  any  of  them. 

Q.  Can’t  you  give  any  of  them? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  does  it  come  that  you  remember  all  the  other  circumstances  but  can  not  state 
that  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  pay  much  attention  to  that. 

Q.  You  were  not  near  enough  to  hear  them  all  when  given  to  the  judges  either,  were 
you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  was. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  every  name  each  man  gave  when  he  voted — every  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  think  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  go  directly  from  each  of  the  polls  you  have  named  to  the  next  one  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  we  went  directly  from  each  one  I  have  mentioned  to  the  next  one. 

Q.  Did  you  stay  around  any  of  said  polls,  either  before  or  after  voting,  or  did  you 
vote  at  once  on  your  arrival  and  then  go  immediately  away  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  we  didn’t  stay  ;  we  voted  and  then  went  right  away. 

Q.  Did  you  stop  at  any  place  or  places  in  going  from  one  voting  place  to  another? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  time  was  it  that  your  party  finally  broke  up,  when,  as  you  say,  Conway  was 
challenged  ? 

A.  About  half-past  eleven  in  the  morning. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  then  ? 

A.  I  came  up  to  Hunt’s  restaurant ;  from  there  I  went  to  White’s  office. 

Q.  Who  are  those  men  you  have  named  as  having  gone  with  you  to  vote?  Did  you 
know  any  of  them  before  ? 

A.  I  had  waited  on  Young  at  Hunt’s  restaurant.  I  had  waited  on  Conway  there,  also. 
That  is  all  that  I  know  of  them. 

Q.  How  does  it  come  you  know  some  of  these  men’s  names  and  not  the  rest — those 
you  speak  of  as  “  friends  ”  of  the  others  ? 

A.  I  never  saw  the  other  parties  before  the  election. 

Q.  You  say  Conway  got  straight  Democratic  tickets  at  each  place,  and  gave  them  to 
you  to  vote.  What  do  you  mean  by  that — by  straight  Democratic  tickets  ? 

A.  That  is  what  the  tickets  read. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  they  read  at  the  top  “  Straight  Democratic  Ticket?” 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  read  the  names  on  the  ticket V 

A.  I  read  the  names,  but  I  don’t  remember  them. 

Q.  Don’t  you  remember  any  of  the  names  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  don’t. 

Q.  Did  you  read  the  ticket,  either  the  names  or  the  heading,  every  time  one  was 
handed  you  ? 

A.  I  read  the  heading  of  it  every  time. 

Q.  Where  did  Young  and  Conway  live  on  the  day  of  said  election  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  that. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know  that  they  were  residents  and  had  a  right  to  vote  in  the  Ninth 
Ward  when  you  voted  with  them  on  Sixth  street,  near  Vino,  at  the  engine-house  ? 
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A.  I  didn’t  know  that  they  had  the  right  to  vote  any  where.  I  didn’t  know  where 
they  lived. 

Q.  Were  yon  ever  arrested  before?  if  so,  where  and  on  what  charge  ? 

A.  I  never  was  arrested  before. 

Q.  Did  you  also  read  the  tickets  the  other  men  with  you  had  given  to  them  ? 

A.  I  saw  they  were  straight  Democratic  tickets. 

Q.  Did  you  read  that  on  the  tickets  handed  the  others  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  read  that  on  the  tickets.

Q.  Did  you  see  every  ticket  that  was  handed  to  each  man  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  do  you  mean  to  swear,  that  you,  read  “  Straight  Democratic  Ticket”  on  every 
ticket  handed  to  each  of  yonr  party  that  day  ? 

A.  I  read  that  on  all  the  tickets  that  I  saw  Conway  hand  to  them. 

Q.  Did  any  of  your  party  get  tickets  from  any  one  but  Conway? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  you  mean  to  swear  do  you.  that  you  read  the  heading  of  every  ticket  handed 
each  one  of  your  party  that  day  ? 

A.  I  saw  the  heading  of  all  the  tickets  he  handed  the  party. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  you  can  testify  that  every  man  voted  the  ticket  Conway  handed 
him? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  ticket  of  each  man,  each  time,  from  the  time  it  was  handed  him 
until  it  was  pnt  in  the  ballot  box  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  swear  to  that  positively,  do  you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Re-direct  examination. 

Q.  Look  at  the  ticket  which  I  now  show  you,  and  tell  me  what  it  reads  on  the  heading. 
(Objected  to.) 

A.  It  reads  Democratic  Straight  ticket. 

Q.  Examine  this  ticket  and  say  whether  or  not  it  is  similar  in  every  respect  to  the 
icket  handed  you  and  your  gang  to  vote  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  It  is  the  same  kind  of  ticket  we  received. 

Q.  Can  you  write  ?-,if  so,  write  your  initials  on  this  ticket  and  attach  it  as  part  of  your 
deposition  to  this  paper! 

A.  I  can  write  some,  I  will  write  my  name  on  the  ticket,  and  do  hereby  attach  it  as 
part  of  my  deposition. 

(Ticket  attached,  and  marked  “A.” 

Re-cross  examination. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  this  is  the  same  kind  of  ticket  you  received  election  day  ? 

A.  1  remember  the  ticket. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  you  remember  the  heading? 

A.  I  remember  some  of  the  names  on  them. 

Q.  Whose  names  do  you  remember  ? 

A.  I  remember  Wallace  and  Bell. 

Q.  No  others  ? 

1.  1  only  remember  their  names. 


Paul  Wheaton. 
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Witness  immediately  recalled  by  contestant,  to  ask  concerning  matters  which  had 
been  overlooked. 

Q.  State  where  yon  dined  that  day. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  In  a  restaurant  under  White’s  office. 

Q.  Who  paid  for  your  dinner  or  who  sent  you  there  to  eat  ? 

(Objected.) 

A  James  White  sent  me  there. 

Q.  How  many  other  of  your  party  or  the  men  you  saw  in  White’s  rooms  eat  there  that 
day. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  O’Brien  eat  with  me,  and  I  saw  several  of  the  others  there. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  Mr.  Brockman  in  White’s  rooms.  It  so  when,  and 
what  was  he  doing  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  saw  him  in  White’s  rooms.  He  took  my  name  down  once  on  a  piece  of 
paper,  and  the  names  of  some  of  the  others  were  taken  down  by  him. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  tell  about  him  before  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not  know  his  name.  I  have  never  seen  him  since  till  now.  As  soon  as  I  saw 

u 

him  I  knew  him  as  one  of  the  men  White  had. 

Q.  What  else  did  you  see  him  do  besides  writing  down  names? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  He  seemed  to  be  assistant  to  White  in  the  office.  After  we  had  our  dinner,  White 
told  him  to  take  us  up  to  Sixth  and  Vine  to  the  polls  at  the  engine-house.  White  said 
he  would  meet  us  up  there.  We  got  up  there.  White  met  us  and  gave  Brockman  tick¬ 
ets,  and  told  him  to  give  them  to  us.  He  gave  them  to  us,  and  told  us  to  vote.  There 
was  six  in  the  party  besides  Brockman  and  White. 

Q.  Did  any  of  them  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  he  voted,  and  five  of  the  others  voted. 

Q.  What,  if  any  thing,  did  you  hear  him  say  about  White’s  conduct  or  about  the  men 
there  was  at  White’s  rooms?  In  short,  tell  all  he  said  about  the  election. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  heard  him  say  there  was  a  fine  lot  of  men — that  there  was  enough  to  carry  the 
Democratic  party  along.  Next  day  he  asked  me  if  I  got  my  money  yet.  I  said  no.  Ho 
said  he  had  not  got  his  yet. 

(Objected  to.) 

Q.  Is  there  any  one  else  you  recollect  ? 

A.  I  remember  the  faces  of  several.  I  could  tell  them  just  like  I  did  him  if  they  were 
brought  before  me. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  him  call  the  names  of  any  of  the  others  who  were  with  him?  If  so, 
what  were  the  names?  Did  he  appear  to  know  the  people  lie  took  to  Sixth  and  Vino 
streets  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Yes,  I  heard  him  call  some  of  the  names,  but  I  do  not  remember  what  they  were 
now.  He  appeared  to  know  the  persons  he  had  with  him. 

Protesting  again  against  the  wanton  disregard  of  the  rules  of  evidence  by  counsel 
for  contestant  in  asking  (piestious  the  answers  to  which  are  and  could  bo  hearsay  only, 
counsel  for  contestee  proceeds  to  cross-examine. 
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Cross-examination. 

Q.  You  were  examined  for  several  days,  were  you  not,  in  December  last  about  your 
knowledge  of  illegal  votiug  at  tbe  election  held  in  tbis  county  October  10,  1876,  and 
have  been  examined  here  part  of  two  days,  have  you  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  does  it  come,  then,  that  you  have  not  told  before  about  the  men  voting  at 
Sixth  and  Vine  of  whom  you  have  just  told  in  your  examination  upon  recall? 

A.  Because  I  didn’t  know  the  man’s  name,  and  hadn’t  seen  him  since  I  had  been 
arrested. 

Q.  What  man  ? 

A.  Brockman. 

Q.  You  didn’t  have  to  know  the  man’s  name  to  tell  about  him  and  the  others  voting, 
did  you  ? 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  want  to  tell  about  Vance,  or  they  wouldn’t  know  who  I  was  talk¬ 
ing  about  ? 

Q.  Well,  you  told  in  your  former  examinations  about  men  voting  in  your  presence 
whose  names  you  didn’t  know,  didn’t  you  ? 

A.  I  believe  I  did. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know  you  did  ? 

A.  No,  I  don’t  know  I  did.  Yes,  I  told  about  men  voting  in  my  presence  when  I 
didn’t  know  their  names. 

Q.  Then  why  did  you  omit  to  tell  about  these  last  men  you  have  just  told  about 
voting  at  Sixth  and  Vine  ? 

A.  Because  I  couldn’t  remember  the  leader  of  the  gang — couldn’t  remember  his  name* 

Q.  What  did  that  have  to  do  with  your  not  telling  about  him  and  these  other  men 
voting  at  Sixth  and  Vine  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  want  to  talk  about  a  gang  when  I  didn’t  know  the  leader’s  name. 

Q.  Why  not  ? 

A.  Because  I  wouldn’t  have  had  any  foundation  to  talk  on. 

Q.  Then  you  had  no  foundation  to  talk  on  about  the  other  five  men  who  you  say 
voted  at  Sixth  and  Vine,  had  you,  as  you  didn’t  know  their  names  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  it  ? 

A.  Well,  I  know  the  leader’s  name  now,  and  that’s  the  foundation.  Before  I  didn’t 
know  his  name,  and  I  didn’t  want  to  talk  on  auy  thing  when  I  didn’t  know  any  of  the 
names. 

Q.  Will  you  please  explain  what  knowing  the  leader’s  name  has  to  do  with  telling 
about  a  party  of  men  voting  ? 

A.  Well,  I  wanted  to  know  one  of  their  names  in  order  to  explain  the  gang. 

Q.  Explain  the  gang !  how  ? 

A.  Well,  I  wanted  some  name  to  talk  on. 

Q.  Well,  how  did  you  learn  Brockman’s  name — who  told  you  ? 

A.  Well,  I  knew  him  when  he  was  brought  before  me  here  this  afternoon,  and  he 
knew  me. 

Q.  Did  you  know  his  name  ? 

A.  I  knew  it  when  I  heard  it. 

Q.  Who  told  it  to  you  ? 

A.  Mr.  Campbell  asked  me  if  I  knew  Mr.  Brockman,  and  showed  him  to  me,  and 
gaid  I  did. 
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Q.  Was  you  not  sworn  in  this  and  the  other  contested  election  cases  to  tell  the  truth, 
the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  before  you  gave  your  testimony  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  were  asked,  were  you  not,  in  all  the  cases  to  tell  what,  if  any  thing,  you 
knew  about  illegal  voting  at  the  election  you  have  been  telling  about  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  why  did  you  omit  to  tell  about  these  last  men  with  Brockmann  voting  at 
Sixth  and  Vine  ? 

A.  Because  I  couldn’t  remember  Brockmann’s  name. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  names  of  any  of  the  other  live  men  who  you  say  voted  with  him 
at  Sixth  and  Vine  f 

A.  I  am  not  sure,  but  I  think  O’Brien  was  one  of  the  party. 

Q.  The  same  one  who  was  with  you  in  the  morning  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can’t  you  be  positive  whether  he  was  one  of  them  or  not  ? 

A.  I  am  not  positive  that  he  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  names  of  any  others? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  why,  if  knowing  the  names  was  essential  to  your  testifying  that  they  voted, 
did  you  testify  about  the  other  four  voting? 

A,  I  wanted  to  know  some  one’s  name  that  I  was  talking  about. 

Q.  Did  you  know  the  name  of  any  of  the  other  four,  besides  O’Brien  and  Brockmann  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  how  could  you  testify  about  those  four,  if  knowing  the  names  was  essential  ? 
A.  -I  saw  them  vote. 

Q.  Then  why  didn’t  you  tell  on  former  examinations  about  these  men  voting  ? 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  know  the  leader  of  the  gang’s  name,  and  thought  it  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  know  his  name. 

Q.  How  did  it  come  that  you  didn’t  vote  again  with  the  party,  if  you  went  up  there 
to  Sixth  and  Vine  ? 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  feel  like  voting. 

Q.  What  did  you  go  up  for,  then  ? 

A.  Just  for  company. 

Q.  Company  for  whom  ? 

A.  For  the  party.  I  was  invited  to  go  up. 

Q.  Who  invited  you  ? 

A.  This  Brockmann. 

Q.  Did  he  offer  you  a  ticket  to  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  he  get  the  tickets  ? 

A.  Jim.  White  gave  them  to  him. 

Q.  Where  ? 

A.  On  the  corner  of  Vine  and  Fifth — Wood’s  Theatre — Vine  and  Sixth. 

Q.  What  time  of  day  was  it? 

A.  It  was  right  after  we  had  dinner.  I  don’t  know  what  time  of  day  it  was. 

Q.  Did  you  stay  at  the  corner  while  they  went  and  voted  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  went  up  towards  the  polls. 

Q.  Did  you  see  every  one  of  them  hand  in  his  ticket  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Were  any  of  them  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  White  stay  ? 

A.  He  was  about  the  polls. 

Q.  How  near  you  ? 

A.  A  short  distance  from  me,  talking  with  Eph.  Holland 
Q.  How  near  to  you  ? 

A.  A  short  distance. 

Q.  How  soon  after  dinner  was  it  ? 

A.  Eight  after  dinner. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  have  your  dinner  ? 

A.  About  noon. 

Q.  Did  these  men  all  vote  one  after  another  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  voted  first  ? 

A.  I  think  Brockmann  voted  first. 

Q.  Under  what  names  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  that. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  the  names  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can’t  you  remember  any  one  of  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  any  of  them  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  then  ? 

A.  I  went  back  down  Vine  street  here. 

Q.  Where  did  you  spend  the  rest  of  the  day  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  exactly  where  I  did  spend  the  rest  of  the  day  ;  down  at  Hunt’s,  I 
think,  reading  a  paper. 

Q.  I  thought  you  said  in  your  former  examination  herein  that  White  took  your  name 
on  a  piece  of  paper  when  you  went  to  his  office  ? 

A.  He  did. 

Q.  But  you  now  say  Brockmann  took  it. 

A.  They  both  took  it. 

Q.  Why  didn’t  you  tell  that  iu  your  former  examination  ? 

A.  Because  I  didn’t  know  his  name. 

Q.  Who  is  Brockmann  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  here  this  afternoon.  That  is  all  I  know  of  it,  except  that  he  was  con¬ 
nected  with  the  election. 

Re-direct. 

Q.  Counsel  for  Mr.  Harmon,  in  his  cross-examination,  has  asked  in  various  forms  why 
you  had  not  told  about  Brockmann  and  his  gang  before.  Now  please  state  fully  why 
you  did  not  tell  about  him  before,  and  do  it  in  your  own  way.  Just  explain  it  fully. 

A.  Well,  I  had  forgot  it,  and  did  not  think  about  it  till  I  had  seen  him.  I  had  never 
seen  him  since  until  I  saw  him  in  this  office.  When  I  saw  him  it  all  came  back  to  me.

Pursuant  to  the  above  adjournment,  the  taking  of  these  depositions  is  herewith  re¬ 
sumed  this  25th  day  of  January,  1877. 

William  Brockman,  of  legal  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  says  as  follows: 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  occupation,  and  the  length  of  time  you  have 

* 

lived  in  this  city  ? 

A.  William  Brockman  ;  am  twenty-six  years  of  age  ;  residence,  17  Race  street ;  am 
a  teamster,  and  have  resided  all  my  lifetime  in  this  city. 

Q.  Where  have  you  last  worked  ? 

A.  At  the  Sun  saloon,  a  gambling-house  and  saloon  at  No.  73  West  Fifth  street.  I 
have  worked  there  three  or  four  months. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  James  White,  an  ex-policeman. 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  am. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  was  acquainted  with  the  Sun  establishment ;  and  if  so, 
how  long. 

A.  He  was  there  before  I  came.  I  can’t  tell  how  long. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  in  the  city  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876,  the 
day  of  the  State  election.  If  so,  state  where  you  were. 

A.  I  was  in  the  city  on  that  day.  I  was  with  Jim.  White.  I  was  with  him  in  his 
office. 

Q.  Did  yon  have  any  conversation  with  him  concerning  the  election  ?  And  if  so, 
tell  what  was  done  and  said  at  that  conversation. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  had  conversation  with  him  concerning  the  election.  He  came  and  asked  me 
whether  I  wanted  to  make  a  little  money.  I  told  him  “yes.”  I  asked  him  what  there 
was  to  do,  and  he  said  it  was  about  the  election.  He  took  me  down  to  the  bank,  corner 
of  Fifth  and  Walnut,  and  had  a  fifty  dollar  bill  changed,  and  gave  me  five  dollars. 
Then  he  said,  “Go  and  hunt  me  up  four  or  five  good  men.”  I  went  and  got  him  five 
good  men.  He  was  to  give  them  five  dollars  apiece  the  day  before  the  election.  This 
was  on  Saturday.  I  fetched  him  men  up  on  Monday.  Monday  night  they  got  five  dol¬ 
lars  apiece.  He  told  them  to  be  around  in  the  morning  early,  and  he  would  see  that 
they  would  get  twenty  dollars  apiece.  They  all  agreed  they  would,  and  Holland  said  he 
would  give  them  twenty  dollars  in  the  morning.  But  he  was  not  to  be  found. 

Q.  State  any  other  facts  in  this  connection. 

A.  Holland  took  every  man  in,  one  at  a  time.  Jim.  White  called  out  every  body’s 
name,  and  put  them  down  on  paper.  Holland  asked  every  man  whether  he  would  be 
there  in  the  morning,  and  they  said  they  would.  So  they  came  the  next  morning.  I 
saw  them  there. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  How  many  persons  were  in  the  room  on  Saturday? 

A.  There  was  nobody  there  but  Mr.  White  and  myself. 

Q.  On  Monday  before  the  election  how  many  were  there  ? 

A.  I  suppose  there  were  about  twenty. 

(Objected  to.) 

Q.  How  many  were  there  on  the  morning  of  the  election  ? 

A.  About  the  same  number. 

Q.  What  did  Holland  say  when  he  came  in  ? 

(Objected  to.) 
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A.  He  was  there  when  I  got  there.  He  said,  “You  fellows,  no  harm  will  he  done  to 
any  of  yon.  We  have  plenty  of  money  to  back  you.”  White  said  the  same  thing.  He 
repeated  it  over  the  second  time. 

Q.  What  persons  were  m  the  room  whom  you  know  by  name  ? 

A.  James  White,  Eph.  Holland,  Conway,  Jerry  Mahoney,  Frank  Morgan,  Dud.  Bran- 
nan,  Tom.  Conroy,  Thompson,  and  James  McLean. 

Q.  What  did  Conway  say  and  do  on  election  day  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  He  said  there  would  be  no  harm  to  you  fellows.  He  had  six  or  seven  men  with 
him,  and  he  went  out.  That  is  the  last  I  saw  of  him  till  the  afternoon.  I  then  saw  him 
with  Charley  Young,  coming  down  Vine  street.  They  were  pretty  drunk.  They  were 
going  towards  the  polls.  He  took  out  a  gang  of  six  or  seven  in  the  morning. 

Q.  Who  was  in  his  gang  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  by  name.  I  would  know  them  if  I  saw  them. 

Q.  State  if  you  have  since  seen  any  one  who  was  in  his  gang  ;  if  so,  state  who  it  was 
and  where  it  was. 

A.  I  have  since  seen  Paul  Wheaton,  whom  I  recognized  as  one  of  the  gang,  and 
whom  I  did  not  know  before.  I  have  seen  others  of  the  gang  since  on  the  street,  but  I 
don’t  know  their  names. 

Q.  State  fully  what  Conway  said  after  his  return  from  his  election  work. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  He  did  not  return  to  the  office.  I  saw  him  coming  down  Vine  street  in  the  after¬ 
noon  with  Charles  Young.  I  did  not  speak  with  him. 

Q.  Where  does  Conway  live,  and  what  was  he  doing  here  ? 

A.  I  heard  him  say  that  he  lived  in  New  York.  He  was  working  at  the  Empire, 
dealing  faro-bank. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  What  did  Thomas  Conroy  say  or  do  ? 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  He  went  in  the  morning  with  myself,  White,  and  four  or  five  others.  We  went 
down  to  the  Fourth  Ward  polls.  He  did  not  say  any  thing  or  do  any  thing  as  far  as  I 
know. 

Q.  What  did  Frank  Morgan  say  or  do  f 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not  see  him  do  any  thing  but  hold  tickets  at  the  Eighth  Ward  polls.  He 
held  the  Republican  tickets. 

Q.  What  time  did  he  come  to  White’s  office  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  about  half-past  six  or  seven  o’clock  A.M. 

Witness,  upon  reflection,  desires  to  correct  the  statement  as  to  Frank  Morgan.  He  was 
not  in  the  office  on  the  morning  of  the  election.  He  was  at  the  Eighth  Ward  polls  on 
election  day. 

Q.  State  what  Jerry  Mahoney  did  say  or  do  in  the  office  on  that  morning,  and  state 
what  was  said  to  him. 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  He  was  told  by  White  to  take  out  so  many  men.  He  took  five  or  six,  I  am  not 
sure  which.  I  don’t  know  where  to  ;  to  some  polls.  He  came  back  just  before  dinner, 
but  I  don’t  know  whether  the  men  he  took  along  then  were  the  same  as  those  in  the 
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morning  or  not.  He  told  me  that  he  had  come  from  the  Eighteenth  Ward.  That  is  the 
last  I  saw  of  Jerry  till  the  next  day. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  What,  if  any  thing,  did  Mahony  say  regarding  the  work  he  had  accomplished  on 
that  day  ? 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  He  said  that  he  had  got  in  his  work  pretty  well.  He  said  that  the  men  he  had 
were  “daisies.” 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  Did  he  make  any  statements  as  regards  the  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  “  daisies”  ? 
If  so.  state  them. 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  He  did  not. 

B.  What  did  Thomas  Conroy  say  or  do  in  White’s  office  on  the  morning  of  the  elec¬ 
tion,  or  at  the  polls  ? 

(Question  objected  to. 

A.  He  went  down  to  the  Eighth  Ward  polls.  He  wanted  to  know  what  this  meant. 
I  told  him  I  did  not  know.  White  took  him  aside.  I  don’t  know  what  he  said  to  him. 
I  saw  him  the  next  day,  and  he  asked  me  whether  I  got  my  money ;  I  told  him  no.  He 
asked  me  where  White  was,  and  I  told  him  I  supposed  at  his  office.  That  is  the  last  I 

saw  of  him. 

Q.  Who  else  was  sent  out  in  charge  of  gangs? 

A.  There  was  one,  a  little  fellow  with  a  black  moustache.  I  don’t  know  him.  He 
was  about  five  feet  six  inches  and  a  half  high.  I  saw  him  early  in  the  morning. 

Q.  Don’t  be  so  chary  of  your  information.  State  all  about  him — wliat  he  did  and 
said,  and  what  was  said  to  him. 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  He  took  out  five  or  six,  probably  more,  I  don’t  know.  He  was  the  first  one  that 
went  out.  I  did  not  see  him  after  that.  I  did  not  hear  any  words  spoken  to  him  by  John 
White  or  the  others. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  names  of  any  of  the  men  who  went  in  his  gang  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  any  election  tickets  in  White’s  office.  If  so,  state 
what  ticket  you  did  see. 

A.  I  did  see  them  ;  they  were  Democratic  tickets. 

Q.  State,  as  far  as  you  saw,  what  were  given  to  the  men. 

A.  The  only  tickets  I  saw  were  handed  out  by  Jerry  Mahoney.  They  were  Demo¬ 
cratic  tickets.  The  tickets  were  on  the  desk  ;  on  Jim  White’s  desk. 

Q.  State  whether  on  not  White  supplied  any  of  the  men  with  dinners.  If  so,  state 

where. 

A.  At  the  restaurant,  No.  65  West  Fifth  street.  He  wanted  me  to  go  to  dinner,  but  I 
would  not  go. 

Q.  How  many  persons  did  lie  send  to  dinner? 

A.  I  don’t  know  how  many  he  sent. 

Q.  Please  examine  the  ticket  I  now  show  you,  and  say  whether  it  is  a  fac-simile  oi 
those  used  in  White’s  office. 

A.  I  don’t  think  that  is  the  ticket. 

Q.  State  whether  any  of  the  names  were  stricken  off  the  ticket,  or  lead-pencil  writ 
ing  on  the  ticket.

A.  I  did  not  see  any  tickets  with  the  names  scratched  off,  nor  did  I  see  any  lead-pencil 
writing  on  the  tickets. 

Q.  Whose  name  was  on  the  ticket  for  sheriff  ? 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  I  am  not  sure  whether  it  was  Moses  or  not. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  names  of  any  persons  who  were  on  the  Democratic  ticket  f 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  What  polls  did  you  visit  on  the  day  of  election  ? 

A.  Fourth  Ward,  Sixth  and  Vine  ;  Eighth  Ward.  That  is  all. 

Q.  Who  did  you  take  to  the  Sixth  Ward? 

A.  I  did  not  take  any  one  to  the  Sixth  Ward. 

Q.  Who  did  you  take  to  Sixth  and  Vine  streets  ? 

A.  Jim  White,  myself,  and  four  or  five  others. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  names  of  any  you  and  Jim  White  took  to  Sixth  and  Vine? 

A.  I  do  not ;  I  might  know  them  again  if  I  saw  them. 

Q.  State  whether  you  did  not  see  one  of  them  in  this  office  yesterday,  and  did  you  not 
recognize  him  as  one  of  the  party  you  and  Jim  White  took  to  Sixth  and  Vine  ? 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  see  him  in  the  office  yesterday,  and  I  recognized  him.  I  did  not  know  his 
name  at  the  time  we  went  to  Sixth  and  Vine  streets. 

Q.  Do  you  know  his  name  npw  ?  If  so,  state  it. 

A.  His  name  is  Paul  Wheaton. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  with  those  parties  when  you  got  them  to  Sixth  and  Vine  streets? 

A.  James  White  told  me  to  stop  at  Sixth  and  Vine  streets  and  wait  till  he  came  back. 
The  other  parties  went  on  towards  the  polls.  I  waited  there,  and  he  did  not  return,  so  I 
walked  down  to  the  office.  White  told  me  to  stay  here.  When  he  came  here  I  asked 
him  what  I  was  to  do.  He  said  I  should  stay  here.  It  must  have  been  two  or  three 
o’clock  when  I  asked  him  again,  and  he  said  I  should  stay  around  the  office.  I  asked 
him  again,  and  he  said  never  mind,  it  is  all  right,  just  stay  here. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  any  of  these  men  vote. 

A.  I  did  not  see  any,  but  Paul  Wheaton  said  he  voted ;  and  the  fellow  in  the  blue  shirt 
told  me  he  had  voted  several  times  at  the  polls. 

(Last  part  of  answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  Have  you  not  to-day  stated  in  this  office  that  you  had  seen  two  of  them  vote  ? 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not  see  them  vote,  but  was  told  those  that  did  vote. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  you  took  a  gang  of  men  to  the  Fourth,  Sixth,  both  pre¬ 
cincts  of  the  Ninth,  both  precincts  of  the  Eighteenth,  Sixteenth,  and  Fifteenth  Wards? 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  State  fully  what  money  you  received  from  Holland  and  White. 

A.  I  received  live  dollars  from  Eph.  Holland,  and  thirteen  or  fourteen  dollars  from 
Jim  White. 

Cross-examination. 

[Counsel  for  contestee,  protesting  again  against  the  continued  incessant  and  flagrant 
violation  by  counsel  for  contestant,  of  the  well-known  rules  of  evidence  in  asking  lead¬ 
ing  questions,  and  questions  calling  for  purfely  lieresay  evidence,  and  in  cross-examining 
his  own  witnesses,  proceeds  to  cross-examine.]

Q.  In  what  ward  is  No.  17  Race  street,  in  this  city,  where  you  say  you  live,  and  how 
long  have  you  lived  there  ? 

It  is  in  the  Eighth  Ward.  I  have  lived  in  the  Eighth  Ward  about  five  years. 

Q.  Where  were  you  employed  before  you  were  employed  at  the  Sun  saloon,  the  gam¬ 
bling-house  where  you  now  are  employed  ? 

A.  I  was  driving  wagon  tor  myself — an  express  wagon. 

Q.  What  was  you  doing  before  that  T 

A.  I  drove  dray  and  drove  wagon. 

Q.  In  which  business  was  you  engaged  at  the  time  of  the  October  election,  A.D.  1875! 

A.  I  wasn’t  doing  any  thing  at  that  time. 

Q.  How  many  times  did  you  vote  that  day,  October  10,  A.D.  1876? 

A.  Once. 

Q.  Where  ? 

A.  In  the  Eighth  Ward. 

Q.  Was  you  at  White’s  office  before  said  election ;  if  so  at  what  time  or  times? 

A.  I  was  there  on  Saturday  before  the  election.  I  was  there  Monday  in  the  evening. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  there  Monday  evening? 

A.  I  received  five  dollars  from  Eph.  Holland  on  Monday  night.  I  did  not  do  any 
thing  there  that  night. 

Q.  How  long  was  you  there  Monday  night  ? 

A.  I  guess  it  was  between  eight  and  nine  o’clock.  I  suppose  I  was  there  about  an 
hour  and  a  half  or  two  hours.  I  mean  it  was  between  eight  and  nine  o’clock  P.M.  that 
I  went  there. 

Q.  Was  that  the  only  time  you  was  there  on  Monday,  the  day  before  the  election? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  White  told  you  to  go  and  get  him  four  or  five  good  men,  and  that  you  did 
so.  Who  were  they  ?  Give  their  names  and  residences. 

Q.  It  is  pretty  hard  for  me  to  give  their  residences.  Frank  Morgan,  James  McLean, 
Tom  Kilroy  or  Conroy,  I  do  not  know  which,  and  Dud  Brennan,  and  James  Thompson. 

Q.  Where  do  they  live;  can’t  you  tell  that  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  where  Morgan  Jives.  Brennan  lives  on  Water  street.  Kilroy  lives  on 
Elm  street.  Thompson  lives  on  Water  street.  I  mean  Brennan  lives  on  Front  street. 
McLean  lives  on  Race  street. 

Q.  Where  abouts  on  those  streets  do  they  live?  Be  more  particular. 

A.  Brennan  lives  on  Front  between  Race  and  Elm:  Kilroy  lives  on  Elm  between 
‘Front  and  Second;  Thompson  lives  on  Water  between  Race  and  Elm — between  Vine 
and  Race  I  meant  to  say ;  McLean  lives  on  Race  between  Front  and  Second ;  Morgan 
lives,  I  think,  on  Race  street.  I  am  not  sure ;  he  used  to  live  there. 

Q.  Did  you  count  the  men  who  were  in  White’s  office  either  Monday  night  before  or 
Tuesday  mojning  of  the  election  ? 

A.  I  did  not  count  them. 

Q.  What  time  was  it  that  you  came  there  to  White’s  office  on  election  morning? 

A.  Between  six  and  half  past  six  in  the  morning. 

Q.  How  much  of  the  time  during  the  day  of  election,  October  10th,  1876,  were  you 
in  White’s  office  ? 

A.  I  was  there  most  of  the  day,  off  and  on. 

Q.  How  many  times  were  you  away  from  White’s  office  that  day;  how  long  did  you 
stay  each  time,  and  where  did  you  go  ? 

A.  In  the  morning,  it  must  have  been  about  half  past  six,  or  may  be  a  little  later. 
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1  went  down  to  the  corner  of  Lock  and  Fifth  streets,  and  was  gone  it  couldn’t  he  quite 
an  hour.  Then  I  came  hack  and  staid,  I  think,  until  about  between  ten  and  eleven 
o’clock,  probably  a  little  later.  Wnite  then  asked  me  to  go  to  dinner,  but  I  didn’t  want 
no  dinner.  He  went  away,  and  I  waited  there,  I  guess,  until  twelve  o’clock,  and  went 
home  to  dinner.  I  was  gone  only  about  an  hour,  and  then  came  back.  Then  I  staid 
there  until  two  or  three  o’clock,  and  then  White  came  in,  and  me  and  him  and  five 
or  six  went  up  Lodge  alley  here  to  Sixth  street.  I  was  not  gone,  I  suppose,  quite  a  half 
hour,  probably  a  little  longer.  Then  I  came  back.  I  staid  about  an  hour,  and  then 
asked  Jim  White  what  was  the  reason  he  took  me  around  to  those  polls,  and  he  did  no 
give  me  any  answer.  I  says  to  him,  are  we  going  to  get  any  more  money  ?  He  made  no 
kind  of  an  answer,  but  he  walked  away  and  said,  “I  will  be  back  in  a  few  minutes.’’ 
He  came  in  a  few  minutes  and  says,  “  never  mind,  that  will  be  all  right.”  I  did  not  stay 
there  very  long,  but  went  away.  I  guess  about  half-past  three  I  went  down  to  my  ward 
and  voted. 

Q.  You  say  you  have  since  seen  Paul  Wheaton,  one  of  the  gang  that  went  out  with 
Conway.  When  did  you  see  him? 

A.  In  White’s  office  that  dav. 

Q.  I  say  since  the  election. 

A.  I  have  seen  him  siuce  the  election  at  this  office. 

Q.  To  whom  did  you  first  speak  about  testifying  in  this  case  ? 

A.  To  Mr.  Charles  Hayman. 

Q.  How  did  you  happen  to  speak  him  ? 

A.  I  heard  he  had  a  warrant  on  the  street  for  me.  He  did  not  say  that  he  had  a  war¬ 
rant;  he  said  for  me  to  come  to  the  United  States  Court  in  the  morning. 

Q.  Who  told  you  that  Hayman  had  a  warrant  for  you? 

A.  I  heard  it  from  Edward  Oumtan. 

Q.  Did  you  hunt  for  Hayman,  or  meet  him  accidentally,  after  you  heard  he  had  a 
warrant  for  you  ? 

A.  I  hunted  for  him — went  up  to  his  place. 

Q.  Did  you  go  to  the  United  States  Court  on  the  morning  after  your  conversation: 
with  Hayman  ? 

A.  I  did  and  met  him  there.  I  was  first  at  his  place,  but  he  was  not  in,  and  then  I 
went  to  the  United  States  Court. 

Q.  What  then  took  place  there  ? 

A.  I  think  a  man  named  Judge  Fay  asked  me  what  I  knew  about  the  election. 
Then  he  said  whether  I  knew  Jim  White.  I  told  him  I  did. 

Q.  Has  any  thing  been  said  to  you  about  arresting  you  for  any  thing  you  did  at  the 
October  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

2  Q.  Did  you  see  Frank  Morgan  on  the  day  of  the  Octorer  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  saw  him  once  at  the  Eighth  Ward  polls  about  noon,  when  I  was  going 
to  dinner.  I  saw  him  no  more  that  day. 

Q.  Did  you  see  James  McLean  on  the  day  of  election  ;  if  so,  when  and  where? 

A.  I  did ;  I  saw  him  at  Jim  White’s  office,  between  six  or  six  and  a  quarter  in  the 
morning.  He  went  doAvn  to  the  Fourth  Ward  with  me,  White,  and  five  or  six  others.  I 
did  not  see  him  again  that  day. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Tom  Kilroy  on  the  day  of  the  election ;  if  so,  when  and  where?  How 
many  times? 

A.  I  saw  him  in  the  morning  between  six  and  six  and  a  quarter,  at  Jim  White’s  office* 
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He  also  took  a  walk  toward  the  Fourth  Ward.  1  think  I  saw  him  twice.  I  saw  him  on 
the  esplanade  between  ten  and  twelve  A.M. 

Did  you  see  Dud  Brennan  on  the  day  of  the  election  ?  If  so,  when  and  where  ? 

I  did;  at  Jim  White’s  office,  between  six  and  six  and  a  quarter  in  the  morning.  I 

think  he  also  went  toward  the  Fourth  Ward  polls.  I  think  he  went  up  Eggleston  ave- 

% 

nue.  That  is  the  last  time  I  saw  him. 

Q.  Did  you  see  James  Thompson  on  the  day  of  the  election?  If  so,  when  and  where  ? 

A.  Saw  him  at  Jim  White’s  office.  He  also  went  to  Fourth  Ward  polls.  I  did  not 
see  him  anymore  after  that.  William  Brockmann. 

I.  J.  Miller,  of  lawful  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  I.  J.  Miller ;  residence,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  am  an  attorney  at  law. 

Q.  State  what  connection,  if  any,  you  had  with  the  campaign  of  the  State  election, 
held  October  10,  1876. 

A.  I  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Hamilton  County  Democratic  Executive  Committee. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  if  you  are  acquainted  with  one  James  White,  and  if  so,  state 
what  connection  he  had  with  the  campaign  or  the  Democratic  Campaign  Committee. 

A.  I  know  one  James  White;  he  had  no  connection  with  the  campaign  or  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Campaign  Committee  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  If  he  had  rendered  any  service  would  you  not  necessarily  known  it  from  the  posi¬ 
tion  you  occupied  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  that  I  necessarily  would  know  of  it,  if  he  had  rendered  any  service, 
I  only  know  that  if  he  did  render  any  service  I  don’t  know  it. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  Mr.  White  having  been  paid  money  for  services, 
or  supposed  services,  rendered  the  Democratic  party  at  said  election. 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  State  whether  Mr.  White  made  any  demand  on  you  for  money,  or  any  member  of 
the  Democratic  Campaign  Committee,  for  any  services  which  he  alleged  to  have  rendered 
the  Democratic  party. 

(Counsel  for  contestee  objects  and  protests  again  against  the  wilful  disregard  of  the 
rules  of  evidence,  by  counsel  for  contestant,  in  asking  questions  which  call  for  answers 
which  are  purely  heresay,  and  can  be  nothing  else.) 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  the  question. 

(Counsel  for  the  contestant  for  the  present  waiving  his  right  to  compel  answer  to  a 
question,  asks  the  following  question  :) 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  a  largo  sum  of  money  was  paid  to  James  White  for  services 
which  he  rendered  to  the  Democratic  party  in  the  said  election,  and  was  not  the  money 
paid  at  your  special  request  and  instance,  as  Chairman  of  your  Executive  Committee  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  request  or  authorize  any  person  to  pay  said  James  White  money,  or  was 
such  request  made  in  your  hearing  or  presence  ? 

(Objected  to  by  contestee.) 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  the  question. 

Q.  Did  not  you  and  the  Hon.  Alex.  Long,  or  either  one  of  you,  procure,  to  be  paid 
the  said  James  White,  a  sum  of  money,  a  few  days  after  the  October  election,  for  services 
rendered  the  Democratic  party  at  said  election  ? 

(Objected  to  by  contestee.) 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  the  question.

(Counsel  for  the  contestant  respectfully  insists  upon  an  answer  to  each  of  the 
tions  the  witness  declines  to  answer,  and  asks  the  witness  be  attached  for  contempt,  And 
until  the  witness  answers  the  said  above  questions,  counsel  is  unable  to  proceed  with 
examination.)

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Dick  Hollywood,  of  Indianapolis. 

A.  No,  I  don’t  know  him. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  of  him  as  being  here  on  the  day  of  the  last  State  election  ?  Have 
you  any  knowledge  of  him  ? 

A.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  him,  and  I  have  no  recollection  of  having  heard  of  him 
being  here,  or  any  thing  about  him. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  have  any  knowledge,  by  hearsay  or  otherwise,  of  the 
payment  of  $700  having  been  paid  to  a  party  from  Indianapolis,  for  services  rendered  at 
the  State  election. 

A.  I  never  heard  of  it  in  any  way. 

Q.  Will  you  now  please  answer  my  previous  questions  in  regard  to  the  payment  of 
money  to  James  White  ? 

A.  I  will  not  answer  them. 

I.  J.  Miller. 

Col.  Lewis  Weitzel,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  residence,  and  present  business. 

A.  Lewis  Weitzel,  Avondale,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio,  and  am  collector  of  internal  rev¬ 
enue  for  First  District  of  Ohio. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  in  this  county  on  the  10th  day  of  October  last,  and 
whether  you  took  any  part  in  the  said  election. 

A.  I  was  in  the  county  on  that  day,  and  did  take  part  in  the  said  election.  I  was  a 
member  of  the  Republican  campaign  finance  committee. 

Q.  State  what,  if  any  thing,  you  know  concerning  fraudulent  voting  or  repeating 
done  in  the  interest  of  the  Democratic  party  on  that  day,  and  state  fully  the  resources  of 
your  information. 
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A.  I  was  called  upon  at  my  Lome  on  the  morning  of  tho  day  of  election,  about  five 
o’clock,  by  a  party  of  four  men,  in  a  two-horse  carriage,  who  stated  to  me  that  for  a  cert  aiu 
consideration  they  would  take  me  to  a  building  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  city  and  in¬ 
troduce  me  to  a  party  of  twenty-five  men,  who  were  there  collected  to  work  for  the 
Democratic  party  that  day,  but  who  would,  for  this  consideration,  “give  away,”  or 
“  throw  up”  that  party  and  work  for  the  Republican  party  in  the  same  manner.  I  told 
them  I  was  not  in  possession  of  any  funds  to  be  used  for  such  purpose.  After  some  fur¬ 
ther  parleying,  and  more  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  rid  of  the  disagreeable  business,  I 
advised  them  to  call  upon  R.  H.  Stephenson,  Chairman  of  the  County  Republican  com¬ 
mittee. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  a  proposition  was  made  by  one  of  the  party  to  break  up  the 
organization,  and  aid  in  the  arrest  of  the  parties  operating,  and,  at  the  same  time,  state 
the  names  of  the  j>arties  who  called  on  you. 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  There  was  .a  conversation  relative  to  such  a  move  as  that ;  but  as  I  had  no  funds 
in  my  possession  whatever,  I  failed  to  entertain  the  proposition.  At  the  present  time  I 
only  know  the  names  of  two  of  the  parties ;  they  were  Peggy  Ryan  and  a  Mr.  Cary. 
They  said  that  for  a  consideration  they  would  take  me  in  their  carriage  and  bring  me 
direct  to  the  place.  I  did  not  pay  much  attention  to  the  matter,  because  I  thought  it 
was  a  “blutf”  to  make  a  “raise.” 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  James  White — if  you  had  any 
conversation  with  him  concerning  the  election,  and  if  so,  state  what  it  was. 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  I  am  ;  I  did  have  some  conversation  with  him  a  dav  or  two  before  the  election  of 
October  last.  I  met  Mr.  White  on  Vine  street,  near  Fourth  street.  He  entered  into  a 
conversation  with  me  by  stating  that  he  was  somewhat  hard  up  and  wanted  to  make 
a  “raise,”  and  to  make  that  raise,  he  proposed  to  benefit  the  Republican  party.  He  pro¬ 
posed  to  me  to  advance  him  one  thousand  dollars,  of  which  amount  he  candidly  admit¬ 
ted  he  proposed  to  retain  five  hundred  dollars  for  himself,  the  balance  to  be  used  by  him 
in  paying  the  expenses  of  parties  that  were  to  “get  in”  their  work.  The  details  as  to 
how  that  work  was  to  be  done  was  not  communicated.  He  furthermore  stated  that  a 
gang  of  repeaters  had  been  organized  in  this  city  for  the  purpose  of  working  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  ticket ;  that  he  preferred  to  have  the  Republican  party  get  the  benefit  of  that  or¬ 
ganization.  I  requested  him  to  call  on  mo  next  day.  I  failed  to  see  him  again  until  the 
election  was  over. 

Q.  State  when  you  first  made  this  matter  known,  and  to  whom. 

A.  I  first  mentioned  the  matter  to  Mr.  Campbell  yesterday. 

Lewis  Weitzel. 

[Contestee  declines  to  cross-examine.] 

Elon  Strong,  of  legal  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saitli  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  aud  occupation. 

A.  Elon  Strong;  am  fifty-six  years  of  age;  residence,  College  Hill,  Hamilton  county, 
Ohio,  and  am  a  carpenter  by  trade,  and  am  at  present  acting  ’Squire.' 

Q.  What  connection,  if  any,  did  you  have  with  the  October  election  hold  in  this 

county? 

A.  I  was  one  of  the  judges  of  election  at  the  College  Hill  precinct  of  Milloreok  town¬ 
ship. 
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Q-  State  if  you  know  one  Adam  Troutman — if  you  saw  him  on  the  day  of  election, 
and  if  so,  tell  what  he  did. 

A.  I  know  him.  I  saw  him  on  election  day.  He  came  and  handed  a  ticket  in  the 
window — an  open  Democratic  ticket — and  presented  his  naturalization  papers.  He 
afterwards  stated  at  the  Presidential  election,  under  oath,  that  he  had  only  been  in  the 
country  four  years  and  a  half. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  where  Troutman  is  at  present. 

A.  No,  sir.  He  left  within  a  day  or  two  after  election,  and  has  not  been  heard  oi 
since. 

Q.  State  if  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Jos.  Fuller,  and  what  he  did  on  election 

day. 

I  am  acquainted  with  him.  He  voted  at  the  College  Hill  precinct  in  October. 

Cross-Examination. 

Q.  How  long  had  Adam  Troutman  lived  in  the  College  Hill  precinct  of  this  county 
prior  to  the  October  election,  A.D.  1876? 

A.  Well,  he  had  lived  there,  I  think,  a  little  over  twelve  months. 

Q.  How  old  a  man  was  he  at  the  time  of  said  election  ? 

A.  He  claimed  to  have  come  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  the  fall  some  time  before  the 
©lection. 

Q.  How  old  would  you  say  he  was  from  his  appearance  ? 

A.  I  should  suppose  he  was  about  the  age  he  said  he  was,  from  his  appearance. 

Q.  Was  he  married  or  single  ? 

A.  He  was  a  single  man. 

Q.  Which  election  was  it  a  day  or  two  after  which  you  say  he  left  ? 

A.  A  day  or  two  after  the  Presidential  election. 

Q.  At  which  election  was  it  that  he  produced  his  naturalization  papers  as  you  say  ? 

A.  He  had  them  at  both.  I  think  his  papers  were  dated  about  the  4th  of  October, 
1876. 

Q.  What  was  his  business  at  College  Hill  ? 

A.  He  was  a  shoemaker. 

Q.  Did  he  work  for  himself  or  for  some  one  else  ? 

A.  He  worked  for  Jacob  Waldman  as  a  journeyman. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  he  has  never  been  heard  of  since  ? 

A.  He  left  and  hasn’t  been  back  since,  and  Mr.  Waldman  told  me  had  been  down  to 
the  place  in  Cincinnati  where  he  used  to  board  before  he  came  to  College  Hill,  and 
learned  that  he  had  stayed  there  one  night  and  then  left. 

|fQ.  Where  did  the  Jos.  Fuller  you  say  voted  at  the  October  election  in  your  precinct, 
live  ? 

A.  He  was  a  widower,  and  had  been  living  all  the  spring  and  summer  of  that  year 
(1876)  at  Mr.  Craig’s,  on  College  Hill,  in  that  precinct.  He  was  a  bricklayer,  and  some¬ 
times  would  be  up  in  Butler  county  a  week  or  two,  but  he  always  came  back  on  Satur¬ 
day  night,  and  made  Craig’s  his  home.  I  think  ho  voted  at  College  Hill  at  the  spring 
election — I  am  not  sure.

The  taking  of  these  depositions  is  resumed,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  on  this  26th  day 
of  January,  1877. 

J.  R.  Quinton,  of  legal  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  My  name  is  J.  R.  Quinton ;  age,  thirty  years ;  live  in  the  Twenty-first  ward,  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio ;  an  agent. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  in  this  city  on  the  10th  of  October,  1876,  at  the 
time  of  the  State  and  county  election. 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  performed  any  duty  in  regard  to  the  said  election,  and 
state  what,  it  any  thing,  you  know  in  regard  to  repeating  or  the  casting  of  illegal  votes 
at  said  election. 

A.  On  election  morning,  the  10th  of  October,  1876,  before  the  polls  opened  in  the 
Twenty-first  ward,  I  met  Mr.  Ryan  and  one  other  gentleman  with  my  two  brothers-in- 
law.  There  had  been  an  understanding  between  them  that  a  party  was  going  to  cast 
illegal  votes,  and  they  desired  me  to  go  with  Ryan  and  this  other  young  man  to  see  if  it 
couldn’t  be  stopped.  I  got  into  a  carriage  with  Ryan  and  the  other  man  to  go  and  meet 
another  party  at  Fourth  and  Plum  streets.  In  going  from  the  Twenty-first  ward  they 
told  me  that  Jim  White  had  a  crowd  of  fellows  in  his  office  ready  to  start  out;  also  told 
me  they  had  been  to  Lew.  Weitzel’s  house  to  see  if  he  wouldn’t  do  something  to  have  it 
stopped — to  have  these  fellows  bagged.  On  our  arrival  at  Fourth  and  Plum  we  met  an¬ 
other  party.  I  then  went  up  to  the  Republican  headquarters,  corner  Fourth  and  Elm; 
met  Mr.  Stevenson  and  Lew.  Weier,  and  told  them  I  wanted  four  or  five  men  to  help  me. 
They  said  they  had  no  one  there  to  help  me.  I  went  from  there  on  to  the  Sixth  street 
engine-house,  near  Vine,  and  got  a  man  by  the  name  of  Bennett  to  assist  me. 

Counsel  for  contestee  objects  to  so  much  of  this  answer  as  relates  to. the  conversation 
of  witness  wTith  third  persons. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  received  any  additional  help  for  the  purpose  of  detecting 
illegal  votes  at  said  election. 

A.  After  coming  down  here  I  got  two  other  men  to  look  after  the  parties  I  had  pointed 
out  to  them. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  in  White’s  office  on  that  day,  if  you  saw  him,  or 
had  any  conversation  with  him  concerning  the  election. 

Question  objected  to  (last  part). 

A.  I  met  him  that  day  and  had  a  conversation  with  him  that  day;  yes,  sir.  I  was 
not  in  his  office.  I  told  him  that  things  were  very  crooked  here,  and  I  didn’t  care  par¬ 
ticularly  about  him,  but  I  was  looking  after  somebody  else;  that  there  was  trouble  ahead 
for  them,  and  they’d  find  it  out.  On  Sixth  and  Walnut  I  was  with  Mr.  Ryan  and  two 
more,  when  Jim  White  came  round  the  corner  and  wanted  to  lick  them.  Said  they  were 
interfering  with  his  business.  George  Ryan,  Billy  Carey,  and  John  Ryan  were  the  party 
he  threatened  to  whip. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  where  White’s  office  was,  whether  or  not  you  watched  it  on 
said  day,  ami  how  many  parties  you  saw  leave  his  office  that  day. 

A.  I  understood  his  office  was  No.  65  West  Fifth  street,  and  from  this  place  I  saw  him 
going  in  and  out.  I  watched  there  off  and  on  in  the  morning.  I  suppose  I  saw  not  less 
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than  ten  different  men  come  out  and  go  in,  and  go  to  the  polls  and  back  again.  I  fol¬ 
lowed  some  of  them,  and  on  my  arrival  at  the  polls  put  other  people  on  them. 

Q.  My  question  asks  whether  or  not  you  saw  gangs  of  men  leave  White’s  office  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  saw  them  go  two  or  three  at  a  time,  and  I  think  five  at  one  time.  This 
is  the  most  I  saw  at  ODe  time. 

Q.  How  many  times  did  you  see  parties  of  three  or  more  come  out  ? 

A.  I  saw  these  parties  coming  in  and  going  out  a  good  many  times;  don’t  remember 
just  how  many  times. 

Cross-examination  by  Counsel,  W.  F.  Wilson,  for  Contestee. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  in  White’s  office  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  in  what  part  of  the  building  his  office  is  situated  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Are  there  not  other  offices  in  the  same  building  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  you  say  you  saw  persons  come  from  White’s  office,  do  you  mean  you  saw 
them  come  out  of  his  office  or  out  of  the  building  in  which  his  office  was  situated  ? 

A.  I  saw  them  coming  out  of  this  building. 

Q.  How  many  of  the  persons  that  you  saw  coming  out  of  the  building  did  you  follow 
to  the  polls  ? 

A.  Three  on  one  occasion  to  the  One’s  engine-house,  and  two  to  the  Gift  engine-house, 
or  to  Lodge  street,  on  their  way  towards  the  Gift  engine-house,  and  two  or  three  to  the 
Four’s  engine-house,  on  Sycamore  street. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  of  the  parties  whom  you  followed  vote  ?  If  so,  how  many,  and 
how  often  ? 

A.  I  saw  two  of  them  vote  at  One’s  engine-house  once  each,  and  then  I  put  a  party  to 
follow  them. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  of  the  parties  whom  you  saw  going  out  of  the  building  come  back 
to  it  at  any  time  during  the  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  White  at  any  time  during  the  day  come  out  or  go  into  the  building  ? 
and  if  so,  how  many  times  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  come  in  and  out  every  now  and  then,  both  afternoon  and  morning. 

Q.  Was  he  alone,  or  was  any  one  with  him  ? 

A.  Sometimes  he  would  come  out  ahead  of  the  parties  I  was  looking  after,  and  some¬ 
times  behind  them.  I  couldn’t  say  he  came  out  with  any  of  the  parties  from  the  build¬ 
ing.  Sometimes  he  would  pass  them  coming  in  or  going  out,  and  he  would  speak  to 
them. 

Q.  How  much  of  the  day  were  you  with  George  Ryan,  Billy  Carey,  and  John  Ryan  ? 

A.  I  was  with  some  of  them,  off  and  on,  most  all  day. 

James  I.  Quinton. 

Henry  Gerke,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposetli  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  Henry  Gerke ;  age,  twenty-nine  years  ;  live  in  Cumminsville,  Twenty-fifth  ward 
am  a  contractor. 

Q/  State  whether  or  not  you  know  one  Joseph  Fuller ;  and  if  so,  what  you  know  con¬ 
cerning  him  on  the  day  of  the  election  held  October  10th,  1876,  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and 
Hamilton  county. 
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A.  I  know  Joseph  Fuller.  On  that  day  I  went  up  to  Bunker’s  Hill  with  Banning’s 
carriage  after  a  load  of  ten  or  twelve  Irishmen.  When  I  came  there  the  Irishmen  were 
all  gone,  and  I  and  Jo  Fuller  was  in  the  saloon  called  Bunker  Hill.  I  took  tickets  out  of 
my  pocket,  and  he  took  a  ticket  and  said  he’d  vote  the  whole  ticket,  hut  not  for  Ban¬ 
ning.  I  asked  him  why,  and  he  said  he  didn’t  like  him.  I  took  him  into  the  barouch 
and  took  him  to  Cumminsville,  and  left  him  at  Knowlton’s  corner,  on  the  sidewalk.  I 
don’t  know  whether  he  voted  or  not.  It  was  a  Democratic  ticket  I  gave  him.  I  am  no 
Republican.  The  corner  is  about  one  hundred  yards  from  the  polls  where  they  were 
voting.  * 

Q.  Did  you  not  know  that  Fuller  was  a  resident  of  and  had  voted  at  College  Hill  f 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  know  where  he  resided  at  that  time  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  give  him  the  straight  Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Henry  Gerke. 

W.  H.  Furry,  being  first  duly  sworn,  cleposeth  and  saith  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  My  name  is  W.  H.  Furry;  age,  thirtx-six  ;  residence,  South  Cumminsville,  Twenty- 
fifth  ward ;  a  grocer. 

Q.  State  if  you  are  acquainted  with  Joseph  Fuller,  and  what  you  know  about  his 
voting  at  the  October  election  of  this  State  and  county,  where  and  what  ticket  he  voted. 

A.  I  am  acquainted  with  Jo  Fuller  now  nearly  two  years.  I  saw  him  vote  at  the 
October  election,  in  the  afternoon,  at  Cumminsville.  I  did  not  see  his  ticket,  but  he 
said  when  he  deposited  his  vote  that  it  was  a  straight  Democratic  ticket — another  vote 
for  Banning. 

(Answer  objected  to  as  to  what  Fuller  said.) 

Q.  Where  is  the  said  Fuller  now  ? 

A.  From  what  I  know  he  is  in  jail,  in  the  custody  of  the  United  States  Marshal. 

W.  H.  Furry.

Alexander  Long,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  Alexander  Long;  sixty  years  old;  reside  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio  ;  am  attorney-at-law. 

Q.  State  what,  if  any,  connection  you  had  with  the  State  election  held  October  10th, 

1876. 

A.  I  had  no  connection  with  the  October  election,  except  that  of  a  citizen,  and  per¬ 
haps  a  little  more  active  in  my  ward  than  other  citizens.  I  have  no  official  capacity 
with  reference  to  the  election. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  not  the  recipient  of  a  large  sum  of  money,  which 
you  disbursed  as  your  judgment  dictated  for  the  benefit  of  the  Democratic  party  at  the 
October  election. 

A.  I  was  not  the  recipient  of  a  large  sum  of  money.  I  disbursed,  in  the  payment  of 
men,  all  of  whom  were  citizens  and  voters  in  the  Sixteenth  ward,  for  standing  at  the 
polls  and  holding  tickets  on  the  day  of  election,  in  the  First  and  Second  Precincts  of  t  he 
ward,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  in  each  precinct. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  sums  of  money  having  been  paid  forelection 
purpose  smother  than  those  you  have  named. 

A.  I  don’t  know  of  my  personal  knowledge;  that  is,  1  did  not  see  the  parties  receive 
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the  money  ;  but  I  was  informed  that  each  of  the  committeemen — I  mean  the  Democratic 
committeemen  in  the  Sixteenth  Ward — had  $50.00  to  spend  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
I  expended  the  $100.  In  the  same  way  I  was  informed  of  the  amount  of  money  expended 
by  the  Republican  executive  committee  in  the  ward,  and  for  the  same  purpose. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  one  James  White?  and,  if  so,  was  he  a  member  of  the 
Democratic  committee  ? 

A.  I  know  James  White,  the  detective.  I  don’t  believe  he  was  a  member  of  the  Dem¬ 
ocratic  executive  committee.  I  don’t  know  who  they  all  were. 

•  Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  received  any  money  for  services  rendered  the  Democratic 
party  at  the  October  election,  1876? 

A.  I  don’t  know  that  he  received  a  dollar. 

Q.  Have  you  not  heard,  and,  if  so,  from  whom  have  you  heard,  that  he  did  receive  a 
large  sum  of  money. 

[Objected  to.] 

A.  I  have  not  heard  from  any  one  that  he  received  a  large  sum  of  money. 

Q.  Any  money? 

[Objected  to.] 

A.  I  have  not  heard  any  one  say  that  he  gave  him  money.  I  have  heard  one  man  sav 
that  another  man  told  him  that  he  (the  other  man)  had  given  him,  some  time  after  the 
October  election,  perhaps  about  the  first  of  November,  $100.  But  the  man  who  gave  me 
this  information  said  he  did  not  know  whether  the  other  party,  who  claimed  to  have 
given  him  the  money,  had  actually  given  it  to  him  or  not,  and  that  he  had  doubts  as  to 
whether  he  had. 

,Q.  Who  was  the  party  that  so  informed  you  ? 

[Objeeted  to.] 

A.  I  don’t  think  I  ought  to  be  called  upon  to  give  the  names  of  gentlemen,  or  a  gen¬ 
tleman,  with  whom  I  had  this  conversation.  But  as  I  have  no  information  from  him,  or 
any  one  else,  that  this  $100,  if  given  at  all,  was  given  for  other  than  legitimate  purposes, 
I  will  say  that  the  name  of  the  gentleman  whom  I  heard  speak  of  the  $100,  as  above 
stated,  was  Isaac  J.  Miller,  Esq. 

Q.  Please  state  who  Isaac  J.  Miller  is,  and  what^ffiicial  position  he  held  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  October  election  aforesaid. 

A.  Isaac  J.  Miller  is  a  practicing  attorney  at  the  Hamilton  county  bar,  and  was  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Democratic  Executive  Committee. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of,  or  have  heard  of,  money  being  paid  to  one 
Dick  Hollowood,  of  Indianapolis. 

A.  I  have  no  recollection  of  ever  having  heard  of  Mr.  Hollowood’s  name,  or  of  money 
being  paid  to  him. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know,  or  have  heard  of,  money  being  paid  to  one 
Burns,  of  Chicago,  for  purposes  connected  with  the  October  election. 

A.  I  have  never  heard  of  any  man  by  that  name  from  Chicago  that  I  can  now  recall. 
I  know  of  no  money  having  been  paid  to  such  men,  or  any  other  from  Chicago,  neither 
have  I  heard  of  any  such  thing. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  have  heard  or  know  of  any  money  being  paid  to  one 
Jack  Conway,  from  New  York,  for  services  rendered  to  the  Democratic  party  at  said 
election. 

A.  I  never  heard  of  Jack  Conway,  or  such  a  man,  until  his  name  was  mentioned  by 
he  witness  Wheaton,  in  the  contest  of  Mr.  Bernard’s  case,  and  I  never  knew  or  heard  of 
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any  money  being  paid  to  him  except  what  Wheaton  testified  to,  that  Conway  told  him 
that  he  had  received  $5.00. 

Alexander  Long. 


Charles  W.  Overaker,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows  : 

,Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Charles  W.  Overaker;  34  years  old;  Mt.  Auburn,  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  bookkeeper; 
at  present  chief  deputy  in  sheriff’s  office. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  one  Charles  Young,  who  was  indicted  for  illegal 
voting,  and  was  confined  as  a  prisoner  in  the  jail  of  Hamilton  county. 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  and  speak  to  him  ? 

A.  In  passing  through  the  jail  on  business  with  the  jailer,  Young  was  pointed  out  to 
me ;  but  I  never  spoke  to  him. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  knew  that  he  was  a  witness  in  the  contested  election 
cases.  I  refer  to  those  cases  wherein  Louis  G.  Bernard,  who  claims  to  be  Clerk  elect,  W. 
P.  Wallace,  who  is  now  the  acting  Sherifi,  and  Judson  Harmon,  Esq.,  the  contestee  in 
this  case,  were  defendants. 

A.  Only  from  hearsay. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  he  was  a  witness  in  said  cases  as  well  as  you  know  there  is 
such  a  place  as  Europe  ? 

[Objected  to.] 

A.  I  am  not  as  willing  to  believe  that  lie  was  a  witness  as  I  am  to  believe  there  is 
a  country  called  Europe. 

Q.  Have  you  any  doubt  that  he  was  a  witness  in  the  .said  cases  ? 

[Objected  to.] 

A.  No,  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  it. 

Q.  Is  Young  still  in  confinement  in  the  county  jail?  If  not,  when  did  he  leave  i£, 
and  was  he  discharged  by  process  of  law  ? 

A.  I  can  not  say  positively  if  he  is  in  the  county  jail  at  present  or  not.  I  can’t  remem¬ 
ber  the  day  I  read  of  his  exit  from  the  jail. 

Q.  Did  you  not  know  that  he  had  escaped  before  you  read  of  it  in  the  newspapers  ? 

A.  That  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q  Was  there  not  a  combination  entered  into  between  It.  D.  Flannigan,  Daniel  Mc¬ 
Carthy,  turnkey  of  Hamilton  county  jail,  Thomas  English,  W.  1*.  Wallace,  acting  sher¬ 
iff,  Patrick  Moran,  one  of  the  watchmen  of  the  jail,  and  yourself  for  the  purpose  of  effect¬ 
ing  the  escape  of  said  Young  from  the  custody  of  the  United  States  Marshal,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  defeating  the  taking  of  his  testimony  in  this  and  the  other  contested  cases  ? 

[Objected  to  by  contestee.] 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that,  on  the  ground  that  1  am  instructed  by  my  counsel  not  to 
answer  questions  that  I  consider  not  relevant  to  this  ease. 

Q.  Do  you  consider  that  question  not  relevant  to  this  case  ?  and,  if  so,  on  what  ground 
do  you  so  consider  it? 

[Objected  to  on  the  ground  that  the  witness  is  not  bound  to  express  an  opinion.] 

A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  R.  D.  Flannigan. 

A.  Very  slightly. 

Q.  Have  you  paid  him  any  money  for  his  services  in  aiding  and  effecting  the  escape 
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of  Young,  and  preventing  him  from  giving  testimony  in  this  and  the  other  contested 
cases 

[Objected  to  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  material  to  the  issue.]  * 

A.  I  never  did. 

Q.  State" whether  or  not  you  recognize  Mr.  Flannigan’s  handwriting;  and  please 
examine  the  affidavit  now  handed  to  you,  and  state  whether  or  not  the  matters  therein 
stated  are  true,  or  any  part  of  them. 

[Objected  to  by  contestee.] 

A.  I  never  knew  of  any  money  being  paid  to  him,  and  further  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Please  examine  the  affidavit  now  handed  to  you  made  by  Fred.  A.  Hermau,  and 
state  whether  or  not  the  facts  therein  stated  are  true. 

[Objected  to.] 

A.  In  answer  to  that,  Flannigan  called  at  my  office,  and  asked  the  loan,  promising  to 
pay  out  of  the  first  money  he  received  by  his  labor  the  ten  dollar  bill.  I  authorized 
Fred,  to  give  him,  as  I  did  not  at  that  time  have  the  amount  with  me. 

[Answer  objected  to.] 

Q.  Please  examine  the  affidavit  made  by  Patrick  Moran,  and  state  whether  or  not 
the  matters  therein  alleged  are  true  ? 

[Objected  to.] 

A.  As  to  all,  except  where  he  mentions  my  name,  I  know  nothing  about,  and  further 
I  decline  to  answer. 

The  witness  persisting  in  his  refusal  to  answer,  though  often  requested  and  commanded 
so  to  do,  was  then  and  there  committed  for  contempt. 

Warren  Higley,  Notary  Public. 

Edward  J.  Thompson,  of  legal  age,  being  by  me  duly  sworn,  deposetli  and  saith  as 
follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  occupation,  and  place  of  residence. 

A.  Edward  J.  Thompson  :  age  twenty-eight;  occupation  drover;  and  reside  on  Water, 
near  Race. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  James  White.*  and  if  so,  state 
whether  or  not  he  had  any  conversation  with  you  concerning  the  October  election. 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  He  had  none  personally  with  me  ;  he  spoke  to  the  parties  in  the  room  generally. 

Q.  What  room  ? 

A.  It  was  a  room  in  the  building  No.  65  West  Fifth  street. 

Q.  When  did  you  go  there  ?  with  whom?  what  was  said  and  done  there  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  coutestee.) 

A.  I  went  there  the  evening  before  the  election  in  company  of  Mr.  William  Brock¬ 
man.  When  I  got  inside  there  were  between  twelve  and  fifteen  gentlemen  th£re ;  Jim 
White  came  in  there  and  said  that  he  expected  every  person  in  there  knew  wliat  they 
were  there  for.  He  expected  them  to  keep  their  mouths  shut,  and  that  they  would  get 
twenty-five  dollars  for  their  services;  and  that  they  would  get  five  dollars  that  evening, 
and  twenty  the  next  morning.  A  few  moments  afterwards,  Epli.  Holland  came  in  and 
went  into  a  side  room.  Jim  White  called  the  names,  and  each  one  went  in  separately. 
I  don’t  know  what  they  got ;  I  know  I  got  five  dollars.  He  told  us  to  come  around  the 
next  morning  at  6  A.M.  I  then  left.  I  went  there  the  next  morning.  Jim  White  was 
there,  and  there  were  eight  or  ten  other  men  who  had  been  there  the  night  before.  Jim 
White  said  that  the  money  would  be  all  right ;  that  they  should  fall  in  line,  twos  by 
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twos,  and  follow  some  one  dressed  in  a  light  suit ;  I  don’t  know  his  name.  I  walked 
down  with  some  party,  I  am  not  positive  with  whom. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State  the  names  of  as  many  as  you  know  who  were  present  on  either  occasion. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  James  White,  William  Brockman,  Frank  Morgan,  Dud.  Brennen,  Tom  Conroy, 
John  O’Brien ;  that  is  all  I  remember  of  the  night  before.  Next  morning  I  saw  all  of 
those  parties  except  Morgan  and  Brennen.  There  were  other  parties  there,  but  I  did  not 
know  who  they  were.  We  left  there  and  started  down  to  the  Fourth  Ward’s  polls,  and 
when  I  got  down  there  I  stood  there  with  Brockman  for  about  a  half  hour.  I  did  not 
see  any  of  them  vote.  I  started  this  way  with  Brockman,  and  then  went  down  to  the 
Eighth  Ward,  where  I  stayed  nearly  all  day.  I  voted  once  in  the  Second  Precinct  of  the 
Eighth  Ward,  where  I  live. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State  what,  if  any  thing,  you  saw  Brockman  do  on  election  day. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  The  only  thing  I  saw  Brockman  do  was  before  the  election,  when  he  was  speaking 
to  the  men  about  making  money ;  he  never  told  them  what  it  was  for ;  only  said,  call  at 
the  office  on  the  corner  of  Fifth  and  Lodge  Alley,  near  the  Sun  Saloon ;  he  would  bo 
around  there  and  would  see  us,  and  take  us  in  the  office. 

Q.  What  relationship  does  Brockman  bear  to  you  ? 

A.  He  is  a  brother-in-law. 

Edward  J.  Thompson. 

Richard  D.  Flanagan,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  My  name  is  R.  D.  Flanagan ;  I  am  twenty-two  years  of  age ;  residence,  18  New 

street. 

B.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Charles  Young,  who  was  a  witness  on  this  and  other  con¬ 
tested  election  cases,  and  who  escaped  from  the  United  States  Deputy  Marshal  on  the 
evening  of  the  27th  of  November,  1876  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  he  was  stopping  previous  to  the  27tli  of  November,  1876  ? 

A.  He  was  confined  in  the  county  jail,  on  a  charge  of  illegal  voting. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  how  he  escaped :  who  assisted  him ;  how  the  escape  was 
effected  ;  state  all  of  the  details. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Well,  the  first  thing  I  heard  of  it,  a  party  came  to  me  and  said,  Young  wants  to 
see  you.  Eddie  Moses  told  me  that  he  had  been  up  to  see  Westjolin  at  the  county  jail, 
and  Young  called  him  over,  “Tell  Flanagan  to  come  up  here  and  bring  me  some  whisky.’* 
I  told  Eddie,  “All  right,  I  will  be  up  there.”  The  next  thing  1  did  was  to  go  up  there 
and  bring  whisky.  Young  told  me,  says  he,  “  I  am  going  to  try  to  get  away  ;  can’t  you 
help  in  some  way  /”  He  says,  “You  and  the  parties  concerned  are  the  only  ones  I  can 
trust  in  this.”  I  said  1  would  do  any  thing  I  could.  He  said,  all  right,  to  watch  for  him 
at  corner  Longworth  and  Plum  streets  the  next  evening,  as  he  was  going  to  the  Esquire’s 
office  to  give  in  more  testimony.  1  told  him  1  would  bo  on  hand.  He  told  mo  that  I 
would  see  a  party  in  the  meantime  who  would  inform  me  what  to  do. 

The  further  taking  of  this  depositions  is  adjourned  until  the  27th  inst.,  between  the 
hours  of  8  A.M.,  and  6  P.M.

The  taking  of  this  deposition  is  resumed,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  on  this  27th 
day  of  January,  1877. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  informed  what  to  do ;  if  so,  what  was  it  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  The  party  that  I  met  told  me  to  meet  him  the  following  afternoon,  and  he  would 
tell  me  what  to  do  ;  which  I  did.  We  went  to  a  stable  and  procured  two  buggies  ;  one 
of  them  I  took,  and  the  other  party  took  the  other.  I  then  went  to  the  appointed  place 
with  the  buggy  and  waited  there  until  the  other  buggy  came  up.  Very  soon  after, 
Young  made  his  ajjpearance  with  Deputy  Marshal  Jefiries.  They  went  in  a  saloon  on 
the  northwest  corner  of  Longworth  and  Plum.  I  was  present  at  the  time.  Charley 
Young  called  for  the  drinks,  which  we  all  partook  of;  I  then  called  for  more  drinks. 
Mr.  Jetfries  wouldn’t  drink  either  time.  Charley  Young  says,  “  I  want  to  go  back  in 
the  yard  a  minute.”  Jetfries  said,  “  All  right,  Charley,  don’t  be  long,  for  we  must  go 
up  to  the  jail.”  He  said,  “Not  a  minute,  not  a  second  before  I  come  back.”  Then  I 
stood  there  talking  with  Jeffries.  I  then  got  out ;  but  in  the  meanwhile  Charley  Young 
got  into  a  buggy  and  drove  off  down  the  street.  Then  I  got  out  and  jumped  into  an¬ 
other  buggy  and  drove  down  towards  Vine  street,  and  turned  right  up  and  came  back 
to  the  saloon  again.  They  then  told  me  that  Charley  Young  had  escaped.  I  said,  “  Is 
that  so  ?”  They  said  “  Yes !  ”  Then  I  drove  off  and  took  the  buggy  home.  Afterwards 
I  came  down  by  the  jail,  and  was  there  met  by  a  party  who  handed  me  a  ten  dollar 
note,  which  I  accepted  ;  I  then  walked  down  to  the  saloon.  Walking  across  Fifth  street 
and  Plum,  I  met  Jetfries.  He  said,  “  Charley  has  got  away  from  me;  have  you  seen 
any  thing  of  him  ?”  I  told  him,  “  No,  I  didn’t  see  any  thing  of  him.”  He  says,  “  I  am 
the  sorest  man  in  this  town.”  I  says,  “  That’s  so.”  I  then  walked  away.  Met  Wallace, 
the  sheriff,  next  day  in  one  of  the  Deboldt  Exchange  doors ;  I  then  told  him  that  fellow’s 
gone,  meaning  Young.  He  then  lipped  me  two  notes,  which  amounted  to  fifteen  dol¬ 
lars — a  $5  and  a  $10. 

Q.  Who  was  the  party  who  handed  you  the  ten  dollar  bill  ? 

A.  Patrick  Moran. 

Q.  Who  is  Patrick  Moran,  and  where  is  he  employed  ? 

A.  Night  watchman  in  the  jail;  he  was  there  under  Sheriff  Springmeier,  and  is  still 

« 

there  under  Wallace. 

Q.  Who  was  the  party  which  you  say  Young  told  you  would  see  you ? 

A.  Moran,  the  watchman. 

Q.  Who  else  has  paid  you  any  money  as  a  compensation  for  aiding  in  Young’s  escape 
besides  Moran  and  Wallace  ? 

A.  That’s  all,  except  I  went  into  the  Club  House,  and  Fred.  Harmon,  the  barkeeper, 
gave  me  ten  dollars,  and  I  gave  him  a  wink,  as  much  as  to  say,  Is  that  from  Overaker  ? 
He  said  yes.  This  occurred  a  few  days  ago.  About  three  days  after  Young’s  escape  I 
got  ten  dollars  more  from  Wallace.  I  met  him  since  in  the  Atlantic  Garden  previous  to 
getting  the  last  ten  dollars,  and  had  a  conversation  with  him.  He  said  he  didn’t  know 
me,  didn’t  want  to  know  me,  didn’t  owe  me  any  thing,  and  would  give  me  no  more  after 
that  ten ;  he  thought  it  was  enough.  I  said  I  don’t  think  it  is.  With  that  we  parted. 
That  made  in  all  I  got  from  him,  personally,  twenty-five  dollars. 

Q.  Where  did  you  get  the  buggy  of  which  you  speak  ? 

A.  I  can’t  tell  the  name  of  the  street  it  is  on,  but  I  can  show  where  the  stable  is,  or 
go  to  it. 
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Q.  Who  paid  for  the  buggy,  if  you  know,  and  how  much  was  paid? 

A.  I  do  not  know  who  paid  for  the  huggy,  nor  how  much  was  paid.  No  questions  at 
the  stable  were  asked  me. 

(Counsel  for  contestee,  objecting  to  and  protesting  against  the  calling  of  the  foregoing 
witness  in  this  case,  and  against  the  testimony  he  has  given  herein,  because  it  does  not 
relate  in  any  way  to  the  matter  in  issue  herein,  hut  is  wholly  irrelevant  thereto,  and  in 
no  way  relates  to  this  contestee,  declines  for  the  present  to  cross-examine  said  witness, 
reserving  the  right,  however,  to  do  so  hereafter  if  he  so  desires.) 

R.  D.  Flanigan. 

James  Markward,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  My  name  is  James  Markward  ;  am  sixteen  years  old  ;  live  at  336  Lime  street,  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio  ;  a  carriage-maker — a  helper  working  at  it. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  remember  the  last  October  election  ;  if  so,  did  you  take 
any  part  in  it?  and  state  fully  any  knowledge  you  may  have  of  the  casting  of  illegal 
votes  at  said  election. 

(The  last  part  of  question  objected  to.) 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  remember.  I  took  no  part  in  it.  I  know  one  young  man  by  the  name 
of  Johnny  Marks,  who  voted  in  the  Fourteenth  ward,  second  precinct.  I  didn’t  see  him 
vote  at  the  polls.  He  told  us  all  that  he  voted  in  the  Fourteenth  ward  and  second  pre¬ 
cinct. 

(The  last  part  objected  to.) 

Q.  How  old  was  said  Johnny  Marks  at  the  time  of  the  election,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  exactly  how  old  he  was.  I  think  he  was  about  nineteen  years  old. 

James  Markward. 

George  Kirk,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  My  name  is  George  Kirk;  am  forty  years  old;  live  at  79  vrest  Fifth  street ;  am  a 

laborer. 

Q.  State  vThat  connection  you  had  with  the  last  October  election,  and  all  you  know 
about  illegal  voting  or  repeating  done  that  day. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  was  employed  to  work  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct,  Eighth  ward,  October 
10,  1876.  Well,  all  I  know  is  they  came  there  and  voted  in  that  precinct.  After  they 
voted  there  they  started  down  Race  to  Front  street.  Mr.  Quinton  told  me  to  follow  them 
to  the  other  precinct,  and  see  whether  they  voted  there  or  not.  1  did  so.  I  saw  them 
go  up  and  vote;  and  after  they  voted  they  went  up  Plum  street  as  far  as  Second  street. 
They  came  along  Second  to  Race  ;  then  they  came  up  Race  towards  Third  street.  1  didn’t 
follow  them  any  further.  I  vreut  to  the  polls  to  work. 

Q.  State  how  many  were  in  the  party,  and  give  their  names  if  you  can. 

A.  There  were  three  or  four.  I  don’t  know  the  names  of  any  only  Brockman. 

CrOHH-Examina  lion . 

Q.  Are  you  white  or  colored  ? 

A.  I  am  a  colored  man. 

Q.  You  say  you  are  a  laborer  and  live  at  No.  79  wrest,  Fifth  street  ?  What  do  you  do 
as  laborer,  for  whom  do  you  do  it,  and  what  is  No.  79  west  Fifth  street  ? 

A.  I  clean  houses.  I  have  a  room  at  No.  79  west  Fifth  street.  1  work  all  over  town 
I  clean  house  for  various  prominent  people. 
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Q.  You  say  in  your  examination  in  cliief  that  “they  came  there  and  voted,”  etc.,  at 
the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighth  ward  ?  Whom  do  you  refer  to  ? 

A.  I  refer  to  Mr.  Brockman  and  the  young  men  that  were  with  him. 

Q.  ■  What  Brockman  ?  Give  his  full  name. 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  know  his  other  name. 

Q.  Is  it  the  same  man  who  testified  in  this  case  the  other  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  were  you  employed  about  at  the  polls  you  refer  to  ? 

A.  I  was  employed  to  work  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Who  employed  you,  for  how  much,  and  what  do  you  mean  by  working  the  Repub¬ 
lican  ticket  ? 

A.  Mr.  John  Kebber ;  for  five  dollars.  That  is  what  I  got — I  mean  to  hold  Repub¬ 
lican  tickets. 

Q.  What  was  your  station  ? — where  did  you  stand  while  holding  tickets  ? 

A.  I  stood  most  of  the  time — well,  I  didn’t  stand  any  place  in  particular.  I  was  back 
and  forth  between  the  corner  of  Second  and  Race  and  the  engine-house  where  the  polls 
were. 

Q.  What  time  was  it  that  Brockman  and  the  others  came  down  and  voted  as  you  say  ? 
A.  I  don’t  know  really  what  time  in  the  day  it  was.  I  think  it  was  some  time  in  the 
middle  of  the  day. 

Q.  Did  you  know  any  of  the  men  with  Brockman  ? 

A.  I  don’t.  I  don’t  think  I  ever  saw  them  before. 

Q.  Where  were  you  when  they  voted  at  the  first  precinct? — how  near  the  polls! 

A.  I  was  about  ten  feet  off. 

Q.  What  names  did  the  men  give  in  voting  at  your  precinct  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  recollect  what  names  they  gave. 

Q.  Don’t  you  recollect  any  of  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  names  did  they  give  in  voting  at  the  other  precinct  ? 

A.  I  wasn’t  close  enough  to  hear  the  names  they  gave.  I  only  saw  them  give  in  their 
tickets. 

Q.  How  far  were  you  off  when  they  voted  the  last  time  ? 

A.  I  must  have  been  at  least  about  thirty  or  forty  feet  off. 

Q.  What  did  you  say  or  do  when  you  saw  them  voting  the  second  time  ? 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  say  any  thing.  They  came  up  Plum  to  Second  after  voting,  and 
then  back  Second  to  Race. 

Q.  Did  you  challenge  them,  or  tell  any  one  else  to  do  so  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  challenge  them ;  no,  sir ;  I  didn’t,  because  I  was  only  told  to  follow  them. 
Q.  Why  didn’t  you  keep  on  following  them  then  ? 

A.  Well,  because  I  was  working  then  in  that  ward,  and  I  was  only  told  to  follow 
them  to  the  second  precinct. 

Q.  Who  is  this  Mr.  Quinton,  who  told  you  to  follow  them? 

A.  His  name  is  James  Quinton.  I  think  he  is  ticket  agent  at  Robinson’s  Circus. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  one  you  knew  at  the  second  precinct  of  your  ward  when  you  fol¬ 
lowed  these  men  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  didn’t. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them,  or  any  of  them,  speak  to  any  one  at  the  second  precinct  polls? 
A.  No,  sir;  I  didn’t. 

Q.  Were  any  of  them  challenged  or  questioned  at  either  place  ? 
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A.  I  didn’t  see  one  challenged  or  questioned  at  either  place. 

Q.  Did  you  set  some  one  else  to  following  them  when  you  left  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  didn’t.  I  came  back  to  the  corner  of  Second  and  Race,  and  told  some 
of  them  there  about  it. 

Q.  Who  did  you  tell  about  it  first  that  caused  you  to  be  a  witness  here  ? 

A.  I  told  Mr.  Quinton  about  it  when  I  saw  him. 

Q.  When  was  that  ? 

A.  Yesterday,  I  believe. 

Q.  Did  you  tell  any  one  else  about  it ? 

A.  .Yes,  sir ;  I  told  Mr.  Kebler  about  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  fraudulent  votes  being  cast  in  your  precinct  for  the  Repub¬ 
lican  ticket ? 

A.  No,  sir:  I  don’t.  I  don’t  know  whether  these  men  voted  the  Republican  ticket  or 
the  Democratic  ticket.  I  don’t  know  which. 

Q.  Is  it  not.  a  fact  that  other  men  voted  in  your  precinct  that  day  who  had  no  right 
to  vote  there,  and  voted  Republican  tickets? 

A.  Not  as  I  know  of.  / 

Q.  Don  t  you  know  it  to  be  a  fact  that  a  largejnumber  of  colored  men  voted  there 
who  did  not  live  in  the  ward,  and  others  who  had  not  lived  there  long  enough  to  be 
voters. 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don’t  know  of  any  of  them  voting  there  who  had  no  right  to  vote ;  a 
good  many  of  them  were  cheated  out  of  their  right  to  vote  there. 


lie-cross  examination. 


Q.  State  whether  or  not  if  each  colored  man  who  offered  to  vote  was  not  challenged. 
A.  Yes,  sir,  there  were,  all  but  two  that  1  saw,  and  I  saw  nearly  every  colored  man 
that  voted.  I  did  not  go  to  dinner.  I  was  absent  for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  at  the 
other  polls;  that  was  all  I  was  absent  from  six  in  the  morning  till  six  in  the  evening. 

G.  M.  Kirk. 


Patrick  Moran,  being  first  duly  sworn, testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Thirty-two  years  of  age ;  live  at  No.  175  Broadway;  am  watchman  in  the  county 


jail. 

Q.  When  were  you  appointed  to  that  position  and  who  by  ? 

A.  By  the  County  Commissioners,  in  1875. 

Q.  Under  whom  are  you  now  acting  there? 

A.  Under  Sheriff  Wallace. 

* 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Charles  Young,  who  was  confined  in  the  county  jail  by 
virtue  of  a  commitment  from  the  United  States  Court,  on  a  charge  of  illegal  voting. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  his  having  been  a  witness  in  this  and  the  other 
contested  election  cases. 

A.  Yes,  I  knew  he  was. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  how  he  eseaped  ;  if  so,  state  it  fully. 

A.  Yes,  I  know  how  he  escaped.  He  got  away  in  a  horse  and  buggy. 

Q.  Who  procured  the  horse  and  buggy  ?  From  where  was  it  procured  ?  From  where 
did  he  escape  ?  In  short,  tell  all  the  circumstances,  from  the  first  act  till  the  last. 

A.  He  escaped  from  the  saloon  at  the  corner  of  Longworth  and  Plum.  I  procured 
two  buggies  from  Hackman  Slustenberg,  No.  450  Walnut  street.  An  official,  whose 
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name  I  will  not  mention,  spoke  to  me  about  the  escape  of  Young.  He  said,  “  Young 
wants  to  go.  Get  him  away.”  Young  said  he  had  plenty  of  chances  to  beat  the  Marshal, 
and  said  the  parties  were  damn  frauds  that  would  not  get  him  out  of  this.  I  got  money 
to  furnish  two  vehicles  to  take  him  away.  The  idea  of  two  buggies  was,  one  to  make 
a  break  past  the  house,  as  a  stall,  or  blind,  and  then  he  was  to  be  got  in  the  other  and 
taken  away.  Young  told  me  he  would  make  the  start  from  Plum  and  Longwortli.  He 
told  me  to  have  the  buggies  there. 

Q.  How  much  money  was  furnished  you  to  effect  the  escape  ? 

A.  There  was  thirty-one  from  one  party  and  ten  from  another. 

Q.  Who  furnished  you  with  the  ten  dollars  ?  • 

A.  Charles  W.  Overaker. 

Q.  Who  is  he  ? 

A.  He  was  book-keeper  under  the  then  Sheriff,  Mr.  Springmeier,  and  is  now  chief 
deputy  under  Sheriff  Wallace. 

Q.  Who  furnished  the  thirty-one  dollars  ? 

A.  I  will  not  name  him.  It  was  the  same  official  I  referred  to  a  few  moments  ago. 

Q.  Who  was  present  and  assisted  at  the  time  of  the  escape  ? 

A.  There  were  two  in  the  saloon — Mocky  Flanagan  and  Tom  English.  The  sam 
parties  assisted  in  the  escape. 

Q.  State  what  Charles  W.  Overaker  said  to  you,  and  what  you  said  to  Overaker,  in 
regard  to  the  escape  of  Charles  Young. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  After  I  came  back,  I  met  Charles  Overaker.  I  said  the  job  was  done.  He  said  : 
“  Go  away ;  I  don’t  want  to  talk  to  you,  at  all.”  Then,  the  next  morning,  I  went  to  him 
to  get  the  pay  for  the  buggies.  He  hadn’t  the  money  then,  and  told  me  to  call  around 
after  awhile.  I  was  around  there  in  the  afternoon,  and  got  the  money.  As  I  said  before, 
it  was  ten  dollars. 

Pat.  Moran. 

The  further  taking  of  this  deposition  is  adjourned,  until  Monday,  the  29th  day  of 
January,  1877.

The  further  taking  of  this  deposition  is  resumed,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  this  29th 
day  of  January,  1877. 

Patrick  Moran  continues  his  testimony,  as  follows  : 

The  witness  states  that,  upon  reflection,  he  is  not  certain  about  having  received  the 
thirty-one  dollars  he  has  spoken  of,  aud  that  he  thinks  it  was  more  than  thirty-one 
dollars. 

Q.  State  what  other  officers,  connected  with  the  jail,  or  sheriff's  officer,  you  have 
talked  with  about  the  escape  of  Young,  either  before  or  after  his  escape. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  talked  with  only  one  official  before  his  escape  ;  the  one  I  before  referred  to.  I 
now  recall  that  I  spoke  to  one  other  party,  Charlie  Overaker,  and  said  I’d  better  go  up 
and  get  the  buggies  up  to  Dustenberg’s ;  and  he  told  me  to  charge  them  to  the  jail  or 
sheriff’s  office.  We  always  get  the  buggies  there  to  take  the  lunatics  to  the  asylum.  I 
asked  Overaker  where  I  should  get  the  buggies,  and  said  I  wanted  the  money  to  pay  for 
them.  He  said,  go  to  Dustenberg’s,  aud  have  them  charged  to  the  sheriff  s  office  or  jail. 
I  said  I  didn’t  want  to  do  that,  as  they’d  find  it  out  on  me — that  I  d  get  them  on  my 
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own  responsibility.  After  Flanagan  liad  taken  his  buggy,  I  came  down  to  the  sheriff’s 
office  and  saw  Charlie  Overaker,  and  he  told  me  that  Charlie  Young  had  gone  over 
home,  and  I  said  the  buggy  had  gone  down  with  Flanagan.  I  said,  I’ll  soon  find  out  if 
Charlie  has  gone  over  home.  I  went  over  to  the  jail,  and  found  he  was  not  there.  Then 
I  went  up  and  got  my  buggy,  and  drove  down  to  the  place  appointed,  corner  Plum  and 
Longworth. 

Q.  State  what,  if  anything,  you  said  to  William  Pitt  Wallace,  and  what  he  said  to 
you,  concerning  the  escape  of  Young. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  After  locking  up,  that  following  eve,  I  came  down  stairs.  I  told  Mr.  Wallace  that 
Charlie  Young  was  gone.  He  said,  I  know  it.  Mr.  Wallace  was  then  standing  in  the 
body  of  the  'jail,  inside  the  gate.  Mr.  Wallace  never  said  anything  else  to  me  about  it. 

[Counsel  for  contestee  making  the  same  protest  and  objection  to  this  witness  and  his 
testimony,  which  he  has  heretofore  made  to  R.  D.  Flanagan  and  his  testimony,  declines 
to  cross-examine.  ] 

Pat.  Moran. 

Richard  C.  Rohner,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith,  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  business. 

A.  Richard  C.  Rohner;  age,  thirty-nine  years;  residence,  570  West  Ninth  Street, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio ;  am  City  Clerk  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  have  charge  of  the  ballot-boxes  used  in  the  city  of 
Cincinnati,  at  the  October  election,  held  in  this  State  and  Hamilton  County,  on  the  10th 
of  October,  1876. 

A.  I  have  charge  of  fifty-one  ballot-boxes,  returned  to  me,  or  delivered  to  me,  on  the 
11th  and  12th  days  of  October,  1876,  that,  I  think,  without  having  made  any  examin¬ 
ation,  are  the  ballot-boxes  sent  out  by  me,  prior  to  the  10th  day  of  October,  for  use  at 
the  fifty-one  precincts  of  the  city  upon  that  election  day. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  received  a  subpoena  duces  tecum  in  this  case,  to  bring  and 
produce  the  ballot-box  used,  and  the  ballots  cast,  at  the  First  Precinct  of  the  Fourth 
Ward,  at  the  said  election. 

A.  I  received  a  subpoena  duces  tecum  to  produce  the  things  stated  in  the  question. 

Q.  Have  you  complied  with,  or  are  you  willing  to  comply  with,  the  order  contained 
in  said  subpoena? 

A.  Without  intending  any  disrespect  to  any  of  the  parties,  and  acting  under  tin*  legal 
advice  of  counsel,  I  decline  to  produce  the  ballot-box  mentioned  in  the  subpoena,  the  con¬ 
tents  whereof  I  have  no  knowledge — that  is  to  say,  whether  the  box  contains  ballots  cast, 
or  not,  at  said  election.  If,  however,  the  said  ballots  may  be  contained  in  the  box,  I  hold 
them  in  my  custody,  as  clerk  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  am  not  bound  to  produce 
them  or  the  box. 

Q.  State  whether  this  box  is  the  same  delivered  to  you  by  the  judges  of  election,  and 
represented  by  them  to  contain  the  ballots  cast  at  said  precinct  on  said  election  day. 

(The.  last  part  of  question  objected  to.) 

A.  Not  having  the  box  before  me,  can  not  say. 

Richard  C.  Rohner. 

[The  counsel  for  contestee  hereby  wishes  to  state  that  the  witness,  in  stating  that  ho  is 
acting  under  the  advice  of  counsel,  is  not  acting  under  the  advice  of  contestee  or  his 
counsel;  that  contestee  does  not  object  to  the  production  of  the  ballots  cast  at  the 
October  election,  A.D.  1876,  but,  on  the  contrary,  requests  the  witness  to  produce  the  bal 
lots,  if  he  has  them  in  his  possession,  reserving,  however,  the  rigl.it  to  make  any  objection 
as  to  legality  or  incompetency.] 
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[Counsel  for  contestant  states  that  the  counsel  that  appeared  for  the  witness  Richard 
Rhoner,  was  also  counsel  for  William  P.  Wallace,  a  contestee  in  the  case  of  Wallace  v. 

Taylor,  and,  during  the  taking  of  testimony  before  the  magistrates,  that  the  counsel  for 

■ 

the  several  coutestees  were  in  daily  and  hourly  consultation.] 

J.  E.  Wentzel,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  present  occupation. 

A.  J.  E.  Wentzel;  age,  thirty-five  years;  live  in  the  twenty-fifth  Ward;  my  busi¬ 
ness  is  United  States  store-keeper  at  the  present  time. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  in  this  city  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876,  and 
what,  if  any  thing,  you  know  about  illegal  voting  or  repeating  done  that  day. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  was  in  the  city — was  one  of  the  challenging  committee  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward 
polls;  I  know  that  Joe  Fuller  voted  there,  not  having  any  right  to  do  so,  as  he  had  voted 
at  College  Hill  on  the  same  day. 

Q.  Where  did  said  Fuller  live  at  the  time  of  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  College  Hill  or  Mt.  Airy ;  I  know  that  he  didn’t  live  in  the  Twenty- 
fifth  Ward  at  that  time. 

Q.  State  any  other  cases  of  illegal  voting  at  said  election,  if  you  know. 

A.  I  don’t  know  of  any  other. 

Q.  State  whether  one  John  Eger  voted  in  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward,  and  if  so,  state  all 
the  facts  you  know  concerning  his  voting  there. 

A.  Well,  his  name  is  on  the  poll-books;  I  suppose  he  voted;  I  did  not  see  him  vote. 
At  the  November  election  I  saw  that  his  naturalization  papers  were  dated  in  November, 
some  time  after  the  October  election. 

(Answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  these  two  men  voted  at  the  October  election. 

A.  They  both  voted  the  Democratic  ticket* 

Cross-Examination. 

Q.  Do  you  know  this  man  Fuller,  of  whom  you  speak  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  where  he  lived,  or  that  he  does  not  live  in 
the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  ? 

A.  At  the  time  of  the  October  election,  to  my  knowledge,  he  did  not  live  in  the 
Twenty-fifth  Ward. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  vote  at  College  Hill? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  only  heard  it.  I  saw  him  vote  in  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward;  I  was  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  feet  away. 

Q.  Is  he  not  a  Republican,  and  did  he  not  vote  that  ticket  at  College  Hill  ? 

A.  He  is  a  Republican,  and  I  learn  that  he  voted  that  ticket  at  College  Hill,  but  they 
vot  him  full  of  whisk v  at  Cumminsville  (our  ward)  and  he  voted  the  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Did  you  see  or  read  the  ticket  he  voted  in  your  ward  ? 

A,  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  he  voted  the  Democratic  ticket  in  your  ward,  then  ? 

A.  Only  from  heresay,  and  the  fact  that  it  was  a  Democratic  worker  who  had  him  in 
charge — a  man  by  the  name  of  Groke,  but  I  don’t  think  Groke  knew  it  was  an  illegal 
vote.  I  don’t  think  he  would  do  a  thing  of  that  kind  knowingly. 

Q.  How  long  had  John  Eger  you  speak  of  lived  in  your  ward  ? 
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A.  I  couldn’t  tell  that.  He  had  been  there  some  time,  a  year  or  more. 

Q.  Had  he  ever  voted  before  in  your  ward  ? 

A.  I  think  he  had. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  Eger  voted  the  Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  Heresay. 

J.  E.  Wentz  el. 

J.  C.  Jacoby,  being  first  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  J.  C.  Jacoby,  age  34,  agent,  lives  at  210  West  Fifth  street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  State  what  know,  if  any  thing,  of  illegal  voting  at  the  election  held  in  this  State 
and  county  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  was  a  Republican  challenger  at  the  first  precinct,  Eighteenth  Ward.  There  was 
a  man  voted  in  the  afternoon  giving  his  residence  at  160  West  Third.  I  know  positively 
that  no  person  lives  at  that  number  on  that  street.  It  is  a  carpenter  shop — a  shanty. 
One  of  the  judges  and  myself  went  to  this  number,  and  neither  could  find  any  such  per¬ 
son  there  nor  anywhere  in  the  ward.  I  don’t  remember  the  name  of  the  man  so  voting, 
but  should  know  him  if  I  should  see  him. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  this  man  voted. 

A.  Yes ;  an  open  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  of  any  thing  further  about  the  casting  of  illegal  votes  or  the 
preventing  of  legal  voters  from  casting  their  votes  at  said  election  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  There  was  a  legal  voter  there — a  colored  man — holding  a  Republican  ticket  which 
I  gave  him,  who  offered  his  vote,  was  challenged,  and  questioned  by  the  judges.  Two 
of  the  judges  claimed  his  vote  should  be  received,  and  one  refused.  Whereupon  a  scuffle 
ensued  between  the  judges,  the  Democratic  judge,  C.  M.  Davis,  taking  hold  of  Mr. 
Neave,  one  of  the  Republican  judges,  Mr.  Rudolph,  the  other  Republican  judge,  inter¬ 
fering,  and  in  the  meantime  the  colored  voter  was  pulled  away  by  Democratic  ticket- 
holders,  and  his  vote  was  not  put  in. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  What  name  did  the  man  you  first  refer  to  give  when  he  voted? 

A.  I  do  not  know ;  I  don’t  recollect. 

Q.  Was  he  challenged  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  by  myself. 

Q.  Was  he  asked  the  usual  questions  ? 

A.  Ho  was. 

Q.  Did  the  judges  then  receive  his  vote  ? 

A.  One  of  them  did. 

Q.  Did  the  answers  he  gave  to  such  questions  show  that  he  had  been  a  resident  of 
the  State  of  Ohio  for  one  year,  of  Hamilton  county  for  thirty  days,  and  of  said  ward  for 

twenty  (lays  ? 

A.  I  believe  he  did. 

Q.  Was  he  sworn  before  answering  ? 

A.  He  was. 

Q.  When  was  it  you  and  the  judge  went  to  look  whether  lie  lived  at  No.  160  West 
Third  street  ? 

A.  I  went  the  next  day,  and  so  did  the  judge,  but  not  both  together. 
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Q.  Might  you  not  possibly  have  been  mistaken  in  either  the  street  or  number? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  read  his  ticket  ? 

A.  I  read  the  most  of  it — all  the  top  part  of  it.  It  was  a  regular  Democratic  ticket, 
such  as  I  had  seen  hundreds  of  that  day. 

Q.  You  don’t  mean  you  read  it,  but  that  you  saw  it. 

A.  I  saw  it,  and  read  part  of  it. 

Q.  How  did  you  come  to  read  it  if  you  had  seen  hundreds  like  it  that  day  ? 

A.  I  couldn’t  very  well  help  it ;  it  was  there  before  me.  He  came  right  up  there  be¬ 
fore  me  with  it  in  his  hand. 

Q.  I  ask  how  you  came  to  read  it,  not  how  you  came  to  see  it. 

A.  Well,  I  read  most  any  thing  that  comes  before  me. 

Q.  What  was  the  dispute  about  among  the  judges  about  the  colored  man? 

A.  About  additional  evidence. 

Q.  About  what  ? 

A.  I  won’t  be  positive.  I  don’t  know.  It  was  about  additional  evidence  about  some 
thing.

time  and  place  in  the  annexed  notice  specified,  and  were  continued  from  day  to  day,  as 
above  set  forth ;  that  I  am  not  counsel,  attorney,  or  relative  of  either  party,  or  other¬ 
wise  interested  in  the  event  of  this  suit. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  official  seal,  this  29th  day  of 
January,  A  D.  1877.

George  W.  Ryan,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  what  has  been  your  occupation  for  the 
past  several  years  ? 

A.  George  W.  Ryan  ;  thirty-one  years  of  age;  reside:  ce,  82  Sloo  street  ;  I  have  been 
detective  on  the  police  force  for  the  last  three  years. 

Q.  Were  you  in  this  city  on  the  10th  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  part  in  the  election  held  on  that  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  voted. 

Q.  What  were  you  doing  on  that  day  ?  Where  did  yon  remain  ? 

A.  I  was  all  over  town  that  day  in  the  moring. 

Q.  Please  make  a  statement  of  any  facts  connected  with  said  election,  and  especially 
regarding  the  casting  of  illegal  votes,  or  of  repeating,  or  of  procuring  persons  to  repeat, 
or  any  other  facts  connected  with  the  fraudulent  conduct  in  the  said  election. 

A.  I  had  information  the  day  before  the  election  that  there  would  be  an  organized 
gang  of  repeaters — a  gang  of  repeaters  organized  to  do  work  on  that  day  for  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party.  I  knew  of  two  different  organizations  that  were  here,  from  information 
that  I  had.  I  was  employed  by  the  Republican  Executive  Committee  to  ferret  these  out 
and  try  to  suppress  them.  The  morning  of  the  election  myself,  John  Ryan,  and  William 
Carey  were  out  at  the  door  of  No.  65  Fifth  street.  There  was  a  room  in  that  building 
occupied  by  James  White  as  a  detective  agency;  there  were  thirty-five  or  forty  men  in 
that  room  all  night;  were  hired  for  that  purpose;  I  knew  this,  and  went  there  to  try  to 
suppress  it.  I  went  first,  at  six  o’clock  in  the  morning,  to  the  Republican  headquarters, 
to  R.  H.  Stephenson,  and  wanted  him  to  give  me  some  men  for  to  assist  me.  My  agree¬ 
ment  was  to  make  no  arrests,  simply  to  point  these  people  out,  and  they  was  to  follow 
and  arrest  them  themselves.  I  went  three  or  four  times  that  morning,  but  could  get 
nobody  but  two  men,  James  Quintin  and  Wash.  Bennett.  Quintin  followed  these  men 
out  of  65  Fifth  street ;  followed  six  or  seven  different  gangs.  I  left  Fifth  street  about 
twelve  o’clock. 

Q.  How  many  men  did  you  say  were  in  White’s  rooms? 

A.  I  was  not  in  the  room.  Carey  was  in  the  room  and  came  out  at  six  o’clock  in  the 
morning.  lie  says  to  me,  “That  looks  like  a  beehive  up  there;  there's  very  near  fifty 
men  in  those  rooms.” 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  White  taking  any  men  to  the  polls  himself. 

A.  Well,  I  seen  White  leave  with  three  or  four  men,  but  what  he  done  with  them  I 

don’t  know. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  White  previous  to  the  election  as  to  what  ho 
was  doing  or  going  to  do  in  connection  with  the  election  ? 

A.  White  said  lie  was  going  to  make  some  money  out  of  it.  He  was  trying  to  get  up 
a  party  for  the  purpose  of  repeating. 
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Q.  State  fully  all  that  White  said  to  you  aud  you  to  White  in  regard  to  the  matter  of 
repeating. 

A.  Well,  it  has  been  so  long  that  I  can  not  remember  the  exact  conversation.  The 
substance  of  the  conversation  was  that  White  was  to  be  the  boss  of  a  gang  of  repeaters 
that  were  to  be  raised  for  to  vote  the  Democratic  ticket.  I  was  in  White’s  room  that  day 
and  saw  the  desk  filled  with  Democratic  tickets.  It  was  arranged  so  that  the  First  Dis¬ 
trict  tickets  laid  on  top,  and  down  below  the  Second  Dictrict,  and  marked  at  every  dis¬ 
trict.  I  saw,  also,  in  White’s  room,  the  names  of  these  men  lying  there  on  the  table,  sep¬ 
arate,  that  he  had  taken  down. 

Q.  Were  any  of  the  names  on  the  tickets  in  White’s  room  scratched  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  straight  Democratic  tickets. 

Q.  Please  examine  the  ticket  now  handed  to  you  and  say  whether  or  not  that  is  a  fac 
simile  of  the  ticket  used  by  White  or  in  White’s  office  on  election  day. 

A.  That  is  a  fac  simile  of  the  ticket  exactly. 

Q.  For  which  District  ? 

A.  The  First  District. 

Q.  And  the  other  tickets  ? 

A.  Were  the  same  as  this,  with  the  exception  of  Banning’s  name  in  the  place  of  Say- 
ler’s,  in  the  Second  District. 

Q.  What  statements  have  you  heard  White  make  since  the  election  as  to  the  number 
of  votes  cast  by  the  persons  who  had  been  going  from  his  office? 

A.  I  have  heard  him  say  that  there  was  three  or  four  hundred  votes  cast. 

Q.  How  many  votes  did  White  say  he  could  prove  that  he  had  the  names  of  the  per¬ 
sons  voting  ? 

A.  I  heard  him  say,  in  this  office,  in  your  presence,  that  he  could  prove  there  were 
three  hundred  and  eignteen  illegal  votes  cast  before  10  o’clock  in  the  morning ;  that  he 
had  the  names  of  the  parties  on  a  paper — their  names  and  some  of  the  names  under 
v^hich  they  voted.  He  said  that  for  a  certain  amount  of  money  he  could  give  the  names 
they  voted  under. 

Q.  How  did  he  say  he  got  the  names? 

A.  He  sent  people  along  with  these  men  to  get  the  names,  so  as  to  protect  himself, 
and  said  that  he  was  no  sucker. 

Q.  For  how  much  money  did  he  offer  to  furnish  that  evidence  ? 

A.  I  won’t  be  sure,  but  I  think  one  thousand  dollars.  You  can  tell  better  yourself 
what  the  amount  was. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  White  have  any  other  conversations  than  those  you  have  already  de¬ 
tailed?  If  so,  who  were  they  with? 

A.  He  had  a  conversation  with  Lew  Weir.  I  saw  him  talking  with  Lew  Weir.  He 
has  talked  with  him  on  several  occasions  about  it. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  talked  with  you  about  negotiating  for  a  sale  of  this  evi- 


dence. 

A. 

Yes ;  he  said  he  could  upset  the  whole 

election,  and  would  do  it  if  he  got  paid 

for  it. 

Q. 

State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted 

with  one  Ed.  Bums. 

A. 

Yes,  sir. 

Q. 

Where  is  he  from  ? 

A. 

From  Chicago. 

Q. 

What  is  he  ? 

A. 

A  confidence  man  and  a  thief. 
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Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  was  here  on  election  day  ;  if  so,  state  fully  whatever  you 
•lay  know  about  him. 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  saw  him  the  day  before  the  election.  I  saw  him  here  previously  at  the 
prize  fight.  I  saw  him  on  the  day  before  the  election.  He  said  he  was  here  with  a 
I>arty  from  Indianapolis. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  in  confidential  relations  with  Burns. 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  known  him  now  about  five  years. 

Q.  State  fully  any  conversation  you  had  with  him ;  state  what,  if  any  thing,  you  saw 
him  do  on  election  day,  and  what  statements  he  made  to  you  after  the  election  was 
over,  if  any. 

A.  I  saw  him  the  day  before  the  election.  He  said  he  was  here  with  a  party  ;  that 
he  had  not  received  any  money  as  yet,  and  if  he  didn’t  get  the  money  the  morning  of 
the  election  he  was  not  going  to  do  any  thing.  I  met  him  at  Seventh  and  Main,  in  a 
>ar- room.  There  is  a  bar-room  at  the  south-west  corner,  and  there  were  about  twenty 
or  thirty  men  in  there.  He  says,  “These  are  all  my  fellows.”  I  took  a  drink  with 
about  ten  or  twelve.  He  said  he  was  here ;  that  this  party  was  sent  tor,  and  he  had 
brought  these  people  here  for  to  do  some  repeating.  The  next  day  1  saw  him  about  one 
o’clock  on  the  election  day,  with  seven  or  eight  men,  on  Central  avenue  and  George.  In 
she  conversation  I  asked  him  what  he  was  doing.  He  says,  “  Well,  I  am  hard  at  work, 
and  doiug  pretty  well.”  The  reason  I  wrent  with  this  man  was,  I  had  received  at  that 
time  no  money  from  the  Republican  committee,  and  I  knew  that  I  had  to  make  some 
kind  of  a  showing  or  I  would  receive  no  pay.  I  went  with  this  man — he  had  six  or 
seven  men  with  him — to  the  Nineteenth  ward,  both  precincts,  to  the  Twentieth  ward, 
both  precincts,  to  the  Fifteenth  Ward,  one  precinct — at  the  engine-house  on  Cutter 
street — to  the  Eighth  ward,  one  precinct,  and  the  engine-house  here  at  Sixth  and  Vine — 
the  Ninth  ward.  I  saw  these  men  vote,  and  saw  Burns  vote.  In  the  Twentieth  ward 
three  of  them  were  challenged,  and  swore  their  votes  in.  In  the  Nineteenth  ward  one 
of  them  was  challenged.  In  the  Fifteenth  ward  one  or  two  of  them  were  challenged. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  after  the  polls  closed,  or  after  he  had  ceased  working  on  that 
day  ? 

A.  I  left  him  about  six  o’clock.  I  saw  him  afterwards — him  and  another  party _ at 

the  I.  &  C.  depot. 

Q.  What  statement  did  he  make,  if  any,  concerning  the  work  done — w^ork  at  the 
election — and  the  money  he  received  ? 

A.  He  says,  “  I  never  was  so  tired  in  my  life.  I  have  been  all  over  this  town.”  1 
asked  him  how  much  he  had  got.  He  says,  “  I  have  done  pretty  well,  for  I  have  got 
Beven  hundred  dollars  in  my  kick.” 

Q.  What  ticket  did  Burns  have  ?  And  did  those  men  vote  that  were  with  him  1 

A.  They  voted  the  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  Hall,  who  testified  as  a  w  itness  in 
the  contested  election  case  between  Taylor  and  Wallace. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  on  election  day  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  on  Central  avenue  with  three  or  four  men,  about  half-past  one  on  elec¬ 
tion  day. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  writh  him? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Hall  subsequent  to  the  election,  and  pre¬ 
vious  to  his  testifying?  and  it  so,  to  whom  did  you  tell  it?  and  what  was  it  about  ? 
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A.  I  knew  Hall  was  one  of  tlie  parties  that  steered  these  men.  I  have  had  a  conver- 
versation  with  him  two  or  three  tiwes  since  the  election  about  it. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  John  Conway. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  was  he  ?  What  did  he  do  for  a  living?  Where  does  he  live? 

A.  In  the  first  place,  he  is  a  three-card  monte  man  ;  his  place  of  residence,  I  think,  is 
York.  I  know  he  has  not  a  residence  here.  He  is  a  gambler. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  his  taking  any  part  in  the  election  held  in  this 
city  on  the  10th  of  October? 

A.  I  knew  that  he  had  a  gang  with  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how'  many  ? 

A.  I  saw  bim  with  four  myself  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward — four  or  five. 

Q.  Wliat  did  you  see  him  doing  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward  ? 

A.  Saw  him  voting. 

Q.  Are  there  any  circumstances  connected  with  that  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  was  standing  there  talking  to  Luke  Brannan,  one  of  the  Republican 
challenging  committee,  and  Conway  come  up  with  three  or  four  more  behind  him.  Con¬ 
way’s  vote  was  challenged.  I  think  Brannan  challenged  it,  and  after  he  swore  his  vote 
in  stepped  off  the  gangway.  I  was  standing  at  the  middle.  He  says  to  me,  “That  is  a 
hell  ot  an  idea,  challenging  me.  You  know  I  am  resident  here;  you  know  I  live  right 
on  the  street.” 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  attempt  was  made  to  arrest  him. 

A.  Brannan  insisted  oa  Conway  being  arrested,  and  during  the  conversation  between 
Brannan  and  the  officer  to  arrest  him,  Conway  lit  out. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  furthar  conversation  with  White  ? 

A.  I  met  White  on  Fifth  and  Mill  about  six  minutes  afterward. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  then  ? 

A.  He  asked  me  if  I  knew  any  of  those  people  who  were  with  him.  “I  should  like 
to  know  whether  they  got  in  their  work  or  not.”  “Jack,”  I  says,  “You  liked  to  got 
it.”  “  Yes,”  he  says,  “I  have  escaped  two  or  three  times  that  way.  I  had  to  run  for  it 
in  the  Eighth  Ward.” 

Q.  Did  he  make  any  statement  about  voting  himself  other  places  than  the  Tenth 
Ward  ? 

A.  He  said,  “  I  have  put  in  tweuty-two  to-day.” 

Q.  How  many  parties  did  you  see  vote  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward? 

A.  I  saw  one  more,  but  I  was  interested  in  Conway,  to  see  whether  they  were  going 
to  collar  him  or  not. 

Q.  Was  any  person  that  voted  with  Conway  a  legal  voter  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  Conway  a  voter  in  any  way. 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  he  vote  ? 

A.  The  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Where  did  you  see  Conway  previous  to  meeting  him  at  the  Nineteenth  Ward  ?  What 
building  or  office  ? 

A.  I  saw  Conway  about  six  o’clock  in  the  morning  of  the  election  on  the  corner  of 
Fifth  aud  Vine.  Saw  him  start  down  Vine  street  xvith  four  or  five  men.  Big  English 
Bill  was  one  of  them  ;  Little  Curtis  another;  Paul  Wheaton  another,  and  two  or  three 
en  that  I  did  not  know.

Q.  Are  you  sure  of  the  number  with  him  ? 

A.  He  had  four  or  five  men  with  him. 

Q.  Where  did  you  see  him  go  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  see  him  come  out  of  No.  65  Fifth  street,  hut  I  know  that  he  did  eome  out  o 

there. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  at  White’s  office  at  any  time  previous  to  the  election  f 

A.  Yes,  I  saw  him  the  day  before  in  White’s  office. 

Q.  Did  White  make  any  statement  concerning  Conway  after  the  election  ? 

A.  No,  not  that  I  heard. 

Q.  Who  was  it  that  refused  to  arrest  Conway  in  the  Ninteenth  Ward  ? 

A.  Officer  Duffy.  I  think  the  language  he  used  to  Brannan  was,  “  You  are  an  officer 
yourself;  if  you  want  him  arrested,  arrest  him.” 

Q.  Is  Brannan  an  officer  ? 

A.  He  was  at  that  ttime — station  house-keeper. 

Q.  Who  else  was  here  from  Chicago  with  you,  besides  Ed.  Burns? 

A.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Jim  Day. 

•Q.  What  is  Day  ? 

A.  He  is  a  professional  thief. 

Q.  What  did  Day  say  and  do  ? 

A.  Day  was  along  with  Burns;  and  in  the  Twentieth  Ward  Day  was  challenged,  and, 
after  swearing  his  vote  in,  refused  to  go  any  further.  Burns  took  him  there  into  a  drug 
store,  and  conversed  with  him ;  gave  him  some  money,  and  he  went  along  with  him 
afterwards. 

Q.  How  much  money  did  he  give  him  ? 

A.  As  to  that  I  can  not  say.  He  gave  him  two  or  three  bills. 

Q.  Did  Jim  make  any  statement  to  you  about  the  matter  ? 

A.  I  says,  u  Jim,  what  do  you  get  for  all  this  ?”  He  says,  u  I  am  to  get  twenty-five 
dollars  and  my  expenses.” 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Jerry  Mahoney. 

A.  Yes,  sir.  4 

Q.  What  do  you  know  of  Jerry — on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  saw  Jerry  but  once.  I  saw  him  leave  Fifth  and  Vine  in  the  morning  with  the 
crowd  ;  he  had  six  or  seven  with  him. 

Q.  What  did  yon  hear  him  say,  or  what  was  said  to  him  in  your  hearing  ?  Where 
did  you  see  him  start  from  f 

A.  From  the  corner  of  Fifth  and  Vine. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  he  was  in  White’s  office? 

A.  I  saw  him  there  the  day  before. 

Q.  What  was  said  to  him  in  your  hearing,  and  what  did  he  say  ? 

A.  He  saw  me  and  Carey  standing  there,  and  says  to  Carey,  11  Have  you  been  up  all 

night?”  Carey  says,  u  I  have  not  been  up  all  night,  but  I  am  ready  for  you  ;  I  will  put 

a  stop  to  your  proceedings  to-day.”  Mahoney  turned  down  Vine  street  with  these  men. 
That  was  between  half  past  five  and  six  o’clock. 

Q.  Where  had  you  and  Carey  been  that  you  happened  to  be  there  ? 

A.  I  had  been  out  to  Colonel  Weitzel’s  house.  I  understood  from  Eph.  Morgan  that 

Colonel  Weifzel  had  money  that  was  to  pay  us  for  our  work  the  next  day.  We  started 
here  at  four  o’clock,  and  were  out  at  Weitzel’s  house  at  just  exactly  live  o’clock,  to  ascer¬ 
tain  if  I10  had  this  money  or  not.  He  told  me  he  didn’t  have  it,  but  Stephcuson  did. 
We  drove  right  from  Weitzel’s  house  to  No.  65  Fifth  street. 
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Q.  Was  Colonel  Weitzel  requested  to  come  into  the  city  at  that  time? 

A.  Carey  asked  Weitzel  to  get  into  the  barouche,  and  come  and  go  with  us,  and 
ake  a  step  off  in  this  business,  without  any  trouble,  right  now. 

Q.  What  did  he  offer  to  do  ? 

A.  Weitzel  said  that  he  would  be  in  there  at  seven  o’clock,  and  for  us  to  go  and  see 
Stephenson. 

Q.  Did  Carey  offer  to  take  Weitzel  to  any  particular  office? 

A.  To  White’s  rooms,  to  show  him  where  there  was  thirty-five  or  forty  men. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  man  by  the  name  of  Brockman  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what,  if  anything,  you  know  about  him  in  connection  with  the  election. 

A.  I  saw  him  leave  65  Fifth  Street,  three  or  four  times,  with  three  or  four  different 
gangs  of  men. 

Q.  How  many  in  a  gang  ? 

A.  Sometimes  as  high  as  seven ;  once  with  only  two. 

Q.  Where  did  he  go  after  leaving  65  Fifth  Street  ? 

A.  Went  in  the  direction  of  the  Ninth  Ward  i>olls,  and  James  Quinton  followed  him. 
Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  votes  being  cast  by  Brockman  or  his  party? 

A.  Not  directly,  myself,  I  don’t,  because  I  didn’t  follow  him. 

Q.  Wliat  have  you  heard  about  it? 

A.  I  know  that  Quinton  came  back  and  said  that  party  voted  in  the  Ninth  Ward.  I 
asked  him  why  he  didn’t  have  them  arrested. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  James  Thompson. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  you  know  about  him  in  connection  with  the  election. 

A.  Saw  him,  also,  leave  65  Fifth  Street,  with  six  men. 

Q.  What  kind  of  a  man  is  Thompson  ? 

A.  A  one-armed  man. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Frank  Morgan. 

'  A.  Yes,  sir.  y 

Q.  What,  if  anything,  do  you  know  about  his  connection  with  the  election  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  leave  65  Fifth  street,  with  six  men ;  Qnintin  followed  him  to  the 
Eighth  Ward.  When  he  came  back,  he  says,  11 1  am  about^tired  ;  I  cannot  get  anybody 
to  do  anything;  I  tried  to  get  one  of  that  party  arrested  down  there,  and  no  one  would 
do  it  for  me.” 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Pendegrass,  alias  Harding  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  He  is  now  in  confinement  in  one  of  the  prisons  in  this  city  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what,  if  any,  connection  he  had  with  the  October  election. 

A.  He  was  here  also  with  this  man  Burns. 

Q.  You  are  acquainted  with  Paul  Wheaton  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  ‘What  connection,  if  any,  did  he  have  with  the  election  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  with  Jack  Conway  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  a  person  named  Charles  Young, 
alias  Frank  Kelly  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  connection,  if  any,  he  had  with  the  election. 
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A.  I  saw  him  with  White ;  didn’t  see  him  vote,  though,  at  all. 

Q.  You  have  spoken  of  Big  English  Bill ;  who  is  Big  English  Bill  ?  Where  did  he  live 
when  in  the  city  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  he  lived  any  place ;  he  used  to  loaf  around  the  Empire  all  the  time ; 
a  professional  dead  beat  is  Big  English  Bill. 

Q.  Who  paid  Burns  his  money  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Were  there  any  parties  here  from  Indianapolis  that  took  part  in  the  election  ? 

A.  Burns’s  party  were  from  Indianapolis. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  anybody  else  from  Indianapolis  operating? 

A.  I  know  there  was  a  party  here  from  Indianapolis. 

Q.  Did  all  of  these  parties  with  Burns  vote  at  the  several  precincts  you  have  spoken 
of? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  was  with  him  ? 

A.  Six  or  seven.  In  the  Fifteenth  Ward  one  of  them  was  challenged. ;  after  he  come 
down  otf  the  staud  (they  were  about  half  drunk),  one  of  them  went  back,  knocked  the 
man  down  that  challenged  him  ;  it  was  a  Jew  peddler  that  challenged  him. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  they  were  at  the  Eighteenth  Ward? 

A.  I  met  them  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward,  but  whether  they  voted  there  or  not  I  did  not 
know.  Burns  says:  “  There  is  no  use  going  up  there  for  we  have  been  there.”  I  met 
them  on  the  corner  of  Central  Avenue  and  George. 

Q.  Would  you  please  be  as  accurate  as  you  can  as  to  the  number — was  it  seven  and 
Burns  or  six  and  Burns  ? 

A.  I  think  Burns  made  the  seventh  man. 

Q.  Did  Burns  vote  at  every  precinct  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  headed  the  gang. 

Q.  You  have  spoken  of  a  Curtis  as  being  connected  with  White’s  office — state  whether 
or  not  you  saw  him  vote  ? 

A.  Curtis  voted  in  the  Ninth  Ward. 

Q.  Where  does  he  live  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  but  I  tdink  he  lives  in  the  Tenth  Ward. 

Q.  Where  else  did  he  tell  you  he  had  voted  ? 

A.  He  said  he  had  only  voted  once. 

Q.  How  many  distinct  gangs  of  repeaters  were  there  in  operation  in  the  city  on  that 
day,  that  you  know  of  ? 

A.  Three  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Just  name  the  three  you  know  of. 

A.  The  Indianapolis  party,  Burns’  party,  and  this  party  here  at  (55  Fifth  street. 

Q.  You  speak  of  a  gang  that  was  in  White’s  office— do  you  mean  that  they  all  wont 
in  one  party? 

A.  No,  sir;  they  were  headed  by  Brockman,  Conway,  Morgan,  Thompson,  and  Bran- 
nan,  and  another  party  in  the  Eighth  Ward — I  know  him,  but  don’t  know  his  name. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Gleason,  of  New  York,  alias 
“  Mike,  the  Bite”? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  in  the  city  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  ho  was  with  Conway.  Ho  had  been  in  the  city  two  or  tliroo  months  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  election. 
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Q.  Where  is  James  White  now  ? 

A.  He  is  in  the  county  jail. 

Q.  On  what  charge  was  he  held? 

A.  Convicted  in  the  United  States  Court  before  the  jury  for  procuring  illegal  votes. 

Q.  Where  is  Paul  Whitton  now  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  ;  he  was  a  prisoner  the  last  time  I  saw  him. 

Q.  On  what  charge  ? 

A.  Illegal  voting. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Mike  Ryan,  alias  “  Three 
Fingered  Jack”? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  on  election  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  he  was  with  White.  He  voted  at  the  Nineteenth  Ward.  He  was  the  man 
that  voted  behind  Conway. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  was  indicted.  - 
A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  “Three  Fngered  Jack”  is  now  under  arrest  in  New 
York? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Where  is  Jack  Conway  now  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  was  indicted. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  For  what? 

A.  Illegal  voting. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  one  Ephraim  Holland  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  connection  he  had,  if  any,  with  the  election. 

A.  I  don’t  know  nothing  about  him ;  I  saw  him  in  White’s  office  the  day  before. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  his  paying  any  money  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  Brockman’s  business,  and  where  did  he  hold  forth  previous  to  the  elec¬ 
tion  ? 

A.  At  the  Sun  Saloon. 

Q.  What  is  that  saloon  ? 

A.  A  saloon  and  a  keeno  room. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  White  was  connected  with  that  establisnment  ? 

A.  At  one  time  White  owned  the  saloon. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  White  as  to  why  he  had  these  men  in  his 
place  ? 

A.  I  knew  why  he  had  them  there  from  my  conversation  I  had  with  him. 

Q.  In  the  presence  of  the  men  ? 

A.  The  men  were  all  there  when  we  were  talking. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  paid  Conway  money  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Who  led  this  Indianapolis  gang  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know 

Q.  Do  you  know,  aside  from- any  thing  Bums  said,  that  was  an  Indianapolis  gang? 

A.  Yes.  I  saw  them  in  the  Twentieth  ward.  Burns  says,  “  There  is  that  other  party.’' 
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Q.  Do  you  know  who  paid  that  party  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  White  providing  meals  for  any  of  the  men  he 
had  so  employed. 

A.  I  only  know  what  White  told  me — that  he  had  paid  for  these  meals  at  Wassenich’s 
saloon ;  said  he  had  paid  for  about  thirty-five  meals.  I  saw  some  of  them  go  in  there 
to  eat. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  the  paper  upon  which  White  had  the  names  of  the 
parties  who  have  voted,  written  down  there. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What,  if  anything,  was  said  by  Brockman  relative  to  the  arrest  after  the  election  ? 

A.  A  couple  of  days  afterwards  me  and  Carey  were  on  Fifth  street,  and  we  saw  Maho¬ 
ney  standing  on  the  corner.  It  was  all  in  jest  that  Carey  called  Brockman  and  told  him 
to  go  and  tell  Mahoney  that  Chumly  was  on  the  corner,  and  had  a  warrant  for  him. 
Brockman  and  Mahoney  says  :  “I  am  going  to  leave  town  to-night.” 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  John  White,  that  belongs  to 
New  York  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What,  if  any  thing,  do  you  know  about  his  connection  with  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  know  that  he  was  one  of  the  party  that  was  in  White’s  office,  and  I  know  that 
he  has  been  arrested  and  indicted  since  for  illegal  voting.  I  saw  him  with  Charley  Young 
on  the  morning  of  the  election.  I  know  of  several  occasions  afterwards,  two  different 
occasions,  of  him  coming  to  White’s  office  to  get  money  to  leave  town  on. 

Q.  So  no  other  ticket  than  the  whole  Democratic  ticket  was  used  by  any  of  the  per¬ 
sons  who  were  repeating  on  that  day  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  The  repeaters  I  saw  used  the  straight  Democratic  ticket,  only  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  district  the  name  of  Banning  was  inserted  instead  of  Sayler’s. 

Q.  Will  you  now  mark  the  ticket  which  you  say  is  a  fac  simile  of  the  one  used,  with 
the  letter  A,  and  attach  it  to  and  make  it  a  part  of  your  depositien  ? 

A.  I  will. 

Cross-examination  by  Harvey  Randall,  Esq. 

(The  counsel  for  contestee  objected  to  all  the  questions  in  the  direct  examination,  ask¬ 
ing  information  of  witness  not  within  his  own  knowledge,  or  of  conversations  with  differ¬ 
ent  parties  of  matters  not  occurring  within  his  own  knowledge;  said  objections  being 
reserved  to  the  conclusion  of  the  deposition  by  agreement  of  counsel,  and  are  to  apply 
to  all  questions  and  answers  preceding. 

Q.  What  are  you  doing  now  ? 

A.  Nothing. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  employment  since  the  October  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What? 

A.  Been  employed  in  a  gambling-liouso. 

Q.  What  doing  ? 

A.  As  door-keeper.  ' 

Q.  Who  employed  you  to  hunt  up  repeaters  ? 

A.  Michael  Grotty  and  William  Hutton. 

Q.  Who  are  they  ? 

A.  Grotty  is  one  of  the  campaign  committee,  and  Hutton  was  an  executive  committee¬ 
man  from  the  Twenty-first  ward. 
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Q.  What  did  they  agree  to  pay  you  ? 

A.  Two  hundred  aud  fifty  dollars. 

Q.  What  were  you  to  do  ? 

A.  I  was  to  point  these  people  out  to  men  that  they  were  to  furnish,  and  they  were  to 
have  them  arrested. 

Q.  How  did  you  know  any  thing  about  these  people  ? 

A.  From  information  I  had  from  White  and  three  or  four  parties. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  get  information  about  them  ? 

A.  Two  days  before  the  election. 

Q.  From  whom  ? 

A.  From  White. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  to  you  ? 

A.  He  told  me  there  was  a  party  negotiating  with  him  for  to  furnish  men  for  that 
purpose. 

Q.  Did  he  give  you  the  names  of  any  parties  ? 

A.  He  did  not. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  visit  White’s  rooms  ? 

A.  White’s  rooms  had  just  been  opened  about  three  days  before  the  election.  I  first 
visited  them  when  they  were  opened. 

Q.  Who  did  you  see  there  then  ? 

A.  Well,  White  aud  Dan  Duffy  and  Billy  Kerry.  Two  or  three  others  that  I  don’t

remember.  There  were  four  or  five  men  in  the  room. 

Q.  What  was  their  business  ? 

A.  White  had  opened  a  detective  agency. 

Q.  Who  was  Kerry  ? 

A.  He  at  that  time  was  nothing.  After  the  election  he  went  in  with  White. 

Q.  What  was  his  business  ? 

A.  Express  driver. 

Q.  What  is  Duffy’s  business  ? 

A.  Saloon-keeper. 

Q.  Has  not  Kerry  been  a  detective  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  that  is  Joseph  Kerry.  This  is  William  Kerry. 

Q.  When  did  you  next  visit  White’s  rooms  ? 

A.  Right  straight  along. 

Q.  How  frequently  every  day  ? 

A.  Four  or  five  times. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  see  those  thirty  or  forty  men  in  there  ? 

A.  I  saw  them  the  afternoon  before  the  election.  I  knew  from  the  conversation  I  had 
with  White  what  they  were  there  for. 

Q.  How  many  of  these  gangs  did  you  follow  ? 

A.  None. 

Q.  Is  it  a  fact  that  you  saw  any  voting  except  with  the  gang  that  Young  was  with  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  was  it  done  ? 

A.  I  saw  it  done  in  the  Eighth  ward,  in  the  Nineteenth  ward,  in  the  Fifteenth  ward, 
in  the  Twentieth  ward,  in  both  precincts.  This  was  in  the  afternoon.  The  party  that 
was  here  in  front  of  White’s  house  disbanded.  Quinton  refused  to  go  any  further  ;  says, 
“ I  can’t  get  nobody  to  assist  me;  I  won’t  have  any  thing  more  to  do  with  it.” 

Q.  What  party  was  this  that  you  say  voted  at  these  different  precincts  ? 
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A.  This  man  Burns’.  I  think  now  he  is  under  arrest  in  Chicago.  Seven  with  him — 
himself  made  seven. 

Q.  How  many  times  did  you  see  him  vote  ? 

A.  In  every  one  of  the  wards  that  I  have  named. 

Q.  How  many  times  did  you  see  those  with  him  vote  ? 

A.  All  voted — every  one  of  them. 

Q.  Did  you  go  with  them  from  one  poll  to  another  as  they  voted? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  And  also  in  some  of  these  wards  where  they  voted  I  told  Brannan  who 
they  were.  I  notified  Luke  Brannan  twice.  I  notified  them  to  look  out  for  this  party. 
I  did  this  so  that  I  could  secure  this  money  I  was  employed  for.  They  paid  me  a  hundred 
dollars,  and  still  owe  me  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

Q.  Was  White  with  the  Ryan  party  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  time  of  the  day  was  it  ? 

A.  About  nine  o’clock — between  nine  and  ten  o’clock.  How  I  came  to  be  in  the 
Nineteenth  ward,  I  told  Quinton,  I  am  tired  of  standing  around  here  ;  I  will  go  down 
and  see.  I  had  this  barouche,  and  I  drove  to  the  Twenty-first  ward  and  saw  Hutton. 
Says  I  will  meet  you  this  afternoon.  He  told  me  we  should  go  to  Wash.  Bennett.  I 
drove  from  the  21st  ward  to  the  19th  ward  about  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

Q.  Did  you  get  your  money  ? 

A.  I  got  it  the  next  day.  It  was  raised  by  subscription.  All  put  their  names  down, 
but  four  responded.  I  took  this  man  along  on  account  of  his  being  a  brother-in-law  of 
Hutton’s. 

Q.  How  many  illegal  votes  do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  were  polled  on  that 
day  ? 

A.  Fifty- one  votes. 

Q.  You  know  that  many  of  your  own  knowledge  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Does  that  number  include  the  two  Whites,  Hall’s  party  and  Burns’  party  ? 

A.  It  does  not  include  Conway  and  another  party  that  voted  with  him  in  the  Nine¬ 
teenth  ward. 

Q.  Does  it  include  Hall? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  you  informed  Mr.  Louis  Weitzel  of  this  contemplated  repeating  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  not  inform  Mr.  Amor  Smith  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Mr.  R.  H.  Stephens  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  on  the  morning  of  the  election.  I  informed  Phillip  Deitch,  Captain  Hig- 
den,  and  Mike  Grotty  again  on  the  corner  of  Fifth  and  Walnut. 

Q.  Did  they  refuse  to  take  any  action  in  it  ? 

A.  No;  they  said  they  would  go  and  get  people,  and  I  told  them  whore  to  send 
them  to.  Nobody  ever  came. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Louis  Weir? 

A.  I  never  had  any  conversation  with  Louis  Weir. 

Q.  How  many  times  did  you  vote  ? 

A.  Once. 

Q.  Where  ? 

A.  The  Twenty-first  ward  ;  the  straight  Democratic  ticket.  I  put  on  tho  ticket  Judge 
Cox,  scratched  somewhere;  1  don’t  remembor  now. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  illegal  Republican  voting  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  your  testimony,  as  given  in  the  direct  examination,  is  based 
more  upon  supposition  and  suspicion  than  actual  knowledge  of  the  facts  other  than  what 
you  saw  and  was  connected  with. 

A.  The  suspicion  was  created  by  the  conversation  I  had  had  with  this  man  White.  I 
knew  that  they  were  there  for  that  purpose,  for  the  reason  that  he  wanted  me  to  go  in 
with  him.  I  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  him.  I  saw  the  men  there,  and  knew  what 
they  were  there  for. 

Signed.  Geo.  W.  Ryan. 

Ephraim  Holland,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Question  by  T.  C.  Campbell,  counsel  for  contestant.  State  your  name,  age,  residence, 
and  how  long  you  have  lived  in  this  city. 

A.  My  name  is  Ephraim  Holland;  going  on  forty-two  years  of  age;  109  Fifth  street; 
I  have  lived  here  over  forty-one  years. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  in  this  city  on  the  10th  of  October,  1876,  the  day  of 
the  State  and  county  election. 

A.  I  was,  sir. 

Q.  Had  you  been  absent  from  the  city  previous  to  the  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  and  how  long  ? 

A.  I  left  here  along  about  the  13th  of  September,  I  believe  it  was,  and  arrived  here 
somewhere  about  the  first  of  October.  I  am  not  positive  of  the  date  of  arriving  here, 
but  it  was  not  further  back  than  that. 

Q.  Did  you  return,  then,  of  your  own  notion,  or  were  you  requested? 

A.  I  was  requested  to  return  ;  I  received  as  many  as  a  dozen  telegraph  dispatches. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  from  whom  you  received  the  dispatches  ? 

A.  Well,  part  of  them  from  my  brother,  at  the  solicitation  of  other  parties  to  send 
them,  and  a  portion  from  other  parties ;  I  don’t  care  to  tell  their  names. 

Q.  Upon  your  return  to  this  city,  state  whether  or  not  you  took  an  active  part  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  election  that  was  held  on  the  10th  day  of  October. 

A.  I  did,  sir.  I  also  received  a  letter  in  New  York  city  from  eminent  parties  here, 
stating  that  there  was  a  gentleman  representing  the  interests  of  Mr.  Tilden  here  that 
wished  to  see  me  very  much. 

Q.  Have  you  that  letter  in  your  possession  now  ?  if  so,  would  you  please  mark  it  and 
attach  it  as  part  of  your  deposition  ? 

A.  I  have  not.  1  destroyed  it  at  Fort  Hamilton.  I  received  it  at  Fort  Hamilton. 

Q.  At  whose  request  did  you  take  an  active  part  in  the  said  election  ? 

A.  At  the  solicitation  of  most  of  the  candidates — in  fact,  nearly  all  of  the  prominent 
politicians  of  the  Democratic  party. 

Q.  What  candidates  on  the  Democratic  ticket  spoke  to  you  about  taking  part  in  the 
election  ? 

A.  Well,  I  had  a  talk  to  Wallace,  Banning,  and  Sayler — in  fact,  most  of  them. 

Q.  Where  did  you  meet  Wallace? 

A.  Well,  I  met  Wallace  on  Vine  street  several  times,  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  and  I  met 
him  on  one  or  two  occasions  at  the  Burnet  House. 

Q.  Where  did  you  meet  Banning  ? 

A.  Saw  him  at  the  Grand  Hotel  and  at  the  Burnet  House. 
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Q.  What  conversation  did  you  have  with  Banning? 

A.  The  conversation  I  cannot  recollect  it — in  regard  to  the  election — to  assist  in  it ; 
knew  I  was  a  pretty  active  worker  and  could  have  some  work  done  for  the  party — con¬ 
versation  to  that  effect. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  private  conversation  with  Banning;  if  so,  where? 

A.  I  had  a  private  conversation  with  him  in  one  of  the  rooms  at  the  Grand  Hotel.  It 
was  only  for  a  few  moments  though  ;  we  was  interrupted  in  th^  conversation. 

Q.  What  was  the  tenor  of  that  conversation — what  did  he  want  you  to  do,  and  what 
was  he  going  to  do  for  you  ? 

A.  He  wished  me  to  turn  my  attention  as  much  as  possible  to  the  distirct  he  lived  in, 
for  Congress.  That  I  would  be  looked  after.  Also  asked  me  if  I  had  acquaintance  with 
a  certain  gentleman  that  was  stopping  at  the  Grand  Hotel  there ;  if  not,  I  should  be 
made  acquainted. 

Q.  Where  was  the  gentleman  from  to  whom  he  referred  ? 

A.  New  York.  I  told  him  I  was  acquainted  with  the  gentlemen  ;  had  been  made  ac¬ 
quainted  with  him  on  Vine  street;  I  didn’t  state  by  whom  or  whereabouts  on  Vine  street ; 
he  afterwards  saw  me  in  conversation  with  him  frequently  in  the  rotunda  of  the  hotel. 

Q.  Who  was  the  gentleman  ? 

A.  I  decline  telling  at  present. 

Q.  Please  state  the  conversation  you  had  with  the  gentleman  with  regard  to  Ban¬ 
ning. 

A.  Well,  he  was  very  anxious  about  Banning’s  success.  Got  me  to  go  and  see  several 
parties  and  try  to  buy  them.  All  the  workers  that  I  possibly  could  that  was  favorable 
to  Mr.  Matthews,  and  have  as  much  work  done  in  that  district  as  I  possibly  could. 

Q.  What  Avas  meant  by  u  work  ”  ? 

A.  Well,  I  inferred  from  that — meant  to  get  as  many  votes  as  we  possibly  could. 
Didn’t  make  any  difference  how  it  was  Ave  got  them. 

Q.  State  are  you  a  resident  of  the  district  that  Mr.  Banning  represents. 

A.  No,  sir;  I  am  not. 

Q.  Did  this  gentleman  knoAV  that  you  Avere  not  a  resident  of  that  district  ? 

A.  The  gentleman  from  NeAV  York  ? 

Q.  Yes.  And  Mr.  Banning? 

A.  Mr.  Banning — I  think  not.  He  said  in  his  conversation  he  regretted  I  did  not  live 
in  his  district. 

Q.  What  money  did  Mr.  Banning  furnish  you  to  do  this  work  in  his  district? 

A.  Mr.  Banning  didn’t  furnish  money  directly.  He  furnished  money  to  the  fund,  I 
dreAv  from.  1  was  made  to  understand  so. 

Q.  What  promise  did  Mr.  Banning  make  in  case  you  aided  him  materially? 

A.  He  promised  me  that  I  should  be  well  looked  after. 

Q.  Did  lie  name  any  definite  sum  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  Avitli  Banning  since  the  election  ? 

A.  I  met  Mr.  Banning  once.  I  met  him  on  Fourth  street,  I  think,  between  Plum  and 
Central  avenue — down  there,  near  that  Avay  somewhere. 

Q.  Any  conversation  then  concerning  the  work  to  be  done  ? 

A.  W  ell,  lie  was  with  a  gentleman,  and  ho  passed  by  me,  and  he  must  have  got  tAvcnt.y 
feet  by  me,  and  turned  round  and  halloaed  at  me.  I  stopped,  Avent  back  and  shook- 
hands  Avitli  him.  Said  he  was  sorry  to  hear  I  had  been  indicted,  that  if  there  was  any 
thing  he  could  do  for  me  ho  was  willing  to  do  it.  He  showed  a  disposition  to  be  very 
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kind  about  my  trouble.  There  was  two  parties  with  me  at  the  time.  I  remarked  to 
them  when  I  went  back  that  he  was  the  only  Democratic  politician  in  Hamilton  county 
that  had  showed  a  disposition  to  act  like  a  man  to  me  in  this  affair,  and  also  my  opinion 
of  a  lot  of  politicians  in  Hamilton  county  was  a  lot  of  bloody  frauds.  That  was  what  I 
said  after  I  left  Mr.  Banning. 

Q.  Did  he  then,  or  since,  make  any  move  to  make  good  the  promise  ? 

A.  Have  never  seen  Mr.  Banning  from  that  clay  to  this. 

» 

Q.  Has  he  sent  any  word? 

A.  No ;  none  that  I  have  ever  received.  I  have  never  been  in  a  position  so  I  could 
see  any  body. 

Q.  Did  this  man  whom  you  speak  of  from  New  York  take  any  interest  in  Mr.  Ban¬ 
ning’s  success  than  the  rest  of  the  Democratic  ticket  here  ? 

A.  He  was  interested  in  the  well-being  of  both  Congressmen,  but  more  in  doubt  as  to 
Banning’s  election.  Very  anxious  on  account  of  it ;  he  thought  it  would  be  a  very  close 
fight. 

Q.  What  money  did  he  pay  you? 

A.  He  paid  no  money  directly,  to  me — paid  it  to  other  parties  for  me. 

Q.  How  much  did  you  get  through  him  then? 

A.  About  a  thousand  dollars.  I  told  this  party  any  part  1  took  in  politics  was  a  money 
consideration  with  me,  and  I  expected  to  be  well  paid.  I  Avas  not  paid  a  cent  after  the 
election  Avas  oA'er.  Played  me  as  a  sucker  the  same  as  they  did  the  balance. 

•  Q.  From  whom  else  did  you  receive  money  besides  the  amount  paid  you  on  account 
of  the  NeAV  York  party  ? 

A.  Well,  I  took  money  out  of  my  business  there  too.  I  took  it  with  the  understand¬ 
ing  that  any  money  I  raised  Avas  to  be  paid  back  to  me.  I  took  a  thousand  dollars. 

Q.  What  was  the  tenor  of  the  conversation  with  Mr.  Wallace  ? 

A.  Well,  in  regard  to  his  election  ;  do  all  I  could  for  him ;  one  thing  and  another. 

Q.  Wliat  Avas  he  to  do  for  you  ? 

A.  He  didn’t  directly  promise  me  himself.  He  let  me  select  the  position  of  one  of  the 
deputy  sheriffs. 

Q.  For  Avliat  place  ? 

A.  That  he  didn’t  name. 

Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not  you  were  to  have  the  naming  of  the  place  which  the 
deputy  you  had  selected  was  to  fill  ? 

A.  I  Avas. 

Q.  What  money  did  Mr.  Wallace  pay  you  ? 

A.  I  never  received  money  directly  from  Mr.  Wallace,  he  left  it  with  other  parties. 
The  last  I  received  I  told  the  party  to  give  it  to  a  man  by  the  name  of  Arthur  Duffy.  It 
was  a  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Was  that  a  business  man  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  legitimate  manufacturing  business  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  is  he  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  state  at  present  who  he  is. 

Q.  Did  Duffy  give  you  the  money  ? 

A.  He  came  and  told  me  that  he  had  received  the  money.  I  told  him  to  keep  it  until 
after  the  election ;  we  would  have  a  settlement. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  S.  W.  Hoffman,  City  Auditor  of  this  city  ? 
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A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  know  him  very  well. 

Q.  What  conversation,  if  any,  did  you  have  with  Mr.  Hoffman  ? 

A.  Well,  nothing  only  in  regard  to  the  election  around.  I  told  him  one  day  around 
there  before  the  election,  of  two  men  I  wanted  him  to  look  after.  Told  him  it  would  be 
policy  to  give  them  money. 

Q.  Who  were  the  men  ? 

A.  One  was  White,  and  the  other  I  don’t  know  his  name — an  ex-policeman.  He  said 
he  would  attend  to  him.  I  left  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  White  was  paid  the  money  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  afterward.  He  said  he  received  it. 

Q.  Were  you  an  Executive  Committeeman  ? 

A.  Was  not  at  the  tirnp  of  the  election. 

Q.  What  money  did  Mr.  Hoffman  receive  ? 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  see  him  receive  any  money  directly,  but  I  was  given  to  understand 
that  he  received  as  much  money  as  I  did. 

Q.  What  amount  ? 

A.  I  heard  he  got  ten  or  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Then  he  didn’t  receive  as  much  as  you  did,  did  he  ? 

A.  Well,  he  didn’t  receive  quite  as  much  as  I  did.  He  received  as  much  as  I  did  at 
the  present  time,  when  I  got  a  thousand  dollars  paid  to  me. 

Q.  By  the  New  York  party? 

A.  Yes.  I  didn’t  see  him  give  it  to  him. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  I.  J.  Miller  ? 

A.  I  am ;  yes,  sir.. 

Q.  Who  is  Mr.  Miller? 

A.  He  is  Chairman  of  the  committee  that  conducted  the  election,  I  believe. 

Q.  On  which  side  ? 

A.  The  Democratic  side. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Miller  about  the  election  ?  If  so,  did 
you  receive  any  money  from  him? 

A.  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Miller  about  the  election,  but  nothing  that  had  a 
tendency  to  be  wrong  in  any  way  whatever.  Miller  is  a  square,  honorable  man. 

Q.  What  moneys  did  he  pay  to  you  ? 

A.  He  paid  me  some — that  is,  he  paid  a  lot  of  the  other  men  their  money.  The  last 
money  I  received  was  two  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Thomas  G.  Quinn  ? 

A.  I  am  ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  the  tenor  of  the  conversation  with  Mr.  Wallace  ? 

A.  Well,  in  regard  to  his  election,  do  all  I  could  for  him — one  thing  and  another. 

Q.  What  was  he  to  do  for  you? 

A.  He  didn’t  directly  promise  me  himself ;  he  let  me  select  a  position,  one  a  deputy 

Sheriff. 

Q.  For  what  place  ? 

A.  That  he  did  n’t  name. 

Q.  Please  to  state  whether  or  not  you  were  to  have  the  naming  of  the  place  which 
Hie  deputy  you  had  selected  was  to  lill. 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  What  money  did  Mr.  Wallace  pay  you? 

A.  I  never  received  money  directly  from  Mr.  Wallace ;  ho  left  it  with  other  parties. 
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The  last  I  received  I  told  a  party  to  give  it  to  a  man  by  the  name  of  Arthur  Duffy;  it 
was  a  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Was  that  a  business  man  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  legitimate  manufacturing  business? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  is  he  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  state  at  present  who  he  is. 

Q.  Did  Duffy  give  you  the  money  ? 

A.  He  came  and  told  me  that  he  had  received  the  money.  I  told  him  to  keep  it  until 
after  the  election,  when  we  would  have  a  settlement. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  S.  W.  Hoffman,  city  auditor  of  this  city 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  know  him  very  well. 

Q.  What  conversation,  if  any,  did  you  have  with  Mr.  Hoffman? 

A.  Well,  nothing,  only  in  regard  to  the  election.  I  told  him  one  day  around  there, 
before  the  election,  of  two  men  1  wanted  him  to  look  after  for  me ;  it  would  be  policy  to 
give  them  money. 

Q.  Who  were  the  men  ? 

A.  One  was  White,  and  the  other  I  don’t  know  his  name — an  ex-policeman.  He  said 
he  would  at; end  to  the  matter.  I  left  him. 

Q.  Did  he  take  an  interest  in  local  politics?  and,  if  so,  which  side  ? 

A.  He  messes  about  a  little  on  the  Democratic  side. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Quinn  ? 

A.  To  exchange  opinions;  that  is  all. 

Q.  Did  you  receive  any  money  from  him? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not  accept  any  money  from  him  ;  he  is  a  man  I  had  no  confidence  in. 

Q.  Did  you  receive  money  from  any  other  source  than  those  you  have  named,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  tne  thousand  taken  out  of  your  business,  the  thousand  given  you  by  the  New 
York  party,  and  the  two  huudred  given  by  Miller — making  about  $2,400  ? 

A.  I  did.  I  had  thirty-six  hundred  dollars  sent  here  from  New  York. 

Q.  Now,  what  was  the  service  that  you  was  to  render  to  Mr.  Wallace  and  Mr.  Banning 
and  the  Democratic  party  in  return  for  this  money?  What  was  the  kind  of  service? 

A.  Well,  I  had  to  look  to  their  interest:  I  was  notified  at  headquarters  down  there 
that  the  Republican  party  were  going  to  station  marshalls  at  all  the  polls,  also  picked 
the  best  and  trustiest  Republican  policemen  they  had  ;  and  I  was  to  offset.  I  was  given 
to  understand  they  were  going  to  pull  the  people  away  from  the  polls;  and,  if  so,  I  was 
to  offset  all  that — in  fact,  resist  it. 

Q.  In  what  way  to  offset  it  ? 

A.  Make  an  arrest  if  we  didn’t  think  it  was  right — not  allow  them  to  take  auy  away 
from  the  polls. 

Q.  Who  was  to  do  it  for  you  ? 

A.  Had  men  stationed  there,  willing  to  fight  for  these  men’s  rights. 

Q.  Where  did  you  get  the  men? 

A.  From  New  York  and  Chicago. 

Q.  How  many  from  New  York  ? 

A.  I  think  there  was  eighteen. 

Q.  Who  had  charge  of  the  party  ? 

A.  A  man  named  Gleason — Mike  Gleason. 

Q.  Was  he  here  on  electon  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Where  else  were  you  to  get  men  from  beside  ?  New  York  ? 

A.  Men  from  Cli  ic-ago. 

Q.  Who  did  you  have  from  Chicago  ? 

A.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Burus  came  here.  I  don’t  know  the  exact  amount — between 
seven  and  twelve  men. 

Q.  Were  men  here  from  any  other  city  beside  New  York  aud  Chicago  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  Pittsburgh. 

Q.  How  many  from  Pittsburgh  ? 

A.  A  man  named  George  Fairchilds  came  here  with  eight  men  from  Pittsburgh. 

Q.  Did  you  have  men  from  any  other  place  besides  ? 

A.  Well,  none  directly  under  my  charge.  There  were  parties  here  from  Kentucky 
around  that  I  gave  money  to  others  to  give  them. 

Q.  Whereabout  from  Kentucky  ? 

A.  Along  about  Maysville. 

Q.  Who  were  the  parties  from  Maysville  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Duke  Fleming  ? 

A.  I  know  him  just  to  speak  to. 

Q.  Was  he  on  here  election  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  part  did  lie  take  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Are  you  acquauted  with  one  Duke  Hill  ? 

A.  I  have  seen  him. 

Q.  Where  is  he  from  ? 

A.  From  Maysville. 

Q.  Did  lie  take  any  part  in  the  election  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Do  you  kuow  whether  or  not  they  were  both  indicted  in  the  United  States  court 
for  illegal  voting  ami  procuring  illegal  votes  ? 

A.  I  believe  he  was  indicted — I  know  he  was  iu  jail  for  it. 

Q.  Did  any  other  cities  furnish  men  ? 

A.  Parties  here  from  Baltimore,  but  was  not  under  my  control. 

t 

Q.  Who  had  charge  of  the  parties  from  Baltimore  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  the  gentleman’s  name.  I  was  introducedto  him  at  the  Grand  hotel, 
and  drank  with  him  several  times.  He  is  a  man  about  the  size  of  Mr.  Wilson. 

Q.  You  were  introduced  to  him  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  by  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  What  was  said  when  you  were  introduced  ? 

A.  Well,  I  said  that  him  and  me  would  make  a  good  team  together. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  it  was  a  politician  that  introduced  you  to  this  man  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  was  an  ex-office  holder  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  He  said  there  was  a  good  deal  of  money  bet  on  the  election  ;  he  told  me 

so  himself. 

Q.  Was  he  a  Democratic  politician  ? 

A.  Oh,  yes.

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Q.  How  many  men  did  this  party  from  Baltimore  have  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  hear  him  say  how  many  men  he  had.  I  seen  most  he  had  with  him.  They 
were  Germans.  They  voted  in  the  German  ward. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  Indianapolir  furnished  a  quota? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  There  was  a  gang  here. 

Q.  How  many  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  the  amount  of  men  here  under  the  control  of  the  executive  up 
there.  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  them. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  paid  them  ? 

A.  I  don’t. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  John  Conway? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  Conway  was  here  on  the  day  of  the  election  ? 

A.  I  think  he  was ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  he  belong  ?  Where  is  his  home  when  at  home  ? 

A.  Mr.  Conway  lived  in  Cincinnati  for  the  last  four  or  five  years. 

Q.  Where  is  his  residence  ? 

A.  Well,  he  claims  his  home  in  New  York.  There  is  where  he  was  born. 

Q.  What  connection  did  Mr.  Conway  have  with  the  election  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  say  anything  about  Mr.  Conway  at  present. 

Q.  Mr.  Conway  and  yourself  were  personal  friends  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  Conway  is  under  indictment  in  the  United  States 
Court  for  procuring  illegal  votes  and  voting  illegally  himself? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  heard  he  was  indicted. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Michael  Ryan,  alias  Three¬ 
fingered  Jack,  and  was  he  here  on  the  day  of  the  election  ? 

A.  I  believe  he  was ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  part  he  took  in  the  election  ? 

A.  Well,  1  understand  he  made  himself  generally  useful  around. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  he  is  now  under  indictment  in  the  United  States 
Court  ? 

A.  I  heard  he  was. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  one  James  White,  an  ex-detective  in  this  city  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  part,  if  any,  did  he  take  in  the  election  ? 

A.  Employed  here  to  hire  some  men  for  me — as  many  as  he  could. 

Q.  Where  did  he  make  his  headquarters  ? 

A.  No.  65  Fifth  street. 

Q.  How  many  men  did  Mr.  White  employ  under  your  directions  ? 

A.  Well,  I  disremember  the  amount.  There  was  between  thirty  and  thirty- five;  not 
less  than  thirty. 

Q.  What  money  did  you  pay  Mr.  White  ? 

A.  Something  over  one  hundred  dollars  ;  I  don’t  know  exactly. 

Q.  Where  did  Mr.  White  have  his  thirty  or  thirty-five  men  ? 

A.  In  his  office. 

Q.  Did  you  pay  the  men  that  Mr.  White  employed? 

A.  I  did ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  and  how  many  of  them  did  you  pay,  and  how  much  ? 
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A.  I  don’t  know  how  many;  I  think  it  was  thirty  or  thirty-two;  I  gave  five  dollars 
apiece. 

Q.  When  did  you  pay  them  five  dollars  apiece  ? 

A.  The  night  before  the  election. 

Q.  Where  did  yon  pay  them  ? 

A.  In  White’s  office.  I  promised  them  twenty  more  after  the  election  was  over. 

Q.  Were  there  any  you  paid  more  than  five  dollars  ? 

4.  I  gave  one  man  ten  dollars  down  stairs  there, [and  forty  after  the  election — prom- 
ised  to  give  him  fifty. 

Q.  Who  was  that  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  his  name — he  is  an  ex-policeman. 

Q.  The  same  man  Mr.  Hoffman  paid  money  to  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  if  it  was  not  Jerry  Mahoney  you  paid  the  money  to. 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  When  was  he  a  policeman  ? 

A.  I  think  on  under  Johnson’s  first  administration. 

Q.  Were  there  any  of  them  that  you  paid  more  than  fivedollars  apiece  to  ? 

A.  I  paid  three  men  twenty-five  dollars — gave[them_an  extra  twenty  apiece. 

Q.  Did  White’s  men  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  a  portion  of  them  did. 

Q.  Where  ? 

A.  About  twenty  of  them  voted  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  had  the  tickets. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  The  straight  Democratic  ticket. l^You  don’t  suppose  they  would  let  them  vote  any 
thing  else,  do  you  ? 

Q.  Were  any  of  the  twenty  legal  voters  of  the[Fourth  Ward? 

A.  I  think  not,  sir ;  in  fact  I  know  they  were  not. 

Q.  What  voting  did  they  do  in  that  ward? 

A.  That  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  What  report  was  made  to  you  by  White  as  to  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  ? 

A.  He  said  the  parties  had  been  voting ;  didn’t  know  the  exact  amount  of  votes — some 
fifty  or  sixty. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  Gleason’s  party — the  party  of  eighteen  from  New  York — voted. 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  First  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward. 

Q.  Where  else  ? 

A.  The  second  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward. 

Q.  Where  else  ? 

A.  The  first  and  second  pretincts  of  the  Sixth  ward.  Never  a  man  of  them  chal¬ 
lenged. 

Q.  Did  every  man  get  in  his  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  They  voted  the  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Where  else  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know.  I  left  them  at  the  Sixth  ward  polls  to  go  to  the  West  End. 
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Q.  What  report  did  Mr.  Gleason  make  as  to  the  number  of  votes  cast  by  his  men 
after  he  left  you  ? 

A.  Well,  I  disremember  the  exact  number  voted — between  a  hundred  and  twenty-five 
and  fiftv. 

Q.  These  were  cast,  you  say,  in  the  West  End  ?  He  told  you  so  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  did  Burns’  party  do  ? 

A.  They  came  to  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward,  and  voted  there. 

* 

Q.  What  time  did  they  go  to  the  First  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward  ? 

A.  Shortly  after  the  polls  opened — to  start  in  with. 

Q.  How  many  votes  did  Burns’  party  cast  ? 

A.  That  I  saw  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward — I  disremember  the  amount — 
either  eight  or  ten. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  The  Democratic  ticket. 

■Q.  Where  else  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  That  is  the  only  place  I  saw  them  vote.  They  went  the  same  round  as  these  others. 

■Q.  How  many  votes  did  Burns  report  as  his  gang  having  cast  altogether  ? 

A.  On  the  day  of  the  election  ? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  I  think  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  votes. 

Q.  Were  any  of  Burns’  men  challenged  in  the  Fourth  ward? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  a  man  named  Sim  Day  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

•Q.  Did  Fairchild’s  men  vote  ? 

'  A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  of  them  did  you  see  vote  ? 

A.  He  had  eight  men,  and  voted  himself.  I  tried  to  stop  him  from  voting. 

Q.  Why  did  you  want  to  stop  him  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  want  the  leaders  of  any  of  these  men  to  vote.  Fairchild  was  a  stubborn 
fellow,  and  would  vote. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  want  the  leaders  to  vote  ? 

A.  Because  I  didn’t  want  to  see  the  leaders  getting  arrested.  It  would  cost  more 
money  to  get  them  out. 

Q.  How  many  votes  did  Fairchild  report  ? 

A.  Something  over  one  hundred.  I  don’t  know  the  exact  number. 

Q.  You  speak  of  these  men  reporting  to  you.  What  arrangement,  if  any,  had  you 
made  in  relation  to  reporting  ? 

A.  I  had  arrangements  to  meet  them  at  my  place — that  is,  the  men  leading  these 
men — different  times  during  the  day.  I  had  arrangements  to  meet  them  on  three  differ¬ 
ent  occasions  through  the  day,  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  how  they  were  getting  on,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  knowing  whether  any  of  the  men  had  got  arrested  in  their  rounds. 

Q.  Supposing  they  had  been  arrested,  what  was  the  necessity  of  meeting  them 
about  it.? 

A.  Well,  I  was  going  to  take  them  out  of  prison  on  straw  bail,  as  is  usual  in  cases  of 
that  kind. 

Q.  Can  you  do  that  ? 

A.  Well,  I  guess  such  things  are  done.  You  ought  to  know — you  are  a  lawyer. 
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Q.  State  whether  or  not,  among  those  who  reported  at  the  Empire,  was  not  Tony  Me- 
Caffery,  judge  of  election  of  the  Twenty- first  ward  ? 

A!  I  have  met  him  frequently — not  on  the  day  of  the  election — the  day  before  the 
election. 

Q.  What  conversation  did  you  have  with  Tony  in  regard  to  the  election  ? 

A.  Well,  in  regard  to  being  judge  of  the  election. 

Q.  What  was  that  ? 

A.  About  trying  to  manipulate  a  few  votes,  I  believe. 

Q.  Were  they  manipulated? 

A.  Reported  back  to  me  that  they  were. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  William  Dowlin. 

A.  Yes,  I  am. 

Q.  Who  is  Dowlin  ? 

A.  1  don't  know  what  he  does — nothing  about  him  ;  he  used  to  be  a  watchman  at  tbs- 
National  Theater. 

Q.  State  what  conversation  you  had  with  him  about  the  election,  if  any. 

A.  I  heard  him  say  he  was  to  be  one  of  the  judges ;  I  didn’t  know  whether  he  was  cst 
not ;  said  he  was  to  me. 

Q.  What  money  did  you  pay  him  ? 

A.  Gave  him  one  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Where  did  you  meet  him  ? 

A.  Well,  I  of  course  met  him  to  talk  with  him  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  I  believe  ;  and 
afterwards  met  him  at  Kelly’s  saloon,  down  on  Broadway. 

Q.  Is  he  a  ward  politician  of  the  Democratic  persuasion  ? 

A.  I  believe  he  is  recognized  as  such  ;  I  think  he  owns  to  it. 

Q.  How  long  has  he  been  recognized  as  such  ? 

A.  I  have  not  been  acquainted  with  him  very  long;  a  couple  of  years,  I  guess . 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  James  W.  Fitzgerald  ? 

A.  I  know  his  son  very  well. 

Q.  Who  is  Mr.  Fitzgerald  ? 

A.  Supposed  to  be  a  lawyer  here  in  the  city. 

Q.  What  is  he  politically  f 

A.  I  think  at  the  last  election  he  was  a  Democrat.  He  changes  so  often  we  can't  keej* 

track  of  him. 

Q.  Is  he  Democratic  candidate  for  Judge  of  the  Police  Court  ? 

A.  He  got  that  nomination,  I  believe. 

Q.  Was  he  elected  ? 

A.  Beaten  about  eight  or  nine  thousand,  I  believe.  I  was  partially  the  cause  of  hfc. 
getting  the  nomination. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Fitzgerald  about  this  election? 

A.  I  did.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  that,  and  what  was  it  ? 

A.  He  was  getting  my  opinion  of  the  election.  I  told  him  how  I  knew  the  eleetic*: 
could  be  beat,  how  they  could  manipulate  the  ballot-boxes  a  little,  and  he  wanted  me  to 
show  him  how. 

Q.  What  was  the  understanding  between  yourself  and  Fitzgerald  ? 

A.  I  would  not  show  him,  because  I  thought  he  would  not  have  nerve  enough  to'ac 
complish  any  thing.  I  promised  to  do  it,  but  I  did  not. 
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Q.  How  long  was  there  any  negotiations  between  you  and  Mr.  Wallace  and  his  friend 
before  this  money  was  paid  you  that  you  got  from  the  business  man  ? 

A.  Yes,  two  or  three  days  talking  about  it;  they  thought  I  was  a  too  high-priced 
man. 

Q.  What  money  did  you  pay  to  Gleason  for  the  services  rendered  by  him  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ;  it  was  not  less  than  that. 

Q.  State  what  money  you  paid  Burns  for  the  services  rendered  by  him  ? 

A.  I  gave  him  five  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  State  what  money  you  paid  Fairchild  for  the  services  rendered  by  him  ? 

A.  I  gave  him  the  same  amount,  five  hundred  dollars  apiece. 

Q.  What  moneys  did  you  pay  to  other  parties?  What  amount  did  you  give  Gleason 
for  his  men  ? 

A.  He  settled  that  himself;  I  just  made  a  contract  with  him;  I  didn’t  have  nothing 
to  do  with  any  of  these  men. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  sums  of  money  Mr.  Gleason  received  from  parties  in  New 
York? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  but  what  I  heard  him  say  he  got  a  thousand  dollars. 

Q.  What  is  Gleason  ? 

A.  Emigrant  runner,  ship  runner  on  the  docks,  kind  of  rough  and  fighter  around  New 
York  there. 

Q.  Does  he  go  under  an  alias  ? 

A.  They  call  him  “Mike  the  Bite.” 

'Q.  Do  you  know  for  what  ticket  the  Indianapolis  party  worked  that  was  here  ? 

A.  Only  know  what  they  told  me  ;  said  they  was  come  f«r  the  interest  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party,  I  believe. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  number  of  votes  they  cast? 

A.  I  don’t,  sir. 

Q.  Who  did  you  see  when  you  went  to  the  Sixth  Ward  polls  ? 

A.  Went  up  there  with  Gleason;  I  never  went  there  but  once  in  the  day  ;  saw  Jim 
Fitzgerald  there  taking  tickets,  and  with  a  couple  of  negroes  upon  the  stand.  One  was 
challenged ;  I  spoke  to  Fitzgerald  about  it;  I  knew  him  to  be  a  voter,  and  he  took  his 
vote  on  my  say  so. 

Q.  Please  examine  the  ticket  now  handed  to  you,  and  state  whether  or  not  it  is  a  fac 
simile  of  the  tickets  voted  by  Gleason,  Burns,  Fairchilds,  and  men  in  their  respective 
gangs,  at  the  polls  you  have  named,  and  the  ticket  for  which  they  worked  at  the  said 
election. 

A.  This  is  a  fac  simile  of  the  ticket  voted  by  them  in  the  First  District.  I  gave  them 
tickets  to  use  in  the  Second  District. 

Q.  Please  examine  and  mark  your  name  on  this  ticket  and  attach  it  as  a  part  of  this 
deposition. 

A.  I  do,  and  hereby  write  my  name  on  it,  and  attach  it  as  part  of  my  deposition. 

Q.  What  other  moneys  have  you  paid  out  besides  that  which  you  have  now  told  me 
of? 

A.  Those  are  the  principal  ones  I  paid  out;  I  can  not  collect  one  half;  I  recollect 
some  driblets  I  paid  out. 

Q.  The  $3,600  you  received  from  New  York  ? 

A.  I  got  to  bet  the  biggest  portion  of  that  on  the  result  of  Mr.  Sayler’s  majority. 

Q.  What  majority  did  you  bet  Mr.  Sayler  was  to  receive  ? 

A.  I  bet  a  portion  of  it  off  on  fifteen  hundred. 
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Q.  Did  you  liave  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Sayler  as  to  the  amount  of  work  to  be 
done,  and  the  money  to  be  paid  by  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  never  in  my  life.  Mr.  Sayler  is  a  persoual  friend;  he  never  paid  me  a 
dollar. 

Q.  Was  there  any  other  gang  than  those  you  have  named  that  voted  in  the  Fourth 
Ward  and  first  precinct? 

A.  The  Indianapolis  men  come  through  there  and  voted  once. 

Q.  How  many  votes  did  they  cast  ? 

A.  I  think  there  was  ten  of  them. 

Q.  What  other  gaug  ? 

A.  This  Baltimore  party  voted  up  that  way. 

Q.  How  many  votes  did  the  Baltimore  party  cast? 

A.  I  think  there  was  seven  men  when  they  first  come  there. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  there  was  a  gang  which  Mr.  Conway  accompanied  that  voted 
in  the  Fourth  Ward. 

A.  I  seen  him  up  there  with  some  parties;  I  don’t  know  whether  it  was  the  gang  he 
was  with. 

Q.  How  many  of  that  party  voted  ? 

A.  Six  or  eight  voted  there. 

Q.  How  often  did  that  party  vote  in  that  way? 

A.  Twice  to  my  knowledge.  If  they  came  there  when  I  was  away  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Can  you  remember  any  other  persons  to  whom  you  paid  money  or  received  it  from 
other  than  those  you  have  indicated  above  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  accounted  for  a  large  number  of  illegal  votes  cast  in  the  first  precinct  of 
the  Fourth  Ward;  now,  if  that  is  so,  how  does  it  occur  that  the  vote  in  that  ward  was 
not  as  large  at  that  election  as  it  has  been  at  some  elections  held  previons  to  it? 

A.  That  is  very  easily  accounted  for. 

Q.  Then  how  do  you  account  for  it  ? 

A.  Could  not  get  to  the  ballot-boxes  well. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  that  ? 

A.  That  the  Republican  party  had  a  judge  we  didn’t  know.  We  didn’t  know  the  clerk 
very  well.  He  was  named  Pierce,  and  we  could  not  do  any  thing  with  him. 

Q.  Where  is  Mr.  Pierce  employed  ? 

A.  I  think  he  is  at  the  cotton  factory,  corner  of - and  Walnut. 

Q.  Suppose  you  could  have  got  to  the  judge  and  clerk  ? 

A.  We  could  have  operated  very  readily  without  the  judge  with  the  clerk.  Down 
there  the  same  has  been  done  in  that  ward  fifty  times. 

Q.  How  ? 

A.  Get  them  to  write  more  names  on  the  tally-sheets  than  there  were  ballots  in  the 

box. 

Q.  Then  what  would  you  <lo  ? 

A.  Find  out  the  names  on  the  tally-sheet  more  than  there  was  ballots  put  in  the  box; 
have  tickets  already  prepared  and  folded — make  a  bustle — and  then  manage  to  get  the 
tickets  in  the  box. 

Q.  Would  not  that  be  very  hard  to  do  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  perfectly  easy  to  do  with  two  judges. 

Q.  That  is  why  the  Fourth  ward  gave  such  a  nice  majority  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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[The  contestee  objects  to  so  much  of  the  foregoing  answer  as  relates  to  mv  con  versa* 
tion  between  the  witness  and  other  parties  than  the  contestee.] 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  yon  are  acquainted  with  one  Charles  Young  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  take  any  part  in  the  election  ? 

A.  I  believe  he  did.  Yes. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  voted  at  the  Fourth  ward  polls  ! 

A.  Yes,  he  did. 

Q.  Did  you  pay,  or  promise  to  pay,  auy  money  to  Young  ? 

A.  I  did.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  pay  it  to  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Why  ? 

A.  Because  he  threatened  to  have  me  indicted  because  I  didn't  settle  with  him. 

Q.  What  did  you  say  to  him  about  the  money  ? 

A.  I  told  him  he  could  go  to  hell,  and  would  not  get  a  cent  out  of  me. 

Cross- ex  a  m  in  at  i  on . 

Q.  By  M.  F.  Wilson,  of  counsel  for  contestee  :  Are  you  not  under  indictment  in  the 
United  States  Court  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  received,  from  any  one,  any  promises,  inducements,  or  any  considera¬ 
tion  whatever  for  your  testimony  in  this  case  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  have  not. 

Q.  Have  you  not  been  promised  that,  in  case  you  testify  in  this  contest,  the  indict¬ 
ment  against  you  in  the  United  States  Court  will  not  be  called  for  trial  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant,  on  the  ground  of  its  indetiniteness,  and  coun¬ 
sel  for  contestee  is  requested  to  name  by  whom  it  is  claimed  such  a  promise  is  made.) 

A.  No,  sir,  I  have  not. 

Q.  Do  I  understand  you,  then,  to  mean  that  you  give  all  this  testimony,  which  crim¬ 
inates  you  to  such  a  great  degree,  of  your  own  free  will,  and  accordingly  without 
expectation  of  deriving  any  benefit,  in  any  shape  or  form,  from  your  testimony  ? 

A.  I  do  expect  some  benefit  from  it,  certainly. 

Q.  State  upon  what  that  expectation  is  based. 

A.  It  will  have  a  tendency  to  make  matters  easier  in  my  case,  certainly.  There  will 
be  a  great  deal  of  feeling  and  prejudice  in  my  case,  and  I  want  to  show  the  public  that 
that  prejudice  and  feeling  against  me  is  based  on  wrong  grounds  entirely. 

Q.  Did  any  candidate  on  the  Democratic  ticket,  at  any  time  before  the  October  elec¬ 
tion,  employ  you  to  procure  illegal  votes  ? 

A.  A  candidate  on  the  Democratic  ticket  ask  me  in  as  plain  language  as  that  ?  No, 
sir. 

Q.  State  what  language  was  used. 

A.  They  employed  me  to  work.  Knew  I  was  a  good  worker,  and  could  command  a 
good  many  votes  and  get  a  good  many ;  that  was  about  the  sum  and  substance  of  the 
language. 

Q.  Then,  I  understand  you  to  say,'or  mean,  that  when  a  candidate  employed  you  to 
work  for  the  ticket,  it  was  an  inference  of  your  own  that  he  intended  you  should  procure 
illegal  votes  ?

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  don’t  think  many  of  them  have  any  scruples  against  anything  of  that 
kind. 

Q.  Who  were  the  candidates  on  the  Democratic  ticket  that  spoke  to  you  about  the 
success  of  the  Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  I  spoke  to  Mr.  Wallace  and  Mr.  Banning :  in  fact,  pretty  much  all  the  candidates 
on  the  ticket. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Judson  Harmon,  the  contestee  in  this  case, 
in  reference  to  working  for  the  Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  I  think  I  did  not.  I  don’t  think  I  have  ever  talked  to  him  about  any  illegal 
votes. 

Q.  Did  he  ever,  at  any  time,  ask  you  to  work  for  the  success  of  the  Democratic 
ticket  before  the  October  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  told  me  that  he  was  a  candidate,  and  liked  for  me  to  assist  in  his 
election.  Never  said  anything  of  fraudulent  votes,  or  having  antliing  wrong  done. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  you  vote  '? 

A.  I  voted  the  Democratic  ticket.  I  never  voted  anything  else. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  a  straight  or  a  scratched  ticket  ! 

A.  I  voted  a  straight  ticket  this  time.  Generally  vote  a  scratched  ticket. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  for  Judge  Cox  ? 

A.  1  talked  of  voting  for  him,  but  it  didn’t  count. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  that  1 

A.  I  scratched  off  the  name  in  the  wrong  place — personally  desired  to  work  for  the 
success  of  Judge  Cox.  I  made  up  my  mind  before  the  election  to  work  for  him,  but  on 
the  day  of  the  election  there  was  one  man  on  the  Republican  ticket  I  wanted  to  vote  for. 
They  came  to  see  me  about  it,  and  said,  “  Just  let  him  go  ;  we  will  drown  him  with  the 
balance.”  I  had  made  up  my  mind  before  the  election  to  work  for  him. 

Q.  Are  you  accpiainted  with  one  L.  M.  Hazen  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  very  well. 

Q.  Did  you  not,  at  a  time  very  soon  before  the  election,  state  to  Mr.  Hazen  that  you 
intended  to  run  Judge  Cox  away  ahead  of  his  ticket  in  the  Fourth  ward  ? 

A.  I  did  ;  yes,  sir.  At  the  Adams  Express  Company  I  made  the  statement,  1  think. 

Q.  Did  you  not  endeavor  to  get  some  of  the  parties  whom  you  have  spoken  of  as 
being  here  for  the  purpose  of  voting  illegally  to  vote  for  Judge  Cox  at  the  October 
election  ? 

A.  I  stated  there  I  had  spoken  to  them  before  the  election  about  it,  countermanded 
the  order,  and  told  them  we  would  have  to  drown  him  with  tin?  rest. 

Q.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  .that  you  endeavored  to  procure  the  parties  who  were 
here  for  the  purpose  of  voting  illegally,  to  vote  for  Judge  Cox? 

A.  The  parties  were  here  subject  to  my  order,  and  they  didn’t  know  one  candidate 
from  another. 

Q.  Did  you  endeavor  to  get  the  parties  who  were  subject  to  your  order  to  vote  for 

Judge  Cox  ? 

had  nothing  to  say  about  it.  I  fixed  the  tickets  myself.  They  took  the 
tickets  and  tore  them  un,  and  gave  them  new  lots. 

Q.  Did  you  not,  at  the  start,  fix  some  tickets  for  these  parties  to  vote  which  contained 
the  name  of  the  Democratic  candidate  for  Judge  erased  and  the  name  of  Judge  Cox  sub¬ 
stituted  ? 

A.  I  took  a  rortion  of  them  and  destroyed  them. 

Q.  Why  did  you  coantermand  this  order  and  change  the  tickets  ? 
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A.  It  appeared  to  raise  a  kind  of  a  kick  at  headquarters,  and  I  stopped  it. 

Q.  Why  and  for  what  reason  did  you  first  prepare  these  tickets  with  the  name  of 
Judge  Cox  on  them  ? 

A.  Well,  it  was  on  account  of  a  little  matter.  There  was  an  indictment  against  me 
in  that  court,  a  gambling  indictment  pending  against  me,  and  I  went  up  there  one  day 
to  stand  trial  in  my  case.  I  was  drunk  at  the  time,  and  Judge  Cox  was  on  the  bench. 
Never  had  exchanged  ten  words  with  the  gentleman  in  my  life,  and  I  think  Ampt  was 
prosecuting  attorney  at  the  time.  He  got  me  in  there,  and  I  had  no  attorney  with  me, 
and  got  me  to  put  in  a  plea  to  the  indictment,  and  I  plead  guilty,  I  think,  to  the  wrong- 
count  in  the  indictment,  and  Cox  postponed  sentence  in  the  case  until  two  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon.  Edgar  Johnson  was  in  there  ;  called  me  out,  and  told  me  I  didn’t  know  what 
I  was  doing;  told  me  to  come  back  at  two  o’clock.  He  attended  to  the  case  for  me,  and 
I  retracted  the  plea  I  had  put  in  :  and  in  place  of  Cox  sending  me  to  prison,  he  fined  me 
in  the  afternoon,  I  think,  four  or  five  hundred  dollars;  and  I  told  Mr.  Johnson  at  the 
time  that  I  was  very  thankful  for  the  kindness  he  had  shown  towards  me,  and  if  it  ever 
laid  in  my  power  I  would  try  and  repay  it.  As  a  matter  of  course,  Mr.  Cameron  asked 
me  if  I  could  not  do  any  thing  for  him  as  a  personal  friend  of  his,  who  would  like  to  see 
him  elected. 

Q.  You  have  spoken  of  a  number  of  parties  whom  you  say  voted  illegally  in  the 
Fomqh,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  wards?  Did  you  know,  at  any  time  that  these  parties  that 
voted  were  not  entitled  to  vote  ? 

A.  Yes, sir,  I  did. 

A.  Y'es,  sir?  I  did. 

Q.  Did  they  so  vote  by  your  advice  and  procurement  ? 

A.  I  employed  these  men  to  come  here  ;  I  employed  the  leaders  to  fetch  them  here  ; 
made  the  arrangements  with  Mr.  Burns  aud  Mr.  Fairchilds,  at  the  Goss  and  Allen  fight ; 
met  Gleason  in  New  York. 

Q.  You  have  spoken  in  your  testimony  in  chief  about  manipulating  the  tally  sheets 
by  procuring  the  clerk  to  write  a  number  of  names  on  them,  and  of  stuffing  the  ballot 
boxes  by  putting  in  votes  enough  to  correspond  with  those  names  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  have  known  it  done  very  frequently. 

•Q.  Have  you  ever  been  a  party  to  such  proceeding  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Who  told  you  that  Mr.  Hoifman  got  the  money  which  you  have  mentioned  in 
your  examination  in  chief? 

A.  It  was  talked  of  in  the  committee  room,  down  there,  by  several  parties ;  I  seen 
him  get  some  money  myself;  I  don’t  know  the  amount;  I  think  it  was  a  couple  of  hun¬ 
dred  dollars. 

Q.  When  and  where  did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  that  you 
have  spoken  of? 

A.  He  was  sitting  in  his  buggy,  up  on  Vine  street,  near  the  Club  House. 

Q.  What  time  ? 

A.  In  the  evening. 

Q.  How  many  persons  outside  of  yourself,  the  leaders  of  the  gangs,  and  the  men 
themselves  in  the  gangs,  and  James  White,  knew  that  the  parties  were  here  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  voting  illegally  ? 

A.  There  was  not  a  man  in  Cincinnati  that  knew  the  men  ;  it  was  common  talk  that 
it  Avas  to  be  done  around  the  hotel;  I  transacted  my  business  with  just  one  man;  espec¬ 
ially  around  the  Empire,  there,  because  men  associated  in  business  Avith  me,  one  of  my 
partners,  didn’t  think  it  was  a  good  thing  to  have  them  around  the  court  house. 
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<5-  Did  any  candidate  on  the  Republican  ticket,  or  friend  of  any  candidate  on  the 
Republican  ticket,  receive  information  from  you  that  the  men  you  have  spoken  of  were 
in  town  for  the  purpose  of  illegal  voting  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  the  parties  who  voted  illegally  in  the  Fourth,  Fifth  and 
Sixth  Wards,  voted  the  Democratic  ticket,  that  you  actually  saw  them  vote  the  ticket, 
or  that  you  infer  they  voted  the  Democratic  ticket  because  they  were  employed  to  work 
for  the  success  of  it  ? 

A.  The  Gleason  party  (I  was  in  three  wards)  took  tickets  from  me,  walked  right  up 
and  voted,  and  the  parties  that  come  from  the  First  Precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward  voted 
from  me;  I  was  standing  opposite  the  challenging  committee;  they  come  and  took 
tickets  out  of  my  hand. 

Q.  State  what  your  business  has  been  for  a  good  many- years  past. 

A.  My  business  ?  In  the  saloon  business  at  present ;  I  am  a  gambler  by  profession  ; 
supposed  to  be  of  them  ;  I  don’t  gamble  any  more  than  usual ;  I  have  been  a  backer  of 
faro  games,  although  I  don’t  gamble  myself. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  names  of  any  of  the  parties  that  were  in  what  you  call  the  gang 
under  Gleason  from  New  York  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  there  were  eighteen  big  stout  able-bodied  New  York  men  I  seen  vote  one 
hundred  and  eight  times,  myself. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  of  the  names  under  which  they  voted  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  names  under  which  any  of  the  parties  in  the  Burns  gang  voted  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  name  of  any  parties  with  Fairchild,  outside  of  Fairchild  himself  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Where  was  the  money  paid  them  ? 

A.  In  the  Empire.  I  gave  Mr.  Fairchild  five  hundred,  Burns  live  hundred,  and  Glea¬ 
son  seven  hundred  and  titty. 

Q.  Did  you  keep  any  list  of  any  of  the  names  ? 

A.  No,  sir:  I  did  not.  It  is  not  necessary,  in  a  piece  of  rascality  like  that,  always  to 

print  it  up. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  White  keep  any  list  of  the  names  for  you  ? 

A.  He  had  a  list  down  there;  paid  a  lot  of  old  suckers  he  had  five  dollars  a  piece. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  one  Paul  Wheaton  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  am  not. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  him  or  have  any  conversation  with  him  ? 

A.  I  think  he  is  a  restaurant  boy.  I  gave  him  a  five  dollar  note,  and  promised  him 
a  twenty. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  one  Brockman  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  room  in  Mr.  White’s  office  in  which  you  received  and  talked  to  them  ? 

A.  I  had  a  room  back  of  his  detective  agency. 

Q.  What  time  of  the  day  was  it  that  the  eighteen  men  you  speak  of  voted  in  the 
First  Precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward  ? 

A.  They  all  voted  there  just  as  soon  as  the  polls  opened.  They  were  in  a  hurry. 

Q.  What  time  did  Burns’  party  come  into  the  Fourth  Ward  f 

A.  Just  as  quick  as  I  could  get  back. 

Q.  What  time  was  it  that  Fairchild  voted  in  the  Fourth  Ward  ? 
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A.  We  waited  for  him  to  come  ? 

Q.  Have  you  received  any  information,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  Office  of 
the  District  Attorney  of  the  United  States  for  this  district  in  reference  to  your  testifying 
in  this  case  ? 

A.  I  have  not,  sir  ;  never  talked  with  anybody  on  the  subject,  only  my  attorney. 

Q.  Who  is  your  attorney  with  whom  von  talked  ? 

A.  Mr.  Campbell  there. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Campbell  state  to  you  that  by  testifying  in  this  case  you  could  procure 
any  favor  or  consideration  on  account  of  the  indictment  which  is  now  pending  against 
you  in  the  United  States  Court,  before  you  had  testified  ? 

A.  Not  directly,  he  didn’t. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  directly  ? 

A.  By  giving  a  guarantee  that  I  would  go  scot  free,  or  any  thing  of  the  kind. 

Q.  Did  he  state  any  sentence  you  might  receive  ? 

A.  It  was  not  necessary  for  Mr.  Campbell  to  say  any  thing  to  me.  I  didn’t  propose  to 
make  a  secret  of  it  any  longer;  every  body  seemed  to  know  it;  everybody  broke  faith 
with  me  that  day  that  had  any  thing  to  do  with  me  in  this  matter.  I  decline  to  answer, 

Q.  Did  he  state  that  any  testimony  you  should  make  might  have  an  influence  on  any 
sentence  von  might  receive  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer. 

Q.  Is  not  one  of  your  motives  in  testifying  a  desire  to  revenge  yourself  upon  certain 
parties  whom  you  think  have  not  treated  you  fairly  ? 

A.  My  word  is  worth  as  much  more  over  a  politician’s  as  a  good  dollar  is  over  a 
counterfeit.  As  to  revenge,  O,  no. 

lie-direct  Examination. 

Q.  Mr.  Wilson  has  asked  you  if  any  candidate  contracted  with  you  to  bring  illegal 
voters  here,  or  asked  you  to  procure  illegal  votes,  and  you  replied  that  no  candidate  in 
as  plain  lmgnage  had  asked  you  to  do  so.  You  have  farther  answered  to  another  ques¬ 
tion  that  it  was  an  inference  of  your  own  that  they  wanted  you  to  do  this  kind  of  work. 
State  whether  or  not  that  inference  was  plainly  and  easily  gathered  from  their  manner 
and  conversation  with  you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  it  was. 

Q.  Mr.  Wilson  has  inquired  about  votes  cast  for  Judge  Cox.  State  whether  or  not 
Mr.  Cox  received  a  single  vote  more  in  the  Fourth  Ward  than  the  average  of  his  ticket  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge  he  didn’t. 

Q.  How  Avas  it  that  this  felloAv  Hazen  had  a  conversation  Avith  yon  ?  Who  commenced 
it,  and  what  did  he  request  to  be  done  in  the  premises  ? 

A.  He  never  requested  nothing  to  be  done.  I  started  the  commrsation  myself.  I  had 
been  there  on  some  business — to  express  opinions  on  the  election.  Lew  Weir  heard  it. 
I  told  him  I  thought  every  man  on  the  Democratic  ticket  would  be  elected,  Avith  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  one  of  the  judges.  I  thought  Cox’s  prospect  Avas  very  good;  I  Avas  going  to* 
assist  him  if  I  could. 

Q.  You  say  that  it  Avas  your  intention  to  have  personally  assisted  Judge  Cox  l 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  you  did  not  do  so  because  a  kick  was  given  f 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  were  the  parties  that  gave  the  kick  ? 

A.  It  was  generally  talked  of  in  the  commitee  rooms. 

Q.  Who  Avere  the  talkers  in  reference  to  the  matter  f 
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A.  Several  parties.  I  don’t  know  who  they  all  were — politicians  around  there. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Hoffman  ? 

A.  No  ;  I  don’t  think  he  ever  said  any  thing  to  me. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Miller  ? 

A.  It  was  spoken  of  in  that  committee.  I  finally  stopped  the  conversation  by  saying 
that  I  was  going  to  work  for  the  whole  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Were  yon  present  at  the  November  election  in  the  Fourth  Ward  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  was  in  bed  all  day. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  about  the  November  election  in  that  ward  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  think  it  was  an  increase  on  the  October  vote. 

(Counsel  for  contestee  objects  to  inquiries  concerning  the  November  election,  because 
of  the  agreement  entered  into — counsel  for  contestant  assenting  that  any  reference  to 
the  said  election  should  not  be  taken  down.)

John  Coleman,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age  and  residence  ? 

A.  John  Coleman  ;  age,  22 ;  Storrs  street,  opposite  the  public  hall.  Twenty-first  ward. 
I  could  not  tell  the  precinct. 

Q.  State  if  you  voted  at  the  October  election  for  State  and  county  officers,  held  Octo¬ 
ber  10,  1676  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  reside  at  that  time  ? 

A.  On  Evuds  street,  Twenty-first  ward. 

Q.  How  long  previous  to  the  election  had  you  resided  in  the  Twenty-first  ward  ? 

A.  I  suppose  about  two  months. 

Q.  Are  you  sure  that  you  lived  in  that  ward  more  than  twenty  days  before  the  elec¬ 
tion  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  yon  vote  at  any  other  ward  or  precinct  at  that  election 

A.  No,  sir. 

Cross-Examination. 

Q.  State  where  in  the  Twenty-first  ward  you  were  living  on  the  day  of  the  election  ? 
A.  On  Storrs  street. 

Q.  With  whom  ? 
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A.  My  father. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  been  living  with  your  father  before  the  election  ? 

A.  I  had  been  living  with  him  there  about  eight  days. 

Q.  State  where  in  the  Twenty-first  ward  you  lived  before  you  moved  to  your  father’s 
residence  ? 

A.  1  lived  on  Evans  street,  between  Eighth  and  the  C.  H.  and  D.  railroad. 

Q.  About  how  long  had  you  been  living  there  ? 

A.  I  had  been  living  there  about  a  month  and  a  half. 

Q.  Did  you  take  your  meals  there? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Sleep  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  live  there  steady,  on  and  on,  or  did  you  stay  there  part  of  the  time,  and 
at  your  father’s  residence  part  of  the  time  ? 

A.  Whenever  I  wanted  to  go  up  town  I  would  go  to  my  father’s  residence ;  get  my 
meals  up  town,  and  sleep  at  my  father’s  house. 

Q.  Where  did  you  have  your  washing  done  at  the  time  ? 

A.  At  my  father’s  house. 

Q.  Is  your  brother  living  now  on  Evans  street  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  To  whom  did  you  pay  board  on  Evans  street  ? 

A.  Miss  Rollins  and  Mr.  Kerns. 

Q.  During  the  time  that  you  were  boarding  on  Evans  street,  did  you  stop  any  of  the 
time  at  your  father’s  house  ?  If  so,  how  often  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  have  stopped  there  about  once  a  week. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  of  your  meals  at  your  father’s  house  ?  You  and  your  brother  ? 
A.  On  Sundays,  at  dinner  time. 

J.  Coleman. 

William  Coleman,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence  ? 

A.  William  Coleman,  23  years  of  age;  Storrs  street,  Twenty-first  ward. 

Q.  You  voted  at  the  election  for  State  and  county  officers,  held  on  the  10th  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  ? 

A.  The  Twenty-first  ward. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  time  a  resident  of  the  Twenty-first  ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  previous  to  the  election  had  you  resided  in  the  Twenty-first  ward  ? 

A.  Surely  two  months  in  all. 

Q.  Are  you  certain  that  you  resided  in  that  ward  for  more  than  twenty  days  previous 
to  that  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  Sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  a  negro  corn-doctor  named  Davis?  If  so,  did  you  make  any  state¬ 
ments  to  him  at  any  time,  or  in  his  hearing,  that  you  were  not  a  resident  of  the  ward  ? 
A.  No,  sir.  I  never  talked  to  him — only  spoke  to  him  in  the  office  one  day. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  at  any  other  ward  or  precinct  of  that  election? 

A.  No,  sir.

Thomas  Coleman,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows  : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation? 

A.  Thomas  Coleman  ;  age,  44;  residence,  Twenty-first  ward,  Storrs  street. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  at  the  October  election  of  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  ? 

A.  In  the  Twenty-first  ward. 

Q.  Were  you  a  resident  of  the  ward  at  that  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  For  how  long  previous  had  you  been  ? 

A.  I  myself  had  only  been  down  there — well,  I  moved  there  on  the  second,  I  think, 
of  October,  about  eight  days  before  the  election. 

Q.  Are  you  married  or  single  ? 

A.  Married. 

Q.  You  live  in  the  ward  writh  your  family  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know  how  long  John  and  William  Coleman  resided  in  the  ward  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  October  election  of  1876. 

A.  Well,  they  hoarded  down  there  with  Miss  Hollins  and  Mr.  Kerns. 

Q.  For  how  long? 

A.  Well,  they  were  not  there  steady  all  the  time ;  off  and  on  for  two  months  before  I 
moved  down  there. 

Q.  What  do  you  and  they  consider  as  their  residence  for  more  than  a  month  previous 
to  the  election  ? 

A.  Well,  they  consider  that  down  there  their  residence,  in  the  Twenty-first  ward.. 

Q.  And  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  that  they  did  reside  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  drove  a  team  there  for  me. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  at  any  other  ward  or  precinct  in  that  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  Thomas  Coleman. 

F.  X.  Barratt,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  and  residence  ? 

A.  F.  X.  Barratt ;  twenty-five  ;  91  East  Third  street. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  at  the  polls  on  the  election  held  on  the  10th  of  Oc¬ 
tober,  1876  ? 

A.  I  was  at  the  polls  of  the  Twenty-fifth  ward,  first  precinct,  from  six  o’clock  until 
the  closing  of  the  polls  in  the  evening  after  counting  the  votes. 

Q.  State  what,  if  any,  facts  are  within  your  knowledge  concerning  alleged  voting 
from  No.  12  McAllister  street. 

A.  Well,  I  knew  about  McAllister  street  on  the  Saturday  previous  to  the  October 
election.  I  had  the  canvassing  of  that  territory,  and  on  Saturday  morning  I  went  up 
there  with  Mr.  Brooks,  a  colored  man,  and  in  passing  by7  there  inquiring  of  the  residents 
who  lived  here  and  who  lived  there,  we  came  to  No.  10.  lie  said  that  was  vacant,  no¬ 
body  living  in  there  from  the  first  day  of  August.  1  told  him  there  would  be  no  voters 
out  of  No.  10.  On  the  day  of  the  election  I  didn’t  hear  a  vote  from  No.  10. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  polls  of  that  precinct  during  election  day,  and  did  any  person 
offer  to  vote  from  No.  10  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  not  to  my  knowledge.  I  didn’t  leave  tho  polls,  I  don’t  think,  five  minutes.. 
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Q.  State  whether  or  not  it  was  customary  upon  the  part  of  the  Democratic  challeng¬ 
ers  to  challenge  negro  voters  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Every  negro  we  had  was  challenged.  Such  men  as  live  with  Tom  Gay¬ 
lord  and  Dexter,  their  servants,  that  were  known  by  the  Democratic  party,  they  refused 
to  let  him  vote  unless  they  challenged  him. 

Q.  Did  any  negro  that  was  at  the  window  give  No.  10  as  his  residence  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Was  it  well  known  around  the  polls  that  this  number  was  not  occupied — No.  10? 

A.  Well,  if  it  was  I  didn’t  see  it.  I  didn’t  have  any  cause  to  make  that  announce¬ 
ment.  If  I  thought  there  was  going  to  be  any  illegal  voting  I  would  have  mentioned 
the  fact. 

Q.  State  what  other  matters  you  koow  concerning  the  casting  of  illegal  votes  at  that 
poll? 

A.  Towards  the  close  of  the  polls  a  man  came  up  there,  brought  down  by  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party,  and  voted.  The  name  he  gave  was  John  Gaylord  ;  swore  that  he  lived  at 
Dr.  Carson’s  house — was  a  servant  of  Dr.  Carson’s.  I  happened  to  know  Dr.  Carson’s 
family  well,  and  knew  his  servant,  and  didn’t  recognize  in  this  man  the  servant  of  Dr. 
Carson.  We  challenged  his  vote  and  he  voted.  I  went  afterward  to  Dr.  Carson  and 
asked  Dr.  Carson  if  he  had  a  man  in  his  employ  by  the  name  of  John  Gaylord.  He  said 
“No.”  He  told  me  the  man  had  voted,  and  swore  he  livecl  at  his  house.  We  had  the 
man  arrested — arrested  by  Officer  Knox,  I  think  the  name  is. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  he  vote  ? 

A.  I  presume  he  voted  the  Democratic  ticket  because  they  were  his  backers,  and  he 
was  brought  there  by  a  Democrat — Ed.  Moses  brought  the  man  down. 

Q.  Who  is  Ed.  Moses? 

A.  Ed.  Moses  is  a  reputed  gambler. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  you  see  the  man  vote  ? 

A.  Well,  I  could  not  see  whether  it  was  a  Democratic  ticket;  it  was  not  open;  it  was 

folded  up  ;  lie  was  brought  there  by  a  Democratic  man. 

\ 

Q.  Wbat  was  done  with  this  Gaylord  ? 

A.  We  had  him  taken  to  the  Hammoud  Street  Station-house,  and  particular  orders 
were  given  not  to  allow  bail  unlesson  a  responsible  bond.  We  went  up  thereat  the 
police  court  with  Dr.  Carson  and  Mr.  Smith.  Mr.  William  Phelps  stood  right  there. 

Cross-examination . 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  swear  that  no  negroes  were  challenged  who  said  they  lived  at 
No.  10  McAllister  street,  or  simply  that  you  did  not  hear  any  say  that  ? 

A.  I  swear  that  I  didn’t  hear  any  negro  give  that  number  as  his  residence  that  voted 
there  that  day. 

Q.  For  all  you  know,  then,  some  may  have  given  their  residence  as  No.  10  McAllister 
street  ?  v 

A.  No,  I  don’t  think  so.  I  didn’t  hear  any  body  give  their  residence  as  No.  10  Mc¬ 
Allister  street. 

Q.  Can  you  swear  positively  that  you  heard  the  answer  given  by  every  negro  who 
was  challenged  at  that  precinct  on  that  day  ? 

A.  While  I  was  there  I  can.  I  went  to  dinner  at  one  o’clock,  and  there  may  be  some 
voted  then. 
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Harry  Blackburn,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworu,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  Harry  Blackburn;  thirty-three;  Hartwell,  Ohio;  contractor. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  took  part  in  the  October  election  ?  If  so,  where  ? 

A.  I  did.  I  was  one  of  the  challenging  committee  at  Hartwell,  Ohio. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  a  Luke  White  who  voted  at  that  precinct  on 
that  election  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  State  what  facts  you  know  concerning  his  being  an  illegal  voter  ? 

A.  I  kuow  that  he  swore  that  he  received  his  papers  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  iu  the 
October  election.  I  know  it  is  a  fact  out  there  that  he  has  no  right  to  vote  at  all. 

Q.  Why  has  not  he  a  right  to  vote  ? 

A.  They  claim  he  never  received  any  papers.  His  wife  stated  so.  I  can  only  tell 
you  what  he  said  in  the  November  election.  I  cannot  swear  to  it,  but  it  can  be  sworn  to. 

Q.  Was  his  vote  taken  or  refused  ? 

A.  It  was  refused.  * 

Q.  Upon  what  grounds  was  it  refused  in  November? 

A.  He  swore  in  November  that  be  received  his  papers  three  days  after  he  landed  in 

New  York. 

Q.  Who  were  the  judges  of  the  election? 

A.  In  the  November  election  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Price,  and  Mr.  Garretson;  October 
there  was  Mr.  Price,  Mr.  Mill,  and  Mr.  Garretson.  Joe  Reckner,  a  Democratic  commit¬ 
teeman,  told  me  himself  that  Luke  White  never  received  any  papers,  and  had  no  right 
to  vote,  he  knew  at  the  time,  but  was  not  going  to  say  any  thing  about  it. 

E.  W.  Goble,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  E.  W.  Goble,  37  Westwood,  Hamilton  county. 

Q.  What  part,  if  any,  did  you  take  in  the  State  and  county  election  held  on  the  10th 
of  October,  1876? 

A.  Nothing  more  than  a  kind  of  challenging  committee,  and  was  chairman  of  the 
campaign  committee  of  our  precinct. 

Q,  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Valentine  Kline  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  kuow  him. 

Q.  Where  does  he  live  ? 

A.  He  lives  in  the  north-eastern  precinct  of  Green  township,  known  as  section  16. 

Q.  What  precinct  do  you  live  in  ? 

A.  I  live  in  the  north-eastern  precinct,  called  Green  township  proper. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  Kline  voted  at  the  October  election  in  your  precinct  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q  Was  he  a  resident  of  the  precinct  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  his  voting  at  any  other  precinct  of  the  town¬ 
ship. 

A.  I  heard  that  he  had.  Mr.  Richard  Means  told  me  ho  saw  him  vote  in  the  other  pre¬ 
cinct. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  You  say  that  you  did  not  know  of  your  own  knowledge  that  he  voted  in  any 
other  precinct  of  Green  township? 

9  3  A 
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A.  I  didn’t  see  him  vote  in  any  other  precinct. 

Q.  He  was  raised  in  Green  township,  was  he  not  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  think  he  came  from  Germany. 

Q.  How  much  do  you  know  about  that  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  any  thing  about  it,  any  thing  more  than  the  looks  of  the  man  and 
his  talk.  He  is  about  fifty  years  old,  I  suppose. 

Q.  Does  he  not  live  very  near,  or  on  the  line  dividing  the  precincts? 

A.  I  don’t  know  just  what  the  distance  is  between  the  lines.  He  lives  on  section  16. 
Last  spriug  he  came  over  to  vote  in  our  precinct.  I  told  him  at  that  time  he  had  no 
business  to  vote  there,  that  he  lived  in  another  precinct. 

Q.  Did  you  chaliege  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  didn’t  see  him  until  just  as  he  was  in  the  act  of  putting  his  ticket  in  the 
box  and  handing  it  to  the  judge. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  challenge  him  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  why  ;  I  thought  he  knew  better. 

Q.  Did  you  poll  Green  township  ?  * 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  poll  your  precinct? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  individually. 

Q.  Do  yon  know  of  its  being  polled  ? 

A.  We  had  a  meeting,  and  several  of  us  out  there  polled  it  only  from  our  knowledge 
of  the  town.  I  believe  I  know  every  body  in  the  township,  pretty  near. 

Q.  How  many  negro  votes  are  in  your  township  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  sir,  just  exactly. 

Q.  Approximate  the  number  as  near  as  you  can. 

A.  I  suppose  there  are  thirty-five. 

Q.  How  many  are  in  your  precinct? 

'A.  I  don’t  know  that  exactly;  I  think  I  had  nineteen  down  on  my  list  at  the  time, 
but  there  were  some  few  more  voted. 

Q.  How  many  negro  voters  do  you  know  voted  at  the  October  election? 

A.  I  could  not  state  just  how  many  there  were.  I  know  there  was  a  few  more  than 
what  we  had  on  our  list. 

Q.  Was  it  not  a  matter  of  general  report  in  your  township  that  there  were  a  large 
number  of  fraudulent  negro  votes  polled  there  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Louis  Lebenstein  or  Lowenstein  ? 

A.  Louis  Lebenstein,  yes,  sir.  I  don’t  know  where  he  lives. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  he  voted  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  heard  that  he  voted,  but  I  didn’t  see  him  vote. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  vote  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  he  was  not  naturalized  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  he  was  naturalized.  I  seen  his  first  papers  some  time  ago.  Whether  he 
got  his  second  papers  or  not  I  never  seen,  but  his  first  papers  I  did  see. 

Q.  He  did  not  vote  at  the  November  election,  did  he? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  How  long  had  he  lived  in  Green  township? 

A.  He  had  been  there  two  or  three  years,  I  don’t  know  exactly  how  long. 

Q.  Who  was  he  working  for  at  the  time  of  the  October  election  ? 
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A.  I  believe  be  was  working  for  Mr.  Davies. 

Q.  Do  you  know  about  a  school  teacher  named  Barrow  voting  ?  Did  he  vote  in  your 
precinct  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  of  any  man  of  that  name. 

E.  W.  Goble. 

A.  J.  Price,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  A.  J.  Price;  thirty-six;  Hartwell;  painter. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Luke  White  ;  if  so,  did  he  vote 
at  the  State  and  county  election  held  on  the  10th  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  I  am  acquainted  with  him.  He  lives  close  to  me ;  is  a  neighbor.  He  did  vote. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  at  the  November  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  he  did  not. 

Q.  Why  did  not  he  vote  at  the  November  election  ? 

A.  His  vote  was  challenged,  and  he  swore  to  different  facts  to  them  that  he  swore  to 
in  the  October  election. 

Q.  State  fully  all  the  circumstances  that  lead  you  to  the  conclusion  that  he  was  not  a 
legal  voter. 

A.  He  had  said  to  me  on  the  previous  October  election  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  a 
vote  at  all.  His  wife  made  the  remark  in  my  presence  that  he  was  nothing  but  a 
mummy — no  man  about  him — or  he  would  have  taken  out  his  papers  long  before.  I  was 
greatly  astonished  to  see  him  swearing  in  his  vote  at  the  October  election.  He  was 
brought  there  by  the  Democratic  rallying  committee. 

Q.  Where  did  he  say  he  took  his  papers  out  at  ? 

A.  At  the  October  election  he  swore  he  took  them  out  at  Baltimore. 

Q.  What  statements  did  he  make  concerning  the  papers  at  the  November  election  t 

A.  He  was  sworn  at  the  November  election,  and  under  oath  stated  that  his  papers 
were  taken  out  in  the  city  of  New  York.  I  asked  him  how  long  he  had  been  in  this 
country  when  he  got  his  papers.  He  said  he  thought  he  got  both  papers  the  first  year. 
He  said  he  was  positive  he  got  his  papers  the  first  month  he  was  here — probably  three 
or  four  days  after  he  arrived  in  New  York  City  he  got  both  papers.  I  then  asked  him 
if  he  hadn’t  sworn  in  the  October  election  that  he  got  his  papers  in  Baltimore ;  and  he 
hesitated,  and  then  said  he  believed  he  had  sworn  he  got  them  in  Baltimore." 

Q.  What  ticket  did  he  vote  ? 

A.  I  am  satisfied  he  voted  the  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  what  ticket  he  was  going  to  vote  ? 

A.  He  told  me  prior  to  the  election  that  if  he  had  to  vote  he  would  vote  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  ticket. 

Q.  Was  it  a  Democratic  executive  committeeman  that  took  him  there  ? 

s 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  J.  Piuce. 

John  W.  Herron,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  profession,  residence,  and  what  connection,  if  any,  did  yon 
have  with  the  election  held  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876,  in  this  county? 

A.  My  name  is  John  W.  Herron  ;  occupation,  attorney-at-law;  residence,  Cincinnati. 
At  the  election  on  October  10th  I  was  one  of  tho  judges  of  the  upper  precinct  of  the 
Fifth  ward. 
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Q.  Please  state  whether  or  not,  during  the  time  that  yon  were  acting  as  judge,  any 
colored  votes  Avere  offered  and  challenged,  and  upon  investigation  the  parties  challenged 
stated  they  were  residents  of  No.  10  McAllister  street;  if  so,  how  many,  to  the  best  of 
your  recollection  ? 

A.  There  were  quite  a  number  of  colored  voters  at  that  precinct  whose  votes  were 
challenged,  and  who  were  sworn  and  examined  as  to  their  residence.  I  have  no  recol¬ 
lection  that  any  of  them  stated  that  they  lived  at  No.  10  McAllister  street.  There  were 
quite  a  number  of  them  living  on  McAllister  street,  and  they  always  gave  their  exact 
residence;  and  Captain  Welch,  Avho  did  the  challenging,  had  a  book  in  which  he  entered 
the  residence  which  each  one  of  them  gave.  I  can  not  now  remember  the  number,  be¬ 
cause  I  am  nqt  familiar  with  the  numbers  of  any  of  the  houses  on  that  street. 

Q.  You  say  Captain  Welch  made  a  memorandum  of  the  voters  challenged  in  a  book  ? 

A.  He  had  a  littte  memorandum  book  in  his  hand  on  which  he  made  a  memorandum 
of  each  voter  challenged,  and  the  name  and  residence  that  he  gave.  McAllister  street 
Avas  only  one  block  from  the  polls,  and  it  Avas  Arery  easy  in  five  minutes  to  go  there  and 
return,  and  report  whether  the  house  Avas  occupied  or  not.  He  had  a  memorandum  book 
in  his  hand,  and  held  it  before  him  in  writing.  Whether  he  had  a  separate  paper  to 
write  on,  or  wrote  in  the  book,  I  can  not  now  tell. 

Q.  Is  it  possible  that  ten  persons  could  have  offered  to  vote  trom  one  number,  every 
one  of  whom  was  challenged,  without  the  matter  making  such  an  impression  as  that  yous 
would  remember  the  circumstance  ? 

A.  I  think  not.  I  believe  in  every  case  the  \mter  was  sworn  by  myself,  and  the  exami¬ 
nation  conducted  by  myself. 

Q.  State  how  long  you  have  lived  in  that  ward,  and  whether  or  not  you  are  acquaint¬ 
ed,  more  or  less,  with  the  voters  of  the  Avard  ;  and,  if  so,  please  state  whether  there  was 
a  larger  number  of  colored  voters  at  the  election  referred  to  than  is  usually  cast  at  elec¬ 
tions  in  that  ward  and  precinct  ? 

A.  I  lived  in  the  precinct,  with  the  exception  of  two  years,  for  the  last  twenty-tAvo 
years,  and  have  been  judge  of  the  election  for  three  or  four  different  times  since  colored 
men  voted,  and  I  was  satisfied  at  the  October  election  that  the  colored  vote  did  not  ex" 
ceed  that  usually  given  in  that  precinct.  I  think  I  am  quite  well  acquainted  with  voters 
in  the  warch 

John  W.  Herron. 

Examined  by  T.  C.  Campbell. 

S.  W.  Hoffman,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  folloAvs : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  S.  W.  Hoffman;  age,  32  years;  570  Wrest  Seventh  street;  city  auditor. 

Q.  Were  you  an  executive  committeeman  of  either  party  during  the  last  election  f 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  took  any  active  part  in  the  election  held  in  the  city  or 
county  on  October  10,  1876. 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  one  Smith  Wood,  of  New  York  ?  If  so,  when  and  where 
did  you  meet  him  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  met  him  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Cincinnati. 

Q.  When? 

A.  I  could  not  state  the  date  ;  it  was  in  October. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  Mr.  Wood’s  business  was  in  the  city  at  that  time? 

A.  I  presume  it  Avas  in  the  interest  of  the  Democratic  ticket. 
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Q.  Wliat  are  Lis  relations,  so  far  as  you  know,  to  Samuel  J.  Tilden  ? 

A.  None  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  What  moneys  do  you  know  of  his  disposing  in  this  city  ? 

A.  I  know  of  none. 

Q.  What  money  did  he  dispose  of  in  this  city,  either  to  your  own  knowledge,  or  that 
you  have  heard  ? 

[Question  objected  to.] 

A.  I  don’t  think  I  have  heard  of  any. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  Smith  Wood  paid  out  in  this  city  a  large  sum  of  money  1 
A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Why  did  you  hesitate  so  long  to  answer  my  question  as  to  what  you  had  heard 
relative  to  his  paying  out  money  ? 

A.  For  the  reason  that  I  heard  money  had  come  here.  I  was  trying  to  think  whether 
it  had  come  from  him  or  not. 

Q.  Please  state  what  money  you  received  from  the  Democratic  Committee  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  election. 

A.  Two  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Did  you  not  receive  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  t 
A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Or  sixteen  hundred  dollars  from  another  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  How  many  conversations  did  you  have  with  Smith  Wood  ? 

A.  It  would  he  hard  to  say.  I  have  had  severaL 
Q.  How  long  did  he  remain  in  the  city  ? 

\.  I  could  not  say  as  to  that.  I  didn’t  see  him  every  day  he  -was  here. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  was  the  reputed  manager  for  Samuel  J.  Tilden  in  the 
West. 

A.  As  to  that  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  With  whom  was  he  in  consultation  in  regard  to  political  matters  in  this  city  f 
A.  He  was  at  the  Grand  Hotel.  I  presume  he  talked  to  a  great  many  of  them. 

Q.  How  many,  to  your  knowledge  ? 

A.  He  was  talking  to  all  the  committee. 

Q.  Was  he  talking  more  to  the  committee  and  Democratic  managers  in  this  city  than 
any  other  stranger  that  came  here  ? 

A.  As  to  that  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Was  his  consultation  with  you  private  t 
A.  No,  si r. 

Q.  Who  was  present  at  it? 

A.  I  guess  as  many  as  twenty-five  in  the  same  room  ;  probably  more  than  that. 

Q.  Did  you  not  have  any  private  consultation  with  him  ? 

A.  I  was  in  his  room  one  day. 

Q.  Were  there  any  persons  present  in  the  room  besides  you  at  that  time  and  Smith 

Wood  ? 

A.  Yes;  there  were  two  gentlemen  in  the  room. 

Q.  Who  were  they  ? 

A.  Mr.  Wash.  McLean  was  one  of  them  ;  the  other  gentleman  I  don’t  recollect.  He 
was  a  stranger  to  me. 

Q.  Was  he  a  resident  of  Cincinnati  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  judge  not. 
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Q.  From  where  was  he  ? 

A.  Indeed  I  could  not  say  where  he  was  from.  I  was  just  introduced  to  him,  and 
that  was  all. 

Q.  Did  you  receive  any  money  in  relation  to  political  matters  previous  to  say  Novem¬ 
ber  10? 

A.  No,  sir,  none  whatever,  except  the  two  hundred  dollars  I  have  already  testified  to. 

Q.  Did  you  pay  any  money  to  James  White  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Were  you  requested  to  pay  any  money  to  James  White  ? 

A.  I  was  not. 

Q.  By  no  person  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  not  requested  by  Ephraim  Holland  to  pay  James  White  a  certain  sum  of 
money  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Some  money  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  At  no  time  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  consultation  with  White  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  been  at  the  county  jail  this  morning  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

\ 

Q.  At  the  court-house  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  visited  the  office  of  Dodds  &  Wilson  previous  to  calling 
here  to-day. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  they  opposing  counsel  in  this  case  ? 

A.  I  understand  so. 

Q.  Did  you  pay  a  sum  of  money  to  Dick  Courtney  in  connection  with  political  mat¬ 
ters  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge  at  the  present  time.  I  might  have  given  him  ten  or  fifteen 
dollars  at  the  October  election.  Don’t  think  I  did  that. 

Q.  You  say  you  received  no  money  whatever  in  connection  with  the  elections  ? 

A.  None,  with  the  exception  of  that  two  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  White  about  the  election  ? 

A.  If  I  did  it  was  not  anything  of  a  private  character — meeting  him  in  the  committee 
room. 

Q.  Mr.  Hoffman,  did  you  receive  a  sum  of  money  from  John  R.  McLean  in  connection 
with  this  election  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  What  other  private  consultation  did  you  have  with  Smith  Wood  than  this  that 
you  have — I  mean  the  conversations  that  were  not  for  the  public  at  large — in  connection 
with  political  affairs  ? 

A.  No  other  private  conversation.  I  met  him  probably  four  or  five  times  in  the  com¬ 
mittee  room  while  he  was  here. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  as  a  matter  of  which  you  are  morally  certain  that  Smith  Wood 
was  here  as  a  manager  for  Samuel  J.  Tilden  ? 
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A.  No,  sir;  I  understand  he  was  here  in  the  interests  of  the  Democratic  party. 

Q.  Do  you  make  auy  distinction  in  this  case,  as  you  have  intimated  just  now  that  you 
do, between  Samuel  J.  Tilden  and  the  Democratic  party  ? 

A.  Simply  the  distinction  between  a  mankind  the  party. 

Q.  Was  he  here  in  the  interest  of  the  party  ? 

A.  I  understand  so. 

Q.  What  did  he  do  in  connection  with  the  interest  of  the  party  in  this  city  ? 

A.  I  understand  that  he  was  here  to  see  if  the  committees  were  all  thoroughly  organ¬ 
ized  to  assist  them  with  advice,  etc. 

Q.  So,  is  that  all  you  know  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  that  all  you  heard  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  all  that  I  hear  d. 

Q.  You  know  nothing  by  hearsay  or  otherwise  of  his  having  money  here  for  political 
purposes  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Ephraim  Holland  ? 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  him  ? 

A.  Indeed  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Had  you  any  conversation  with  him  about  political  matters  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  in  our  committee  rooms. 

Q.  Was  he  a  member  of  the  committee  ¥ 

A.  He  was  not. 

Q.  Was  Ephraim  Holland  a  member  of  your  executive  or  campaign  committe  ¥ 

A.  He  was  a  member  of  the  campaign  committee. 

Q.  What  was  the  regularly  organized  committee  of  the  Democratic  party  ? 

A.  The  executive  committee,  consisting  of  one  man  from  each  precinct  in  the  county. 
Q .  Were  these  committeemen  of  whom  you  speak  regularly  elected  by  the  Democratic 
voters  in  the  several  precincts  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  you  partly  entrusted  its  direction  and  management  to  the  committeemen 
elected  from  each  precinct  in  the  county,  numbering  in  all  some  eighty  or  ninety  persons  ¥ 
A.  I  could  not  tell  you  what  the  number  was. 

Q.  What  is  the  approximate  number  of  persons  ? 

A.  Soraewlieres  near  seventy. 

Q.  And  then  to  the  persons  so  elected  the  management  of  the  party  was  and  usually 
is  entrusted  ¥ 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  then,  the  campaign  committee,  how  was  that  organized? 

A.  That  was  a  sub-coihmittee  from  the  general  executive  committee. 

Q.  Was  any  person  appointed  to  the  campaign  committee  other  than  thoso  that  wore 
appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  executive  committee? 

A.  I  presume  not. 

Q.  Then  you  were  not  a  member  of  the  campaign  committee? 

A.  I  was  not. 

Q.  Mr.  Holland  was  not  a  member  of  the  campaign  committee  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  Neither  of  the  executive  nor  campaign  ? 

A.  I  think  he  was  elected. 

Q.  When  you  spoke  of  Mr.  Holland  and  yourself  being  at  committees,  do  you  mean 
that  you  were  there  as  members  of  the  committee  ? 

A.  In  the  citizens’  committee. 

Q.  What  is  the  citizens’  committee? 

A.  A  committee  appointed  by  the  citizens  outside  the  executive. 

Q.  Did  they  they  then  have  separate  sessions  outside  the  executive  and  campaign  com¬ 
mittees  ? 

A.  We  did. 

Q.  Who  were  members  of  this  citizens’  committee  ? 

A.  Oue  man  from  each  ward. 

Q.  Was  Mr.  Holland  a  member  of  the  citizens’  committee  ? 

A.  He  was. 

Q.  And  Mr.  Hofhnan  ? 

A.  He  was. 

Q.  And  Mr.  Hatshorn  ? 

A.  He  was  not.  # 

Q.  Then  your  consultation  with  Mr.  Holland,  you  say,  was  as  a  member  of  the  citi¬ 
zens’  committee  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

*  Q.  Any  private  consultation  with  him  ? 

A.  Not  any. 

Q.§  [Who  was  chairman  of  the  citizens’  committee  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  there  was  any  chairman  elected  to  it.  I  think  that  the  chairman  of 
the  executive  committee  acted  as  chairman,  without  any  action  being  taken. 

Q.  Who  was  from  the  Ninth  Ward. 

A.  Indeed,  I  could  not  tell  you  now. 

Q.  W  as  Mr.  Fitzgerald  a  member  of  the  committee  ? 

A.  He  was  not. 

Q.  Of  neither  committee  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Who  was  from  the  Eighth  Ward  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was — I  won’t  be  sure  between  two  men,  whether  it  was  Mr.  Mallon  or 
Mr.  Malony. 

Q.  Who  was  from  the  Fifth  Ward  ? 

A.  Indeed,  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Who  was  from  the  Fourth  Ward  ? 

A.  Mr.  Holland. 

Q.  How  longsjwas  that  committee  organized  previous  to  the  election  ? 

A.  Well,  I  would  say  inside  of  ten  days.  I  could  not  say  exactly  the  date. 

Q.  Mr.  Holland  was  absent  iL  New  York,  was  he  not  ? 

A.  At  that  time,  I  think  not. 

Q.  If  Mr.  Holland  was  absent  from  the  city  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  it, 
would  it  be  likely  that  he  would  be  put  on  that  committee  ? 

A.  If  they  knew  he  was  coming  home  they  would  keep  it  open  for  him. 

Q.  Why? 

A.  He  was  recognized  as  the  committeeman  of  the  Fourth  Ward. 
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Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  White,  of  a  political  character,  previous  to, 
or  during  the  election  on  October  10th  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  you  may  have  talked  to  him  in  the  committee  room  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  as  I  do  with  everybody. 

Q.  Was  not  White  a  member  of  the  citizens’  committee  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  From  whom  did  you  get  the  $200  to  which  you  refer. 

A.  From  the  chairman  of  the  committee  there  that  night  ;  money  raised  by  citizens, 
as  I  understood  it. 

Q.  State  what  you  did  with  it. 

A.  I  used  it  in  the  Seventeenth  Ward,  not  outside,  for  paying  expenses.  I  never  left 
the  polls  from  morning  to  night. 

[Signed,]  S.  W.  Hoffman. 

Daniel  Brooks,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation? 

A.  Daniel  Brooks  ;  thirty-three;  No.  8  McAllister  street ;  coaching. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  the  Fifth  Ward,  Mr.  Brooks. 

A.  Nine  years  next  October. 

Q.  Are  you  pretty  generally  acquainted  with  the  colored  voters  in  that  ward  ? 

A.  I  am,  in  that  precinct. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  polls  of  your  precinct  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  was  there  pretty  well  all  day,  lacking  two  hours. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  one  Captain  Welch,  ex-captain  of  police? 

A.  Very  ■well. 

Q.  Under  whom  was  he  a  captain  of  police,  do  you  know  ? 

A.  I  think  he  was  captain  of  police  under  Mr.  Johnson. 

Q.  Mr.  Brooks,  state  w'hether  or  not  the  colored  men  of  that  precinct  were  pretty 
generally  challenged  at  the  election  held  on  the  10th  of  October? 

A.  More  than  challenged.  Two  or  three  had  been  challenged  who  voted  since  the 
Fifteenth  amendment ;  nearly  every  one,  except  two  or  three. 

Q.  State  if,  during  the  time  you  were  there,  colored  men  offered  to  vote,  and,  wThen 
challenged,  gave  their  residence  as  No.  10  McAllister  street  ? 

A.  There  was  none  as  I  knows  of. 

Q.  Was  No.  10  McAllister  street  occupied  at  that  time  ? 

A.  No  sir. 

Q.  Had  it  been  for  some  considerable  time  previous  to  the  election  ? 

A.  I  have  been  living  right  aside  of  No.  10.  The  last  lady  left  there  the  10th  of 

August. 

Q.  Now,  Captain  Welch  testified  that  he  challenged  ten  colored  men,  each  of  whom 
gave  No.  10  McAllister  street  as  their  place  of  residence,  and  that  ho  afterwards  exam¬ 
ined  No.  10  and  found  it  vacant.  State  if  it  was  possible  that  that  large  number,  or  any 
large  number  of  voters  should  be  challenged  and  give  such  place  of  residence  without 
your  knowing  it  1 

A.  No,  sir ;  there  is  none  in  that  street.  There’s  not  a  man  living  in  No.  10. 

Q.  Was  that  fact  generally  known  at  the  polls? 
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A.  This  fact  was  generally  known  at  the  polls.  Every  colored  man  they  challenged 
that  they  didn’t  exactly  know.  There  would  he  two  or  three  colored  men,  and  they 
would  holler  out,  “  Another  man  from  No.  10  McAllister  street,”  and  the  man  give  his 
number  at  another  place.  This  was  the  thing  that  was  carried  out,  and  we  thought  it 
was  fun  all  day. 

Q.  But  no  person  gave  their  residence  as  No.  10  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  because  nobody  lived  at  No.  10. 

Q.  Were  there  any  more  colored  votes  cast  in  that  precinct,  in  the  Fifth  Ward,  than 
usual  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  there  were  quite  as  many.  Two  or  three  of  our  men  was  down  the 
river  at  that  time. 

Daniel  Brooks. 

Lewis  Anthony,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  Lewis  Anthony;  twenty- five;  No.  8  McAllister  street ;  work  around  at  odd  jobs. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  polls  of  the  second  precinct,  of  the  Fifth  Ward,  at  the  last 
October  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  much  of  the  day  were  you  there  ? 

A.  I  was  there  all  day. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  colored  men  who  were  challenged  say  they  lived  at  No.  10  McAl¬ 
lister  street  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  If  any  colored  men  had  given  No.  10  McAllister  street,  were  you  in  such  a  posi¬ 
tion  as  to  have  certainly  heard  it  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  was  not. 

Q.  Where  were  you  standing  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Were  you  near  enough  to  hear  every  thing  that  was  said  ? 

A.  Sometimes  I  was  there  and  other  times  away. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  every  colored  man  challenged  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  how  many  there  was. 

Q.  Was  nearly  every  one  that  came  up  challenged? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  nearly  every  colored  voter  challenged  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  any  one  of  those  that  were  challenged  give  No.  10  as  their  place  ol 
residence  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Lewis  Anthony. 

Edward  Jacobs,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  Edward  Jacobs;  thirty-four;  427  Plum  street. 
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Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  present  at  the  polls  in  the  Tenth  Ward  on  the  10th 
of  October,  1876. 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  State  what,  if  any,  facts  you  kuow  concerning  the  casting  of  illegal  votes  on  the 
election  held  on  that  day  and  in  that  ward. 

A.  Well,  all  I  knov  is  there  were  seven  or  eight  voters  that  voted  in  October,  their 
votes  were  refused  ;  in  November,  when  they  were  challenged,  their  votes  were  refused. 
Q.  Who  were  they,  do  you  know  any  of  their  names  ? 

A.  I  know  only  one,  Captain  Hurlbut.  • 

Q.  Upon  what  ground  was  his  vote,  and  that  of  the  others  here  you  have  referred  to, 
refused  in  November  ? 

A.  Because  they  were  not  residents. 

Q.  What  explanation  did  they  make  ? 

A.  Claimed  their  residence  on  a  canal  boat. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  they  vote  in  October? 

A.  The  Democratic  ticket. 

Cross-Examination. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  tickets  they  voted  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Where  were  you  standing? 

A.  On  the  front  platform. 

Q.  Did  thejr  vote  an  open  or  closed  ticket  ? 

A.  Folded  it  up. 

Q.  Were  they  challenged  in  October? 

A.  Challenged,  no. 

Q.  Nor  in  November? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  were  there  of  them  ? 

A.  About  eight. 

Q.  Did  they  not  come  back  to  vote  in  November  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  the  ground  of  the  challenge  ? 

A.  They  were  not  residents  of  the  ward.  They  made  a  statement  to  the  judges,  and 
the  judges  refused  their  vote. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  voted  a  scratched  ticket? 

A.  No,  sir,  they  did  not,  because  if  they  did  I  should  have  seen  them. 

Q.  Who  gave  them  tickets  ? 

A.  One  of  the  rallying  committee  standing  at  the  polls. 

Q.  Did  you  watch  them  from  the  time  they  had  got  their  tickets  till  they  voted  ? 

A.  I  watched  every  man  up  the  steps. 

Q.  Did  you  see  what  ticket  the  men  gave  you  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  What  statements  did  they  make  in  November  when  they  came  back  ? 

A.  Their  statement  was  that  they  resided  on  the  canal  boat ;  claimed  they  had  a  right 
to  vote  there;  on  examination,  we  found  they  lived  up  in  the  country. 

lie-direct  Examination. 

Q.  What  part  did  you  take  in  the  State  election? 

A.  Rallying  the  voters. 
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Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  rallying  committee  of  either  party ;  if  so,  which  ? 

A.  I  was  a  member  of  the  rallying  committee  of  the  second  precinct  of  the  Tenth 
Ward;  that  is,  I  was  not  named  by  the  executive;  the  executive  called  a  meeting  ;  I 
told  them  if  the  men  proposed  to  pay,  I  didn’t  go  on  the  list ;  I  was  working  to  the  in- 
terest  of  my  party. 

Edward  Jacobs. 

Nelson  Barrett,  called  by  contestant,  and  being  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  I  am  thirty-three  years  of  age.  My  name  is  Nelson  Barrett.  Reside  at  277  Wal¬ 
nut  street.  Am  railroad  engineer. 

Q.  State  where  you  lived  in  October,  1876,  and  state  whether  or  not  you  voted  at  t.  e 
election  held  on  10th  of  October,  1876. 

A.  I  lived  at  the  corner  of  Stabler  and  Storr  streets.  I  did  vote  at  such  election. 

Q.  State  whether  you  are  married  or  single,  and  how  long  you  lived  in  said  ward, 
county,  aud  State  previous  to  such  election. 

A.  Am  married:  lived  in  the  ward  three  months  previous  to  October  election  ;  have 
lived  in  the  county  three  years  and  in  the  State  twenty-one  or  twenty-two  years.  I  am 
a  native-born  citizen. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  a  negro  man,  named  Davis,  who 
pretends  to  be  a  doctor,  and  if  so,  did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him,  in  which  you 
stated  to  him  that  you  were  not  a  resident  of  the  Twenty-first  ward  ?  Did  you  ever 
have  any  conversation  with  him  about  said  election  f 

A.  I  do  not  know  such  a  man.  I  never  told  him  that  I  was  not  a  resident  of  the 
Twenty-first  ward.  I  have  never  had  any  conversation  wfitli  him  about  such  election, 
that  I  remember. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  John  and  William  Coleman;  if  so, 
state  whether  or  not  they  are  residents  of  said  ward,  and  whether  they  were  qualified  to 
vote  at  such  October  election. 

A.  I  do  know  them  by  sight ;  they  have  lived  in  the  ward  since  March,  1876 — that  is 
what  I  hear.  I  tliiuk  they  were  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election. 

Cross-Examination. 

Q.  Where  was  your  wife  living  at  the  time  of  such  October  election  ? 

A.  At  Mrs.  Hagen’s,  on  Fifth  street,  between  Plum  and  Central  avenue. 

Q.  How  long  had  she  been  living  there  previous  to  such  election  ? 

A.  I  think  two  or  three  weeks. 

Q.  Did  she  sleep  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Hagen’s  during  the  time  she  lived  there  ? 

A.  She  did. 

Q.  About  what  time  did  your  wife  leave  Mrs.  Hagen’s,  or  is  she  still  living  there  ? 

A.  She  left  there  about  the  first  part  of  November. 

Re-direct  Examination. 

Q.  For  what  purpose  was  she  there  ?  And  state  whether  or  not  you  had  changed 
your  residence,  previous  to  the  October  election,  to  the  Twenty-first  ward. 

A.  She  was  working  there  temporarily.  I  had  not  changed  my  residence. 

Nelson  Barrett.

D.  W.  Knox;  age,  forty-four  years ;  residence,  Mt.  Adams,  corner  of  Court  and  Hatch 
streets.  Am  a  member  of  the  police  force  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  State  what  voting  poll,  if  any,  you  were  ou  duty  at  on  October  10,  187G. 

A.  At  one  of  the  precinct  polls  in  the  Fifth  ward,  in  Cincinnati. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  called  upon  by  F.  Barrett  to  arrest  one  John  Gay¬ 
lord,  who  had  voted  in  said  ward,  and  if  so,  state  what  you  did — give  all  the  partic¬ 
ulars. 

A.  I  was  at  the  polls  on  duty  there,  and  a  man,  whose  name  I  don’t  know,  said  to  me 
that  Dr.  Carson  wanted  me.  I  went,  and  overtook  Dr.  Carson  near  the  corner  of  Pearl 
and  Lawrence  streets,  and  he  said,  “  I  want  you  to  arrest  that  man  there  a  little  ahead 
of  us.”  I  then  took  him  in  charge — arrested  him — took  him  to  the  Hammond- street  sta¬ 
tion-house,  and  Dr.  Carson  preferred  the  charge  of  illegal  voting  against  him.  The 
name  the  man  gave  was  John  Gaylord.  I  went  to  court  the  next  morning  to  appear 
against  him,  and  he  was  called  and  did  not  answer.  A  capias  was  then  issued  by  the 
police  court  for  him,  and  I  have  it  still.  I  have  never  laid  my  eyes  on  him  since.

Whereupon  contestant’s  attorney  produced  J.  Chandler  Harper,  who  being  lirst  duly 
sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name  and  residence. 

A.  J.  Chandler  Harper;  residence,  Cincinnati,  Onio. 

Q.  Where  are  you  at  present  engaged,  and  how  long  have  you  been  there ? 

A.  In  the  United  States  Attorney’s  ollice;  have  been  there  over  three  years. 

Q.  State  any  tiling  you  may  know  concerning  Jim  White  and  the  October  election, 
and  his  bond. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  have  never  heard  White  make  any  statements  in  reference  to  the  October  elec¬ 
tion.  As  to  his  getting  bond,  on  the  26th  of  December,  about  noon,  Mr.  Harmon  and  Mr. 
Bernard  came  into  the  United  States  Attorney’s  office,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Leiter  and  John 
Hayes,  and  offered  them  as  bondsmen  for  James  White,  against  whom  an  indictment  was 
pending  for  procuring  illegal  votes,  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court.  Mr.  Hayes  was  ex¬ 
amined  as  to  his  property,  and  Mr.  Richards,  Assistant  United  States  Attorney,  refused  to 
accept  them  as  security.  Mr.  Harmon  urged  very  strongly  that  Hayes  was  sufficient; 
that  although  not  having  sufficient  amount  of  real  estate  required,  was  worth  at  least 
ninety  thousand  dollars,  and  should  be  taken.  He  said  that,  in  effect,  there  seemed  to 
be  a  disposition  to  demand  exorbitant  bail,  and  complained  right  freely,  lie  then  said 
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he  would  go  out  and  try  to  obtain  another  bondsman.  At  half-past  five  o’clock,  after  all 
but  myself  had  left  the  office,  he  and  Mr.  Bernard  returned  with  a  Mr.  W.  F ^Fuller,  as 
additional  kelp  for  security.  I  told  him  that  as  Mr.  Richards  had  left,  nothing  could  be 
done  that  night.  They  then  went  into  the  Clerk’s  office  and  spoke  to  Capt.  Ambrose,  the 
Clerk.  He  told  them,  in  effect,  what  I  had  said.  Mr.  Harmon  seemed  quite  angry,  and 
said  that  Mr.  Richards  had  engaged  to  wait  until  he  should  return ;  said  he  feared  he 
could  not  get  Mr.  Fuller  to  come  again ;  said  he  wished  the  matter  had  been  left  to  the 
Clerk,  that  he  would  have  had  more  sense  in  its  management,  and  made  use  of  several 
phrases  more  expressive  than  refined.  Thereupon  they  left.  Through  it  all  he  displayed 
considerable  excitement  and  anxiety  to  have  White  released.

Counsel  for  contestant  offered  to  prove  that  Judge  Cox  only  received  the  average  vote 
of  his  ticket,  which  fact  counsel  for  contestee  admitted.

Isaac  A.  Smith,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Isaac  A.  Smith ;  age,  thirty-two ;  residence,  Hartwell,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio, 
and  civil  engineer  by  profession. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  one  Luke  Ward;  if  so,  state  all  that  you  know 
about  his  eligibility  as  a  voter. 

A.  I  know  him;  he  resides  in  Hartwell  precinct;  he  is  an  Irishman;  he  offered  to 
vote  at  the  Hartwell  polls  on  November  7, 1876.  I  was  a  judge  of  the  election,  and  upon 
being  challenged  said  Ward  stated  under  oath  that  he  was  a  naturalized  citizen ;  that  he 
received  his  naturalization  papers  in  New  York  city  about  five  days  after  he  first  arrived 
there  from  Ireland.  I  refused  to  receive  his  vote,  and  my  action  in  so  doing  met  the 
approbation  of  both  of  the  other  judges,  Messrs.  Garrison  and  Price.  Ward  claimed  to 
have  lost  his  papers.

D.  Bront,  a  notary  public  with¬ 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Kenton,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  pursuant  to  the  annexed  no¬ 
tice,  and  at  the  time  and  place  therein  specified  to  be  read  in  evidence  on  behalf  of  the 
contestee  in  an  action  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  which  Joseph  Cox 
is  contestant  and  Judson  Harmon  is  contestee.  Benjamin  H.  Cox  and  -  Cox  be¬ 

ing  present  on  behalf  of  contestant,  and  Laurie  J.  Blakely  on  behalf  of  contestee. 
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Benjamin  Funk,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  saitb  as 
follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation.  Give  the  length  of  time  as  to 
your  residence  and  occupation. 

A.  Benjamin  Funk;  age,  fifty-three  years;  residence,  Covington,  Kentucky;  and 
have  resided  in  Covington  since  1861 ;  occupation,  plow  manufacturer.  I  have  been  in 
business  in  this  town  since  1861. 

Q.  Will  you  please  state  where  you  were  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876? 

A.  I  was  in  Cincinnati  during  most  of  that  day. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  over  there  that  day  ? 

A.  I  think  I  went  over  between  eight  and  nine  o’clock,  and  came  back  about  four 
o’clock. 

Q.  What  day  was  that? 

A.  The  day  of  the  State  election  in  Ohio.  That  was,  I  believe,  October  10. 

Q.  Who,  if  any,  went  there  with  you  ? 

A.  I  went  over  alone. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  first  when  yon  got  over  there? 

A.  I  went  directly  up  to  the  polls  on  Sixth  street — at  the  engine-house,  between  Vine 
and  Bace  streets. 

Q.  State  whether  you  saw  any  persons  at  that  polls  who  were  non-residents  of  Ohio 
on  that  day.  If  you  please  give  their  names. 

A.  I  saw  a  number  of  persons  at  that  polls  who  were  non-residents  of  Ohio — quite  a 
number  of  persons  from  Covington;  but  I  don’t  know  that  I  could  name  any  in  partic¬ 
ular.  I  saw  Harmon  Wachs  and  a  barber,  whose  shop  is  on  Madison  street,  Covington, 
Kentucky. 

Q.  Where  in  Covington  does  Harmon  Wachs  live? 

A.  He  works  on  Pike  street  with  his  brother-in-law  ;  he  lives  on  Bank  Lick  street. 

Q.  What  is  Wachs’  business  ? 

A.  Tiuner. 

Q.  What  was  Wachs  doing  at  that  polls,  if  any  thing? 

A.  Talking  around  among  the  boys.  He  did  not  have  any  tickets  in  his  hands,  but 
was  talking  politics  very  busily. 

Q.  About  how  many  from  Covington  did  you  see  at  that  polls  while  you  were  there  ? 

A.  As  many  as  half  a  dozen  at  least ;  fully  that  many  while  I  was  there. 

Q.  White  or  colored  ? 

A.  White. 

Q.  When  did  you  go  from  that  polls  ? 

A.  I  went  from  there  to  Sycamore,  near  Eighth  street. 

Q.  To  what  place  on  Sycamore  street  ?  4 

A.  Engine-house,  where  they  were  holding  an  election. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  there  ? 

A.  Half  an  hour,  I  suppose. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  persons  there  who  were  non-residents  of  Ohio  on  that  day. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Please  give  their  names. 

A.  I  don’t  know  that  I  can  give  their  names,  but  I  saw  quite  a  number  of  white  and 
colored  men  there  that  day,  who  lived  in  Covington;  I  reckon  I  know  one  hundred 
negroes  in  Covington  whose  names  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Can  you  distinguish  any  of  them?  If  so,  please  do  so. 
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A.  No,  I  would  not  undertake  to  ;  any  of  tliose  I  saw  at  that  polls. 

Q.  What  were  they  doing  ? 

A.  They  seemed  to  he  engaged  in  politics ;  hustling  around  among  the  voters  and 
electioneering. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  tickets  in  the  hands  of  those  colored  men  from  Covington,  on 
that  day  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  that  I  did. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  ? 

A.  I  went  from  there  to  Eighth  Ward  polls,  on  Race  street,  at  the  engine  house,  near 
Pearl  street. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  there  ? 

A.  I  reckon  I  was  tliere  an  hour. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  men  there  on  that  day  who  were  non-residents  of  Ohio? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  how  many  ? 

A.  Four  or  five. 

Q.  White,  or  colored  ? 

A.  White;  paid  no  attention  to  the  colored  men  there. 

Q.  Where  did  they  live  on  that  day  ? 

A.  In  Covington,  Ky. 

Q.  Can  you  give  their  names  ? 

A.  One  was  an  Italian  lemon  peddler  ;  I  don’t  recollect  their  names  ;  Frank  Warring¬ 
ton  went  with  me  to  that  polls. 

Q.  Where  does  that  lemon  peddler  live  in  Covington  ? 

A.  I  have  seen  him  here  every  day  for  a  year,  peddling  lemons  ;  I  don’t  know  where 
in  Covington  he  lives;  I  have  understood  that  he  lived  in  Covington;  I  have  known 
him  here  for  two  or  three  years;  I  have  seen  him  night  and  morning,  almost  every  day, 
in  front  of  John  B.  Costa’s  saloon  and  confectionery,  peddling  lemons ;  Costa’s  is  on 
Pike,  between  Madison  and  Washington  streets. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  at  the  polls  you  last  mention  on  that  day  ? 

A.  He  was  carrying  tickets  and  electioneering. 

Q.  What  kind  of  tickets,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  Republican  tickets. 

Q.  What  were  the  other  Covington  men  doing  there  on  that  day  ? 

A.  They  were  standing  around,  looking  on;  I  did  not  see  them  engaged  in  anything, 
in  particular. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  to  from  that  poll  ? 

A.  I  came  home  from  there  ;  that  was  the  last  poll  I  went  to. 

*  Cross-examination. 

Q.  For  what  purpose  did  you  go  to  Cincinnati  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876? 

A.  I  went  over  to  go  to  the  polls  to  look  on  ;  I  saw  that  all  the  colored  people  who 
were  in  the  habit  of  standing  around  Seventh  street,  were  missing"  that  morning,  and  I 
went  over  the  liver  to  the  different  polls  to  see  if  any  of  them  voted 

Q.  At  whose  request  did  you.  go  to  Cincinnati  ? 

A.  Nobody’s,  sir;  just  from  the  fact  that  the  negroes  who  were  on  Seventh  street, 
where  there  was  so  many  of  them,  were  missing  on  that  morning,  was  what  induced  me 
to  go  over. 

Q.  Where  did  you  vote  on  that  day  ? 
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A.  I  did  not  vote  that  day  ;  ve  had  no  election  that  day  in  our  town. 

Q.  What  ticket  do  you  vote  ? 

A.  I  vote  the  Democratic  ticket.  I  did  that  during  the  war  here  when  it  was  worth 
a  mau’s  life  to  do  so. 

Q.  What  interest  had  you  in  the  October  election,  held  in  Cincinnati  Ohio,  that  made 
you  leave  your  business  and  go  from  ward  to  ward  in  Cincinnati  ? 

A.  None  at  all — only  my  curiosity  at  seeing  all  those  negroes  leave  here. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  a  number  of  the  persons,  both  white  and  colored,  that  you 
have  spoken  of  as  being  in  Cincinnati  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876,  worked  in  Cov¬ 
ington,  Kentucky,  and  lived  with  their  families  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  none  that  I  spoke  of.  The  persons  I  mentioned  I  know  live  in  Covington. 

Q.  Who  is  this  man  you  spoke  of  as  Mr.  Warrington,  where  does  he  live,  what  is  his 
business,  and  what  was  he  doing  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  the  10th  day  of  October  last  ? 

A.  He  is,  I  believe,  an  engineer;  he  used  to  live  ou  Washington  and  Sixth  streets; 
where  he  now  lives  I  don’t  know.  I  met  him  on  Vine  Stteet,  and  he  went  with  me  to  tho 
Eighth  Ward  polls,  and  thence  came  home  with  me.  I  don’t  know  what  he  was  doing 
there. 

Q.  What  did  he  tell  you  he  was  doing,  and  what  reason,  if  any,  did  he  state  he  had 
for  going  to  the  different  polls  at  that  election  ? 

(Objected  to  by  contestee.) 

A.  He  told  me  that  he  went  oyer  there  to  see  if  he  could  see  any  Covington  negroes 

vote. 

Q.  Please  state,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  Warrington  was  in  the  habit  of  voting. 

A.  Warrington  votes  the  Democratic  ticket,  so  far  as  1  know. 

Q.  Please  state,  as  near  as  you  can,  the  names  of  all  the  Covington  men,  both  white 
and  colored,  whom  you  saw  in  Cincinnati  that  day  about  the  different  polls. 

A.  Frank  Warrington  was  the  only  white  man  that  I  recollect,  as  he  and  I  walked  to 
the  polls  and  talked  about  it  on  our  way  home.  I  could  not  name  any  colored  men  now, 
but  on  that  day  I  could  have  named  at  least  a  dozen — I  am  satisfied  of  that. 

Q.  Please  state,  as  near  as  you  can,  where  the  colored  men  reside  in  Covington,  and 
where  they  wmrked,  that  you  saw  at  the  October  polls  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

A.  They  mostly  lie  about  the  Seventh  street  market-house,  along  Seventh  street 
market-space,  sunning  themselves,  like  black-snakes. 

Reexamination. 

Q.  How  many  colored  persons,  in  your  judgment,  that  resided  in  Covington,  did  you 
see  at  the  different  polls  you  have  referred  to  in  Cincinnati  ou  the  10th  day  of  October, 

1876? 

A.  1  saw  a  good  many  at  each  of  the  polls.  I  can  safely  say  I  saw  fifteen  or  twenty, 
taking  all  the  different  polls. 

Q.  Are  those  persons  that  you  saw  there  on  that  day  still  lying  around  the  samo 
places  they  did  previous  to  that  day  ? 

A.  I  can’t  say  that  they  all  are.  I  still  see  some  of  them  on  the  streets.  I  saw  pretty 
much  all  of  them  next  day. 

Q.  Can  you,  between  now  and  to-morrow  morning,  at  9  o’clock,  recognize  and  give 
tho  names  of  the  colored  men  you  refer  to,  or  any  portion  of  them? 

A.  No,  1  can’t,  unless  I  ascertain  their  names.  I  know  them  by  sight,  but  not  by 

name. 
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The  further  examination  of  this  witness  is  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  10 
o’clock,  aud,  by  agreement  of  parties,  is  to  be  resumed  at  the  law  office  of  L.  J.  Blakely, 
Esq.,  at  No.  517  Madison  street,  in  Covington,  Kentucky.

At  ten  o’cock  A.M.  further  examination  was  resumed  according  to  adjournment. 

Reexamination  continued  by  Laurie  J.  Blakely 

Q.  Can  you  now  recognize  and  give  the  names  of  the  colored  men  you  have  referred 
to,  or  any  of  them  as  being  in  Cincinnati,  October  10,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes.  I  remember  of  having  seen  a  colored  man  named  Plewett,  whose  first  name 
I  don’t  know,  but  who  lives  in  an  alley  between  Madison  and  Washington,  running 
south  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  street,  aud  whom  I  see  nearly  every  day.  I  recollect  dis¬ 
tinctly  of  seeing  a  negro  named  John,  who  formerly  belonged  to  Levi  F.  Daugherty,  of 
this  city.  He  was  owned  and  raised  by  said  Daugherty.  I  saw  also  another  named 
Ganes.  I  saw  also  John  Parker  on  that  day,  known  also  as  Bunty  Parker.  1  don’t  recol¬ 
lect  just  now  the  names  of  any  more.  These  are  a  portion  of  the  men  I  referred  to  yes¬ 
terday  in  my  deposition. 

•  Q.  You  say  that  you  have  voted  the  Democratic  ticket  during  the  war  when  it  was 
worth  a  man’s  life  to  do  it :  will  yon  please  say  what  you  were  engaged  in  at  that  time  ? 

A.  I  was  manufacturing  plows  at  that  time.  I  was  also  iu  the  military  service,  and 
was  a  captain  of  a  company  in  the  Forty-first  Kentucky  Regiment. 

Q.  Union  or  Confederate  service  ? 

A.  In  the  Union  service. 

Benjamin  Funk. 

Also,  the  deposition  of  Frank  Warrington,  taken  at  the  same  time  and  place,  in  same 
behalf  and  same  matter,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Q.  By  Laurie  J.  Blakely,  counsel  for  Judson  Harmon,  contestee.  State  your  name, 
age,  residence,  and  occupation,  giving  length  of  time  as  to  residence,  etc. 

A.  My  name  is  F.  C.  Warrington  ;  residence,  Covington,  Ky. ;  age,  36  years ;  occupa¬ 
tion,  engineer  on  the  river. 

Q.  Please  state  where  you  were  on  the  tenth  day  of  October,  1876 ;  and  what  day  was 
it? 

A.  As  to  the  date,  I  can’t  say  positively;  but  I  was  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  at  the  differ¬ 
ent  polls  on  the  day  Milton  Sayler  and  Banning  ran. 

Q.  Ran  for  what  ? 

A.  Ran  for  Congress.  It  was  at  the  last  general  election  in  the  State  of  Ohio  in  Octo¬ 
ber  last, 

Q.  Where  did  you  first  go  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  first  went  to  the  old  Fourth  Ward,  now  called  the  Eighth,  at  the  One’s  engine 
house  on  Race  street,  between  Front  aud  Columbia  streets.  It  was  a  voting  place. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  any  men  there  at  that  time  who  were  non-residents 
of  the  State  of  Ohio  on  that  day. 

A.  Yes,  sir,  many  of  them. 

[Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestor.] 
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Q.  State  whom  you  saw  there. 

A.  I  saw  both  whites  and  blacks. 

Q.  How  many,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  When  I  first  went  over  there,  saw  four  or  five  different  blacks  and  five  er  six  or 
six  or  eight  different  white  men,  all  of  Covington,  Ky. 

Q.  Please  give  their  names  if  you  can  do  so. 

A.  C.  C.  Scales,  George  Morris,  Riley,  who  is  the  auctiooner  of  Casey  &  Wayne;  a 
gentleman  who  is  a  salesman  over  there,  but  I  can’t  just  now  recall  his  name  ;  he  goes  a 
good  deal  with  our  present  sheriff;  James  Casey,  of  Casey  &  Wayne;  a  mate  on  the 
river  named  Mont  Haskins — all  white.  These  are  all  the  whites  I  can  remember  just 
now.  I  saw  Daugherty’s  negro  Bus,  who  goes  under  the  name  of  Smith;  saw  a  negro 
who  goes  under  the  name  of  Breckenridge  ;  a  negro  by  the  name  of  Porter ;  a  negro  who 
goes  by  the  name  of  George  Washington;  also  saw  a  negro  named  Ganes.  I  also  saw 
Judge  Riley’s  negro.  I  belive  these  are  all  I  can  enumerate  at  the  present  time. 

Q.  What  were  these  niggers  doing  there,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  They  were  taking  a  very  active  part  in  the  election.  I  saw  two  or  three  of  them 
with  tickets — white  tickets — and  the  others  were  among  others  of  their  color,  talking 
and  taking  a  very  active  part  in  the  election.  This  was  between  eight  and  nine  o’clock. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  white  tickets  ? 

A.  They  were  the  tickets  used  over  there.  Both  parties  used  white  tickets. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  thing  of  illegal  votes  being  cast  at  that  voting-place  that  day? 
If  so,  state  what  you  know,  and  by  whom. 

A.  I  know  of  two,  later  in  the  day.  I  know  the  negroes’  faces,  and  know  them  by 
sight,  and  that  they  are  Covington  negroes. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  them  to  have  lived  in  Coviugton,  Kentucky  ? 

A.  I  have  known  them  ever  since  I  was  deputy  jailer,  which  has  been  five  or  six  years 
ago — since  the  year  1870. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  that  place  ? 

A.  I  went  from  there  to  what  is  called  the  Second  Precinct  polls,  on  Plum  street, 
between  Front  and  Columbia  streets,  on  the  east  side  of  Plum. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  see  there  ? 

A.  I  saw  some  three  or  four  negroes,  and  some  two  or  three  white  men. 

Q.  Do  you  know  their  names  and  residences  ?  If  so,  will  you  please  give  them  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  their  names.  One  of  the  negroes  works  at  Montgomery’s  elevator, 
and  goes  under  the  name  of  Harrison ;  another  works  at  same  place,  and  is  known  as 
Black  Bill ;  one,  whose  name  I  don’t  know,  but  who  works  for  Wessel  &  Co.’s  Willow 
Run  distillery,  and  who  lives  down  on  the  river  and  takes  care  of  Wessell’s  horses  and 
buggy.  All  these  are  Covington,  Kentucky,  negroes. 

Q.  How  lung  have  you  known  them  to  have  lived  in  Covington,  Kentucky? 

A.  I  have  known  them  here  for  three  or  four  years ;  I  can’t  state  exactly,  but  for 
several  years. 

Q.  Do  you  know'  of  any  illegal  votes  having  been  cast  at  that  voting-place  ?  If  so, 
please  state  what  you  know.  I  mean  on  that  day. 

A.  I  know  of  one  later  in  the  day.  I  pointed  a  negro  out  after  dinner  of  that  day. 
The  police  took  him  off,  and  I  don’t  know  what  became  of  him.  That  was  on  Tuesday, 
and  on  Wednesday  I  saw  him  back  here  in  Covington. 

Q.  Where  did  he  live  on  that  election  day  ? 

A.  He  -was  a  Kentucky  negro,  and  lived  in  Covington,  Kentucky. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  that  day  ? 
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A.  I  went  from  there  up  to  what  I  always  knew  as  the  old  Flat-iron  Precinct,  near 
Lawrence  street,  or  a  street  that  rnus  by  the  engine-house  to  the  river.  It  was  a  voting- 
place. 

Q.  Whom  did  yon  see  there  ?  • 

A.  I  saw  several  there,  but  no  person  but  Cincinnati  men,  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  went  up  to  what  I  know  as  the  Bucktown  polls,  on  Broadway,  near  Eighth 
street. 

Q.  What  was  being  done  there  ? 

A.  Voting — holding  an  election  there. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  see  there  ? 

A.  I  saw  Bunty  Parker  there  and  several  other  colored  men. 

Q.  Where  did  Bunty  Parker  and  the  other  colored  men  live  on  that  day,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  Bunty  Parker  and  two  or  three  of  the  negroes  lived  in  Covington,  Kentucky,  and 
two  or  three  lived  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  and  worked  at  Bill  Hine’s  distillery  in  Lex¬ 
ington,  Kentucky,  in  1869,  when  I  was  working  there,  for  I  had  them  employed. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  Bunty  Parker  and  the  other  two  or  three  colored  men 
to  have  lived  in  Covington,  Kentucky,  and  how  long  have  you  known  the  others  to 
have  lived  in  Lexington,  Kentucky? 

A.  I  have  known  Bunty  Parker  and  the  two  or  three  Covington  negroes  to  have  lived 
in  Covington  for  several  years.  I  have  known  the  others  since  1869. 

Q.  What  were  they  doing  at  the  polls  spoken  of  on  that  day  ? 

A.  They  seemed  to  have  been  taking  an  active  part  in  the  election.  I  went  and 
spoke  to  them — that  is  the  Lexington  negroes — “  Boys,  what  are  you  doing  down  here  V ' 
They  said  they  were  down  here  to  see  how  the  election  was  coming  on.  They  had  no 
tickets  in  their  hands,  but  were  going  around  talking  among  the  men.  Bunty  Parker 
had  those  white  tickets  in  his  hand.  Don't  know  whether  they  were  Republican  or 
Democratic  tickets.  I  knowr  from  the  company  he  kept  that  they  were  not  Democratic 
tickets. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  ticket  Bunty  Parker  votes  ?  If  yea,  please  tell. 

A.  Yes,  sir.  He  votes  the  Republican  ticket  invariably. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  he  takes  any  part  in  politics  in  Covington,  Ken¬ 
tucky  ?  If  yea,  state  it,  and  in  what  behalf. 

A.  Yes,  sir:  an  active  part  in  all  elections.  He  is  king-bee  among  the  negroes.  He 
takes  part  on  behalf  of  the  Republican  party. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  illegal  votes  cast  at  the  polls  last  spoken  of  by  you  on  that 
day  ?  If  yea,  please  tell  it. 

A.  I  don't  know  of  any  illegal  votes  cast,  but  know  of  an  attempt.  There  was  a 
negro  came  up  and  attempted  to  vote.  I  pointed  him  out  and  he  was  taken  off  of  the 
stand.  He  lived  in  Covington,  Kentucky,  on  that  day. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  on  that  day  from  that  place? 

A.  I  went  around  to  the  Sycamore  street  polls,  where  they  were  holding  an  election 
between  Seventh  and  Eighth  streets. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  see  there  ? 

A.  I  saw  several  parties  there.  I  saw  Daugherty's  negro  Bus  there  when  I  got 
there.  He  is  the  one  of  whom  I  spoke  before. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  there  ? 

A.  He  was  standing  around  looking  on.  I  did  not  see  him  taking  an  active  part  at 
that  time. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  illegal  votes  having  been  cast  there  on  that  day  ?  If  so, 
state  by  whom. 

A.  I  can  not  say  to  a  certainty  that  I  saw  an  illegal  vote  cast,  but  I  had  not  been 
there  to  exceed  fifteen  minutes  when  this  same  negro  that  'I  had  pointed  out  on  Broad¬ 
way  was  standing  in  front  of  the  judges  of  election  in  the  act  of  voting.  I  elbowed  my 
way  through  the  crowd  up  to  the  stand  and  pointed  this  negro  out  the  second  time. 
The  police  took  him  away  from  there,  and  I  don’t  know  what  became  of  him. 

The  further  taking  of  depositions  is  now  adjourned,  by  consent,  until  4  o’clock  this 
afternoon;  and  it  is  further  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  contestee,  Judson 
Harmon,  shall  have  the  right  to  summon  another  witness,  to  appear  at  the  place  of  the 
taking  of  these  depositions,  and  testify  in  his  behalf ;  and,  if  the  taking  of  the  said 
deposition  be  not  concluded  within  the  time  now  fixed  for  closing  the  testimony  herein, 
the  same  shall  be  continued  on  Monday,  February  19,  1877,  at  the  same  place,  and  shall 
be  read,  by  agreement,  on  the  hearing  of  this  cause,  before  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Ohio.

The  deposition  of  F.  C.  Warrington  resumed. 

Present  for  contestor,  Mr.  Cox. 

Present  for  contestee,  Mr.  Blakely. 

Q.  Where  did  you  next  go,  in  Cincinnati,  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  came  back  to  the  old  Fourth  Ward  polls,  now  the  Eighth  Ward  polls. 

Q.  Will  you  please  state  in  what  city  and  State  are  the  polls,  or  other  places,  of 
which  you  have  spoken  in  this  deposition,  located  ? 

A.  They  are  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  Where  did  you  next  go  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  kept  backwards  and  forwards,  from  the  Race  street  and  Plum  street  polls. 

Q.  Did  you  see,  or  do  you  know,  of  any  other  illegal  votes  having  been  cast  at  the 
election  held  on  that  day  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio  ? 

A.  I  can’t  say  that  I  do. 

Cross-examined  by  Counsel  for  Contestant. 

Q.  What  were  you  doing  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  went  over  there  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  illegal  votes  cast  on  that  side  of 

the  river. 

Q.  Did  you  go  over  there  on  your  own  accord,  or  at  the  request  of  some  other  party  ? 
A.  I  went  at  the  request  of  other  parties. 

Q.  Who  were  those  parties?  Please  state  their  names. 

A.  Mr.  Gus.  Clark,  of  Cincinnati;  C.  C.  Scales,  from  this  side  of  tho  river,  and  John 
D.  Brent,  of  Covington,  Ky. ;  Frank  Lowe,  of  Covington,  Ky.,  and  some  gentleman 
from  the  Eighth  Ward,  or  Sixth  Ward — an  alderman  or  councilman — called,  1  think, 
Dock.  He  is  a  gentleman  who  wears  a  plug  hat,  around  which  is  a  white  baud. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  white  citizens  of  Kentucky  around  the  polls  that  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  many.  I  saw  Captain  Benjamin  Funk,  William  Morris,  George  Morris, 
Captain  Chenoweth,  Vincent  Shinkle,  my  father,  C.  G.  Warrington,  and  others. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  in  Cincinnati  on  that  day? 

A.  I  did  not,  nor  have  I  ever. 
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Q.  Did  you  receive  any  remuneration  for  your  services  over  there  that  day  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  a  cent. 

Q.  You  then  went  over  there  through  pure  motives  of  friendship  ? 

A.  I  did,  sir. 

F.  C.  Warrington. 

The  deposition  of  Charles  Barnett  was  taken  at  the  same  time  and  place,  in  the  same 
matter,  and  same  behalf,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation? 

A.  My  name  is  Charles  Barnett;  age,  26  years;  residence,  No.  157  East  Tenth  street, 
Covington,  Kentucky ;  occupation,  cabinet-maker. 

Q.  Please  state  where  you  were  on  the  tenth  day  of  October,  1876. 

A.  In  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  What,  if  you  know,  was  being  done  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  that  day? 

A.  They  had  an  election  over  there. 

Q.  About  what  time  did  you  go  over  there  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  went  over  early  in  the  morning,  at  about  half-past  seven  o’clock. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  see  over  there  on  that  day,  and  where  did  you  see  them  ? 

A.  I  saw  Christian  Hehr,  W.  S.  Stevens,  Charles  Fisher,  James  Mclntire,  Barney  Pur¬ 
cell,  Patrick  Woods,  and - Wilaky — don’t  know  his  first  name — in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  those  men  lived,  or  any  of  them,  on  that  day,  October  10, 
1876,  and  if  you  do,  will  you  please  tell  their  residences  ? 

A.  I  do  not.  I  kuow  them  to  have  been  in  Covington  at  that  time.  That  was  the  day 
before  the  election,  October  9,  1876.  They  did  not  live  in  Ohio  on  that.  day. 

Q.  Had  you  ever  seen  them,  or  any  of  them,  before  that  9th  day  of  October,  1876  ? 
If  so,  state  where  and  when  it  was,  and  if  you  knew  where  thew  lived  at  that  time, 
state  the  facts. 

A.  I  had.  I  had  seen  them  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  in  1875.  I  saw  them  there,  and  be¬ 
came  acquainted  with  them  there — all  of  them. 

Q.  Were  they  living  there  at  that  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  them  in  Covington,  Kentucky  ?  If  so,  please 
state  where  it  was,  what  time  it  was,  where  you  first  met  them,  and  what,  if  any 
thing,  passed  in  conversation  between  you. 

A.  I  did,  on  Pike  street,  between  Madison  and  Washington  streets,  in  the  forenoon  of 
October  9,  1876.  This  was  the  first  time  I  met  them.  The  conversation  between  us  was 
about  what  they  were  doing  here.  I  asked  them  what  their  business  was  here  in  Cov¬ 
ington,  and  they  told  me  their  business  was  to  go  to  Cincinnati  and  vote  on  the  10th  day 
of  October,  1876.  We  had  a  few  drinks  together,  and  separated,  and  talked  no  more 
about  it. 

Q.  Where  were  they  stopping  in  Covington,  if  you  know? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  asked  them  ? 

A.  I  did,  and  they  would  not  tell  me  where  they  were  stopping  in  Covington. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them,  or  any  of  them,  afterwards  ?  If  so,  state  when  and  where  it 
was  ? 

A.  I  saw  them  early  in  the  morning,  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876,  on  the  corner 
of  Second  and  Scott  streets,  in  this  city. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  after  that  ?  If  so,  state  when  and  where  it  was. 
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A.  I  saw  them  leaving  Averbeck’s  safoon,  on  the  corner  of  Second  and  Scott  streets, 
on  October  10,  1876,  early  in  the  morning. 

Q.  What,  if  any  thing,  occurred  after  they  left  Avabeck’s?  Where  did  they  go,  if 
you  know  ? 

A.  I  saw  them  go  over  the  river  together.  I  saw  them  go  to  the  polls.  I  saw  two  of 
them  go  to  the  Fifth  Ward  precinct,  I  believe  on  Ludlow  and  Pearl,  and  the  remainder 
went  to  the  precinct  above  that. 

Q.  Which  of  them  went  to  that  precinct  at  Ludlow  and  Pearl  streets  ? 

A.  Christian  Hehr  and  Charles  Fisher. 

Q.  What  did  you  see  done  at  that  precinct  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  saw  those  men  go  up  and  vote. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  ticket  they  voted  ?  If  you  do,  please  tell. 

A.  They  voted  the  straight  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Did  you  go  any  other  place  on  that  day  ?  It  you  did,  where  ? 

A.  I  went  to  the  precinct  above,  on  Third  street,  near  the  Little  Miami  depot. 

Q.  Whom  did  you  see  there,  if  any  one  ? 

A.  I  saw  James  Mclntire,  Barney  Purcell,  Patrick  Woods,  and - Wilaky. 

Q.  What  were  they  doing,  if  any  thing,  there,  if  you  know  ? 

A.  They  went  up  there  and  voted. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  it  ? 

A.  I  saw  them  vote. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  ticket  they  voted  ?  If  you  do,  please  state  the  fact. 

A.  They  voted  the  Republican  ticket  straight. 

Q.  In  what  city  and  State  are  the  voting  precincts  you  have  named  situated  ? 

A.  In  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  How  long  had  those  men  been  stopping  in  Covington  when  you  first  saw  them  on 
the  9tli  of  October  ? 

A.  About  two  weeks. 

Q.  Were  the  men  whom  you  saw  in  Covington  on  the  9th  and  10th  of  October,  1876, 
and  whom  you  have  named  in  answer  to  question  fifth,  the  same  men  whom  you  saw 
vote  on  the  10th  of  Octobe'r,  1876,  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  who  you  say,  in  answer  to 
question  eight,  were  living  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  in  1875  ? 

A.,  They  were. 

Cross-examined  by  Counsel  fov  Contestant. 

Q.  When  you  saw  these  men  separate  in  Cincinnati,  did  you  see  two  of  them  go  to 
the  Fifth  Ward  precinct,  aad  the  rest  to  the  polls  near  the  Little  Miami  depot  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  With  which  party  did  you  go,  if  any? 

A.  I  did  not  go  with  any  of  the  party. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  that  they  went  to  different  polls? 

A.  I  followed  them  up. 

Q.  How  did  you  follow  both  parties  at  the  same  time  ? 

A.  They  were  altogether  until  they  got  up  to  within  a  square  of  the  Fifth  Ward  pro- 
cinct.  There  they  separated.  Two  of  them  went  4to  the  Fifth  Ward  precinct,  and  the 
other  five  went  up  to  the  other  polls.  The  five  went  up  to  the  other  precinct.  I  kept 
them  in  view  while  the  two  were  voting  at  the  Fifth  Ward  precinct.  Then  I  dodged  out 
of  the  crowd  and  followed  up  the  other  parties,  and  saw  them  vote. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  that  they  voted  the  Republican  ticket? 
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A.  I  saw  them  go  up  to  the  electioneers  and  get  their  tickets. 

Q.  What  electioneers  ? 

A.  The  electioneers  that  were  working  in  favor  of  the  Republican  party ;  I  don’t 
know  their  names. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  tickets  they  obtained  from  said  electioneers  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  put  those  tickets  in  the  box  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Were  they  folded  or  opened  when  they  placed  them  in  the  box  ? 

A.  They  were  folded. 

Q.  What  induced  you  to  follow  up  these  men  ? 

A.  The  interest  of  my  party. 

Q.  Did  any  body  tell  you  to  follow  up  these  men  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  received  any  pay  for  following  up  these  men  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  there  no  other  inducement  than  the  welfare  of  your  party  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  at  Cincinnati  on  that  day  ?  If  so,  how  many  times  ? 

A.  Not  at  all. 

Q.  Where  did  these  men  go,  after  they  left  the  aforesaid  polls  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  sir. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  follow  them  further  ? 

A.  Because  I  did  not  see  fit  to  follow  them. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  challenge  their  votes  when  offered  ? 

A.  I  had  no  right  to. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  get  some  body  else  to  challenge  their  votes  ? 

A.  Because  I  was  not  paid  for  it. 

Q.  And  yet  you  followed  up  those  men  without  any  expectation  of  receiving  reward? 
A.  I  did. 

Q.  How  did  you  expect  to  further  the  interest  of  your  party  by  following  them? 

A.  Because  they  told  me  they  were  going  to  vote  the  Republican  ticket,  and  I  thought 
I  would  follow  them  up  and  see  if  they  did  vote  that  way. 

Reexamined  by  Mr.  Blakely. 

Q.  What  are  your  politics,  and  what  ticket  do  you  vote? 

A.  I  am  a  Republican  and  vote  the  Republican  ticket.

Depositions  of  sundry  witnesses,  taken  by  me,  John  B.  Boutet,  a  notary  public  within 
and  for  the  county  of  Hamilton, .in  the  State  of  Ohio,  pursuant  to  the  annexed  notice, 
and  at  the  time  and  place  therein  specified,  to  be  read  iu  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  con- 
testee  in  an  action  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  which  Joseph  Cox  is 
contestant  and  Judson  Harmon  is  contested  C.  W.  Cowan,  Escp,  being  present  on  behalf 
of  contestee,  and  M.  L.  Buch waiter  being  present  on  behalf  of  contestant : 

Charles  L.  Hundson,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  de})osetli  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  place  of  residence. 

A.  My  name  is  Charles  Lewis  Hundson;  am  24  yoars  of  age;  reside  on  John  street, 
between  Third  and  Fourth  Streets,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  Are  you  married  or  single? 

A.  Am  a  married  man. 

Q.  Where  does  your  family  reside  ? 

A.  At  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  at  the  present  time. 

Q.  How  long  have  they  been  residing  there  ? 

A.  About  six  months.  They  have  been  here  several  times  since  then.  This  is  their 
home. 

Q.  Where  were  they  residing  on  or  about  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  At  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan. 

Q.  How  long  prior  to  that  time  had  they  been  residing  there  ? 

A.  About  five  months. 

Q.  How  much  of  a  family  have  you? 

A.  A  wife  and  two  children. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  residing  in  Cincinnati  ? 

A.  About  three  years. 

Q.  Where  did  you  come  from  to  this  place  ? 

A.  From  Put-in  Bay. 

A.  Did  your  family  reside  there  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  they  live  while  you  resided  at  Put-in  Bay  ? 

A.  At  Toledo,  Ohio. 

Q.  Where  did  they  live  prior  to  that  time  ? 

A.  At  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan. 

Q.  When  did  they  first  come  to  Cincinnati  ? 

A.  When  the  Grand  Hotel  first  opened — about  two  years  last  September. 

Q.  How  long  did  they  remain  here? 

A.  They  remained  here  until  November,  1875. 

Q.  Where  did  they  go  to  when  they  left  here? 

A.  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan. 

Q.  When  did  they  next. come  back  here  ? 
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A.  They  came  back  here  about  Christmas  time,  1875,  and  remained  about  one  month. 

Q.  When  did  they  next  come  back  ? 

A.  They  came  back  in  June,  1876,  and  remained  about  ten  or  twelve  days. 

Q.  Are  they  keeping  house  in  Ann  Arbor  ? 

A.  They  are  living  with  her  father. 

Q.  Who  pays  the  rent  of  the  house  in  which  they  live,  and  for  their  support? 

A.  I  pay  for  their  support :  her  father  pays  for  the  rent  of  the  house. 

Q.  Is  her  father  married  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  During  the  time  they  were  here  did  you  keep  house  or  did  you  board  them  ? 

A.  I  rented  a  furnished  room  and  lived  in  that. 

Q.  Where  did  you  come  from  when  you  first  came  to  Ohio  ? 

A.  From  Michigan,  to  Toledo,  Ohio.  My  family  came  with  me. 

Q.  Did  you  keep  house  in  Toledo  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  did  they  remain  in  Toledo  before  they  went  back  to  Ann  Arbor  ? 

A.  They  didn’t  go  back  to  Ann  Arbor  from  Toledo. 

Q.  Where  did  they  go  to  from  Toledo  ? 

A.  From  Toledo  they  came  here. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  and  your  family  live  in  Toledo  ? 

A.  I  lived  in  Toledo  from  April  until  June,  1874 — I  think  that  was  the  year. 

Q.  Did  they  coihe  with  you  from  Toledo  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Charles  L.  Hundson. 

James  C.  Johns,  of  legal  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  place  of  residence. 

A.  My  name  is  James  C.  Johns ;  am  58  years  of  age ;  reside  at  No.  136  Sycamore  street, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  premises.No.  138  Sycamore  street  ?  If  so,  who  owns 
them  ?  v 

A.  Yes,  they  belong  to  Edward  Sargent,  as  trustee  of  Christopher  Smith,  deceased, 
and  I  rent  them  from  him. 

Q.  Who  resided  at  No.  138  Sycamore  street  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  E.  T.  Page,  a  colored  man,  occupied  a  part  of  the  lower  floor  for  a  barber  shop; 
the  third  floor  was  occupied  by  Belle  Tilton,  as  a  lodging- room  for  colored  people;  the 
second  floor  was  vacant. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  how  many  persons  were  boarding  or  rooming  with  Belle  Tilton 
on  the  10th  of  October,  1876,  and  for  ten  or  twenty  days  prior  thereto. 

A.  There  were  none  boarding  with  her,  to  my  knowledge ;  she  never  had,  I  don’t  sup¬ 
pose,  rooming  with  her  more  than  five  or  six  at  that  time  or  any  time. 

Q.  Were  they  male  or  female  boarders? 

A.  They  were  male  lodgers — hotel  waiters. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  whether  the  rooms  in  the  third  story  were  sufficient  to  accom¬ 
modate  from  eleven  to  fourteen  persons. 

A.  There  were  not ;  there  were  rooms  sufficient  but  not  beds  sufficient,  unless  they 
slept  two  or  three  in  a  bed,  or  on  the  floor. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  many  beds  she  had  then  ? 

A.  She  had  five  double-beds  up,  which  she  now  has. 
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Q.  How  many  has  she  in  tlie  family  ? 

A.  She  has  only  herself  and  a  little  girl  properly  belonging  to  the  family. 

Q.  Were  yon  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  premises  above  referred  to  on  the  10th 
day  of  October,  1876,  and  for  twenty  days  prior  thereto,  to  state  at  the  outside  the  num¬ 
ber  of  voters,  or  persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  living  or  rooming  in  those 
premises  at  that  time  ?  and,  if  so,  state  the  number. 

A.  I  can  not  state  any  thing  more  than  I  have  said,  in  regard  to  the  permanent 
lodgers,  but  I  noticed  about  that  time,  and  a  week  or  two  prior  thereto,  quite  a  number 
of  colored  men,  going  in  and  out,  being  around  the  premises,  in  unusual  numbers,  and 
were  so  probably  a  week  or  two  before  the  day  of  election,  and  a  day  or  two  afterward. 
I  noticed  these  parties  but  paid  no  especial  attention  to  them,  until  some  of  my  tenants 
made  complaint,  and  asked  me  what  was  going  on  among  the  colored  folks  up  stairs. 
My  reply  was  that  I  did  not  know  of  anything  unusual.  After  being  satisfied  of  it  I 
kept  a  little  watch,  and  discovered  quite  a  number  going  out  and  in,  both  night  and 
day,  but  there  was  n$t  any  unusual  amount  of  lodgers  there  that  I  was  aware  of. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  that  ward  and  in  that  neighborhood  ? 

A.  Since  July,  1870. 

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  with  the  regular  lodgers  who  lodged  in  that  house  ? 

A.  I  had  no  acquaintance  with  any  of  them  more  than  just  by  sight,  passing  to  and 

fro. 

Q.  Did  you  know  of  any  of  those  persons  who  were  around  there  during  the  time 
you  referred  to  ? 

Q.  I  did  not  know  any  of  them  personally,  or  by  sight  either,  but  noticed  quite  a 
number  of  strange  faces  going  to  and  fro  for  some  days. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  any  of  those  persons  around  the  premises  three  or  four  days  after  the 
election  and  since  that  time  ? 

A.  1  have  not  seen  any  of  them,  that  I  could  recognize,  since  that  time. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  the  lower  part  of  the  premises  that  were  occupied  by 
the  barber  were  used  for  lodging  rooms  ? 

A.  There  were  none  that  I  know  of;  he  has  no  rooms  for  lodgers;  he  don’t  reside 
there  at  all.  I  occupy  the  balance  of  the  lower  portion  of  the  premises  myself,  for  man¬ 
ufacturing  purposes. 

Cross-examination. 

Mr.  Johns,  you  say  there  were  quite  a  number  of  changes  about  these  premises  during 
the  October  election,  and  for  ten  or  twenty  days  prior  thereto.  Do  you  know  what  part  of 
the  premises  they  visited  ? 

A.  They  visited  the  third  lloor  where  these  lodging  rooms  were,  and  they  would  go  up 
and  down  from  time  to  time,  seemingly  spend  an  hour  or  two,  then  go  out  again.  Some 
two  or  three  weeks  prior  to  the  election,  and  about  a  week  after,  there  was  an  unusual 
amount  going  to  and  fro.  Since  that  time  I  have  noticed  nothing  more  than  the  usual 
routine. 

Q.  What  was  the  greatest  number  of  men  you  saw  there  at  one  time  ? 

A.  I  can’t  answer  that  with  any  certainty.  I  should  judge  from  the  noise  that  there 
was  about  from  ten  to  fifteen  of  them  at  one  time. 

Q.  You  say  there  from  ten  to  fifteen  of  them  at  one  time.  Where  do  you  mean  ?  on 
the  third  lloor  ? 

A.  I  mean  on  the  third  lloor,  and  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs  in  conversation  with  one 
another. 
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Q.  From  the  appearance  of  the  colored  men  who  visited  these  premises  would  you 
have  taken  them  to  have  been  waiters  at  hotels,  or  common  laborers  ? 

A.  I  would  answer  that  they  all  appeared  to  be  men  of  respectability,  and  well  clad, 
and  conducted  themselves  in  a  peaceful  manner.  1  should  judge  that  they  were  all  ho¬ 
tel  waiters,  and  men  of  that  character. 

(Last  part  of  answer  objected  to.) 

Q.  You  said  in  your  direct  examination  that  you  knew  most  of  the  regular  lodgers  by 
sight,  and  that  they  were  hotel  waiters.  Please  state,  if  you  can,  at  what  hotel 
or  hotels  they  were  employed. 

A.  I  can’t  answer  that  question  direct ;  but  I  have  been  informed  by  Miss  Belle  Til¬ 
ton  thrt  she  had  lodgers  from  the  Grand  Hotel,  Gibson  House,  and  some  from  the  St. 
James  and  “Merchants.” 

(All  of  this  answer  after  the  tirst  clause  objected  to.-) 

Q.  Please  state,  if  you  can,  the  name  or  names  of  any  of  the  lodgers  of  these  prem¬ 
ises,  and  what  part  of  the  premises  they  occupied. 

A.  I  can  not  give  you  the  names  of  any,  except  one  ;  his  name  is  Charles  Moore  ;  he 
has  been  there  ever  since  the  house  first  opened,  and  is  still  there.  They  occupied  the 
third  floor  of  No.  138  Sycamore  street. 

Q.  You  stated  in  the  direct  examination  that  the  second  floor  of  No.  138  was  vacant 
on  the  lOtli  day  of  October,  1876.  Please  state  if  it  was  not  occupied  by  several  fami¬ 
lies  at  that  time. 

A.  I  made  a  wrong  statement  on  my  direct  examination  in  reference  to  the  occu¬ 
pancy  of  the  second  floor.  I  can  not  say  positively  without  reference  to  my  book 
whether  or  not  it  was  occupied  in  October.  I  rented  the  second  floor  to  a  colored  family 
who  remained  there  one  month.  During  their  stay  there  they  had  quite  a  number  of 
colored  men,  and  also  white  men,  going  in  and  out  through  the  entire  day  and  night, 
and  at  times  were  very  annoying.  It  led  me  to  suspicion  the  true  character  of  the  house, 
and  believing  that  they  were  not  altogether  what  they  ought  to  be,  I  turned  them  out 
of  the  premises. 

Q.  Please  give  me  the  name  of  the  party  who  rented  the  second  floor  at  the  time  you 
have  testified  to  in  your  last  answer. 

A.  I  can  not  give  the  name,  or  positively  the  mouth  in  which  they  resided  there, 
whether  it  was  in  September  or  October;  without  reference  to  my  books,  my  memory 
does  not  serve  me. 

Q.  Have  you  the  name  of  the  party  above  referred  to  in  your  rent-book  of  these 
premises  ? 

A.  I  think  I  have. 

Q.  Will  you  bring  the  book  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  who  occupied  the 
premises  knowm  as  No.  138  Sycamore  street,  this  afternoon  at  two  o’clock? 

A.  I  can  not  be  here  this  afternoon.  I  have  already  given  you  names  of  occupants, 
except  those  on  the  second  floor. 

Q.  Can  you  now  answer  from  your  book  to  whom  you  rented  the  second  floor  ?  If  so, 
state  it. 

A.  On  or  about  the  15th,  or  middle  of  October,  1876,  I  rented  the  second  floor  of  No. 
138  Sycamore  to  Lucy  Maxwell,  for  the  use  of  Millie  Lowry.  I  can  not  state  definitely 
as  to  the  day  they  took  possession.  It  was  after  the  October  election. 

Q.  Have  you  a  memorandum  of  these  tenants  in  your  book  ? 

A.  Of  these  tenants  I  have  not,  except  in  the  margin  of  receipt  book. 
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Q.  Have  you  any  memorandum  in  your  rent-book  as  to  who  occupied  the  second 
floor  of  these  premises  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  How  many  rooms  in  this  three-story  building,  138  Sycamore? 

A.  There  are  ten  rooms  on  second  and  third  floors,  and  one  large  store-room  on  first 
floor,  partitioned  off  into  two  rooms. 

Q.  Has  it  been  a  general  tenement  house  within  the  last  year  ? 

A.  Not  unless  you  term  two  families  a  teuement  house.  Every  one  who  rents  has  to 
take  a  floor. 

Q.  Would  not  parties  occupying  a  floor  sometimes  sub-let  to  other  parties  ? 

A.  It  is  frequently  done  ;  but  it  is  entirely  prohibited  with  me,  and  never  has  been 
done  by  any  tenants  who  occupied  my  premises,  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  you  not  frequently  rent  a  floor  to  parties  whose  families  consisted  of  two  or 
three  men,  or  more  '? 

A.  I  have  never  rented  to  any  one  where  there  was  more  than  one  man  belonged  to 

the  house. 

James  C.  John. 

John  Ilatly,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  aud  place  of  residence. 

A.  My  name  is  John  Hatly;  am  thirty-three  years  of  age;  reside  at  Undercliff. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  resided  there  ? 

A.  Since  May  last. 

Q.  Where  did  you  reside  prior  to  that  time? 

A.  I  came  from  Canada  here.  I  came  direct  from  Canada  to  Undercliff. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  resided  in  Canada  prior  to  your  coming  here? 

A.  From  four  to  six  months. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  when  you  went  to  Canada  ? 

A.  From  Dayton,  Ohio. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  resided  in  Dayton  prior  to  your  going  to  Canada  ? 

A.  From  the  summer  of  1868  to  the  time  I  left  for  Canada;  I  can’t  just  give  you  tbo 

month. 

Q.  Are  you  married  or  single  ? 

A.  I  am  married. 

Q.  For  what  purpose  did  you  go  to  Canada? 

A.  Well,  I  went  as  much  on  a  wild  goose  chase  as  any  thing  I  know  of. 

Q.  Please  answer  my  question.  For  what  purpose  did  you  go  to  Canada? 

A.  Well,  there  was  a  business  proposition  offered  me  and  it  failed. 

Q.  What  was  the  business  proposition  ?  And  by  whom  was  it  made? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  The  business  proposition  was  made  by  a  brother-in-law,  and  it  was  the  wall-paper 

business. 

Q.  Was  it  or  was  it  not  a  proposition  to  go  to  Canada  and  engage  in  the  business  of 
manufacturing  or  selling  wall-paper  ? 

(Objected  to  because  irrelevant.) 

A.  It  was  a  proposition  to  go  to  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  selling  wall-paper. 

Q.  What  place  did  you  go  to  ? 

A.  To  Toronto. 

Q.  Where  did  your  brother-in-law  reside  at  that  time  T 
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A.  At  Toronto. 

Q.  Were  yon  married  at  the  time  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Did  you  go  to  Toronto  at  that  request,  and  did  you  take  your  family  with  you  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  engage  in  that  business  after  you  got  to  Toronto  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  engage  in  any  business  ? 

A.  I  done  a  little  work — I  was  painting. 

Q.  When  you  left  Dayton  with  your  family  did  you  intend  to  come  back  there  again  ? 

A.  I  did  not,  at  that  time. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  in  Hamilton  county  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876. 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Where  did#you  vote  ? 

A.  At  Columbia  Hall,  First  Ward,  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  you  vote  ? 

A.  1  scratched  my  ticket;  I  did  not  vote  the  straight  ticket ;  I  voted  the  Republican 
ticket. 

Q.  Whose  name  did  you  scratch  off  ? 

A.  I  couldn’t  tell  you  the  names.  I  think  I  scratched  two  names — one  I  am  certain  ; 
it  was  Judge  Johnson’s  opponent.  I  can’t  say  what  the  other  one  was ;  I  would  not  like 
to  swear  whether  or  not  it  was  a  judge.  I  wasn’t  familiar  with  the  names  of  candidates. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  When  yon  arrived  in  Canada  did  you  not  at  once  learn  that  your  business  arrange¬ 
ments  with  your  brother-in-law  were  “off’,”  and  that  no  satisfactory  arrangement  could 
be  made  with  him  ? 

A.  I  did  not  until  about  February. 

Q.  Did  you  go  with  the  intention  of  staying  in  Canada,  provided  a  satisfactory  busi¬ 
ness  arrangement  could  be  made  ? 

A.  That  was  my  intention — to  stay  in  Canada — provided  a  satisfactory  business  ar¬ 
rangement  could  be  made. 

Q.  Were  satisfactory  business  arrangements  made? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  you  left  did  you  uot  intend  to  return  to  Ohio,  provided  you  could  not  make 
satisfactory  arrangements  about  your  business  in  Canada? 

A.  I  didn’t  think  much  of  it — had  not  thought  about  it  at  all. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  say  that  you  did  not  vote  for  Judson  Harmon  for  judge  of  the 
Common  Pleas  Court  ? 

A.  I  am  not  able  to  say. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  say  that  you  voted  for  Judge  Joseph  Cox  ? 

A.  I  am  not. 

Reexamination. 

Q.  Did  you  not  suppose  and  believe,  at  the  time  you  lett  Dayton  for  Canada,  that 
your  business  would  be  permanent,  and  did  you  not  leave  Dayton'  with  the  intention  of 
remaining  away? 

A.  I  did.  I  left  Dayton  with  the  intention  of  remaining  away. 


John  Hatly. 
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A.  J.  Benson,  of  lawful  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  A.  J.  Benson;  am  fifty-three  years  of  age;  reside  in  Green  township, 
Hamilton  county,  Ohio ;  am  a  mechanic. 

Q.  State  wdiether  or  not  you  were  at  the  Green  township  polls  at  the  October  election. 
A.  I  was  one  of  the  judges. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  there  were  any  illegal  votes  cast  on  that  day;  and  if  so,  give 
the  names  of  the  persons  who  so  voted. 

A.  There  were  two  illegal  votes — one  James  Robb,  one  Lewis  Leavengood. 

Q.  State  what  took  place  at  the  time  these  persons  voted. 

A.  When  James  Robb  presented  his  vote  he  was  challenged,  and  after  he  was  sworn 
he  testified  that  his  wife  lived  in  Virginia  and  he  resided  here  (speaking  of  Green  town¬ 
ship).  I  told  him  the  law  held  his  residence  to  be  -where  his  wufe  resided,  but  it  further 
provided  that  if  he  had  separated  from  his  wife  he  could  gain  his  residence  elsewhere. 

I  then  asked  him  the  question  if  he  had  separated  from  his  wife.  He  refused  to  answer 
the  question;  but  his  vote  was  put  in  the  box  by  the  decision  of  the  other  two  judges. 
Leavengood  voted  at  the  10th  of  October  election.  I  was  judge  of  the  November  elec¬ 
tion  also,  but  he  did  not  present  himself  to  vote.  He  has  subsequently  told  me  that  he 
voted  the  Republican  ticket.  * 

(Last  part  of  auswer  objected  to.) 

Q.  State  what  makes  you  believe  the  vote  of  Lewis  Leavengood  to  be  illegal  ? 

A.  I  believe  it  from  the  fact  that  he  did  not  present  himself  at  the  November  election. 
Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  from  conversation  with  Leavengood  as  to  when 
he  came  to  this  country? 

(Objected  to.  Question  withdrawn.) 

Q.  State,  if  you  can,  what  the  nationality  of  Lewis  Leavengood  is. 

A.  He  has  told  me  that  he  is  a  Frenchman. 

Q.  Do  you  know  wrhen  he  came  to  this  country? 

A.  About  two  years  ago  he  told  me  that  he  could  not  speak  very  good  English  be¬ 
cause  he  had  only  been  here  two  years  previous  to  that. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  Lewis  Leavengood  voted  at  the  October  election. 
A.  I  have  had  conversations  with  him  frequently,  and  he  lias  told  me  that  he  was  a 
Republican.  He  has  told  me  since  the  election  that  he  voted  the  Republican  tioket. 
(Objected  to.) 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  James  Robb  voted  at  that  election. 

A.  I  have  no  perfect  knowledge  as  to  what  ticket  he  voted.  I  believe  he  voted  the 
Republican  ticket.  Most  all  Republicans  vote  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  James  Robb’s  polities  were. 

A.  I  believe  he  was  Republican. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  how  many  colored  voters  there  are  in  Green  township  precinct 
proper. 

A.  For  several  years  previous  to  last  October  there  had  been  from  sixteen  to  twenty- 
three  colored  voters.  I  had  been  clerk  of  the  election  for  several  years  previous  to 
October  election,  and,  near  as  I  can  remember  now,  the  number  stated  is  about  the 
number  voted  from  year  to  year.  1  think  twenty-three  is  the  highest.  Last  October 
the  number  of  colored  voters  run  up  to  nearly  forty,  and  at  the  November  election  the 
number  of  negro  voters  decreased  to  about  thirty. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  these  negroes  voted  at  that  election. 
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A.  The  negroes  invariably  vote  the  Republican  ticket  in  Green  township. 

Q.  Please  state  how  long  yon  have  lived  in  Green  township. 

A.  I  have  lived  there  all  my  life,  with  the  exception  of  about  eighteen  months  I  re 
sided  in  the  city. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  How  long  has  Mr.  Robb  lived  in  Green  township  ? 

A.  I  think  about  three  or  four  years. 

Q.  Does  he  own  land,  and  is  he  in  business  in  the  county  ? 

A.  He  owns  a  farm  of  112  or  116  acres,  and  has  owned  it  for  twenty-eight  or  thirty 
years.  He  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  farming.  None  other  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  his  wife  f  Do  you  of  your  own  knowledge  know  that  he  has  a 
wire  in  Virginia? 

A.  I  have  saw  a  lady  here — I  mean  in  Greene  township — who  was  said  to  be  his  wife, 
but  I  have  no  positive  knowledge  that  he  has  a  wife,  without  I  believe  what  he  swore 
to,  that  he  has  a  wife  in  Virginia. 

Q.  Has  he  a  home,  and  does  he  keep  up  a  household  establishment,  in  Greene 
township  ? 

(Objected  to.)  * 

A.  He  has  a  home  and  keeps  house  in  Greene  township. 

Q.  Has  his  wife,  within  the  three  or  four  years  you  named,  been  living  with  him  at 
his  home  in  Greene  township  ? 

A.  She  has  been  here,  and  stayed,  perhaps,  a  month  at  a  time;  but  I  believe  she  has 
not  been  here  within  the  last  two  years. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know,  and  did  you  not  know  when  you  challenged  him,  that  his  wife 
had  separated  from  him,  and  that  she  did  not  now  live  with  him  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  At  the  time  of  the  objection  to  his  vote,  I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  separation 
from  his  wife,  nor  do  1  yet  believe,  from  any  information  that  I  have  obtained,  that  they 
are  separated. 

Q.  Have  you  any  other  information  than  what  you  have  stated,  about  the  illegality 
of  the  vote  of  Leavengood  ? 

A.  None  other. 

Q.  You  have  no  copy  of  the  court  records,  nor  any  certified  statement,  as  to  whether 
he  procured  papers  of  naturalization  ?  * 

A.  I  have  none. 

Q.  Are  you  willing  to  swear,  or  to  state  under  oath,  that  this  man  is  not  a  naturalized 
citizen  ? 

A.  I  would  not  say  positively  that  he  is  not. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  that  there  were  nearly  forty  colored  voters  in  Greene  township 
proper,  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  We  are  in  the  habit  of  counting  them  as  they  come  in,  thereby  we  find  out  how 
many  there  are. 

Q.  Did  you  count  them  and  keep  a  list  of  them  ? 

A.  I  counted  them,  but  kept  no  list  of  names.  Sometimes  we  tallied  them,  but  I  was 
absent  part  of  the  time. 

Q.  How  many  did  you  count  ? 

A.  I  think  their  count  run  up  between  thirty  and  forty — near  forty. 
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Q.  Dirl  you  keep  any  count,  two  or  three  years  ago,  when  there  were  sixteen  or 
twenty -three  ?  If  so,  where  is  your  list  ? 

A.  We  sometimes  would  keep  tally  with  marks,  and  when  a  negro  would  vote,  we 
would  make  a  mark.  I  never  kept  any  list,  memorandum  or  number  of  negro  votes, 
and  when  the  election  was  over,  would  leave  the  slips  of  paper  on  the  table  or  on  the 
door. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  tickets  of  these  colored  men,  at  the  October  election,  and  can  you 
swear  that,  of  your  own  knowledge,  they  voted  the  straight  Republican  ticket  ? 

A.  I  saw  some  of  the  tickets ;  they  voted  them  open.  Probably  six  voted  open 
tickets.  They  don’t  take  tickets  from  Democrats  standing  at  the  polls.  There  are  two 
men  out  there  in  Cheviot  who  supplied  them  with  tickets  just  before  they  voted.  Those 
two  men  are  Thomas  Wills,  and  Hildreth,  a  druggist,  both  strong  Republicans. 

Q.  Have  you  inquired  and  ascertained  the  residence  of  these  colored  voters  ?  What 
ones,  if  any,  did  not  live  in  Green  township,  who  voted  at  the  October  election,  187b? 
Give  the  name  of  each  such  illegal  voter. 

A.  I  have  not  made  any  inquiry  into  the  subject  at  all.  Whether  they  are  illegal 
votes  or  not  I  don’t  know. 

A.  J.  Benson. 

William  J.  Strong,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  Wiliam  J.  Strong;  am  fifty-two  years  of  age;  reside  in  Carthage;  1 
follow  teaming  for  a  living. 

O  O 

Q.  State  all  you  know,  if  any  thing,  regarding  illegal  voting  at  the  October  election 
1876,  so  for  as  you  have  personal  knowledge  of  the  same  ? 

A.  There  was  a  man  by  the  name  of  Williams  that  was  a  resident  of  the  Twenty-fifth 
Ward  that  voted  in  Carthage.  I  saw  his  name  on  the  poll-book ;  he  told  me  he  voted. 
I  saw  him  going  to  the  polls,  and  I  saw  him  after  he  had  been  there. 

Q.  Did  he  state  what  ticket  he  had  voted  ? 

A.  He  did  not.  I  didn’t  ask  him,  as  I  had  [talked  to  him  enough  before  to  know 
what  he  would  vote  if  he  voted  at  all. 

Q.  What  was  that? 

A.  He  was  the  strongest  Republican  I  ever  talked  to. 

Q.  State  the  source  of  your  knowledge  as  to  his  place  of  residence. 

A.  I  know  the  family  personally,  and  before  the  election,  about  a  month,  he  was  an 
-innate  of  the  city  infirmary  ;  also  before  the  November  election  he  was  back  an  inmate  of 
the  infirmary  again. 

Q.  Ia  the  city  infirmary  in  1  he  Carthage  precinct,  Millcreek  township  ? 

A.  Ic  is  in  Springfield  township. 

Q.  Where  did  his  family  live  in  September  and  October,  1876. 

A.  Ip  Cumininsville,  Twenty-fifth  Ward. 

Corss-cxa  m  ination. 

Q.  Do  you  know  that  lie  has  been  living  with  his  family  within  the  last  year  ?. 

A.  I  know  that  him  and  his  wife  have  been  together  and  calculated  to  go  to  keeping 
house  as  soon  as  he  could  get  something  to  do.  They  were  at  my  house  and  stayed  all 
night  a  week  or  two  belore  the  election.  At  the  time  of  the  elect  ion  ho  was  working  for 
a  gardener  near  my  place  ;  think  he  worked  there  about  two  weeks,  he  might  have  been 
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four  weeks.  I  got  him  a  job  when  be  first  came  out  of  the  infirmary.  I  am  not  able  to 
Bay  that  be  voted  for  Judge  Joseph  Cox.

N.  C.  McLean,  of  lawful  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  N.  C.  McLean  ;  am  thirty-six  years  of  age  ;  reside  in  Camp  Dennison, 
Symmes  township,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio;  am  an  attorney-at-law. 

Q.  What  do  you  know  of  illegal  voting  at  the  October  election,  1876  ? 

A.  Of  my  own  knowledge  I  know  of  but  two  illegal  votes  at  our  polls  in  Camp  Denni¬ 
son.  They  were  cast  by  Stewart  Terwillagen  and  Frank  Cozins.  I  know  that  Stewart 
Terwillagen  lived  with  his  family  in  Clermont  county  until  the  13th  day  of  September, 
1876,  when  he  moved  to  this  county.  Frank  Cozins  resided  in  Cincinnati  until  ten  days 
before  the  October  election,  when  he  came  to  Camp  Dennison  for  the  purpose  of  teach¬ 
ing  school.  lie  was  a  single  man,  and  is  now. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  ticket  they  voted  ? 

A.  I  know  that  both  were  members  of  a  Republican  club  ;  both  electioneered  for  the 
Republican  ticket  on  that  day,  and  I  heard  them  both  say  that  they  voted  the  Republi¬ 
can  ticket  on  that  day.  I  can  further  state  that  I  saw  the  ballots  counted  on  the  night 
of  the  election,  and  that  there  was  but  one  of  all  the  Republicaus  scratched  for  Judge  of 
the  Common  Pleas  Court,  and  that  Longworth’s  name  was  scratched  and  Avery’s  name 
inserted. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  the  Democratic  ticket  at  the  October  election,  and  what  official 
position  did  you  hold  ? 

A.  I  voted  the  Democratic  ticket.  I  held  no  official  position  unless  that  as  a  member 
of  the  County  Executive  Committee.  / 

Q.  Were  you  the  executive  in  that  precinct  where  these  votes  were  cast  at  the  Octo¬ 
ber  election  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Were  you  present  when  they  voted  and  when  they  were  electioneering  ? 

A.  I  was  not  present  when  they  voted,  but  was  present  during  the  day,  and  saw  them 
frequently  at  and  about  the  polls. 

Q.  Had  you  canvassed  the  precinct,  and  did  you  know,  prior  to  the  day  of  election, 
that  they  were  not  entitled  to  a  vote  ? 

A.  I  had  canvassed  the  precinct,  and  had  the  name  of  every  qualified  voter  in  the 
precinct,  and  had  I  been  at  the  polls  when  they  voted  I  should  have  challenged  the  vote. 
At  the  November  election  I  challenged  Frank  Cozins.  He  was  sworn,  and  his  vote  re¬ 
jected  by  the  judges  because  he  had  no  permanent  residence  in  the  township,  but  was 
there  only  for  temporary  purposes. 

Q.  How  do  you  reason  that  Terwillager  moved  from  Clermont  county  on  the  13th  of 
September,  1876  ? 

A.  As  attorney  for  Mr.  H.  Oskamp,  from  whom  he  rented  near  Miamisville,  in  Cler¬ 
mont  county,  Ohio.  I  prepared  a  notice  for  him  to  quit  prepartory  to  bringing  a  suit  of 
forcible  detainer.  I  know,  also,  both  from  him  and  his  landlord  in  Camp  Dennison  that 
he  moved  into  Camp  Denison  on  that  day.  His  house  is  in  sight  of  mine.  I  know  that 
it  was  vacant  immediately  before  the  13th,  and  that  it  was  occupied  when  I  got  home  on 
the  night  of  the  13th.  I  was  interested  then  in  knowing  the  fact,  because  of  my  being 
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attorney  for  his  landlord,  and  the  date  and  circumstance  became  fixed  in  my  memory 
when  I  found  that  he  had  voted. 

Q.  When  did  Cozins  begin  teaching  school  in  your  precinct  ? 

A.  I  think  the  school  opened  on  the  first  Monday  in  October.  He  came  there  and 
engaged  board  on  the  Sunday  before.  I  heard  him  say  that  he  told  the  judges  when  he 
offered  his  vote  that  he  had  only  been  in  the  township  ten  days. 

Q.  Have  you  taken  any  steps  to  arrest  these  men  for  illegal  voting  ?  and  if  so,  state 
what  they  were  ? 

A.  Warrants  were  sworn  out  before  General  Hooper,  United  States  Commissioner^ 
and  the  Commissioner  notified  me  that  the  United  States  District  Attorney,  General 
Bateman,  desired  to  speak  to  me  about  the  cases.  I  went  to  see  General  Bateman,  and 
he  told  me  that  he  was  satisfied  the  parties  did  not  commit  the  crime  of  illegal  voting 
intentionally  ;  and  that,  as  he  did  not  wish  to  use  the  United  States  Courts  except  in 
cases  of  repeating,  or  intentional  violations  of  the  law,  he  had  ordered  the  United  States 
Marshal  to  return  the  warrants.  The  warrrant  for  Mr.  Cozins  was  sent  to  him  by  mail. 

Q.  Is  there  not  now  an  application  pending  before  the  Common  Pleas  Judges  of  this 
county  to  disbar  you  from  practice  as  an  attorney-at-law  ? 

A.  There  was  such  an  application  made,  the  relator  claiming  that  I  owed  him  $25. 
I  have  filed  my  plea,  showing  him  to  be  indebted  to  me  for  services  in  different  suits 
and  examinations  of  records.  I  have  been  ready  with  my  witnesses,  and  anxious  for  a 
hearing,  ever  since  I  first  learned  of  the  application.  The  relator  is  James  S.  Gordon. 
The  application  will  be  called  up  to-morrow  morning  before  Judge  Avery,  if  I  can  possi¬ 
bly  get  a  hearing. 

Q.  Is  the  applicant,  James  S.  Gordon,  the  late  member  of  the  Ohio  Legislature? 

A.  He  was  in  the  House  of  Representatives  four  years  ago.  Afterwards  was  a  can¬ 
didate  before  the  Democratic  State  Convention  for  Secretary  of  State.  Then  was  a 
candidate  for  Representative,  and  defeated.  He  now  claims  to  be  a  correspondent  of 
the  “  New  York  World.” 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  indicted  for  any  offense,  or  violation  of  law,  by  the  Grand 
Jury  of  Hamilton  county,  Ohio  ?  If  so,  state  upon  what  charge. 

A.  Never,  upon  any  charge. 

L.  Q*  Have  you  ever  been  bound  over  to  appear  before  any  grand  jury  in  Ohio  ,  or  in¬ 
dicted  by  any  such  jury  ? 

A.  Never. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  names  of  Terwillarger  and  Cozins  on  the  poll-book  of  the  Octo¬ 
ber,  1676,  election,  in  Camp  Dennison  precinct  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Nat.  C.  McLean. 

John  Dillon  Spellman,  being  first  duly  sworn  to  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth, 
and  nothing  but  the  truth,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  John  Dillon  Spellman  ;  my  age  is  twenty-seven  last  October ;  140 
West  Ninth  is  my  residence ;  am  a  moulder  by  trade. 

Q.  State  all  you  know  regarding  the  polling  of  colored  votes  in  the  Ninth  Ward  at 
the  October  election,  1876;  and  what  part  you  took  in  said  election,  and  where. 

A.  There  was  a  plat  drawn  of  the  ward  and  blocked  oft',  and  the  members  of  the 
Ninth  Ward  Tilden  and  Hendricks  Club  took  as  many  blocks  as  they  thought  they  could 
canvass.  The  two  blocks  bounded  by  Walnut,  Vine,  Fifth,  and  Seventh  were  taken  by

John  Sylvestian,  and  I  helped  to  get  the  names  of  the  voters.  There  was  a  nigger  took 
the  names  of  the  voters  of  Lodge  and  Gano  alleys,  and  Sylvestian  and  I  took  the  main 
streets. 

Q.  Did  you  poll  the  Crawford  House?  and  if  so,  how  many  did  you  find  living 
there. 

A.  No,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  polls  on  election  day,  October  10th,  1876  ?  and  if  so, 
where?  how  continuously,  and  how  near  the  polling  stand  ? 

A.  I  was  one  of  the  challenging  committee  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Ninth  Ward  ;  I 
was  there  all  day,  except  when  I  went  to  my  dinner. 

Q.  How  many  persons  did  you  challenge,  if  you  know? 

A.  We  challenged  every  nigger  that  came  up  there,  and  I  do  not  know  how  many 
white  men. 

Q.  Of  the  negro  voters  challenged  at  said  election,  state  how  many  gave  their  place 
of  residence  as  the  Crawford  House,  if  you  know? 

A.  I  don7t  know  exactly,  but  there  were  between  fifteen  and  twenty-five.  I  am 
pretty  confident  there  were  between  eighteen  and  twenty. 

Q.  Have  you  since  learned  how  many  actually  lived  at  the  Crawford  House  at  that 
time  ?  and  if  so,  how  many  ? 

A.  Some  body  got  a  list  of  the  niggers  employed  at  the  Crawford  House  between 
the  October  and  November  election,  and  there  was  nine  on  the  list.

Saturday,  February  17,  1877. 

George  Britton,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

A.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  George  Britton  ;  am  twenty-seven  years  of  age  ;  reside  at  87  East  Fifth, 
street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  am  cash  clerk  of  the  County  Clerk's  office. 

Q.  Where  were  yon  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876? 

A.  First  precinct  of  the  Fifth  Ward. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  go  there,  how  long  did  yon  remain  there,  and  what  were  you 
engaged  in  ? 

A.  I  went  there  about  seven  o'clock  A.M.,  remained  for  about  half  an  hoar,  and  re-* 
turned  again  between  ten  and  eleven  o'clock,  and  remained  there  the  balance  of  the  day, 
with  the  exception  of  about  one-half  hour  at  dinner  time ;  was  soliciting  votes,  and 
served  as  one  of  the  challenging  committee. 

Q.  What  do  you  know,  if  any  thing,  iu  relation  to  colored  persons  voting  at  said  pre¬ 
cinct  on  that  day  who  claimed  to  reside  at  No.  10  McAllister  street  ?  State  fully  all  you 
may  know  about  it,  their  names  if  you  are  able  to  give  them,  and  the  number  that  voted 
from  that  house. 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  there  were  about  eight  or  ten.  I  can  not  give  their 
names.  I  know  there  were  from  eight  to  ten  colored  persons  from  No.  10  McAllister 
street  who  voted  at  the  first  precinct,  Fifth  Ward. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  an  appointee  of  Lewis  G.  Bernard,  who  now  claims 
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to  hold  the  office  of  County  Clerk,  and  whose  position  is  now  contested  by  Philip  Kieb- 
b  or  th  ? 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  Fifth  Ward  polls  all  day  ? 

A.  I  was  there  from  about  seven  o’clock  to  half-past  seven  o’clock,  returned  between 
ten  and  eleven  o’clock,  and  remained  the  balance  of  the  day  except  dinner  hour — might 
have  been  probably  half  an  hour. 

Q.  How  many  persons  were  there  that  day  acting  as  members  of  rallying  or  chal¬ 
lenging  committees  for  the  Democratic  party  ? 

A.  I  believe  there  were  about  four,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Were  there  not  really  about  twenty  f 

A.  There  may  have  been ;  I  ean’t  exactly  state  whether  there  was  or  not. 

<5*  Were  you  a  member  of  any  committee  that  day,  or  acting  as  such  ? 

A.  I  was  a  member  of  both  committees,  rallying  and  challenging  committees. 

<J.  Are  you  acquainted  with  McAllister  street  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

<Q.  What  hour  or  horns  during  the  day  were  those  votes  cast  ? 

A.  To  tlie  best  of  my  knowledge,  between  the  forenoon  and  the  afternoon. 

Q.  Didn’t  it  surprise  you  when  you  found  three  or  four  men  all  offering  to  vote,  and 
all  giving  their  residence  in  a  small  house  on  McAllister  street  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir'  it  did. 

Q.  I  suppose  you  were  more  surprised  when  you  heard  six  or  seven  all  announce  their 
same  residence  in  the  same  small  building  f  s 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  far  was  McAllister  street  from  the  voting  place  ? 

A.  Between  two  or  three  squares. 

<^.  Is  it  more  than  one  ?  Is  it  as  inueh  as  six  hundred  feet  from  the  polling  place  to 
No.  10  McAllister  street  ? 

A.  I  should  think  it  is  more  than  one.  Can’t  say  exactly  as  to  the  number  of  feet. 

Q.  Would  it  not  Lave  been  a  perfectly  easy  matter  for  you  to  go,  or  send  one  of  the 
large  numbers  of  persons  there,  to  investigate  as  to  No.  10,  especially  as  the  third  and 
fourth  votes  from  that  place  surprised  you  so  much  f 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  would  have  been  very  easy. 

Q.  Why  didn’t  you  go,  or  send,  when  the  fourth,  or  fifth,  or  sixth,  or  any  time  before 
the  tenth  vote,  was  cast  ? 

A.  I  suppose  it  was  because  we  never  thought  of  it. 

■Q.  How  could  you  help  thinking  of  it,  especially  when  each  colored  voter  who 
presented  himself  was  challenged  ? 

A.  I  never  thought  of  going  to  examine  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Q.  I  suppose  if  they  bad  cast  three  or  four  hundred  votes  from  that  house,  you  would 
have  taken  them  in,  \sould  you,  or,  rather,  permitted  them  to  go  in  ? 

A.  I  could  not  prevent  them  going  in,  so  long  as  the  judges  took  them. 

Q.  You  had  two  Democratic  judges,  had  you  not,  to  one  Republican  f 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Geo.  Biutton. 

Witness,  after  an  absence,  returned. 

I  desire  to  correct  my  answer  to  last  question.  We  had  only  one  Democratic  judge, 
Ito  two  Republican  judges. 


Grco.  Britton. 
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Amos  Hill,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  Amos  llill;  am  thirty  years  of  age;  reside  at  Norwood,  Columbia 
township,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio ;  I  follow  teaming. 

Q.  In  what  precinct  of  Columbia  township  is  Norwood  ?  Where  is  the  voting  place 
in  that  precinct?  Were  you  present  at  that  precinct  at  the  October  election,  1876  ?  If 
so,  how  long  were  you  there,  and  what  were  you  doing,  on  that  day,  at  said  precinct? 

A.  Norwood  is  in  the  western  precinct  of  Columbia  township ;  voting  place  is  at 
Pleasant  Ridge.  I  was  present  at  that  precinct,  at  the  October  election,  part  of  the 
day.  I  was  there  from  8  A.M.,  until  about  2  P.M.  I  was  looking  on;  was  not  doing 
anything. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  votes  were  cast  at  that  poll,  on  that  day,  by  any  person 
or  persons  who  were  non-residents  of  that  precinct  or  township,  or  otherwise  disqualified 
as  voters.  State  fully  all  you  know  about  it. 

A.  I  think  we  had  about  four  illegal  votes.  I  don’t  know  but  one  of  them.  His 
name  is  Charles  Clark.  I  don’t  think  he  is  competent  to  vote,  from  the  fact  that  he  is 
not  in  his  right  mind.  Three  of  them  were  in  their  right  mind.  Two  of  those  men 
were  colored  ;  the  other  was  a  German.  The  two  colored  men  were  not  residents  of  that 
precinct ;  hadn’t  been  there  long  enough,  I  think.  The  vote  of  the  German  was 
challenged.  He  stated  that  he  had  his  papers;  said  they  were  in  the  city  ;  so  some  of 
them  had  him  brought  in  and  sworn.  He  swore  that  he  had  his  papers,  and  would 
bring  them  the  next  day,  and  didn’t  do  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  two  colored  persons  who  voted  ?  and  how  do  you  know  that 
they  have  not  been  residents  of  the  precinct  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  qualify  them 
as  voters  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  the  two  colored  persons  who  voted.  The  reason  why  I  think  they 
were  not  qualified,  I  know  almost  every  person  there,  and  never  saw  those  two  men 
until  that  day. 

Q.  Were  their  votes  challenged  ? 

A.  One  of  them  only. 

Q.  Did  he  state  where  he  resided  ? 

A.  He  claimed  to  be  a  resident  of  Pleasant  Ridge. 

Q.  How  far  from  Pleasant  Ridge  do  you  reside  ? 

A.  One  mile. 

Q.  Are  you  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  citizens  of  Pleasant  Ridge  to  have  known 
this  man,  had  he  been  a  resident  thereof? 

A.  I  think  I  would. 

Q.  Has  this  person  been  about  Pleasant  Ridge  since  that  time  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  efforts,  if  any,  have  you  made  since  the  election  to  ascertain  the  residence 
of  these  two  colored  voters  ? 

A.  Not  any. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  what  ticket  these  four  persons  voted. 

A.  Three  of  them  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Which  three  ? 

A.  The  two  colored  men  and  the  American  white  man. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  the  German  vote  ? 

A.  That  is  more  than  I  can  say.  I  saw  his  ticket,  but  would  n’t  be  sure  what  it  was. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  the  other  three  voted  the  Republican  ticket  ? 
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A.  Because  I  saw  them  take  their  ticket  and  fold  it,  and  hand  it  in. 

Q.  Were  any  names  on  the  three  tickets  of  which  you  speak  scratched? 

A.  I  could  n’t  say  as  to  that. 

Q.  Were  the  tickets  they  voted  taken  from  a  hunch  of  Republican  tickets  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  they  were  handed  to  them  by  Republicans. 

Q.  You  say  that  Charles  Clark,  in  your  opinion,  was  not  competent  to  vote,  from  the 
fact  that  he  is  not  in  his  right  mind:  how  long  have  you  known  Charles  Clark  ?  and 
what  is  the  condition  of  the  man  that  leads  you  to  think  that  he  is  not  in  his  right 
mind  ? 

A.  I  have  known  Charles  Clark  about  five  years  ;  he  has  been  sick  ever  since  I  have 
known  him.  If  you  give  him  five  dollars,  he  imagines  that  he  can  buy  a  farm.  If  a 
girl  tell  him  she  will  marry  him,  he  believes  it.  He  has  never  voted  there  before,  and 
wouldn’t  have  voted  this  time  if  he  hadn’t  been  forced  to.  He  never  walked  in  hia 
life ;  has  never  done  any  business.  He  is  perfectly  helpless,  so  far  as  his  body  is  con¬ 
cerned,  and  almost  in  mind. 

Q.  State  whether  he  has  sufficient  mind  to  know  or  distinguish  what  is  right  or  wrong 
and  what  judgment,  if  any,  has  he? 

A.  I  don’t  think  he  has  sufficient  mind  to  distinguish  what  is  right  or  wrong  ;  he  has  , 
but  very  little  judgment. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  that  the  two  col  ‘red  men  were  illegal  voters  ? 

A.  Be  cause  I  had  never  seen  them  around  there  before  the  day  of  election,  and  aa- 
80011  as  they  voted  they  took  their  carpet-sack  and  “lit  out.” 

Q.  Who  examined  the  one  who  was  challenged  ? 

A.  The  judges.  One  of  them  was  Thomas  Clagg  the  other,  I  think,  was  Frank  Lang, 
don. 

Q.  Was  the  person  challenged  subjected  to  an  examination  as  to  his  right  to  vote? 
And  did  the  Democratic  judge  consent  to  take  his  vote? 

A.  I  think  he  was.  The  Democratic  judge  consented  to  take  his  vote  after  he  swore 
to  it. 

Q.  When  you  say  they  “lit  out,”  what  do  you  mean  ? 

A.  I  mean  to  say  that  they  took  their  carpet-bag  and  away  they  went — that  was  the 
last  that  was  seen  of  them. 

Q.  Did  the  one  who  was  challenged  state  where  he  resided,  and  the  length  of  time  ho 
resided  in  the  precinct,  township,  county,  and  State  ? 

A.  He  did,  but  I  am  not  right  sure  about  it;  I  didn’t  listen  what  he  said  about  it. 

Q.  Then  you  are  to  testify  to  what  you  suspect  or  think,  to  your  own  unsupported 
suspicion,  are  you  not  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  hear  him  give  in  his  statement  at  all.  That  is  just  my  idea.  I  was  satis¬ 
fied  that  he  had  no  right  to  vote.  I  know  every  body  in  the  precinct. 

Q.  Who  is  this  American  of  whom  you  have  spoken  ?  And  how  do  you  know  ho  ia 
not  a  legal  voter  ? 

A.  His  name  is  Charles  Clark;  for  the  reasons  already  stated. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  is  a  resident  of  that  precinct,  and  if  he  is  twenty -on* 
years  of  age. 

A.  He  is  a  resident  of  that  precinct,  and  is  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Q.  Did  your  statement  in  regard  to  the  marrying  question  relato  exclusively  to  leap- 
year?  And  is  it  not  a  fact  that  it  is  the  universal  custom  of  the  unmarried  ladies  of

Columbia  township  to  ask,  beg,  pray,  cajole,  beseech,  implore,  insist,  and  actually  to 
“  bull-doze  ”  into  marryiug  them  every  widower,  old  bachelor,  and  single  men  generally, 
whenever  leap-year  arrives?

A.  They  never  ask  them  without  they  get  in  a  family  way,  and  they  are  bouud  to. 

Amos  Hill. 

C.  A.  Zimmerman,  of  lawful  age,  being  sworn,  deposes  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  C.  A.  Zimmerman ;  am  twenty-six  years  of  age ;  reside  at  352  Main 
street ;  am  a  saloon  keeper. 

Q.  Where  were  you  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876  ?  and  what  were  you  doing 
during  the  day  ? 

A.  I  was  at  the  Sixth  Ward,  Second  Precinct  polls,  and  was  holding  Democratic 
tickets. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  go  there,  and  what  time  did  you  leave  ? 

A.  I  went  there  about  half-past  five  A.M.;  I  was  there  all  day,  with  the  exception  of 
about  three-quarters  of  an  hour  during  the  day  at  different  times ;  I  stayed  there  until 
the  votes  were  counted. 

Q.  What  length  of  time,  if  any,  were  ynu  absent  from  the  polls  between  half-past 
five  in  the  morning  and  twelve  o’clock,  noon  ? 

A.  Probably  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes,  between  ten  and  twelve. 

Q.  Were  you  absent  at  any  time  between  half-past  five  in  the  morning  and  ten  o’clock 
that  day  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Eph.  Holland  ? 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  him,  and  how  well  acquainted  with  him  are  you  ? 

A.  I  have  known  him  for  several  years;  I  know  him  so  well  that  I  can’t  be  mistaken 
when  I  see  him. 

Q.  State  whether  Ephraim  Holland  was  at  that  precinct  on  that  day  between  the 
hours  of  six  and  ten  A.M. 

A.  He  was  not  there. 

Q.  Were  you  in  a  position,  could  he  have  been  there  that  day  between  those  houi-s, 
without  your  knowledge? 

A.  He  could  not  have  been  there  without  I  would  have  seen  him. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  the  Ward  ? 

A.  It  was  oue  year  last  August. 

Q.  Were  you  acquainted  with  the  persons  who  voted  there  between  the  hours  of  six 
and  ten  A.M.? 

A.  There  was  but  a  few,  probably,  that  I  did  not  know. 

Q.  State  whether  strangers,  non-residents  of  the  ward,  to  the  number  of  eighteen, 
voted  in  a  body,  one  after  another,  at  that  precinct,  between  the  hours  of  six  and  ten 
A.M.? 

A.  They  did  not. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  doing  business  in  that  ward,  and  how  well  acquainted 
are  you  writh  the  residents  of  that  ward  ? 
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A.  J[  liave  been  in  the  'wholesale  liquor  business  for  five  years,  or  more,  in  that  pre¬ 
cinct,  Sixth  Ward,  and  there  are  hut  few  I  do  not  know. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  How  near  are  the  polls  of  the  Second  Precinct  to  your  saloon  ? 

A.  Half  a  square,  about. 

Q.  Do  you  reside  with  your  family  at  the  same  premises  where  you  keep  your  saloon  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  State  whether  your  saloon  was  open  either  in  front  or  by  a  door  at  the  rear  of 
your  premises  on  election  day  ? 

A.  I  decline  to  answer  that  question. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  go  to  breakfast  that  morning? 

A.  I  had  coffee  before  I  left. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  go  to  lunch  that  morning  ? 

A.  f  don’t  remember  eating  any  lunch  that  day. 

Q.  What  position  did  you  hold,  if  any,  at  the  polls  on  the  10th  day  of  October? 

A.  1  am  Democratic  Executive  Committee  man  for  that  precinct. 

Q.  How  near  were  yon  to  the  polls  from  the  time  they  opened  until  eleven  o’clock  of 
that  day  ? 

A.-  Within  thirty  feet,  or  less. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  time  were  you  absent  from  the  polls  that  day  ?  Please  state 
as  near  as  you  can  between  what  hours. 

A.  Between  the  hours  of  ten  A.M.  and  six  P.M. 

Q  Please  state  between  what  hours  and  as  near  the  time  between  the  time  the  polls 
opened  and  ten  o’clock,  you  were  away  from  the  polls. 

A.  I  wasn’t  away  at  all  between  that  time. 

Q 

Q.  You  stated  in  your  direct  examination  that  you  knew  Mr.  Ephraim  Holland  for 
several  years ;  please  describe  his  complexion,  his  height,  and  about  his  weight,  and 
kind  of  whiskers  or  moustache  he  wore. 

A.  He  was  light  complected,  about  five  foot  seven  or  eight  inches  high,  don’t  believe 
he  is  any  taller,  weighs  about  one  hundred  and  forty  pounds ;  when  I  last  saw  him  he 
had  a  light  moustache. 

Q.  You  stated  in  your  direct  examination  that  no  non-resident  of  the  ward  or  pre¬ 
cinct  voted  between  the  hours  of  six  and  ten  o’clock,  on  the  morning  of  the  October 
election ;  might  they  not  have  voted  while  you  were  on  the  corner,  or  away  from  the 

polls? 

A.  I  did  not  state  that.  They  did  not  vote  between  the  hours  of  six  and  ten  A.  M. 

C.  A.  Zimmerman.

Deposition  of  sundry  witnesses  taken  before  me,  John  B.  Boutet,  a  Notary  Public  in 
and  for  the  county  of  Hamilton,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  pursuant  to  the  annexed  notice, 
and  at  the  time  and  place  therein  specified  to  be  read  in  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  con- 
testee  in  an  action  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  which  Joseph  Cox  is 
contestant  and  Judsou  Harmon  contestee,  Moses  F.  Wilson,  Esq.,  being  present  on  be¬ 
half  of  contestee,  and  T.  C.  Campbell,  Esq.,  on  behalf  of  contestant. 

Charles  Davis,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  affirmed,  deposeth  and  saith  as 
follows : 

Question  by  Moses  F.  Wilson.  State  your  name,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  Charles  Davis;  reside  on  West  Eighth  street  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio;  am  a  physician. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  in  the  city  last  October  election. 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  at  any  of  the  election  polls  in  any  ward  in  the  city 
on  election  day.  If  so,  where,  and  how  long  were  you  there  ? 

A.  I  was  at  the  polls  in  the  Second  precinct,  Twenty-first  ward,  from  fifteen  minutes 
to  six  iu  the  morning  to  six  in  the  evening,  except  from  three-quarters  to  an  hour  in  the 
afternoon  between  one  and  two  o’clock. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Charles  Lee,  a  colored  man. 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  For  how  long  a  time  have  you  been  acquainted  with  him  ? 

A.  Known  him  since  March,  1876. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  any  conversation  with  Lee  after  the  October  election 
in  reference  to  his  voting  at  that  election.  If  so,  state  what  that  conversation  was. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  had.  He  told  me  that  he  lived  on  West  Richmond  street.  I  forget  the 
number  of  his  house ;  that  he  voted  the  straight  Republican  ticket,  and  that  he  had  voted 
before ;  and  also  that  he  had  voted  at  the  November  election.  I  wanted  to  know  how  he 
could  vote  at  all,  when  he  had  not  been  in  the  State  a  year.  He  replied  that  nobody  had 
ever  asked  him  any  questions;  that  he  had  moved  from  Kentucky,  about  ten  or  twelve 
miles  back,  near  the  Kentucky  Central  Railroad ;  that  he  had  moved  into  this  city  some 
time  in  March,  1876,  and  voted  at  the  spring  election,  and  nobody  asked  him  any  ques¬ 
tions,  as  he  was  a  married  man ;  that  was  the  reason  why  he  voted.  During  my  acquaint¬ 
ance  he  had  a  wife  and  one  child. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  William  Taylor,  a  colored  man. 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  after  the  October  election  you  had  a  conversation  with  him 
in  reference  to  his  voting  at  that  election.  If  so,  state  what  that  conversation  was. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  had,  on  or  about  the  first  of  November.  I  met  him  on  Seventh  street, 
near  Plum.  I  had  a  long  talk  with  him  about  the  election,  and  about  his  voting.  He 
told  me  he  was  stopping  in  the  Seventeenth  ward.  I  forget  the  number  of  the  house. 
In  regard  to  the  conversation  about  the  election,  he  told  me  that  he  had  come  from  New 
Orleans,  on  a  visit,  and  that  he  arrived  here  about  the  first  of  October,  and  had  intended 
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staying  until  after  the  November  election.  I  asked  him  if  he  voted  in  the  October  elec¬ 
tion,  and  for  whom.  He  said  he  did  n’t  know  the  men,  bnt  he  voted  the  straight  Repub¬ 
lican  ticket,  and  would  vote  again  in  November.  I  asked  why  he  would  cast  his  vote 
here  when  he  was  not  a  citizen?  His  reply  was  that  a  steamboatman  had  a  right  to  vote 
wherever  he  landed.  Being  acquainted  with  him  for  some  ten  or  fifteen  years,  I  knew 
he  lived  in  New  Orleans.  I  saw  him  a  day  or  two  before  the  November  election,  and 
talked  to  him  about  the  election.  He  said  he  intended  to  do  all  he  could  for  Hayes.  I 
have  not  seen  or  heard  from  him  since. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  two  white  men  named  John  Coleman  and  William 
Coleman. 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Did  they  vote  at  the  October  election  ?  If  so,  where  ? 

A.  They  did  ;  at  the  Twenty-first  ward,  second  precinct. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  they  voted. 

A.  The  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Are  they  married  or  single  ? 

A.  Single. 

Q.  How  long  had  they  lived  in  the  Twenty-first  ward  prior  to  the  October  election  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  am  under  the  impression  that  they  did  not  live  there  at  all.  I  think  that  the 
father  moved  in  the  ward  the  first  or  second  day  ot  October. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  since  the  October  election  you  have  made  any  inquiries  as  to 
the  residence  of  the  two  Colemans  in  the  Twenty-first  ward  at  the  time  of  the  October 
election.  If  so,  state  what  was  the  result  of  your  inquiry. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  did.  They  were  working  in  Mr.  Ives’s  lumber  yard,  Twenty-first  ward,  last  sum¬ 
mer.  They  brought  their  meals  from  home.  They  lived  with  their  father,  on  Gest  street, 
I  believe,  in  the  Twentieth  ward.  Their  father,  Thomas  Coleman,  moving  to  the  Twen¬ 
ty-first  w'ard.  They  moved  with  their  father,  and  live  with  him  now. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know',  when  the  father  moved  into  the  Twenty-first  ward. 

A.  On  or  about  the  second  day  of  October. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know'  one  Nelson  Barrett. 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  at  the  October  election  ?  If  so,  where,  and  what  ticket  ? 

A.  He  voted  in  the  Twenty-first  ward,  second  precinct,  the  straight  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  any  conversation  with  Barrett  about  his  residence 
in  the  Twenty-first  ward  ?  If  so,  state  what  that  conversation  was. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  I  did  several  times.  In  conversation  ho  told  me  he  was  a  married  man  and  livinjr 
with  his  mother  some  place  in  the  center  of  the  town  ;  that  he  and  his  wife  had  parted. 
He  was  then  running  on  the  Eighth  street  railroad  line.  Being  in  conversation  with 
him  nearly  every  day,  he  told  me  he  was  going  to  vote  the  straight  Republican  ticket; 
that  he  would  not  only  vote  the  Republican  ticket,  but  that  he  would  have  a  handful  of 
tickets  and  work  for  the  party  all  day.  I  did  not  learn  whereabout  he  voted  at  the 
time ;  a  few  days  before  the  election,  some  time  about  the  1st  of  October,  that  ho  "was 
sick  and  off  the  road.  The  proprietors  of  the  road  told  me  he  was  up  homo  sick.  In 
two  or  three  days  lie  came  out  again,  and  told  mo  he  had  been  sick.  On  the  day  of  elec¬ 
tion — the  10th  of  October — he  came  to  the  engine-house  to  the  polls  with  his  hand  full 
of  Republican  tickets;  swore  that  ho  was  a  married  man,  and  that  ho  had  brought  his 
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wife  down  to  the  Twenty-first  ward.  That  was  contradicted.  He  was  challenged  and 
threatened  of  arrest,  and  left  the  polls  and  did  not  work  any  longer  for  the  party.  I 
investigated  the  matter,  and  believe  he  had  no  wife  in  the  ward. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  this  State  ? 

A.  Since  September,  1875. 

Q.  Where  did  you  come  from  to  this  State  ? 

A.  From  Kentucky,  across  the  river. 

Q.  Were  you  formerly  a  slave"? 

A.  Served  about  twenty-seven  or  eight  years. 

Q.  You  say  you  are  a  physician.  What  do  you  mean  by  that  ? 

A.  I  mean  M.D. 

Q.  Are  you  not  just  generally  known  as  a  corn  doctor  ? 

A.  I  am  not,  sir.  Never  treated  a  corn  in  my  life. 

Q.  Who  was  formerly  your  ma  ter  in  Kentucky,  and  where  did  he  live  ? 

A.  A  man  named  John  Robinson;  lived  in  Mason  county,  Kentucky. 

Q.  Did  you  accompany  Democratic  speakers  through  this  county  last  fall  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  inducing  colored  people  to  vote  the  Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  went  of  my  own  free  will  and  accord,  for  the  success  of  the  Democratic 
party. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Charles  Lee  vote  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  ward  West  Richmond  street  is  in  ? 

A.  In  the  Twentieth  ward. 

Q.  Is  not  the  western  part  of  Richmond  street  in  the  Twenty-first  ward  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  it  is  in  the  Twentieth  ward. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  no  part  of  Richmond  street  is  in  the  Twenty-first  ward  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not  mean  to  say  so. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  on  West  Richmond  street  he  lives  ? 

A.  He  told  me  the  number  of  his  house  ;  I  think  between  Freeman  and  Carr. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  William  Taylor?  and  what  has  his 
business  been  ? 

A.  Known  him  ever  since  1860.  He  generally  works  around  hotels  and  steamboats. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  his  residence  was  at  the  date  of  last  election  ? 

A.  He  told  me  that  he  was  living  in  New  Orleans  since  him  and  his  wife  had  parted. 

Q.  Did  he  also  tell  you  that  he  was  a  steamboat  man  still  ? 

A.  He  did. 

Q.  You  say  that  you  made  inquiries — searched  about  after  the  Coleman’s.  Who  paid 
you  for  your  services?  and  how  do  you  know  they  voted  the  straight  Republican  ticket? 

A.  My  services  were  gratis,  for  the  success  of  the  Democratic  ticket.  I  know  they 
voted  the  Republican  ticket  because  I  saw  the  Republican  tickets  in  their  hands  when 
they  were  challenged.  I  saw  them  vote. 

Q.  You  say  they  were  investigated ;  were  they  examined  as  to  their  right  to  vote, 
and  did  the  judges  of  election  accept  their  vote  after  such  investigation  ? 

A.  They  were  challenged;  the  judge,  being  Republican,  undoubtedly  accepted  their 
vote. 

Q.  Who  was  the  judge  ? 

A.  I  know  his  face  but  can’t  recall  his  name. 
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Q.  Did  they  all  vote  at  the  same  time  ? 

A.  Not  exactly  ;  don’t  remember  exactly  as  to  the  time. 

Q.  Was  it  the  same  person  challenged  all  of  them  ? 

A.  I  think  not. 

Q.  Did  you  see  all  of  them  vote  ? 

A.  I  did;  I  saw  the  tickets ;  they  were  all  Republican  tickets;  they  said  they  voted 
the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  When  and  where  did  the  Colemans  talk  to  you  about  it?  what  did  they  say? 
State  the  conversation  fully. 

A.  They  never  talked  to  me  directly  on  the  subject. 

Q.  To  whom  did  they  talk  on  the  subject,  and  did  you  hear  them  talk  to  any  person? 

A.  They  talked  generally  to  the  crowd  at  the  polls,  when  challenged  as  to  whether 
they  had  a  right  to  vote  or  not. 

Q.  Was  there  one  or  two  judges  present  at  the  time  they  were  challenged  ? 

A.  What  T  deem  as  a  judge  is  the  person  who  swears  all  the  persons  who  are  chal¬ 
lenged,  and  there  was  only  one  man  who  did  it. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  there  was  only  one  person  swore  tho.se  who  were  chal¬ 
lenged  at  that  precinct  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  One  man  swore  the  parties  in,  and  asked  the  necessary  questions  at  the  window. 

Q.  ’  How  many  judges  of  the  election  at  that  poll  on  the  10th  of  October,  1876? 

A.  I  don’t  know  how  many  there  was  ;  there  were  two  men  who  received  the  tickets 
besides  the  oim  who  swore  the  persons. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  there  were  three  judges  at  that  poll,  and  were  not  two  of 
them  Democrats  ? 

A.  Yes,  there  were  three  judges;  however,  if  there  was  three  judges,  one  special  mem¬ 
ber,  who  was  said  to  be  a  Republican,  was  the  one  that  swore  each  man  when  challenged, 
and  asked  the  necessary  questions.  I  think  their  politics  were  Democratic. 

Q.  Why  did  you  say  that  the  judge  being  a  Republican,  Coleman’s  vote  was  taken, 
when  there  were  three  judges,  two  of  whom  were  Democrats? 

A.  Don’t  know  a  special  reason. 

Q.  Why  do  you  swear  to  a  statement  when  you  are  not  able  to  give  a  reason  ? 

A.  Didn’t  swear  to  any  such  statement,  because  I  don’t  swear  at  all. 

Q.  Did  you  make  such  a  statement  during  the  course  of  this  examination  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  what  you  mean. 

Q.  I  have  now  read  to  you  all  of  question  28,  and  the  succeeding  answers  and  ques¬ 
tions,  and  I  now  repeat  my  previous  question,  which  is  this:  Why  did  you  state  that 
the  Colemans’  vote  was  accepted  because  the  judge  was  a  Republican,  knowing  as  you 
now  state  you  do,  that  there  were  three  judges,  two  of  whom  were  Democrats  ? 

A.  I  suppose,  from  a  common-sense  reason,  that  he  was  set  apart  to  swear  and  ask  all 
necessary  questions  to  any  voter  that  might  be  challenged  ;  it  was  clear  in  my  mind  that 
he  did  endeavor  to  over-rule,  and  did  accept  these  votes  after  they  being  challenged. 

Dr.  C.  Davis. 


M  ichael  Walsh,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Question  by  C.  W.  Cowan,  Esq. :  State  your  name,  age,  and  place  of  residence. 

A.  My  name  is  Michael  Welsh;  am  thirty-seven  years  of  age;  reside  at  123  East  Fifth 
street,  Fifth  ward. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  a  resident  of  that  ward? 
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A.  Since  March,  1853,  except  when  I  was  in  the  army,  and  one  year  in  the  old  Thir¬ 
teenth  ward.  I  moved  into  the  Thirteenth  ward  in  July,  1865,  and  remained  there  very 
nearly  a  year,  and  moved  back  into  what  is  now  known  as  the  Fifth  ward. 

Q.  What  has  been  your  occupation  for  the  last  eight  or  ten  years? 

A.  I  went  on  the  police  force  on  the  1st  day  of  May,  1865 ;  was  discharged  on  the  1st 
day  of  June,  1871.  I  was  twice  elected  constable  of  the  Fifth  ward  since  then.  I  was 
present  am  interested  in  a  saloon  at  302  Central  avenue. 

appointed  by  the  mayor  in  May,  1873,  as  acting  lieutenant,  and  was  afterwards  ap¬ 
pointed  as  one  of  the  captains  of  police,  and  continued  as  such  until  April,  1876.  At 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  city  was  assigned  to  you  as  your  “beat”  when  you  were  a 
policeman  ? 

A.  From  the  1st  day  of  May,  1865,  until  the  13th  day  of  June,  1865,  I  run  from  Main 
to  Culbert  street,  Thirteenth  ward.  From  the  13th  day  of  June,  1865,  until  the  1st  day 
of  June,  1871,  I  was  what  is  called  a  special,  on  Fourth  and  Vine,  or  Fourth  and  Wal¬ 
nut. 

Q.  Where  were  you  at  the  October  election,  1876  ? 

A.  At  the  north-west  corner  of  Third  and  Lawrence  streets,  at  Fifth  Ward  polls,  First 
precinct.  I  got  there  between  seven  and  eight  o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  remained 
there,  with  the  exception  of  about  one-half  hour,  all  day,  until  the  closing  of  the  polls. 

Q.  What  position  did  you  occupy,  if  any,  during  the  day,  and  how  close  were  you  to 
the  place  where  the  tickets  were  received  ? 

A.  I  occupied  the  position  as  one  of  the  challenging  committee  during  the  day.  I  was 
never  more  than  four  feet  from  the  place  the  tickets  were  received,  and  was  not  absent 
more  than  live  minutes  at  a  time,  with  the  exception  of  the  time  that  I  went  to  dinner. 

Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  of  persons  voting  at  that  precinct  on  that  day 
who  were  non-residents  of  the  ward. 

A.  I  know  nothing  more  than  that  I  challenged  the  votes  of  ten  persons  who  swore 
that  they  resided  at  No.  10  McAllister  street,  which  house  was  at  that  time  vacant. 

Q,  State  whether  you  are  well  acquainted  with  the  premises  known  as  No.  10  McAl¬ 
lister  street,  how  long  you  had  been  acquainted  with  it,  and  whether  the  same  had  been 
occupied  by  any  person  on  the  day  of  the  election,  or  at  any  time  previous  thereto  for 
the  purposes  of  living  therein. 

A.  I  am  acquainted  with  the  premises  No.  10  McAllister  street  for  twenty  years  or 
more.  I  didn’t  see  the  house  on  the  day  of  election  at  all,  but  I  took  occasion  to  visit  it 
next  day,  and  found  it  vacant.  It  might  have  been  occupied  previous  thereto,  as  far  as 
I  know. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  that  house  has  been  occupied  by  any  person  thirty 
days  previous  to  the  day  of  election. 

A.  Of  my  own  knowledge,  I  do  not. 

Q.  State  whether  the  persons  that  you  challenged  voted  on  that  day. 

A.  They  did. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  ticket  they  voted  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  think  I  saw  nearly  all  the  tickets  voted  by  those  men  whom  I  challenged  on  that 

day. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  They  voted  the  straight  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  State,  if  you  can,  the  names  of  the  persons  on  that  ticket  as  candidates  for  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

A.  Mr.  Nicholas  Long  worth,  Joseph  Cox.

Q.  State  whether  the  ten  persons  you  refer  to  were  or  had  been  residents  of  that  pre¬ 
cinct  or  ward  twenty  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election. 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Were  you  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  premises  they  described  as  their  resi¬ 
dence  to  know  them  if  they  had  been  actual  residents  of  the  ward  ? 

A.  I  have  lived  in  the  neighborhood  for  twenty  years  or  over.  There  is  scarcely  a 
vote  on  the  square  that  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  State  whether  you  had  ever  seen  any  of  these  men  prior  to  the  day  of  election. 

A.  Can’t  say  that  I  did. 

Q.  State  whether  you  have  ever  seen  any  of  them  since  the  day  of  election,  either  at 
No.  10  McAllister  street  or  at  any  other  place  in  the  ward. 

A.  I  can’t  say  that  I  did. 

Q.  State  whether  you  have  made  any  efforts  immediately  or  soon  after  the  election  to 
ascertain  whether  they  were  residents  of  the  ward  on  the  day  of  election  or  not ;  and  if 
so,  what  was  the  result  of  your  investigation. 

A.  I  did  not  think  so  many  persons  lived  in  such  a  small  house ;  did  not  think  so 
Many  persons  could  reside  there ;  took  occasion  next  day  after  the  election  to  visit  it ; 
found  a  bill  on  the  house  marked  “For  rent.” 

Q.  Describe  the  house,  the  size  of  it,  and  the  number  of  rooms. 

A.  rihe  house  is  a  small  frame,  east  side  of  McAllister,  No.  10,  two  stories  high;  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  about  fifteen  feet  front;  number  of  rooms  1  can’t  say ;  about  fifty 
feet  deep. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  any  portion  of  it  was  occupied  on  the  day  after  the 
ejection  ;  if  so,  by  whom  ? 

A.  The  house  was  entirely  unoccupied  the  day  after  the  election,  for  the  reason  that 
the  blinds  and  doors  were  closed,  and  a  bill  on  the  outside  marked  “For  rent.” 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  any  questions  were  asked  these  persons  by  the  judges 
of  the  election  or  the  person  who  examined  them  as  to  whether  they  were  married  or 
single.  If  so,  what  answer  did  they  make  to  such  questions  ? 

A.  Can’t  answer  that  question.  I  don’t  recollect  whether  they  were  asked  the  ques¬ 
tion  whether  they  were  single  or  married. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  how  long  they  stated  they  resided  at  No.  10  McAllister  street. 

A.  Can’t  say  that  they  made  any  statement  as  to  the  length  of  time;  in  fact  a  great 
many  of  them  claimed  to  be  river  men. 

Q.  Who  were  the  judges  of  the  election  on  that  day  at  the  First  precinct,  Fifth  ward, 
and  who  were  the  clerks  ? 

A.  The  judges  were  John  W.  llcrron,  Thomas  Foster,  and  Phillip  Carrigau  ;  the  clerks 
I  don’t  recollect  their  names. 

Q.  Were  any  marks  put  opposite  to  their  names  on  the  poll-books  showing  that  they 
had  been  challenged  or  not  ? 

A.  I  can’t  say  that  there  was.  I  wanted  that  the  words  “challenged”  and  “colored” 
be  placed  opposite  their  names,  but  don’t  think  the  word  colored  was  put  down. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  of  any  other  illegal  voting  at  that  precinct,  or  at  any  other 
precinct  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  on  that  day. 

A.  Of  my  own  knowledge  I  do  not. 

Cross-examination . 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  names  of  any  of  the  parties  you  say  you  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  not  now  I  can’t.  I  did  have  the  names,  but  have  mislaid  them. 
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Q.  When  did  you  make  the  said  memoranda,  and  when  did  yon  last  see  it  ? 

A.  I  made  the  memoranda  on  the  election  day;  haven’t  seen  it  since  the  day  after 
the  election. 

Q.  Did  you  destroy  it  ? 

A.  No,  I  did  not.  I  think  I  mislaid  it  some  where  and  can  not  findit.  I  did  not  think 
I  would  be  called  in  this  matter  until  this  afternoon,  which  was  the  first  intimation  I 
had  of  it. 

Q.  You  take  a  lively  interest  in  politics,  do  you  not  ? 

A.  I  have  been  in  politics  since  1865,  more  or  less. 

Q.  Did  you  not  hear  that  there  was  to  be  a  contest,  and  did  you  not  know  that  a 
memoranda  containing  the  names  of  ten  Republican  illegal  voters  would  be  valuable  to 
your  side  ? 

A.  I  knew  there  was  a  contest  between  Mr.  Cox  and'Mr.  Harmon.  I  read  it  through 
the  press.  I  was  never  approached  by  any  body,  never  asked  what  I  knew,  until  served 
with  a  subpoena  this  afternoon. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know  that  the  momoranda  was  and  would  have  been  valuable  ? 

A.  I  have  no  doubt  it  would.  I  took  the  memoranda  on  the  back  of  one  of  the  tick¬ 
ets  that  I  held  in  my  hand,  and  must  have  dropped  it  when  the  polls  closed. 

Q.  But  you  have  stated  that  you  had  it  the  next  day  after  the  day  of  election.  How 
do  you  account  for  that  ? 

A..  I  may  have  had  it  and  may  not.  I  won’t  be  positive  on  that  xwint. 

Q.  Did  you  write  the  names  yourself? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Can  not  you  remember  a  single  name  that  you  so  wrote  ? 

A.  I  can  not. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  any  of  the  persons  since  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  instance  in  which  the  voter  was  challenged  in  which  a  mem¬ 
orandum  was  not  made,  as  to  the  fact  that  the  vote  was  challenged  or  sworn,  on  the 
poll-book  or  tally-sheet  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know.  I  wasn’t  where  the  elerks  were,  and  couldn’t  tell  whether  they  did 
or  not. 

Q.  How  many  of  the  ten  you  say  you  challenged  had  their  tickets  folded  ? 

A.  I  can  safely’  say  one-half  had  their  tickets  open. 

Q.  Did  all  of  the  ten  x^ersons  vote  one  after  another,  or  were  they  scattered,  at  inter¬ 
vals  during  the  dayr  ? 

A.  They  were  scattered  at  intervals  throughout  the  day. 

Q.  About  what  hour  did  the  first  of  the  ten  vote  ? 

A.  I  think  between  nine  and  ten. 

Q.  How  many  of  the  ten  voted  during  the  forenoon  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  there  was  over  three. 

Q.  How  many  voted  between  four  and  six  o’clock  ? 

A.  Can’t  answer  that  question  ;  didn’t  keep  a  memoranda  as  to  the  hour  ;  may  be  two, 
or  three,  or  more. 

Q.  Were  the  residences  given  by  any  of  the  voters  on  the  tally-sheet  ? 

A.  I  can’t  say;  never  saw  the  tally-sheet  after  that  day,  at  least  I  never  took  notice 
of  it. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  11  o’clock  A.  M.  February  9,  1877. 
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February  9, 1877. 

Q.  Did  it  excite  any  suspicion  in  your  mind  to  find  ten  men,  each  of  whom  yon 
thought  sufficient  hy  suspicion  to  challenge,  all  giving  the  same  residence  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  say  there  was  ten — I  said  on  or  about  ten.  It  excited  my  suspicion  in  this 
manner,  that  I  didn’t  think  there  was  that  many  colored  voters  residing  in  one  house  on 
that  square  that  I  did  not  know. 

Q.  How  many  persons  were  present  as  Democratic  rallying  and  challenging  commit¬ 
tees  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know.  On  the  challenging  committee  and  rallying  committee  there  may 
be  as  many  as  fifteen  to  twenty  during  the  day;  don’t  say  there  was  that  many  at  any 
one  time  through  the  day.  There  were  three  pretty  conspicuous  members  on  the  chal¬ 
lenging  committee. 

Q.  Did  you  not  know  that  there  was  a  liberal  reward  offered  for  the  arrest  of  illegal 
voters  at  that  election  ?  and  did  not  your  long  experience  as  a  policeman  and  command¬ 
ing  officer  of  police,  or  captain  of  police,  give  you  unusual  facilities  to  arrest  those  men 
or  any  others  whom  you  susjjected  of  violating  the  law  ? 

A.  I  believe  there  was,  as  usual,  a  reward  of  five  hundred  dollars  offered  for  the  arrest 
of  illegal  voters,  although  I  don’t  recollect  whether  there  was  such  a  reward  offered  on 
that  day.  I  was  not  a  daily  member  of  the  police  force,  nor  never  knew  a  man  to  get 
the  reward  after  he  had  any  body  arrested  and  convicted;  but  I  did  intend  to  look  the 
matter  up,  but  lost  the  memoranda  of  names  that  I  had. 

Q.  Would  it  not  have  been  an  easy  matter  for  you  to  have  sent  from  the  voting  place 
to  McAllister  street  so  soon  as  your  suspicions  were  aroused  ? 

A.  It  would. 

Q.  Why  didn’t  you  do  so,  then  ? 

A.  My  object  in  not  doing  so  was,  nearly  all  of  those  men  swore  their  votes  in,  and  if 
they  were  entitled  to  a  vote  I  didn’t  wish  to  bother  them. 

Q.  But  you  say  you  suspected  them — would  it  not  have  been  an  easy  matter  to  verify 
your  suspicions  bv  sending  to  the  house  '? 

A.  It  would  have  been  very  easy,  if  1  had  not  been  so  busy,  and  didn’t  think  of  the 
matter  at  the  time. 

Q.  You  say  you  did  think  of  it  at  the  time;  you  say  you  suspected  them  ? 

A.  My  answer  is,  I  suspected  they  were  illegal  voters  at  that  time — the  time  of  vot¬ 
ing — the  10th  day  of  October — at  that  first  precinct,  Fifth  Ward. 

Q.  You  say  you  were  gone  an  hour  at  dinner  time — could  you  not  then  have  looked 
at  this  house,  or  could  you  not  have  sent,  at  any  hour  during  the  day,  some  one  to  in¬ 
vestigate  it  ? 

A.  I  could  have  done  it,  but  I  thought  I  would  investigate  the  matter  myself. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  you  first  would  let  the  illegal  votes  be  cast,  and  then  in¬ 

vestigate  afterwards  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don’t.  When  a  man  swears  to  his  vote  I  can’t  say  it  is  illegal. 

Q.  But  you  say  you  suspected  this  party  from  McAllister  street — would  it  not  have 

been  easy  to  have  verified  the  matter  before  permitting  them  to  vote? 

A.  When  they  swore  their  votes  in  the  judges  took  them,  and  I  had  no  control  over 

their  action. 

Q.  You  say  the  votes  came  in  at  intervals  during  t lie  day — could  you  not  easily  have 
prevented  all  but  the  first  few  votes,  by  simply  investigating  the  matter? 

A.  As  I  said  before,  I  was  pretty  busy,  and  had  intended  to  investigate  the  matter 
myself,  having  taken  a  list  of  names. 
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Q.  Again  I  ask,  could  yould  you  not  have  sent,  or  gone  yourself  at  dinner  time,  and 
so  prevent  the  major  portion  of  those  men  from  voting? 

A.  My  answer  is  this :  that  I  was  placed  there  as  one  of  the  challenging  committee  by 
the  executive  committee.  The  gentleman  that  took  my  place  during  the  dinner  hour 
was  not  as  well  acquainted  with  the  voters  of  the  precinct  as  I  was.  I  was  consequently 
in  a  hurry  to  get  back.  I  could  have  sent,  but,  as  I  said  before,  I  intended  to  do  it  my¬ 
self. 

Q.  How  far  is  McAllister  street  from  your  voting  precinct  ? 

A.  It  is  north-west  from  the  voting  place  about  one  square  and  a  half — about  six  hun¬ 
dred  feet  to  the  place  where  those  men  alleged  they  lived. 

Re-exam  'motion. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  measures  the  next  morning  after  the  election  to  ascertain  whether 
these  men  that  voted  as  you  have  described,  lived  at  No.  10  McAllister  street  ?  and  if  so, 
for  what  purpose  did  you  make  the  examination  ? 

A.  These  men  were  all  strangers  to  me,  and  I  thought  if  they  lived  there  that  I  would 
knoAv  some  of  them.  I  consequently  visited  the  premises,  No.  10  McAllister  street,  found 
the  door  and  windows  closed,  and  a  bill  on  the  house  marked  “  For  rent.”  I  went  there 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  body  lived  there  or  not.

Q.  What  is  your  name,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  A.  F.  Clark  ;  177  West  Third  street ;  am  in  the  liquor  and  cigar  business. 

Q.  Where  were  you  on  the  day  of  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  was  judge  at  the  Second  Precinct  of  the  Eighth  Ward. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  John  Cameron  ? 

A.  Have  known  him  for  twenty-five  years — ever  since  I  was  a  boy.  He  resides  in  the 
Eighth  Ward.  I  don’t  know  the  number  of  his  house.  I  understand  he  lived  in  the 
Second  Precinct. 

Q.  What  precinct  were  you  judge  of? 

A.  The  Second — the  engine-house. 
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Q.  State  whether  he  voted  at  the  October  election. 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  votod  at  the  October  election,  for  I  took  his  ticket.  He  handed  me 
his  ticket — an  open  ticket.  It  was  a  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  names  of  any  persons  who  were  candidates  for  judges  on  that 
ticket  f 

A.  It  was  not  a  scratched  ticket — a  straight  ticket.  He  handed  it  to  me  and  I  took 
and  folded  it  up  myself. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  Where  is  Cameron  ? 

A.  Now  in  the  county  jail,  I  believe,  under  indictment.  I  seen  in  the  paper  he  was 

indicted. 

Q.  For  illegal  voting  ? 

A.  Voted  twice  in  the  Eighth  Ward. 

A.  F.  Clark. 

Christopher  Devlain,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

“  Q.  What  is  your  name,  and  where  do  you  reside? 

A.  Christopher  Devlain ;  I  reside  at  11  McAllister  street.  I  have  resided  there  about 
twelve  years. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  premises  known  as  No.  10  McAllister  street  ?  And 
state  whether  they  were  occupied  by  any  ono  on  the  10th  of  October. 

A.  Yes.  They  were  not. 

Q.  Had  they  been  occupied  at  any  time  previous  to  that  time,  and  how  long  had 
they  been  vacant? 

A.  They  had  not  been  occupied  at  least  two  months  before  the  October  election. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  premises  after  the  election  ?  If  so,  state  what  condition  they 

were  in. 

A.  Yes,  sir.  They  were  locked  up,  the  windows  broke,  and  a  sign  “  To  rent”  on  it. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  who  owns  the  premises. 

A.  I  don’t. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  who  had  been  living  in  the  premises  prior  to  this. 

A.  There  was  a  family  lived  there;  the  man  lived  on  the  river.  There  lived  there 
before  that  a  family  named  Matthews — lived  up  stairs.  The  last  I  remember  was  a  man 
that  run  on  the  river. 

Q.  How  long  prior  to  the  day  of  the  election  had  the  premises  been  advertised  for 
rent  ? 

A.  They  had  been  advertised  at  least — I  could  not  say  exactly — two  months. 

Q.  How  large  a  place  is  No.  10  McAllister  street? 

A.  A  two-story  frame.  I  don’t  know  about  the  rooms.  I  think  there  are  two  np 
stairs  and  two  down  stairs.  The  building  is  about  twenty  feet,  I  suppose,  front,  about 
thirty  or  forty  deep — I  suppose  no  more. 

Q.  What  is  the  lower  room  in  front  used  for  ? 

A.  Well,  there  is  a  family  living  there  now — Dr.  Carey. 

Cro88-examina  t  ion . 

Q.  Who  is  Dr.  Carey  ? 

A.  Corn  doctor — negro  corn  doctor. 

John  Sparks,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  John  Sparks;  I  live  at  594  West  Sixth  street;  am  thirty  years  old;  1  work  at 
wagon-making;  the  place  where  I  work  is  No.  C30  Sixth  street. 
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Q.  What  ward  do  you  reside  in  ? 

A.  Twenty-first  Ward,  First  Precinct. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  polls  at  the  election  on  the  10th  of  October,  18761 
A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  was  one  of  the  challenging  committee. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Henry  Bisbee  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  have  known  him  somewhere  about  two  years. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  at  that  precinct  on  the  10th  af  October  last  f 
A.  Yes,  he  did.  His  vote  was  challenged  and  sworn  in. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  what  ticket  he  voted  ? 

A.  He  voted  the  Republican  ticket.  The  man  that  he  works  for,  Stephens,  got  the 
ticket,  gave  it  to  him,  and  told  him  to  vote  it.  I  seen  the  ticket. 

Q.  Who  challenged  him  ? 

A.  Benny  Robinson. 

Q.  Was  the  ticket  a  straight  Republican  ticket  or  a  scratched  Republican  ticket  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  see  all  the  names  on  the  ticket ;  I  saw  the  heading  and  part  of  the  way 
down. 

Q.  Were  you  in  the  Police  Court  at  the  time  Bisbee  was  bound  over  to  the  Grand 
Jury  ! 

A.  Yes;  I  was  one  of  the  witnesses. 

Q.  Did  he  take  the  witness  stand  in  his  own  behalf  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  now  what  statements  he  made  as  to  his  residence  when  he  was  witness  in 
the  Police  Court  ? 

A.  He  said  his  wife  was  about  to  be  confined,  and  that  he  went  over  the  river  to  live 
with  his  mother-in-lav* ;  that  he  was  trying  for  several  days  to  rent  a  house  in  the 
Twenty-first  Ward,  and  could  not  get  one.  That  was  the  reason  he  said  he  had  a  right 
to  vote. 

Q.  Did  he  say  how  long  he  had  been  living  with  his  mother-in-law  in  Kentucky  ? 

A.  Several  weeks.  He  had  been  about  fourteen  months  in  West  Covington. 

Q.  Is  Bisbee  now  under  indictment  ? 

A.  Yes,  under  indictment. 

John  H.  Sharks. 

James  Whalen,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  place  of  residence. 

A.  James  Whalen ;  I  live  at  17  Elm  street ;  twenty-two  years  of  age. 

Q.  State  if  you  acted  in  any  capacity,  at  the  October  election,  at  the  Eighth  Ward 
and  First  Precinct. 

A.  Yes,  I  was  judge  of  the  First  Precinct  and  Eighth  Ward  on  the  day  of  the  October 
election. 

Q.  Do  you  know  John  Cameron  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  he  voted  at  the  First  Precinct  of  the  Eighth  Ward. 

A.  He  voted  there,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  about  from  12  to  2. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  he  lives  ? 

A.  Yes ;  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  with  a  party  down  on  Race  street,  near  the 
river. 


James  Whalen. 
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John  Merritt,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  John  Merritt ;  age,  twenty  ;  work  on  the  I.  and  C. -Rail road  ;  I  reside  on  Harriet 
and  Herron  streets. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct,  Twenty- first 
Ward,  the  last  October  election. 

A.  I  was  at  the  time. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  a  man  of  the  name  of  Slew  Stephens  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  know  him  when  I  see  him. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  voted  at  your  precinct  on  last  October  election. 

A.  He  voted.  I  did  not  see  the  ticket ;  could  not  say  whether  it  was  a  Republican 
or  Democratic  ticket.  Never  seen  the  man  till  that  day. 

Q.  What  time  was  it  that  he  voted  ? 

A.  That’s  more  than  I  can  tell. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  a  man  named  Henry  Bisbee  ? 

A.  Never  seen  him  till  that  day.  Could  not  say  whether  he  voted  or  not.  I  was 
away  from  the  window  twenty  feet ;  when  I  got  back  to  the  window  a  policeman  had 

hold  of  him. 

John  Merritt. 


L.  S.  Stevens,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Louis  Stevens ;  age,  forty-eight ;  residence,  17  Harriet  street ;  business,  brick- 

maker. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct  of  the  Twenty-first  Ward  during  the 
last  October  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  was  judge  of  the  election. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  a  man  named  Henry  Bisbee  ? 

A.  I  know  him  by  sight.  He  voted. 

Q.  Was  his  vote  challenged  ? 

A.  Challenged  and  sworn  in.  He  said  he  was  resident  of  the  State  one  year,  the 
county  thirty  days,  of  the  ward  twenty  days. 

Q.  Were  you  in  the  Police  Court  when  his  case  was  tried  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  what  statements  he  made  in  the  Police  Court  when  he  testified  in 
his  own  behalf  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  ;  I  don’t  remember. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  man  named  Slew  Stevens  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  know  him  by  sight. 

Q.  What  is  his  business  ? 

A.  He  carries  on  a  saw-mill  down  here  on  Sixth  street. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  don’t  know  what  ticket  he  voted.  He  is  a  Republican. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  where  Mr.  Stevens  resided  at  t  he  time  of  the  October  election. 
A.  In  Kentucky. 

L.  S.  Stevens. 

Thomas  S.  Gray,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  Thomas  S.  Gray  ;  ago,  thirty-three;  residence,  32  Plum  street. 
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Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  Moulder  by  trade. 

Q.  At  what  precinct  were  yon  on  the  day  of  the  last  October  election  ? 

A.  At  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighth  Ward. 

Q.  Look  at  the  papers  now  exhibited  to  you,  and  state  if  you  have  seen  them — when, 
where,  and  under  what  circumstances. 

A.  On  the  10th  day  of  October — I  don’t  know  the  hour — these  number  of  men  came 
up  to  vote.  Some  one  challenged  them.  They  voted  the  straight  Republican  ticket. 
They  were  challenged  in  the  presence  of  three  judges ;  I  swore  them.  One  of  them 
stated  he  was  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  came  to  this  country  a  minor.  None  of  them 
were  residents  of  Cincinnati.  Me  and  the  Republican  judge  come  to  the  conclusion, 
under  the  naturalization  laws,  we  darsn’t  refuse  the  votes.  I  asked  them,  then,  to  let 
me  have  them  papers  to  see ;  that  they  could  call  at  my  house  and  get  them  any  time 
they  wanted,  and  none  of  them  called  since.  Frank  Cislow  said  he  swore  to  them  in 
in  the  United  States  Court.  He  also  voted  at  the  October  election.  He  was  challenged. 
I  swore  him,  and  asked  him  if  he  was  native  or  naturalized.  He  said  he  was  natural¬ 
ized.  He  was  asked  to  produce  his  papers,  and  could  not  show  any.  Have  never  seen 
him  since.  That  time  he  kept  a  saloon  on  the  lower  side  of  Sixth  street,  Ninth  Ward. 
Don’t  know  whether  he  lived  there. 


Cross-examination. 

Q.  You  say  you  examined  these  men,  and  that  each  of  them  understood  English,  and 
that  each  made  a.  statement  concerning  their  residence,  and  that  after  said  statement 
was  made  you  received  their  votes  f 

A.  Yes,  sir;  in  presence  of  the  other  two  judges. 

Q.  How  long  did  Joseph  Scatcheland  say  he  resided  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say.  I  copied  their  names  to  get  them  correct  on  the  poll-book.  I 
know  there  was  not  one  out  of  the  whole  batch  of  those  papers  that  stated  under  oath 
he  had  a  legal  residence.  The  only  trouble  was,  I  ought  to  have  had  them  arrested 
there  and  then,  but  thought  I  would  wait  until  November. 

Q.  By  Mr.  Wilson  :  What  ticket  did  these  men  vote  ? 

A.  The  straight  Republicen  ticket,  handed  them  by  Mr.  Cislow. 

Q.  By  Mr.  Campbell :  How  many  judges  of  the  election  were  there? 

A.  Two  Democratic  judges  and  one  Republican. 

Thos.  J.  Gray. 

Captain  Thomas  Ambrose,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  Captain  Ambrose,  you  are  clerk  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  South¬ 
ern  District  of  Ohio  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Will  you  state  whether  certificates  of  naturalization  were  granted  to  Joseph  Tor- 
tolani,  James  Lavorica,  Joseph  Scatcheland,  Antonio  Jannetto,  and  Johanna  Borrius? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  State  who  was  the  witness. 

A.  The  necessary  facts  were  approved  by  Frank  Cislow. 

Cross- Examln  ation. 

Q.  Please  examine  those  five  papers  that  were  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Gray,  the  witness 
who  has  preceded  you,  and  state  whether  or  not  they  are  naturalization  papers  regularly 
and  properly  issued  by  competent  authority  ? 
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A.  I  will  say  that  these  certificates  were  issued  to  the  several  applicants  upon  com¬ 
plying  with  the  law  relatiug  to  the  naturalization  of  aliens. 

Q.  You  have  stated  that  you  are  clerk  of  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the 
Southern  District  of  Ohio.  Please  state  if  it  is  any  part  of  your  duty  to  take  bonds  of 
parties  charged  with  offenses  against  the  criminal  laws  of  the  United  States? 

A.  It  is,  under  the  direction  of  the  Court. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  persons  were  indicted  since  the  October  election  of  1876, 
and  if  so,  state  the  names  of  as  many  as  you  now  recollect. 

A.  A  number  of  persons  were  indicted. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  among  those  who  were  indicted  was  one  James  White.  If 
so,  rthat  disposition  has  been  made  of  his  case  ? 

A.  James  White  was  indicted,  and  a  verdict  of  guilty  returned  against  him  by  the 

jury. 

Q.  Upon  what  charge  was  White  convicted  ?  . 

A.  Procuring  illegal  votes  to  be  cast  at  the  October  election. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  White  was  admitted  to  bail  during  the  pendency  of  his  trial  ? 

A.  He  was. 

Q.  Who  procured  bondsmen  for  him  ? 

A.  He  was  admitted  to  bail  twice  ;  I  do  not  know  who  procured  the  bondsmen. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  Judson  Harmon,  the  contestee  in  this  case  ;  and  if 
so,  state  what  j>art,  if  any,  he  took  in  procuring  bond  for  White. 

A.  I  am  acquainted  with  Judge  Harmon.  On  the  occasion  of  the  giving  of  bail  a 
second  time  Judge  Harmon  was  in  the  Clerk’s  office  with  others. 

Q.  State  what  he  said  and  did  on  that  occasion. 

A.  Mr.  John  Hayes  was  objected  by  the  District  Attorney  as  bondsman,  and  Judge 
Harmon  remarked  that  he  thought  Mr.  Hayes  was  abundantly  able  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  bond,  and  that  he  thought  he  was  sufficient  security.  He  stated  that  in 
any  of  the  other  courts  that  bond  would  be  accepted. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  said  it  was  a  shame  that  White  was  arrested,  and  that  he 
was  not  guilty. 

A.  I  don’t  remember  of  hearing  those  words. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  William  P.  Wallace,  the  acting 
Sheriff  of  Hamilton  county,  aud  Louis  G.  Bernard,  who  claims  to  be  Clerk  elect  of  the 
same  county ;  and  if  so,  were  they  present  at  the  time  of  the  giving  of  bond  for  White? 

A.  I  am.  Mr.  Bernard  was  present.  I  don’t  remember  seeing  Mr.  Wallace  there. 

Q.  How  frequently  did  Harmon  call  with  reference  to  White’s  matter? 

A.  I  think  I  remember  his  being  in  the  office  twice. 

Q.  Do  you  kuow  how  often  he  called  at  the  District  Attorney’s  office  in  regard  to  the 
same  matter  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 


Q.  Who  were  White’s  attorneys  ? 

A.  Messrs.  Dodds  and  Wilson. 

Q.  In  Mr.  Harmon’s  several  calls  did  he  claim  to  be  acting  as  White’s  attorney  or  his 

friend  ? 

A.  He  said  nothing  to  me  relative  to  the  matter. 

Q.  Did  he  at  any  time  appear  for  White  as  an  attorney  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  prepare  a  statement  of  the  number  of  persons  who 
have  been  indicted  for  offenses  committed  against  the  election  laws  of  the  United  States 
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at  the  last  election,  together  -with  a  statement  of  what  disposal  has  been  made  of  the 
several  eases,  and  attach  it  to  this  deposition  ? 

A.  I  will. 

(Foregoing  questions  and  answers  are  objected  to  on  the  ground  of  incompetency.)

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  C.  W.  Ebersole ;  forty  last  October  ;  Oakley;  man  of  leisure. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  one  Robert  Archibald? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  he  lives  at  Oakley ;  he  is  a  clerk  up  at  the  Merchants’  Exchange. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  him  in  reference  to  his  voting  at  the  Oc¬ 
tober  election  ?  and,  if  so,  state  wliat  the  conversation  was. 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Well,  on  the  November  election,  in  the  presence  of  six  ur  eight  wit¬ 
nesses,  three  or  four  I  can  find,  he  said  he  had  voted  at  the  October  election,  and  when 
he  found  he  was  mistaken  he  had  taken  out  papers,  under  the  advice  of  Captain  Forsker. 

Cross-exa  m  i  n  a  tion 

Q.  You  say  you  are  now  a  man  of  leisure;  you  were  formerly  an  appointee  of  Mayor 
Johnson  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.' 

C.  W.  Ebersole. 

G.  W.  Brown,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  G.  W.  Brown;  fifty  years  last  November  ;  live  in  Simms  township,  Hamilton  coun¬ 
ty;  occupation,  farming. 
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Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  a  colored  man  named  John  Allen. 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  am  acquainted  with  him. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  him  ? 

A.  Well,  I  have  not  known  him  a  great  while ;  I  think  it  was  along  since  harvest. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  voted  at  the  October  election,  in  Simms  township,  1876.  ] 
A.  He  told  me  he  had  and  several  others  told  me  he  had. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  what  ticket  he  voted. 

A.  By  hearsay ;  I  was  told  lie  voted  the  Republican  ticket ;  I  did  not  see  the  ticket 
come  out  of  his  hand,  but  afterwards  he  told  me  he  voted,  and  the  trustees  told  me  he 
voted. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  him  about  his  age? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  A  while  before  the  election  he  was  helping  me  to  haul  rails;  asked  him 
how  old  he  was ;  he  said  he  was  twenty-one  years  old — twenty-one  ou  the  first  of  No¬ 
vember. 

(Objected  to.; 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  a  man  whose  first  name  is  George. 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  he  also  stayed  at  the  same  place  with  a  man  named  Shavers,  who  lives 

on  my  place. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  at  the  October  election  ?  , 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  about  what  ticket  he  voted  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  told  me  he  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  about  what  length  of  time  he  had  been  in  the  State. 

A.  He  told  me  before  the  election  that  he  had  come  into  the  State  about  the  first  of 
June.  I  told  him  he  could  not  vote  then  at  this  fall  election,  and  would  not  be  able  to 
vote  at  the  spring  election ;  that  he  would  have  to  be  here  a  year  before  he  voted. 

Q.  Was  his  vote  challenged  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  i 

Q.  Was  it  challenge  cl  at  the  November  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  it  admitted  or  rejected  ? 

A.  Rejected.  There  were  no  questions  asked  him  at  the  October  election,  he  just 
went  up  and  voted,  some  parties  with  him  said  these  men  were  all  right,  to  the  trustees 
and  they  took  the  vote  in. 

Cross-exa  mi  nation. 

Q.  You  did  not  see  him  vote,  you  say  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  didn’t  see  the  ticket  going  out  of  his  hand. 

Q.  You  knew  nothing  abc^it  it  except  being  told  by  others? 

A.  And  by  themselves. 

Q.  If  he  did  vote  you  don’t  know  that  he  voted  for  Judge  Cox,  do  you  ? 

A.  Well,  lie  told  me  he  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Did  he  not  tell  you  he  voted  for  Judge  Cox? 

A.  He  told  me  he  didn’t  vote  for  any  one.

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  Theodore  Marsh;  age  fifty-six;  Hartwell,  Hamilton  county;  am  n<*t  engaged  in 
any  business  particularly;  a  retired  merchant. 
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Q.  Were  yon  at  the  voting  precincts  in  Hartwell  on  the  election  day — 10th  of  October, 
1876? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  you  know,  if  any  thing,  about  any  illegal  votes  having  been  cast  at 
that  precinct. 

A.  Well,  there  was  a  vote  cast  by  a  German  there.  It  was,  as  I  supposed  at  the  time, 
an  illegal  vote,  and  upon  inquiry  I  was  further  convinced  that  it  was  an  illegal  vote. 

Q.  Was  his  vote  challenged  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  think  I  challenged  his  vote. 

Q.  State  what  was  said  in  response  to  the  challenge. 

A.  Well,  he  stated  that  he  had  been  in  the  United  States  army;  that  he  had  his  dis¬ 
charge  as  a  soldier,  and  that  he  had  a  right  to  vote  under  that  discharge.  That  was 
referred  to  the  judges,  and  they  didn’t  appear  to  know  much  about  it,  and  Mr.  Teetor 
undertook  to  give  the  law  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  he  gave  the  law  from  some  news¬ 
paper  or  other.  Mr.  Teetor  said  he  had  a  right  to  vote,  because  he  was  a  discharged 
soldier.  The  man  said  he  had  no  papers  at  all,  but  he  had  a  right  to  vote  from  the  fact 
that  he  had  been  a  soldier  in  the  United  States  service. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  ? 

A.  He  did.  , 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  ticket  he  had  in  his  hand  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  saw  the  ticket. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  he  have  in  his  hand  ? 

A.  Well,  to  the  best  of  my  memory  now,  it  was  a  Republican  ticket.  The  ticket  was 
handed  him  by  a  gentleman  that  was  on  the  right  side. 

Q.  What  ticket,  to  the  best  of  your  recollection,  did  he  vote  ? 

A.  The  Republican  ticket. 

Cross-Examination. 

Q.  Did  you  read  the  ticket  he  had  in  his  hand? 

A.  I  did  not ;  no  part  of  it. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  him  say  what  ticket  he  voted  ? 

A.  Yes ;  my  recollection  now  is  that  he  said  he  was  going  to  vote  that  ticket. 

Q.  I  am  speaking  of  when  he  was  voting. 

A.  That  was  at  the  time. 

Q.  Did  you  not  know  the  name  of  Judge  Cox  was  on  the  ticket  that  he  voted  ? 

A.  My  impressions  are  that  it  was  a  straight  Republican  ticket.  That  is  the  best  of 
my  recollection.  It  might  not  or  it  might  have  been  scratched. 

Q.  It  may  not  have  been  a  Republican  ticket? 

A.  It  was,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  a  Republican*  ticket.  There  was  quite  a 
little  talk  at  the  time.  He  was  delayed  from  voting  until  this  matter  was  argued.  It 
was  new  to  me  that  a  man  could  vote  because  he  had  a  discharge.  I,  as  a  Democrat,  ob¬ 
jected  to  it;  I  was  there  for  that  purpose. 

Q.  You  found  a  good  many  tickets  scratched,  did  you  not  ? 

A.  I  did  not  count  them,  Mr.  Campbell ;  there  were  some  tickets  scratched  there. 

Q.  And  whether  this  one  was  one  that  was  scratched  or  not,  you  do  not  know  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  it  was ;  I  don’t  know. 

[Signed,]  Theo.  Maesh. 

James  Herren,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  residence,  and  occupation. 
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A.  James  Herren  ;  Miami  township  ;  Deputy  Sheriff  under  Mr.  Wallace. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  William  Miller. 

A.  Yes  ;  I  am  slightly  acquainted  with  him. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  voted  at  the  election  held  on  the  10th  of  October  last,  and 
if  so,  where  did  he  vote  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  he  voted  in  Cleves  at  the  election. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  at  the  November  election  last  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  he  voted  at  both  elections. 

Q.  Was  he  challenged  at  the  November  election  ? 

A.  He  was. 

Q.  When  challenged  at  the  November  election  did  he  produce  his  naturalization 
papers  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  he  did. 

Q.  ’What  date  did  they  bear  ? 

A.  The  same  date  of  the  Presidential  election  ;  got  them  out  that  same  day. 

Q.  You  saw  the  papers  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  did. 

[Signed,]  James  Herren. 

James  Carlin,  of  lawful  age,  being  first  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation? 

A.  James  Carlin;  age,  48;  residence,  Cincinnati;  I  am  at  present  Superintendent  of 
the  Court  house. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  William  Miller  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  am. 

Q.  Were  you  present  when  he  was  challenged  on  the  10th  of  November? 

A.  I  was  not. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  vote  in  October  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  him  about  what  ticket  he  voted  in  October  ? 
(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  I  have  had  several  conversations  with  Mr.  Miller  about  his  voting,  and  Mr.  Miller 
spoke  to  me  especially  about  voting  for  Mr.  Mathews,  in  conversation  about  Mathews 
and  Banning,  but  nothing  else  than  that.  He  did  not  tell  me  what  ticket  he  voted,  al¬ 
though  I  know  the  ticket  he  generally  does  vote. 

Q.  What  is  his  politics  ? 

A.  He  is  a  Republican,  very  strong. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  voted  for  Judge  Cox  ? 

A.  Cox  is  very  popular  down  there  ;  1  don’t  know. 

Q.  Then  you  don’t  pretend  to  say  ho  voted  the  Republican  ticket? 

A.  Nothing  more  than  what  ho  said  to  me  about  Mathews  and  Banning. 

Q.  The  only  thing  you  know  is,  that  he  voted  for  Mathews? 

A.  Nothing  more  than  by  his  politics. 

[Signed.]  James  Carlin. 

Robert  J.  Archibald,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  place  of  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Robert  J.  Archibald  ;  age,  25  years;  Oakley;  Reporter  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Q.  You  voted  on  the  election  held  on  the  tenth  of  October  last  ? 
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A.  Yes,  sir.  I  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Are  you  a  native-born  or  a  naturalized  citizen  ? 

A.  Naturalized. 

Q.  When  were  you  naturalized  ? 

A.  I  could  not  give  the  date,  sir. 

Q.  Stare  whether  you  were  naturalized  before  or  after  the  October  election. 

A.  After. 

Q.  Yon  voted  the  straight  Republican  ticket? 

A.  I  did,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  you  are  twenty-five  years  of  age  :  how  long  have  you  been  in  this 
country  ? 

A.  Twenty-four  years  and  four  months — a  little  over  that.  Born  in  December,  1851  • 
came  to  America  August  10,  1852. 

Q.  Where  were  you  born  ? 

A.  Edinburgh,  Scotland. 

Q.  State  why  you  became  naturalized  after  the  October  election. 

A.  I  first  voted  for  S.  S.  Davis,  though  I  did  it  honestly.  I  voted  at  the  October  elec¬ 
tion,  when  somebody  said,  as  we  had  beat  them  so  bad,  that  they  were  going  to  chal¬ 
lenge  everybody.  I  immediately  got  acquainted  with  Captain  Foraker,  and,  seeing  we 
were  to  have  papers,  I  had  to  get  them. 

Robert  J.  Archibald. 

John  Cosgrove,  of  lawful  age,  beiug  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,' age,  residence,  and  occupation? 

A.  John  Cosgrove;  26  years  old;  I  live  at  the  corner  of  Ludlow  and  the  river; 
laborer;  Fifth  Ward  and  second  precinct. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  polls  on  the  election  held  on  the  tenth  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  much  of  the  day  ? 

A.  I  was  there  about  seven  hours  of  the  day. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  go  there  ? 

A.  I  was  there  about  half-past  five  in  the  morning. 

Q.  At  what  time  were  you  absent,  and  how  long  ? 

A.  I  was  gone  about  nine  o’clock  for  a  while.  I  was  gone  about  one  o’clock — went 
and  got  my  dinner.  In  the  afternoon  I  was  gone  once  or  twice.  I  was  tired  standing.  I 
wanted  to  get  somebody  else  in  my  place,  and  took  a  walk  round. 

Q.  What  position  did  you  have,  if  any,  at  the  polls  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  was  on  the  challenging  committee. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  About  twelve  years. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  a  voter  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  Since  I  became  of  age. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  at  that  election  you  challenged  any  colored  men  to  take  the 
vote. 

A.  Yes.  I  challenged  all  the  colored  men  that  came  up  there  that  I  did  n’t  know  I 
knew  pretty  nearly  all  of  them  that  were  working  around  the  river. 

Q.  Were  there  any  colored  men  challenged  by  you  who,  upon  being  sworn,  testified 
that  they  lived  at  12  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  HoV  many  ? 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  there  were  from  twelve  to  fifteen. 

Q.  Who  were  the  judges  of  the  election  on  both  sides? 

A.  There  were  Luke  Ottinheimed,  Jack  Connolly,  and  William  Dowlin. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  said  any  thing  to  any  of  the  judges  in  reference  to  these 
men  from  No.  12  Sycamore  street;  and  if  so,  what  it  was. 

A.  I  made  the  remark  that  there  was  a  great  many  from  No.  12. 

Q.  To  whom  did  you  make  the  remark  ? 

A.  I  am  confident  Luke  Ottinheimer  was  there,  and  Mr.  Dowlin.  I  don’t  know 
whether  Connolly  was  in  the  room  or  not. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  what  ticket  these  men  voted. 

A.  Well,  I  could  not  see.  I  only  think  they  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  How  many  of  them  did  you  see  vote  ?  Did  you  see  the  tickets  of  any  of  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  they  had  the  tickets  folded  up  before  they  came  to  the  window. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  of  the  tickets  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  not  the  inside. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  You  say  the  tickets  were  all  folded  up  before  they  came  to  the  window  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  / 

Q.  Where  were  you  when  you  did  the  challenging  ? 

A.  Right  on  the  west  side  of  the  window — close  up  to  it. 

Q.  You  say  the  tickets  were  all  folded  up  before  they  came  to  where  the  judges 
stood  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  a  negro  corn  doctor  named  Davies  ?  and  if  so,  was  hot  he  also  there 
to  lead  these  parties  up  ? 

A.  Mover  seen  Dr.  Davies  only  one  night  he  was  out  at  the  Democratic  headquarters 
during  the  campaign  making  a  speech  down  there. 

(Signed)  John  Cosgrove. 

W.  H.  Lindo,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  W.  H.  Lindo;  age,  forty-two;  46  East  Fourth  street;  clerk. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not,  at  the  election  held  in  October  last,  you  were  at  the  second 
precinct  of  the  Fifth  ward. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  much  of  the  day  ? 

A.  I  was  there  all  day  long — from  half-past  six  until  twelve  at  night. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  colored  men  voted  at  that  precinct  while  you  were 
there,  who  swore  they  lived  at  No.  12  Sycamore  street. 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  they  did. 

Q.  How  many  ? 

A.  I  saw  some  twelve  to  fifteen  there  almost* 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  of  the  tickets  they  voted  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many? 

A.  I  saw  some  ten  or  twelve.  I  was  standing  right  at  the  window  there. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  Repuplican  ticket. 
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Cross-examination . 

Q.  Where  were  you  standing  ? 

A.  Right  by  the  window. 

Q.  How  far  away  from  Mr.  Cosgrove? 

A.  I  was  on  the  other  side  of  the  window. 

Q.  You  and  he  were  equally  near  to  the  voters? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  move  away  from  your  place  as  these  people  came  up  ? 

A.  No;  I  was  distributing  Democratic  tickets. 

Q.  Were  you  any  nearer  to  the  colored  people  than  Mr.  Cosgrove  ? 

A.  Yes ;  Mr.  Cosgrove  stood  on  the  other  side  of  the  gangway. 

Q.  The  voters,  then,  walked  up  the  gangway? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  was  that  gangway  ? 

A.  About  five  feet,  1  guess.  It  might  have  been  ten.  I  could  not  say  the  exact 
measure.  I  was  near  the  window. 

Q.  And  when  men  came  to  vote,  you  suspicioned  some  and  challenged  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  listened  to  Mr.  Cosgrove  challenge. 

Q.  Did  any  of  the  persons  whom  Mr.  Cosgrove  challenged,  giving  their  number  as  No. 
12  Sycamore  street,  have  any  other  than  folded  tickets  in  their  hands  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  some  of  them  did. 

Q.  Then  Mr.  Cosgrove,  when  he  states  that  all  of  them  had  folded  tickets,  is  in  error, 
is  he  ? 

A.  In  some  cases  he  is. 

Q.  How  many  did  you  see  with  open  tickets,  and  how  many  with  folded  tickets  ? 

A.  Ten  open  tickets. 

Q.  Then  Mr.  Cosgrove,  in  saying  all  had  folded  tickets,  is  only  correct  as  to  two  of 
them  ? 

A.  That  I  saw  myself 

Q.  Do  you  mean  that  they  handed  an  open  ticket  to  the  judge  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  they  did. 

Q.  And  it  was  a  Republican  ticket  each  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  name  of  any  of  these  men  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  go  to  investigate  whether  they  lived  at  No.  12  ? 

A.  I  saw  several  parties  that  went  down  to  see. 

Q.  So  far  as  you  are  concerned  you  know  nothing  about  it  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Where  are  you  from? 

A.  From  New  Orleans.  I  come  from  New  Orleans  three  years  ago  last  Saturday.  J 
am  native  born.  I  have  lived  here  since  I  left  New  Orleans. 

Q.  Where  have  you  been  employed  since  you  came  here  ? 

A.  M.  T.  Lane’s;  Virtue  &  Yorston.  Virtue  &  Yorston’s  as  a  book-canvasser ;  M,  T. 
Lane’s  at  the  booking  business.  That  was  the  only  place. 

Q  What  work  are  you  at  now  ? 

A.  Not  doing  any  thing. 

Q.  How  long  since  is  it  you  worked  ? 

A.  Up  to  August  last. 
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Q.  Where  did  you  -work  when  you  first  came  to  this  city  ? 

A.  I  worked  for  M.  T.  Lane  &  Co.  I  was  delivering  their  books  through  Ohio,  In¬ 
diana,  and  Kentucky — regular  delivery  agent, 

Q.  Where  are  you  living  now  ? 

A.  Forty-six  East  Fourth  street ;  my  family  is  there  ;  I  keep  house  there. 

Q.  Did  you  read  those  tickets  that  you  said^you  saw  ? 

A.  I  saw  them  take  the  tickets  from  the  man  who  was  delivering  Republican  tickets, 
I  don’t  know  who  he  was.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  a  good  many  around  there. 

Q.  Where  was  this  man  standing  that  you  saw  got  the  tickets  from  ? 

A.  Right  alongside  of  me. 

Q.  Then  Mr.  Cosgrove  was  again  mistaken  when  he  says  he  folded  the  tickets  ? 

A.  They  got  open  tickets  right  near  the  judges’  stand. 

Q.  How  far  away  from  the  judges’  stand  were  you  f 
A.  About  two  feet. 

Q.  How  far  away  was  this  man  who  handed  the  tickets  to  the  people  from  the  judges’ 
stand  ? 

A.  This  one  was  standing  just  about  a  foot  and  half  from  me. 

Q.  Then  he  was  about  from  two  to  three  feet  from  Mr.  Cosgrove  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  tickets  handed  to  the  judge  folded  ? 

A.  Some  were  folded  and  some  open. 

Q.  Ten  open  and  two  folded  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  what  I  saw. 

Q.  And  you  saw  all  that  was  going  on  ? 

A.  I  saw  every  thing  at  the  polls. 

Q.  You  stayed  from  half-past  five  in  the  morning  to  twelve  at  nighi  f 
A.  Yes,  sir.  I  was  on  the  east  side  of  the  gangway. 

Q.  There  was  a  passage-way  for  voters  to  pass  over  going  around  the  judges’  stand  f 
A.  No,  sir;  there  was  a  partition  between. 

Q.  Was  there  any  passage-way  on  the  side  where  Mr.  Cosgrove  stood  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  don’t  think  there  was.  It  was  on  my  side. 

W.  H.  Lindo. 

Henry  Smith,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  ? 

A.  Henry  Smith;  forty-four  years  of  age;  51  East  Third  street. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  at  the  polls  of  the  Second  precinct  of  the  Fifth 
ward,  at  the  last  October  election. 

A.  I  was  there  from  the  hour  the  polls  opened  until  they  closed,  except  when  I  werifc 
to  dinner — about  an  hour;  the  rest  of  the  time  I  was  there  all  the  time. 

Q.  While  you  were  at  the  polls,  did  any  colored  men  vote,  who,  upon  being 
challenged,  swore  they  lived  at  No.  12  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  Yes;  I  could  average  from  twenty  to  twenty-five. 

Q.  Did  you  see  what  ticket  any  of  them  voted  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  stood  on  the  front  platform  when  they  came  in  ;  I  seen  tickets  handed 
by  Republicans,  and  I  went  up  to  the  window  and  told  Cosgrove  to  challenge  those 
voters. 

Q.  What  ticket  was  handed  to  them  1 

A.  A  Republican  ticket.  I  knew  the  party  that  was  giving  the  tickets  to  them. 

Q.  Who  was  it  ? 
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A.  Myers  was  one.  I  don’t  know  tlie  name  of  the  other  man.  There  is  another  one ; 
his  brother  keeps  a  grocery.  They  held  the  tickets  to  one  side  and  whispered  before 
they  gave  the  tickets. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  stop  to  scratch  the  tickets? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  went  down  to  No.  12  Sycamore  street. 

A.  I  did.  We  made  the  remark  there  was  so  many  there.  Mr.  Connolly  spoke  to  me 
about  it,  and  asked  me  to  go  down.  It  was  between  2  and  3  o’clock.  We  found  nothing 
but  a  hump-backed  colored  man.  We  asked  him  did  he  keep  any  boarders.  He  said,  no 
sir;  but  there  are  three  or  four  colored  boys  sleep  here  when  they  have  no  hoihe  to  go  to. 

Q.  State  in  what  condition  you  found  the  house. 

A.  Down  stairs,  nothing;  up  stairs,  the  windows  smashed  in. 

Q.  Did  any  one  go  down  with  you  except  Dr.  Nekamp  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  only  me  and  Dr.  Nekamp.  We  met  four  or  live  coming  back.  They 
wanted  to  go  to  vote.  We  stopped  their  vote  at  the  polls. 

Q.  Were  there  any  that  voted  from  No.  12  Sycamore  street,  after  you  came  back? 

A.  No,  sir.  Mr.  Kline  was  on  the  challenging  committee.  Three  or  four  came  to  vote 

afterwards,  but  didn’t  get  their  votes  in. 

> 

Cross-exam  ination. 

Q.  You  say  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  colored  men  voted  from  12  Sycamore  street. 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  do. 

Q.  Wliat  ticket  did  they  vote  ? 

A.  They  voted  the  Republican  ticket.  I  seen. 

Q.  How  many  tickets  did  you  see  ? 

A.  Pretty  near  all  of  them.  Saw  them  at  the  mouth  of  the  platform,  about  a  foot 
from  the  curve. 

Q.  What  is  your  business,  Mr.  Smith  ? 

A.  I  am  a  pedler. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  engaged  in  that  business  ? 

A.  Twelve  years. 

Q.  Where  were  you  standing  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  I  was  by  the  window  all  the  time,  back  and  forwards.  I  would  go  to  the  platform 
where  the  entrance  was,  maybe  one  foot  from  the  curb.  I  watched  these  colored  men 
when  they  come  up  and  got  their  tickets. 

Q.  Who  is  this  Myers? 

A.  I  don’t  know  his  other  name ;  can’t  tell  you  where  he  lives.  He  is  always  there 
electioneering,  and  generally  on  the  challenging  committee. 

Q.  You  say  twenty  or  twenty-five  colored  men  voted? 

A.  Yes,  what  I  seen. 

Q.  At  what  time  ? 

A.  Between  2  and  3  o’clock. 

Q.  Did  any  more  of  these  people,  announcing  themselves  as  living  at  No.  12 
Sycamore  street,  come  after  2  o’clock  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  with  the  parties  who  announced  themselves  from  12  Sycamore 
street?  Was  any  arrested  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  not  at  that  time,  as  I  know. 

Q.  Did  you  not  know  there  was  a  reward  offered  for  the  arrest  of  illegal  voters  ? 
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A.  I  think  I  did  see  it. 

Q.  You  knew,  then,  if  any  peason  offered  himself,  coming  from  No.  12  Sycamore 
street,  he  could  have  been  arrested  ? 

A.  I  did ;  I  didn’t  think  anything  of  it,  only  not  to  let  the  vote  go  in. 

Q.  Who  else  gave  out  tickets  besides  Myers  ? 

A.  I  don’t  exactly  know  ;  there  is  another,  I  know  him  by  sight;  one  of  the  brothers 
keeps  a  grocery  on  Pearl  street,  between  Broadway  and  Ludlow,  on  the  lower  side ; 
there  is  a  little  humpbacked  fellow,  I  know  him  by  sight,  but  don’t  know  bis  name. 

Q.  Did  any  of  these  men  hear  those  people  announce  themselves  from  No.  12  Syca¬ 
more  street  ? 

.  A.  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  How  many  did  you  challenge  as  being  from  No.  12  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  We — Mr.  Cosgrove  challenged  twenty. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  name  of  a  single  one  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  of  one ;  if  I  heard  the  names  repeated  I  suppose  I  could  recollect. 

Q.  Was  Johu  Brown  one  of  them  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Did  you  write  down  the  names  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Cosgrove  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  How  many  of  them  did  you  see  vote  open  tickets  ? 

A.  They  didn’t  vote  open  tickets  at  the  window  ;  got  the  tickets  on  the  platform  and 
doubled  them  up. 

Q.  A  man  standing  in  the  position  this  last  witness  was — Mr.  Lindo — could  he  have 
seen  whether  they  had  open  or  closed  tickets  ? 

A.  I  should  tbink  he  could,  at  the  window. 

Q.  Mr.  Cosgrove  was  at  the  window  ? 

A.  There  was  a  passage  between  Mr.  Cosgrove  and  the  window. 

Q.  You  say  it  was  a  humpbacked  Irishman  that  gave  the  tickets  of  which  you  spoke  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  tell  us  that  a  fellow  that  was  humpbacked,  and  an  Irishman  in 
addition,  voted  the  Republican  tieket  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  do. 

Q.  And  induced  negroes  to  vote  the  Republican  ticket  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Re-direct  Examination. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  negro  voters  in  your  ward  ? 

A.  I  am  pretty  well  acquainted  with  them  ;  all  by  eyesight,  not  in  names. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  a  colored  man  of  the  name  of  Wattman  voting  also  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  a  colored  man  of  the  name  of  Smothers  voting  ? 

A.  He  voted  ;  said  he  was  proprietor  of  No.  12  Sycamore  street. 

Q.  Was  there  a  colored  man  named  Taylor,  from  No.  12  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Henry  Smith. 

Theodore  Neekamp,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

-  13  8  A 
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A.  Theodore  Neekamp ;  twenty-six  next  spring ;  58  Butler  street ;  shoemaker. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  polls  of  the  Second  Precinct  of  the  Fifth  Ward  on  the  day  ot  the 
last  October  election  ? 

A.  Yes.  sir ;  part  of  the  time. 

Q.  While  you  were  there  did  any  colored  men  who,  upon  being  challenged,  state  they 
lived  at  No.  12  Sycamore  street,,  vote  ? 

A.  Yes ;  I  guess  to  my  knowledge,  about  ten  or  twelve,  as  long  as  I  was  at  the  polls. 
Q.  Did  you  see  what  ticket  any  of  them  voted  ? 

A.  They  got  them  from  the  Republican  electioneers  there. 

Q.  Did  you  go  down  to  No.  12  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  I  did  go  with  Smith. 

Q.  What  time  of  the  day  ? 

A.  Half-past  two. 

Q.  The  day  of  the  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  you  found  when  you  got  down  there  T 

A.  We  knocked  on  the  door,  and  an  old,  humpbacked  negro  came  out  there,  and  1 
asked  him  how  many  boarders  he  had  here.  He  told  me  a  few  fellows  slept  there  that 
went  on  the  river. 

Q.  What  was  the  condition  of  the  house  ? 

A.  All  torn  up  like  a  pig-stable.  Windows  and  doors  broken. 

Q.  You  and  Smith  went  there  at  the  request  of  the  judges  of  the  election? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  For  whom  do  you  work,  Mr.  Neekamp  ? 

A.  Mr.  Fanger. 

Q.  Who  is  Fanger  ? 

A.  John  H.  Fanger.  He  has  a  shoe  store  on  Pearl  street. 

Q.  Where  was  you  standing  on  the  day  of  the  election  ? 

A.  I  was  all  around  the  polls. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  that  there  were  ten  or  twelve  colored  men  ? 

A.  I  seen  them. 

Q.  Where  did  you  see  them  ? 

A.  I  seen  them  vote ;  seen  them  challenged.  They  said  they  lived  at  No.  12  Syca¬ 
more  street.  I  don’t  know  their  names. 

Q.  Can  you  describe  any  of  them  ? 

A.  I  might  if  I  saw  them.  It  is  very  hard  to  tell  a  nigger. 

Q.  Any  harder  to  tell  a  nigger  than  a  Dutchman  ? 

A.  Yes,  it  is  indeed. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  these  people  vote  ? 

A.  I  seen  them  getting  Republican  tickets  from  the  electioneers. 

Q.  From  whom  did  you  see  them  get  Republican  tickets  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  the  fellow’s  name.  It  was  a  small,  little  fellow — a  new  man  in  the 
ward. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  there  ? 

A.  I  have  lived  in  the  ward  ever  since  I  have  been  in  this  country ;  about  twelve  years, 
I  guess. 

Q.  When  were  you  naturalized  ? 

A.  When  I  was  twenty- one  years  old.  I  could  not  tell  when  it  was. 
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Q.  Were  you  ever  naturalized  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  got  my  papers  in  tlie  court-house  when  I  was  twenty-one  years  old. 
That  is  seven  years  ago.  I  am  twenty-six  next  spring, 

Q.  Have  you  got  your  papers  now  ? 

A.  I  have  with — not  with  me. 

Q.  Which  was  it  ? 

A.  About  five,  or  six,  or  seven.  I  got  the  papers  when  I  was  twenty-one  years  old. 
It  was  five  years  ago. 

Q.  Why  did  you  say  seven  a  moment  ago  ■? 

A.  Well,  every  body  is  liable  to  make  a  mistake,  I  guess. 

At  this  point  witness  produced  papers  issued  to  him  by  the  Probate  Court  of  Hamilton 
county,  dated  4th  of  October,  1872, 

Theo.  Neekamp. 

Richard  C.  Rohner,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation  ? 

A.  Richard  C.  Rohner ;  thirty-nine ;  residence,  570  West  Ninth  street,  city;  city  clerk, 

Q.  Have  you  in  your  possession  at  the  present  time,  and  with  you,  the  poll-book  of 
the  second  precinct  of  the  Fifth  ward  for  the  last  October  election  ? 

A.  I  have. 

Q.  Please  examine  that  book,  and  state  how  many  names  there  are  marked  “Colored 
and  sworn,”  and  as  you  come  to  the  names  call  them  off,  so  that  the  notary  can  take 
them  down. 

A.  J.  Jones,  J.  Shannan,  Wm.  Lewis,  W.  Jacksen,  L.  Stewart,  M.  McGee,  C.  Black- 
well,  Wm.  Woods,  W.  C.  Watman,  W.  Smothers,  J.  Martin,  S.  Smothers,  H.  Lightfoot, 
E.  Holfner,  X.  A.  Johnson,  J.  Thompson,  J.  Holmes,  W»  Chase,  S.  Smothers,  J.  Holmes, 
J.  Hogan,  J.  Wartford,  J.  Helmes,  R.  Greenson,  J.  Terrell,  J.  Holmes. 

Richard  C.  Rohner. 

George  Moore,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation? 

A.  George  Moore ;  thirty-three ;  180  East  Sixth  street ;  I  keep  a  saloon. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  this  county  ? 

A.  In  this  county  ?  I  don’t  know  exactly,  but  I  think  between  eight  and  nine  years. 

Q.  Were  you  in  attendance  at  any  of  the  polls  at  the  October  election  in  1876,  and  if 
so,  where  1 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  Fourth  and  Sixth  Ward. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  precinct  and  ward  do  you  live  in  in  this  city  ? 

A.  Fourth  Ward;  I  doun’t  know  the  precinct ;  the  first  precinct,  I  believe. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  at  the  polls  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  At  either  polls  ?  I  spent  the  whole  day  at  the  polls.  I  was  up  to  the  Sixth  Ward 
polls.  We  went  four  or  five  times  during  the  day. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  any  illegal  voting  at  either  of  the  polls  when 
you  were  present,  and  if  so,  state  all  the  particulars  concerning  the  same. 

A.  There  was  a  white  gentleman  brought  three  colored  men  to  the  Fourth  Ward  and 
voted.  I  offered  them  a  ticket  before  they  voted.  He  says,  “  No,  I  don’t  vote  your  ticket; 
we  vote  a  ticket  of  our  own.”  I  says,  “Let  us  see  your  ticket.”  They  turned  the  ticket 
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up,  and  I  looked  at  it.  They  went  and  voted,  and  I  followed  them  to  the  Sixth  Ward, 
and  they  went  to  the  Sixth  Ward  and  voted.  I  was  going  to  have  them  arrested,  hut  I 
got  into  conversation  with  Capt.  David,  and  they  got  away  from  me. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  ticket  they  voted  in  the  Fourth  Ward? 

A.  The  ticket  they  voted  in  the  Fourth  Ward  was  folded  up,  and  the  ticket  they  had 
at  the  other  wards,  they  had  that  open. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  what  ticket  it  was  that  they  voted  at  both  of  these  polls  ? 

A.  Well,  the  one  they  showed  me  was  a  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  What  one  did  you  see  ? 

A.  That  was  the  first  one  they  voted  in  the  Fourth  Ward. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  any  conversation  with  these  three  men  as  to  what 
ticket  they  voted. 

A.  I  asked  them  the  reason  they  would  not  vote  my  ticket,  and  they  said  because 
they  didn’t  vote  my  kind  of  a  ticket ;  they  said  because  I  was  a  Democrat.  I  says,  “  Yes, 
I  am.”  That  was  on  the  corner  of  Lock  and  Sixth  streets. 

Q.  Was  it  before  or  after  they  had  voted  ? 

A.  Before  they  voted  in  the  Fourth  Ward  ;  I  wa§  presenting  my  objections  to  them 
then. 

Q.  You  saw  them  vote  these  tickets  they  had  at  the  Fourth  Ward,  did  you  ? 

► 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  they  showed  me  the  tickets,  you  know,  then  folded  them ;  they  showed 
me  the  head  of  it  doubled  up  right  back  again. 

Q.  What  was  the  head  of  the  ticket  ? 

A.  It  said  “Republican.” 

Q.  Now,  how  did  they  vote  their  tickets  in  the  Sixth  Ward  % 

A.  They  just  went  up  with  the  ticket  just  the  same  as  you  fold  up  a  piece  of  paper 
back  once. 

Q.  Did  you  see  those  tickets  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  get  to  see  those  tickets ;  they  was  a  good  ways  ahead  of  me.  Capt.  David 
stopped  me.  I  seen  them  going  in  on  the  platform  and  giving  their  tickets  over. 

Q.  Now,  do  you  know  these  men  ? 

A.  I  would  know  them  if  I  see  them.  I  knowed  the  white  gentleman  if  I  seen  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  their  names  ? 

A.  I  can  not  remember  the  names  they  gave  in  the  Fourth  Ward ;  I  didn’t  see  their 
names  in  the  Sixth  Ward. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  seen  them  since  ? 

A.  Never  seen  the  colored  men ;  I  seen  the  white  gentleman. 

Q„  Where  does  the  white  man  live  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  these  colored  men  state  they  lived  % 

A.  They  said  they  was  river  men. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  You  say  these  men  voted  at  tlie  Fourth  ward  polls  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  near  were  you  to  them  when  they  voted? 

A.  I  was  standing  right  near  the  stand.  I  saw  them  vote- 

Q.  What  names  did  they  give  at  the  polls? 

A.  I  could  not  remember  now. 

Q.  Who  was  this  white  man  that  came  up  with  them  ? 
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A.  I  don’t  know  who  he  was ;  know  him  when  I  see  him  ;  a  man  five  feet  some  inches  ] 
didn’t  have  any  beard  at  all. 

Q.  You  say  you  have  seeu  him  since  the  election  ? 

A.  He  was  at  the  saloon  once — came  in  with  some  fellows  off  the  river.  I  don’t  know 
whether  he  was  a  Dutchman  or  an  Irishman. 

Q.  How  close  were  you  to  them  when  they  voted  in  the  Sixth  ward  polls  ? 

A.  I  was  there  between  the  stable,  right  on  the  corner  of  the  alley  east  on  Sycamore* 
I  saw  them  go  up  and  hand  the  tickets ;  didn’t  see  them  vote* 

Q.  How  did  you  come  here  to  testify  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  because  I  was  subpoenaed. 

Q.  Who  spoke  to  you  about  coming  here  ? 

A.  He  asked  me  did  I  know  any  thing  about  people  going  round  at  the  time  of  the 
election  and  voting  illegal  votes.  I  told  him  “Yes.” 

Q.  Who  was  that  gentleman? 

A.  Mr.  David  subpoenaed  me.  He  came  up  yesterday  with  a  subpoena. 

Q.  He  spoke  to  you  first  ?  * 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  did  he  say  to  you  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  He  came  up  with  a  buggy  and  said,  “  I  want  you.”  I  says,  “  What  do  you  want  ?” 
“Want  you  to  go  down  to  my  office.”  I  says,  “Subpsena  me  and  I’ll  go.”  He  brought 
a  subpoei^i,  and  I  got  in  the  buggy  aud  came  down  wi:h  them* 

Q.  What  did  he  say  to  you  about  being  his  partner  ? 

A.  He  didn’t  say  any  thing. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  he  was  up  there  hunting  for  illegal  voters  ? 

A.  He  didn’t  tell  me  so. 

(All  the  preceding  questions  relating  to  David  objected  to.) 

Q.  What  did  you  say  to  him  in  respect  to  your  coming  down  here  and  testifying  ? 

A.  I  told  him  I  would  come. 

Q.  Did  he  promise  to  pay  you  for  coming  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  Nobody  else  offered  me  auy. 

Q.  Did  not  he  tell  you  you  would  be  paid  for  coming  ? 

A.  I  think  a  man  that  had  a  subprena  should  be  paid  for  going  auy  place. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  this  white  man  lives  or  may  be  found  ? 

A.  I  don’t.  I  know  him  when  I  see  him.  George  Moore. 

Audrew  Huber,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Q.  Please  state  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Andy  Huber ;  twenty-three ;  north-west  corner  of  Third  and  Sycamore  ;  barj 

tender. 

Q.  What  ward  is  that,  Mr.  Huber  ? 

A.  The  Eighth  ward. 

Q.  State  what  you  know  regarding  illegal  voting  at  the  October  election  in  the  year 
1876. 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  know  anything  about  voting,  you  know.  I  didn’t  see  the  men  vote} 
just  know  about  that  building  over  there. 

Q.  How  near  to  your  residence  are  the  premises  known  as  1-38  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  About  a  square  and  a  half. 

Q.  Had  you  occasion  to  take  particular  notice  of  those  premises  and  the  occupation  of 
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the  same  previous  to  and  immediately  after  the  October  election,  1876  ?  and,  if  so>  what 
did  you  observe  ? 

A.  About  two  or  three  weeks  before  the  election  I  used  to  see  women  standing  in 
front  of  that  house,  about  three  or  four  at  a  time,  and  negroes  go  in  there  every  after¬ 
noon  and  evening,  and  there  was  a  paper  out  on  the  door  that  said :  “  Wanted,  hoarders.*) 
And  I  used  to  see  men,  from  day  to  day,  going  in  there.  I  used  to  see  three  or  four 
standing  around  the  window  in  the  evening.  Could  not  tell  whether  they  ate  or  slept 
there  till  about  ten  or  eleven  o’clock  at  night,  and  go  home  about  half-past  eleven.  After 
the  election  I  didn’t  see  any  body  there  no  more  but  women — about  a  week  or  so  after 
the  election.  I  don’t  know  how  many  there  were — might  have  been  ten  or  twelve ;  I 
used  to  see  some  times  three  or  four  go  in  at  a  time. 

Q.  Where  is  your  business  ? 

A.  My  place  of  business  is  129,  right  opposite. 

Q.  Then  your  place  of  business  is  right  opposite  this  building  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State,  as  nearly  as  you  can,  th#  number  of  different  men  that  you  saw. 

A.  Well,  I  think  about  ten  strange  faces.  I  didn’t  know  the  people  at  all.  They 
never  came  over  to  our  place.  Pretty  well  dressed  men,  too. 

Q.  Was  there  any  saloon  in  this  building — 138  ? 

A.  A  barber  shop  below,  and  on  the  side  there  was  an  entrance  going  up  to  the  second 
and  third  floor. 

Q.  Did  you  notice  those  premises  in  the  month  of  August,  and  up  to  the  middle  of 
September,  particularly  ? 

A.  Just  about  three  or  four  weeks  before  the  election  I  used  to  see  them  go  in  there 
frequently. 

Q.  Before  that  had  you  seen  any  considerable  number  of  men  going  in  there  ? 

A.  Not  before  that. 

Q.  Were  they  all  colored  men,  or  part  colored  and  part  white  ? 

A.  A  mixture — more  white  than  black. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  any  of  these  men  around  in  that  neighborhood  since  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  don’t  think  there  is  any  there  now  ;  I  did  not  see  any  for  a  good  while. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  You  say  you  didn’t  notice  any  men  go  in  there  until  about  two  weeks  before  the 
October  election  ? 

A.  About  three  or  four  weeks. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  there  ? 

A.  Three  years  ;  it  will  be  three  years  by  April. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  these  men  came  from  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don’t. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  they  slept  there  or  not  ? 

A.  Could  not  tell.  I  would  see  three  or  four  sitting  by  the  window  smoking  cigars. 

Q.  Might  not  they  have  lived  there  sometime  before  those  three  or  four  weeks  with¬ 
out  you  seeing  them  ? 

A.  No,  I  don’t  believe  they  did,  because  the  rooms  were  empty  ;  at  least  I  never  seen 
any  light  in  there.  About  three  weeks  before  the  election  I  saw  three  or  four  women 
there. 

Q.  Were  you  ever  in  that  house  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  Don’t  know  whether  any  body  lived  there  or  not  ? 

A.  I  could  see  a  bedstead  and  wardrobe  from  my  place,  up  in  the  third  floor;  in  the 
second  floor  I  could  not  see  any  thing  but  a  light. 

Andy  Huber. 

Charles  Moore,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Charles  Moore ;  age,  forty-five ;  138  Sycamore  street — I  stop  there  ;  waiter  of 
hotels. 

Q.  Do  you  have  control  of  the  premises  138  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  there  f 
A.  Lived  there  a  year. 

Q.  State  who  occupies  those  premises. 

A.  Well,  the  man  that  keeps  the  feather  store,  I  believe,  is  the  man  that  had  the 
house,  136  there.  A  barber  shop  is  on  the  first  floor.  There  used  to  be  some  two  or 
three  different  families  lived  in  there  since  I  was  there. 

Q.  What  is  on  the  third  floor? 

A.  There  is  a  lady  that  rents  it — a  man  that  sleeps  there. 

Q.  Does  she  keep  a  boarding-house? 

A.  A  kind  of  lodging. 

Q.  Lodging  or  boarding-house  ? 

A.  Lodging  ;  sometimes  they  board;  they  mostly  just  sleep  there  and  work  at  hotels. 
Q.  How  many  lodgers  does  she  usually  have  ? 

A.  Well,  sometimes  over  five  there. 

Q.  Are  they  regular  lodgers  ? 

A.  Sometimes  they  are  a  good  while,  and  then  again  not  so  long. 

Q.  How  frequently  were  you  at  those  premises  during  the  month  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  Been  there  for  a  year,  sleeping  there  over  night. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  between  the  first  and  the  fifteenth  of  October  there  was  any 
considerable  increase  of  lodgers  in  those  premises. 

A.  Not  in  the  part  where  I  am.  Some,  sir,  no  more  than  usual ;  I  stayed  there  with 
the  woman  that  lives  there. 

Q.  You  got  lodging  of  her  ? 

A.  Me  and  my  daughter  lives  there,  and  son. 

Q.  You  say  there  were  no  negroes  in  the  number  of  lodgers  in  those  premises,  so  far  as 
you  observed  ? 

A.  Not  while  I  resided  there. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  how  many  men  have  lodged  during  the  past  year? 

A.  I  could  not. 

Q.  Can  you  approximate  it  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  exactly  how  many  ;  no  increase  during  the  time  you  spoke  of. 

Q.  About  how  many  lived  there  at  that  time? 

A.  About  three  or  four  at  that  time  ;  it  was  a  white  woman,  a  fortune-teller,  on  the 
second  floor. 

Q.  At  that  time? 

A.  No,  not  at  that  time,  she  come  there  since  then  ;  she  was  not  there  then. 

Q.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that  during  the  month  of  October,  1876,  there  were 
not  more  than  four  or  live  men  lodging  in  that  building?

A.  In  the  part  that  I  lived  in  ;  down  below  I  could  not  say  any  thing  about. 

Q.  Well,  do  you  know  who  kept  the  second  story  ? 

A.  I  don’t.  Two  white  families  lived  there  since  I  was  there,  and  some  colored 
families. 

Q.  Were  there  many  in  those  families  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  whether  there  were  or  not. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  recollect  during  the  month  of  October  that  only  the 
front  room  of  the  second  story  was  occupied. 

*  A.  I  know  of  some  ladies,  or  women,  living  in  there. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know  that  they  were  put  out  because  they  had  a  bad  reputation  ? 

A.  Well,  I  believe  they  said  they  was.  I  could  not  say  positively  because  I  never 
visited  them,  but  I  understood  they  was. 

Q.  Does  the  barber  who  occupied  the  first  floor  live  in  the  premises  ? 

A.  I  think  he  sleeps  back  in  the  shop. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  any  man  sleeps  with  him  or  not  ? 

A.  I  don’t. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  voted  at  the  Presidential  election. 

Q.  The  October  election  was  a  month  before.  Did  you  vote  at  that  election  ? 

A.  I  don’t  believe  I  did  ;  I  won’t  be  positive. 

Q.  Are  you  a  Republican  or  a  Democrat  ? 

A.  Should  not  think  I  would  be  anything  else  but  a  Republican.  I  would  rather 
have  my  neck  cut  off  than  be  anything  else. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  Are  you  any  relation  to  the  witness  that  testified  before  you,  George  Moore  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  none  at  all. 

Q.  You  say  that  four  or  five  slept  on  the  third  floor  during  the  October  election? 

A.  I  think  about  that;  I  don’t  think  more  than  that  ;  I  am  pretty  sure  there  was. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  how  many  slept  in  the  first  and  second  ? 

A.  That  I  know  nothing  about. 

Q.  Somebody  kept  those  rooms  ? 

A.  I  think  there  was  somebody  in  at  the  time.  Who  they  were  I  could  not  tell,  but 
don’t  know  how  many. 

Ee-direct  Examination. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  positively  that  there  were  men  lodging  in  the  second  floor  of 
138  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  any  thing  about  it. 

Q.  If  there  were  men  occupying  the  second  floor  would  you  have  known  it? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  that  it  was  occupied  at  that  time.  I  know  there  has  been  differ¬ 
ent  families  lived  there ;  there  has  been  one  or  two  white,  and  two  colored  families 
there. 

C.  S.  Moore. 

S.  J.  McHugh,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  S.  J.  McHugh  ;  age  33;  100  Sycamore  street;  I  drive  a  mineral-water  wagon. 

Q.  What  ward  and  precinct  did  you  reside  in  ? 

A.  I  resided  in  the  Fifth  Ward  and  first  precinct. 
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Q.  State  -whether  or  not  you  attended  the  polls  of  your  -ward  and  precinct  at  the  Oc¬ 
tober  election,  1876;  and  if  so,  during  what  portion  of  the  day. 

A.  I  don’t  believe  I  was  away  from  the  polls  on  that  day  more  than  about  two  hours. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  have  knowledge  of  any  illegal  votes  cast  on  that  day ; 
and  if  so,  state  all  the  particulars  concerning  the  same. 

A.  Well,  from  this  house,  138  Sycamore  street,  came  eleven  to  thirteen  colored  voters. 
I  don’t  think  they  resided  there. 

Q.  You  say  that  there  were  eleven  or  thirteen  voters  that  were  swrorn,  who  stated 
they  resided  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  ticket  they  voted  ? 

A.  Well,  I  have  an  idea;  that  is,  I  positively  believe  that  the  majority  of  them  voted 
the  Republican  ticket.  Some  of  the  tickets  I  could  not  exactly  see ;  some  of  them 
voted  openly. 

Q.  How  many  did  you  see  to  identify  as  Republican  tickets  from  that  place  ? 

A.  Well,  I  seen  along  about  six  or  seven  tickets  voted  openly. 

Q.  Do  I  understand  you  to  mean  that  these  parties  were  challenged,  and  gave  their 
residence  as  138  Sycamore  street  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  called  your  attention  to  the  matter,  and  made  yon  believe  they  were  illegal 
voters  ? 

A.  Because  I  resided  on  Sycamore  myself,  and  I  was  satisfied  there  tvas  not  the  pop¬ 
ulation  in  the  house  that  was  voting  and  naming  the  place  as  their  residence.  That  is 
what  called  my  attention  to  it.  And,  another  thing,  I  know  pretty  nearly  all  the  col¬ 
ored  members  in  my  precinct,  and  they  were  all  strangers  to  me. 

Q.  Did  you  immediately  go  down  to  138  Sycamore  street  and  make  inquiries? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  did  not. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  say  how  many  voters  resided  at  138  Sycamore  street  on  election 
day? 

A.  I  know  about  the  negro  barber.  I  am  satisfied  lie  voted.  I  could  not  positively 
say  to  any  more  except  those  that  I  just  heretofore  alluded  to. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  the  barber  that  occupied  those  premises  lived  there  during 
October  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  lived  under  where  I  live  now  before  he  moved  here — voted  in  the  same 
precinct. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  names  that  were  given  by  these  voters  as  living  at  138  Sycamore 
street  ? 

A.  That  I  could  not  say.  I  tried  to  put  a  great  many  of  their  names  down,  but  lost 
the  slip.  Another  thing,  I  had  a  great  deal  of  business  to  attend  to.  When  they  did 
come  they  all  came  together. 

Cross-exa  mi  nation. 

Q.  How  many  open  tickets  did  you  say  you  saw  them  vote  ? 

A.  Seven  or  eight. 

Q.  How  near  were  you  to  the  polls? 

A.  I  was  right  near — at  the  window.  I  was  Democratic  committeeman. 

Q.  Who  were  the  judges  ? 

A.  Tom.  Foster  was  one  and  Lawyer  Herron  was  the  other;  Phil.  Carrigan  was  the 
Democatic  judge.  I  don’t  believe  we  had  more  than  one  Democratic  judge. 
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Q.  From  eleven  to  thirteen  voted  as  being  residents  of  138? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  there  any  scratched  tickets  among  these  sevon  tickets  that  were  voted  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  could  notice. 

Q.  Did  yon  examine  each  ticket  ? 

A.  I  am  not  allowed  to  examine  any  ticket. 

Q.  Were  you  quick  enough  to  see  the  tickets? 

A.  I  was  quick  enough  to  recognize  them  as  Republican  tickets. 

John  S.  McHugh. 

All  objections  to  this  testimony  taken  by  Ernst  Rydall  waived,  except  objections  to 
competency  and  relevancy. 

T.  C.  Campbell,  Counsel  for  Contestant. 

Robert  White,  colored,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  By  T.  C.  Campbell.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  Robert  White,  over  fifty  years,  I  guess;  residence,  Longworth  street,  between 
Race  and  Elm,  No.  67. 

Q.  Are  you  white  or  colored  ? 

A.  Colored. 

Q.  One  Kelley  has  testified  in  this  proceeding  that  you  voted  at  the  first  precinct  of 
the  Eighteeenth  Ward,  and  that  you  gave  your  residence  as  No.  181  Elm  street,  at  Fay’s 
stable.  State  whether  or  not  you  did  vote,  and  if  so,  where  you  lived  at  the  time  of  vot¬ 
ing,  and  how  long  you  had  lived  there. 

[The  first  part  of  the  question  objected  to  for  the  reason  that  John  Kelley  has  not 
sworn  that  this  particular  witness  voted  at  the  October  election,  having  been  in  Mr. 
Fay’s  stable.] 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  voted  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward,  first  precinct. 

Q.  Where  did  you  live  at  the  time  you  voted  ? 

A.  On  Longworth  street,  between  Race  and  Elm,  No.  67.  I  lived  there  about  eight 
months. 

Q.  Have  you  lived  in  this  city  for  a  year  previous  to  the  election  ? 

A.  I  have  been  here  ten  years;  going  on  eleven. 

Q.  Were  you  challenged  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  there  very  few  colored  men  challenged  that  day  ? 

A.  Some  were.  I  got  through,  and  voted,  and  went  to  my  work  at  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph. 

Cross-Examination. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  at  167  Longworth  street  ? 

A.  Eight  months. 

Q.  Where  did  you  live  before  that  time  ? 

A.  Over  here  on  Lodge  street. 

His 

Robert  X  White. 
mark. 

Thomas  White,  colored,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  By  T.  C.  Campbell.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  Thomas  White;  thirty-two  years  of  age;  67  Longworth  street. 
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Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  voted  at  the  election  held  on  the  10th  of  October,  1876. 
A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  you  offer  to  vote  ? 

A.  I  did,  sir,  two  or  three  times. 

Q.  Who  rejected  you,  and  why  were  you  rejected  ? 

A.  Well,  I  am  not  acquainted  with  the  gentleman;  1  know  him  by  sight — the  judge 
there  and  Mr.  Davis ;  and  they  went  and  saw  me  in  my  house  where  I  lived. 

Q.  Who  went  and  saw  you  in  your  house  ? 

A.  Mr.  Rudolph  and  a  couple  of  other  gentlemen ;  I  don’t  know  their  names — a  com¬ 
mittee. 

Q.  How  long  had  you  lived  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  About  eight  months  we  had  lived  in  the  ward,  if  not  longer. 

Q.  Was  it  usual  to  challenge  colored  men  on  that  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  that  day. 

Q.  Was  every  one  challenged  that  offerd  to  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  as  far  as  I  saw  there  was. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  you  intend  to  vote  had  you  been  permitted  to  cast  your  ballot  ? 

A.  The  Republican  ticket,  every  name. 

Q.  Is  there  not  another  colored  family  of  your  name  living  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Are  you  a  son  of  the  last  witness  that  testified  ? 

A.  I  am  a  step-son. 

Cross-examination , 

Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  at  the  polls? 

A.  Stayed  there  all  day. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  go  there  ? 

A.  Went  there  before  five  o’clock. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  leave  ? 

A.  I  left  about  five  o’clock,  I  suppose,  in  the  evening;  off  and  on;  I  would  be  gone 
sometimes  an  hour,  or  half  an  hour;  just  merely  looking  on,  simply  because  I  was  re¬ 
fused  to  vote  some  two  or  three  times. 

Q.  How  much  time  were  you  close  to  the  polls? 

A.  Well,  sir,  as  close  as  I  eould  get  to  where  they  were  challenging. 

Q.  How  much  of  the  time  ? 

A.  Princix>ally  all  the  time. 

His 

Thomas  ^  White. 
Mark. 


Alexander  Neve,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  affirmed,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  By  T.  C.  Campbell :  State  your  name  and  residence. 

A.  Alexander  Neve ;  38  McFarland  street ;  business,  hardware  merchant. 

Q.  State  what  part,  if  any,  you  took  in  the  election  held  in  this  county  on  the  10th  of 
October,  1876. 

A.  I  was  one  of  the  judges  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  ward. 

Q.  Who  were  the  other  two  judges  ? 

A.  Joseph  Rudolph  and  E.  M.  Davis. 
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Q.  State  what,  if  any  thing,  yon  know  about  colortd  men  voting  illegally  at  the  ward 
and  precinct  where  you  were  judge  of  election. 

A.  I  know  of  no  one  that  voted  illegally. 

Q.  Please  examine  the  list  of  names  now  handed  to  you,  and  state  whether  or  not  you 
have  compared  it  with  the  list  of  names  sworn  to  by  one  Kelly,  who  was  a  witness  for 
the  contestee  in  this  case,  and  who  testified  on  the  22d. 

A.  These  were  the  names  that  he  testified  to. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  first  name  here,  John  Herndon  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Richard  White  ? 

A.  I  do. 

Q.  Was  there  more  than  one  White  voted  in  the  ward  that  day,  in  the  precinct  f 

A.  There  was  but  one  on  the  poll -list,  one  of  each  of  those  names. 

(That  part  of  the  testimony  referring  to  the  poll-list  objected  to,  for  the  reason  that 
the  poll-list  is  the  better  evidence.) 

Q.  State  what  precautions,  if  any,  were  taken  by  the  Democrats  at  the  said  poll  and 
precinct  to  prevent  colored  men  voting  illegally. 

A.  In  the  first  place  they  made  it  a  point  to  challenge  nearly  every  colored  man  that 
came  to  vote.  They  had  in  their  possession  a  book  which  they  claimed  to  be  a  record  of 
all  the  colored  voters  in  the  ward,  and  their  places  of  residence.  When  a  colored  man 
would  appear  to  vote,  E.  M.  Davis  would  turn  to  the  party  who  had  this  book  in  his 
possession,  and  ask  him  if  his  name  was  down  on  the  list.  If  there  was  any  doubt  about 
it  then  they  would  tell  some  of  the  Democratic  committee  to  go  with  him  to  his  place  of 
residence  and  see  whether  his  statement  was  true.  Upon  return  of  the  committee  they 
would  allow  him  to  vote,  if  they  were  satisfied  that  he  was  a  legal  voter. 

(Cross-examination  waived.) 

Alexander  Neaye. 

Witness  recalled : 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  threats  were  made,  or  any  utterances  or  intimidation 
indulged  in,  to  prevent  colored  men  from  voting  at  the  polls — state  it  fully. 

A.  It  was  done  by  E.  M.  Davis,  who  would  frequently,  during  my  examination  of  the 
witnesses  after  being  challenged,  tell  the  officers  on  the  outside  to  arrest  this  man  if  he 
undertook  to  vote  before  there  was  any  decision  given,  whether  he  had  a  right  to  vote 
or  not.  Such  threats  as  that  were  made,  I  expect,  to  twenty. 

Q.  Who  was  this  Davis  ? 

A.  He  was  one  of  the  judges.  I  further  say  there  was  one  or  two  of  them  arrested 
and  taken  to  the  station-house  under  his  directions. 

Q.  Give  the  names  of  those  arrested. 

A.  I  can  not,  sir. 

Q.  What  officers  arrested  them  ? 

A.  I  could  not  tell. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  they  were  taken  to  the  station-house  ? 

A.  I  saw  parties  that  came  back,  who  saw  them  in  the  station-house,  saw  them  taken 
away  by  the  officers. 

Alexander  Neaye. 

After  the  witness  had  signed,  he  made  the  following  statement  :  That  E.  M.  Davis 
was  now  arrested,  indicted,  and  under  bond  to  the  amount  of  two  thousand  dollars  for 
that  and  similar  conduct. 
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George  Schatzman,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  By  T.  C.  Campbell.  Wliat  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business  ? 

A.  Gsorge  Scliatzman ;  twenty-two  years  of  age  ;  108  Martin  street ;  book-keeper. 

Q.  Were  you  in  this  city  on  the  lGtk  of  October,  1876  ?  if  so,  did  you  take  any  part  in 
the  State  and  county  election  held  on  that  day?  and  if  you  did,  where? 

A.  I  was  in  town  ;  I  took  what  in  my  estiuation  was  a  very  active  part  in  the  elec¬ 
tion  on  the  10th  day  of  October. 

Q.  What,  if  anything,  do  you  know  about  illegal  votes  being  cast  on  that  day  ? 

A.  Do  you  mean  in  the  ward  or  in  the  precinct  ?  . 

Q.  In  the  ward. 

A.  I  polled  the  ward  two  days  after  the  October  election  in  the  first  precinct  of  the 
Fourth  Ward,  and  in  comparing  the  polling  that  I  had  taken  in  the  ward,  or  the  precinct 
rather,  with  the  poll-book,  they  didn’t  compare  at  all.  The  fact  was  there  was  a  differ-

ence  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  names  we  could  not  find  in.  the  precinct. 

Q.  How  soon  after  the  election  did  you  commence  to  poll  ? 

A.  Two  days  after. 

Q.  Did  any  one  assist  you? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  who  it  was. 

A.  Mr.  Hallarn,  Mr.  Stagerman,  and  myself. 

Q.  State  in  detail  fully  how  the  poll  was  commenced  and  condncted  by  you  gentle- 

,men. 

A.  Each  of  us  had  our  districts  to  poll,  and  we  commenced  at  a  certain  point.  We 
went  into  every  house  and  room  where  we  supposed  there  were  any  persons  living.  I 
inquired  as  to  the  voters  in  the  ward  and  their  names.  We,  in  that  manner,  got  every 
vote  in  the  ward. 

Q.  Are  you  sure  that  you  got  the  name  of  every  male  resident  of  that  ward  who  was 
over  the  age  of  tweuty-one  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  am  certain  of  that;  and  we  got  a  great  many  who  were  not  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  and  parties  who  were  not  voters,  who  hadn’t  their  naturalization  papers — 
in  fact  they  had  never  got  them. 

Q.  In  what  way  do  you  know  that  there  were  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  names 
on  the  poll-book  of  persons  who  did  not  live  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  We  took  the  polling  of  the  ward  that  we  had  taken  and  compared  our  poll  book 
with  the  poll-book  that  had  been  voted  on  the  day  of  election  and  compared  them. 
Took  one  by  one,  and  those  who  we  could  not  find  we  just  made  a  list  of  them  separately, 
and  we  inquired  in  the  ward  and  could  not  find  them. 

Q.  Did  you  not  find  names  in  the  ward  who  did  not  vote  at  the  election  held  on  the 
10th  of  October  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  many  ? 

A.  I  could  not  tell  precisely  the  numlwr  of  them,  no,  sir. 

Q.  Is  it  not  possible  that  many  persons  may  have  voted  in  the  ward  on  the  10th  day 
of  October  and  their  names  not  be  spelled  correctly  by  the  clerks,  that  you  might  in  that 
way  he  unable  to  find  them  when  you  made  your  poll  f 

A.  Well,  we  found  a  great  many  of  them  in  that  way,  and  any  thing  that  was  spelled 
any  way  like  a  word  wo  had  on  the  poll-book  we  bad  taken,  we  just  checked  it  off  on  the 
book  that  had  been  voted. 
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Q.  Well,  I  understand  you  to  say  that  wherever  a  name  on  the  poll-list  was  near  like 
a  correct  name,  that  then  you  counted  that  as  a  vote  of  a  resident  of  the  ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then,  after  deducting  any  possible  chance  for  mistakes,  do  I  understand  you  to 
say  that  there  still  was  a  discrepancy  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  ? 

A.  There  was ;  yes,  sir.  There  were  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  names  on  the 
poll-list  that  had  been  voted  for  which  no  corresponding  names  could  be  found  in  the 
ward. 

Q.  Is  it  not  possible  that  you  might  have  missed  a  great  many  residents  of  the  ward 
in  your  x>oll  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  it  possible  that  I  could  have  missed  any. 

Q.  Why  aint  it  possible  ? 

A.  Well,  we  made  such  an  accurate  search  for  the  voters  ;  we  went  into  every  room 
of  every  building,  to  the  cellar  and  garret  of  the  house. 

Q.  Were  there  any  persons  in  the  ward  who  declined  to  give  their  names  ? 

A.  There  was  several.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  May  they  not  have  been  the  persons  whose  names  you  did  not  find  on  your  poll 
list  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  for  we  got  all  those  names. 

Q.  How? 

A.  Well,  if  we  could  not  get  them  in  the  same  house  we  would  get  them  next  door. 
There  were  very  few,  however,  refused. 

Q.  Was  it  known  that  you  were  a  committee  appointed  to  look  for  illegal  votes,  or 
the  names  of  persons  who  had  voted  ? 

A.  It  was  suspected  that  we  were  appointed  for  that  purpose,  but  nothing  definite 
was  known. 

Q.  How  did  you  get  their  names  if  the  Democrats  suspected  you  of  being  appointed 
for  that  purpose  ? 

A.  Well,  we  stated  that  we  were  canvassing  for  a  post-office  directory.  There  was 
one  place  we  got  down  in  the  creek,  that  they  didnrt  refuse  to  give  the  name  exactly, 
but  said  there  were  several  men  there  stopping  two  or  three  days  before  that  had  just 
left. 

Q.  You  say  yon  commenced  making  this  inquiry  two  days  after  the  election.  How 
long  did  it  take  you  to  complete  it  ? 

A.  Well,  we  completed  the  canvassing  of  the  ward  in  two  days,  but  the  comparison 
of  the  poll-book  that  had  been  voted  and  the  polling  we  had  taken  in  the  ward  took  us 
about  eight  days. 

Q.  Can  you  state  the  boundaries  of  that  ward  ? 

A.  I  can  state  the  boundaries  of  the  west  side  and  south  ;  that  was  my  district. 

Q.  I  mean  the  boundaries  of  the  precinct. 

A.  No,  sir.  I  forget. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  the  paper  now  shown  you  is  a  poll  list,  as  made  by  you  three 
gentlemen  of  that  precinct. 

A.  It  is.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Will  you  please  mark  it  with  your  name  and  the  letter  “A,”  and  attach  it  as  part 
of  your  deposition  ? 

A.  I  will,  and  hereby  do  so. 

Q.  I  see  on  this  list  certain  names  have  check-marks  opposite  to  them  and  others 
have  not ;  what  do  those  check-marks  indicate  ? 
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A.  The  check-marks  indicate  those  names  we  checked  off  from  the  poll-book  wine 
had  been  voted  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  ward. 

Q.  State  what  this  additional  list  which  is  now  handed  yon,  consisting  of  two  sheets, 
means.  Is  it  any  part  of  your  labors  in  the  polling  of  the  ward  ? 

A.  It  is  part  of  our  labors.  We  each  had  our  districts,  and  took  the  names  separately 
on  legal  cap ;  and  those  that  we  could  not,  Mr.  Hallam  and  I  sat  down  and  copied  them 
off  from  those. reports,  and  this  was  an  “error  list”  which  we  failed  to  copy  from  the  dis¬ 
trict  list. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  You  have  attached  to  your  deposition  an  exhibit  marked  “A”;  in  whose  hand¬ 
writing  is  this  ? 

A.  My  handwriting. 

Q.  What  day  did  you  commence  comparing  the  ward  ? 

A.  I  have  forgotten  the  precise  date  now ;  it  was  two  days  after  the  October  election 
that  we  commenced. 

Q.  Did  you  poll  all  the  ward,  or  only  a  portion  of  it  ? 

A.  Only  a  portion  of  it. 

Q.  What  portion  did  you  poll  ? 

A.  I  polled  from  Third  street  to  Fifth  street,  and  from  Eggleston  avenue  to  Baum 
street. 

Q.  What  streets  are  there  in  there  ? 

A.  Well,  I  commenced  on  the  east  side  of  Eggleston  avenue  on  Third  street,  went  up 
as  far  as  Fifth  street,  up  Fifth  street  to  Baum,  and  then  came  back  to  Lock  street,  and 
down  on  Lock  to  Third  again.  I  then  went  up  third  street  and  took  in  Ivilgour  street  to 
Fifth,  and  went  back  to  Helen,  and  down  Helen  and  around  to  Third  street  again. 

Q.  What  time  of  the  day  did  you  commence  ? 

A.  About  nine  o’clock. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  work  ? 

A.  Worked  all  that  day. 

Q.  Do  you  know  at  whatffime  you  quit  ? 

A.  We  quit  about  half-past  four. 

Q.  How  long  a  time  did  you  take  for  dinner? 

A.  Half  an  hour  for  dinner. 

Q.  When  was  that  ? 

A.  I  polled  that  district  myself. 

Q.  How  many  names  did  you  have  in  that  district  ? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  now.  I  just  took  them  in  on  a  list,  and  when  we  got  them  back 
we  polled  them  and  took  them  off  alphabetically.  I  don’t  know  the  number  I  had  taken 
on  that  list. 

Q.  Give  somewhere  near  the  number. 

A.  I  suppose  there  must  have  been  about  five  hundred,  as  near  as  I  can  estimate. 

Q.  What  proportion  did  the  precinct  you  refer  to  bear  to  the  whole  ? 

A.  I  took  about  one-third. 

Q.  Did  you  commeneo  the  next  day  ? 

A.  Just  about  nine  o’clock. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  occupy  of  that  day? 

A.  Till  about  eleven  o’clock — two  hours. 
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Q.  Did  you  have  tlie  whole  completed  at  that  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  did. 

Q.  How  did  you  take  these  names  ?  Describe  fully  how  you  took  them. 

A.  We  went  from  house  to  house;  went  into  almost  every  room  there  was,  or  any 
that  we  could  find,  and  asked  the  name  of  the  gentleman  who  lived  there,  and  what  was 
his  age. 

Q.  You  say  you  went  from  room  to  room.  Do  you  pretend  to  say  you  went  into  the 
rooms  of  all  the  houses  ? 

A.  Not  at  all — only  where  there  were  two  families  living.  There  were  bu  ldings  we 
went  into  that  had  a  family  in  each  room.  One  frame  building  had  about  fifteen  fam¬ 
ilies  living  in  it. 

Q.  You  went  into  each  of  the  rooms  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  weut  to  each  of  the  doors. 

Q.  How  many  buildings  did  you  find  of  that  kind  ? 

A.  Found  a  great  many  of  them. 

Q.  How  many  ? 

A.  About  from  twenty- five  to  fifty  of  them. 

Q.  Where  were  they  located  ? 

A.  Located  around  Lock  street. 

Q.  Who  occupied  these  buildings  ? 

A.  Most  of  them  were  white  people. 

Q.  Have  you  this  list  of  voters  that  you  took  ? 

A.  I  think  I  could  get  it.  I  don’t  know  whether  I  could  or  not.  Now  it  comes  to  the 
point,  I  don’t  know  whether  they  have  been  destroyed  or  not.  Mr.  Hallam  has  them. 
He  has  taken  off. 

Q.  What  Hallam  ? 

A.  W.  H.  Hallam. 

Q.  Then  this  exhibit  that  you  attach  here  is  not  the  original  list  taken  by  you? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  present  during  the  October  election  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth 
ward? 

A.  Part  of  the  time  ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  time  ? 

A.  Well,  in  the  morning  about  ten  o’clock,  and  again  in  the  evening  about  from 
three. to  five. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  remain  in  the  morning  when  you  went  there  ? 

A.  Remained  about  half  an  hour. 

Q.  Are  you  a  resident  of  that  precinct  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  am  a  resident  of  the  second  precinct. 

Q.  Who  employed  you  to  take  this  list  ? 

A.  We  were  not  employed  by  any  person,  so  speaking,  but  were  requested  to  do  it. 

Q.  Who  requested  you  to  do  it  ? 

A.  Amos  Smith. 

Q.  How  much  were  you  paid  for  your  services  ? 

A.  Paid  nothing. 

Q.  How  long  after  you  made  your  poll  list  was  it  that  the  others  made  theirs  ? 

A.  Just  the  same  time. 

Q.  Who  were  the  other  persons  ? 

A.  Mr.  Stagelman  and  Mr.  Hallam. 
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Q.  What  portion  did  Mr.  Stagelman  take  ? 

A.  Mr.  Stagelman  took  in  the  whole  of  Mt.  Adams. 

Q.  What  portion  did  Mr.  Hallani  take  ? 

A.  Mr.  Hallam  took  in  more  of  the  northern  district  than  myself — from  Fifth  street 
to  Hunt. 

Q.  Who  were  the  judges  of  the  election  ? 

A.  What  precinct  are  you  speaking  of? 

Q.  The  first  precinct. 

A.  Mr.  David  Jones  was  one ;  I  am  not  certain  who  the  other  one  was ;  I  think  Duffy 
was  the  other. 

Q.  Only  two  judges  at  the  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  only  at  that  time. 

Q.  Who  was  the  Democratic  judge? 

A.  Duffy,  I  think  ;  I  am  not  certain. 

Q.  Do  you  know  his  first  name  ? 

A.  Daniel,  I  think  ;  I  am  not  certain  as  to  that. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  many  votes  were  polled  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  positively ;  it  was  between  eleven  and  twelve  hundred  in  the  first 
precinct. 

Q.  How  many  votes  did  you  have  in  the  first  precinct  according  to  your  revised  list  ? 

A.  According  to  our  revised  list,  taking  the  names  of  all  we  had  taken,  there  were 
thirteen  hundred  and  ninety-five. 

Q.  Do  you  say  that  you  found  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  names  on  the  poll-books 
that  were  not  on  the  lists  that  you  had  taken  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  give  any  of  the  names  ? 

A.  I  could  not  definitely  now,  no,  sir.  By  referring  to  the  back  of  that  exhibit  “A,” 
there,  I  think  I  can  tell  you  of  several  of  them. 

Q.  What  are  these  names  in  lead-pencil  on  the  back  of  exhibit  “A”? 

A.  They  are  part  of  the  names  which  appeared  on  the  poll-book  we  could  not  find  in 
the  ward. 

Q.  You  say  here  in  one  of  them,  “Smith,  John,  six  not  accounted  for.” 

A.  There  were  six  John  Smiths  on  the  poll-book  not  accounted  for  in  the  ward. 

Q.  What  was  this  “  one  ”  for  ? 

A.  That  was  a  “one”  they  put  down  instead  of  “seven.” 

Q.  Then  you  say  this  list  in  pencil  on  the  back  is  a  list  of  the  names  that  were  on  the 
poll-book  of  whom  you  can  find  out  no  account  in  your  examination  and  polling  of  the 
ward  ? 

A.  That  was  a  part  of  them ;  that  was  merely  a  memorandum  as  we  checked  them  off. 

Q.  When  was  this  memorandum  put  down  ? 

A.  That  was  put  down  there  during  our  examination  of  the  poll-book,  about  between 
four  and  five  days  after  the  polling  of  the  ward.  We  worked  at  it  continually  all  the 

time. 

Q.  Where  is  the  balance  of  the  names  of  the  men  you  could  not  find  ? 

A.  That  I  could  not  say.  I  gave  them  to  a  party,  and  he  has  lost  them  I  believe,  or 
done  away  with  them  some  way  or  other.  I  don’t  know  what  has  become  of  them. 

Q.  Who  was  the  party  that  you  gave  it  to  ? 

A.  Gave  them  to  Amos  Smith. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  many  votes  were  polled  at  the  November  election  in  that  way  ? 
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A.  I  do  not,  sir. 

Q.  Wliat  efforts  did  you  make  after  you  discovered  that  these  names  were  ou  the  poll- 
hooks — what  farther  efforts  did  you  make  to  ascertain  their  residences  ? 

A.  We  looked  in  the  Directory  to  see  if  we  could  fiud  them  out,  hut  could  not  find 
them  in  the  ward  or  in  the  Directory.  We  found  several  names  that  were  in  the  Direc¬ 
tory  that  corresponded  with  the  names  we  could  not  find,  hut  they  were  in  other  wards. 

Q.  When  is  the  Directory  usually  made  out  ? 

A.  The  Directory  is  made  out,  I  believe,  in  February  and  given  to  the  public  in  June. 

Q.  You  say  you  could  find  a  good  many  of  these  names  in  the  Directory  ? 

A.  Not  a  great  many  of  them ;  very  few  of  them. 

Q.  How  many  ? 

A.  I  think  there  were  five  or  six  that  we  could  find  in  the  Directory. 

Q.  Does  the  mere  fact  that  a  man’s  name  appears  in  a  Directory,  made  out  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  give  any  evidence  that  they  are  not  residents  of  the  ward  in  the  next  October  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  it  would  ;  no,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  this  list  that  you  refer  to — marked  iu  pencil — first  made  out  ? 

A.  Made  out  iu  the  comparison  between  the  poll  duplicate  that  had  been  voted  and 
the  polling  of  the  ward  that  we  had  taken. 

Q.  What  efforts  did  you  make,  after  you  had  taken  your  list  you  now  speak  of,  to 
ascertain  whether  they  were  residents  of  the  ward  or  not  ? 

A.  Well,  as  I  have  stated  before,  we  looked  in  the  Directory  and  inquired  of  parties 
that  have  lived  in  the  precinct  all  their  lives. 

Q.  From  whom  did  you  inquire  ? 

A.  Of  William  Pierce  ? 

Q.  What  does  he  do  ? 

A.  Manager  of  a  cotton  factory  there  ;  employs  a  great  many  hands,  and  knows  every 
person  who  lives  in  the  precinct. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  he  knows  every  person  that  lives  in  the  precinct  ? 

A.  Employs  about  two  hundred  hands  there,  I  guess. 

Q.  Are  not  a  large  portion  of  them  females  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  whether  they  are  females  or  not;  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  It  is  a  cotton  factory,  is  it  not — a  place  where  females  are  usually  employed  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  else  did  you  inquire  of? 

A.  Of  William  Freeman. 

Q.  Who  is  William  Freeman  ? 

A.  He  lives  on  Mount  Adams — a  gentleman  I  don’t  know  much  about.  I  was  directed 
to  see  him. 

Q.  Are  those  all  the  efforts  you  made  ? 

A.  About  all  the  efforts  I  made ;  yes  sir. 

Q.  You  say  that  when  you  came  to  compare  your  correct  list  with  the  poll-books  that 
you  discovered  277  names  that  could  be  found  on  the  poll-books  but  you  could  not  find 
their  residence? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  277  that  could  be  found  on  the  poll-books  and  could  not  be  found  in  the 
ward. 

Q.  Did  you  compare  the  poll-book  of  the  voters  at  the  November  election  with  this 
list?  ' 

A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  Yon  say  in  your  examination  in  chief  that  you  went  into  every  room  in  every 
house  in  which  you  supposed  persons  lived.  What  you  mean  by  that  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Well,  there  were  some  rooms  that  were  there  that  we  could  not  find 
nothing  in,  and  we  knocked  at  every  door  we  came  to. 

Q.  Have  you  given  fully  the  names  of  all  the  streets  you  polled  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  have. 

Q.  Did  you  go  any  wheres,  then,  except  upon  the  streets  that  you  have  mentioned  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  did  not. 

Q.  You  are  positive  that  you  have  mentioned  all  the  streets  which  you  have  visited  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  there  any  alleys  within  the  boundaries  of  those  streets  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  could  find ;  no,  sir. 

Q.  No  alleys,  nor  any  side  streets  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  Yes,  most  of  them  were  short  streets.  I  have  not  polled  any  thing  hut 
what  I  have  named. 

Q.  You  say,  then,  there  are  no  side  streets  beyond  the  streets,  or  else  running  off  from 
any  of  these  streets  that  you  have  named? 

A.  There  is  none  but  what  I  have  named. 

Q.  You  say  you'went  into  the  rooms  of  the  several  houses — did  you  go  into  other  places 
except  the  rooms  and  the  houses  themselves  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  went  into  every  habitable  place  there  was,  and  some  that  were  not  inhab¬ 
ited. 

Q.  Are  there  not  persons  within  the  boundaries  that  you  have  mentioned  who  resided 
in  sub-cellars  or  cellars  ? 

A.  Precisely ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  you  went  into  cellars  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  we  went  into  every  place  to  find  any  body  living.  I  wish  to  make  a  little 
correction  :  there  is  one  street — little  Fourth  street — which  extends  from  Eggleston  ave¬ 
nue  to  Helen  street.  There  are  only  about  three  houses  on  the  street,  in  fact. 

Q.  With  that  exception,  you  have  named  all  the  streets? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Does  this  list,  which  is  in  writing,  to  which  you  have  referred,  contain  the  names 
of  any  persons  who  are  not  voters? 

A.  I  think  it  does ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  ? 

A.  Well,  there  is  about  five  or  six  there,  I  think. 

Q.  Can  you  recognize  any  of  them  ? 

A.  I  think  I  can  recognize  three  or  four  of  them :  I  would  not  be  too  certain,  though. 

Q.  Examine  the  list,  and  give  the  names  of  any  whom  you  recognize. 

A.  One  of  them  is  John  Epply,  No.  331,  and  John  Conway.  I  think  that  there  were 
about  ten  on  the  list.  Some  of  them,  I  think,  I  have  taken  oft,  and  some  I  recognize. 
We  took  a  list  of  all  the  names,  in  the  first  place.  Among  those  names  we  found  some 
minors  and  some  men  who  had  no  vote,  who  were  not  naturalized.  Well,  I  am  not  cer¬ 
tain  now  whether  we  put  those  names  down  on  this  list  or  left  them  off.  I  could  not  say 
that  positively.  We  put  every  name  down  whether  he  had  a  vote  or  not. 

Q.  Then  will  you  state,  as  near  as  you  can,  in  your  judgment,  how  many  names  there 
are  on  that  list  now,  that  you  have  already  presented,  who  were  not  qualified  to  vote 
either  on  account  of  their  minority  or  being  foreigners. 

A.  I  think  there  are  between  fifty  and  seventy-five.  I  could  not  say  accurately ;  I 
did  not  count  them.  That  is  a  mere  opinion. 
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Q.  Can  you  say  that  there  were  that  many? 

A.  I  think  there  was ;  that  is  my  opinion. 

Q.  Then  the  balance  and  the  number  on  that  list  would  be  all  the  votes  in  that  pre¬ 
cinct  ? 

A.  I  think  they  would ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  there  is  about  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  (in  your  judgment) 
voters  in  that  precinct,  at  least  ? 

A.  This  list  says  so ;  it  must  be  so. 

Q.  Are  any  of  the  names  that  are  in  pencil,  marked  on  the  back  of  the  exhibit,  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  exhibit  itself? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  there  are,  some  portion  of  them,  though  we  have  checked  them  olf  on  the 
poll-book  and  then  checked  them  off  there,  and  there  are  others  that  are  on  the  poll- 
book  that  we  can  not  find  in  our  list.  Just  takeu  them  off  and  counted  them  up  on  the 
back  of  the  exhibit — compared  them,  in  fact,  with  the  poll-book.  Could  not  find  them 
in  our  list,  so  struck  a  list  down  on  the  exhibit. 

Q.  How  many  more  names  are  there  that  you  could  not  learn  their  residence  besides 
the  names  you  got  on  the  back  here  in  pencil  ? 

A.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

Q.  Then  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  names  you  could  not  find.  Are  a  portion  of 
them  these  names  on  the  back  of  the  exhibit  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  we  just  merely  inserted  them  there  temporarily. 

Q.  Where  is  the  original  list  of  these  names  ? 

A.  That  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Where  did  you  last  see  it,  and  of  whom  did  you  get  it  ? 

A.  I  gave  it  to  Amor  Smith,  at  the  Republican  headquarters. 

Q.  Was  this  given  to  him  previous  to  the  November  election? 

A.  I  think  it  was ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  ? 

A.  About  two  weeks. 

Q.  Where  is  the  balance  of  the  list  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  names  ? 

A.  I  can  not  find  them. 

Q.  There  is  attached  to  exhibit  “A”  sixty-eight  names,  and  marked  at  the  head, 
“Error  List.”  What  does  that  mean  ? 

A.  It  means  this,  that  when  each  of  us  came  in  from  our  respective  districts  we  had 
a  list ;  we  copied  them  off  upon  that,  being  the  whole,  but  we  missed  this  number  of 
names,  and  we  just  took  a  copy  of  them  and  added  it  to  these  and  then  numbered  them. 
That  is  the  meaning. 

Q.  Then  I  understand  you  to  say  that  these  names  on  the  error  list  are  names  which 
you  had  upon  the  original  list,  but  in  copying  you  neglected  to  copy  these  particular 
names  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  we  missed  them. 

Q.  Then  these  sixty-eight  names  are  to  be  added  to  the  total  list  of  thirteen  hundred 
and  sixty  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Making  fourteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight  names  in  all  ? 

A.  Fourteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  any  of  these  names  on  the  error  list  a  portion  of  the  names  that  you  could 
not  find  on  the  poll-books  ? 
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A.  I  think  not;  no  sir. 

Q.  You  are  positive  that  these  names  ou  the  error  list  were  originally  on  your  first 
slips  of  paper  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  am  positive  of  that. 

Q.  You  say  this  copy  was  made  in  your  handwriting.  Who  assisted  you  to  make  it  ? 
A.  W.  H.  Hallam. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  how  long  the  other  parties  were  in  making  their  lists. 

A.  They  were  the  same  length  ot  time  in  making  them. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  engaged  in  making  the  list  ? 

A.  About  six  days  in  copying  and  comparing. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  comparing  ? 

A.  Comparing  this  list  with  the  poll-book;  or,  rather,  the  duplicate  poll-book  that 
had  been  struck  otf. 

Q.  Where  did  you  get  that  duplicate  poll-book  ? 

A.  We  got  it  from  the  clerk’s  office. 

Q.  Who  made  it  out  ? 

A.  I  suppose  it  was  made  out  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Eydal. 

Q.  Can  you  swear  to  its  correctness? 

A.  I  can  not ;  no,  sir. 

Q.  Might  not  names  have  been  left  off  in  the  same  way  that  £011  left  oft'  names  in 
copying  yourself? 

A.  I  don’t  see  how  they  could  do  it.  The  poll-book  was  there  so  numbered,  and 
naturally  the  duplicate  must  be  of  the  same  number  as  the  original  to  make  it  correct. 
Q.  Do  you  know  the  number  that  was  there  ? 

A.  I  don’t ;  no,  sir. 

Q.  Then  how  do  you  know  it  was  correct  ? 

A  Well,  I  compared  the  duplicate  with  the  number  of  names  that  I  knew  had  voted, 
that  should  have  been  on  the  original. 

Q.  Do  you  know  if  Mr.  Hallam  is  in  the  city  to-day  ? 

A.  I  don’t,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  looked  for  him  ? 

A.  I  have. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  a  subpoena  has  been  issued  for  him  to  come  here  and  testify 
in  regard  to  his  canvass  of  the  ward  ? 

A.  1  do,  sir. 

lie-direct  Examination. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  person  was  arrested  from  the  second  precinct. 

A.  There  was ;  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Whom,  and  what  for? 

A.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Hugh  Foy,  for  illegal  voting.  He  was  bound  over  in  th 
police  court  to  appear  before  the  grand  jury,  and  an  indictment  lias  been  found  agains 
him.  He  is  now  waiting  trial  in  the  county  jail. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  ? 

A.  I  am  one  of  the  prosecuting  witnesses. 

Q.  That  is  in  the  second  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  had  him  arrested  ? 
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A.  John  Martin. 

Q.  One  of  the  judges  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.

Q.  By  Laurie  J.  Blakely,  counsel  for  contestee:  State  your  name,  age,  residence, 
giving  length  of  time,  etc.,  as  to  residence,  etc. 

A.  Name,  James  A.  P.  Sand  lord;  age,  29  years  ;  residence,  No.  34  West  Ninth  street, 
Covington,  Ivy.,  and  have  so  resided  for  about  twelve  years. 

Q.  Where  were  you  on  the  tenth  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  From  about  nine  A.M.  till  about  6  P.M.  I  was  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  What,  if  any  thing,  was  being  done  or  held  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  that  day  ? 

A.  It  was  State  election  day. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  on  that  day,  in  that  city,  you  saw  any  negroes  whom  you 
knew;  state  about  how  many,  where  you  saw  them,  where  they  resided  on  that  day,  and 
^hat  were  they  doing,  if  any  thing. 

A.  Yes.  I  saw  a  good  many  negroes  there  whom  I  knew.  I  judge  I  saw  between 
twenty-five  and  thirty  negroes  whom  I  knew,  most  of  them  were  at  the  Four’s  engine 
house,  and  saw  some  near  a  corner,  at  Main  and  Seventh  or  Eighth  street.  I  think  it 
was  Main  street ;  at  a  voting  place,  any  how.  I  also  saw  several  at  the  Six’s  engine 
house,  near  the  Little  Miami  depot.  They  seemed  to  be  electioneering  or  soliciting  votes ; 
one  or  two  of  them  had  tickets  in  their  Jiands. 

Q.  You  have  not  yet  stated  where  those  negroes  resided  on  that  day. 

A.  I  saw  a  great  many  there  that  resided  here  in  Covington.  Those  of  whom  I  spoke 
above  resided  here  in  Covington,  Ky.,  on  that  day. 

Q.  What  kind  of  tickets  did  they  have  that  day  ? 

A.  I  noticed  one,  and  probably  two  or  three,  who  had  Republican  tickets. 

Q.  Please  state  how  many  you  seen  at  the  engine  house  on  Sycamore  street,  as  near 
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tlie  number  as  you  can,  and  locate  the  engine  house  as  near  as  you  can  where  you  saw 
these  negroes. 

A.  There  must  have  been  ten  or  fifteen  there.  The  engine  house  is  on  the  east  side 
of  Sycamore,  between,  I  think,  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets. 

Q.  How  many  did  you  see  at  the  voting-place  on  Main  street  ? 

A.  Three  or  four. 

Q.  How  many  did  you  see  at  the  voting-place  near  the  Little  Miami  depot? 

A.  Some  seven  or  eight. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  they  were  residents  of  Covington,  Kentucky,  on  the  10th  day 
of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  I  have  known  them  to  live  around  here,  and  know  them  by  sight,  and  know  them 
to  have  voted  here — a  majority  of  them  at  an  election  previous  to  that,  and  since,  too. 

Q.  Please  give  their  names,  or  the  names  of  as  many  of  them  as  you  can. 

A.  One  named  Gray — I  don’t  know  which  one  it  was,  there  are  three  of  them,  Dan, 
I  think,  is  his  name ;  Bunty  Parker,  Allen  Johnson  ;  I  know  his  name  is  Johnson,  but 
not  positive  as  to  his  first  name ;  I  believe  these  are  all  the  names  I  can  remember. 

Q.  Please  state,  as  near  as  you  can,  where  the  parties  you  have  named  reside,  and 
where  those  you  have  not  named,  reside ;  give  the  streets  and  numbers,  as  near  as  you 
can. 

A.  Parker  lived  at  that  time  on  Short  Eighth  street ;  Johnson,  I  don’t  know  where 
he  lived,  I  think  he  was  imported  here ;  there  were  several  who  lived  down  in  Jail  alley, 
and  some  lived  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Main  streets;  Gray,  I  think,  lived  in  Jail 
alley,  1  don’t  know  that;  I  saw  several  from  the  alle  between  Ninth  and  Tenth  streets, 
leading  from  Washington  street  to  Madison  street. 

Q.  When  you  say  they  lived  at  the  different  places  you  have  named  above,  you  mean 
that  you  have  seen  them  around  the  different  places  you  have  named,  do  you  not? 

(Question  objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestee,  because  it  attributes  to  witness  a  mean¬ 
ing  which  he  has  tiot  expressed.) 

A.  No,  I  mean  that  they  lived  there  ;  most  of  them.

EVIDENCE,  Etc.,  IN  THE  CONTEST  OF  COX  v.  HARMON,  IN  THE  FIRST  JUDI¬ 
CIAL  DISTRICT,  HAMILTON  COUNTY. 


George  D.  Scliatzman  being  recalled  testified: 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan.  When  did  you  make  this  list  ? 

A.  I  made  it  about — well,  I  suppose  it  was  between  three  and  five  days  after  the  elec¬ 
tion. 

Q.  It  was  a  copy  of  this  list  you  gave  to  Mr.  Smith  ? 

A.  No,  it  was  the  names  of  the  two  hundred  and  seventy  men  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  poll-book,  and  could  not  be  found  in  the  ward. 

Q.  When  did  you  take  off  these  names  here?  When  did  you  put  down  these  names 
in  pencil  ? 

A.  That  was  when  we  were  comparing  it. 

Q.  Where  is  the  balance  of  the  names  that  you  took  down  ? 

A.  Well,  I  could  not  say.  That  is  what  we  were  speaking  of.  I  gave  them  to  Mr 
Smith. 

Q.  Did  you  give  the  copy  or  the  original  ? 

A.  The  original.  I  kept  the  copy. 

Q.  How  came  you  to  copy  this  portion  of  it  ? 

A.  I  merely  put  that  down  there  temporarily,  so  as  not  to  trouble  us  much  in  taking 
them  off. 

Geo.  D.  Sciiatzman. 

John  Harris,  colored,  of  lawful  ago,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  business. 

A.  John  Harris;  thirty-three  years  of  age. 

Q.  You  voted  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  vote  ? 

A.  Down  on  Central  avenue,  corner  of  Central  avenue  and  Fourth  street,  first  pre¬ 
cinct,  Eighteenth  Ward. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  colored  men  residing  at  that  precinct  of  tljo  same  name 
that  you  have  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Where  did  you  give  your  residence  on  the  day  that  you  voted  ? 

A.  220  West  Fifth  street. 

Q.  Were  you  challenged  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Kelly,  that  testified  in  this  case  for  the  contestce  on  last  Thursday  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  You  me  certain  you  did  not  give  yoor  residence  as  being  at  Fay's  stable  t 
A.  I  am. 

Q  When  challenged  what  was  done?  Where  didfyou  go? 

A.  I  went  back  to  my  residence,  to  prervc  my  residence. 

Q.  Who  went  with  you  ? 

A.  Why,  there  was  a  colored  man,  and  two  ox  three  white  men.. 

John  Harris. 


Michael  Ryan,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  By  T.  C.  Campbell.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  Michael  Ryan  ;  thirty-four  years  ;  New  York. 

Q.  Mr.  Ryan,  please  state  where  you  were  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876,  the  day 
of  the  State  and  county  election  in  this  city. 

A.  X  was  here  in  town.  . 

Q.  How  long  previous  to  the  election  had  yon  been  here? 

A.  I  had  been  her© — in  fact  I  may  say  I  was  here  off  and  on  a  month  previous  to  the 
election. 

Q.  Where  were  you  stopping? 

A.  Part  of  the  time  X  stopped  on  Fifth  street. 

Q.  Wliereabouis  on  Fifth  street  ? 

A.  105,  X  think  ;  a  few  doors  above  the  Empire. 

Q.  State  what  part,  if  any,  yon  took  in  the  State  and  county  election  held  on  the 
20  th  of  October. 

A.  Well,  the  action  that  X  took  in  it — a  party  came  to  me  and  asked  me  would  I  assist 
them,  help  them  along,  on  election  day.  X  told  him  X  would.  Next  morning  X  met  a 
party  of  people  in  front  of  Hunt’s  saloon ;  said  they  would  take  coffee,  and  went  in  and 
had  breakfast.  Met  six  or  seven  more  at  the  Fountain,  there  right  up  from  Hunt's.  They 
went  up,  I  guess  it  was  about  half-past  six  in  the  morning,  went  up  towards  the  Fourth 
ward — X  think  that  was  the  name  of  the  place — and  voted  there. 

Q.  Who  did  .you  see  at  the  Fourth  ward  that  you  knew  ? 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  see  any  one  particularly.  X  am  not  acquainted  with  this  town 
much.  People  was  along  with  us. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  Eph.  Holland. 

A.  Yes,  I  believe  I  did.  The  gentleman  up  there  at  the  polls. 

Q.  How  many  was  in  the  party  that  you  were  with  at  the  Fourth  ward  ? 

A.  I  guess  there  must  have  been  ten  or  twelve  ;  may  have  been  fifteen.  Pretty  sure 
there  was  ten. 

Q.  Who  had  charge  of  the  party  ? 

A.  Well,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Condon  had  charge  of  the  party. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  this  man  with  Eph.  Holland.’] 

A.  I  saw  him  talking  to  him,  yes. 

Q.  State  fully  what  you  did  at  the  election,  and  what  you  saw  done. 

A.  Well,  they  voted  in  several  places  up  in  that  part  of  tlie  city  that  morning,  and 
voted  in  several  polling  districts  till  about  eleven  o’clock.  A  man  came  along  and  gave 
the  tickets.  I  saw  them  all  go  in  to  vote. 

Q.  Till  about  eleven  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Any  tiling  special  occurred  about  that  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  there  was ;  nothing  only  we  came  hack,  went  up  that  way,  and  there  was 
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;aYi  attempt  made  to  arrest  one  of  the  parties  and  he  got  away,  and  we  all  split  up  then. 
We  went  to  get  some  dinner,  Whitton,  Young,  .and  them  people  along.  Then  Condon 
•■came  to  me,  went  over  to  see  Holland ;  said  it  was  the  best  thing  to  make  a  new  gang, 
•and  me  to  take  charge  of  them. 

Q.  Where  did  you  meet  Whitton  ? 

A.  Met  him  in  the  morning  at  Hunt’s.  He  was  there  with  Young  and>a  fellow  by  tie 
name  of  Brown,  and  a  little  fellow  named  Conway. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  Conway  of  New  York  ? 

A.  Not  him.  The  man  was  born  here  and  lived  in  this  town — a  little  bit  of  a  fellow. 

Q.  Had  you  any  thing  to  do  with  the  management  of  the  gang  in  the  morning  ? 

A.  No,  sir-;  I  had  nothing  at  all  to  do  with  it. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  in  the  afternoon  ? 

A.  In  the  afternoon  ?  I  had  about  eight  men  along  with  me  in  tlie  afternoon. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  ? 

A.  Well,  we  went  down  as  far  as  Third  street,  I  think  it  is,  and  went  down  till  we 
<came  to  the  end  of  it,  and  then  to  a  street  with  a  wooden  pavement,  and  I  think  over 
-there  voted  tlie  whole  ticket. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  to  vote  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  in  a  coal-office,  if  I  am  not  mistaken.  I  think  it  was  a  street  with 
•a  wooden  pavement.  I  don’t  know  any  of  the  streets  here. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  the  coal-office  on  the  wooden  pavement  ? 

A.  We  went  along  and  crossed  over  the  railroad  track,  I  believe  :  went  up  on  the  right 
hand  side,  and  followed  that  street  up,  I  think  it  was  four  or  five  blocks,  and  went  1o  an 
engine-house  there,  I  think  it  was,  and  we  voted  in  there. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  you  vote  at  the  various  places  where  you  had  voted? 

A.  Democratic  ticket  we  voted. 

Q.  Were  there  any  other  names  written  on  the  ticket  than  those  that  were  printed 
there ? 

A.  Not  that  I  knew  of. 

Q.  Where  did  you  .go  from  the  engine-house?  What  kind  of  a  street  was  in  front  of 
•this  engine-house  ? 

A.  It  was  the  same  street  that  the  coal-office  was  on. 

Q.  What  pavement  was  it  ? 

A.  A  wooden  pavement. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  ? 

A.  We  went  up  about  four  or  five  blocks  from  there;  there  was  a  park  there,  if  I  am 
not  mistaken  ;  there  was  a  polling  place  there  ;  we  voted  there. 

Q.  How  many  voted  there  ? 

A.  Well,  six  voted  there  ;  two  didn’t. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  ? 

A.  We  followed  that  street  up  I  guess  about  four  blocks  more.  I  think  it  was  in  a 
lager- beer  saloon  ;  we  voted  there. 

Q.  Where  else  did  you  go? 

A.  Well,  wo  went  up  to  another  place  on  the  same  street.  I  think  we  voted  in  four 
or  five  places  on  that  street — across,  I  think,  the  horse  railroad  track. 

Q.  IIow  many  polling  places  did  you  vote.at  on  that  street  ? 

A.  Five,  if  I  am  not  mistaken';  four  or  five,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Have  you  any  idea  of  the  total  number  of  votes  that  were  cast? 

A..  Well,  J  think — it  seems  to  me  at  the  least  twenty -eight,  or  thirty  votes  cast. 
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Q.  Do  you  mean  in  the  forenoon  or  afternoon  % 

A.  Afternoon  I  am  talking  about. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  quit  ? 

A.  About  four  o’clock. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  then? 

A.  I  come  to  go  back  and  was  arrested. 

Q.  Whaft  was-  doiie  with  you? 

A.  Locked  up,  and  got  out  that  night. 

Q.  How  did  you  get  out  ? 

A.  Bail  offered. 

Q.  What  name  did  you  give  when  you  was  arrested  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  the  name  of  Johnson,  if  I  am  not  mistaken.  I  had  a  pretty 
load  of  whisky. 

Q.  WTlio  went  on  your  bond  ?' 

A.  I  could  not  tell  you. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  it  was  a  man  named  Joyce  ? 

A.  That  I  don’t  kuow. 

Q.  Who  procured  the  bondsmen  for  you  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  Condon. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  it  was  Holland  f 
A.  It  might  be  through  Holland. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  after  you  were  released  from  the  station-house?’ 

A.  Came  down  and  went  up  to  Jack  Augs’.  Got  pretty  full  that  night. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  remain  in  the  city? 

A.  I  remained  a  few  days  afterwards. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  paid  any  thing  for  your  work. 

A.  Didn’t  receive  any  thing  for  my  work — had  money  of  my  own. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  after  leaving  this  city  ? 

A.  I  went  east. 

Q.  Where  to  ? 

A.  To  New  York. 

Q.  How  many  different  times  do  you  recollect  of  voting? 

A.  Well,  I  might  have  voted  eight  or  nine  times  for  all  I  know. 

Q.  How  did  you  happen  to  be  here  now  ? 

A.  I  was  arrested  in  New  York. 

Q.  You  did  not  return  voluntarily,  did  you  “? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  did  not. 

Q.  Can’t  yon  be  more  specific  than  you  have  been  about  the  places  you  were  tfn  ant? 
the  persons  you  met  ? 

A.  It  was  the  first  time  1  have  ever  been  here.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  What  were  you  doing,  around  here? 

A.  I  came  on  to  witness  that  fisticuffs  in  Kentucky. 

Q.  What  fisticuffs  do  you  refer  to  ? 

A.  In  Kentucky — the  Goss  aud  Alleu  fight. 

Q.  Did  you  remain  from  the  time  of  the  Goss  and  Allen  fight  till  the  election  ? 

A.  I  went  up  to  Peoria,  Illinois;  from  there  to  Indiana,  aud  came  back  here;  got 
here  about  a  week  before  the  election — weut  up  to  the  fair  there. 

Q.  Where  did  you  pass  your  time  while  in  this  city  ? 

A.  Down  in  the  Empire,  generally- 
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Q.  Have  you  any  connection  with  the  business  of  the  Empire  ? 

A.  No,  sit ;  Hone  whatever. 

Q.  Can  you  give  mo  the  names  of  any  parties  that  were  with  you  in  the  matter  ot 
voting  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  know  any  body  but  Condon  and  Young  and  a  fellow  of  the  name  of  Whit- 
ton — I  think  he  was  along — and  a  fellow  named  O’Bryam 
Q.  Do  you  know  Jim  White  ? 

A.  I  know  him — yes — if  I  see  him.  , 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  him  f 
A.  Before  I  came  to  town. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  knew  him  on  election  day. 

A.  I  have  seen  him  on  election  day-MJiat  is  all. 

Q.  Where  did  you  see  him  ? 

A.  I  believe  I  seen  him  up  around  the  Fourth  ward  in  the  morning. 

Q.  You  did  not  remain  with  him  all  morning  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  . 

Q.  You  say  you  were  not  paid  any  thing  f 

A.  I  got  twenty  dollars  from  a  man  on  election  morning.  * 

Q.  Who  was  the  man  ?  * 

A.  A  fellow  on  here  from  New  York — =a  man  named  Gleasom 
Q.  Do  yon  know  George  Fairchilds? 

A.  I  was  introduced  to  him  by'  Mr.  Holland.  That  is  all  I  know  about  him. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  A  monte  man. 

Q.  What  do  you  mean  by  “  a  inonte  man”  ? 

A.  A  man  that  gambles  from  two  to  three  cards  ’round  on  railroad  trains,  boarding 
places,  and  so  forth. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Duke  Fleming? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  do  not.  v 

Q.  Do  "you  know  Duke  Hill  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  of  both  of  them,  but  I  don’t  know  him.  * 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  thing  about  what  part  they  took  in  the  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not,  only  byT  hearsay.  That  is  all  I  know. 

Q.  Have  you  been  employed  by  Holland  in  any  wav? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  I  mean  in  connection  with  his  gambling  business  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Under  what  bond  were  yTou  placed  in  New  York  ? 

A.  They  wanted  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  me ;  that  is  what  the  marshal  told  me 
None  of  my  friends  could  raise  it,  only  one  man.  They'  put  mo  in  a  close  carriage  and 
drove  me  oft’. 

Q.  What  is  Gleason’s  business,  of  whom  you  have  spoken  ? 

A.  An  emigrant  runner — a  sailor  runner  ;  goes  out  to  ships. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Smith  Weed? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  iyi  New  York  ? 

A.  All  my  life — off  and  on  there. 

Q.  And  don’t  know  Smith  Weed  ? 

A.  I  have  heard  of  the  gentleman,  but  don’t  know  him. 
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Cross-exam;  nation,. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  f 
A.  I  am  a  druggist  by  trade. 

Q.  Whereabouts  were  you  engaged  iu  the  drug  business  ? 

A.  Have  not  worked  at  it  for  a  number  of  years. 

Q.  What  have  you  been  doing  for  the  last  four  or  five  years  ? 

A.  Sporting  man — gambling. 

Q.  Followed  gambling  for  your  business  the  last  four  or  five  years  ? 

A.  Yes,  six  years  in  business  in  Sau  Francisco;  in  business  there  about  eight  or  nine 
years  ago. 

Q.  What  kind  of  gambling  do  you  follow  ? 

A.  Well,  keeping  dollar  stores  at  fairs — throwing  three-card  monte. 

Q.  Do  you  play  at  keno  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  have  played  keno. 

Q.  Play  faro  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  All  those  games  of  cards  for  money  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Been  keeper  of  any  of  these  banks  ?  # 

A.  In  this  part  of  the  country  ? 

Q.  In  New  York  ? 

A.  No,  I  was  out  of  New  York.  I  was  interested  in  a  house  in  Newark  six  or  seven 
years  ago  ;  had  a  faro  bank  there. 

Q.  When  was  you  first  approached  to  vote  at  the  election  ? 

A.  It  was — I  think  it  was — a  couple  of  days  beiore  the  election. 

Q.  By  whom  ? 

A.  By  a  man  named  Condon— a  friend  of  Holland’s,  I  believe. 

Q.  Where  was  it? 

A.  At  the  Empire. 

Q.  Where  was  it  you  stayed  while  you  was  here  that  week? 

A.  First  I  stopped  a  couple  of  doors  up  above  the  Empire. 

Q.  You  slept  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  spend  most  of  your  time  ? 

A.  Around  the  Empire. 

Q.  What  doing  ? 

A.  Nothing,  as  a  general  thing. 

Q.  As  a  special  thing.? 

A.  Well,  I  was  not,  ip  the  town  all  the  time.  Most  of  the  time  I  was  tip  at  Peoria* 
Illinois,  for  awhile. 

Q.  A  week  before  the  election  ? 

A.  Was  not  doing  any  thing;  drinking  whisky  most  of  the  time,  perhaps. 

Q.  How  often  did  you  drink  in  a  day  ? 

a 

A.  Maybe  eight  or  ten  times  a  day. 

Q.  Were  you  drunk  on  the  day  of  the  election  ? 

A.  In  the  afternoon.  ' 

Q.  What  time  in  the  afternoon  did  you  get  drunk? 

A.  I  was  pretty  full  when  I  was  taken  to  the  station-house* 

Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  full  ? 
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A.  I  didn't  get  really  drunk  till  that  night ;  I  got  out. 

Q.  You  first  met  some  men  in  the  morning,  about  six  o’clock,  at  Hunt’s  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  men  did  you  meet  thero  ? 

A.  Young,  this  Whitton,  Condon,  and  a  fellow  named  Conway. 

Q.  O’Brien  ? 

A.  I  think  there  was  a  man  named  O’Brien. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  after  you  left  Hunt’s  ? 

A.  I  went  into  Hunt’s  and  got  coffee. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  then  ? 

A.  Right  on  the  corner  opposite  the  Fountain.  We  got  fice  or  six  more. 

Q.  Who  were  they  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  who  they  were — strangers  t;  me. 

Q.  Did  you  know  none  of  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  » 

Q.  Did  you  hear  their  names ? 

A.  No,  sir :  not  any. 

Q.  You  went  along  with  them? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  after  yon  left  the  corner  ? 

A.  Up  there  to  the  Fourth  Ward. 

Q.  How  did  you  go  ? 

A.  Wo  walked  along — two  or  three  together. 

Q.  All  in  a  gang? 

A.  No,  separate  ;  walked  a  distance  between  one  another — may  be  twenty  or  thirty 
feet  apart.  Some  went  on  one  side  of  the  street,  some  on  the  other. 

Q.  Were  Whitton,  Young,  and  O’Brien  all  in  the  ward  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  get  your  tickets? 

A.  I  don’t  know  ;  the  tickets  were  handed  to  us  by  Condon. 

Q.  How  many  tickets  were  handed  to  you  ? 

A.  One  apiece. 

Q.  Were  they  folded  up  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Did  you  open  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  didn’t  open  them  in  the  Fourth  Ward.  They  told  me  it  was  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  ticket. 

Q.  Where  were  they  handed  to  you  ? 

A.  On  the  corner,  away  from  the  polls. 

Q.  Had  you  seen  Holland  before  they  wanted  you  ? 

A.  I  saw  Mr.  Holland  standing  across  the  street  when  we  went  up  to  vote. 

Q.  How  were  you  dressed  ? 

A.  Dressed  in  the  same  clothes — hat  and  coat;  drab  suit  of  clothes  I  had  on  ;  black 
hat  on. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  the  ticket  handed  you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  it  folded  up  and  handed  to  you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  put  it  in  as  it  was  handed  to  you  ? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  inside  of  the  ticket  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  take  particular  notice  to  it;  no. 

Q.  "Who  voted  first? 

A.  I  think  it  was  Wliitton  or  Young  voted  first  in  the  Fourth  Ward. 

Q.  What  name  did  Whitton  give? 

A.  I  don’t  know  ;  I  could  not  tell. 

Q.  How  close  were  you  to  him  when  he  voted  ? 

A.  Young  was  between  him  and  me  when  he  voted  ;  that  is  what  I  think. 

Q.  Who  was  next  to  you  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  who  was  next  to  me. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  as  they  came  otf  from  the  gangway  ? 

A.  No  ;  I  walked  down  to  the  corner  as  soon  as  I  voted. 

Q.  Did  they  vote  one  after  the  other  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  just  as  fast  as  they  could  get  in. 

Q.  You,  and  Condon,  and  Whitton  were  all  on  the  gangway  at  one  time,  were  you? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  others  on  the  gangway  at  the  same  time? 

A.  Might  be  some  other  people  between  them. 

Q.  You  say  you  walked  to  the  polls,  twenty  or  thirty  feet  apart,  in  gaugs  of  three  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  walked  with  you  ? 

A.  Young  walked  with  me. 

Q.  Who  else  ? 

A.  Condon  walked  with  me. 

Q.  Who  came  next  ? 

A.  That  I  can  not  tell  you  ;  all  walked  up  together. 

Q.  Where  did  you  get  together  ? 

A.  Got  together  on  the  corner. 

Q.  Did  you  all  get  together  ? 

A.  Well,  yes,  most  of  us  got  together;  the  rest  of  us  followed  behind. 

Q.  All  started  up  to  the  polls  at  the  same  time,  one  after  the  other  ? 

A.  One  went  up  a  little  ahead  of  the  other. 

Q.  Now,  then,  did  you  see  Holland  there  ? 

A.  I  seen  Holland  across  the  street  from  the  polls. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Gleason  there  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  time  was  it  you  got  to  the  polls  ? 

A.  Very  near  seven  o’clock. 

Q.  What  nfame  did  you  give  ? 

A.  That  I  could  not  tell  you.  I  think  it  was  Johnson  when  I  was  arrested. 

Q.  Did  you  give  your  own  name  each  time,  or  some  other  name  ? 

A.  Some  other  name. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  any  name  you  gave  ? 

A.  No,  I  can  not.  I  didn’t  exactly  think  of  any  name  I  did  give. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  ? 

A.  We  went  round  that  way ;  I  don’t  knou  where  the  devil  it  was;  voted;  stayed 
around  there  ;  went  to  three  or  four  places — five  or  six — around  that  neighborhood. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  at  the  Fourth  ward,  the  first  place  you  went  to  ? 
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A.  Might  have  stayed  there  half  an  hour — till  when  we  got  through. 

Q  How  long  were  you  engaged  in  voting  there  ? 

A.  Well,  I  should  say  may  he  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  in  all. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  then  ? 

A.  Well,  I  am  blest  if  I  know.  They  took  me  around  to  some  other  polls,  some¬ 
where. 

Q.  Can  you  describe  the  place  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  didn’t  pay  much  attention  ;  was  not  in  any  way  interested. 

Q.  Was  it  on  the  corner  of  any  street  ? 

A.  I  think  the  polls  was  in  the  middle  of  the  block,  or  a  few  doors  from  the  corners. 
Q.  What  kind  of  a  house  ? 

A.  I  think  one  of  them  was  a  wooden  house  ;  I  can’t  be  positive. 

Q.  Was  it  up  or  down  the  street  ? 

A.  A  cross  street.  I  ain’t  acquainted  with  that  section  of  the  town. 

Q.  Did  you  go  up  the  hill  or  down  the  hill  ? 

A.  Up  the  hill. 

Q.  How  many  squares  ? 

A.  Blest  if  I  know  ;  didn’t  pay  ranch  attention. 
y  Q.  Who  went  with  you  ? 

A.  All  those  people  stayed  together;  all  went  with  us. 

Q.  This  same  gang  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  was  one  of  them  myself. 

Q.  Where  did  you  get  your  tickets  from  ? 

A.  Condon  had  the  tickets ;  he  had  a  pocket  full  of  them. 

Q.  Where  did  he  hand  them  to  you  ? 

A.  On  the  corner  generally  ;  a  little  before  we  got  to  the  poll. 

Q.  Did  he  fold  them  up  when  he  handed  them  to  you  ? 

A.  We  voted  them  folded  up. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  them  folded  up  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  all  the  tickets  handed  to  the  different  parties  folded  up  f 
A.  I  don’t  know;  I  am  only  answering  for  myself. 

Q.  Did  you  see  others  get  their  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  seen  a  couple  of  them  get  their  tickets. 

Q.  Who  did  you  see  get  their  tickets  besides  yourself? 

A.  Young  and  Whitton.  • 

Q.  Were  they  folded  up  ? 

A.  Should  judge  so. 

Q.  Did  you  open  your  ticket  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  sec  the  inside  of  it  ? 

A.  At  this  place  I  did  not ;  I  was  opening  this  one,  but  I  could  not  tell  the  names  o 
the  candidates  on  them. 

Q.  Where  was  it  that  you  opened  them  once  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  the  third  place  wo  went  to;  I  was  surprised;  I  thought  there  was 
only  one  candidate;  I  seen  a  whole  lot  of  names  on,  didn’t  pay  much  attention  to  the 
names.  In  New  York  we  got  Congressional  tickets  with  different  boxes  for  them  there; 
here  is  one  box  for  all  tickets ;  that  drew  my  attention  to  it. 
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Q.  You  say  you  can  not  tell  the  names  of  any  on  tlie  ticket  ? 

A.  Not  positively  ;  I  could  not  say  they  were  handed  to  me. 

Q.  But  the  first  tickets  you  voted  without  noticing  the  inside  at  all  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Condon  gave  you  the  third  lot  of  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Gave  you  the  tickets  in  the  morning,  folded  up  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  the  whole  of  them  vote  there  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  I  can  not  say;  to  the  best  of  kuowledge  they  did. 

Q.  Was  Whitton  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  Whitton  was  there,  and  so  was  Young. 

Q.  And  Condon? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  O’Brien? 

A.  Well,  I  think  O’Brien  was  there. 

Q.  At  the  third  place  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  go  from  the  first  place  that  you  voted  to  the  second  ? 

A.  Well,  some  went  up,  and  some  went  there. 

Q.  Who  went  in  front  ? 

A.  Well,  from  the  first  to  the  second  I  think  it  was  Condon  and  Whitton. 

Q.  Who  came  next  to  you  three? 

A.  That  I  can  not  tell. 

Q.  How  far  otf  were  they  from  you  ? 

A.  Ten  or  fifteen  feet,  about  some  twenty,  I  could  not  exactly  say. 

Q.  Who  went  up  to  the  polls  first  at  the  second  voting  place  ? 

A.  I  think  at  the  second  voting  place  Condon,  Whitton,  and  myself  together,  and  the 
rest  followed  along. 

Q.  I  mean  who  went  up  to  the  gangway  ? 

A.  Condon  and  Whitton  and  myself,  I  think  it  was. 

Q.  Who  did  you  see  vote  first  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  Condon. 

Q.  Who  voted  next  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  Whitton  next,  and  I  afterwards. 

Q.  Did  anybody  vote  between  you  three  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  voted  next  after  you  ? 

A.  No,  1  don’t. 

Q.  Was  it  one  of  the  same  gang? 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  pay  no  attention  ;  I  walked  right  away. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  at  that  place  ? 

A.  Might  be  half  any  hour  there,  may  be  longer — three-quarters  of  an  hour. 

Q.  How  did  you  go  to  the  third  place  ? 

A.  Well,  to  the  third  place  some  part  of  them  split  off,  going  to  the  third  place  ;  we 
went  in  about  the  same  order.

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where? 

A.  I  met  him  about — I  guess  it  was  about  half-past  eleven  o’clock. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  remain  at  the  third  place? 

A.  I  remained  around  there  I  guess  a  couple  of  hours:  that  is,  went  from  one  place 
to  another. 

Q.  When  you  got  to  the  polls  there,  when  did  he  hand  you  the  ticket  ? 

A.  1  think  about  half  an  hour — somewhere  in  that  neighborhood. 

Q.  Where  did  you  spend  that  time  ? 

A.  Some  saloon,  I  think. 

Q.  How  often  had  you  drank  up  to  that  time  ? 

A.  Three  or  four  times. 

Q.  Can  you  describe  this  third  place  you  went  to  ? 

A.  No,  I  can  not ;  I  ain’t  got  no  idea  of  the  third  place  I  went  to. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  what  direction  it  was  from  the  first  to  the  second  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  north-east. 

Q.  Then  you  first  went  from  the  first  polling-place  ? 

A.  North. 

Q.  1  hen  which  way  did  you  take  to  the  third  polling-placo  ? 

A.  North-east. 

Q.  Can  you  describe  where  that  polling-place  was  ? 

A.  I  can  not. 

Q.  Was  it  on  the  corner  of  the  street? 

A.  No,  it  was  not ;  none  of  the  places  that  I  went  to  was  on  a  corner. 

Q.  Was  it  a  brick  building  ? 

A.  I  can’t  tell  whether  it  was  or  not;  didn’t  pay  any  attention  to  the  buildings. 

Q.  You  say  you  remained  at  the  third  polling-place  about  two  hours  ? 

A.  I  did  n’t  remain  there.  I  remained  in  the  locality  about  an  hour  and  a  half. 

Q.  Now,  then,  where  did  you  go  next? 

A.  Well,  I  came  away  from  there,  and  I  went  west — the  engine  house  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  feet  from  Sixth  and  Vine.

A.  Robert  Minns  ;  aged  32.  I  am  now  confined  in  the  workhouse.  My  occupation  is 
porter  on  a  Pullman  sleeping-car. 

Q.  In  what  part  of  Cincinnati  do  you  reside,  and  how  long  have  you  lived  there? 

A.  On  McAlister  street.  I  have  lived  there  three  years. 

Q.  Were  you  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  at  the  State  election,  October  10,  187G  ?  and  if 
so,  did  you  attend  any  polls  on  that  day?  and  if  so,  where,  and  for  how  long? 

A.  I  was  there  at  the  second  preciuct  of  the  Fifth  Ward,  from  11  o’clock,  off  and  on, 
till  the  close. 

Q.  Did  you  visit  any  other  polls  on  that  day? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  visited  the  Fourth  Ward  poll,  at  Lock  street,  in  one  of  those  small 
frames,  in  front  of  the  hospital. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  know  of  any  illegal  voting  at  said  election,  October  10, 
1876;  and,  if  so,  state  all  the  particular^,  and  time  and  place  where  the  same  occurred. 

A.  Ido.  There  was  five  colored  men  and  one  white  one;  they  came  in  the  second 
precinct,  Second  Ward ;  I  saw’  them  vote  the  Republican  ticket,  and  then  go  to  the  first 
precinct  of  the  same  ward. 

Q.  Well,  did  they  do  anything  there  ? 

A.  They  voted  there,  sir;  I  followed  them  up  to  have  them  arrested,  when  I  was  in¬ 
terfered  with  by  a  colored  man ;  there  were  so  many  there  I  was  afraid  to  do  anything. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  go  to  any  other  polls  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  see  them  after  they  left  the  engine-house  on  Third  street;  I  went  up  to 
Lock  street  to  see  if  I  could  catch  them  there. 

Q.  How  many  times  did  you  see  them  vote? 

A.  Twice,  I  am  sure,  at  the  second  precinct;  then  they  went  up  to  the  first  of  the  Fifth 
Ward. 

Q.  Do  you  know’  what  ticket  they  voted?  and,  if  so,  how  do  you  know  it  ? 

A.  The  Republican  ticket;  I  seen  them,  sir  ;  I  tried  to  get  them  to  exchange. 

Q.  Did  they  vote  the  Republican  ticket  at  both  polls  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  the  reason  I  tried  to  get  them  arrested,  w’hen  a  colored  man  inter¬ 
fered  ;  I  tried  to  get  them  to  exchange  tickets. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  them  at  the  engine-house  on  Sycamore  street,  near 
Eighth,  that  day. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  they  voted  there  ? 

A.  I  saw  one  coming  off  the  stand  wrhen  I  got  there;  I  couldn’t  say  whether  they 
voted  there. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  these  five  colored  men  and  the  one  white  mail  are  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  think  I’ve  seen  one  or  two  of  them  down  at  Pickett’s. 

Q.  Do  you  know  wdietlier  or  not  they  were  residents  of  and  voters  in  the  Fifth  Ward 
at  the  last  October  election  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  they  were,  sir.  I  think  I’ve  seen  the  white  man  once  or  twice.  Pd 
know  him  if  I  were  to  see  him  again. 

Q.  If  they  had  lived  in  the  Fifth  Ward  for  six  months,  or  a  year,  previous  to  the  Oc¬ 
tober  election,  would  you  have  knowui  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  those  men,  or  either  of  them,  at  any  time  previous  to  the  October 
election,  othor  than  the  two  you  saw  at  Pickett’s?  and  if  so,  when  and  where  ? 
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A.  I  never  seen  them  before — only  them  two. 

Q.  Would  you  know  them  should  you  see  them  again  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  think  I  should.  I  have  seen  that  white  man,  I  think,  before. 

Q.  Did  you  see  each  one  of  the  live  colored  men,  and  the  white  man  with  them,  vote 
at  the  two  precincts  of  the  Fifth  Ward  at  the  October  election,  1876,  as  you  have 
stated  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  illegal  voting,  other  than  you  have  testified  to  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  only  what  I  seen  myself  and  have  stated. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  counsel  for  contestant.  What  is  your  occupation? 

A.  I  run  on  the  O.  and  M. ;  I  run  on  the  broad  gauge  ;  I  run  on  the  Wabash — I  am  a 
railroad  man. 

Q.  On  what  road  were  you  running  in  the  months  of  Septetnber  and  October  ? 

A.  I  was  sick,  at  home;  I  came  here  in  July;  I  came  from  Lafayette,  Indiana,  in 
August. 

Q.  Were  you  sick  in  October  ? 

A.  I  wasn’t  very  well ;  I  hadn't  gone  to  work  ;  I  was  about,  though. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  under  arrest  before  you  were  sent  to  the  work-house  ? 

A.  About  a  week,  sir. 

Q.  What  were  you  doing,  and  where  were  you  the  first  ten  days  of  October  ? 

A.  I  was  around  at  the  Grand  Hotel  and  different  places  where  they  had  headquarters, 
and  places  where  they  held  meetings  ? 

Q.  What  headquarters  were  at  the  Grand  Hotel  ? 

A.  The  Democratic. 

Q.  Did  you  hang  around  the  Republican  headquarters,  too  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  was  around  there. 

Q.  What  did  they  pay  you  at  the  Democratic  headquarters  for  your  services  ? 

A.  They  didn’t  pay  me  any  thing  for  my  services ;  I  was  around  like  any  other  spec¬ 
tator. 

Q.  For  what  were  you  sent  to  the  work-house  ?  and  how  much  is  your  sentence  ? 

A.  My  sentence  is  thirty  days  and  two  hundred  dollars  :  false  pretenses. 

Q.  Are  you  a  brother  of  the  Minns  who  was  connected  with  the  murder  on  Baker 
street  ? 

4 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  No,  sir,  I  am  not ;  he  is  a  cousin. 

Q.  You  may  give  the  names  of  those  colored  men  and  the  white  man  whom  you  say 
voted  in  the  Fifth  Ward. 

A.  I  don’t  know  their  names.  I  would  know  them  if  I  were  to  see  them  again. 

Q.  What  did  you  hear  them  call  each  other  l 

A.  I  didn’t  hear  them  call  any  thing.  I  saw  the  two  colored  men  at  Pickett’s ;  I  saw 
the  white  one  once  or  twice  before. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  the  others  before  at  any  place  ? 

A.  I  only  saw  them  -when  I  saw  them  at  the  polls. 

Q.  Is  Pickett’s  a  prostitution  den  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  whether  it  is ;  I  never  saw  any  prostitution  there ;  I  only  went  to 
the  door;  I  was  never  inside  of  the  door. 

Q.  What  did  you  go  to  the  door  for  ? 
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A.  I  went  to  the  door;  Mr.  Pickett  was  standing  at  the  door;  I  used  to  work  with 
him,  and  was  acquainted  with  him. 

Q.  Where  were  those  two  colored  men  ?  What  were  they  doing  at  Pickett’s  ? 

A.  They  were  standing  up  against  the  counter  talking. 

Q.  When  was  it  you  saw  them  at  Pickett’s  ? 

A.  Two  or  three  days  before  the  election.  I  think  it  was  on  Saturday  bef  ore  the  elec¬ 
tion.  If  they  had  lived  in  that  ward,  or  any  uliere  around  there,  I  would  lia\'  e  known 
them. 

Q.  Did  you  talk  with  them  ?  if  so,  what  about  ?  Did  they  tell  you  who  they  were  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  never  talked  with  them;  I  was  standing  talking  with  Mr.  Pickett. 

Q.  Did  they  talk  to  you? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  only  spoke  to  them  when  I  saw  them  at  the  polls. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  in  the  bar-room  where  they  were  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  go  into  the  bar-room  ;  I  was  at  the  door.  There  is  a  large  door  opens  into 
the  bar-room.  I  stood  there  ten  or  fifteen  minutes,  talking  to  Mr.  Pickett.  These  two 
men  were  leaning  against  the  counter. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  of  hearing  them  talk  about  any  thing,  or  did  you  pay  any  atten¬ 
tion  to  them  ? 

A.  I  paid  no  attention  to  them.  1  was  talking  to  Pickett.  They  were  talking  to 
themselves. 

Q.  Did  you  drink  with  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Who  were  you  going  to  see  at  the  depot  ? 

A.  John  Berry. 

Q.  Who  is  John  Berry  ?  Did  you  see  him  ;  if  so,  what  about  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  see  him.  He  is  conductor  on  a  Pullman  sleeping  car.  He  used  to  be  on 
the  Little  Miami,  and  I  think  he  is  now  on  the  broad-gauge. 

Q.  When  did  he  commence  running  on  the  broad-gauge  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  he  on  the  Little  Miami  Railroad? 

A.  I  don’t  know.  That  is  what  I  was  going  to  hunt  him  for.  When  I  saw  him  he 
was  on  the  broad  gauge. 

Q.  When  did  you  see  him  ? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  the  exact  date.  I  saw  him  in  October.  It  was  afrer  the  election. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  work  on  the  Little  Miami  Railroad,  or  on  any  road  which  runs  into 
Little  Miami  depot  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  sir.  I  found  him  on  the  broad-gauge. 

Q.  Does  the  broad-gauge  run  into  Little  Miami  depot  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  sir. 

Q.  Don’t  you  know  it  runs  into  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  depot,  Sixth 
and  Hoad  ley  streets  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know.  I  saw  him  down  as  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  depot. 

Q.  You  were  on  your  way  to  the  Little  Miami  depot  when  you  passed  Pickett’s  ? 

A.  Yes,  6ir. 

Q.  \\  hat  made  you  think  of  finding  Berry  at  Little  Miami  depot,  when  you  never 
knew  him  to  be  on  any  railroad  which  ran  into  that  depot? 

A.  I  was  only  hunting  him,  sir.  I  knew  he  was  on  some  road  ;  I  knew  that. 

Q.  Will  Berry  know  you  now  if  ho  would  see  you  ? 
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A.  He  would  know  me.  I  should  think  he  would  know  me.  My  wife ’s  at  his  house 
now. 

Q.  Did  your  wife  visit  him  before  the  election  ? 

A.  He  married  her  sister.  We  used  to  live  together  before  he  moved  to  Hornersville. 

Q.  And  you  did  not  know  what  road  your  brother-in-law  was  on  during  the  first 
week  of  October,  187G? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Describe  the  two  colored  men  you  saw  at  Pickett’s. 

A.  I  think  one  man  was  as  tall  as  I  am.  One  was  brown,  the  other  was  black.  One 
of  them  had  high  side  whiskers. 

Q.  Was  it  the  brown  or  black  one  who  had  side  whiskers  ? 

A.  The  brown. 

Q.  Did  the  other  one  have  whiskers  too  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  he  did,  sir. 

Q.  Describe  the  other  three  colored  men. 

A.  They  were  pretty  rough-looking  customers.  That  is  all  I  can  say  about  it.  If 
they  had  lived  around  there  I  would  have  known  them. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  often  before  about  the  river?  or  how  did  you  know  and  identify 
them  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  There  was  all  five  of  them  together.  There  were  five  colored  men,  and 
one  white  man  ahead  leading  them.  I  asked  them  to  exchange  the  tickets. 

Q.  What  tickets  did  you  want  them  to  take? 

A  I  wanted  them  to  take  the  tickets  I  had  in  my  hands — Democratic  tickets. 

Q.  At  what  polls  did  you  ask  them  to  take  your  tickets  ? 

A.  At  the  Fifth  ward,  second  precinct.  I  wanted  them  to  exchange  there.  I  then 
followed  them  up  to  the  first  precinct,  Fifth  ward.  I  spoke  to  them  there,  and  a  colored 
man  interfered  with  me.  I  was  going  to  have  them  arrested. 

Q.  What  answers  did  they  give  at  the  second  precinct  ?  Didn’t  you  challenge  them? 

A.  I  didn’t  challenge  them.  I  told  him  afterwards  they  didn’t  belong  in  the  ward. 

Q.  Why  did  you  ask  them  to  take  your  tickets  when  you  knew  they  didn’t  live  in 
that  ward  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  think  they  belonged  in  that  ward. 

Q.  Then  why  did  you  ask  them  to  vote  your  Democratic  ticket  in  the  second  pre¬ 
cinct,  the  first  place  you  saw  them  vote  ? 

A.  I  thought  in  the  first  place  they  belonged  there — that  is,  the  two  I  had  seen  at 
Pickett’s.  Thom’s  the  only  two  I  spoke  to. 

Q.  What  ones  did  yon  see  vote  in  the  second  precinct  of  the  Fifth  ward? 

A.  They  all  voted  there.  I  am  certain  of  five  darkies  and  the  white  man — I  am  cer¬ 
tain  of  them.  I  spoke  to  Mr.  Compbell  and  Mr.  Holland  about  them — I  think  a  police¬ 
man  too.  I  think  his  name  is  Chumley — a  large  man,  with  side  whiskers. 

Q.  Did  these  men  all  stay  together,  or  did  they  separate  after  voting  at  the  second 
precinct  ? 

A.  The  last  time  I  saw  them  they  were  all  together. 

Q.  Were  they  together  at  all  times  you  saw  them  that  day  ? 

A.  Yes;  they  were  all  together.  The  white  man  was  walking  in  front  of  them. 

Q.  Did  you  follow  them  from  the  second  precinct?  If  so,  where  ? 

A.  From  the  second  they  went  to  the  first.  I  went  up  Sycamore  very  near  Eighth. 
That  is  where  Mr.  Holland  and  his  crowd  were — at  the  engine-house. 

Q.  How  many  times  and  places  did  you  see  Holland  that  day? 
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A.  I  couldn’t  say. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  of  these  men  put  their  vote  into  the  ballot-box  or  give  it  to  the 
judge  in  the  tirst  preciuct  of  the  Fifth  ward? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  went  there  with  the  intention  of  having  them  arrested.  I  saw  them 
there,  and  a  colored  man  interfered  with  me  ;  and  after  I  saw  them  put  their  tickets  in 
they  went  up  Sycamore  street  to  the  engine-house,  and  when  I  got  up  there  I  saw  one 
man  just  coming  off  the  stage,  and  then  they  went  up  Eighth  street. 

Q.  When  you  followed  up  to  the  first  precinct  did  you  try  to  get  them  to  vote  your 
ticket  there  ? 

A.  I  tried  to-get  them  to  vote  my  ticket.  I  spoke  to  one — the  man  with  the  whiskers. 
That  is  where  the  colored  man  interfered,  when  I  tried  to  get  them  arrested. 

Q.  Did  you  challenge  them  there — at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fifth  ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  what  I  came  up  there  for — to  have  them  arrested  if  they  voted  a 
second  time. 

Q.  Did  you  challenge  their  votes  ?  Did  the  judge  swear  them  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Of  course  the  judge  swore  them.  I  asked  them  if  they  were  going  to 
vote  the  second  time,  when  a  colored  man  came  up  and  said  “they  were  all  light,  they 
voted  the  Republican  ticket ;  what  had  I  to  do  with  it.”  I  said  I  came  up  there  to  have 
them  arrested.  I  was  asked  to  take  a  drink  by  one  of  the  party  at  a  grocery  right  over 
at  a  corner.  I  went  with  the  white  man  who  asked  me  as  far  as  the  door,  and  the  man 
told  him  he  couldn’t  let  him  have  any. 

Q.  What  names  did  they  give  at  the  second  place  they  voted? 

A.  I  didn’t  hear  their  names  when  the  judge  swore  them;  this  man  interfered  so  I 
couldn’t  hear  them.  Joe  Moses,  deputy  sheriff,  was  there. 

Q.  Did  you  tell  Moses  about  it  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  told  Mr.  Holland  about  it. 

Q.  You  didn’t  get  up  to  the  Sixth  Ward,  Sycamore  street,  in  time  to  see  if  they  voted, 
did  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  only  saw  that  one  man  coming  off  the  stage  that  I  spoke  about. 

Q.  Who  else  did  you  see  that  you  knew  at  the  three  voting  places  you  have  named? 
Give  their  names. 

A.  I  don’t  know.  I  saw  at  the  second  precinct,  Fifth  Ward,  Mr.  Darling,  Jack  Con¬ 
nelly,  and  Mr.  Maddon  ;  that  is  all  I  remember.  I  saw  Mr.  Moses  at  the  first  precinct. 

Q.  Didn’t  you  find  out  what  uames  these  men  voted  under  when  you  were  intending 
to  arrest  them  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  couldn’t  get  close  enough  to  hear  them,  because  a  man  interfered  with 
me.  My  intention  was  to  have  them  arrested.  Ho  said  they  voted  the  Republican 
ticket,  and  what  did  I  want  to  do  about  it.  The  colored  folks  were  all  right. 

Q.  Who  is  Dowling  ? 

A.  The  gentleman  is  sitting  there. 

Q.  Where  did  you  see  him  before? 

A.  I  seen  him  at  different  places.  I  had  business  at  his  house  a  year  ago — carriod 
baggage  to  him.  I  saw  him  at  the  polls,  and  several  place's. 

Q.  How  did  you  learn  your  testimony  was  to  be  taken  in  this  case? 

A.  They  asked  me  questions.  I  spoke  to  somebody  about  arresting  those  men.  Mr. 
Dowling  asked  me  if  I  knew  any  thing  about  the  case.  He  knew  about  it,  for  I  spoko  to 
him  about  arresting  these  men  ;  1  spoke  to  Mr.  Maddon  about  it;  I  spoko  to  Mr.  Holland 
about  it;  also  Mr.  Chumley.  They  went  around  from  Sycamore  to  Eighth  street;  I  sup¬ 
posed  they  would  go  up  there. 

(The  latter  part  of  above  answer  objected  to  as  not  responsive.) 
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Q.  Who  came  to  the  work-house  to  see  you  about  your  testimony  f 

A.  There  wasn’t  anybody  came  here  particular  to  see  me  about  it. 

Q.  Did  not  Mr.  Dowling  come  to  see  you  ? 

A.  Well,  Mr.  Dowling  and  some  more  gentlemen  were  setting  in  there  talking  about 
it,  and  he  asked  me  to  remember  about  it;  he  asked  me  if  I  knew  any  thing  about  it, 
and  I  said  I  did ;  he  asked  if  I  remembered  those  men,  and  I  said  I  did ;  he  asked  me  if 
I  would  know  them  if  I  saw  them,  and  I  said  yes,  I  would. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  the  Fifth  Ward? 

A.  About  three  years. 

Q.  How  often  have  you  voted  there  ?  What  ticket  did  you  vote  last  October  ? 

A.'  I  voted  at  all  elections  since  I  have  been  living  there.  The  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Do  you  know  any  of  the  names  on  the  ticket  you  voted  October  10,  1876? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  them. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  name  of  any  one  you  voted  for  October  10,  1876  ? 

A.  I  voted  the  Democratic  ticket — the  straight  ticket.  I  think  Mr.  Beckel  was  on  the 
ticket. 

Q.  Can  you  read  ? 

A.  A  little. 

Q.  Can  you  read  the  first  line  printed  on  the  notice  to  take  these  depositions,  marked 
Exhibit  A,  and  now  handed  you  ? 

A.  A  boy  four  years  old  could  read  that.  I  have  read  it  to  myself.  You  didn’t  ask 
me  to  read  out  loud. 

Q.  Please  read  out  loud,  and  the  notary  may  state  in  your  answer  if  properly  read. 

A.  I  won’t  read  any  more  to  anybody  ;  a  child  four  years  old  could  read  it. 

Q.  Have  you  read  that  line  to  any  of  us?  I  now  ask  you  to  read  it  the  first  time. 

A.  I  won’t  read  it  for  anybody  any  more.  I  won’t  answer  any  more  questions  neither. 

Q.  Have  you  read  a  word  of  that  line  out  loud,  so  that  any  one  in  this  room  has  heard 
you? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Will  you  now  read  one  word  of  it?  Pick  out  your  own  word. 

[The  witness  here  refused  to  read  or  answer,  and  says  he  wants  his  dinner.] 

Q.  Will  you  read  it  out  loud  or  answer  it  after  dinner  ? 

[The  witness  continued  to  refuse  to  answer.] 

Q.  Since  you  have  had  your  dinner,  will  you  answer  my  question — Can  you  read  the 
following  Exhibit  B  ?  If  so,  read  it  out  loud  to  the  notary. 

A  CARD. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Commercial: 

I  see  in  your  issue  of  the  20th  inst.  that  I  am  reported  by  one  N.  C.  McLean,  of  Camp 
Dennison,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio,  a  lawyer  by  profession,  office  in  boot-leather  omnipres¬ 
ent,  to  have  voted  the  Republican  ticket  illegally  at  the  October  election  in  Hamilton 
county,  Ohio,  I  only  being  ten  days  in  the  county.  The  said  N.  C.  McLean  is  a  meddle¬ 
some  liar,  and  dare  not  make  oath  to  his  statement.

[Counsel  for  contestee  objects  to  the  above  question,  first,  because  it  is  incompetent,  and 
he  further  objects  to  counsel  for  contestant,  by  a  device,  under  the  pretense  of  testing 
the  witness’s  capacity  and  veracity,  endeavoring  to  make  ex  parte  evidence,  relevant,  to 
this  cause,  out  of  an  excerpt  from  some  newspaper.] 
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A.  No,  sir,  I’ll  read  nothing. 

Q.  How  did  those  men  hold  their  tickets  when  they  came  to  the  polls?  Did  they  show 
them  out  open,  or  did  they  keep  them  hid  from  you  in  their  hand  or  pocket? 

A.  I  could  not  have  seen  them  if  they  had  them  in  their  pocket ;  they  held  them  in 
their  hands. 

Q.  Did  they  seem  afraid  for  anybody  to  see  their  tickets,  or  did  they  walk  up  like  hon¬ 
est  voters  ? 

A.  When  I  saw  them  they  had  their  tickets  in  their  hands. 

Q.  Did  they  hide  them  when  they  got  up  to  the  polls  where  you  were? 

A.  I  don’t  think  they  could  have  hid  them  when  they  passed  them  to  the  judge. 

Q.  Did  they  hand  them  to  the  judge  folded  up  or  open? 

A.  I  think  they  were  folded  up  when  they  handed  them. 

Q.  How  many  colored  voters  are  there  in  both  precincts  of  the  Fifth  Ward,  and  the 
precinct  of  Sixth  Ward  which  has  voting  polls  on  Sycamore,  near  Eighth  street? 

A.  I  don’t  know,  sir. 

Q.  Would  you  say  there  were  one  hundred  or  one  thousand  colored  voters? 

A.  I  can’t  say. 

Q.  About  how  many  do  you  know  by  name  and  by  sight,  either  or  both  ? 

A.  I  know  a  good  many  ;  they  are  pretty  thick  over  in  that  part  of  town. 

Q.  What  part  of  them  would  you  know  if  you  were  to  see  them— all,  half,  or  what? 
A.  I  don’t  know.  I  couldn’t  say  whether  I  could  recognize  all  of  them.  I  know  a 
good  many. 

Q.  Would  you  half  of  them? 

A.  I  couldn’t  say  whether  I  know  half  them.  I  might  know  them  all. 

Q.  Do  colored  voters  change  their  residence  often  in  that  part  of  Cincinnati? 

A.  They  don’t  move  a  great  deal.  That  is  the  great  place  for  colored  men  ;  they  are 
very  thick  there. 

Q.  Is  that  part  of  Cincinnati  known  as  “Bucktown  ?” 

A.  I  believe  that  is  liucktown,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  live  in  Bucktown  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  they  call  that  Bucktown.  Bucktown  is  more  north. 

Q.  Do  you  know  all  the  colored  people  in  Bucktown  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  don’t  know  all  the  colored  people  in  Bucktown.  I  don’t  want  to.  I 
know  all  that  are  respectable. 

Q.  Are  there  many  of  your  respectable  friends  out  here  in  the  work-house? 

A.  I  don’t  know  any  person  out  here  ? 

Q.  Did  you  see  Colonel  Robert  Harlan  at  either  of  those  polls  that  day? 

A.  I  saw  Bob  Harlan  in  the  afternoon,  on  Sycamore  street,  I  think. 

Q.  Where  and  when  was  it  you  saw  Mr.  Alexander? 

A.  I  think  I  saw  him  on  the  10th  of  October,  on  Third  street,  at  the  first  precinct  of 
the  Fifth  Ward. 

Q.  Did  you  say  anything  to  him  about  these  illegal  voters? 

A.  I  think  I  said,  in  his  presence,  that  I  would  have  them  arrested;  but  ho  said  not 
to  disturb  them,  as  they  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Is  he  the  colored  man  you  mentioned  before,  who  told  you  not  to  interfere? 

A.  He  was  one  of  them  ;  there  was  a  number  standing  there  that  interfered. 

0.  Is  he  the  one  who  told  you  not  to  interfere,  that  these  were  Republicans? 

A.  Yes,  I  think  he  was.  I  know  he  was  present;  there  were  live  or  six  of  them 
around  there. 
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Q.  Is  Alexander  a  mulatto  or  black  man  ?  What  is  his  first  name  ?  What  does  he 
do  ? 

A.  Black  man  ;  I  think  his  first  name  is  Bill ;  he  is  a  carpenter. 

Q.  Did  you  hear  any  of  the  old  voters  in  the  ward  speak  to  those  illegal  voters?  Can 
you  remember  anything  lliey  said? 

A.  I  was  looking  after  them.  I  spoke  to  them  after  they  had  voted,  and  asked  them 
if  they  had  not  voted  a  second  time,  when  Alexander  and  others  came  up  to  me  and 
said  it  was  all  right,  as  they  had  voted  the  Republican  ticket.  I  suppose  that  they 
knew  what  they  were  doing. 

Q.  Was  this  the  first  or  second  place  they  voted  ? 

A.  The  second  place,  sir. 

Q.  Why  did  you  ask  Alexander  if  they  had  voted  again  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  ask  Alexander,  sir.  I  asked  this  other  man  with  the  side  whiskers  ? 

Q.  What  did  you  ask  him  for  ? 

A.  Because  I  saw  him  put  his  ticket  in  a  second  time.  I  knew  it  wasn’t  right  for  a 
man  to  vote  twice  in  this  country. 

Q.  Why  did  you  ask  the  brown  fellow  and  not  ask  the  other  fellows  who  went  with 
him  ? 

A.  Because  he  was  the  first  man  that  came  off.  I  had  seen  him  and  the  other  fellow 
at  Pickett’s.  They  were  the  only  two  I  spoke  to. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  the  white  man  or  any  of  the  colored  men  since  election  day,  or  when 
you  saw  them  at  the  polls? 

A.  I  don’t  remember  whether  I  have  or  not.  I  think  I  have  seen  the  white  man  since. 

I  would  know  him  if  I  were  to  see  him. 

Q.  Describe  O’Brien. 

A.  He  was  a  kind  of  red  heed ;  about  as  tall  as  the  Superintendet  General  Morgan, 
but  heavier. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  tell  “Dowling”  or  “Jack  Connolly,”  the  Democratic  judges, 
about  these  boys,  and  have  them  arrested  ? 

A.  1  told  them  about  it ;  they  were  judges.  Robert  Minns.

Deposition  of  sundry  witnesses,  taken  before  me,  N.  Rockhold,  Jr.,  a  notary  public 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Hamilton,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  pursuant  to  the  annexed  notice, 
and  at  the  time  and  place  therein  specified,  to  be  read  in  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  de¬ 
fendant,  in  an  action  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  which  Joseph  Cox 
is  plaintiff,  and  Judson  Harmon  is  defendant,  Ransford  Smith,  Esq,  being  present  on 
behalf  of  defendant,  and  John  A.  Trimble,  Esq.,  and  M.  L.  Buchwalter  on  behalf  of 
plaintiff. 

J.  C.  Bellew,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  saith  : 

Q.  By  Ransford  Smith,  Esq.  Please  state  your  name,  age,  and  residence . 

A.  J.  C.  Bellew  ;  50  years  of  age  ;  residence,  Lockland,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  at  Lockland  ? 

A.  Thirteen  years  next  June. 

Q.  What  is  your  occupation  ? 

A.  I  am  a  wagon-maker. 

Q.  At  what  precinct  were  you  a  voter  at  the  general  election  in  October,  1876? 

A.  I  vote  at  the  Reading  precinct,  Sycamore  township,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio. 

Q.  What  judicial  officers  were  to  be  voted  for  at  that  election  ? 

A.  There  were  five  Common  Pleas  Judges  to  be  voted  for  at  that  election  :  three  gen¬ 
eral  and  two  additional. 

Q.  Were  Judges  Cox  and  Harmon  among  the  candidates  voted  for  at  that  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  knowledge  have  you  of  any  illegal  votes  being  cast  at  that  precinct  at  that 
election  ? 

A.  I  was  acting  as  challenging  committee  for  the  Democrats.  About  nine  o’clock  a 
colored  man  came  to  the  polls,  by  the  name  of  Simon  Bailey,  and  offered  his  vote.  I 
challenged  his  vote.  He  was  then  taken  into  the  room,  and  by  the  judges  sworn.  His 
affidavit  to  the  judges  was,  “that  he  had  lived  in  Cincinnati  nine  years,  and  had  left 
there  a  few  days,  possibly  a  month,  before  the  October  election.”  I  then  told  the  judges 
that  if  he  had  lived  in  Cincinnati  nine  years,  that  I  knew  that  ho  had  been  in  the  pre¬ 
cinct  long  enough  to  vote.  And  his  vote  was  received  by  the  judges,  and  placed  in  t lie 
box.  After  he  had  voted,  I  had  occasion  to  go  to  the  Short  Line  depot.  Just  before 
reatliing  the  depot,  I  met  with  Henry  Buck,  whom  Bailey  (the  colored  man  above  re¬ 
ferred  to)  had  been  working  for.  I  asked  Buck  if  ho  had  voted.  He  said  he  had  not.  I 
told  him  then  that  his  colored  man  had  beat  him — that  he  had  voted  fust.  Buck’s  an¬ 
swer  was,  “  that  if  ho  (meaning  the  colored  man)  had  voted,  he  had  not  the  right  so 
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to  do.”  I  then  asked  him  why  the  colored  man  should  not  have  voted.  He  said  that  the 
colored  man  had  a  family  in  the  South.  I  then  went  to  the  depot.  When  I  got  there  I 
found  this  man  Bailey  on  the  platform.  I  asked  him  where  he  was  going.  He  said  he 
was  going  to  the  city.  I  asked  where  lie  intended  to  go  from  Cincinnati,  when  he  got 
there.  He  said  he  was  going  to  Louisiana.  I  then  asked  him  to  state  what  business  he 
had  done  in  Cincinnati  for  nine  vears.  His  answer  was  that  he  had  been  running  on 
a  steamboat.  I  asked  him  what  points  it  rim  to  and  from.  He  said  it  run  from  New  Or 
leans  to  St.  Louis  and  to  Cincinnati.  I  asked  him  if  it  was  not  a  fact  that  he  had  a  fam¬ 
ily  in  Louisiana.  He  said  he  did  have.  I  then  asked  him  when  he  left  there.  He 
said  he  had  left,  the  river  and  come  to  Cincinnati  in  April,  1876.  I  asked  him  if  he  did 
not  know  he  was  swearing  to  a  lie  when  he  swore  in  his  vote  at  Reading.  His  answer 
was  that  he  had  been  told  in  Cincinnati  that  this  was  his  place  to  vote.  I  took  him  back 
to  the  polls  and  into  the  judges’  room,  and  he  there  stated  to  them  that  he  voted  illegally 
and  wanted  to  get  his  vote  out.  He  was  informed  by  them  that  they  could  not  give  a 
vote  back  nor  erase  a  name. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  Bailey  vote? 

A.  He  said  he  had  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

(Objected  to.) 

Q.  Where  did  he  make  this  declaration  ? 

A.  In  the  judges’  room  at  the  polls. 

Q.  What  knowledge,  other  than  his  declaration,  have  yon  that  he  voted  the  Repub¬ 
lican  ticket  ? 

A.  Nothing  more  than  his  acting  with  the  Republican  party  and  marching  in  their 
procession. 

Q.  What,  if  any  thing,  do  you  know  of  any  other  illegal  vote  being  cast  at  that 
election  at  those  polls? 

A.  A  man  by  the  name  of  Mike  Feltey  voted,  which  was  an  illegal  vote,  from  the 
fact  that  he  did  not  live  in  the  precinct  or  township ;  but  he  voted  at  the  October  elec¬ 
tion  without  being  challenged. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  ho  vote  ? 

A.  He  voted  the  Republican  ticket.  I  challenged  his  vote  at  the  November  election 
at  those  polls,  and  he  did  not  get  to  vote  then,  as  he  was  not  a  resident  of  the  precinct 
then,  nor  never  has  he  been  since  1  lived  in  the  State. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  By  John  A.  Trimble,  Esq.  Did  you  ask  Simon  Bailey  whether  he  was  a  married 
man  or  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  asked  him  on  the  platform  at  the  Short  Line  depot  if  he  was  a  married 
man,  and  he  said  he  had  a  wife  and  family. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  hand  the  vote  to  the  judges  and  see  the  ballot  put  in  the  box  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

J.  C.  Bellew. 

Robert  Carson,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  as  follows: 

Q.  Please  state  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  Robert  Carson;  am  twenty-six  years  old;  I  reside  at  Wyoming, 
Springfield  township,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio;  I  am  a  carpenter  by  trade,  but  at  present 
am  justice  of  the  peace  of  that  township. 

Q.  At  what  precinct  were  you  a  voter  at  the  general  election  in  October,  1876  ? 

A.  Wyoming  precinct,  Springfield  township. 
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Q.  Were  Judges  Cos  and  Harmon  among  the  candidates  voted  for  at  that  eleetion  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  knowledge  have  you  of  any  illegal  votes  being  cast  at  that  precinct  at  that 
election  ?  Please  state  fully. 

A.  There  was  a  man  by  the  name  of  Benson ;  I  do  not  know  his  first  name ;  he  had 
been  in  Europe  for  several  years  ;  in  fact  he  never  lived  in  Springfield  township ;  he  was 
not  there  to  exceed  twenty  days  before  the  October  election,  at  which  election  he  voted: 
he  voted  the  straight,  open  Republican  ticket,  to  my  knowledge. 

There  was  another  man  who  voted  by  the  name  of  Henry  Kohlburn.  He  left  his  home 
here  in  Wyoming  and  went  to  New  York  City  about  six  years  ago.  While  there  he  got 
married  and  moved  to  Missouri,  and  took  a  position  there  at  $2,000  a  year,  and  retained 
it  for  two  years.  He  had  a  child  born  there.  Came  back  to  Wyoming  about  a  month  or 
so  before  the  October  election.  He  voted  at  that  election,  and  voted  the  straight,  open. 
Republican  ticket.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  November  election,  at  three  o’clock,  we 
were  watching  for  him  in  case  he  attempted  to  vote  again.  He  passed  by  the  polls  and 
took  a  train  and  went  East,  and  hasn’t  been  seen  since  in  those  parts. 

There  was  another  man  by  the  name  of  Henry  Allen,  a  colored  man,  who  was  an 
idiot ;  never  was  allowed  to  vote  at  any  election  before.  He  was  brouget  up  and  voted 
at  the  election  the  straight  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Kohlburn  vote  at  the  November  election? 

A.  He  did  not. 

Q.  Was  Mr.  Benson  challenged  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  He  was  not. 

Cross-examination, 

Q.  Was  he  (Mr.  Benson)  a  married  man  ? 

A.  I  understand  that  his  wife  had  died  about  a  year  before. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  went  to  Europe  on  a  visit  or  went  there  to  permanently 
reside  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  Had  this  man  any  children  or  family  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know.  I  never  srw  him  before. 

Q.  With  whom  was  he  residing  at  the  time  of  the  October  election  ? 

A.  He  wes  staying  with  his  brother-in-law,  Thomas  Fox. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  claimed  this  as  his  place  of  residence  or  his  home  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  was  entitled  to  vote  at  any  other  precinct  or  not  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  had  resided  in  the  State  of  Ohio  for  one  year  and  in  the 
county  thirty  days  prior  to  this  election  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

0.  Do  yon  know  whether  he  had  lived  in  this  voting  precinct  twenty  days  prior  to 
the  election  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  long  he  had  resided  in  the  precinct  prior  to  the  election  ? 

A.  1  stated  before  that  I  supposed  it  was  about  twenty  days ;  it  may  have  been  more 
and  it  may  have  been  less. 

Q.  You  have  stated  that  you  do  not  know  the  exact  length  of  time  ho  had  resided  in 
the  precinct,  county,  or  State.  Will  you  state  now  how  you  know  ho  cast  an  illegal 
vote? 
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A.  T  had  received  such  information  from  other  x>arties.  I  do  not  know  positively  to 
my  own  knowledge. 

Q.  Now  state  whether  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  that  Ivohlburn  resided  in 
New  York  for  the  length  of  time  you  stated. 

A.  I  only  know  from  the  fact  that  when  he  left  he  told  me  that  was  where  he  was 
going. 

(Obected  to — not  responsive  to  the  question.) 

Q.  Will  you  now  answer  the  question  directly  whether  you  know  of  your  own  knowl¬ 
edge  where  Kohlburn  resided  during  his  absence  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  of  my  own  personal  knowledge. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  often  Kohlburn  returned  to  this  voting  precinct  during  the 
time  you  have  stated  he  was  absent  f 

A.  No,  sir;  I  never  saw  him  until  last  fall,  since  he  left. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  long  he  had  been  in  this  voting  precinct  before  the  October 
election  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  that  this  man  had  not  resided  a  year  in  the 
state  of  Ohio,  thirty  days  in  the  county,  and  twenty  days  in  the  township,  prior  to  the 
October  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  do  not,  of  course. 

Q.  Then  how  are  you  so  able  to  state  so  positively  that  Kohlburn  cast  an  illegal 
vote  ? 

A.  His  action  at  the  November  election  was  enough  to  convince  me  of  that. 

Q.  Then  you  rely  upon  your  judgment  of  his  actions  in  making  the  statement  that 
he  cast  an  illegal  vote,  and  not  upon  any  disqualification  within  your  own  knowledge, 
do  you  ? 

A#  Upon  his  actions  at  the  November  election  and  upon  the  information  from  other 
persons,  and  from  the  fact  that  1  .have  resided  there  for  a  number  of  years  and  have 
known  him. 

Q.  Upon  reflection,  are  you  vrilling  to  swear  positively  that  you  know  of  your  own 
personal  knowledge  that  Kohlburn  cast  an  illegal  vote  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  Certainly  I  am  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Henry  Allen,  the  person  you  say  is  an  idiot,  cannot  read 
or  write  ? 

A.  I  know  he  cannot ;  he  can  scarcely  talk,  let  alone  read  or  write. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  he  cannot  read  or  write  ? 

A.  I  know  from  the  fact  that  he  is  too  much  of  an  idiot  to  read  or  write;  I  know  he 
can’t  now  nor  never  could. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  this  man  ? 

A.  Six  or  seven  years. 

Q.  Could  he  tell  his  age  ? 

A.  Not  intelligently;  I  believe  he  said  he  was  thirty  years  of  age. 

Q.  Is  this  man  able  to  walk  around  and  take  care  of  himself  ? 

A.  He  is  able  to  walk  around;  whether  he  takes  care  of  himself,  I  do  not  know;  he 
lives  with  a  family  over  in  Greenwood. 

Q.  How  many  conversations  have  you  ever  had  with  him  ? 

A.  I  meet  him  almost  evrey  day  and  say  something  to  him  every  time  I  see  him. 

Q.  Is  he  kept  in  a  mad-house  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  Can  you  state  whether  or  not  this  man  has  mind  enough  to  judge  of  his  prefer, 
ence  between  two  different  persons  in  casting  his  vote  ? 

A.  If  he  knew  the  man,  he  would;  on  paper  he  wouldn’t. 

Robert  Carson. 

Michael  Corbett,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  My  name  is  Michael  Corbett;  am  about  forty-one  years  of  age;  reside  at  229 
Broadway.  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  county,  Ohio;  by  profession  a  printer,  but  at  present 
in  the  grocery  business. 

Q.  At  what  polls  do  you  vote? 

A.  I  vote  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Sixth  Ward,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  that  precinct  ? 

A.  Long  before  it  became  one. 

Q.  How  many  years  have  you  been  acquainted  with  the  voters  in  that  part  of  the 

eity? 

A.  About  twenty-five  years. 

Q.  Did  you  act  as  judge  of  the  election  in  that  precinct  at  the  October  election,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  often  have  you  acted  as  a  judge  of  election  iu  that  part  of  the  city  ? 

A.  It  would  probably  average  about  once  a  year,  for  the  last  fourteen  or  fifteen  years. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Ephraim  Holland?  and,  if  so,  how  long  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  between  twenty  and  twenty-five  years. 

Q.  Did  he  come  to  the  polls,  at  which  you  were  judge,  at  the  October  election,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q,  What  time  of  day  was  it  you  first  saw  him  at  the  polls  at  that  precinct  on  that 
day? 

A.  I  should  suppose  it  was  about  three  or  four  o’clock. 

Q.  Were  there  with  him,  or  without  him,  any  illegal  voters,  or  gang  of  repeaters, 
that  you  know  of? 

A.  I  recognized  none. 

Q.  Were  you  so  well  acquainted  there  that  you  would  have  recognized  them  if  any 
had  been  there  ? 

A.  If  any  number  were  there  I  should  have  known  it. 

Q.  When  you  saw  Ephraim  Holland  on  that  day  at  that  polls,  state  fully  what  oc¬ 
curred. 

A.  One  of  the  judges  questioned  the  right  of  a  voter  .as  to  his  right  to  vote;  Mr. 
Holland  came  up  the  gangway,  and  stated  that  he  knew  the  voter,  and  that  he  was  a 
legal  voter;  and  his  vote  was  accepted  by  the  judge. 

Q.  Was  Holland  at  those  polls  at  any  other  time  on  that  day  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Cross-cxa  mivation. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  Esq.  If  a  gang  of  five  or  six  men,  who  were  not  residents 
of  the  ward,  had  voted  at  your  polls,  at  the  same  time,  would  you  have  known  it  ? 

A.  I  belive  I  would  be  able  to  recognize  them. 

Q.  Would  you  say  the  same  whether  they  were  black  or  white  men  ? 

A.  I  believe  I  would,  whether  black  or  white. 

Q.  About  how  many  legal  voters  are  there  in  your  precinct? 
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A.  The  highest  vote  ever  polled  was  about  1185,  which  was  polled  at  the  November 
election,  by  a  list  made  by  the  Republicans  of  the  voters  of  that  precinct ;  there  are  1400 
voters  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

(Last  part  objected  to  because  not  being  best  proof.) 

Q.  What  proportion  of  those  persons  do  you  personally  know  ? 

A.  I  know  nearly  all  of  them. 

Q.  Do  you  know  their  residences  ? 

.  A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not. 

Q.  Was  your  attention  called  to  the  fact,  on  election  day,  that  Holland  had  not  been 
in  your  ward  excei>t  the  one  time?  How  do  you  happen  to  remember  about  it  ? 

A.  My  attention  was  not  called  to  the  fact ;  when  he  came  to  the  polls  I  spoke  to 
him  ;  he  may  have  been  there  in  my  absence,  while  I  was  at  breakfast. 

Q.  What  conversation  took  place  between  you  and  him  at  that  time  ? 

A.  He  walked  up  the  gangway  while  a  colored  man  was  being  examined  by  the  judge, 
and  said  that  he  (meaning  the  colored  man)  was  a  legal  voter,  and  a  resident  of  the 
ward. 

Q.  Are  you  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Holland,  or  is  there  any  thing  that 
should  specially  make  you  remember  that  you  saw  him  a/t  the  polls  ? 

A.  There  is  not  any  intimate  relation  between  us ;  I  have  known  him  from  a  boy. 
He  was  slightly  under  the  influence  of  liquor  that  time,  and  walked  up  the  gangway, 
and  talked  to  me  and  the  other  judges. 

Q.  Who  were  the  other  judges  ? 

A.  Mr.  Julius  Dexter,  Republican,  and  James  Fitzgerald,  latterly  a  Democrat,  and 
myself,  a  Democrat,  were  the  judges. 

Q.  Had  Holland  not  come  up  the  gangway  and  spoken  to  you,  would  you  have  re 
membered  of  his  being  about  the  polls  ? 

A.  It  was  very  probable  that  I  would  have  known  of  his  being  there,  from  the  fact 
of  his  being  known  as  a  prominent  political  worker. 

Q.  Suppose  that  these  illegal  voters  had  not  come  in  a  gang,  but  one  at  a  time,  and 
not  in  the  company  of  each  other,  might  you  not  have  been  deceived,  and  not  recog¬ 
nized  these  parties  as  illegal  voters  ? 

A.  I  might  be  deceived  ;  but  from  a  close  scrutiny  of  prominent  Republicans  attend¬ 
ant  at  the  polls,  and  the  effort  of  the  judges,  I  can  not  perceive  how  any  number  of  ille¬ 
gal  votes  could  have  been  cast. 

Q.  Is  not  Julius  Dexter  a  very  wealthy  gentleman  ? 

A.  You  can  not  just  tell  how  much  a  man  is  worth  in  this  country  unil  his  estate  is 
administered  upon  :  but  he  is  reported  wealthy. 

Q.  Is  it  not  true  that  he  has  very  little  acquaintance  with  the  laboring  men  of  the 
Sixth  Ward  ? 

A.  I  can  not  tell.  As  being  president  of  the  Zoological  Gardens,  he  has  opportunity 
of  knowing  a  great  many  laboring  men. 

Q.  In  w  hat  part  of  the  city  is  the  Zoological  Gardens  situated  ? 

A.  No  doubt  a  portion  of  the  gardens  is  in  the  city,  and  adjoins  the  Twelfth  Ward,  I 
think,  and  a  short  distance  beyond  Corryville. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  of  any  illegal  voting  in  the  Sixth  Ward,  at 
the  October  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  do  not. 

Q.  Might  it  not  have  been  possible  for  Mr.  Holland  to  have  had  repeaters  quietly  slip- 
ed  in,  one  at  a  time,  and  you  and  the  other  judges  not  have  detected  it  ? 
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A.  It  might  he  possible ;  hilt  from  the  close  watch  kept  by  the  judges  and  citizens,  it 
is  doubful  if  it  could  be. 

Q.  How  much  money  did  you  have  under  your  control,  and  for  distribution  for  politi¬ 
cal  purposes,  in  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  had  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Did  you  not  have  some  control  over  funds  of  more  than  live  hundred  dollars  or 
one  thousand  dollars  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  had  no  control  of  any  funds  whatever — no  connection  with  any  party 
who  had — except  the  sum  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  above  referred  to,  and  some 
small  collections  for  club  purposes.

contestee  in  an  action  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  which  Joseph  Cox 
is  contestant  hnd  Judson  Harmon  is  contestee.  T.  C.  Campbell  and  M.  L  Buch waiter 
attorneys  for  contestant,  being  present  on  behalf  of  contestant,  and  C.  W.  Cowan,  at¬ 
torney  for  eontestee,  on  behalf  of  contestee. 

Adolphus  Fay,  a  witness,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and 
saith  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Adolphus  Fay  ;  51  years  old  ;  residence,  233  Cutter  street ;  livery  stable,  181  Elm 
street*  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets. 

Q.  State  how  many  men  you  had  in  your  employ  at  said  stable  October  10,  1876. 

A.  I  regularly  employed  four  men. 

Q.  State  their  names. 

A.  John  Steel,  Ed  Thomas,  Hockler  Butler,  and  Willis  Taylor. 

Q.  State  where  these  men  resided. 

A.  Two  of  them  I  can’t  tell  where  they  resided,  two  slept  at  the  stable,  one  resided, 
I  think,  on  George  street,  between  John  and  Cutter  streets,  and  the  other  about  Sixth 
and  Broadway. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  the  last  two  you  named  are  the  two  whom  you  first  said  you 
did  not  know  where  they  resided. 

A.  They  are  the  same  two. 

Cross-examination . 

Q.  By  T.  C.  Campbell,  counsel  for  contestant :  State  who  else  slept  at  your  stable 
during  the  year  1876,  up  to  October jlOth,  other  than  those  you  have  already  named. 

A.  Calvin  Smith,  a  hand-expressman,  a  person  who  goes  by  the  name  of  Calmes  (1 
don’t  know  what  his  right  name  is),  and  John  Morgan. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  it  was  quite  possible  for  these  men  to  have  others  sleep  there 
without  your  being  made  aware  of  it. 

A.  There  might  have  been. 

Q.  That  makes  seven,  that  you  know  •of,  who  might  have  properly  given  your  stable 
as  their  place  of  residence,  and  there  may  have  been  others  to  whom  your  attention  was 
not  directed? 

A.  That’s  right,  excepting  as  to  the  two  I  have  mentioned  as  residing  elsewhere. 

Ee-examinaiion. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  persons,  other  than  those  you  have  named,  could  have 
permanently  resided  at  your  stable  without  your  knowing  about  it. 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  pay  much  attention  to  who  slept  there  after  I  went  away.  I  don’t 
think  any  one  could  have  done  so,  but  there  might  have  been  some  sleep  there  occa-

sionally.  ' 

Q.  How  long  did  the  expressman  and  the  other  two  live  there  ? 

A.  They  have  been  there  for  years. 

Adolphus  Fay. 

And  further,  John  Kelly,  a  witness  of  lawful  age,  being,  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  de¬ 
poses  and  saith  as  follows: 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  contestee :  What  is  your  name,  age,  and  resi¬ 
dence  ? 
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A.  John  Kelly  ;  age,  twenty-three  last  October  ;  I  live  at  232  West  Third  street. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward  polls  on  the  10th 
of  October,  1£76,  the  day  of  election  of  state  and  county  officers? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  anything  in  relation  to  colored  persons  voting  at  that  poll  ; 
and,  if  so,  whether  they  were  challenged,  and  what  names  did  they  give,  and  where 
did  they  swear,  if  sworn,  that  they  resided? 

A.  There  were  colored  men  challenged  at  that  poll,  and  they  swore  they  resided  at 
181  Elm  street — Fay’s  stable,  when  asked  where  181  Elm  was.  Their  names,  John  Har¬ 
ris,  R.  White,  H.  Williams,  W.  D.  Hart,  J.  Jackson,  Joseph  Williams,  George  Williams, 
Harris  Wright,  and  Miles  Williams;  five  others  we  supposed  to  live  at  that  stable,  that 
I  have  uot  got  the  names  of,  and  did  not  challenge. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  they  voted  at  that  precinct ;  if  so,  what  ticket  did 
they  vote  ? 

A.  They  voted  at  that  precinct.  There  were  six  folded  up  Republican  tickets,  in  my 
presence,  they  got  from  other  colored  men  in  that  ward ;  two  of  them  got  them  from 
Mr.  Hupp  ;  I  saw  him  give  them  to  them. 

Q.  What  do  you  know  of  the  other  three  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  what  ticket  they  voted. 

Q.  What  scratching,  if  any,  was  on  the  ticket? 

A.  I  did  not  see  any. 

Q.  Did  you  see  enough  of  the  ticket  to  discover  the  scratching  if  there  had  been  any  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  unless  it  was  so  light  it  could  not  be  seen  with  the  naked  eye.  I  was 
not  more  than  three  feet  from  them. 

Cross-exam  in  at  ion. 

Q.  By  T.  C.  Campbell,  of  counsel  for  contestant :  I  see  you  have  read  from  a  list  ; 
will  you  he  kind  enough  to  let  me  have  it? 

v  O 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  it  you  that  wrote  the  names  on  that  list  ?  and,  if  so,  when  did  you  do  it  ? 

A.  On  that  list,  three  days  after  election,  on  the  back  of  one  of  the  election  tickets, 
the  10th  day  of  October,  when  the  names  were  given  in  at  that  poll.  The  names  were 
so  rubbed  out,  I  copied  them  on  that  paper. 

Q.  Where  did  you  keep  this  paper  since  ? 

A.  I  have  kept  it  in  my  pocket. 

Q.  In  a  pocket-book  ? 

A.  In  an  envelope. 

Q.  Have  you  the  envelope  here  in  which  you  carried  it  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  if  1  have.  I  have  two  envelopes  in  my  pocket. 

Q.  Was  it  either  one  of  those  envelopes  in  which  you  carried  this  paper? 

A.  I  don’t  know;  it  may  have  been  one  of  those  envelopes;  I  have  had  other 
envelopes  in  my  pocket. 

Q.  When  did  you  take  .this  out  of  the  envelope  in  which  you  carried  it? 

A.  After  I  was  able  to  get  around,  when  they  were  talking  about  a  contest. 

Q.  Now,  I  want  to  know,  sir,  the  time  when  you  took  that  paper  out  of  the  envelope. 

A.  I  answered.  1  took  that  out  when  I  was  able  to  get  around,  and  when  1  heard  of 
this  contest.  I  took  it  out  and  looked  at  it.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  it  was  three 
weeks  after  election. 

Q.  Where  have  you  carried  the  paper  since  that  time? 
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A.  For  seventeen  clays  it  was  in  ray  pocket,  hanging  iu  the  closet.  I  wore  the  coat, 
then,  for  one  month,  or  about,  to  the  best  of  my  kuowleclge.  The  coat  has  since  been 
hanging  in  the  closet.  It  was  in  an  envelope,  in  that  pocket,  in  a  brown  cloth  coat 
pocket. 

Q.  When  did  you  take  this  paper  out  of  the  envelope  in  which  you  say  you  placed  it 
three  days  after  the  election,  and  what  did  you  do  with  the  envelope  ? 

A.  Yesterday.  I  took  it  out  of  ray  pocket  wlieu  they  called  on  me  to  testify  in  this 
case. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  with  the  envelope  ? 

A.  It  may  have  been  one  of  those  envelopes.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  I  had 
several  in  my  pocket  at  that  time. 

Q.  Where  was  you  when  you  took  it  out  of  the  envelope,  and  what  did  you  do  with 
the  envelope  after  taking  it  out,  and  where  did  you  carry  it  since — “  it  ’’  meaning 
envelope  and  paper? 

A.  I  took  it  out  at  my  own  house — the  house  I  live  in.  It  may  he  in  my  pocket,  and 
it  may  be  one  of  them.  I  have  had  the  paper  in  this  coat  pocket,  without  being  covered 
— that  is,  the  coat  I  now  have  on. 

Q.  You  are  sure  it  is  one  of  these  envelopes,  or  one  in  the  pocket  of  the  coat  you  have 
at  home  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  were  you  when  you  wrote  the  names  on  this  paper  ? 

A.  I  was  in  my  own  house. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  date  when  you  did  it  ? 

A.  It  must  have  been  the  13th. 

Q.  What  date  was  it  that  you  got  into  a  quarrel  and  was  cut  ? 

A.  On  the  11th. 

Q.  Where  were  you  taken  to  after  you  were  cut  ? 

A.  To  my  own  house. 

Q.  You  were  not  injured  much,  were  you  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  severely  injured. 

Q.  Well,  how  severely  ? 

A.  I  was  kept  in  my  bed  for  nine  days. 

Q.  Did  you  have  medical  attendance  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Isn’t  it  a  fact  that  you  went  out  to  work  the  day  after  you  were  cut  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Weren’t  you  able,  didn’t  you  sit  up  and  walk  around  the  house  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  do  any  work  at  all?  Did  you  do  any  thing  at  all  after  you  were  cut  for 
say  a  week  ? 

A.  Yes,  .sir. 

Q.  Where  were  you  cut  ? 

A.  Under  the  right  shoulder  blade. 

Q.  Had  you  any  fears  at  all  that  your  life  was  in  danger  ? 

A.  No;  I  resisted  death;  I  wouldn’t  give  in,  although  they  told  me  I  was  going  to 
die. 

Q.  Who  told  you  you  were  going  to  die  ? 

A.  Dr.  0.  E.  Davis. 

Q.  What  day  was  it  Dr.  0.  E.  Davis  told  you  you  were  going  to  die  ? 
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A.  On  the  evening  I  was  luirt — on  the  evening  I  was  cut,  stabbed. 

Q.  Did  you  lose  much  blood  ? 

A.  I  lost  considerable  blood. 

Q.  Were  you  weak  ? 

A.  I  was  tolerably  weak. 

Q.  How  soon  after  the  injury  was  it  before  the  doctor  considered  you  out  of  danger  ? 

A.  Three  da  vs. 

Q.  What  time  of  day  was  it  when  he  told  you  you  were  out  of  danger  ? 

A.  Nine  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

Q.  How  long  did  he  continue  to  visit  you  after  that  ? 

A.  About  sis  days,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  A  plumber  by  trade. 

Q.  Why  did  you  destroy  the  ticket  on  which  y<  u  had  written  those  names  ? 

A.  The  ticket  was  very  dirty,  and  also  torn. 

Q.  Where  did  you  carry  the  ticket  which  you  had  the  names  on,  and  where  was  the 
envelope  you  carried  it  in  ?  I  mean  the  ticket  on  which  you  first  put  the  names. 

A.  I  had  it  in  my  pocket  until  I  took  it  out  and  put  it  on  that  paper. 

Q.  What  pocket  ? 

A.  V  brown  frock-coat  pocket,  now  home. 

Q.  Then,  I  understand  you  that  on  the  13th  you  took  the  ticket  on  which  you  first 
wrote  the  names,  copied  the  names  from  it  into  this  paper  which  you  have  exhibited 
here  to-day,  then  tore  up  the  ticket,  and  put  this  paper  in  an  envelope  in  the  same 
pocket  ? 

A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  You  say  that  you  carried  that  paper  in  either  one  of  the  two  envelopes,  which  you 
have  here  produced,  or  in  an  envelope  that  is  now  at  your  home  ? 

A.  I  carried  that  paper  in  either  one  of  those  envelopes,  or  in  another  envelope,  if  it 
might  have  been  in  my  pocket. 

Q.  How  many  envelopes  did  you  put  this  paper  in  altogether  ;  one  ? 

A.  One,  sir. 

Q.  Then,  I  understand  you  carried  it  in  the  same  envelope  from  the  13th  till  yester¬ 
day  ? 

A.  It  might  have  been  the  same  envelope,  or  it  might  have  been  another  one  of  those 
that  were  in  my  pocket. 

Q.  But  I  understand  that  it  was  in  one  envelope  that  you  carried  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  in  one  envelope. 

Q.  You  say  you  did  not  destroy  that  envelope  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Did  you  put  it  in  your  pocket  ?  • 

A.  I  put  it  in  my  pocket. 

Q.  What  coat  did  you  wear  yesterday  ? 

A.  I  wore  the  same  coat  that  I’ve  got  on  now.  It  is  a  dark  gray  coat. 

Q.  Did  you  put  any  papers  or  envelopes  out  of  your  pocket  yesterday  or  to-day  ?  If 
so,  where  did  you  place  them  ?  In  oth6r  words,  have  you  with  you  now  all  the  papers 
or  envelopes  you  had  yesterday  ? 

A.  I  have  all  the  papers  with  me  that  I  took  out  of  my  brown  frock  coat  pocket  when 
I  was  looking  for  this  paper  that  had  the  names  of  the  colored  gentlemen  that  voted  at 
the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward,  at  the  October  election,  1870. 
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Q.  Then  some  one  of  the  envelopes  you  have  in  your  possession  must  he  the  one  in 
which  you  carried  this  paper  ? 

A.  It  is  either  one  of  the  two  that  is  now  present,  or  it  may  he  some  one  that  is  now 
at  home. 

Q.  Did  you  lay  away  yesterday  an  envelope?  Did  n’t  you  already  tell  me  that  you 
wore  the  same  coat  yesterday  that  you  are  wearing  to-day,  and  that  you  put  the  envelope 
hack  in  your  pocket  yesterday?  If  so,  must  it  not  now  he  here,  either  in  your  pocket, 
or  else  one  of  those  two  ? 

A.  I  wore  the  same  coat  yesterday  I  now  wear.  I  laid  away  no  envelope.  It  may  he 
one  of  those  two,  or  it  may  he  another  that  may  he  at  home.

Q.  How  can  it  he  at  home  if  you  wore  the  same  coat  yesterday  you  do  to-day,  and 
laid  no  envelope  away  ? 

A.  I  told  you  I  took  papers  out  of  my  hrown  frock  coat-pocket  that  is  now  at  home, 
while  looking  for  this  paper,  which  now  has  the  names  of  those  colored  gentlemen  that 
voted  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward  in  the  October  election,  1876. 

Q.  Did  you  not  also  say  that  you  put  the  envelope  and  paper  in  the  coat-pocket  that 
vou  now  wear  ? 

A.  I  said  I  took  some  papers  out  of  the  hrown  frock-coat  pocket.  I  did  not  say  all  of 
them. 

Q.  If  the  envelope  is  not  one  of  the  three  that  you  have  exhibited  here^  and  you  did 
not  lay  any  of  them  away  yesterday,  then  it  must  still  he  in  your  hrown  coat-pocket  ? 

A.  It  might  he. 

Q.  Could  it  he  any  where  else  ?  Did  you  place  it  any  where  else  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Will  you  now  agree  to  go  and  get  all  of  the  envelopes  that  you  had  in  your  pos¬ 
session  yesterday? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Will  you  now  please  mark  this  envelope  with  your  name  or  letter  A  or  letter  B, 
and  make  it  part  of  your  deposition  ? 

A.  I  will,  and  hereby  do  so. 

Q.  Will  you  now  mark  this  second  with  your  name  and  letter  B,  and  make  it  part  of 
your  deposition  ? 

A.  I  will ;  I  hereby  mark  it  with  the  letter  B,  mark  my  name  on,  and  attach  it  as 
part  of  my  deposition. 

Q.  Will  you  mark  this  third  envelope  with  the  letter  C  and  your  name,  and  make  it 
part  of  your  deposition  ? 

A.  I  will,  and  hereby  do  so. 

Q.  Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  mark  this  paper,  on  which  the  names  of  your  colored 
friends  appear,  with  the  letter  D,  and  make  it  part  of  your  deposition  ? 

A.  I  will,  and  hereby  do  so. 

Q.  You  say  it  was  the  third  day  after  you  was  wounded  that  the  doctor  told  you  your 
life  was  out  of  danger  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  it  was  the  11th  on  which  you  were  wounded,  was  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Which  one  of  those  colored  men  was  it  whose  vote  you  did  not  see — that  is,  which 
ticket  was  it  that  you  couldn’t  tell  he  was  voting  ? 

A.  Well,  it  was  one  of  the  last  Williams — one  of  the  last. 

Q.  Then  so  far  as  he  is  concerned  you  don’t  know  what  ticket  he  voted  ? 
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A.  It  was  dark  at  the  close  of  the  polls;  there  was  a  big  rush  made,  and  of  course  I 
couldn’t  see  the  ticket ;  I  couldu’t  see  what  ticket  it  was. 

Q.  Who  else  voted  whose  ticket  you  did  not  see  ? 

A.  Another  man  by  the  name  of  Williams. 

Q.  Then  so  far  as  he  is  concerned  you  don’t  know  what  ticket  he  voted  f 

A.  It  was  dark  ;  I  couldn’t  tell  what  ticket  it  was. 

Q.  Who  else  voted,  whose  ticket  you  could  not  see  ? 

A.  It  was  one  of  those  bn  that  list ;  I  can  not  recollect  his  name. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  ticket  voted  by  John  Harris  f 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  time  of  day  did  he  vote  ? 

A.  I  couldn’t  tell  exactly  at  what  hour. 

Q.  What  ticket  did  he  vote  ? 

A.  He  may  be  one  of  the  seven  that  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Q.  You  say  you  destroyed  the  ticket  on  which  you  wrote  the  list,  on  the  third  day 
after  the  election.  Is  that  so  ? 

A.  After  I  took  the  names  from  the  election  ticket  I  then  destroyed  it.  It  was  on  the 
third  day  after  the  election. 

Re-examination . 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  contestee.  State  if  you  were  at  181  Elm  street, 
at  the  stable  of  Mr.  Fay,  before  the  day  of  the  election.  If  so,  what  day  was  it,  and 
for  what  purpose  did  you  go  there  ? 

A.  I  was  at  the  stable  of  Mr.  Fay,  181  Elm  street ;  the  stable  was  closed ;  I  asked  a 
colored  man  that  was  standing  on  the  outside  how  many  men  had  Mr.  Fay  working  in 
his  stable  ;  he  told  me  he  had  four  or  five.  It  was  three  or  four  days  before  the  election, 
when  we  were  canvassing  the  ward. 

Re-cross-exa  m  i  n  at  ion . 

Q.  By  T.  C.  Campbell,  of  counsel  for  contestant :  With  that  knowledge  in  your  pos 
sessiou,  why  did  you  not  cause  the  arrest  of  the  parties  whom  you  say  offered  their  votes  ? 

A.  I  had  men  arrested  before  in  the  spring  election  that  lived  out  of  the  ward  ;  that 
lived  at  122  Broadway.  They  stated  so  themselves  in  the  police  court,  and  Judge  Linde- 
rnann  dismissed  them. 

Q.  Then  it  was  because  the  Judge  didn’t  do  his  duty  that  you  did  not  arrest  them,  or 
have  them  arrested  ? 

A.  I  thought  it  would  make  no  difference  whether  they  were  arrested  or  not ;  I 
thought  they  wouldn’t  be  punished.

Michael  O’Shaughnessy,  a  witness  of  lawful  ago,  being  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and 
saitli  as  follows : 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  the  counsel  for  contestee:  State  your  name,  age,  and  resi¬ 
dence. 
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A.  Michael  O’Shaughnessy  ;  age  34  ;  332  West  Third  street. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward  on  the 
10th  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  election,  if  any,  was  taking  place  at  that  time? 

A.  For  county  officers;  none  other  that  I  recollect;  there  might  he  for  State  officers. 
Q.  Were  any  persons  voted  for  for  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Hamilton 
county  at  that  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  whether  any  colored  persons  voted  at  those  polls  at  that  elec 
tion  who  gave  their  residence  at  Fay's  livery-stable,  No.  181  Elm  street. 

A.  I  don’t  know  them  personally. 

Q.  Well,  do  you  know  of  any  voting  there  that  claimed  to  live  there? 

A.  About  twelve  or  fourteen  of  them. 

Q.  What  position,  if  any,  did  you  occupy  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  was  on  the  challenging  committee. 

Q.  State  if  these  colored  persons,  if  you  know,  claimed  to  reside  at  Fay’s  livery- 
stable,  181  Elm  street,  were  challenged ;  and  if  so,  by  whom  ? 

A.  By  some  of  the  challenging  committee — Dennis  Shean,  John  Kelly,  and  myself. 

Q.  Were  they  sworn  after  they  were  challenged  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know,  whether  the  names  of  those  persons  were  taken  down  ;  if  so, 
by  whom  ? 

A.  Some  of  them,  by  one  of  our  challenging  committee,  John  Kelly. 

Q.  State,  if  you  know  or  can  give,  the  names  of  any  of  the  persons  voting  at  that 
time,  who  gave  their  residence  at  Fay’s  livery  stable ;  if  so,  give  the  names  of  all,  or  as 
many  as  you  can  recollect. 

A.  lean  recollect  of  two  of  them  giving  their  names  as  Williams,  and  one  as  Smith, 
I  think,  and  the  others  I  don’t  recollect. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  of  the  counsel  for  contestant.  Where  did  you  get  those 
names  ? 

A.  I  heard  them  call  their  names  as  such. 

Q.  Have  you  remembered  them  since  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  remembered  these  same  names  since  the  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Without  making  any  memorandum  of  them  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  know  the  parties  before  the  day  of  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  them  since  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  names  of  any  other  persons  who  voted  that  day,  whom  you 
had  never  seen  before  or  since,  nor  heard  their  names  before  ? 

A.  I  can’t  recollect  now. 

Q.  Were  there  many  challenges  made  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward  on  the  10th  day  of  Oc¬ 
tober,  1876  ?  Was  it  an  exciting  time  at  your  polls  that  day  ? 
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A.  There  were  quite  a  lot  of  challenges  ;  the  excitement  wasn’t  very  bad,  as  I  recol¬ 
lect. 

Q.  Is  that  the  ward  and  precinct  where  one  E.  M.  Davis  was  one  of  the  Democratic 
judges  f 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,.  I  believe  so. 

Q.  Is  he  the  same  Davis  who  was  indicted  in  the  United  States  Court  ? 

A.  That  I  don’t  know.  I’ve  never  been  there,  and  couldn’t  tell  you  any  thing 

about  it.

Q.  Don’t  you  know  that  E.  M.  Davis  was  indicted  since  October  10,  1876  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Do  you  know  E.  M.  Davis  ? 

A.  Providing  he  is  close  enough  to  me  I  might  know  him  if  I  see  him. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  state,  under  oath,  that  you  have  no  knowledge  of  his  arrest  for 
his  conduct  on  election  day  in  that  precinct ? 

A.  Not  that  I  recollect. 

Q.  Was  E.  P.  Bradstreet  one  of  your  judges  in  that  election  at  that  precinct  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  as  I  know  him. 

Q.  Did  you  know  him  then  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of,  and  I  don’t  know  him  now. 

Q.  Was  Bradstreet  a  Democratic  or  Republican  judge  ? 

A.  That  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Did  you  not  have  two  Democratic  judges  in  that  precinct  to  one  Republican,  on 
election  day  ? 

A.  That  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  How  old  are  you  ? 

A.  Thirty-four. 

Q.  Where  do  you  live  ? 

A.  222  West  Third  steeet. 

Q.  Between  what  two  streets  ? 

A.  Between  Plum  and  Central  avenue. 

Q.  Live  in  the  same  place  October  10,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  there  ? 

A.  I’ve  been  living  there — let  me  see  how  long;  I’ve  been  living  there  over  eight 

months. 

Q.  Where  did  you  move  from  ? 

A.  I  was  living  at  37  West  Sixth  street ;  that  is,  I  was  living  there,  but  I  left  there 
and  went  to  other  places;  I  was  boarding  down  on  the  corner  of  Smith  and  Front,  and 
I  moved  from  there  to  Third  street. 

Q.  What  ward  is  Smith  and  Front  ? 

A.  I  believe  it  is  the  Nineteenth. 

Q.  Where  did  you  vote  the  election  just  before  October  10,  1876  ? 

A.  I  believe  I  voted  in  the  Sixth  Ward. 

Q.  When  was  that? 

A.  I  believe  it  was  last  spring  election. 

Q.  Were  you  married  or  single  at  the  time  of  the  October  election  ?  Were  you  keep¬ 
ing  house,  or  hoarding? 

A.  I  was  married,  but  my  wife  was  living  out;  I  was  boarding,  she  was  living  out; 
that  is,  working  out. 
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Q.  Who  were  you  hoarding  with  on  Smith  and  Front,  and  who  were  you  living  with 
on  Third  street  ?  Give  the  names. 

A.  I  disrecollect  the  man’s  name  on  Smith  and  Front,  hut  I  was  hoarding  at  Mrs. 
Kelley’s,  222  West  Third  street. 

Q.  Does  John  Kelly,  who  testified  yesterday  in  this  case,  live  at  the  same  house? 

A.  John  Kelly  lives  at  the  same  house,  hut  what  he  testified  yesterday  I  don’t  know 
anything  about  that. 

Q.  Was  he  at  the  polls  on  election  day  with  you  at  the  First  Precinct,  Eighteenth 
Ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  part  of  the  day  was  he  there  ? 

A.  I  believe  all  day. 

Q.  Did  he  have  anything  to  say  to  those  colored  men  who  came  up  to  vote  ? 

A.  I  told  him  to  watch  them  fellows  and  put  their  names  down  who  came  from  that 
stable,  181  Elm  street,  and  he  told  me  to  put  them  down ;  hut  I  don’t  recollect  the 
names,  only  what  I  have  stated. 

Q.  Did  you  vote  and  work  for  the  Democratic  ticket  that  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q,  Who  paid  you  for  it,  and  how  much  ? 

A.  Well,  I  tell  you,  I  got  two  or  three  dollars ;  I  forget  the  man’s  name  that  paid  me. 
Q.  Did  you  get  that  for  working  for  the  ticket,  or  for  not  working  for  some  parties, 
or  for  voting,  or  how  ? 

A.  That  was  given  to  me  for  to  use  as  1  felt  disposed. 

Q.  How  much  did  Kelly  get  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  Did  Kelly  state  to  you  whether  he  got  any  money,  or  how  much  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  with  him  the  night  he  got  in  the  row  and  so  badly  cut  ?  . 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  all  of  the  parties  challenged — these  colored  people  that  you  say  gave  their 
residence  at  Fay’s  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  believe  they  were. 

Q.  How  many  of  their  votes  were  refused,  if  any,  by  your  two  Democratic  judges  ? 
(Objected  to  because  he  has  not  testified  that  there  were  two  Democratic  judges.) 

A.  None  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  voted  on  that  day  and  gave  their  residence  at  Fay’s  stable  ? 
Give  their  names. 

A.  I  don’t  recollect,  only  those  that  I  told  you  before. 

Q.  What  did  you  tell  us  before  ? 

A.  I  told  you  I  recollected  two  by  the  name  of  Williams  and  one  by  the  name  of 
Smith,  and  the  others  I  d«n’t  recollect. 

Q.  What  were  their  first  names  ? 

A.  That  I  don’t  recollect. 

Q.  Do  you  live  with  Kelly  now  ? 

A.  I  board  with  his  mother. 

Q.  Do  you  live  in  the  same  house — do  you  room  together  ? 

A.  I  live  there,  but  I  don’t  room  with  him. 
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Q.  Wheat  did  he  say  to  you  about  keeping  these  names  within  the  last  few  days  or 
weeks  ? 

A.  Nothing. 

Q.  How  did  you  know  he  kept  them  ? 

A.  Because  I  told  him  to  take  their  names  when  they  were  voting,  and  I  saw  him 

do  it. 

Q.  Was  that  not  done  in  a  loud  voice  by  you  to  frighten  the  colored  men  on  election 
day? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  wanted  to  see  if  they  were  entitled  to  vote — if  they  wasn’t,  not  to  vote. 
I  saw  four  or  five  of  them  voting.  They  say  they  came  from  181  Elm  street.  Then  a 
short  while  afterwards  I  went  up  to  181  Elm  street.  This  was  about  9  o’clock  in  the 
morning  on  the  10th  of  October ;  and  I  asked  a  colored  man  at  the  stable  how  many  col¬ 
ored  men  boarded  there,  and  he  told  me  four  or  five.  Then  I  saw  them  come  down 
afterwards,  colored  men  from  that  stable,  eight  or  nine  of  them,  and  vote,  and  their 
votes  were  challenged  ;  and  during  that  time,  between  9  o’clock  in  the  morning  and  6 
in  the  evening,  I  told  John  Kelly  to  take  their  names  down  and  see  how  many  men  did 
vote  and  did  live  in  that  stable. 

(Counsel  for  contestant  objected  to  the  part  of  this  answer  that  is  hearsay.) 

Q.  What  name  did  the  colored  man  give  when  lie  voted,  of  whom  you  inquired  at  the 
stable  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  ask  him  of  -no  names. 

Q.  I  thought  you  had  Kelly  keep  a  list  of  all  who  voted  from  that  stable? 

A.  I  told  him  to  put  their  names  down,  and  I  saw  him  putting  their  names  down, but 
I  don’t  recollect  only  the  names  I  have  told  you. 

Q.  Do  you  know  if  he  put  down  the  names  of  all  the  colored  men  who  gave  their 
residence  at  Fay’s  stable,  18  L  Elm  street  ? 

A.  I  think  he  put  down  nine  or  ten,  but  did  not  put  down  the  rest.  He  put  down 
that  many  after  9  o’clock,  but  if  he  put  down  any  before,  I  don’t  know. 

Q.  When  you  tirst  called  his  attention  to  that  first  batch  of  colored  voters,  did  you 
ask  him  to  put  down  their  names,  and  did  lie  do  it  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  he  put  down  any  names  till  after  that  batch  voted,  and  I  think  it 
was  after  9  o’clock  when  I  told  him  to  put  their  names  down,  between  that  and  poll¬ 
closing  time,  to  watch  them  all,  and  put  down  the  names  of  all  who  voted  from  that 
stable. 

Q.  Did  you  ask  him  to  put  down  the  names  of  the  first  batch  who  voted  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Di<l  they  attract  your  attention  when  they  first  came  in  to  vote  ? 

A.  Well,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  that  how  you  remember  any  of  their  names  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  think  it  was  later  in  t  he  day  that  I  recollected  the  names  I  gave  you  ;  I 
don’t  recollect  any  of  their  names. 

Q.  What  time  in  the  day  did  the  two  Williamses  and  the  Smith  vote,  whom  you  have 

named  ? 

A.  It  was  in  the  afternoon;  I  don’t  recollect  the  exact  time;  between  that  and  even¬ 
ing. 

Q.  Was  it  after  half  of  the  votes  had  been  polled  ? 

A.  I  believe  it  was. 

Q.  What  time  of  day  was  it  you  called  his  attention  to  take  t lie  names  of  (lie  others 
down,  in  the  afternoon  or  forenoon  ?

A.  It  was  after  9  or  10  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

Q.  Was  it  afternoon  or  forenoon  ? 

A.  I  know  it  was  before  dinner,  whether  it  was  9  or  10  o’clock  I  can’t  say,  hut  I  know 
it  was  after  9. 

Q.  Did  they  all  vote  in  the  forenoon  ?

A.  I  am  pretty  sure  they  voted  bet  ween  9  A.M.  and  time  of  closing  polls,  that  is  those 
that  he  challenged,  that  is,  at  least,  those  I  told  him  to  watch  and  put  down  the  names 
of,  those  that  came  from  the  stable. 

Q.  Did  any  of  them  vote  in  the  afternoon  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  ? 

A.  Well,  I  can’t  exactly  say  how  many  there  may  be — six  or  seven. 

Q.  Was  there  any  person  with  them,  or  who  vouched  for  them  at  the  polls  whom  you 
then  knew  ? 

A.  Well,  there  was  some  colored  fellow  there  who  said  he  kew  them ;  that  they  were 
all  right ;  that  they  came  from  there.  They  didn’t  come  in  a  batch,  they  came  one  at  a 
time. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  name  of  the  colored  man  who  vouched  for  them  ?  and  where  does 
he  live  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  don’t  know  his  name,  nor  I  don’t  know  where  he  lives ;  buf  I  saw  him  at 
the  polls  all  day,  pretty  much.  I  am  pretty  short-sighted :  I  can’t  hardly  tell  a  man 
across  the  street. 

Q.  Did  not  the  Democratic  managers  in  your  ward  have  several  reliable  men  on  the 
inside  of  the  polls  who  took  down  the  names  of  all  they  thought  to  be  doubtful  colored 
voters  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  was  not  personally  acquainted  with  anybody  inside  the  polls. 

Q.  Were  you  a  stranger  to  most  of  the  workers  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  hadn’t  been  in  the  ward  only  about  eight  months,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,  or  nine  months. 

Q.  Did  you  not  move  to  Mrs.  Kelly’s  in  the  latter  part  of  September,  1876  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  been  to  Fay’s  stables  since  the  election  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  • 

Q.  Has  Kelly,  to  your  knowledge  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  ;  that  I  don’t  know  any  thing  about. 

Q.  Have  you  not  been  to  make  inquiry  about  these  illegal  voters  since  October  10, 
1876,  at  Fay’s,  or  any  place  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  taken  any  steps  to  inform  the  Democratic  executive  committee  about 
them  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  make  any  etfort  to  have  them  arrested  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  not  inquire,  and  do  you  not  know,  that  John  Harris  lived  at  228  West 
Fifth  street,  K.  White  at  67  Longworth,  H.  Williams  at  344  West  Fifth,  W.  D.  Hart  at 
318  West  Fifth,  J.  Jackson  at  164  Smith,  Joseph  Williams  at  214  West  Fourth,  Harris 
Weight  at  174  West  Fourth,  and  Miles  Williams  at  13  Perry  street?  that  they  gave  those 
residences  when  challenged  at  the  polls,  and  that  these  places  are  in  the  Eighteenth 
ward,  first  precinct  ? 
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A.  I  don’t  know  none  of  these  men.  I  did  not  inquire,  nor  I  don’t  know  none  of 
these  men ;  hut  I  believe  some  of  those  numbers  are  in  the  first  precinct,  Eighteenth 

ward. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  have  them  arrested  if  you  thought  they  voted  illegally  ? 

A.  I  told  Mr.  Kelly  to  put  their  names  down  so  that  he  might  have  them  arrested  if 
they  voted  illegally. 

Q.  How  mauy  colored  men  do  you  know  by  name  aud  by  sight  in  the  Eighteenth 
ward,  first  precinct?  State  the  number. 

A.  I  don’t  know  no  colored  men  by  sight  in  the  Eighteenth  ward,  nor  I  don’t  know 
how  many  there  is  there. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  names  of  any  other  persons,  white  or  black,  than  the  three 
you  have  named,  who  were  challenged  in  the  Eighteenth  ward,  first  precinct,  on  elec¬ 
tion  day,  October  10,  1876? 

A.  I  don’t  recollect. 

Q.  Were  there  many  challenged  that  day  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  I  guess  there  were  quite  a  lot.

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  contestee.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  My  name  is  Deunis  Shean;  my  age  twenty-seven  years — born  the  22d  of  January, 
1850;  residence  back  of  John  Sullivan’s  undertaking  shop,  on  Central  avenue,  back  of 

151. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  ward  on  the 
tenth  day  of  October,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  election  was  taking  place  at  tjiat  time  ? 

A.  The  county  election. 

Q.  What  officers  besides  county  officers  were  being  voted  for?  Wasn’t  it  a  general 
State  election  ? 

A.  It  was  a  general  State  election. 

Q.  Were  persons  voted  for  for  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Hamilton 
county,  Ohio,  at  that  election? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  five  of  them  on  each  ticket. 

Q.  What  colored  persons  voted  at  those  polls  at  that  election  who  gave  their  place  of 
residence  at  Fay’s  livery  stable,  No.  181  Elm  street,  Cincinnati? 

A.  Some  between  eight  and  twelve  voters  swore  their  votes  in  that  said  they  lived 
there. 

Q.  What  position,  if  any,  did  you  occupy  on  that  day  ? 

A.  Well,  I  was  placed  on  the  first  challenging  committee  on  that  day.  I  was  on  the 
executive  committee,  and  appointed  the  rallying  and  challenging  committees — selected 
them  all.  I  acted  for  the  executive,  as  lie  was  not  well  acquainted.  He  wasn’t  well 
posted  in  the  good  workers,  and  left  it  to  me  to  pick  them  out  for  him. 

Q.  Were  the  colored  persons  who  claimed  to  reside  at  Fay’s  livery  stable,  181  Elm 
street,  challenged?  and  if  so,  by  whom? 

A.  They  were  challenged  by  me — the  majority  of  them.  I  was  there  about  eight  or 
ten  hours  doing  nothing  but  challenging.

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Q.  Were  they  sworn  after  they  were  challenged? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Could  you  give  the  name  of  the  judges  of  that  election  and  their  politics?  If  so, 
do  it. 

A.  Yes,  sir;  the  names  of  the  judges  of  that  election  were  Mr.  Davis,  Democratic, 
Mr.  Rudolph,  Republicon,  and  Mr.  Neave,  Republican. 

Q.  State  what  ticket,  if  you  know,  the  colored  persons  above  referred  to  voted. 

A.  They  voted  the  Republican  ticket;  you  could  tell  wliat  ticket  they  voted,  because 
they  were  different;  you  could  see  the  print  through  the  ticket  when  they  were  folded 
up  to  go  iuto  the  box;  the  Republican  ticket  was  a  little  wider  than  the  other  one,  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

Q.  State  if  you  have  any  other  means  of  knowing  than  those  above  stated  as  to  the 
kind  of  ticket;  if  so,  state  how  you  know. 

A.  Because  they  voted  the  ticket;  they  had  the  tickets  open  in  their  hands,  the  Re¬ 
publican  tickets,  and  folded  them  after  they  came  onto  the  platform;  I  saw  the  tickets. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  of  counsel  for  contestant.  I  thought  you  said  this  morning 
that  you  only  saw  the  tickets  folded,  and  that  you  could  tell  the  Republican  tickets  from 
the  Democratic  tickets  when  they  were  folded  up,  that  the  tickets  were  wider? 

A.  Well,  I  seen  them  when  they  were  folded  up  and  I  seen  them  when  they  came  up  on 
the  stand  with  their  tickets  open  ;  some  of  them  voted  open  tickets ;  they  don’t  all  deposit 
the  tickets  alike. 

Q.  Did  you  not  answer  in  examination  in  chief,  on  the  preceding  pages,  that  u  they 
voted  the  Republican  ticket;  you  could  tell  what  ticket  they  voted  because  they  were 
different ;  you  could  see  the  print  through  the  ticket  wrhen  they  were  folded  up  to  go 
into  the  box;  the  Republican  ticket  was  a  little  wider  than  the  other  one,  to  the  best  of 
my  knowledge”  ? 

,A.  Yes,  I  answered  that  this  morning. 

Q.  Did  you  give  a  full,  true  answer  this  morning? 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  I  did. 

Q.  Do  you  know  those  men  who  voted  whom  you  have  mentioned  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  couldn’t  remember  them  all,  there  were  so  many  voted  that  day;  there 
was  such  a  big  vote  polled  that  I  couldn’t  remember  who  voted,  only  those  I  was  per¬ 
sonally  acquainted  with. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  this  ticket,  as  now  folded  and  within  a  foot  of  your  eyes,  held  under 
the  gaslight,  marked  “  Exhibit  A,”  whether  it  be  Republican  or  Democratic? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  can’t  tell  that  ticket  just  now ;  it  may  be  folded  in  a  different  manner. 

Q,  Look  at  this  ticket,  held  at  the  same  distance  and  same  light,  and  folded  as  per 
“  Exhibit  B,”  and  tell  me  whether  it  be  Democratic  or  Republican  ? 

A.  Well,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  that  is  the  Democratic  ticket  right  there. 

Q.  Were  you  on  the  challenging  committee  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  keep  a  list  of  those  you  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  challenged  so  many  that  day  it  would  keep  a  fellow  busy  to  keep  the 
list  of  them. 

Q.  Were  there  many  colored  voters? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  should  judge  that  from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  colored  persons 
voted  there;  they  voted  pretty  rapidly. 
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Q.  Were  they  all  challenged? 

A.  No,  sir;  some  few  that  I  knew  personally  I  didn;t  challenge;  I  let  them  go  ahead ; 
I  knew  they  were  all  right. 

Q.  Were  most  of  them  challenged  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  the  biggest  majority  of  them  were  challenged. 

Q.  Did  not  the  managers  of  your  party  in  your  ward  have  a  book  with  a  list  of  the 
voters  in,  or  at  least  the  colored  voters  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  they  had  a  list  with  part  of  the  colored  voters  in  ;  they  din’t  have  all  of 
them  because  they  couldn’t  find  them.  I  guess  when  a  colored  man  was  challenged  they 
looked  at  this  book,  and  sometimes  the  name  wasn’t  there  and  sometimes  it  was. 

Q.  When  the  name  was  not  on  your  books,  or  you  suspicioned  they  were  not  voters 
in  the  ward,  did  you  not  send  a  committee  to  the  house  where  they  lived,  or  said  they 
lived,  before  you  let  them  vote  ? 

A.  Some  we  sent  a  committee  with  and  some  we  didn’t.  The  biggest  majority  we 
sent  a  committee  with — a  committee  of  both  sides. 

Q.  Did  you  generally  go  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  didn’t  go  with  any  of  them. 

Q.  Did  you  find  any  colored  voter  who  was  challenged  who  did  not  live  at  the  place 
he  told  you  on  that  day  ?  If  so,  give  the  name  and  the  place  where  you  went. 

A.  I  didn’t  go  any  where  with  nobody.  The  committee  that  went  with  them  brought 
back  a  report  that  they  lived  there. 

Q.  Would  you  then  let  them  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  name  of  any  colored  man  in  the  First  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth 
Ward  who  of  your  own  knowledge  cast  an  illegal  vote  for  the  Republican  ticket  Octo¬ 
ber  10,  lb7fi? 

A.  No,  I  can’t  name  nobody  ;  if  I  did  I  should  have  had  them  pulled  long  ago. 

Q.  Have  you  attempted  to  pull  any  body  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  never  bothered  my  head  about  the  election  the  next  day  afterwards. 

Q.  Iiow  do  yon  remember  any  thing  about  the  number  of  persons  who  represented 
that  they  lived  or  worked  at  Fay’s  livery  stable  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  know  whether  there  was  eight,  or  twelve,  or  twenty  voted  from 
there.  They  voted  pretty  rapidly.  I  should  judge  that  there  were  about  eight  or 
twelve.  It  looked  as  if  nearly  every  body  that  voted  came  from  there  or  12  or  14  Home 
street. 

Q.  Didn’t  you  send  a  committee  down  to  Fay’s  and  to  12  and  14  Home  street  before 
you  let  part  of  them  vote  ? 

A.  Well,  I  only  remember  them  sending  once  to  Fay’s  stable,  but  they  sent  to  12  and 
14  Home  street  five  or  six  times.  I  think  Mr.  Scott,  now  on  the  Star,  said  ho  was  willing 
to^swear  that  one  man  worked  there  at  Fay’s,  but*not  that  he  lived  there.  “Whether  they 
sent  a  committee  with  this  man  I  am  not  positive. 

Q.  Did  you  let  the  men  vote  after  the  committee  came  back  from  Fay’s — was  it  all 
satisfactoiy  that  time? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  after  having  a  little  wrangling  about  it  wo  let  them  voto.  Both  com¬ 
mittees  were  quarreling  among  themselves.  After  they  went  to  the  house  one  committee 
would  say  that  they  said  this  and  the  other  that  they  said  that.  I  am  not  certain 
whether  this  was  about  Fay’s  or  the  other  places.  One  white  boy  that  lived  on  Long- 
worth  street  the  committee  went  to  see  about  him,  and  they  said  that  the  woman  was 
blind  or  dumb,  and  the  committee  had  a  wrangle  about  it  because  some  did  not  think 
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she  could  recognize  him.  He  came  to  the  stand  two  or  three  times  and  was  challenged, 
hut  the  third  time  we  let  him  vote.  They  wrangled  about  it  for  au  hour. 

Q.  Do  you  know  where  the  boy  lived  on  Longwortli  street  ? 

A.  ho,  sir.  I  only  see  him  walking  about  in  that  neighborhood.  I  don’t  know  what 
part  of  the  street  he  lives  on. 

Q.  What  part  of  Longwortli  street  is  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward  ? 

A.  The  south  side  is  in  the  first  precinct ;  the  other  side  is  in  the  second. 

Q.  You  don’t  say  he  was  an  illegal  voter  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don’t  say  that  j  whether  he  is  a  legal  voter  or  not,  he  looked  to  me  as  if 
he  was  n’t  of  age. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Kelly,  who  testified  here  yesterday,  from  your  ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  he  cut  on  the  day  of  election,  or  the  day  after  ? 

A.  1  think  he  was  cut  the  evening  after  the  election,  between  five  and  six  o’clock. 

Q.  Was  he  badly  hurt  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  they  didn’t  expect  him  to  live  for  the  first  four,  five,  or  six  days  in  bed. 

Q.  What  condition  was  Kelly  in  on  election  day,  October  10,  1870  ? 

A.  He  was  sober. 

Q.  Didn’t  he  feel  his  liquor  pretty  badly  during  the  afternoon  of  that  day? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  should  n’t  judge  he  did,  because  he  did  n’t  have  any  thing  iu  him.  He 
may  have  had  a  glass  of  beer  or  two,  but  whether  he  felt  that  or  not  I  can’t  say.  I 
thought  he  was  perfectly  sober. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  whether  it  was  in  the  forenoon  or  afternoon  that  O’Shannessy  was  in 
the  first  precinct  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward  ? 

A.  Mr.  O’Shaunessy  was  there  all  the  day ;  he  was  not  away  from  the  polls  half  an 
hour  at  a  time  to  my  knowledge  at  the  October  election. 

Q.  Did  you  distribute  the  money  among  the  boys? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  did  n’t  handle  no  money  for  to  distribute  ;  I  did  n’t  have  any  to  handle. 
The  regular  executive  did  that  I  guess — Mr.  Rickner. 

Q.  Were  you  paid  for  your  services?  If  so,  how  much  ? 

^A.  Well,  I  don’t  know  whether  I  wasn’t  paid  for  electioneering  or  not.  I  was  given 
five  dollars,  and  I  spent  it  during  the  day.  I  only  had  fifty  cents  or  one  dollar  at  night. 
If  any  body  wanted  to  borrow  any  money,  I  let  them  have  it — ten  or  fifteen  cents.  I 
generally  do  that  anyhow. 

Q.  What  is  your  occupation? 

A.  Paper-hanger.

I  certify  that  the  foregoing  depositions  of  George  D.  Schatzman,  John  Harris,  and 
A1  ex.  Neave  were  then  and  there  reduced  to  writing  by  me,  in  the  presence  of  de¬ 
ponents,  in  short-hand,  by  consent  of  parties  to  said  cause,  who  were  respectively  repre¬ 
sented  by  counsel  at  the  taking  of  said  depositions.

Continuation  of  Cross-examination  of  Michael  Byatt. 

Q.  What  time  was  it  that  you  left  the  corner  of  Fifth  and  Vine  ? 

A.  I  should  think  about  half  past  twelve  o’clock,  or  a  quarter  to  one* 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  name  that  you  voted  there  ? 

A.  No;  I  don’t  recollect  any  name  that  I  voted.  I  can  not  even  recollect  the  name 
I  was  arrested  on ;  I  think  it  was  Johnson. 

Q.  You  saw  six  vote  there,  you  say  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  I  saw  eight  vote. 

Q.  All  voted  folded  tickets  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

<Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  ? 

A.  We  went  right  along  the  street ;  I  think  it  was  about  four  or  five  blocks  we  went. 
<5.  Up  the  hill  ? 

A.  Up  that  wooden  street,  I  think  they  call  it.  Let  us  see — I  am  not  positive — we 
went  right  along  tliat  street — runs  that  way  along  towards  the  river. 

Q.  Then  you  went  north  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  after  we  left  this  coal  office  across  the  railroad  track. 

<5-  About  how  many  squares  f 
A.  Five  squares,  I  guess. 

<5-  How  many  voted  there  ? 

A.  Only  six. 

Q.  What  became  of  the  other  two  ? 

A.  They  didn’t  vote.  One  of  them  was  afraid  of  getting  challenged,  and  didn’t  go 
up  at  all.  Only  six  voted  there. 

Q.  Then  yoi^  went  to  the  next  place  ? 

A.  Yes;  on  the  same  street. 

Q.  How  much  further  ? 

A.  Well,  I  guess  it  was  about  four  squares  further. 

Q.  Where  was  the  election  held — that  just  spoken  of  before  this  one? 

A.  I  think  it  was  at  an  engine-house. 

Q.  Where  was  the  election  held  at  the  next  place  between  the  two,  on  the  same 
street  ? 

A.  At  the- coal  office. 

Q.  On  the  corner  of  the  street  ? 

A.  Very  near  the  corner. 

<Q.  On  the  same  street  ? 

A.  On  the  same  street. 

Q.  How  many  voted  there? 

A.  Eight  voted  there. 

Q.  These  other  two  men  that  didn’t  vote  hero  voted  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  And  voted  folded  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  see  what  was  on  the  tickets  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  whether  they  seen  the  tickets. 

Q.  Where  were  the  tickets  handed  to  them  ? 

A.  Handed  to  them  about  two  or  three  doors  away  from  the  polls. 

Q.  What  was  your  impression  as  to  their  being  folded  ? 

A.  I  handed  tickets  that  were  folded. 

Q.  You  handed  tickets  there  that  were  folded.  You  say  you  did  not  know  any  of 
those  men  there  f 

A.  Well,  cannot  tell,  exactly.  I  stayed  long  enough  to  get  through,  I  guess.  It  must 
have  taken  us  three  quarters  of  an  hour.  They  were,  in  the  first  place,  pretty  slow  in 
getting  in. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  ?  « 

A.  Went  from  there  to  the  engine  house. 

Q.  On  the  same  street  ? 

A.  Yes.  sir. 

(In  giving  my  testimony  I  thought  you  brought  me  back  to  the  first  place;  to  the  coal 
office.) 

Q.  Now,  then,  repeat  again  where  you  went  from  the  coal  office  on  Third  street.  You 
went  from  the  comer  of  Fifth  and  Vine  to  Third.  Then  you  went  west  on  Third  about 
how  far  ? 

A.  Must  be  five  or  six  blocks. 

Q.  Did  you  cross  any  railroad  track  before  you  got  to  the  first  polls? 

A.  I  think  I  did.  I  am  not  positive  that  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  continue  on  that  street  until  you  got  to  the  polling  place? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  then,  that  polling  place  was  held  at  the  coal  office  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  You  went  from  there  north  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  far  ? 

A.  I  went,  I  guess,  about  four  blocks,  I  think,  or  five. 

Q.  Where  was  the  polling  place? 

A.  I  think  it  was  an  engine  house  on  the  same  street. 

Q.  Then  where  did  you  go  from  there  ? 

A.  On  up  again  four  or  five  more  squares  on  the  same  street,  and  voted  again. 

Q.  What  kind  of  a  polling  place  was  that  ? 

A.  I  am  blest  if  I  know.  I  could  not  exactly  tell.  I  think  it  was  a  lager-beer  store. 
I  am  not  certain. 

Q.  You  have  testified  before  as  to  the  number  of  men  that  voted  at  these  different 
places.  Now,  then,  how  long  did  you  remain  at  that  particular  place? 

A.  Well,  I  should  judge  that  we  remained  there  about  half  an  hour. 

Q.  Who  voted  first  there  ? 

A.  I  think  I  voted  first  there. 

Q.  Who  voted  next  ? 

A.  Condon,  guess. 

% 

Q.  Did  the  others  vote  immediately  afterward  ? 

A.  Just  as  soon  as  they  could  get  in  they  voted. 
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Q.  Did  they  follow  you  right  up  ? 

A.  No,  other  people  got  in  between  them.  They  followed  one  another  as  fast  as  they 
could  get  in. 

Q.  After  you  voted  where  did  you  go  ? 

A.  I  just  went  up  a  little  ways  from  the  polls  and  waited  for  them. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  there  a  large  crowd  around  the  polls  ? 

A.  Not  very  large ;  fifteen  or  twenty  people. 

Q.  They  voted  the  folded  tickets  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  where  did  you  go  ? 

A.  Went  right  along  on  the  same  street ;  crossed,  I  think  it  was,  the  horse-cars ;  went 
along  about  four  or  five  squares  more. 

Q.  Did  you  go  together  there  ? 

A.  Well,  we  walked  one  after  the  other;  certainly  did  not  walk  together ;  thought 
some  suspicion  might  be  attached  by  walking  together. 

Q.  You  walked  together  before  that  time  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  we  didn’t  walk  a  block  away  from  each  other. 

Q.  Who  gave  tickets  at  the  Fourth  ward  polls  ? 

A.  Condon  gave  tickets  at  the  Fourth  ward  polls. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  give  you  your  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes.  I  told  him  I  didn’t  want — “Well,”  says  he,  “this  will  do  just  as - ” 

Q.  They  were  all  folded  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  they  were  all  folded. 

Q.  Then  you  swear  positively  you  saw  them  all  deposit  their  tickets  in  the  ballot- 
box  ? 

A.  This  is  the  Fourth  polls.  I  saw  them  give  the  tickets  to  the  judge. 

Q.  You  swear  you  saw  them  go  into  the  ballot-box  ? 

A.  I  guess  they  must  have  gone  in. 

Q.  Were  they  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  none  challenged  at  any  of  these  places. 

Q.  No  challenges  from  the  time  you  commenced  in  the  morning? 

A.  IJwas  not  challenged. 

Q.  Any  of  your  men  challenged  ? 

A.  I  can  not  account  for  any  of  the  men  in  the’ morning.  I  was  not  interested  in  any 

of  them. 

Q.  Were  any  of  the  men  in  the  morning  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  , 

Q.  Were  you  close  enough  to  see  them? 

A.  Well,  no  ;  I  didn’t  stay  in  the  morning.  I  went  away. 

Q.  Then  you  don’t  know  whether  they  voted  or  not,  oidy  from  hearsay,  in  the  morn¬ 
ing? 

A.  No. 

Q.  You  don’t  know  of  any  only  those  you  have  namod  having  voted,  except  from 
hearsay  T 

A.  In  the  morning. 
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Q.  In  the  afternoon  were  any  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  only  at  the  second  place.  There  were  only  six  that  voted.  One  got  on 
the  stand,  was  challenged,  and  got  off  and  would  not  vote.  The  other  man  didn’t  vote. 
Q.  Were  not  the  rest  of  you  challenged  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  that  place  then  ? 

A.  I  went  right  up  to  another  place  on  the  same  street. 

Q.  How  many  were  there  ? 

A.  Well,  the  whole  of  us  went  there. 

Q.  Did  you  see  them  all  vote  ? 

A.  They  all  gave  their  tickets  and  voted.  I  saw  them  get  their  tickets.  If  the  judge 
put  them  in  the  box,  they  voted.  That  is  all  I  know. 

Q.  Were  they  folded  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Who  voted  first  ? 

A.  Two  of  the  other  party  voted  first ;  me  and  Condon  voted  next. 

Q.  How  many  was  there  voted  there  ? 

A.  The  whole  eight  voted  there. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  ?  How  long  did  you  remain  there  ? 

A.  Well,  I  guess  it  took  us,  fooling  around  and  walking^up  there,  took  us  an  hour  to 
get  there.  Must  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  half-past  three  o’clock  when  we  got  there. 

Q.  Whore  yid  you  go  from  there  ? 

A.  Well,  I  went  up  on  the  same  street  to  another  place  there. 

Q.  Which  way  ? 

A.  Right  up  north. 

Q.  On  the  same  street  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Voted  at  another  place  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  did  you  vote  there  ? 

A.  They  have  a  polling-place  there. 

Q.  How  many  voted  there  ? 

A.  The  whole  of  us — eight  of  us. 

Q.  You  say  you  think  two  of  your  men  were  residents  of  the  city  of  the  last  gang? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whereabouts  in  the  city  they  lived  ? 

A.  I  don’t;  I  never  seen  them  before. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  there  ? 

A.  From  there  I  was  going  down  the  street ;  I  slid  out  from  the  party  there  going 
down  the  street,  and  got  arrested;  turned  back. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  arrested  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  it  an  officer  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Police  officer  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  More  than  one  ? 

A.  There  was  two,  I  believe. 

Q.  Were  you  and  the  gang  together  at  that  time? 
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A.  No ;  they  run  away ;  they  was  straggling  behind. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  they  run  away  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  see  any  come  to  the  station-house  with  me.  They  separated,  and  run 

away. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  get  to  the  station-house  ? 

A.  I  could  not  tell ;  it  must  be  four  o’clock  before  they  got  into  t  he  staf  ion-house. 

Q.  Were  you  bailed  out  the  same  night  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  was  hailed  out ;  I  believe  I  was  pretty  certain  of  that ;  I  seen  the  bond 

paper. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Whitton  and  Young  and  O’Brien  after  you  left  them  at  half-past 
twelve  o’clock  ? 

A.  No;  I  didn’t  see  them  until  that  night  about  twelve  o’clock,  in  the  Empire,  I 
guess. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Holland  any  time  during  that  day  ? 

A.  I  seen  him  in  the  morning;  not  until  I  saw  him  that  night  after  I  got  out. 

Q.  Did  you  see  that  Condon  got  these  tickets  from  Holland  ? 

A.  He  told  me.  He  said :  I  will  go  over  and  see  Holland  and  get  tickets  of  him.  I 
didn’t  see  him  get  the  tickets  of  him. 

Q.  Which  time  was  that  he  said  he  got  tickets? 

A.  In  the  morning,  I  guess  ;  it  was  about  half-past  six  o’clock. 

Q.  He  went  there  to  Holland  to  get  the  tickets,  did  ho  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  he  went  there,  and  I  met  him  at  Hunt’s. 

Q.  Went  from  Hunt’s  after  he  had  seen  you  ? 

A.  The  rest  of  us  went  in  and  got  coffee. 

Q.  Went  to  Holland  to  get  the  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  say  he  was  going  to  Holland  for  the  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  believe  he  did.

Q.  Did  he  come  back  with  the  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  long  after  he  came  hack  did  you  see  the  tickets  ? 

A.  He  had  them  in  his  pocket.  I  didn’t  take  any  notice  until  he  got  to  the  Fourth 
ward,  when  we  went  to  vote. 

Q.  All  regularly  folded  up  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  Condon  with  you  all  the  time  during  the  forenoon  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  The  tickets  were  taken  out  of  his  pocket  at  the  different  places  all  folded  up  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  handed  them  out  of  his  pocket. 

Q.  Was  Condon  away  from  you  ;  at  any  time  out  of  your  sight  during  the  forenoon  7 
A.  Yes,  I  left  him  at  the  corner — around  at  the  polls. 

Q.  Which  polls? 

A.  Up  here,  I  think,  in  the  engine-house,  street  above  Fifth  street,  fourth  polls,  in 
the  morning. 

Q.  Where  did  he  go ;  do  you  know  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  how  long  he  was  gone  ? 

A.  He  was  gone,  I  should  judge,  about  an  hour.  I  saw  him  down  at  the  Empire — I 

met  him  there. 
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Q.  You  did  not  vote  after  he  left  you  that  time  ? 

A.  No,  I  did  not. 

Q.  You  say  you  had  no  connection,  or  Condon  had  no  connection  with  Holland  after 
you  met  him  at  the  Fourth  Ward  polls,  until — 

A.  I  don’t  know  about  that. 

Q.  Was  Condon  away  from  you  at  any  other  time?  During  the  daytime  you  were 
engaged  in  voting. 

A.  Not  for  half  a  block.  We  generally  walked  together — might  go  up  to  some  one  to 
give  a  ticket. 

Q.  Do  you  kuow  where  Condon  got  the  tickets  he  used  in  the  afternoon  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  where  he  got  them;  I  think  he  must  have  got  them  from  Holland; 
I  made  no  inquiries. 

Q.  To  whom  did  you  first  communicate  these  facts  ? 

A.  Nobody. 

Q.  Do  you  say  you  have  never  told  any  body  before  you  came  to  this  office  this 
evening  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  only  Mr.  Campbell.  He  told  me  I  was  arrested.  I  was  identified  here. 
I  told  him  I  was  not  the  party.  Some  people  down  there  identified  me  in  the  Marshal’s 
office.  I  was  taken  to  the  station  house. 

Q.  Who  acted  as  your  attorney? 

A.  Mr.  Campbell.  He  came  to  me  and  said  to  me  that  I  was  sure  of  getting  sentence, 
but  I  might  as  well  tell  all  I  know  of  this  election  business.  I  told  him  1  did  not  care 
about  any  thing  dishonorable  to  tell  any  thing;  I  did  not  want  to  be  implicated  in  it. 
He  said  it  is  better  for  you  to  do  it ;  in  fact,  save  yourself  from  going  to  prison — get  a 
short  sentence  for  you.  Well,  says  I,  if  I  must — if  I  am  forced  to  testify  I  will  testify 
to  the  truth. 

Q.  When  did  this  conversation  take  place  ? 

A.  After  I  was  arrested — in  the  jail. 

Q.  Did  you  send  for  Mr.  Campbell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  through  Mr.  Holland. 

Q.  Mr.  Holland  sent  you  to  Mr.  Campbell.  You  employed  Mr.  Campbell  as  your  at¬ 
torney.  Please  go  on  and  tell ;  did  you  tell  him  all  this? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  did  not. 

Q.  Stated  your  sentence  would  be  shortened  by  telling  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  in  the  eyes  of  the  Judge.  Might  shorten  my  sentence. 

Q.  Then  you  testified  with  the  expectation  that  your  sentence  will  be  reduced  by  tes¬ 
tifying  ? 

A.  Well,  yes.  I  do  not  want  to  state  for  politicians  who  never  benefited  me. 

Q.  You  say  no  politicians  ever  came  near  you  ? 

A.  No  body  else. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  any  body  in  jail? 

A.  I  saw  some  of  my  friends. 

Q.  You  say  that  you  have  had  no  conversation  then  with  any  one  in  relation  to  what 
you  testified,  except  Mr.  Campbell  at  that  time? 

A.  That  is  all  I  have  had. 

Q.  How  frequently  have  you  seen  Mr.  Holland  since  then  ? 

A.  I  have  seen  him  twice,  I  believe. 

Q.  Where  did  you  see  him  ? 

A.  Saw  him  come  to  the  door ;  told  him  I  wanted  to  get  some  clean  under  clothing. 
He  said  he  would  send  them  up  to  me. 
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Q.  Did  you  say  that  you  had  no  conversation  with  Mr.  Holland  in  relation  to  what 
you  done  that  day  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Never  had  any  conversation  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  it  you  were  arrested  iu  New  York  ? 

A.  Last  Wednesday,  week. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Holland  in  New  York,  when  he  was  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  seen  him  once,  that  was  all. 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  he  had  been  indicted  ? 

I 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  ? 

A.  No,  I  saw  it  in  the  papers. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  you  asked  him  ? 

A.  I  knew  it  without  asking. 

Q.  Do  you  kuow  anything  abont  the  nature  of  the  indictment1? 

A.  Never  wei.t  into  any  of  the  details;  I  don’t  like  to  pry  into  men’s  business. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  him? 

A.  Well,  I  guess  seven  or  eight  months. 

Q.  Had  business  transactions  with  him  ? 

* 

A.  No,  none  whatever. 

Q.  Gambling  with  him  ? 

A.  Never  gambled  in  the  gentleman’s  house  in  my  life. 

Q.  Anywhere  else  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  say  that  you  never  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Campbell,  or  anybody 
else,  from  the  time  you  had  that  conversation  in  jail,  or  any  other  man,  except  the  con¬ 
versation  you  detailed,  until  you  came  on  the  stand  this  afternoon  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  said  that;  I  had  no  counsel  in  the  United  States  Court ;  no  attorney  ap¬ 
peared  for  me. 

Q.  Have  yon  not  had  a  conversation  this  afternoon,  and  were  you  not  in  consultation 
with  Holland  and  two  or  three  others  in  Mr.  Campbell’s  office  this  afternoon  for  some 
time  before  yon  came  on  the  stand  as  a  witness  ? 

A.  I  had  no  conversation  with  him. 

lie-direct  examination. 

Q.  For  what  party  were  you  wanted  to  assist  in  the  election,  and  for  what  ticket  did 
you  and  the  men  that  were  with  you  that  day,  work  and  vote  ? 

A.  The  Democratic  party  ;  voted  that  way  all  my  life  ;  Democratic  ticket,  the  ticket 
I  was  working  for. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  of  the  tickets  you  did  see,  whether  they  wero  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  state  and  county  tickets  ? 

A.  Well,  I  suppose  they  was,  for  they  come  from  ono  placo. 

Q.  Was  the  word  “Democratic”  printed  on  each  of  the  tickets  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was;  they  were  all  ono  kind,  folded  up;  it  is  so  long  .ago  that  I  scarcoly 
remember. 

Q.  Please  examine  the  ticket  now  handed  you,  and  state  whether  or  not  that  appears 
to  be  a  fac-simile  of  the  ticket  that  you  worked  for,  and  voted  that  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  this  seems  to  be. 
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Q.  Now  fold  tlie  ticket  in  about  the  way  in  which  it  was  handed  to  you. 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  that  was  the  way  they  were  handed  to  me ;  that  I 
think  it  was,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  the  way  it  was  folded,  or  a  little  narrower 
than  that. 

(Counsel  agree  that  this  ticket  be  attached  in  that  form.) 

Re-cross-examination. 

Q.  How  then  do  you  say  that  that  ticket  which  you  have  attached  to  your  deposition 
is  the  ticket  you  voted,  when  you  say  that  they  were  all  folded,  that  you  did  not  see 
them,  except  at  the  time  you  have  referred  to  ? 

A.  Well,  the  same  man  gave  them  to  me  all  the  time;  got  them  out  of  the  same 
pocket — a  little  side  pocket — that  is  the  reason  I  am  pretty  positive  that  it  was  the  same 
ticket. 

Q.  Well,  now  then,  when  you  say  that  the  ticket  that  you  handed  was  folded  the  way 
that  it  is  attached  to  your  deposition — was  it  folded  the  way  that  one  is  ? 

A.  It  might  be. 

Q.  Can  you  swear  that  the  ticket  was  folded  that  way,  with  the  print  on  the  outside  ? 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge — they  might  have  been  a  little  narrower — I  think 
that  is  the  way  the  ticket  was  folded. 

Q.  May  they  not  have  been  folded  that  way — (indicating)  ? 

A.  The  way  I  had  ;  that  is  the  an  ay  the  ticket  Avas  folded,  to  the  best  of  my  knowl¬ 
edge. 

Q.  Do  you  sA\rear  that  you  saAv  the  words  “Democratic  State  Ticket”  on  any  of  the 
tickets,  except  the  one  you  opened  ? 

A.  I  Avon’t  be  positive;  I  think  they  were  the  same  tickets;  that  was  the  only  one  I 
seen — the  first ;  I  opened  for  curiosity  sake. 

Q.  You  can  not  say  Avhat  names  were  on  that  ticket? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  could  not  say. 

Q.  Might  not  the  tickets  have  been  folded  this  Avay — (indicating)? 

A.  I  don’t  think  it  was  quite  as  narrow  as  that;  I  think  some  of  them  might  have 
been  folded  up  that  Avay — (referring  to  ticket  attached). 

Michael  Ryan 

I  certify  that  the  foregoing  depositions  of  Michael  Ryan  were  then  and  there  reduced 
to  writing  by  me,  in  the  presence  of  deponents,  in  short-hand,  by  consent  of  parties  to 
said  cause,  who  were  respectWely  represented  by  counsel  at  the  taking  of  said  deposi¬ 
tions;  that  it  Avas  there  and  then  agreed  to  in  my  presence,  by  said  counsel,  that  my 
transcript  of  said  short-hand  notes  might  be  read  in  evidence  at  the  trial  of  said  cause, 
with  the  same  force  and  effect,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  said  transcript  had  been 
signed  by  said  deponent  at  the  time  of  the  taking  of  said  depositions.

And,  further,  Bartley  O’Connor,  a  witness  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn, 
deposes  and  saith  as  follows: 

First  question  by  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  contestee :  Q.  What  is  your  name,  age, 
and  residence  ? 
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A.  Bartley  O’Connor;  age,  thirty-seven;  residence,  No.  70  Lock  street,  Fourth  Ward, 
first  precinct. 

Q.  State  whether  you  were  at  the  polls  of  that  precinct  on  the  10th  day  of  October, 
1876  ;  if  so,  at  what  time  did  you  go  there  ?  how  many  votes,  if  any,  were  polled  when 
you  got  there?  and  what  persons,  if  any,  were  voting  when  you  got  there?  and  how  did 
they  stand  about  the  polls  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  got  there  about  fifteen  minutes  past  six — twenty  at  most.  I  could  not 
say  the  exact  number — not  more  than  a  dozen,  I  should  judge.  There  was  a  line  of  col¬ 
ored  men  on  the  platform;  they  were  the  parties  that  were  voting  then.  They  were  in 
the  act  of  challenging  when  I  got  there,  but  the  parties  challenged  swore  their  votes  in. 
They  were  standing  one  behind  another  from  the  window  out  beyond  the  platform  to  the 
curbstone,  I  should  think. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Ephraim  Holland?  and  where  was  he  wrhen  you  got  to 
the  polls  that  morning  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  slightly.  I  could  not  tell. 

Q.  Was  he  at  the  polls  when  you  got  there? 

A.  If  he  was  I  didn’t  see  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  him  well  enough,  and  were  you  in  a  position  to  have  seen  him  had 
he  been  at  the  polls  when  you  got  there  ? 

A.  I  do,  well.  I  was  amongst  the  crowd.  He  might  have  been  there  without  my  see¬ 
ing  him.  If  he  had  been  there  I  would  have  probably  seen  him,  because  I  ran  for  Ex¬ 
ecutive  against  him,  and  know  his  figure  well. 

Q.  State  whether  you  were  present  at  said  polls  during  the  afternoon  of  that  day; 
and  if  so,  did  you  see  Ephraim  Holland,  and  who  was  he  with,  during  any  portion  of  the 
time  that  you  saw  him  that  afternoon  ? 

A.  I  was  there  in  the  afternoon — early  in  the  afternoon.  I  did  see  him.  I  couldn’t 
mention  the  names  of  any  parties  particularly. 

Cross-examination  by  M.  L.  Buclncalter ,  of  Counsel  for  Contestant. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct,  Fourth  Ward,  during  the  whole  of  the 
forenoomor  during  the  whole  of  the  afternoon  ? 

A.  For  a  short  time  in  the  forenoon  only;  all  the  afternoon  from  about  half-past  one 
oi>two  o’clock  until  they  closed. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Holland  there  frequently  during  the  afternoon  ? 

A.  I  can’t  say. 

Q.  What  is  your  occupation  ? 

A.  Sweeper  of  Court  street  market-house.  I  have  charge  of  it. 

Bartley  O’Connor. 

And,  further,  John  Hagerty,  a  witness  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  de¬ 
poses  and  saith  as  follows  :  * 

First  question  by  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  conns d  for  contested:  Q.  What  is  your  name,  age, 
and  residence  ? 

A.  John  Hagerty;  age,  twenty-five  the  11th  of  last  May  ;  residence,  T25  Baum  street, 
first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward. 

Q.  State  if  you  were  present  at  fhe  election  held  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876,  in 
that  precinct;  if  so,  at  what  time  did  you  go  to  the  polls  that  morning,  and  how  long 
did  you  remain  ? 

A.  I  was  present  from  a  quarter  to  five  till  t lie  close  of  the  polls,  and  I  was  inside 'till 

fter  the  count  at  four  o’clock  next  morning. 
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Q.  Were  you  absent  from  the  polls  at  any  time  during  the  day;  and  if  so,  at  what 
time  and  how  long  were  you  absent  ? 

A.  I  was  absent  about  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  and  about  ten  minutes  at  another; 
altogether  twenty-five  minutes.  I  was  away  from  12:15  to  12:30,  and  away  the  next  time 
from  about  5:30  to  two  minutes  of  six.  My  house  is  about  a  square  from  the  polls,  and 
I  went  home  the  first  time  to  get  something  to  eat,  and  the  second  time  to  get  a  lamp  to 
count  the  votes  by. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  the  ward  ?  And  are  you  acquainted  with  Ephraim 
Holland  ? 

A.  Well,  I  have  lived  in  the  ward  off  and  on  for  about  twenty-five  years.  I  have 
been  away  three  different  times  for  about  a  year  at  each  time.  I  am  acquainted  with 
him. 

Q.  At  what  time  did  you  first  see  Ephraim  Holland  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct 
of  the  Fourth  Ward? 

A.  Well,  I  can’t  state  the  hour,  but  don’t  really  remember  noticing  him  there  till  the 
afternoon.  I  am  not  positive  about  it. 

Q.  Was  he  or  was  he  not  there  at  the  opening  of  the  polls  ? 

A.  I  did  not  notice  him  there. 

Q.  Would  you  have  seen  him  there,  if  he  had  been  there  at  the  opening  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  am  positive  I  would. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  what  ticket,  or  what  persons,  if  any,  on  the  Republican  ticket, 
Holland  was  electioneering  for  on  that  day. 

A.  I  never  noticed  his  ticket. 

Q.  State  where  Mr.  Holland  was  on  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  and  what  was  he  doing, 
and  who  you  saw  with  him. 

A.  Well,  I  saw  him  standing  in  front  of  the  plank  or  gang-way  going  up  to  the  voting 
place  ;  he  was  holding  tickets  there.  I  can’t  say  any  individual ;  he  was  speaking  to  a 
great  many  parties  round  the  polls  who  went  up  to  vote. 

,  Cross-examination. 

Q.  By  INI.  L.  Buchwalter,  of  counsel  for  contestee:  How  much  of  the  afternoon  did 
you  see  Mr.  Holland  there? 

A.  Well,  I  never  missed  him  away ;  he  may  have  been  away  without  my  knowing 
about  it.  There  was  a  great  crowd  there.  I  never  noticed  him  away. 

Q.  Hid  you  hold  any  party  position  at  those  polls  during  the  day  ?  And  did  you 
notice  the  presence  or  absence  of  Mr.  Holland  more  than  the  presence  or  absence  of  any 
other  one  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  Well,  I  had  no  position  there  that  day,  but  was  working  for  the  ticket  all  day. 
Well,  I  noticed  him  more  than  any  other,  because  he  was  executive,  and  I  Avould  have 
noticed  had  he  been  away,  because  he  was  looking  after  the  others. 

Q.  What  ticket  were  you  working  for  ? 

A.  The  democratic  ticket. 

Q.  What  special  part  of  the  ticket,  if  any,  were  you  interested  in  ? 

A.  I  was  interested  in  the  whole  ticket,  but  chiefly ^for  Paul  Williamson. 

Q.  Were  you  an  empleyd  in  his  office  prior  to  his  election  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Are  you  now  an  appointee  under  Mr.  Bernard  ? 

A.  I  am. 
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Q.  Is  this  Mr.  Bernard  the  county  clerk,  whose  seat  is  now  contested  by  Philip 
Kielorth  ? 

A.  He  is.  I  don’t  know  any  thing  about  the  coutest,  whether  it  is  settled  or  how  it  is. 

Q.  Were  there  many  people  about  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward 
where  you  were  at  work  October  10,  1876? 

A.  There  were  at  different  times. 

Q.  In  the  forenoon  or  afternoon,  or  both  ? 

A.  Well,  there  was  more  there  in  the  evening,  from  four  till  six,  than  at  any  other  time, 

Q.  Did  you  have  much  excitement  during  the  day  ? 

A.  No ;  none. 

Q.  Did  you  at  night,  toward  the  close  of  the  poll  ? 

A.  No  ;  I  didn’t  notice  any. 

Q.  Did  you  have  a  gangway,  and  was  it  left  at  the  polls  all  day  October  10,  1876  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  believe  there  was  a  gangway,  and  I  think  it  was  there  all  day;  it  was  not 
disturbed. 

Q.  Was  there  the  usual  crowding  and  enthusiasm  about  the  Fourth  Ward  polls  which 
has  usually  characterized  the  election  at  those  polls  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestee  as  not  being  cross-examination,  and  not  having 
any  reference  to  cause  at  issue.) 

A.  Well,  I  didn’t  see  any  more  enthusiasm  than  is  there  any  other  day.  The  crowd 
was  very  quiet  and  orderly.  It  was  as  quiet  and  orderly  as  any  other  election  polls. 

Q.  You  do  not  remember,  then,  you  say,  whether  Mr.  Holland  was  about  the  polls 
most  of  the  time  of  the  forenoon  of  election  day  of  October,  1876? 

A.  I  am  positive  he  wasn’t  there  when  the  polls  were  opened.  I  can’t  say,  then, 
what  hour  he  did  come  after  that.  No,  that  is  all  I  can  say.  I  am  sure  he  wasn’t  there 
in  the  morning  when  the  polls  were  opened,  but  can’t  say  what  hour  of  the  day  he  did 
come.  I  did  not  notice  him  in  the  morning,  but  I  did  in  the  afternoon. 

Re-examination. 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  counsel  for  contestee:  Was  there  any  scratching  of  candidates 
for  the  office  of  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  on  the  Democratic  ticket?  If  so, 
whose  name  was  scratched,  and  what  name,  if  any,  of  the  Republican  candidates  in¬ 
serted  in  lieu  thereof? 

A.  Well,  the  names  of  all  the  five  Judges  was  scratched  more  or  less,  some  more  than 
others.  The  only  name  I  noticed  on  was  Cox;  on  one  or  two  Burnett;  some  of  the 
tickets  Rothe  was  scratched  on,  and  Cox’s  name  was  inserted  in  its  place;  Cox’s  name 
was  inserted  on  some  of  the  tickets  after  two  of  the  last  five  Judges;  Rothe’s  name 
scratched  more  than  any  one  else. 

Q.  Can  you  state  the  number  of  tickets  thus  scratched  ?  or  if  not,  the  number  as  near 
as  you  can. 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Well,  I  can’t  state  the  number,  but  I  know  that  Cox  got  the  most  of  the  Republi¬ 
can  Judges  in  our  precinct.  I  think  he  must  have  been  on  twenty  or  moro  of  our 
tickets. 

(Answer  objected  to,  because  tli$  ballot-box  and  tally-sheets  are  the  best  evidence.) 

Jlc-crosfi-cxamination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  of  counsel  for  contestant:  When  Mr.  Rothe’s  name  on  Dem¬ 
ocratic  ticket  was  scratched,  was  it  not  in  favor  of  Mr.  Burnett  or  Captain  J.  B.  For- 
aker,  the  additional  Judges  on  the  Republican  ticket? 
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A.  No,  I  don’t  remember  that.  The  reason  I  don’t  remember  the  names  of  Foraker 
or  Burnett  being  on  any  of  the  tickets — the  reason  I  noticed  Cox’s  name,  was  because 
the  judges  claimed  it  couldn’t  be  counted  because  it  was  in  the  wrong  place. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  at  the  polls  that  day  ? 

A.  From  a  quarter  to  five  till  closing,  and  then  from  closing  till  four  in  the  morning. 

Q.  How  many  Republican  tickets,  if  any,  were  scratched  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  Well,  I  can’t  say  ;  I  can’t  remember  the  name. 

(Objected  to.)  * 

Q.  Do  you  remember  any  ! 

A.  Well,  I  remember  Pugh’s  name  being  on  some  of  them.  I  couldn’t  remember 
many  of  them,  because  there  were  so  many  tickets  scratched  both  ways  that  I  can’t  re¬ 
member;  all  the  candidates  names  were  scratched  more  or  less. 

Q.  How  many  Republican  tickets  had  Cox’s  name  scratched,  or  scratched  and  some 
other  name  substituted  ? 

A.  1  don’t  remember. 

Q.  Were  there  any  ? 

A.  That  I  can’t  say. 

Q.  What  reason  do  you  give  for  your  want  of  knowledge  as  to  the  tickets  with  Cox’s 
name  on  being  scratched? 

A.  I  have  none.

(All  the  above  questions  and  answers  objected  to  in  the  re-cross-examination  by  the 
counsel  for  contestee.) 

The  further  taking  of  depositions  was  adjourned  to  the  24th  of  February,  1877,  same 
time  and  place.

Deposition  resumed  Saturday  morning,  February  24,  1877,  at  time  and  place  as  ad¬ 
journed. 

And  further,  Chas.  C.  Campbell,  a  witness,  of  lawful  age,  being  first  sworn  by  me,  de¬ 
poses  and  saith  as  follows  : 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  counsel  for  contestee  :  What  is  your  name  age,  and  residence  ? 

A.  C.  C.  Campbell;  age,  forty;  residence,  583  East  Third  street,  Fourth  Ward,  Sec¬ 
ond  precinct,  Cinciunati. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  State  and  county  election  held  in  that  precinct  and  ward 
on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876  ?  if  so,  what  time  did  you  go  there,  and  in  what  capa¬ 
city,  if  any,  did  you  act  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  was  ;  I  went  about  half-past  five  in  the  morning  ;  judge  of  the  election. 

Q.  Give  the  names  of  the  other  judges,  and  the  politics  of  the  three  judges. 

A.  Thos.  Hazelton,  Republican,  and  Mr.  Martin — I  think  his  first  name  is  John,  but  I 
am  not  positive — also  a  Republican.  I  was  there  as  a  Democrat. 

Q.  Do  you  know  what  Mr.  Martin’s  occupation  is?  or  what  position,  if  any;  does  he 
occupy  ? 

A.  He  is  a  millwright,  working  at  Greenwald’s  shop.  He  occupies  no  official  position 
that  I  kuow  of. 

Q.  State  which  one  of  the  judges  received  the  tickets  from  the  voters,  from  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  polls  till  twelve  o’clock  of  that  day. 
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A.  We  all  more  or  less  received  the  votes — sometimes  one  and  sometimes  another. 
Mr.  Martin  and  myself  received  the  greater  part  of  them.  It  was  ran  about  the  same 
way  all  day ;  we  were  all  present,  and  whoever  the  ticket  was  handed  to  put  the  ticket 
in.  I  think  Mr.  Martin  and  myself  received  the  majority  of  the  ballots. 

Q.  Where  was  the  election  held  on  that  day?  and,  if  a  gangway  was  used,  please 
state. 

A.  At  the  Six’s  engine-house,  corner  of  Pearl  and  Martin  streets.  There  was  a  gang¬ 
way.  We  held  our  polls  at  the  large  door  where  the  engine  comes  out — it  makes  a  very 
large  door  there — with  a  hoard  across  the  door  for  a  counter,  and  the  gangway  was 
placed  about  the  middle  of  the  doors — that  is,  in  width — the  judges  standing  at  the 
board,  the  ballot-box  immediately  at  their  rear,  placed  upon  a  table.  The  voters  that 
were  not  upon  the  gangway  stood  upon  each  side  of  it  in  full  view. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Ephraim  Holland  ? 

A.  I  know  him  when  I  see  him  ;  I  can  not  say  I  know  him  personally.  I  know  him 
so  well  that  I  don’t  think  I  could  be  mistaken  in  regard  to  him. 

Q.  You  say  that  you  went  to  the  polls  at  half-past  five  o’clock  in  the  morning ;  how 
long  did  you  remain  inside  of  the  house  ? 

A.  To  the  best  of  my  recollection  I  left  it  at  about  a  quarter  before  twelve,  morning. 

Q.  State  if  you  know  whether  Ephraim  Holland  was  at  those  polls  at  any  time  be¬ 
tween  the  hour  of  six  A.M  and  a  quarter  to  twelve  A.M. 

•  / 

A.  He  was  not. 

Q.  State  whether  it  would  be  possible  for  Ephraim  Holland  to  come  to  those  polls  dur¬ 
ing  those  hours,  heading  a  gang  of  eighteen  men  and  you  not  know  it  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant  for  leading  and  other  reasons.) 

A.  I  think  not. 

Q.  State  how  long  you  have  resided  in  that  ward  and  precinct,  and  how  frequently 
you  have  acted  in  the  capacity  of  judge  at  the  polls? 

A.  My  residence  has  been  there  for  twenty-seven  years,  off  and  on  in  that  locality, 
but  the  wards  have  been  'changed  and  numbers  altered.  I  have  been  there  ever  since  it 
has  been  the  Fourth  Ward.  I  think  twice. 

Q.  Are  you  well  aquainted  with  the  voters  of  the  second  precinct,  Fourth  Ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  am. 

Q.  Was  there  any  repeating  or  illegal  votes  cast  at  that  precinct  on  the  10th  of  October, 
1876? 

A.  I  think  not. 

Q.  Have  you  taken  any  measures  to  ascertain  the  residence  of  all  the  persons  at  that 
voted  at  that  precinct  on  that  day;  and  if  so,  when,  and  what  measurcres  did  you  take, 
and  who  if  any  assisted  you  in  ascertaining  the  fact  ? 

A.  I  have,  immediately  after  the  October  election.  There  were  quite  a  number  of 
them  that  assisted  me,  they  was  Pat.  Conlin,  Frank  Mutt,  Kline,  I  don’t  know  what  his 
first  name  is,  and  there  was  C.  P.  Wagner,  and  various  others  that  I  don’t  just  remember 
their  names  just  at  the  present  time.  I  had  a  copy  of  the  poll-book  of  the  October  elec¬ 
tion  made  in  alphabetical  form.  We  then  hunted  up  the  residence  of  the  voters  in  the 
ward,  marking  with  a  lead  pencil  all  those  who  we  found  living  in  the  ward.  The 
Repulicans  had  also  made  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  ward  without  the  poll-books.  And 
we  compare  our  poll-book,  with  their  list  also  after  we  had  got  through.  (They  com¬ 
pared  very  well).  The  Republicans  used  their  canvass  book  at  the  November  eleoction, 
for  the  purpose  of  checking  illegal  voting.

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Q.  Who  is  C.  P.  Wagner  ?  And  where  does  he  live?  And  wliat  are  his  politics  ? 

A.  He  is  an  old  resident  of  the  Fourth  Ward.  He  lives  on  East  Front  street,  between 
Whittaker  and  Collord,  near  Whittaker.  He  is  a  Repulican. 

Q.  Is  he  an  active  worker  in  the  Republican  party  ? 

A.  He  never  was  until  this  last  election  when  he  worked  like  a  beaver. 

Q.  After  a  comparison  by  yourself  and  Mr.  Wagner  how  many  votes  whose  names 
were  on  the  poll-books,  could  you  find  who  were  not  residents  of  the  precinct  as  ward? 
(Objected  to  as  not  being  the  best  and  original  evidence  by  counsel  for  contestant. 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  remember,  but  there  was  only  five  or  six  I  think,  so  few  that  we  con¬ 
cluded  it  was  a  very  fair  election. 

Q.  Whom  do  you  mean  by  we  ? 

A.  Wagner  and  I. 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant.) 

Q.  What  position,  if  any,  did  you  and  Mr.  Wagner  occupy  at  the  November  election? 
(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant.) 

A.  I  occupied  an  official  position,  Mr.  Wagner  was  judge  of  the  election. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  November  election?  and,  if  so,  what  knowledge  have  you 
of  Mr.  Wagner  using  the  same  list  that  you  refused,  and  for  what  purpose  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant.) 

A.  I  was;  Mr.  Wagner  was  using  the  list  for  checking  off  the  voters,  that  is,  for 
strange  voters  he  didn’t  know. 

Q.  Did  the  list  that  Mr.  Wagner  had,  when  you  and  him  compared  and  checked  off 

immediately  after  the  October  election,  contain  the  names  of  Republican  voters  only,  or 

of  all  the  voters  in  the  precinct  ? 

* 

(Objected  to  as  not  being  the  best  evidence  by  counsel  for  contestant.) 

A.  It  contained  the  names  of  all  the  citizens  of  the  ward,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
and  upward,  that  they  could  get ;  Republicans  and  Democrats  alike. 

Q.  Have  you  that  list  or  a  copy  of  it  ? 

A.  I  have  not. 

Q.  State  if  you  were  absent  from  the  polls  between  the  hours  of  a  quarter  to  twelve 
and  the  closing  of  the  polls  ;  and,  if  so,  for  how  long,  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  was  ;  from  in  the  neighborhood  of  five  to  half-past  five  o’clock  ;  the  balance  of 
the  time  I  was  there. 

Q.  Was  Ephraim  Holland  at  those  polls  between  a  quarter  to  twelve  and  the  time  you 
left,  five  o’clock  ? 

A.  I  think  not. 

Q.  Could  he  have  been  there  about  the  polls  and  where  persons  were  voting  without 
your  seeing  him  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant.) 

A.  I  don’t  think  he  could. 

Cross-Examination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  of  counsel  for  contestant.  When  the  wards  were  re-named 
and  changed,  what  alteration,  if  any,  was  made  in  the  boundary  of  the  voting  precinct 
in  which  you  now  reside  ? 

A.  Before  we  were  changed  the  voting  precinct  ran  from  Washington  to  Main  streets, 
and  bounded  by  Main,  Third,  and  Washington  streets  and  the  river.  The  ward  now  is 
bounded  by  Willow  street,  by  the  river,  Eggleston  avenue,  now,  I  can’t  give  you  the  far 
boundary  out  north,  because  I  don’t  know  where  the  lines  are;  it  is  away  out  beyond 
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the  Garden  of  Eden,  and  nobody  lives  there,  and  comes  down  Kemper  lane ;  I  say  no" 
body  lives  there,  there  are  so  few  live  there,  it  is  out  in  the  country  ;  it  consists  of  the 
upper  part  of  the  old  Third,  lower  part  of  the  old  Seventeenth,  the  upper  part  of  the  old 
First,  and,  I  think,  a  small  slice  of  the  old  Sixth  Wards.  Our  voting  precinct,  where  we 
vote,  takes  up  the  upper  part  of  the  old  Third,  the  lower  part  of  the  old  Sevententh, 
and  a  very  small  portion  of  the  old  First,  making  our  voting  part  very  compact ;  the 
other  is  all  over  the  country. 

Q.  How  many  of  the  voters  in  the  second  precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward  do  you  person¬ 
ally  know  ? 

A.  Well,  as  I  never  counted  them  I  can’t  tell. 

Q.  Can  you  give  an  idea  ? 

A.  Well,  sir,  not  the  remotest. 

Q.  Would  you  recognize  the  one-half  of  the  voters  of  that  precinct,  and  know  them 
by  name  ? 

A.  I  think  I  would  know  more  than  one-half  of  the  voters  by  sight,  but  couldn’t  call 
their  names;  I  am  poor  at  remembering  names. 

Q.  Would  you  known  two-thirds  by  sight? 

A.  Well,  I  think  I  would  recognize  them  as  citizens  of  our  precinct. 

A.  About  what  proportion  of  the  voters  of  the  ward  do  you  think  you  would  not 
know  bv  sight  ? 

A.  Well,  that  is  pretty  hard  to  tell ;  I  think  I  would  know  about  three-fourths  of 
them;  we  have  about  eight  hundred  voters  in  the  ward.  I  don’t  think  there  are  three 
hundred  in  the  precinct  that  I  wouldn’t  recognize  as  citizens. 

Q.  Of  what  nationality  are  the  voters  of  your  precinct  chiefly? 

A.  I  presume  that  the  Irish  would  predominate  slightly,  but  not  much.  I  think  they 
do  not  predominate  much,  as  our  precinct  is  Republican.  We  have  all  nationalities. 

Q.  How  as  to  the  first  precinct  1 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestee.) 

A.  The  Irish  predominate  very  largely. 

Q.  Were  there  any  colored  voters  in  your  precinct  at  the  October  election,  1S7C  ? 

A.  There  was  not. 

Q.  Describe  Ephraim  Holland. 

A.  I  couldn’t  describe  my  own  wife,  hardly.  I  couldn’t  tell  the  color  of  the  eyes  of 
my  own  children.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  describe  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  if  Holland  had  whiskers  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know.  I  think  he  had.  I’m  not  sure,  but  I  think  he  had.  I  don’t  know 
that  I’ve  seen  Holland  for  a  year. 

Q.  Can  you  describe  his  form  ?  Is  he  a  large  or  small  man  ?  Is  he  tall  and  slender, 
or  heavy  set,  or  low  ? 

A.  He  is  what  I  would  call  a  medium  man. 

Q.  Do  you  know  if  he  has  dark  black  hair,  or  light  hair  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know  that  he  has  black  hair  or  that  he  has  light  hair,  but  I  think  he  has 
medium  hair.  He  is  rather  what  1  call  medium,  or  rather  light  complected. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  to  have  ever  spoken  to  Holland,  or  he  to  you  ? 

A.  I  never  did,  sir.  I  never  associate  with  gamblers. 

Q.  How  many  times  have  you  seen  him  within  the  last  five  years?  And  if  you  re¬ 
member,  state  when  and  where. 

A.  I  couldn’t  say  how  many  times  I’ve  seen  him — I  suppose  fifteen  or  twenty  times 
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I’ve  seen  him  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward,  and  I’ve  seen  him  on 
the  streets. 

Q.  How  are  yonr  polls  situated?  and  the  building  you  were  in — does  the  engine- 
house  stand  out  on  a  line  with  the  pavement  ? 

A.  It  does. 

Q.  Were  your  judges  at  the  very  front  of  the  building,  or  were  they  back  a  few  feet? 

A.  As  close  as  they  could  get  to  the  front.  The  board  was  right  across  the  door,  and 
the  judges  stood  against  the  board. 

Q.  Of  the  time  you  were  at  the  polls,  were  you  iuside  all  the  time,  or  were  you  out¬ 
side  a  part  of  the  time  among  the  workers  ? 

A.  I  was  inside  all  the  time.  I  hadn’t  any  thing  to  do  with  the  workers. 

Q.  Might  Holland  haA'e  been  at  the  outer  edge  of  the  crowd,  or  at  the  side  of  the 

engine-house  and  you  not  see  him? 

A.  I  think  not  in  a  position  that  he  could  have  seen  the  voters.  We  could  see  the 

crowd  better  from  the  inside  than  from  the  outside.  The  Little  Miami  Railroad  occupies 

one  side  of  the  street,  and  the  voters,  in  approaching  to  the  engine-honse,  generally 
cross  the  street.  The  railroad  itself  doesn’t  run  along  the  street.  Ir  is  their  freight 
depot.  The  Nicholson  pavement  of  the  street  runs  right  up  to  the  wall  of  the  freight 
depot,  without  any  sidewalk.  There  is  a  pavement  in  front  of  the  engine-house. 

Q.  Was  the  gangway  at  your  polls  during  the  entire  day — in  the  evening  as  well  as 
in  the  morning  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  from  before  the  polls  opened  in  the  morning  till  after  they  closed  in  the 
evening.  , 

Q.  Was  the  gangway  higher  than  the  pavement,  so  that  the  voter  could  be  a  little 
above  the  crowd  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  know  that  the  gangway  would  raise  the  voter  much.  I  don’t  think 
it  would  be  more  than  four  inches  at  most.  It  was  made  of  about  a  two-inch  scantling 
with  an  inch  board  nailed  to  it. 

Q.  Could  not  a  person  stand  on  the  side  of  the  engine  doorway,  a  few  feet  from  the 
doorway,  and  not  be  seen  by  you  in  the  inside  at  your  work  ? 

A.  Yes,  that  might  be.  I  don’t  think  that  a  man  could  stand  so  and  see  a  man  vote, 
if  there  was  a  big  crowd,  which  there  was  all  day. 

Q.  When  you  were  busy  during  the  election,  and  votes  crowding  in,  before  or  after 
dinner,  in  the  morning  or  toward  the  close  of  the  polls  at  night,  would  your  duties  as 
judge,  to  be  vigilant,  wholly  take  your  attention  to  receiving  votes,  challenging,  etc.? 

A.  If  that  question  was  true  it  would.  The  vote  ran  very  regularly  throughout  the 
day,  and  I  think,  toward  the  close  of  the  polls,  there  must  have  been  fifteen  minutes 
when  there  was  not  a  person  voted.  There  couldn’t  be  much  crowding  in  a  small  pre¬ 
cinct.  We  polled  between  eight  hundred  to  nine  hundred  votes. 

Q.  Was  your  attention  called  that  day  to  the  fact  that  Holland  was  not  in  your  pre¬ 
cinct,  by  anybody  ? 

A.  It  was  not.  Holland  very  seldom  visits  our  precinct.  I  don’t  think  that  I  have 
ever  seen  him  at  our  polls  at  an  election.  If  he  had,  my  attention  would  have  been  called 
to  it,  from  the  fact  that  he  was  there,  as  he  is  quite  a  curiosity  in  our  precinct,  and  would 
have  been  pointed  out  to  everybody.  He  resides  in  the  first  precinct,  and  not  the  second. 

Q.  Is  it  not  quite  recent  that  Ephraim  has  become  famous  in  Cincinnati? 

A.  He  has  been  infamous  ever  since  I  first  heard  of  him.  If  he  is  famous  I  don’t  know 
iinv  thing  about  it. 
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Q.  Hasn’t  he  been  of  frequent  service  to  the  Democracy  of  that  part  of  Cincinnati 
in  local  elections  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  think  he  is  a  curse  to  the  party — not  any  more  now  than  I  always  did. 

Q.  In  what  respect,  and  why,  do  you  call  him  a  curse  to  his  party  ? 

A.  I  think  any  dishonorable  man  a  curse  to  the  party  to  which  he  belongs. 

Q.  Why  do  you  call  him  dishonorable  and  a  curse  to  the  party  to  which  he  belongs  ? 

A.  Because  a  gambler  can’t  be  an  honorable  man. 

Q.  Have  you  any  objections,  as  a  Democrat  of  Cincinnati,  to  his  recent  conduct  in  the 
late  election,  and  his  reputation  growing  out  of  the  same?  and  do  you,  from  these  facts, 
judge  him  to  be  a  curse  to  the  party  to  which  he  may  belong? 

Q.  by  witness.  Well,  do  you  mean  to  his  procuring  illegal  votes,  or  to  his  telling  about 
procuring  illegal  votes  ? 

A.  by  attorney.  I  mean  his  conduct  in  the  late  election,  and  the  reputation  he  has  re¬ 
vived  on  account  of  the  same,  as  disclosed  to  the  public. 

A.  of  witness.  As  a  Democrat,  I  oppose  any  man  who  may  attempt  to  procure  illegal 
votes,  and  believe  him  to  be  a  curse  to  his  party  as  well  as  a  traitor  to  his  country.  A 
man  that  would  do  any  thing  to  detile  the  ballot-box  is  a  traitor  to  bis  country. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say,  in  a  previous  answer,  that  if  Holland  and  a  gang  of  about 
eighteen  men  had  come  to  the  polls,  that  you  would  have  detected  them — all  coming  in 
a  gang — because  they  came  in  such  a  gang  ? 

A.  I  think,  most  undoubtedly,  if  Ephraim  Holland  had  brought  a  gang  of  men  over 
we  would  have  detected  them  ;  if  he  had  brought  them  over  singly  we  would  have  de¬ 
tected  them  ;  or  if  Ephraim  Holland  had  had  any  hand  in  bringing  them  over  at  all,  we 
should  have  detected  it. 

Q.  You  don’t  mean  to  say,  do  you,  that  if  an  occasional  illegal  voter  would  have  come 
up — sent  in  without  being  accompanied  by  Holland  or  anybody  to  attract  attention — 
that  you  would  have  positively  detected  him  among  the  eight  hundred,  of  whom  you  say 
you  think  you  know  by  sight  three-fourtlis  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  I  would.  I  don’t  think  I  would  have  detected  one  or  two  or  three, 
but  I  don’t  think  that  eighteen  men  could  have  voted  at  these  polls  illegally,  without 
being  detected.  I  think  it  an  utter  impossibility,  as  closely  watched  as  they  were  by 
both  parties. 

Q.  Why  did  you  make  a  poll  of  the  votes  after  the  October  election  ? 

A.  Because  some  of  our  Republican  friends  thought  the  vote  was  too  large. 

Q.  Did  you  do  it  to  accomodate  your  Republican  friends,  or  did  you  do  it  in  order  to 
have  your  canvass  tally-sheets  to  use  at  the  November  election  ? 

A.  We  done  it  to  satisfy  ourselves  that  the  election  was  entirely  fair.  We  did  not  use 
them  at  the  November  election  at  all. 

Q.  Was  the  purpose  of  that  canvass,  then,  to  satisfy  and  appease  Republican  opinion 
about  the  frauds  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  can  not  say  it  was.  It  was  to  satisfy  ourselves.  The  Republicans  made 

a  canvass  for  themselves. 

Q.  What  part  of  the  ward  did  you  yourself  canvass  ? 

A.  The  canvass  wo  made  was  not  a  regular  canvass.  We  did  not  go  from  street  to 
street.  We  took  a  copy  of  the  poll-book,  and  hunted  them  up,  and  checked  t lie  names 
off  as  we  found  them.  The  Republicans  made  a  regular  canvass.  They  got  men  to  go 
from  house  to  house.  I  don’t  know  the  names  of  the  men  who  did  the  canvassing  for 

the  Republicans. 
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Q.  Did  you  personally  canvass  or  make  personal  inquiry  of  the  voters  of  the  ward, 
and  compare  tlie  result  of  your  work  witli  the  tally-sheet  of  the  October  election  ? 

A.  I  most  undoubtedly  did  ;  all  over  the  precinct. 

Q.  Did  you  make  personal  inquiry  at  the  house,  and  of  the  voters  ?  and  if  so,  of  about 
what  proportion  of  the  voters,  and  what  part  of  the  precinct? 

A.  I  did  of  the  voters;  I  did  not  of  the  house.  I  suppose  I,  myself,  canvassed  two- 
thirds  of  the  names  on  the  book. 

Q.  Do  you  remember,  definitely,  how  many  you  did  not  find  ?  • 

A.  I  do  not  remember  how  many.  I  did  not  find,  individually,  I  suppose,  a  couple  of 
hundred  of  them. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  with  the  written  tally  or  memorandum  which  you  kept  of  that 
canvass  ? 

A.  After  satisfying  myself  that  the  vote  was  fair,  I  paid  no  attention  to  it.  I  laid  it 
down  in  my  place  of  business,  and  don’t  know  what  became  of  it. 

Q.  Have  you  made  any  search,  or  effort,  to  get  it  and  bring  it  for  this  testimony? 

A.  I  have  not,  for  I  did  not  know  I  was  going  to  testify  until  this  morning.  I  got 
right  into  the  carriage,  and  came  up  here  when  he  gave  me  the  subpoena. 

Q.  Do  you  think  you  could  find  it  ? 

A.  I  think  it  would  be  extremely  doubtful,  as  we  have  moved  from  where  we  were  at 
that  time.  I  think  it  would  be  very  doubtful. 

Reexamination. 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  coutestee:  In  answer  to  Mr.  Bucliwalter’s  ques¬ 
tion  in  relation  to  your  opinion  as  to  the  character  of  Ephraim  Holland,  has  the  fact  that 
he  has  u  squealed,”  or  in  otherwise  testified  as  to  his  claimed  rascalities  had  any  effect 
in  prejudicing  your  mind  as  to  your  opinion  of  the  man? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  Ephraim  Holland  is  known  in  this  community  as  a  gambler ; 
and  is  it  not  also  a  fact,  generally  understood  and  known,  that  he  is  the  leader  of  the 
gang  of  roughs  that  assembled  in  this* city  late  last  summer  to  participate  in  the  prize 
fight  in  Kentucky  ? 

A.  I  believe  it  is. 

JR  e-cross- Exami  n  a  tion. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  of  counsel  for  contestant:  Was  it  not  last  fall,  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  and  not  in  the  summer,  when  the  prize  fight  took  place  in  the  vicinity  of  Cincinnati  ? 

A.  I  couldn’t  answer  the  question;  I  know  it  was  discussed  all  last  summer,  but 
when  it  took  place  I  can’t  tell. 

C.  C.  Campbell. 

And  further,  Edward  Bradley,  a  witness  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  sworn,  de¬ 
poses  and  saitli  as  follows : 

Question  by  counsel  for  contestee:  State  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation. 

A.  Edward  Bradley  ;  thirty  years  ;  residence,  63  Baum  street ;  iron  molder. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  election  held  October  10, 1876,  in  Hamilton  county,  Ohio? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  At  what  ward  and  precinct  ? 

A.  Fourth  Ward,  First  Precinct,  of  Cincinnati. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  said  precinct  ? 
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A.  I  have  lived  in  that  precinct  about  two  years  and  sis  months ;  I  was  raised  in  that 
neighborhood  since  I  was  three  years  old. 

Q.  How  much  of  said  election  day  was  you  present  at  the  polls  of  said  precinct,  if 
any  ? 

A.  I  was  there  from  a  quarter  to  six,  or  may  be  before  that,  till  four  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  ;  I  w'as  there  before  the  polls  were  opened. 

Q.  How  often  have  you  attended  elections  in  said  precinct  ? 

A.  That  made  the  third  time  I  voted  there ;  I  voted  there  the  October  before,  last 
spring  and  then. 

Q.  Where  did  you  vote  at  previous  elections  ? 

A.  Four  or  five  elections  before  that  I  voted  at  the  Sixth  Ward,  the  adjoining  pre¬ 
cinct. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Ephraim  Holland  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  well ;  I  can’t  state  the  number  of  years ;  I  have  known  him  since  I  was  a 

child. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  was  present  at  the  opening  of  the  polls  of  said  precinc 
at  said  election  ? 

A.  He  was  not ;  I  did  not  see  him  till  a  half  an  hour  afterwards  ;  the  reason  I  wanted 
to  see  him  was,  we  had  made  arrangements  to  be  there  in  the  morning. 

Q.  When  he  first  appeared  at  the  polls,  as  you  say,  who  was  with  him  ? 

A.  Arthur  Duffy,  and  a  man  I  took  to  be  an  Englishman,  who  stayed  there  all  day. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  at  the  time  the  polls  opened  there  were  any  strangers  in  the 
ward  waiting  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  I  did  not  see  any ;  all  the  men  I  saw  there  had  their  dinner  baskets  and  cans 
waiting  for  the  polls  to  open ;  they  were  grumbling  because  they  were  not  opened  be¬ 
fore,  so  they  could  go  to  work ;  there  were  other  men  standing  there  electioneering ; 
they  did  not  have  any  cans  or  baskets. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  if  there  had  been  a  gang  of  eighteen  strangers  at  the  polls 
at  the  time  they  opened,  you  would  have  known  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  they  couldn’t  have  done  so;  I  know  pretty  much  everybody  on  that  hill 
and  in  that  precinct. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  any  gang  of  strangers  could  have  voted  there  without  your 
knowing  it? 

A.  They  could  not;  because  the  Republicans  were  challenging  there  pretty  lively ; 
one  man,  named  John  Butcher,  now  a  letter  carrier,  was  executive,  and  stood  there  all 
day  challenging;  there  were  several  others  challenging  besides  him. 

Q.  Were  you  one  of  the  challenging  committee  ? 

A.  I  was  on  the  committee  ;  they  had  no  printed  list  of  them,  but  I  was  challenging 
especially  a  batch  of  niggers;  there  were  more  niggers  voted  there  that  day  than  I 
ever  knew  where  they  came  from. 

Q.  State  for  what  ticket,  and  whether  straight  or  scratched,  Ephraim  Holland 
worked  at  said  election. 

A.  I  seen  him  take  tickets  out  of  his  pocket — the  Democratic  ticket — and  lean  it  up 
against  a  wall  and  scratch  them.  I  couldn’t  toll  whom  ho  scratched;  it  was  in  the 
judges  list,  but  I  couldn’t  tell  which  of  the  five  he  scratched,,  and  then  took  the  tickets 
and  gave  them  to  parties  and  they  voted  them.  Also  seen  him  holding  tickets  folded 
there.  He  gave  them  to  different  parties,  who  went  up  and  voted  them.  They  were 
straight  Democratic  tickets,  he  said,  all  right,  except  one  man  scratched.  There  were 
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also  two  others  liad  folded  tickets  there,  this  Arthur  Duffy  and  another  man,  I  don’t 
kuow  his  name ;  he  didn’t  belong  in  that  ward  anyway,  and  didn’t  vote  there. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  it  was  a  matter  of  general  kuowledge  at  said  polls  that  day 
that  Ephraim  Holland  was  working  for  Joseph  Cox  for  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Common 
Pleas  Court  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant.) 

A.  It  was  known  to  a  few  ;  it  wasn’t  known  to  everybody;  of  course  everybody  that 
came  there  didn’t  know  it,  but  it  was  the  general  impression  of  parties  electioneering 
there  that  he  was  working  for  Cox. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  auy  numbers  of  men  who  did  not  belong  in  said 
ward  there  that  day  with  Ephraim  Holland. 

A.  I  seen  men  come  there  and  talk  to  him  and  go  away  again. 

Q.  How  many  men,  and  did  you  know  them  ? 

A.  I  knew  some  of  them  and  some  I  didn’t  know.  Some  parties  came  there — candi¬ 
dates;  Holland  was  told  they  wanted  to  see  him,  but  he  said  he  didn’t  want  to  see  them 
without  they  had  money.  I  told  him  once  myself  a  man  wanted  to  see  him,  and  he  told 
me  that.  I  couldn’t  say  how  many  were  there  at  different  times.  In  fact,  he  was 
busy  all  day  with  fellows  electioneering.  They  came  to  him  for  one  thing  and  another. 
Some  of  them  wanted  money.  He  pulled  out  a  big  roll  of  money  once  for  a  bluff  and 
gave  it  to  Arthur  Duffy  and  told  him  to  pay  them  off;  then  went  over  as  far  as  where 
his  mother  lives,  and  Duffy  gave  it  back  to  him  again. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  these  parties  who  came  to  see  Holland  were  in  numbers  or 
single  men. 

A.  Well,  I  never  seen  more  than  one  or  two  come  at  a  time.  Had  there  been  any 
gangs  I’d  have  seen  them. 

Q.  What,  if  any  thing,  did  you  hear  Ephraim  Holland  say  that  day  about  his  work¬ 
ing  for  one  of  the  Republican  candidates  forjudge  ? 

A.  I  think  I  heard  him  remark  he  was  working  for  one  of  the  judges  on  the  Republi¬ 
can  ticket. 

Q.  State  who  Arthur  Duffy  and  the  Englishman  you  saw  with  Holland  were,  and 
where  were  they  employed  ? 

A.  Arthur  Duffy  was  employed  at  the  time  at  the  Empire  saloon,  and  the  English¬ 
man  I  don’t  know  what  he  did,  but  he  stayed  around  there. 

Q.  You  say  some  candidates  and  others  came  to  see  Holland.  State,  if  you  know, 
who  they  were. 

A.  Milton  Sayler  came  there,  Tom  Campbell  was  around  there.  I  don’t  positively 
remember  any  others.  Those  are  all  I  knew.  I  believe  Paul  Williamson  was  around 
there. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  of  counsel  for  contestaut :  What  is  your  occupation  ? 

A.  I  am  an  iron-molder,  but  I  can’t  get  any  thing  to  do  at  that  now,  so  I  am  doing 
laboring  work. 

Q.  What  ticket  were  you  working  for  on  election  day  ? 

A.  The  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Did  you  work  the  straight  ticket  or  a  scratched  ticket  ? 

A.  I  worked  the  straight  ticket. 

Q.  How  many  workers  were  there  engaged  by  the  Democratic  committeemen  or  can¬ 
didates  at  the  polls  in  your  ward  on  that  day  ? 
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A.  Eph.  Holland  told  me  he  wanted  ten  good  men,  and  would  give  them  ten  dollars 
apiece  for  their  day’s  work.  There  were  other  men  there ;  there  were  men  who  were 
working  for  the  interests  of  the  party  outside  of  those  that  Holland  had — several  of 

them. 

Q.  Were  yon  one  of  the  ten  men,  Mr.  Bradley  ? 

A.  1  was.  I  was  told  the  Sunday  previous  to  the  election,  to  he  there  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  and  he  would  pay  me  all  right.  I  saw  him  in  the  morning,  about  eight  or  nine 
o’clock,  and  he  told  me  it  was  all  right;  but  he  nearer  paid  me  anything. 

Q.  Did  you  and  the  other  Democratic  workers  in  that  precinct  work  for  the  straight 
Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  they  did  not;  some  of  them  worked  for  Cos  for  judge. 

Q.  Who  worked  for  Cox  f 

A.  Why,  there  were  two  or  three  worked  for* Cox;  one  in  parricular,  a  young  fellow 
there  named  Cain.  There  were  several  working  there;  one  party  there  was  working  for 
Morrill — he  wanted  Morrill  for  judge. 

Q.  Was  there  not  some  person  specially  working  in  your  precinct  and  ward  for  every 
candidate  on  the  ticket  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  there  wasn’t.  There  were  parties  working  for  other  parties  on  the  ticket 
that  I  don’t  know  anything  about.  I  can’t  answer  for  that.  Yes,  I  may  state  here  that 
my  friend  Stagman  was  working  for  Force  mighty  hard. 

Q,  How  much  of  the  time  did  you  see  Holland  about  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth 
Ward  polls  ? 

A.  Well,  he  was,  I  guess,  two-thirds  of  the  time  there. 

Q.  Forenoon  or  afternoon,  or  both  ? 

A.  He  would  go  away  a  while,  and  come  back  again.  He  was  there  in  the  forenoon 
and  afternoon,  both. 

Q.  What  name  did  you  see  him  scratch,  at  any  time,  on  the  Democratic  ticket  ? 

A.  I  couldn’t  tell  what  name  it  was. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  seer  him  scratch  Judson  Harmon’s  name  ? 

A.  I  can’t  say  that  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Holland  prepare  his  own  ballot  to  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  saw  him  go  and  take  a  ticket,  and  go  over  and  hold  it  up  against  the 
side  of  a  frame  house  and  scratch  it;  then  put  it  in  his  pocket  and  go  over  and  vote.  I 
couldn’t  say  whether  he  voted  that  ticket  or  not. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  go  over  to  the  frame  house  and  scratch  the  ticket  more  than 
once  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  several  times. 

Q.  About  how  many  T 

A.  I  couldn’t  state  the  number;  I  think  several  times. 

Q.  Was  there  less  scratching  done  at  last  October  election,  on  both  sides,  than  at 
any  election  for  the  last  three  or  five  years'? 

A.  I  think  that  there  was  more  scratching  done  at  the  October  election  before  this. 

Q.  Did  you  see  anybody  scratch  Judson  Harmon’s  name  on  the  Democratic  ticket  for 
judge  ? 

A.  I  can’t  really  say  that  I  did.  Th6re  were  some  men,  when  they  came  to  vote, 
didn’t  care  who  tliey  scratched,  and  put  down  their  favorite. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  Republican  put  the  name  of  Harmon  on  his  ticket  for  judge? 

A.  I  can’t  say  that  I  did. 
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Q.  Did  you  see  any  Republican  strike  off  the  name  of  Joseph  Cox  from  his  ticket  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  pay  that  much  attention  to  the  Republican  ticket  to  notice  it. 

Q.  How  many  votes  can  you  say  that  you  saw  Holland  scratch  one  of  the  five  Demo¬ 
cratic  names  for  Judge  and  insert  Cox’s,  which  you  saw  put  into  the  ballot-box? 

A.  I  can’t  say  who  he  put  on  the  tickets.  I  am  not  positive  about  that,  but  it  was 
the  impression  amongst  us  that  he  was  working  for  Cox,  and  he  had  two  men  there  with 
folded  tickets.  I  seen  him  several  times  scratch  tickets  and  give  them  to  men  to  vote 
them. 

Q.  What  men  were  they  ? 

A.  I  couldn’t  tell  who  they  were  all ;  parties  I  knew,  and  parties  I  didn’t  know  per¬ 
sonally. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Mr.  Campbell  speak  to  those  two  parties  ? 

A.  No,  I  did  not. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  definitely  ?  Might  it  not  have  been  possible  for  him  to  speak 
to  those  two  men  and  you  not  see  him  ? 

A.  Well,  yes,  he  might  have  spoken  to  them  and  me  not  see  him. 

Q.  What,  if  any,  information  have  you  about  Mr.  Holland  working  for  or  voting  for 
Judge  Cox,  other  than  the  impression  that  you  got  among  the  boys  who  were  working 
at  the  polls  ? 

A.  None  other,  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Are  you  now  under  an  indictment,  aud  out  on  bail,  charged  with  the  murder  of 
Daniel  Hart  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  not  under  bail  now  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  the  amount  of  bail  ? 

A.  Five  hundred  dollars. 

Q.  Were  you  arrested  on  that  charge  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Has  your  final  trial  been  had  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  do  you  expect  the  trial? 

A.  I  don’t  expect  any  at.  all.  The  simple  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  I  am  held  as  a 
witness  against  other  parties. 

Be-exaviination. 

Q.  By  counsel  for  contestant :  When  you  say  Holland  went  away  and  came  back 
again,  did  he  go  alone,  or  how  did  he  go  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant.) 

A.  He  went  with  Tom  Campbell — walked  toward  Sixth  street ;  he  went  away  once  in 
a  hack;  sometimes  he  went  away  with  a  party — I  don’t  know  whether  to  take  a  drink, 
or  what. 

Q.  Who  was  the  party  ?  What  do  you  mean  by  a  party  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  for  contestant.) 

A.  A  couple  of  men,  or  one  man.) 

Q.  Were  they  men  you  knew?  men  around  the  polls  there ? 

A.  Yes,  they  were  men  around  the  polls  he  went  away  with,  and  some  that  came 
there. 

Q.  Were  those  who  came  there  any  of  them  in  parties  of  more  than  one  or  two  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  seen. 
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Q.  How  long  would  lie  be  gone  when  be  went  away  this  way  ? 

A.  Sometimes  lie  wonld  be  gone  ten,  sometimes  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes,  some¬ 
times  half  an  hour. 

Q.  In  which  direction  did  he  go? 

A.  Sometimes  he  would  go  to  Sixth  street,  and  sometimes  toward  Fifth;  he  went  up 
to  the  hospital  several  times. 

Q  You  say  in  answer  to  a  cross-question  that  the  only  means  of  information  you 
have  that  Holland  was  working  for  Joseph  Cox  for  Judge  was  the  general  impression  at 
the  polls.  Did  I  not  understand  you  to  say  that  you  heard  Holland  say  that  he  was 
working  for  Joseph  Cox  for  Judge  ? 

(Objected  to  by  counsel  fer  contestant.) 

A.  Well,  I  understood  him  to  say  he  was  working  for  one  ot  the  judges  on  the  Re¬ 
publican  ticket. 

Ee-cross  Examination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buckv  alter,  of  counsel  for  contestant :  How  many  voters  are  there  iu 
the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward  ?  and  how  many  do  you  know  by  name  and  by 
sight  ? 

(Objected  to.) 

A.  According  to  the  October  tally-sheet,  the  vote  cast  was  1,309  or  1,311 ;  I  don’t 
know  which.  I  know  two-thirds  of  the  voters  by  sight  or  to  speak  to. 

Q.  About  one-tliird  only,  you  think,  you  wouldn’t  be  able  to  recognize  ? 

A.  I  don’t  think  there  would  be  that  many.  I  know  every  body  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  I  have  lived  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  twenty-seven  years. 

Q.  You  don’t  mean  to  say  that  you  know  all  the  voters — 1,300  of  them  ? 

A.  Pretty  much  all.  Of  course  there  are  some  I  don’t  know  who  only  move  iu  for  a 
few  months. 

Q.  How  were  your  votes  received  on  last  October?  Quiet  voting,  or  was  there  some 
excitement  and  difficulty? 

A.  Well,  it  was  quiet,  as  a  general  thing.  » 

Q.  Wasn’t  there  some  difficulty  and  excitement  several  times  during  the  election  ? 

A.  Well,  there  was  a  fuss  or  two,  but  it  did  not  amount  to  much — a  little  quarreling 
once  in  a  while  that  didn’t  amount  to  much. 

Q.  You  don’t  mean  to  say,  do  you,  that  no  voters  in  your  precinct  voted  successively 
in  a  crowd  together  ? 

A.  They  voted,  one  after  another,  going  up  the  shute.  There  were  always  men  there 
on  the  sides  to  challenge  them,  both  Democratic  and  Republican.  If  a  stranger  appeared 
they  would  challenge  his  vote  if  some  of  the  party  didn’t  know  him. 

Q.  If  a  leading  worker  or  Democratic  manager  at  the  polls  would  vouch  that  any 
party  was  all  right,  to  let  him  vote,  did  your  challengers  then  challenge  him  ? 

A.  No,  but  the  Republicans  would  if  he  was  a  stranger.  They  went  so  far  as  to  make 
some  men  that  had  voted  for  twenty  years  go  and  get  their  papers. 

Q.  Who  were  your  judges,  and  what  were  their  politics  ? 

A.  Dan  Duffey,  Democratic,  George  Duffey,  Democratic;  the  Republican  judge’s 
name  i  don’t  know.  I’ve  heard  it,  and  forgotten  it. 

Q.  Is  that  t lie  Dan  Duffey  to  whom  Holland,  as  you  say,  gave  a  roll  of  money  for  the 
workers. 

A.  No,  sir;  I  didn’t  say  that  Dan  Duffey  got  any  money.  It  was  Arthur  Duffey — his 
brother. 
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Q.  Have  you  been  engaged  in  any  ballot  stuffing  in  that  ward  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  not  one  of  the  party  who  helped  to  stuff  the  ballot-box  when  Jake 
Gardner  was  elected  alderman 

A.  No,  sir;  I  voted  for  John  Crouty,  and  I  didn’t  have  any  interest  in  stuffing  the 
box. 

Edward  Bradley. 

And  further,  Miles  Forbes,  a  witness  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  de¬ 
poses  and  saith  as  follows : 

Q.  By  counsel  for  contestee  :  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation? 

A.  Miles  Forbes;  age,  forty-five  ;  residence,  Mt.  Adams ;  carriage  maker. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  one  of  the  judges  at  the  Presidential  election  last 
November  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward  of  Cincinnati. 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Who  were  the  other  judges  ? 

A.  William  White  and  Dan  Duffy. 

Q.  Who  were  the  Clerks  ? 

A.  John  J.  Ryan  and  Alphonso  Harringen. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  have  seen  and  read  the  testimony  of  Ephraim  Holland 
in  this  case,  relative  to  said  presidential  election  in  your  precinct 

A.  I  have. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  said  testimony  is  true  or  false. 

A.  It  is  false.  Eph.  Holland  means  to  impute  in  his  testimony  that  us  judges  stuffed 
the  ballot-box  in  November.  That  is  false. 

Q.  How  do  you  account  for  the  vote  in  November,  and  the  Democratic  majority  in 
November  being  greater  than  in  October  ? 

A.  It  is  the  working  of  the  Democratic  club  there.  After  the  Republicans  claimed 
there  was  repeating,  they  went  round  and  saw  every  man  in  the  ward,  and  took  them 
down,  and  discovered  there  was  at  least  a  hundred  voters  who  didn’t  vote  in  October. 
Hbv  these  hundred  came  to  vote  in  November  was  that,  by  the  intimidation  of  Eph. 
Holland  and  a  crowd  of  some  more  around  there,  they  were  led  to  believe  they  would  be 
knocked  down  unless  they  would  vote  their  way.  This  was  in  every  election.  I  tried  to 
prevail  on  those  people  that  wasn’t  so  ;  the  fighting  that  occurred  there  wasn’t  on  poli¬ 
tics,  but  some  old  grudges  among  the  boys,  and  told  them  I  was  satisfied  that  any  of 
them  could  come  down  and  vote  to  suit  themselves,  which  they  could.  Still  they 
wouldn’t  believe  it,  and  concluded  they  would  never  vote  so  long  as  that  crowd  con¬ 
trolled  the  polls.  Therefore,  in  November  election,  the  club  guaranteed  to  them  (Eph. 
Holland  being  arrested),  that  the  Mt.  Adams  judges  and  challengers  would  run  the  elec¬ 
tion.  We  provided  a  carriage  for  those  that  were  not  able,  and  by  those  means  got  them 
out  to  vote. 

Q.  Were  these  men  who  you  say  didn’t  vote  Republicans  or  Democrats  ? 

A.  They  were  Democrats. 

Cross-examination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Bncli waiter,  counsel  for  contestant.  How  many  Republican  judges  were 
there  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward  at  the  November  election? 

A.  I  didn’t  claim  to  belong  to  any  party.  I  went  in  for  a  square  deal  to  both  sides 
There  wasn’t  any  professed  Republican  judge.  Some  of  them  claimed  that  I  was  a  Dem¬ 
ocrat,  others  that  I  was  a  Republican.  The  Democrats  claimed  that  I  was  a  Republican, 
and  the  Republicans  that  I  was  a  Democrat. 
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Q.  By  whom  were  you  selected  to  act  as  judge  ? 

A.  By  the  Democratic  party. 

Q.  What  were  your  politics  ? 

A.  I  was  for  Tilden  last  fall. 

Q.  Were  you  for  the  Democratic  ticket  iu  October? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  these  German  people,  about  a  liuudred,  stayed  away  iu  October  because 
they  were  afraid  of  Holland  aud  his  men  who  ran  the  ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  there  tights  and  rows  in  that  ward  ? 

A.  What,  in  October  do  you  mean  ? 

Q.  Generally. 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Who  have  the  majority  in  that  precinct,  Democrats  or  Republicans  ? 

A.  The  Democrats. 

Q.  Is  it  a  very  large  majority  ? 

A.  About  six  hundred  and  fifty  majority. 

Q.  Is  not  it  more  than  that  ? 

A.  Well,  it  may  be. 

Q.  Did  you  not  add  to  your  answer  above  ‘ i  that  the  majority  was  larger  when  Eph. 
Holland  would  stuff  the  ballot-box?” 

•  / 

A.  That  is  what  he  says  himself.  I  was  joking,  and  didn’t  iutend  it  as  part  of  my 
answer. 

lie-examination. 

Q.  By  counsel  for  contestee :  Was  any  body,  beside  the  judges  and  clerks,  present 
in  the  room  during  the  receiving  and  counting  of  the  votes  at  the  Presidential  election 
I  have  referred  to  ? 

A.  There  was  one  of  the  strongest  Republicans  in  the  ward,  a  gentleman  by  the  name 
of  Iliff,  came  in  at  7  o’clock  in  the  morning.  He  sat  till  dinner  time,  and  put  a  substi¬ 
tute  in  his  place  while  he  went  to  dinner;  returned,  and  then  remained  until  the  ballots 
were  all  counted,  at  a  quarter  before  six.  Three  of  each  side  was  admitted,  the  box  was 
opened  before  the  six  and  Iliff,  and  they  remained  there  till  the  count  was  perfected. 

lie-cross  examination. 

Q.  By  counsel  for  contestant :  Please  state  whether  this  man  Iliff  was  a  young  or  au 
old  gentleman,  and  give  his  age  as  near  as  you  can.  * 

A.  As  near  as  I  can  guess,  I  would  put  him  down  at  fifty-five. 

Q.  By  counsel  for  contestee  :  What  was  the  full  name  of  this  Iliff? 

A.  I  don’t  know.  Miles  Forbes. 

Further  taking  of  depositions  was  adjourned  till  Monday,  February  2G,  1877,  at  same 
time  and  place.

Deposition  resumed  this  Monday  afternoon,  February  26,  1876,  according  to  adjourn¬ 
ment,  at  said  time  and  place. 

J.  II.  Cline,  a  witness  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  saitb 
as  follows : 
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(Counsel  for  contestant  objecting  to  taking  testimony  as  the  time  has  expired,  it  now 
being  2  o’clock  P.  M.,  and  also  because  there  wa:3  no  adjournment.) 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  contestee  :  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence, 
and  occupation  ? 

A.  J.  H.  Cline  ;  twenty-eight  years ;  residence,  232  East  Pearl  street.  I  have  been 
working  at  the  gas  office — nothing  at  present.  Fifth  ward,  second  precinct. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  State  aud  comity  election  held  on  the  10th  day  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  1876,  in  the  second  precinct  of  said  ward  ?  If  so,  wTien  did  you  go  to  the  polls  ;  how 
long  did  you  remain  ;  what  portion  of  the  day,  if  any,  were  you  absent ;  and  what  were 
you  doing  at  said  polls  ? 

A.  I  was.  I  went  about  ten  minutes  after  the  polls  opened.  I  was  to  act  as  clerk, 
but  got  there  too  late.  I  staid  there  from  that  time  till  half-past  ten  o’clock  A.M.  I  left. 
I  followed  a  couple  of  coons  from  there  to  the  Sixth  ward  polls.  They  attempted  to 
vote  and  I  followed  them  up  thepe.  I  couldn’t  have  been  gone  half  an  hour.  Then  I 
staid  there  from  about  eleven  o’clock  till  about  a  quarter  to  one  ;  then  went  to  dinner, 
and  came  back  about  two  o’clock.  I  staid  there  then  until  in  the  neighborhood  of 
five  o’clock.  I  went  to  the  upper  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward,  and  staid  there  about 
five  minutes,  when  I  came  back,  and  staid  at  the  polls  till  they  closed.  I  was  holding 
tickets. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  that  precinct  ? 

A.  I  have  been  living  there  about  twenty-seven  years. 

Q.  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  voters  of  that  precinct  ? 

A.  With  a  great  many  of  them. 

Q.  What  do  you  know,  if  any  thing,  of  any  illegal  votes  being  cast  that  day  at  that 
precinct  ?  *  • 

A.  I  do  not.  I  know  of  none  at  all. 

Q.  What  efforts  were  made  on  the  day  of  election  by  both  parties  to  prevent  illegal 
voting  ? 

A.  Well,  both  had  their  challengers  there,  and  they  got  their  work  in.  If  any  thing 
the  Republicans  had  the  best  challengers.  A  man  named  George  Sweeny  was  on  the 
Republican  challenging  committee.  He  is  one  of  the  best  men  that  has  been  on  for  a 
number  of  years.  He  is  a  good  man  for  that  business,  knows  most  all  of  them.  I  wasn’t 
up  at  the  window  all  the  time,  but  there  was  a  good  deal  of  challenging  going  on.  I 
wasn’t  at  the  window  one-third  of  the  time. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Ephraim  Holland,  if  so,  how  long  have  you  known  him  ? 

A.  lam  not  intimate  with  him ;  I  have  known  him  for  fifteen  years;  but  I  never 
spoke  a  dozen  words  to  him  at  a  time  in  my  life. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  at  the  polls  of  that  precinct  on  that  day  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  in  a  position  that  he  could  have  been  there  on  that  day  without  your 
seeing  him  ? 

A.  I  think  so,  that  is  while  I  was  present. 

Q.  Could  it  have  been  possible  that  at  any  time  between  the  time  you  got  there  in 
morning  and  when  you  left  at  half-past  ten  to  go  to  the  Sixth  Ward  polls,  for  Holland 
to  have  come  there  with  a  gang  of  strangers  and  voted  them  without  your  knowing  it  ? 

A.  I  think  not. 

Q.  How  close  were  you  to  the  polls  between  ten  minutes  after  six  and  half-past  ten  ? 

A.  Well,  not  further  than  a  hundred  feet  or  less  than  twenty,  sometimes  across  the 
street. 
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Cross-examination. 

Q.  By  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  of  attorneys  for  contestant :  By  what  party  were  you 
selected  to  act  as  clerk  ? 

A.  The  Democratic  party. 

Q.  Are  you  a  Democrat  in  politics  ? 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  Were  you  at  the  same  polls  on  the  November  election  ? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  What  did  you  do  then  ? 

A.  Look  on  and  give  a  man  a  ticket  when  he  wanted  to  vote  for  Tilden. 

Q.  Were  you  doing  about  the  same  work  that  you  did  in  the  October  election  ? 

A.  No.  I  was  a  little  more  active  that  day  in  November. 

Q.  Did  you  visit  any  other  polls  in  November  ? 

A.  I  did.  I  went  to  the  Sixth  Ward  polls  in  the  morning,  and  the  Fourth  Ward 
polls  in  the  afternoon,  the  upper  precinct. 

Q.  Did  you  go  to  either  of  the  other  wards,  Fourth  or  other  precinct  of  the  Fifth  ? 

A.  I  went  to  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fifth.  I  believe  I  was  there  twice? 

Q.  May  you  not  have  your  visits  to  the  other  polls  in  October  confused  in  your  mem¬ 
ory  with  your  visits  in  November  ? 

A.  Not  the  least. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  whether  you  saw  Holland  at  any  of  the  polls  in  November  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  in  the  upper  precinct  of  the  Fourth  ward. 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  in  the  Fifth  ward,  or  do  you  remember  ? 

A.  I  did  not  see  him. 

Q.  Might  he  have  been  there  in  November,  and  you  have  seen  him,  and  not  remem¬ 
ber  about  it  ? 

40 

A.  If  I  had  seen  him  there  I  would  have  remembered  ? 

Q.  Why  should  you  remember  if  you  saw  him  in  October,  the  election  held  before 
charges  of  illegal  voting  and  election  frauds  were  made  against  Holland  in  public,  in 
the  newspapers,  and  on  the  streets  of  Cincinnati? 

A.  Well,  for  the  simple  reason  that  he  wasn’t  there.  It  is  immaterial  to  me  whether 
he  was  there  or  not,  but  he  was  not  there  when  I  was  there. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  Holland  personally  and  intimately  ? 

A.  I  have  known  him  personally  through  working  for  the  gas  company — not  person¬ 
ally,  but  through  business  relations.  For  instance,  his  gas  would  go  out  and  I  would 
fix  it.  I  have  known  him  by  sight  for  fifteen  years. 

5LQ.  Why  were  you  expecting  Holland  in  the  Fifth  ward  in  the  October  election,  or  how 
is  it  that  you  remember  that  you  did  not  see  him,  in  a  ward  where  he  does  not  live  nor 
vote  ? 

A.  Well,  I  never  expected  him  at  all,  and  never  gave  him  a  thought.  He  was  not 
there  in  my  presence;  how  I  know  I  don’t  know,  but  I  know  he  was  not  there  when  I 
was  there.  I  know  him  well  enough  to  have  known  him. 

Q.  Why  should  you  remember  that  Holland  was  not  there  any  more  than  any  other 
citizen  from  any  other  ward  or  adjoining  ward  ? 

A.  Well,  he  is  a  conspicuous  gentleman,  and  generally  attracts  attention,  especially 
at  the  polls. 

Q.  Does  ho  unless  lie  purposely  attracts  attention  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know. 
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Q.  Did  you  look  for  Holland  in  any  of  the  other  wards  in  which  you  went  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Had  you  any  engagemont  to  meet  him  in  the  Fifth  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Had  you  seen  him  the  day  before  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Had  you  been  to  the  Empire  saloon  during  the  day  prior  to  the  election? 

A.  I  might  have  been  there;  I  ain’t  positive.  I  might  have  been  there  to  see  them  sell 
pools. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Holland  or  talk  with  him  during  the  ten  days  j)rior  to  the  election? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Did  he  make  any  promises  to  you  that  he  would  meet  you  in  the  Fifth  ward? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  make  any  promises  to  you  about  the  election  in  October  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Why,  then,  when  Holland  lived  in  the  Fourth  ward,  should  you  remember  that 
you  saw  him  in  the  Fifth  ward  any  more  than  any  other  citizen  ? 

A.  The  same  that  I  should  remember  Mr.  Buchwalter  here.  I  never  saw  him  before, 
but  I  think  I  should  remember  him. 

Q.  Would  you  remember  any  stranger  were  you  to  see  him  once  at  your  polls? 

A.  I  don’t  know  whether  I  could  or  not. 

Q.  How  many  wards  and  precincts  did  you  visit  on  election  day? 

A.  I  was  at  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  and  Fourth  Wards,  both  precincts  of  the  Fifth,  both  of 
the  Sixth,  the  upper  precinct  of  the  Fourth,  and  the  First  precinct. 

Q.  Why  did  you  go  to  these  precincts  in  the  other  wards  ? 

A.  I  followed  two  colored  men  from  the  Second  precinct  of  the  Fifth  Ward — they  at¬ 
tempted  to  vote  there  ;  from  there  to  the  eugine-house  in  the  Sixth  Ward,  on  Sycamore 
street,  to  prevent  them  from  voting  there.  I  followed  them  from  there  to  the  other  pre¬ 
cincts  of  the  Sixth  Ward,  on  Main  street.  I  went  to  the  First  precinct  of  the  Fourth 
Ward  about  five  o’clock;  had  no  business  there,  only  curiosity. 

Q.  Did  these  colored  men  vote  at  any  of  these  precincts  ? 

A.  Not  while  I  was  after  them. 

Q.  Did  you  get  your  breakfast,  dinner,  and  supper  that  day  ? 

A.  I  got  dinner  and  supper. 

Q.  Where  ? 

A.  Home. 

Q.  Where’s  that  ? 

A.  232  East  Pearl  street. 

Q.  llow  mauy  squares  from  the  polls  ? 

A.  It  is  a  little  over  one  square. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Holland  that  day  ? 

A.  I  saw  him  at  the  Fourth  Ward  polls  at  five  o’clock  that  evening. 

Q.  Might  not  Mr.  Holland  have  visited  your  ward  and  precinct  without  your  seeing 
him  or  knowing  any  thing  about  it  personally  ? 

A.  I  think  not,  unless  when  I  was  absent  at  the  Sixrh  Ward  polls,  or  at  dinner. 

Q.  Might  he  not  also  have  come  to  the  polls  while  you  were  there  engaged  in  your 
electioneering  ? 

A.  I  think  not.

A.  Don’t  know. 

Q.  Where  did  you  take  them  t 
The  witness  refused  to  answer. 

Q.  About  how  far  from  the  polls  did  you  go  to  get  your  -drinks  ? 

A.  Across  the  street  in  that  distillery  there ;  I  got  one  drink  there, 

Q.  Hid  you  take  as  many  as  twelve  drinks  that  day  ? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Did  you  drink  strong  drink,  or  did  you  take  beer? 

A.  I  don’t  remember. 

Q.  Was  there  much  of  a  crowd  of  you  went  when  you  took  your  drinks  ? 

A.  I  don’t  know ;  I  don’t  remember. 

Q.  Why  did  you  go  to  take  a  drink  ?  were  you  tired  ?  did  you  sit  down  to  rest  f 
A.  I  was  dry;  I  was  not  tired.

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  contestee :  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence, 
artul  occupation  ? 

A.  Joseph  Palmer ;  age,  fifty-three;  my  occupation  is  police  officer;  185  Livingston 
street. 

Q.  Were  you  on  duty  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1876? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Hid  you  make  any  arrests  of  any  persons  for  illegal  voting  on  that  day?  if  so, 
whom  ? 

A.  The  man’s  name  was  Johnson ;  I  believe  he  gave  mo  his  name  such. 
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Q.  About  what  time  of  the  day  was  it  that  you  arrested  him?’ 

A.  It  was  between  half-past  eleven  and  one  o’clock ;  I  made  four  arrests  betWeeti 
those  hours ;  he  didn’t  get  his  vote  in,  but  tried  to  do  so,  and  I  arrested  him  by  order  of 
the  judge. 

Q.  Where  did  yon  take  him  when  you  arrested  him  ? 

A.  To  Oliver  street  station,  Fifth  District. 

Q.  How  long  did  he  remain  there  ? 

A.  He  remained  there  till  the  forepart  of  the  evening ;  till  Ire  was  bailed  out ;  I  heard 
about  six  o’clock  that  he  was  bailed  out ;  he  was  gone  then. 

Q.  At  what  precinct  and  ward  was  he  arrested? 

A.  At  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  at  the  corner  of  Freeman  and  Liberty;  they  hold  their 
polls  at  Oberklme’s. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  John  L.  Murray,  who  resides  at  207  Oliver  street,  a  com-' 
mission  merchant  l 

A.  Not  personally ;  I  wouldn’t  know  him  by  his  name  if  I  was  to  see  him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  one  Michael  Ryan,  who  is  now  confined  in  the  jail  of  Hamilton 
county,  lately  arrested  in  New  York  City  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  don’t  know  him  by  that  name. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  went  on  the  bail  for  the  release  of  this  man  Johnson? 

A.  When  he  appeared  in  court  a  man  by  the  name  of  Heis  or  Heister  was  called  upon 
to  produce  his  body  or  forfeit  his  bail.  There  was  so  much  confusion  in  court  that  I 
eouldn’t  hear  the  name  well,  and  couldn’t  find  out,  but  put  it  down  on  my  book  a &- 
paper  bail. 

Q.  Are  you  sure  that  it  was  not  later  than  one  o’clock  ? 

A,  Yes,  sir;  I  am  sure  of  that. 

Cross-exu'mnati'or:. 

Q.  by  M.  D  Buchwalter,  of  attorneys  for  contestant:  Are  you  a  day  or  night  po¬ 
liceman  ? 

A.  I  am  a  night  policeman,  but  was  a  day  policeman  there,  and  was  detailed  at 
those  polls. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  go  on  duty  at  those  polls  that  morning? 

A.  At  half-past  five  o’clock — half  an  hour  sooner  than  usual  on  account  of  the  elec¬ 
tion. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  go  off  duty! 

A.  Six  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Q.  Did  you  take  dinner  ? 

A.  1  did  after  my  partners  came  back  ;  I  got  my  dinner  about  two  o'clock. 

Q.  Where  did  you  take  your  dinner  ? 

A.  At  my  residence,  185  Livingston  street. 

Q.  How  close  is  your  home  to  the  polls  of  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  at  Oberkline’s,- 
Liberty,  and  Freeman  % 

A.  About  the  length  of  a  square  and  a  half, 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  after  you  went  to  the  station-house  with  Johnson? 

A.  I  came  down  Linn  street  to  Liberty,  and  down  that  half  way  to  Freeman,  when  I 
made  an  arrest,  and  after  I  got  him  in  the  station-house  I  made  two  more,  all  hand  run¬ 
ning,  before  my  partners  came  hack.  They  were  arrested  for  disorderly  conduct.  John¬ 
son’s  was  the  only  one  for  illegal  voting,  or  attempting  illegal  voting. 

Q.  Then  where  did  you  go  ? 

A..  To  the  polls,  and  stayed  there  till  the  polls  elosedv 
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Q.  Are  these  the  only  places  and  streets  that  yon  visited  from  the  time  you  arrested 
Johnson  ? 

A.  I  went  to  my  dinner  and  down  the  streets  going  to  the  polls,  and  I  visited  one 
place  across  the  street  to  the  corner  to  close  them  up  for  selliug  liquor  round  the  back 
way. 

Q.  What  had  you  been  doing,  and  where  were  you  before  you  took  your  dinner  ? 

A.  Standing  at  the  polls,  keeping  order.  I  had  no  right  to  go  away,  only  for  the 
point  of  duty. 

Q.  Had  you  made  any  arrests  before  you  ate  your  dinner  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  made  four  arrests  before  I  went  to  my  dinner.  My  partners  went  home 
about  half  past  eleven ;  they  all  went,  and  left  me  alone ;  they  said  it  was  just  one 
when  they  got  back.  I  made  all  those  arrests  before  they  came  back.  Johnson’s  was 
the  first  arrest  I  made,  and  then  those  parties  for  fussing.  I  then  went  to  my  dinner, 
and  got  back  before  two  o’clock ;  in  fact,  I  was  away  but  a  few  minutes. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  by  any  clock  or  watch,  what  time  it  was  when  you  came  back  to 
the  polls  ? 

A.  Well,  when  I  started  from  home  it  was  just  half  past  one,  and  I  judged  I  could 
go  a  square  and  a  half  in  a  short  time ;  so  I  think  I  got  back  to  the  polls  before  two 
o’clock. 

Q.  What  makes  you  remember  anything  about  the  time  when  you  came  back  that 
day  to  the  polls,  rather  than  any  other  day  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  rather,  than  any  other  day.  I  go  by  time  ;  we  go  by  certain  hours 
and  times,  and  set  our  time  by  the  station-house  time.  If  we  do  not  get  up  to  time  we 
get  a  reprimand,  or  suspended.  We  watch  the  time,  and  are  not  allowed  two  hours  to 
take  dinner. 

Q.  What  is  your  usual  dinner  hour  ? 

A.  My  usual  dinner  hour  is  a  quarter  to  twelve,  and  I  have  to  get  back  before  one. 
In  cases  of  duty  or  arrest  wo  may  be  called  off. 

Q.  Did  you  see  Johnson,  alias  Ryan,  at  the  polls,  attempting  to  vote  ? 

A.  This  Johnson,  I  saw  him  at  the  polls  attempting  to  vote  ;  and  the  judge  ordered 
their  arrest.  I  was  standing  about  six  feet  from  them ;  they  had  their  tickets  in  their 
hands.  I  grabbed  one  of  them,  and  grabbed  at  the  other,  but  couldn’t  get  the  other 
without  losing  the  one  I  had.  I  called  on  the  citizens  to  arrest  him,  but  he  ran  up  to 
Wade  street  and  got  away. 

Q.  Did  the  judge  take  the  ticket  in  his  hand  before  he  ordered  his  arrest  ? 

A.  I  couldn’t  state  ;  they  were  standing  in  the  door,  and  I  couldn’t  see  whether  they 
gave  their  tickets  to  the  judge  or  not. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  ticket  in  his  hand  after  you  had  arrested  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  say  that  the  judge  did,  or  did  not,  take  the  ticket  from  him  ? 

A.  I  can  not  say. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  bond  signed,  or  the  bail  given  for  him  at  the  station-house  ? 

A.  I’ve  made  the  statement.  We  couldn’t  take  bail  at  Oliver  street,  but  had  to  send 
to  the  judge  or  chief.  I  never  saw  the  bond  ;  it  isn’t  my  business  to  do  so.  I  suppose 
orders  came  by  telegraph  to  let  him  go,  as- he  had  bail. 

Q.  Can  you  say,  certainly,  what  the  name  of  the  bondsman  was  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  could  not. 

Q.  Did  you  see  the  bond  to  read  the  name? 
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A.  No,  sir ;  it  is  not  my  place  to  look  at  bonds. 

Q.  Did  you  take  him  to  Oliver  street  station  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  and  tlie  constable  accompanied  me.  I  made  the  arrest,  and  called  Mm 
for  bis  assistance. 

Q.  How  far  is  Oliver  street  station  from  your  house,  and  the  polls,  at  Oberkline’s, 
Twenty-third  Ward  ? 

A.  Well,  it  is  about  three  squares  from  Oliver  street  station  to  my  house.  It  is  about 
three  squares  to  Oberkline’s ;  Linn,  Baymiller,  Dudley,  and  Freeman,  small  squares. 

Q.  What  time  of  night  or  day  was  it  that  you  got  the  telegram  from  the  Ceutral 
station  to  release  Johnson  or  Ryan? 

A.  I  could  not  tell  you.  I  only  got  word  that  he  was  out  under  bail.  I  suppose  some¬ 
body  telegraphed,  or  came  down  to  tell  the  Lieutenant  in  charge  to  let  him  go. 

Q.  Why  can’t  you  remember  what  time  it  was  when  you  heard  he  was  let  out  under 
bail  ? 

A.  I  told  you  it  was  about  six  o’clock. 

Q.  You  did  not  look  at  your  clock  at  home  did  you,  when  you  ate  your  dinner,  on 
election  day,  and  do  you  remember  that  without  any  assistance  ? 

A.  Of  course,  I  do.  I  left  home  about  half-past  one,  to  go  to  the  polls.  I  looked  at 
the  clock.  I  don’t  ask  any  one  to  do  it  for  me. 

Q.  Did  you  look  at  your  time  after  you  got  back  to  the  polls  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then,  how  do  you  regulate  your  time  ? 

A.  I  regulate  my  time  by  the  station-house  time.

B  e-examination. 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  contestee :  Had  you  any  notice  before-liand  that 
these  parties  would  be  at  the  polls  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  we  were  warned  of  it  about  9  o’clock.  I  could  not  say  by  whom  we  were 
warned. 

F.  G.  Palmer. 

And  further,  John  Brown,  a  witness,  of  lawful  age,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  de¬ 
poses  and  saith  as  follows  : 

(Counsel  for  contestant  objects  because  deposition  was  taken  after  hours  named  in 
notice.) 

Q.  By  C.  W.  Cowan,  of  counsel  for  contestant :  What  is  your  name,  age,  residence, 
and  occupation  ? 

A.  John  Brown;  age,  35  years;  residence,  114  Oregon  street;  bowlder-paver;  first 
precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward,  Cincinnati. 

Q.  State  where  you  were  on  the  day  of  the  October  election ;  at  what  polls ;  what 
time  did  you  get  there ;  how  long  did  you  remain  ? 

A.  I  was  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct,  Fourth  ward;  I  got  there  at  five  o’clock  in 
the  morning,  at  the  latest ;  I  remained  until  after  the  polls  were  closed ;  I  was  away 
about  twenty-five  minutes  between  one  and  two  o’clock  to  get  a  cup  of  coffee. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Ephraim  Holland  ?  and  at  what  time  did  you  see  him  at 
the  polls  ? 

A.  Yes ;  as  near  as  I  can  recollect  it  was  about  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning  ? 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  when  he  first  came  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  the  first  time  I  saw  him ;  he  may  have  been  there  before  twenty- 
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live  times,  but  that  was  the  tirsfc  time  I  saw  him ;  but  I  don’t  think  he  could  have  been 
there  without  me  seeing  him. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  when  you  first  saw  him  ? 

A.  He  was  holding  Democratic  tickets  ? 

Q.  Did  you  see  him  distribute  the  tickets  to  persons  ?  If  so,  how  were  the  tickets 
given  out  ? 

A.  Yes;  he  would  go  to  work  and  take  tickets  out  of  his  pockets  and  give  them  to 
parties  that  I  supposed  he  had  employed  to  electioneer. 

.  Q.  Were  the  tickets  he  took  out  of  his  pockets  folded  or  opened  out  straight  ? 

A.  No ;  he  would  generally  get  his  hand  in  his  overcoat  pockets  and  take  out  a  hand¬ 
ful  ;  they  wouldn’t  be  opened  out  when  he  took  them  out ;  he  would  generally  give  them 
to  those  parties. 

Q.  Did  you  see  any  of  those  tickets  in  the  hands  of  voters  afterwards?  and  if  so,  were 
the  tickets  scratched  or  not  ? 

A.  I  seen  them  in  the  hands  of  voters,  but  not  in  the  hands  of  those  parties  he  gave 
them  to.  Yes,  there  were  from  three  to  four  names  scratched  on  the  tickets  that  those 
parties  gave  voters. 

Q.  Did  yon  see  Holland  during  the  day  hand  tickets  direct  to  others;  and  if  so,  how 
did  he  hand  them  to  them  ?  Did  you  see  them  after  they  were  handed  to  them  ?  Did 
you  see  them  vote  the  tickets  so  handed  to  them  by  Holland;  and  if  so,  were  they 
scratched  or  unscratched  ? 

A.  I  did.  He  handed  them  the  tickets  out  of  his  hand.  The  ticket  that  Eph.  Hol¬ 
land  handed  to  any  body,  that  is,  himself  personally,  was  straight.  When  I  say  he  was 
handing  them  to  a  voter,  it  would  be  a  straight  ticket,  that  is,  the  single  ones.  The 
ones  he  held  in  his  hand  himself,  the  single  ticket,  was  the  straight  ticket, •but  he  gave 
to  other  parties  tickets  I  couldn’t  see  what  was  in  them  or  how  they  were  scratched. 
When  he  was  standing  at  the  polls  and  a  man  came  up  there  was  no  scratch  on  the 
ticket  he  would  hand  them  right  there.  The  majority  voted  the  tickets  handed  them  ; 
some  of  them  didn’t. 

No  cross-examination  made  by  M.  L.  Buchwalter,  counsel  for  contestant.

John  K.  McCann. 
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F.  W.  Steigelman,  of  lawful  age,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name,  age,  and  residence. 

A.  F.  W.  Stagerman  ;  age,  25;  Mount  Adams. 

Q.  Are  you  well  acquainted  with  the  voters  in  that  ward  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  know  almost  every  v  oter  in  the  ward. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  were  present  all  day  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  when 
the  State  and  county  election  was  held. 

A.  Well,  I  lived  at  that  time  in  the  second  precinct ;  moved  down  there  temporarily, 
and  was  in  all  day  long  at  the  first  precinct,  from  seven  o’clock  to  six  o’clock  in  the 
evening. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  made  a  poll  of  a  portion  of  the  said  precinct  after  the 
election  ;  if  so,  who  assisted  you  in  polling  the  said  precinct  ? 

A.  Well,  I  had  the  whole  business  in  my  hands,  and  asked  William  Taylor  and  Geo. 
Schatzman  and  W.  H.  Hallam  to  assist  me. 

Q.  Who  did  assist  you  most  ? 

A.  They  all  assisted  me. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  territory  did  you  do  yourself? 

A.  Mount  Adams — all  of  Mount  Adams. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  got  all  the  names  of  all  the  male  residents  in  the  part 
you  cauvasred,  who  were  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  ? 

A.  I  think  every  name  over  twentv-one  whether  he  was  a  voter  or  not.  There  were 
a  great  many  of  them  that  were  not  citizens,  but  I  took  them  notwithstanding. 

Q.  State  fully  and  accurately  all  that  you  did  while  making  the  canvass ;  in  other 
words,  state  fully  how  you  made  it. 

A.  Well,  I  superintended  the  whole  work,  and  laid  it  out  in  districts  for  these  men  to 
take  in  parts.  I  made  four  divisions  of  the  precinct.  Of  course,  I  selected  Mount  Adams 
and  gave  these  other  three  other  territories. 

Q.  Tell  me  how  you  made  the  canvass  for  Mount  Adams  ? 

A.  I  went  from  one  house  to  another. 

Q.  Is  it  not  quite  possible  that  you  might  have  missed  a  number  of  names? 

A.  No,  sir ;  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  miss  one ;  I  got  every  name  that  was  on  Mt. 
Adams,  from  twenty-one  on. 

Q.  When  the  work  was  completed,  what  number  of  names,  if  any,  was  on  the  tally-' 
list  made  of  the  voters  on  the  10th  day  of  October  that  you  could  not  find  in  the  ward? 

A.  Well,  now  after  we  had  made  this  canvass,  we  took  all  the  names  and  put  them 
in  alphabetical  order,  and  compared  them  with  the  poll-books;  but  Mr.  Schatzman  and 
Mr.  Hallam  and  Mr.  Taylor  compared  them  with  the  poll-books,  and  they  found  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-seven  names  on  the  poll-book  that  were  not  on  the  list. 

Q.  You  say  you  were  present  at  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward  all  day  on  the 
day  of  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  well,  I  might  have  went  away  five  or  ten  minutes  to  come  right  back 
again,  though. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  observed  numbers  of  persons  voting  whom  you  did  not 
recognize  as  residents  of  that  ward. 

A.  Yes,  sir,  a  great  many ;  I  challenged  a  great  many  among  them ;  Duke  Fleming 
and  Frank  Westjohn  were  arrested,  and  one  man  of  the  name  of  John  Conway;  had 
him  indicted ;  I  followed  John  Conway  down  from  the  Fourth  Ward,  the  first  precinct, 
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down  to  the  Ninth  Ward  ;  I  arrested  him  there,  with  the  assistance  of  a  policeman;  he 
is  now  indicted. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  Eph.  Holland  at  the  said  precinct  on  that  day. 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  What  ticket,  if  any,  was  Eph.  Holland  electioneering  and.  working  for  on  that 
day  ? 

A.  He  was  electioneering  for  the  straight  Democratic  ticket. 

Q.  Did  you  observe  any  name  whatever  written  upon  the  tickets  that  Mr.  Holland 
gave  out  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  They  were  printed,  were  they? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  they  were  all  printed.  A  gentleman — hut  I  decline  to  state  who  the 
gentleman  is — met  him  there  when  he  was  electioneering  for  Cox,  and  I  seen  him  teat 
up  the  tickets  after  the  gentlemen  had  left,  and  say,  “By  God;  he  must  sink  with  the 
rest  of  them.”  That  was  the  remark  he  made. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  one  Bradley,  who  testified  to-day  for 
the  contestee  before  Mr.  McCann,  jk  notary  public,  at  the  office  of  Cowan  &,  Durell. 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  am  personally  acquainted  with  him. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  saw  him  at  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth 
ward  on  election  day. 

A.  Well,  I  seen  him  there  ;  yes,  sit. 

Q.  Much  of  the  time  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Who  is  Bradley  ?  What  is  he  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don’t  know  what  he  does.  I  never  seen  him  work.  Don't  believe  he  has 
done  work  for  years,  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted,  in  the  neighborhood  where  the  said 
Bradley  lives,  with  his  reputation  for  truth. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  it  good  or  bad  ? 

A.  Bad. 

Q.  Now  you  may  state,  would  you  believe  Iiiiii  or  not,  under  oath  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  # 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  the  said  Bradley  is  indicted  at  this  time  for  any  offense  ;  if 
so,  what  is  it  ? 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  He  is  indicted  for  the  murder — implicated  in  the  murder  of  John  Hart,  at  Mt. 

Adams. 

Q.  What  other  offenses  has  he  been  arrested  for,  if  you  know  ? 

(Question  objected  to.) 

A.  Disorderly  conduct  and  drunkenness.  I  guess  that  is  about  alb 

Cross-exami  nation . 

Q.  What  time  do  you  say  you  went  to  the  polls  of  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth 
Ward  ? 

A.  Seven  o’clock.  Perhaps  it  might  have  been  sooner — between  half-past  six  and. 
seven. 

Q.  Did  you  not  say  in  your  examination  in  chief  that  you  went  there  at  six  and  re¬ 
mained  there  until  seven  ? 
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A.  From  seven  in  tlie  morning  until  the  close  in  the  evening* 

Q.  What  part  did  you  take  in  the  election  there  ? 

A.  Well,  I  was  electioneering  for  the  straight  Republican  ticket  ? 

Q.  What  else  were  yon  doing  ? 

A.  Well,  I  challenged,  and  done  every  thing  to  make  myself  useful ;  kept'repeatefs 
from  voting,  and  I  think  I  kept  about  tifty  or  a  hundred  from  voting. 

Q.  Were  you  close  to  the  jiolls  where  the  judges  received  the  tickets? 

A.  Yes,  I  was  right;  by  the  window  mostly  all  the  time. 

Q.  Majority  of  the  judges  were  Republican,  were  they  not  ? 

A.  •  No,  sir;  they  were  Democrats.  We  had  one  Republican  judge  and  one  Republican 
clerk. 

Q.  Who  were  the  judges  ? 

A.  The  judges  were  Duffy — I  think  Jones — and  two  Duffys — George  Duffy,  Council* 
man  Duffy,  and  Mr.  Jones. 

Q.  You  are  positive  they  were  the  judges  at  the  October  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  positive.  At  the  October  election. 

Q.  You  say  that  you  saw  Ep.  Holland  there  during  the  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  see  him  ? 

A.  As  soon  as  I  arrived. 

Q.  What  was  he  doing  when  you  arrived  ? 

A.  Electioneering  for  the  Democratic  ticket.  I  was  standing  at  the  side  of  him* 

Q.  Did  he  have  tickets  in  his  hands  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  saw  the  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  are  positive  there  was  no  scratching  oil  them  t 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  that  you  heard  a  man  have  a  conversation  with  him,  whose  name  you  de  * 
cline  to  give,  stating  that  he  was  electioneering  for  Judge  Cox,  and  that  he  tore  up  the 
tickets  in  his  hands  as  soon  as  the  man  got  out  of  sight,  and  said  that  Cox  must  be 
swamped  with  the  rest  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Where  was  Holland  standing  at  the  time  ? 

A.  He  was  out  in  the  middle  of  the  street,  between  the  polls,  on  Lock  street,  between 
Fifth  and  Sixth,  on  the  west  side. 

Q.  About  what  time  in  the  day  was  that  ? 

A.  About  eight  o’clock.  That  same  gentleman  came  there  again;  came  several  times. 
Q.  Would  it  not  have  been  about  ten  o’clock  when  this  conversation  took  place  ? 

A.  Well,  no;  it  can  not. 

Q.  How  are  you  so  positive  it  was  eight  o’clock  ? 

A.  Because  I  got  a  watch  in  my  pocket — always  carry  a  watch. 

Q.  Did  you  take  out  your  watch  at  that  particular  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  take  it  out  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  time  that  this  conversation 
took  place  ? 

A.  Well,  perhaps  I  did  ;  I  can  not  remember  distinctly. 

Q.  Why  was  it  that  you  were  so  particular  to  take  the  time  when  this  conversation 
took  place  ? 
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A.  Because  the  gentleman  was  a  personal  friend  of  mine,  and  I  was  not  going  to  see 
him  deceived  by  Mr.  Holland  that  way.  I  told  the  gentleman  afterwards — the  next  day 
after  the  election — if  he  would  go  by  the  votes  he  would  see  Cox  didn’t  get  any  scratches 
there  at  all  in  the  first  precinct;  what  I  mean  by  that,  didn’t  get  many  votes  through 
the  Democratic  ticket.  The  vote  was  almost  straight. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  Judge  Cox’s  vote  was  at  least  twenty  over  the  other  Republi¬ 
can  judges  in  that  precinct? 

A.  Well,  it  might  have  been,  for  he  has  got  a  great  number  of  personal  friends  up  there* 
Q.  You  say  this  friend  come  back  afterwards  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  often  ? 

A.  Well,  three  or  four  times. 

Q.  Forenoon  ? 

A.  Well,  through  the  day. 

Q.  Give  the  name  of  the  man. 

A .  I  decline  to  do  that. 

Q.  I  insist. 

A.  I  won’t  answer  that  question. 

Q.  I  again  request  you  to  give  me  his  name. 

A.  I  decline  to  answer.  Well,  it  was  Mr.  Campbell. 

Q.  You  say,  then,  he  immediately  tore  up  the  tickets  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  he  get  another  lot  of  tickets  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  he  always  had  the  straight  Democratic  ticket — that’s  the  only  ticket  I  seen 
him  handle. 

Q.  Did  he  get  another  lot  of  tickets? 

A.  Well,  he  had  his  lot — never  changed  his  lot  in  his  hands. 

Q.  What  tickets  was  it  he  tore  up,  then  ? 

A.  I  suppose  the  ones  Mr.  Campbell  gave  lii/n. 

Q.  Where  did  he  have  them  when  he  tore  them  up  ? 

A.  In  his  bands,  in  one  of  his  hands. 

Q.  Can  you  give  the  names  of  these  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  men  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Names  of  any  of  them  ? 

A.  I  (fan  not  remember  them ;  no,  sir.  But  at  the  time  I  did  know  a  great  many  of 
them.  I  was  surprised  when  I  was  called  as  a  witness  hero,  and  had  forgot  all  about 
them. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  this  list  attached  to  the  deposition  of  Mr.  Scliatzman  ? 

A.  It  was  all  done  in  my  house.  Seen  it,  but  never  examined  it  very  carefully. 

Q.  You  say  that  this  list  was  made  up  at  your  house,  all  that  is  on  that  paper.  Have 
you  compared  this  list  with  the  original  papers  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Mr.  Scliatzman  and  Mr.  Hallam  compared  them,  part  in  my  presence  in 
one  of  the  rooms  at  my  house. 

Q.  Did  you  look  over  it  afterwards  ? 

A.  They  compared  it. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  it  before  to-day  ? 

A.  I  have  seen  it  at  my  house. 

Q.  Can  you  explain  what  is  the  “  error  list”  hero? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  I  could  not. 
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Q.  Was  a  complete  list  of  the  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  name  made  hy  yon  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Made  by  them  ? 

A.  That  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  How,  then,  do  you  know  there  were  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  names  ? 

A.  Well,  I  remember  that. 

Q.  Well,  how  do  you  come  to  remember  it  ? 

A.  I  knew  that  at  the  time. 

Q.  How  did  you  know  it  when  you  didn't  compare  and  make  any  list  ? 

A.  Because  I  was  there,  right  there  in  the  room ;  asked  them  how  many  there  were 
they  said  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

Q.  Then  your  testimony  is  not  your  own,  but  what  they  told  you  ? 

A.  What  I  saw  at  my  house? 

Q.  You  saw  there  was  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  ? 

A.  They  said  there  was  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

Q.  You  only  know  from  what  they  told  you  ? 

A.  Only  from  what  they  told  me. 

Q.  Then  your  testimony  in  regard  to  the  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  was  hearsay 
A.  I  could  not  say  but  it  was. 

Q.  Where  is  the  balance  of  the  list  ?  and  how  comes  it  there  is  but  one  of  them  there  ? 
A.  As  I  understand  it,  the  list  was  to  be  given  Amor  Smith.  They  went  out  to  my 
house,  and  were  in  charge  of  Mr.  M.  H.  Hallarn  and  Mr.  Schatzman.  I  understand  they 
gave  them  to  Mr.  Amor  Smith. 

Re-direct  examination. 

Q  You  speak  of  me  having  been  at  the  ward  two  or  three  times,  did  you  see  me  in 
that  ward  more  than  once  on  that  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  I  have  seen  you  there  more  than  once. 

Q.  How  often  did  you  see  me  then  ? 

A.  I  can't  remember,  Tom. 

Q.  Give  us  your  best  memory  on  that. 

A.  I  think  I  saw  you  twice. 

Q.  Now  then,  sir,  do  you  think  you  saw  me  any  more  than  twice  ? 

A.  That  I  could  not  answer. 

Q.  Did  you  not  see  me  speak  to  Mr.  Holland  but  once  on  that  day  ? 

A.  I  think  I  did. 

Q.  Was  what  I  said  in  your  presence  so  that  you  could  hear  what  it  was? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  how  can  yon  tell  what  1  did  say  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  say  what  you  said. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  I  asked  him  to  vote  for  any  person  or  not  ? 

A.  I  didn’t  say  that. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Holland  say  that  I  asked  him  to  vote  for  Cox  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  I  ever  tell  you  that  I  asked  him  to  vote  for  Cox  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  as  a  matter  of  fact  you  know  nothing  about  whether  I  requested  him  to  vote 
-  5Cox  or  not  ? 

No,  sir. 


F.  W.  Steigelman. 
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I  certify  that  the  foregoing  depositions  of  F.  W.  Steigelman  were  then  and  there 
reduced  to  writing  by  me,  in  the  presence  of  deponents,  in  short-hand,  by  consent  of 
parties  to  said  cause,  who  were  respectively  represented  by  counsel  at  the  taking  of  said 
depositions;  that  it  was  there  and  then  agreed  to  in  my  presence  by  said  counsel,  that 
my  transcript  of  said  short-hand  notes  might;  he  read  in  evidence  at  the  trial  of  said 
cause,  with  the  same  force  and  effect,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  said  transcript 
had  been  signed  by  said  deponent  at  the  time  of  the  taking  of  said  depositions.

Testimony  of  William  H.  Hallam. 

Q.  What  is  your  name  f  You  may  state  to  the  Senate. 

A.  My  name  is  William  H.  Hallam. 

Q.  What  is  your  age  ? 

A.  I  am  thirty  four  years  of  age. 

Q.  Where  is  your  place  of  residence  ? 

A.  I  reside  at  Franklin,  Warren  county,  Ohio,  about  sixteen  miles  south  of  Dayton. 

Q.  Where  did  you  live  at  the  time  of  the  October  election,  1876? 

A.  I  was  then  living  at  No.  275  East  Third  street,  in  the  Fourth  Ward,  Cincinnati. 

Q.  You  may  state  what  part,  if  any,  you  took  in  the  election  held  on  the  10th  of  Oc¬ 
tober. 

A.  I  took  quite  an  active  part ;  was  at  the  polls  in  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth 
Ward  from  about  half-past  six  or  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning  until  the  polls  closed  at 
night. 

Q.  Mr.  Hallam,  you  may  state  what  your  occupation  is. 

A.  I  was  engaged  in  the  Post-office  in  Cincinnati,  but  am  in  no  business  at  all  now. 

Q.  When  did  you  leave  the  Post-office  department  ? 

A.  I  left  the  Post-office  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1877. 

Q.  From  what  you  saw,  what  can  you  say  of  the  election  in  that  precinct  ? 

A.  As  far  as  the  election  is  concerned  at  that  preciuct,  it  was  simply  a  farce.  There 
was  a  crowd  around  there  who  carried  the  election  about  to  suit  themselves. 

Q.  You  may  state  whether  or  not  you  are  acquainted  with  the  voters  in  that  ward. 

A.  I  am  pretty  generally  acquainted  with  the  voters  and  residents  of  that  ward ;  I 
can’t  say  I  know  every  one,  but  I  know  nearly  all  of  them. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not,  on  the  day  or  days  following  the  election,  you  made  a  can¬ 
vass  of  the  voters  of  that  ward  in  search  or  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  any  per¬ 
sons  bad  voted  there  who  were  not  residents  of  that  ward. 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  How  did  you  proceed  with  that  labor,  who  assisted  you,  and  what  was  the  rusult? 

A.  Mr.  William  Taylor,  F.  W.  Steigelman,  George  Schatzman,  and  myself. 

Q.  State  what  was  your  method  in  conducting  this  work. 

A.  We  first  made  a  plat  of  the  precinct,  and  divided  the  territory  among  us.  We 
found  out  the  names  of  the  male  residents  for  the  purpose  of  comparing  them  with  the 
poll-book.  I  thlnk'Nve  got  the  names  of  all  the  residents. 

Q.  Did  you  mention  the  purpose  for  which  you  wished  to  obtain  these  names? 
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A.  We  gave  them  to  understand  that  we  were  getting  up  a  Post-office  Directory. 
There  are  a  good  many  foreigners  in  that  ward,  and  they  have  had  considerable  trouble 
with  their  mail  matter,  consequently  they  were  very  ready  to  give  us  any  information 
which  they  could  concerning  the  names  of  the  persons  residing  there.  We  took  each 
house  separately,  and  ascertained  whether  there  were  more  than  one  family  living  in  each 
house.  We  then  proceeded  to  get  from  them  the  names  of  all  the  male  residents.  In 
some  cases  it  was  impossible  to  see  the  persons  individually,  and  we  had  to  inquire  from 
residents  of  the  same  house  or  neighbors. 

Q.  How  many  male  residents  did  you  find  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  As  near  as  I  can  recollect,  there  were  1360  to  1400  males  in  the  ward.  Some  were 
voters  and  some  were  not,  some  were  minor’s  and  some  were  not  naturalized  citizens,  and 
some  had  not  resided  there  the  necessary  length  of  time. 

Q.  Why  did  you  take  the  names  of  those  whom  you  knew  not  to  be  voters  ? 

A.  We  took  them  down  so  as  not  to  excite  suspicion,  and  that  they  might  believe 
we  were  taking  a  Post-office  Directors. 

Q.  When  you  got  all  of  the  names,  what  did  you  do  with  them  ? 

A.  We  met  in  a  room  and  copied  all  the  names  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then  pro¬ 
cured  a  copy  of  the  poll-book  for  that  ward,  which  we  compared  with  the  list  we  had 
taken. 

(Document  shown  to  witness.) 

Q.  Do  you  recognize  the  document  ? 

A.  I  do  ;  it  was  written  by  Mr.  Schatzman. 

Q.  Is  that  the  man  you  referred  to  before  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  the  result  ot  the  comparison  between  your  list  and  the  tally-sheers  ? 

A.  I  found  on  the  tally  list  of  the  fourth  precinct  about  277  names  that  we  could  not 
find  when  we  went  around  to  take  the  names. 

Q.  Did  all  of  the  1360  persons  whose  names  you  took  claim  to  be  voters  of  that  ward  ? 

A.  No,  sir  ;  they  did  not. 

Q.  About  what  number  of  them  were  not  voters  in  the  Fourth  Ward? 

A.  As  near  as  we  could  get  at  it,  we  judged  there  were  about  150  who  were  not  voters. 

Q.  That  includes  the  names  of  minors  I  believe  you  have  already  stated  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  does ;  it  includes  those  that  were  not  of  age ;  some  that  were  absent 
at  the  time,  and  some  who  were  not  naturalized  citizens  on  the  tenth  of  October. 

Q.  Have  you  any  means  of  knowing  that  any  of  the  persons  whose  names  you  have 
on  your  list  were  absent  from  the  city  at  the  time  of  the  election  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  some  of  them  were  at  work  on  the  Cincinnati  Railway. 

Q.  Tell  us  any  facts  connected  with  the  election,  such  as  the  voting  of  persons  who 
were  not  residents  of  the  ward.  Did  you  see  any  persons  arrested  or  any  illegal  votes 
cast  ? 

A.  I  saw  quite  a  number  of  illegal  votes  cast.  Mr.  Westjohn  was  arrested  as  an  il¬ 
legal  voter  ;  is  now  under  arrest  and  waiting  sentence. 

Q.  Who  else  ? 

A.  One  Paul  Heaton. 

Q.  Who  else  did  you  see  there  ?  . 

A.  I  saw  Eph  Holland  there,  and  he  appeared  to  be  a  general  manager  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  side — procuring  votes. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Charley  Young  ? 
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A.  I  do  not,  but  I  recognize  bis  name  as  being  on  the  list  of  illegal  voters  that  I  pre¬ 
pared. 

Q.  Hovr  many  times  during  the  day  did  you  see  parties  of  men  come  to  that  precinct 
and  vote  who  were  not  residents  of  the  ward  ? 

A.  Some  six  or  eight  during  the  day  that  I  suspected. 

Q.  Why  did  you  not  challenge  them  ? 

A.  We  did  challenge  them,  and  attempted  to  have  them  sworn  in,  but  Eph  Holland, 
or  some  of  his  gang,  would  not  allow  it.  u  Let  that  vote  go  in  ;  I  know  that  man  ;  he 
is  all  right.”  We  would  demand  that  he  should  be  sworn,  but  they  would  pay  no  atten¬ 
tion  to  it,  and  the  votes  would  be  received,  and  in  that  way  one  gang  of  twelve,  another 
of  six,  and  another  of  eight  and  nine,  that  I  know  of,  voted. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Daniel  ? 

A.  I  know  him  by  sight. 

Q.  What  is  his  occupation  ? 

A.  1  think  he  was  one  of  the  bar-keepers  at  the  “  Empire  House.”  The  “  Empire”  is 
a  kind  of  drinking  saloon. 

Q.  After  making  an  examination  of  the  ward,  state  whether  or  not  you  found  any 
person  who  did  not  vote  on  the  tenth  of  October. 

A.  Yes,  sir  ;  I  found  quite  a  number  myself ;  so  did  my  assistants. 

Q.  What  statements,  if  any,  did  they  make  as  to  the  reason  of  their  not  voting  ? 

(Objected  to,  and  question  withdrawn.)  * 

Q.  How  many  of  those  persons  did  you  meet,  as  stated,  that  had  not  voted  ? 

A.  I  myself  found  in  the  neighborhood  of  twenty. 

(Answer  Objected  to.) 

Q.  How  many  such  were  there  in  your  district  ? 

(Objected  to  and  withdrawn.) 

Q.  You  say  Mr.  Schatzman  was  one  of  the  parties  who  assisted  you  in  the  canvass  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  number  of  persons  was  277  for  whom  you  could  find  no  corresponding 
names  in  your  canvass  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Might  it  not  be  that  the  names  were  spelled  differently  on  the  poll-books  and  on 
your  list,  and  that  for  that  reason  they  failed  to  correspond? 

A.  No,  sir;  in  preparing  the  list  we  always  gave  the  tally-sheet  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt  when  the  names  were  at  all  similar ;  that  is,  we  counted  it  as  a  legal  vote. 

Q.  For  instance,  if  you  found  a  man’s  name  spelled  S-m-y-t-h-e,  and  found  one  spelled 
S-m-i-t-h,  did  you  call  that  a  legal  vote  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  we  always  gave  the  tally-sheet  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  counted 
the  vote  as  legal. 

Q.  State  to  tfyo  Senate  whether  you  were  governed  by  the  sound  of  the  names. 

(Objected  to,  and  question  withdrawn.) 

Q.  Well,  you  may  state  in  what  manner  you  were  governed  in  that  matter. 

A.  If  we  found  a  name  as  being  any  where  near  it  whatever,  we  gave  the  tally-sheet 
the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and  counted  it  as  a  legal  vote. 

Q.  And  after  doing  all  that,  you  say  there  was  a  discrepancy  of  277  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.

Q.  What  part  of  this  work  of  canvassing  the  Fourth  ward  did  yon  perform,  if  you 
please  ?

A.  I  canvassed  Observatory  street,  Oregon  street,  Kilgonr  street,  and - 

Q.  Well,  what  part,  proportionately,  of  the  district  did  you  canvass  individually  ? 
Was  it  one-lialf,  one-third,  or  one-fourth  ?  State  as  near  as  you  can. 

A.  I  took  something  over  three  hundred  names  myself. 

Q.  You  say  you  took  three  hundred  ? 

A.  Well,  that  is  as  near  as  I  can  say.  That  is  very  nearly  accurate. 

Q.  Beyond  those  three  hundred  names  I  apprehend  you  are  unable  to  state  ? 

A.  I  have  the  statement  of  the  others  for  the  balance. 

Q.  You  may  state  to  the  Senate,  if  you  will,  what  streets  you  canvassed. 

A.  I  canvassed  Ivilgour  street,  Observatory  street,  Bond  street,  a  portion  of  Third 
street,  Hill  street,  a  portion  of  Eggleston  avenue,  a  small  portion  of  Eighth  street,  and 
a  little  street  that  we  call  Duplaine — 1  believe  it  is  a  continuation  of  Long  street. 

Q.  Of  the  1,390  names,  you  took  about  three  or  four  hundred  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  days  do  you  say  it  was  after  the  election  that  you  commenced  the 
canvass  ? 

A.  I  think  we  commenced  the  second  day  after  the  election. 

Q.  After  the  October  election  f 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  portion  of  Kilgour  street  did  you  canvass  ? 

A.  I  took  the  upper  part  of  Kilgour  street,  from  Third  to  Fifth. 

Q.  I  wish  you  would  look  and  see  if  it  is  the  same  part  included  in  this  answer. 
(Handing  document  to  witness.) 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  it  is. 

Q.  Did  you  not  go  over  the  same  district  that  the  others  did  ? 

A.  I  think  not. 

Q.  Did  you  compare  notes  to  ascertain  whether  you  did  or  not  f 

A.  We  took  a  plat  of  the  city  and  found  out  the  boundaries  of  the  first  precinct,  and 
then  divided  it  into  sections,  and  each  took  certain  territory. 

Q.  Your  impression  is  that  you  didn’t  canvass  the  same  territory  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  first  see  Eph.  Holland  ? 

A.  I  first  saw  him  in  the  morning,  at  about  seven  o’clock. 

Q.  At  what  time  did  you  go  to  the  polls  ? 

A.  I  went  at  about  half-past  six  or  seven  o’clock 

Q.  Did  you  see  Eph.  Holland  at  the  polls  when  you  arrived  there  f 

A.  I  think  he  was  at  the  polls  when  I  got  there. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  remain  there  ? 

A.  I  remained  until  about  twelve  o’clock  ;  was  gone  to  dinner  about  half  an  hour, 
and  then  returned. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  forenoon  was  Eph.  Holland  there  ? 

A.  He  was  there  all  the  forenoon,  with  the  exception  of  about  one  hour,  probably. 

Q.  What  time  did  he  leave  ? 

A.  I  paid  no  attention  to  the  time. 

Q.  Well,  state  as  near  as  you  can. 

A.  It  might  possibly  have  been  in  the  neighborhood  of  ten  or  eleven  o’clock. 

Q.  That  is  your  impression  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  he  was  a  sort  of  master  of  ceremonies.  What  did  he  do  ? 
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A.  He  stood  around  the  polls,  and  when  any  of  these  repeaters  would  come  up  he 
would  slap  them  on  the  shoulder  and  say,  “Here  comes  a  solid  Democrat,  let  him  vote.” 
Q.  A  solid  muldoon  ? 

A.  Yes  ;  a  solid  muldoon.  Then  he  would  ask  Mr.  Duffy  to  pass  that  bottle  of  whisky 
out  of  the  windrw  to  him  ;  and  he  would  do  it. 

Q.  Who  was  this  man  Duffy  ? 

A.  He  was  one  of  the  Democratic  judges  of  election. 

Q.  What  part  did  Holland  take  iu  passing  out  the  tickets  ? 

A.  He  didn’t  pay  special  attention  to  that ;  once  in  awhile  he  would  pass  out  a  ticket 
when  he  came  up  to  a  man. 

Q.  Did  he  provide  the  squads  with  tickets? 

A.  Most  all  of  them  had  tickets;  he  would  say,  “Let’s  see  your  ticket.  That’s  all 
right.” 

Q.  Did  he  seem  to  have  an  understanding  with  these  squads  that  came  up  ? 

A.  He  seemed  to  know  that  they  were  all  right — sound. 

Q.  WThat  time  did  you  return  from  dinner? 

A.  I  returned  at  about  half-past  twelve,  or  possibly  one  o’clock. 

Q.  What  part  of  the  afternoon  was  Eph.  Holland  there  ? 

A.  He  left  twice  in  tho  afternoon,  and  was  gone  from  one-half  hour  to  an  hour  each 
time. 

Q.  Did  he  remain  until  the  polls  closed? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  say  there  were  159  extra  names ;  what  do  mean  by  159  extra  ? 

A.  I  said  about  150  that  were  not  voters  in  the  ward. 

Q.  How  did  you  determine  that  they  were  not  voters  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  In  giving  their  names  some  stated  they  were  not  of  age,  some  were  not  citizens, 
some  declined  to  go  on  account  of  the  crowd  being  too  rough. 

Q.  You  said  there  was  one  gang  of  twelve ;  what  time  did  they  reach  the  polls  where 
you  were  in  the  Fourth  Ward  ? 

A.  I  can  not  give  the  exact  time  ;  it  was  early  in  the  forenoon. 

Q.  Well,  state  as  near  as  you  can. 

A.  Possibly  about  eight  o’clock. 

Q.  If  you  are  uncertain  as  to  the  time,  what  would  you  say — was  it  earlier  or  later 
than  eight  o’clock  ? 

A.  I  should  say  earlier. 

r 

Q.  How  soon  after  that  did  the  squad  of  eight  follow  ? 

A.  It  might  have  been  three-quarters  of  an  hour. 

Q.  How  about  the  squad  of  six  or  seven  ?  Did  they  come  earlier  or  later  ? 

A.  I  am  under  the  impression  that  it  was  in  tho  afternoon. 

Q.  About  what  time,  if  you  please  ? 

A.  About  two  o’clock,  I  should  think. 

Q.  About  two  o’clock  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  my  opinion. 

Q.  From  what  direction  did  the  squad  of  twelve  come  ? 

A.  They  came  up  Fifth  street. 

Q.  Did  the  other  squads  come  from  the  same'direction  ? 

A.  One  of  the  squads  came  out  Sixth  street. 

Q.  Who  led  the  squad  of  twelve  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know  personally. 
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Q.  Do  you  know  who  led  the  other  squads  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  recognize  any  body  in  either  of  the  squads  ? 

A.  I  think  in  one  of  the  squads,  I  can  uot  say  whether  it  was  the  squad  of  twelve  o*- 
eight,  I  recognized  Paul  Wheaton. 

Q.  Where  had  you  seen  him  before  ? 

A.  I  had  not  seen  him  before,  but  since  that  time  I  have  seen  him  and  learned  his 
name,  and  recognized  him  as  belonging  to  one  of  the  sqnads. 

Q.  Did  he  vote  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  their  votes  challenged  ? 

A.  Tnere  were  several  of  them  challenged ;  two  of  the  squad  of  twelve  were  chal¬ 
lenged. 

Q.  Had  your  attention  been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  men  were  coming1? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  and  we  challenged  the  men  in  the  first  two  squads,  but  after  that  found 
that  it  was  of  no  use. 

Q.  You  had  a  police  force  there  ?  _ 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Why  didn’t  you  have  them  arrested  ? 

A.  I  requested  to  have  them  arrest  Eph.  Holland,  but  they  said  if  we  commenced 
making  arrests  we  would  have  the  bloodiest  fight  ever  known  in  the  Fourth  Ward  ? 

Q.  Why  didn’t  you  send  for  additional  force  ? 

A.  We  did  send  a  request  to  headquarters  for  relief,  but  no  relief  cmae. 

Q.  To  whom  did  you  send  word  ? 

A.  To  Amos  Smith ;  can  not  remember  whether  any  response  came  back  or  not. 

Q.  Who  took  the  word  to  Mr.  Smith  ? 

A.  I  do  not  know. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  word  was  sent  ? 

A.  I  was  told  so  by  one  of  the  challengers  ;  they  were  advised  at  headquarters  that 
we  thought  repeating  was  going  on. 

Q.  How  do  you  know  these  men  were  not  voters  in  that  ward  ?  Do  you  pretend  to 
know  every  voter  in  the  ward  ? 

A.  I  asked  some  of  the  old  citizens  if  they  recognized  any  of  these  men  who  came 
with  the  gangs,  and  if  they  belonged  to  the  ward,  and  they  recognized  none  of  them. 

Q.  How  large  is  that  ward — that  precinct  ? 

A.  I  cannot  give  you  the  boundaries. 

Q.  Give  them  as  near  as  you  can,  if  you  please. 

A.  The  southern  boundary  is  the  north  side  of  Third  street,  commencing  on  Eggle¬ 
ston  avenue,  and  running  up  the  river  to  Hill  street. 

Q.  How  many  blocks  ? 

A.  Let  me  see  ;  I  think  it  is  about  six  blocks. 

Q.  What  is  the  width  of  the  precinct  ? 

A.  The  width  is  from  Third  street  to  the  new  avenue — Gilbert  avenue,  I  think. 

Q.  It  is  a  neighborhood  largely  inhabited  by  the  laboring  classes,  is  it  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  your  only  information  which- induced  you  to  believe  that  these  men  had  no 
right  to  vote  was  obtained  from  old  citizens  whom  you  supposed  ought  to  know  ? 

Q.  You  say  you  do  not  know  Charlie  Young  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 
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Q.  Was  there  any  body  there  in  consultation  with  Holland  during  the  day  ? 

A.  I  saw  the  Hon.  Milton  Sayler  in  consultation  with  him  several  times  during  the 
day. 

Q.  Did  you  call  Mr.  Sayler’s  attention  to  the  fact  that  you  thought  repeating  was  going 
on  there  ? 

v 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Who  else  did  you  see  there  ? 

A.  I  saw  Mr.  L.  Cl.  Wier  there. 

Q.  Did  you  call  his  attention  to  the  fact  ? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  say  you  saw  Mr.  Wier  in  consultation  with  Eph.  Holland  ? 

A.  I  did  not. 

Q.  Well,  did  you  see  any  other  person  in  consultation  with  Holland? 

A.  I  saw  Mr.  Campbell. 

Q.  What,  not  our  friend  Mr.  T.  C.  Campbell  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  spoke  with  him  for  a  few  minutes.  Mr.  Campbell  and  Mr.  Wier  were 
exercising^  general  supervision  over  thepolls. 

Q.  By  Lieut.  Gov.  Young :  At  that  poll  that  morning  was  there  any  trouble  about 
the  gangway  ? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of.  The  gangway  was  up  when  I  got  there. 

Q.  By  Mr.  Butterworth  :  What  was  the  number  of  names  that  you  polled  in  that,  ward, 
including  minors  and  all  ? 

A.  Between  1,360  and  1,390. 

Q.  How  many  did  you  ascertain  were  not  voters  of  this  number? 

A.  We  judged  about  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

Q.  By  Senator  Andrews :  From  your  own  personal  knowledge,  do  you  know  any 
thing  about  the  polling  of  any  except  the  three  hundred  and  fifty  or  four  hundred  that 
you  say  you  polled  yourself? 

A.  That  is  all  I  know  personally  until  it  came  to  compariugs. 

Q.  By  Mr.  Butterworth :  That  is  the  first  precinct  of  the  Fourth  Ward  ? 

A.  It  is. 

Q.  By  Senator  Owens :  Do  I  understand  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  told  you  they  were 
not  voters  ? 

A.  They  told  me  and  the  others  that  they  were  not  voters. 

Q.  How  many  stated  to  you  that  they  were  not  voters? 

A.  About  fifty. 

Q.  By  Mr.  Butterworth  :  What  do  you  mean  by  this  corrected  list? 

A.  My  impression  now  is  that  this  ought  not  to  have  been  attached  to  this  list. 

Q.  By  Senator  Sehenck  :  How  many  judges  were  there  at  this  precinct? 

A.  I  think  there  two  Democratic  judges  and  one  Republican.  I  know  of  two,  and  am 
under  the  impression  there  were  three. 

Q.  If  there  were  three,  how  many  were  Democratic  and  how  many  Republicans  ? 

A.  If  there  were  three,  two  were  Democrats  and  one  Republican. 

Q.  By  Mr.  Butterworth  :  Were  you  at  the  second  precinct  doing  any  work  ? 

A.  I  did  no  work  there.  That  is  my  voting  precinct,  and  I  voted  there  early  in  the 

morning. 

Q.  Did  the  same  order  obtain  in  the  second  precinct 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  all  the  repeating  that  you  know  of  done  in  the  First  Ward  ? 
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A.  I  heard  there  was  repeating  at  the  Second.

IN  REFERENCE  TO  SAID  PRISON. 


Ohio  Penitentiary, 
Columbus,  March  26,  1877. 

To  His  Excellency ,  Thos.  L.  Young,  Governor  of  Ohio: 

Dear  Sir — I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  respectfully  call 
your  attention  to  the  very  large  and  increasing  number  of  unemployed 
convicts  now  confined  in  this  Institution.  When  spring  opens,  we  can, 
of  course,  use  a  large  number  of  them  on  the  new  buildings  in  process  of 
erection,  but  unless  we  are  enabled  to  contract  the  labor,  we  will  neces¬ 
sarily  have  a  large  number  idle,  und  on  expense  to  the  State.  We  are 
required  under  the  law  to  keep  the  convicts  employed.  They  come  to 
the  Institution  under  a  sentence  to  “hard  labor,”  and,  while  it  is  thus 
made  our  duty,  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  and  of  humanity  to  the 
22— S.  A. 
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prisoners,  demand  that  nothing  should  be  left  undone  to  keep  all  em¬ 
ployed. 

W e  find  it  impossible,  after  repeated  efforts,  to  let  the  labor  of  the  con¬ 
victs  at  the  price  now  fixed  by  law,  viz:  70  cents  per  day.  We  are  not 
only  not  able  to  let  the  surplus  labor,  but  contractors  do  not  renew  their 
contracts  as  they  expire.  Nearly  one-half  the  number  now  on  contract 
will  be  off  before  the  first  day  of  August  next.  Up  to  this  time  our  con¬ 
tractors  have  managed,  though  under  great  difficulties,  to  keep  going. 
They  can  not,  like  manufacturers  outside,  when  times  become  depressed 
as  they  are,  put  out  their  fires  and  quit  work,  but  are  compelled  under 
their  contracts  to  keep  their  men  employed.  This  they  have  done,  and, 
as  a  result,  not  being  able  to  find  a  sale  for  their  goods,  they  have  accu¬ 
mulated  in  large  quantities,  which  they  must  necessarily  carry  at  a  great 
expense  and  probable  loss.  We  are  fully  satisfied  that  under  existing 
circumstances  we  will  not  be  able  to  let  any  more  labor  at  the  price  fixed 
by  law,  and  that  to  a  great  extent,  as  contracts  expire,  a  large  number  of 
men  now  on  contract  will  be  thrown  upon  our  hands ;  and  this  Institu¬ 
tion,  instead  of  being  one  yielding  a  revenue,  will  become  an  expense  to 
the  State. 

The  minimum  price  of  labor  was  fixed  by  law  originally,  April  1, 1867, 
when  everything  was  at  war  prices — labor  as  well  as  supplies — and  when 
even  a  larger  price  could  be  paid  for  the  labor  than  that  fixed  by  law. 
But  now,  with  business  depressed,  money  scarce,  and  as  everything  pur¬ 
chased  for  the  Institution  is  comparatively  cheap,  it  is  different,  and,  be¬ 
lieving  it  best,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  a  modification  of  the 
law  fixing  the  price  of  labor,  and  leave  the  matter  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Board,  either  by  its  absolute  repeal,  or,  if  that  is  not  deemed  best, 
then  to  leave  its  operation  suspended  by  a  joint  resolution,  say  until 
August  1,  1878,  and  in  either  event  the  Directors  should,  probably,  be 
empowered  to  change  the  price  per  day  on  existing  contracts,  to  conform 
to  whatever  modification  is  made.  This  would  seem  to  be  just. 

I  will  also  state  for  your  information,  that  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  adopt  one  or  the  other  of  the  above  suggested  plans  in  several  States, 
in  order  to  keep  this  kind  of  labor  employed. 

Hoping  you  will  give  this  subject  your  early  and  earnest  consideration,

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SECOND  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION 


TO 


REVISE  AND  CONSOLIDATE  THE  STATUTES. 


Rooms  of  the  Commission  to  Revise  and  Consolidate  the  Statutes, 


Columbus,  Ohio,  January  2,  1877. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio  : 

The  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  act  of  March  27,  1875,  “to 
provide  for  the  revision  and  consolidation  of  the  statute  laws  of  Ohio,” 
72  v.  87,  make  their  second  report  as  follows  : 

At  the  time  of  our  former  report,  (January  11,  1876,)  the  collation  of 
the  statutes  had  been  completed,  and  progress  was  being  made  in  the 
work  of  revision  and  consolidation.  That  work  has  been  pursued  to  the 
present  time,  in  the  manner  indicated  in  this  report. 

In  our  former  report  we  stated  that,  “to  carry  out  the  evident  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Legislature,  all  general  laws  must  he  reduced  to  one  statute, 
properly  divided  into  titles,  chapters  and  sections.”  The  only  constitu¬ 
tional  objections  that  have  been  suggested  to  this  course,  are  based  on  a 
provision  in  Art.  2,  §  16.  This  provision,  it  is  claimed,  contains  two 
limitations  on  the  legislative  power:  1.  “No  bill  shall  contain  more 
than  one  subject.”  2.  The  subject  of  the  bill  “shall  he  clearly  expressed 
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in  its  title. ”  But,  1.  Both  clauses  are  directory.  2.  The  whole  act  is 
devoted  to  one  subject,  the  revision  and  consideration  of  the  statutes, 
and  hence  it  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  first  clause  ;  and  the  title,  “An 
Act  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  general  statutes  of  Ohio,”  is  a  literal 
compliance  with  the  second  clause.  3.  The  table  of  contents  of  titles, 
chapters  and  sections,  which  will  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  revision 
when  completed,  may  well  be  regarded  in  connection  with  that  title, 
and  as  forming  part  of  it;  so  that  the  substantial  compliance  with  the 
requirement  as  to  the  title,  will  be  as  complete  as  it  has  been  in  any 
bill  ever  presented  to  the  General  Assembly.  For  these  and  other  rea¬ 
sons,  we  are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  constitutional  objections  are 
invalid. 

As  it  is,  in  our  judgment,  of  great  importance  that  all  the  titles  should 
be  incorporated  into  one  act,  we  have  directed  our  labors  to  that  end. 
But  in  obedience  to  the  joint  resolution  adopted  April  11,  1876,  73  v. 
339,  we  will  forward,  as  part  of  this  repoat,  that  portion  of  the  work 
which  has  been  completed,  the  same  being  more  particularly  specified 
in  another  paragraph  ;  and  there  can  be  no  objection  to  the  introduc¬ 
tion,  in  either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  of  bills  containing  any 
of  the  titles  now  completed,  and  their  passage  into  laws.  Such  bills  can 
be  framed,  in  most  cases,  almost  without  change,  from  the  matter  which 
is  to  accompany  this  report.  And  the  final  work  of  revision  would  be 
to  that  extent  abridged  ;  for.  while  the  new  acts  would  take  their  appro¬ 
priate  places  as  titles  in  the  final  report,  they  would  require  but  little 
further  attention  from  the  Legislature  or  the  Commission.  In  some  in¬ 
stances,  however,  this  difficulty  would  be  presented,  that,  in  order  to 
save  space,  words  and  even  sections  have  been  omitted  from  a  title,  the 
matter  being  provided  for  by  a  general  provision  in  some  other  title. 

In  our  first  report,  we  alluded  to  the  arrangement  of  the  statutory  pro¬ 
visions,  and  stated  that  the  subject  would  receive  further  consideration. 
The  editions  by  the  late  Chief  Justice  Chase,  Prof.  M.  E.  Curwen,  and  J. 
R.  Sayler,  Esq.,  of  the  statu tes-at-lar-ge,  in  the  order  of  the  original  pub¬ 
lication,  are  of  such  importance  that  the  continued  republication  of  the 
laws  in  that  form,  will  be  indispensable.  Even  a  collection  of  the  laws 
in  force  in  that  form  was  not  without  advantages;  yet  in  daily  practice 
it  was  found  so  much  more  important  to  have  all  the  acts  in  force  relat¬ 
ing  to  a  subject  collected  under  some  proper  head,  that  the  public  did 
not  fail  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  latter  plan.  But  the  compilations  made 
on  the  latter  plan,  which  is  called  alphabetic,  have  not  derived  their 
popularity  merely  or  chiefly  from  the  arrangement  of  the  heads.  In¬ 
deed,  neither  of  them  was  scrictly  an  alphabetic  arrangement  of  the 
laws.  The  fact  that  all  the  provisions  were  placed  under  their  appro¬ 
priate  heads,  as  far  as  it  was  possible  to  do  so,  and  skillfully  arranged 
and  ably  annotated,  gave  to  the  publications  of  Judge  Swan  and  his 
associates  all  their  real  value. 

An  examination  of  the  modern  revisions,  and  reflection  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject,  have  led  us  all  to  the  conclusion  that  nothing  will  be  lost,  but  much 
gained,  by  adopting  a  natural  or  logical  order,  instead  of  the  alphabetic 
arrangement.  A  table  preceding  the  first  page  of  the  revision,  will  in¬ 
dicate  the  place  of  each  head  and  its  contents.  Persons  in  the  daily  use 
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of  the  revision,  by  frequently  referring  to  the  table,  will  soon  turn  as 
readily  to  any  head,  without  looking  at  the  index,  as  they  now  refer  to 
the  titles  in  Swan  &  Critchfield’s  and  Swan  &  Sayler’s  Statutes.  Besides, 
an  index  is  to  be  prepared  for  the  revision,  so  thorough  that  any 
statutory  provision  can  be  readily  found. 

We  have  divided  the  work  into  four  parts:  Political,  Civil,  Remedial 
and  Penal.  The  first  of  these  parts,  (Political),  following  generally  the 
arrangement  in  the  Constitution,  is  divided  into  fourteen  titles,  and 
these  have  been  divided  into  chapters,  subdivisions  and  sections.  It 
embraces  provisions  with  respect  to  the  legislative,  executive  and  judi¬ 
cial  departments;  benevolent  institutions,  and  public  works  and  build¬ 
ings;  taxation,  counties,  townships  and  municipal  corporations  and  their 
officers,  and  the  election  and  compensation  of  public  officers.  This  is 
preceded  by  a  preliminary  title,  general  in  character,  which  contains 
definitions"  and  other  provisions  applicable  to  the  whole  work,  inserted 
to  prevent  the  necessity  of  repetition.  This  title  will  be  much  enlarged 
in  the  final  report,  and  will  embrace  certain  provisions  of  a  like  charac¬ 
ter,  which  are  inserted  in  some  of  the  titles,  in  the  expectation  that 
those  titles  will  be  framed  into  bills  before  the  work  is  presented  as  a 
whole,  as  already  mentioned.  The  second  part  (Civil)  contains  private 
corporations,  schools,  deeds  and  mortgages,  and  all  ether  titles  in  Swan 
<fc  Critchfield’s  and  Swan  &  Sayler’s  Statutes,  and  those  made  from  the 
subsequent  volumes,  except  the  titles  included  in  the  other  parts,  as 
herein  stated.  The  third  part  (Remedial)  embraces  the  code  of  civil 
procedure,  and  everything  relating  to  practice  in  matters  of  civil  and 
quasi-criminal  nature,  including  arbitration,  bastardy,  contempt,  divorce 
and  alimony,  dower,  evidence,  executors  and  administrators,  guardians, 
habeas  corpus,  juries  in  civil  cases,  occupying  claimants,  partition  and 
quo  warranto.  And  the  fourth  part  (Penal)  includes  in  three  titles, 
everything  relating  to  crimes,  punishments,  and  criminal  procedure, 
besides  the  proceedings  to  prevent  the  commission  of  crime,  and  the 
provisions  relating  to  jails  and  the  penitentiary.  In  other  words,  by 
this  arrangement  of  the  matter  of  the  statutes,  we  claim  to  place  in  the 
first  part  (Political)  the  enactments  that  are  organic,  being  the  frame¬ 
work  and  machinery  of  the  State  government;  in  the  second  (Civil) 
those  relating  to  persons  and  property;  in  the  third  (Remedial)  every¬ 
thing  connected  with  civil  procedure  in  all  the  courts;  and  in  the  fourth 
(Penal)  the  enactments  defining  crimes,  and  prescribing  punishment 
and  procedure  in  criminal  cases. 

The  fourth  part  has  been  completed,  and  is  now  passing  through  the 
press;  and  all  the  titles  of  the  first  part,  except  two,  are  completed,  and 
also  passing  through  the  press.  The  sheets  of  these  parts  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  to  the  General  Assembly  as  fast  as  they  are  received.  The 
remaining  titles  of  the  first  part  are  elections  and  taxation,  which  will 
probably  be  completed  during  the  month.  Considerable  time  has  been 
bestowed  on  the  second  and  third  parts,  but  neither  of  them  lias  been 
completed.  A  marked  feature  in  the  second  part  will  be  a  general  pro¬ 
vision  in  the  title  relating  to  private  corporations,  to  take  the  place  of 
the  cumbersome  class  legislation  on  the  subject,  permitting  three  or 
more  persons  to  become  incorporated  for  any  lawful  purpose,  except 
banking  and  some  others;  and  another  feature  in  the  same  title,  will  be 
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a  provision  fixing  a  time  after  the  organization  during  which  the  orig¬ 
inal  stockholders  shall  be  held  for  debts,  as  contemplated  by  the  Consti¬ 
tution.  In  the  third  part,  a  needed  change  has  been  agreed  upon  in 
conforming  the  pleadings  and  proceedings  in  divorce,  dower,  partition, 
and  the  like,  to  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

In  deciding  as  to  the  best  mode  of  numbering  the  sections,  we  have 
not  been  free  from  doubt.  The  sections  in  the  late  revision  of  the  acts 
of  Congress  are  numbered  in  one  series,  from  one  to  five  thousand  six 
hundred  and  one,  and  that  plan  has  been  pursued  in  some  of  the  states. 
In  the  Connecticut  and  some  other  revisions,  the  sections  of  each  chap¬ 
ter,  or  part  of  a  chapter  where  it  is  divided,  form  a  series.  Each  plan 
has  its  advantages  and  disadvantages.  The  former  plan  is  simple;  it 
enables  us,  by  placing  prominently  at  the  head  of  each  page  the  numbers 
of  the  sections  on  that  page,  to  readily  find  any  section  in  the  revision  ; 
and  the  work  can  be  indexed  by  sections,  which  is  important;  hence 
this  plan  has  many  advocates,  and  all  agree,  that  for  a  few  years  follow¬ 
ing  the  adoption  of  the  revision,  it  would  be  preferable.  '  But  the  objec¬ 
tion  has  been  urged,  that  as  it  wilhbe  necessary  to  add  chapters,  subdi¬ 
visions,  and  sections  to  various  titles,  from  time  to  time,  this  plan  will 
soon  lead  to  confusion.  By  the  other  plan,  which  has  the  advantage  of 
being  more  orderly,  it  has  been  thought  the  difficulty  can  be  avoided  ; 
and  the  advocates  of  this  mode  say,  that  when  it  becomes  necessary  to 
add  other  sections  to  a  chapter,  the  whole  chapter  should  be  repealed  and 
re-enacted,  with  the  new  sections  added,  and  that  in  this  way  the  har¬ 
mony  of  the  original  plan  will  remain  undisturbed.  Is  it  probable, 
however,  that  in  all  cases  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  add  one  or  more 
sections  to  a  chapter,  the  whole  chapter  will  be  repealed  and  re-enacted, 
with  the  additions?  On  the  contrary,  it  seems  to  us  quite  clear,  that 
sections  will  oftentimes  be  added  to  chapters,  as  they  are  now  added  to 
statutes,  without  the  repeal  and  re-enactment  of  any  other  sections  than 
those  amended.  Little,  if  anything,  would  therefore  be  gained  in  this 
way  over  the  first  plan.  But  this  difficulty,  which  applies  to  both  plans, 
can  be  avoided  by  requiring  the  Attorney  General,  at  the  end  of  each 
session,  to  designate  the  proper  places  for  such  additional  sections,  if  the 
Legislature  fail  to  do  so.  This  can  be  done  by  determining  which  orig¬ 
inal  section  of  the  revision  each  of  such  additional  sections  shall  follow, 
and  giving  to  such  additional  section  the  number  of  such  original 
section,  adding  the  letter  a,  or  if  there  is  more  than  one  additional 
section  to  follow  one  original  section,  they  can  be  designated  by 
the  letters  b,  c ,  etc.  This  will  not  only  prevent  confusion,  but 
direct  attention  at  once  to  the  fact  that  such  additional  sections- 
are  new.  As  the  convenience  of  the  plan  of  a  continuous,  unbroken 
numbering  is  of  far  more  importance  than  any  supposed  advantage 
from  the  orderly  arrangement  of  the  other  plan,  we  prefer  to  follow  the 
revision  of  the  acts  of  Congress  in  this  particular,  unless  otherwise  di¬ 
rected  by  the  General  Assembly ;  but  as  the  second  and  third  parts  have 
not  been  prepared,  that  mode  of  numbering  the  sections  must  be  defer¬ 
red  until  the  final  report  is  made. 

The  duties  of  the  members  of  this  Commission  are  prescribed  in  the 
statute.  Obeying  its  provisions,  we  are  endeavoring  to  reduce  the  gen¬ 
eral  statutes  to  a  concise  and  comprehensive  form.  In  doing  so,  we  are 
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directed  to  strike  out  redundant  words;  and,  although  this  is  less  import¬ 
ant  than  the  duty  of  excluding  obsolete  provisions,  restoring  harmony 
in  conflicting  enactments,  selecting  proper  words  to  supply  omissions, 
or  making  a  proper  arrangement  of  the  various  heads,  yet  our  duty  as  to 
redundant  matter  has  not  been  neglected.  Thus,  in  numerous  places, 
the  phrase,  “in  this  State,”  occurs.  But  it  is  well  settled  that  “general 
words  in  statutes  must  always  be  construed  in  view  of  the  territorial 
limit  to  the  powers  of  the  Legislature.”  Hence  the  phrase  is  generally 
omitted.  By  the  application  of  similar  principles,  we  are  fully  justified 
in  omitting  numerous  other  words.  Nor  have  we  been  indifferent  to  the 
form  in  which  the  legislative  will  shall  be  expressed.  We  are  aware  of 
a  general  rule,  that  each  section  of  a  law  should  express  only  one  prop¬ 
osition,  and  that  there  should  not  be  two  sentences  in  a  section,  nor  one 
sentence  involving  two  propositions  which  may  be  well  expressed  sepa¬ 
rately;  but  we  also  know  that  a  strict  compliance  with  that  rule  is,  in 
many  cases,  impracticable.  As  we  have  indicated  at  the  end  of  each 
section  the  vqjume  and  page  of  the  original  section  or  sections,  we  have 
not  deemed  it  necessary  to  indicate  by  separate  notes,  the  changes  or 
additions  that  have  been  made.  Comparison  will  show  quite  as  well 
what  has  been  done  in  that  respect.  In  a  number  of  places  we  have 
spoken  of  changes  made  in  the  laws,  as  though  we  possessed  legislative 
power;  but  that  is  simply  a  convenient  mode  of  stating  what  we  have 
done.  It  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  disclaim  any  such  power. 

In  our  former  report,  we  stated  that  a  full  index  to  the  laws  (vol.  66  to 
vol.  72,  inclusive,)  had  been  prepared,  and  that  it  would  “be  printed  and 
sent  to  the  General  Assembly  in  a  few  days.”  The  index  there  referred 
to  had  been  prepared  by  bringing  together  the  indexes  in  the  annual 
volumes,  with  some  additions.  But  before  that  index  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  printer,  we  became  satisfied  that  in  prosecuting  our  work 
it  would  be  necessary  to  bring  together,  under  proper  heads,  all  the  pro¬ 
visions  in  force  in  the  eight  volumes,  (66-73,)  and  that  this  would  be 
the  substantial  parts  of  an  analytic  index.  In  view  of  this,  we  aban¬ 
doned  the  intention  of  publishing  the  index  as  prepared,  and  determined 
to  enlarge  it,  so  that  it  might  not  only  aid  us  in  prosecuting  the  work  of 
revision  and  consolidation,  but  also  serve  the  public  as  a  useful  index  to 
those  volumes.  The  labor  of  its  preparation  was  confined  to  Mr.  E.  T. 
Hall,  and  the  result  is  the  full,  and,  we  trust,  satisfactory  index  published 
with  the  general  laws  of  1876,  under  authority  of  the  joint  resolution 
adopted  April  7,  1876,  (73  v.  335).  A  table  of  repealed  sections  was  also 
prepared  under  our  direction,  and  published  in  connection  with  the 
index,  as  contemplated  in  the  resolution*  And  as  one  object  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  creating  this  Commission,  was  the  dissemination 
among  the  people  of  a  knowledge  of  the  present  condition  of  the  laws, 
we  felt  justified  in  distributing,  among  public  officers,  attorneys,  and 
others  who  have  daily  use  for  them,  three  thousand  copies  of  the  index 
and  table.  We  hope  the  further  advantage  will  be  derived  from  this 
course,  that  persons  who  receive  the  work  will  recall  the  statement  in

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our  former  report,  that  “judges,  and  members  of  the  bar,  and  others,  can 
greatly  aid  us  by  a  reference  to  the  defects  in  the  statutes  they  may  have 
•observed,  and  we  respectfully  solicit  communications  on  the  subject.” 

Recurring  to  the  paits  of  the  work  which  have  been  completed,  we 
call  attention  to  the  preliminary  chapter  in  the  first  part,  to  which  allu¬ 
sion  has  been  made,  and  which  will  be  much  enlarged  in  the  final 
•  report;  to  the  arrangement  of  the  laws  with  respect  to  the  three  co-or¬ 
dinate  branches  of  the  State  government  ;  to  the  importance  assigned  to 
our  great  public  charities,  the  benevolent  institutions;  and  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  we  have  given  to  the  divisions  of  the  State,  the  counties,  townships, 
and  municipal  corporations,  and  their  officers.  All  of  these  are  impor¬ 
tant,  and  wre  trust  that  the  additions  we  have  ventured  to  make,  which 
will  be  readily  seen  on  comparison  with  the  provisions  cited,  may  be 
'regarded  as  proper.  But  the  changes  which  have  been  made  in  the 
title  with  respect  to  municipal  corporations,  and  the  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  legislation  on  that  subject,  induce  us  to  make  a  4£nore  extended 
explanation  concerning  that  title. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  contains  these  provisions: 

“All  laws  of  a  general  nature  shall  have  a  uniform  operation  through¬ 
out  the  State.”  Art.  2,  §  6. 

“The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  special  act  conferring  corporate 
1  powers.”  Art.  13,  §  1. 

“Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws;  but  all  such  laws 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  altered  or  repealed.”  Art.  13,  §  2.  . 

“The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  organization  of  cities  and 
incorporated  villages,  by  general  laws,  and  restrict  their  power  of  taxa¬ 
tion,  assessment,  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts,  and  loaning  their 
credit,  so  as  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  such  power.”  Art.  13,  §  6. 

In  consequence  of  these  provisions,  much  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
enacting  laws,  which,  while  appropriate,  or  even  essential  to  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  one  or  more  municipal  corporations,  may  be  inappropriate  or 
even  mischievous,  if  made  applicable  to  all. 

In  Welker  v.  Potter,  18  0.  S.  85,  it  was  held,  that  as  the  act  of  1866, 
(63  v.  133,)  relating  to  improvements,  etc.,  has  a  uniform  operation  in 
every  “city  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  less  than  one  hundred 
thousand  inhabitants  at  the  last  federal  census,”  it  is  not  in  conflict 
with  the  above  provision  of  Art.  2,  §  26.  The  report  does  not  show  that 
the  question,  whether  the  act  is  in  conflict  with  the  above  sections  of  the 
thirteenth  article,  was  argued  or  considered.  It  has  been  supposod,  some¬ 
times,  that  this  legislation  wras,  in  effect,  classification ;  but  the  question 
-is  not  free  from  difficulty,  and  the  limits  of  legislative  power  in  this 
respect  may  not  be  entirely  settled,  though  the  rule  upon  the  subject,  as 
we  understand  it,  will  be  presently  stated. 

In  another  case  it  was  held,  that  the  act  of  1870,  (67  v.  141,)  wrhereby 
the  territorial  limits  of  Cincinnati  were  extended,  and  its  corporate 
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powers  enlarged,  was  in  conflict  with  the  first  and  sixth  sections  of  the 
thirteenth  article,  and  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  it  was  also  in 
■conflict  with  the  second  section  of  that  article.  The  State  ex  rel.  v. 
Cincinnati,  20  O.  S.  18. 

Other  efforts  have  been  made  to  avoid  the  difficulty,  without  any 
'attempt  at  classification.  This  has  been  done  by  the  employment  of 
words  descriptive  of  a  particular  city  or  village,  without  naming  it ;  as, 
that  it  contained,  ac  the  last  federal  census,  a  certain  number  of  inhab¬ 
itants,  or  that  it  has,  within  its  limits,  some  specified  improvement,  or 
the  like.  But  there  is  no  magic  in  mere  words,  and  it  is  not  believed 
that  in  such  a  case  anything  is  gained  by  circumlocution.  The  nature 
of  a  law,  whether  general,  or  local,  or  special,  is  inherent  in  the  law 
itself,  and  does  not  depend  on  the  mere  language  in  which  it  is  clothed. 
As  expressed  in  one  case,  “the  constitutionality  of  an  act  is  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  its  operation,  and  not  by  the  mere  form  it  may  be  made  to 
assume.”  The  State  ex  rel.  v.  The  Judges,  21  0.  S.  1 — 11. 

If  the  first  section  of  the  thirteenth  article  applied  only  to  private 
corporations,  the  difficulty  we  have  suggested  would  not  exist.  And  we 
are  free  to  say  that  in  the  absence  of  any  decision,  we  would  have  enter¬ 
tained  the  opinion  that  the  section  has  no  application  to  municipal  cor¬ 
porations.  But  the  Supreme  Court  has  held  otherwise,  and  its  opinion 
■can  only  be  questioned  before  the  same  tribunal.  The  rule  as  it  now  ex¬ 
ists  upon  this  subject  seems  to  bd'  this :  Where  the  act  relates  to  matters 
administrative  in  their  character,  as  distinguished  from  a  grant  of  cor¬ 
porate  powers,  there  is  no  objection  to  a  direct  reference  to  the  municipal 
corporation  by  name,  and  nothing  is  gained  by  words  descriptive  of  it. 
When,  however,  the  act  contains  a  grant  of  corporate  powers  pioper,  the 
corporation  can  neither  be  directly  named,  nor  described  in  the  way 
stated;  the  act  must  be  general.  But  as  powers  which  are  essential  to 
the  prosperity  of  some  of  the  large  cities,  might,  if  exerted  in  smaller 
communities,  be  oppressive,  the  plan  of  dividing  municipal  corporations 
into  classes  was  suggested ;  and  it  is  well  settled  that  an  act,  though  con¬ 
fined  to  cities  of  a  particular  class,  is  nevertheless  general.  This  plan  of 
classification  was  incorporated  into  the  act  of  1852,  (50  v.  223),  which 
was  revised  in  1869,  (66  v.  149),  and  in  the  title  here  proposed  that  plan 
has  been  somewhat  changed  and  enlarged,  as  we  will  now  explain. 

In  the  government  of  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Toledo,  Columbus  and 
Dayton,  the  five  large  cities  of  the  State,  it  is  found  that  their  necessities 
are  diverse,  and  the  occasion  for  legislation,  in  a  sense  special,  relating 
to  their  corporate  powers,  occurs  frequently  with  respect  to  each  of  them. 
Besides  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  determine  whether  a  proposed  act, 
which  is  in  the  main  administrative  in  its  character,  may  not  contain 
some  provision  which  may  be  construed  as  a  grant  of  corporate  power. 
Even  where  there  is  no  such  grant  of  corporate  power,  mere  local  admin¬ 
istrative  power  may  be  granted  and  exercised  as  well  under  a  general  as 
a  special  act.  Thus  the  first  subdivision  of  the  seventeenth  chapter  of 
the  title  we  are  now  considering,  which  relates  to  the  police  in  Cincin¬ 
nati,  is  general  in  form,  though  local  and  special  in  fact,  and  there  would 
be  no  constitutional  objection,  in  that  case,  to  legislation  in  which  the 
•city  would  be  directly  named.  For  the  reasons  given  it  has  been  deemed 
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advisable,  however,  to  so  classify  those  cities,  that  powers  may  be  con¬ 
ferred  upon  either  without  affecting  any  other  municipal  corporation. 
This  has  been  done  by  dividing  the  classes  into  grades;  and,  although  it 
may  be  urged  that  this  is  an  attempt  to  do  indirectly  a  thing  which  can 
not  be  done  directly,  that  is  not  always  conclusive  against  a  statute.  We 
are  entirely  satisfied  there  is  no  constitutional  impediment  to  the  course 
here  proposed.  Thus,  Cincinnati  will  be  a  city  of  the  first  grade  of  the 
first  class,  Cleveland  a  city  of  the  second  grade  of  the  first  class,  Toledo 
a  city  of  the  third  grade  of  the  first  class,  Columbus  a  city  of  the  first 
grade  of  the  second  class,  and  Dayton  a  city  of  the  second  grade  of  the 
second  class;  while  the  present  laws  and  government  of  those  cities  will 
remain  substantially  as  they  are  at  the  present  time.  Further  classifica¬ 
tion  is  provided  for  in  the  title,  and  if  occasion  should  arise,  it  can  be 
extended  in  the  manner  indicated  above. 

The  Constitution,  as  we  have  seen,  requires  the  General  Assembly  to 
provide  for  the  organization  of  “incorporated  villages.”  Probably,  in 
consequence  of  this,  the  word  incorporated  has  been  constantly  repeated 
in  the  statutes,  whenever  the  word  village  occurs.  As  this  is  unneces¬ 
sary,  we  have,  to  avoid  repetition,  omitted  it  in  the  title  relating  to 
municipal  corporations,  and  provided,  in  the  first  section  of  the  first 
chapter  of  that  title,  that  the  word  village  shall  mean  incorporated 
village,  unless  the  context  shows  it  is  used  in  another  sense. 

In  the  act  of  1852,  provision  was  made  for  the  incorporation  of  special 
road  districts ;  but  the  phrase  was  not  appropriate,  in  view  of  the  powers 
conferred  on  those  corporations ;  snd  in  the  revision  of  1869,  the  cum¬ 
brous  expression,  “incorporated  village  for  special  purposes,”  was  sub¬ 
stituted.  In  this  revision  the  latter  designation  has  given  place  to  the 
old  word  hamlet.  Nor  do  we  think  that  any  violence  is  done  to  the 
term,  for  according  to  our  best  lexicographers  it  is  a  “small  village,  or  a 
portion  of  a  village ,”  “a  little  cluster  of  houses  in  the  country ;”  “a  small 
collection  of  houses  in  the  country,  in  distinction  from  a  city,  a  large 
town  or  a  township.” 

Other  changes  made  or  proposed,  we  can  only  refer  to  in  a  general  way. 
Thus,  as  the  expenses  attending  special  municipal  elections  are  not, 
ordinarily,  compensated  by  any  corresponding  public  benefit,  we  have, 
in  general,  provided  that  they  shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  they  are 
ordered  by  council.  We  have  made  provision,  in  the  title  relating  to 
houses  of  correction,  for  an  examination  into  the  confinement  of  the 
inmates,  on  habeas  corpus,  the  provisions  with  respect  to  which  writ,  in 
the  chapter  relating  to  such  houses,  seeming  to  be  of  doubtful  constitu¬ 
tionality;  but  we  have  so  guarded  the  provision  that  it  cannot  interfere 
with  the  efficient  management  of  the  institution..’  Under  the  general 
direction  to  supply  omissions,  we  have  added  to  the  other  enactments 
for  the  security  of  persons  assembled  at  theatres,  etc.,  a  provision  requir¬ 
ing  that  such  place,  if  above  the  first  floor,  shall  be  supplied,  at  all 
times,  with  sufficient  water,  and  means  of  applying  it,  or  other  efficient 
means,  so  that  any  fire  which  may  occur  while  such  building  is  thus 
occupied,  may  be  readily  extinguished.  And  we  cannot  doubt  the  assur¬ 
ance  that  such  means  of  protection  have  been  provided,  would  go  far  to 
prevent  a  panic  in  case  of  fire.  We  have  required  the  city  solicitor  to 
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uive  official  opinions  and  prepare  official  bonds,  and  have  probably 
added  to  his  official  duties,  but  we  think  the  public  interest  will  be  sub¬ 
served  by  the  course,  though  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  compensa¬ 
tion  of  that  officer  ought  to  be  made.  And  we  have  not  doubted  the 
propriety  of  another  provision,  requiring  all  official  bonds  to  be  recorded. 

In  this  connection  we  may  direct  attention  to  changes  considered,  but 
not  proposed.  While  the  provisions  relating  to  the  assessment  of  private 
property  for  streets,  and  the  like,  are  defective,  and.  in  some  respects  ap¬ 
parently  unjust,  we  have  not  felt  that  it  is  within  the  legitimate  scope 
of  our  duties  to  make  provision  for  any  change  in  this  respect  in  matter 
of  substance,  though  our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  subject  a  num¬ 
ber  of  times.  It  seems  to  us,  howrever,  to  be  a  departure  from  the  correct 
view  of  assessments,  to  hold  a  party  personally  liable  for  the  amount ; 
but  the  Supreme  Court  was  constrained,  in  Gest  v.  Cincinnati ,  26  O.  S. 
275,  to  follow  the  former  decision  on  the  subject.  The  Court,  however, 
fully  recognize  the  principle,  the  justice  of  which  cannot  be  doubted, 
that  there  must  be  a  limit  to  assessments;  but  cases  may  arise  under  the 
present  legislation,  in  which  it  may  be  difficult  to  enforce  that  principle. 
Thus,  where  three-fourths  in  interest  of  the  property-owners  petition  for 
such  improvement,  in  Cincinnati,  Cleveland  or  Toledo,  we  do  not  per¬ 
ceive  that  there  is,  in  the  law,  any  limit  to  assessment,  even  to  the 
extent  of  confiscation  of  the  whole  property. 

Two  other  matters  which  pertain  to  the  parts  already  completed,  may 
be  noticed  at  this  place.  The  first  is,  that  in  defining  the  duties  of 
county  officers,  we  have,  in  general,  specified  their  fees  under  the  same 
head.  But  the  provisions  for  the  fees  of  county  auditors,  in  a  few  unim- 
portantant  instances,  are  so  connected  with  provisions  which  fall  under 
other  heads,  that  it  has  not  been  thought  best  to  separate  them.*  The 
other  matter  is  with  respect  to  the  repealing  clauses.  One  title  will  be 
devoted  to  acts  repealed,  and  the  repeal  of  each  statute  will  form  a  para¬ 
graph — a  rule  that  should  never  be  departed  from.  Indeed,  of  late  years, 
in  some  legislative  assemblies,  the  repeal  of  each  statute  is  made  a 
section.  If  any  title  is  introduced  as  a  bill  at  this  session,  we  can  readily 
furnish  the  proper  repealing  section. 

In  defining  crimes  and  prescribing  punishments,  there  has  been  an 
earnest  endeavor  to  embody  in  one  title  the  substance  of  all  the  enact¬ 
ments  on  those  subjects.  To  do  this  in  such  form  as  to  afford  reasonable 
hope  of  meeting  the  expectations  of  the  public,  has  required  time  and 
care  to  an  extent  in  no  way  indicated  by  the  length  of  the  title.  Indeed, 
the  effort  to  exclude  all  needless  words  and  phrases,  and  employ  perspic¬ 
uous,  comprehensive  terms,  whereby  the  bulk  of  matter  might  be  re¬ 
duced,  occasioned  the  chief  expenditure  of  time.  The  same  remarks 
apply  to  the  title  relating  to  criminal  procedure,  though  in  a  less  degree, 
for  the  provisions  on  that  subject  were  reduced  to  a  code  less  than  eight 
years  ago.  In  a  few  instances,  the  provisions  embrace  crimes  not  here¬ 
tofore  provided  for;  but  this  is  only  in  cases  where  the  omission  to  make 
provision  was  clearly  an  oversight. 

The  manner  of  awarding  punishment,  so  that  it  shall  be  inflicted  ac-

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cording  to  the  real  magnitude  of  the  offense,  has  often  attracted  the  at¬ 
tention  of  legislators  and  others.  The  subject  is  important  and  beset 
with  difficulties.  Renewed  discussion  of  it  has  led  us  to  examine  the 
•subject  with  care.  In  some  States  the  amount  of  the  punishment  is  fixed 
by  the  jury;  but  it  is  the  settled  policy  in  this  State  that  the  Judge  pre¬ 
siding  at  the  trial  shall  perform  that  duty.  That  our  practice  in  this 
particular  is  wise,  we  entertain  no  doubt.  In  saying  so,  we  are  aware 
that,  in  awarding  punishment,  some  Judges  are  more  severe  than  others, 
but  that  difficulty  is  irremediable.  To  do  exact  justice  in  all  cases  is, 
under  any  system,  simply  impossible.  But  a  Judge,  by  constantly,  com¬ 
paring  the  case  before  him  with  others  that  may  have  come  under  his 
observation,  will  finally  establish  something  like  a  rule  on  the  subject, 
while  the  jury,  ever  changing,  would  be  without  a  guide.  Moreover,  a 
jury  would  be  called  on  to  decide  at  once,  and  frequently  under  strong 
excitements,  while  a  Judge  has  time  for  reflection.  But  there  is  a  stronger 
reason  in  the  fact,  that  frequently  astatement,  which  might  be  altogether 
proper  to,  and  very  cogent  with  the  court,  after  conviction,  in  reducing 
or  increasing  the  punishment,  could  not  be  made  with  any  safety  or  pro¬ 
priety  during  the  trial,  and  a  jury  would  be  compelled  to  sentence  with¬ 
out  anv  of  those  aids. 

The  policy  in  this  State  being  settled,  the  question  is,  whether,  by 
any  change  in  the  provisions  of  our  statutes,  the  judges  will  be  enabled 
to  discharge  this  important  duty  in  a  manner  more  satisfactory  to  them¬ 
selves  and  the  public.  The  mere  name  of  the  crime  cannot  indicate  the 
amount  of  punishment  which  the  offender  ought  to  endure.  To  say  that 
a  judge  had  sentenced  one  man  to  the  penitentiary  one  year  for  killing  a 
good  citizen,  and  another  twenty  years  for  attempting  to  kill  a  bad  one, 
would,  at  first,  seem  to  be  a  charge  that  the  judge  was  unjust ;  but  com¬ 
plete  knowledge  of  the  facts  might  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  each  sen¬ 
tence  was  unobjectionable  and  entirely  fair.  Our  attention  has  also  been 
called  to  instances  where  confederates  in  crime  have  been  convicted, 
some  before  one  judge  and  some  before  another,  and  their  sentences  been 
widely  different,  while  to  a  person  not  familiar  with  all  the  facts,  there 
seemed  to  be  little  or  no  difference  in  the  blame  that  ought  to  have  been 
imputed  to  each  of  them.  But  without  regard  to  the  difficulty  already 
referred  to,  it  may  be  observed  that  it  rarely  happens  that  men  acting  in 
concert  in  the  commission  of  crime  deserve  equal  punishment ;  and  in 
the  case  stated,  it  may  have  been  quite  apparent  to  the  judges,  though 
not  disclosed  in  any  record  or  report  of  the  case,  which  was  the  principal 
offender.  In  the  punishment  of  crime,  the  protection  of  society  is  to  be 
regarded,  and  experience  shows  that  is  best  secured  by  awarding  pun¬ 
ishment,  not  merely  with  reference  to  the  name  by  which  the  offense  is 
-called,  but  according  to  the  atrocity  or  depravity  of  the  offender,  or  his 
disregard  of  social  obligation  in  the  particular  case.  Moreover,  this  is 
in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  justice.  Under  our  present  stat¬ 
utes,  it  is  sometimes  beyond  the  judge’s  power  to  do  justice,  either 
because  the  greatest  punishment  provided  for  the  crime  may  be  inade¬ 
quate  in  the  particular  case,  or  because,  in  view  of  mitigating  circum¬ 
stances,  the  mildest  punishment  prescribed  in  the  statute  may  seem 
somewhat  harsh.  The  remedy,  therefore,  and  the  only  one,  is  to  enlargo 
the  maximum  and  lessen  the  minimum  prescribed  in  the  statute,  when¬ 
ever  such  difficulty  might  arise,  so  as  to  enable  the  judge  to  do  justice 
in  each  particular  case. 
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Nor  are  we  prepared  to  say  that  it  would  be  an  unwise  change  to  re¬ 
move  entirely  the  minimum  limit  of  fine  or  imprisonment  in  all  cases. 
It  is  probably  within  the  knowledge  of  every  person  familiar  with  the- 
courts,  that  convictions  sometimes  occur  where  the  Judge,  though  unable 
to  set  aside  the  verdict,  for  the  reason  that  the  accused  is  at  least  tech¬ 
nically  guilty,  is  quite  willing  to  join  at  once  in  an  application  for  ex¬ 
ecutive  clemency.  If  the  minimum  limit  were  removed,  the  Judge,  in 
such  cases,  could  make  the  punishment  nominal,  as  the  offense,  in  the 
supposed  cases,  is  not  one  of  substance,  but  rather  of  form.  These  of 
course,  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rule,  but  it  would,  in  our  judgment, 
be  well  to  provide  for  them  by  enlarging,  or  rather  by  not  restraining  the 
Judge  in  this  discretion.  But  as  this  is  legislation  in  a  matter  of  sub¬ 
stance,  found  in  nearly  all  the  enactments  for  the  punishment  of  crime, 
we  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  make  the  change  suggested. 

We  stated  in  our  former  report,  that  there  has  been  devolved  upon  us- 
“a  work  of  time  and  care,”  and  that  “to  form  any  reliable  estimate  of 
the  time  that  may  be  required  to  complete  the  labors  of  this  Commission, 
is  simply  impossible.”  We  are  not  now  able  to  state  definitely  whether, 
if  this  General  Assembly,  at  the- close  of  its  present  session,  will  adjourn 
to  meet  in  next  November,  we  can  lay  before  it,  in  one  bill,  the  entire 
body  of  the  general  laws;  but  we  will  be  able  to  afford  that  information 
before  the  ordinary  period  of  adjournment  is  reached.  And  as  a  session 
devoted  mainly  if  not  entirely  to  the  revision,  would  enable  the  General 
Assembly  to  perform  its  duty,  with  respect  to  the  work,  in  a  more  satis¬ 
factory  manner  than  would  be  possible  at  an  ordinaiy  session,  we  trust 
we  may  be  able  to  afford  this  General  Assembly  that  opportunity  to  act 
finally  on  the  whole  work.  We  find  it  impracticable,  however,  to  append 
the  notes  of  decisions  in  advance  of  the  adoption  of  the  revision.  These 
and  the  analytic  index  which  will  be  necessary,  must  be  added  afterward. 
In  any  view,  in  less  than  one-half  of  the  time  occupied  by  the  New  York 
Commission,  and  with  less  than  one-third  tire  expense,  the  entire  work 
will  be  completed.  And  no  effort  will  be  spared  to  make  it  equal,  in  all 
respects,  with  she  best  revision  that  has  been  made.
